RULES   AND   REGULATIONS 


FOB    THE    OOTERNMENT    OP    THE    INSTITUTION. 


L  This  Institution  shall  be  designated  "  The  Institution-  for 
Promoting  the  Education  of  the  Labouring  and  Manufacturing 
Classes  of  Society  of  every  Religious  Persuasion  ;**  and  for  the 
purpose  of  making  manifest  the  extent  of  its  objects,  the  title  of  the 
Society  shall  be  "The  British  and  Foreign  School  Sooiett." 

II.  Thia  Institution  shall  consist  of  a  Patron,  Vice-Patrons,  Presi- 
dent, Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  Secretaries,  Life  and  Annual  Mem- 
bers; together  with  such  officers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for 
conducting  the  affairs  of  the  Institution. 

III.  The  Institution  shall  maintain  a  school  on  an  extensive  scale 
to  educate  children.  It  shall  support  and  traiu  up  young  persons  of 
both  sexes  for  supplying  properly  instructed  Teachers  to  the  inhabi- 
tants of  such  places  in  the  British  dominions,  at  home  and  abroad, 
aa  shall  be  desirous  of  establishing  schools  on  the  British  system. 
It  shall  instruct  all  persons,  whether  natives  or  foreigners,  who  may 
be  sent  from  time  to  time,  for  the  purpose  of  being  qualified  as 
teachers  in  this  or  any  other  country. 

\*  The  school  shall  be  open  to  the  public,  for  the  purpose  of  exhi- 
biting tlie  system  of  teaching  and  training,  every  day,  from  nine  to 
twelve  o'clock,  and  from  three  to  five,  Saturdays  excepted. 

IV.  All  schools  which  shall  be  supplied  with  Teachers  at  the 
expense  of  this  Institution  shall  be  open  to  the  children  of  parents 
of  all  religious  denominations.  Reading,  Writing,  Arithmetic,  and 
Needlework  shall  be  taught ;  the  lessons  for  reading  shall  consist  of 
extracts  from  the  holy  Scriptures ;  no  catechism  or  peculiar  religious 
tenets  shall  be  taught  in  the  schools,  but  every  child  shall  be  enjoined 
to  attend  regularly  the  place  of  worship  to  which  its  parents  belong. 

%*  The  grand  object  of  the  Institution  being  to  promote  Educa- 
tion in  general,  any  application  for  the  training  of  a  teacher,  at  the 
expense  of  the  person  thus  applying,  will  be  attended  to,  although 
such  intended  school  is  not  to  be  conducted  on  the  extended  prii%- 
ciples  of  this  Institution. 
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T.  Every  person  subscribing  annually  one  guinea  and  upwards 
shall  be  deemed  a  member  of  this  Institution,  during  the  continuance 
of  such  subscription. 

VI.  Every  person  subscribing  ten  guineas  and  upwards  shall  be  a 
member  for  life ;  and  upon  any  legacy  being  paid  to  the  Treasurer, 
the  Executors  who  have  administered  shall  be  members  for  life, 
calculating  at  the  rate  of  fifty  pounds  for  each  Executor ;  and  in  case 
the  legacy  shall  not  amount  to  a  sufficient  sum  to  extend  the  privilege 
to  all,  preference  shall  be  given  to  the  first  named  in  the  will. 

VII.  A  General  Meeting  of  the  subscribers  shall  be  held  every 
year,  in  the  month  of  May,*  or  as  near  thereto  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient  by  the  Committee,  when  an  account  of  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  for  the  preceding  year,  and  the  proceedings  of  the 
Institution,  and  all  other  institutions  at  home  and  abroad,  established 
on  the  British  system,  shall  be  stated,  and  a  Report  for  publication 
agreed  upon. 

The  attendance  of  ladies,  and  the  Members  of  the  Committees  of 
Country  and  Local  Schools  on  the  British  system,  is  particularly 
solicited. 

*»*  Notice  shall  be  given  by  public  advertisement  in  at  least  four 
morning  and  evening  papers. 

VIII.  At  the  General  Meeting,  the  President,  Vice-Presidents, 
Treasurer,  and  Secretaries  shall  be  elected.  A  Committee  of  forty- 
eight  Subscribers  shall  be  chosen,  and  denominated  the  General 
Committee  for  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  Institution,  with  power 
to  fill  up  vacancies  during  the  year.  Thirty-six  shall  be  re-eligible 
from  the  Committee  of  the  preceding  year.  Two  or  more  Subscribers 
shall  be  nominated  as  Auditors  of  the  accounts  of  the  Institution. 
All  officers  receiving  emolument,  or  who  are  not  specified  in  this 
rule,  shall  be  in  the  appointment  and  under  the  control  of  the  Com- 
mittee. And  the  Committee  shall  be  empowered  to  fill  up  vacancies 
which  occur  by  death  or  resignation  during  the  year. 

*#*  No  member  of  the  Committee  shall,  at  any  time,  or  under  any 
circumstances,  receive  any  pecuniary  advantage  from  the  Society,  nor 
shall  the  Society  ever  make  any  dividend,  gift,  division,  or  bonus,  ia 
money  or  otherwise,  unto  or  between  any  of  its  members. 

IX.  The  Committee  shall  meet  once,  or  oftener,  in  every  month. 


*  The  Committees  of  all  other  Institutions  on  the  British  system  of  Education 
are  particularly  requested  to  transmit  the  Reports  of  their  proceedings  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Parent  Society  before  tlie  first  of  April  in  every  year. 


aod  shall  elect,  at  the  first  meeting  in  every  vear,  cither  from  among 
themselves,  or  from  the  general  body  of  Subscribers,  seven  as  a 
Committee  of  Finance^  and  twelve  as  Inspectors.  Of  tiiese  Com- 
mittees, two  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

X.  A  Committee  of  twenty-four  Ladies  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
General  Committee,  to  superintend  the  concerns  of  the  Female 
Department  of  the  School  and  Training  Establishment ;  they  will  be 
expected  to  make  a  written  Beport  of  their  proceedings  to  the 
General  Committee  once  every  mouth. 

XI.  The  Vice-Patrons,  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  and 
Secretaries  shall  be  considered  as  members  of  the  General  Com- 
mittee, and  the  Treasurer  and  Secretaries  members  of  all  Committees. 

XII.  A  Special  General  Meeting,  at  which  no  less  than  thirty 
shall  constitute  a  quorum,  shall  be  called  at  any  time,  at  the  requisi- 
tion of  the  Committee,  or  any  twenty-four  Subscribers,  on  addressing 
a  letter  to  "the  Secretaries,  specifyiag  the  object  of  the  Meeting,  at 
which  no  other  business  shall  be  brought  forward.  Ten  days*  notice 
shall  be  given,  in  at  least  four  morning  and  evening  papers,  of  every 
such  intended  meeting,  and  of  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  called. 

XIII.  In  case  of  equality  of  votes  at  any  General  or  Committee 
Meeting,  the  Chairman  shall  be  entitled  to  a  second  or  casting  vote. 

XIV.  All  payments  made  on  account  of  this  Institution  shall  be 
signed  by  at  least  three  of  the  Commifctee  in  committee. 

XV.  Noue  of  the  Bules  of  the  Institution  shall  be  repealed  or 
altered,  nor  any  new  ones  established,  but  at  the  General  Meeting, 
or  at  a  Special  General  Meeting,  called  for  that  purpose,  nor  shall 
any  new  rule,  or  abrogation  or  alteration  of  any  existing  rule,  be 
validy  until  confirmed  by  a  subsequent  General  Meeting.

REPORT. 


For  five  saocessive  years  it  has  been  the  painftd  duty 
of  your  Committee  to  commence  their  Report  by  refer- 
ring to  the  losses  which  the  Society  has  from  time  to 
time  sustained,  by  the  decease  of  some  of  its  earliest  and 
m<»t  attached  friends.  The  late  and  much  lamented 
Earl  of  Carlisle  was  for  thirty  years  one  of  your  Vice- 
Presidents.  As  Lord  Morpeth,  his  eloquent  advocacy  of 
the  principles  and  claims  of  the  Society  will  be  remem- 
bered by  many ;  and  though  of  late  years  other  impor- 
tant public  duties  prevented  his  attendance  at  the 
anniversary  meetings,  his  interest  in  the  extension  and 
success  of  the  Society  s  operations  was  unabated. 
Little  more  than  two  years  before  his  retirement  from 
public  life,  during  a  summer  visit  to  the  metropolis,  his 
Lordship  called  to  inspect  the  improvements  making  in 
this  building,  and  took  occasion  to  express  his  continued 
admiration  of  the  principles  of  the  Society,  and  his 
approval  of  the  arrangements  then  in  progress.  Your 
Committee  regard  this  passing^  notice  as  due  to  the 
memory  of  one^ose  name  will  long  be  aasodated  with 
what  Z  Uberal  in  sentiment,  enlightened  in  progress, 
and,  above  all.  Christian  in  philanthropy. 

Reverting  to  the  direct  and  immediate  subject  of  this 
meeting,  viz.,  the  report  of  their  proceedings,  and  of  the 
state  and  prospects  of  the  Society,  your  Committee 
would  mention  first  in  order  the  Normal  or  Training 
Department,  both  for  young  men  and  young  women. 

B 


Borough  Road  Training  College. — ^At  the  Borough 
Road,  the  number  of  resident  students  reported  last  year 
was  96 ;  at  present  there  are  82.  Of  these  47  are  in 
the  second  year  of  their  residence ;  35  were  admitted 
in  January  last,  against  50  the  preceding  year.  This 
diminution  arises  from  the  fact  that  there  were  fewer 
candidates  than  usual  It  cannot  be  concealed  that  in 
this  respect  the  operation  of  the  I^evised  Code  is  preju- 
dicial to  the  Training  Coll^es^  especially  for  young  men. 
The  amount  of  Pupil  Teacher  aid  required  in  the  school 
by  the  present  Code  is  considerably  less  than  formerly  ; 
the  supply  of  Candidates  from  that  class  is  consequently 
diminished.  Added  to  which,  the  minds  of*  Teadiers 
and  Pupil  Teachers  have,  during  the  past  two  years, 
become  unsettled  and  uncertain  ab  to  the  working  of  the 
Code,  the  probable  demand  for  Teachers^  and  their  fair 
remuneration.  Your  Committee  are  able  to  ):^port 
favourably  imder  both  these  heads,  and  they  believe 
that  there  has  been  misapprehension  and  needless  alarm, 
the  subsidence  of  which  will  be  followed  by  a  reaction, 
and  consequent  accession  to  the  number  of  Candidates 
for  admission.  Certain  it  is,  that  for  well-trained  and 
efficient  Teachers,  men  of  Christian  character,  earnest 
purpose,  and  consequent  devotion  to  the  work,  there  is 
no  lack  of  spheres  for  useful  service,  and  that  at  a  £ur 
remuneration.  The  fortynaeven  young  men  who  left 
the  Borough  Road  at  Christmas  last,  after  a  course  of 
two  years'  training,  have  been,  with  two  exceptions, 
appointed  to  schools.  It  is  hoped  and  believed  they 
will  justify  the  recommendations  with  which  they  have 
entered  upon  their  labours,  proving  themselves  alike  a 
credit  to  their  training,  and  an  honour  to  their  chosen 
profession. 
Stockwbll  Teaining  College. — ^The  number  of 
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BtudentB  now  in  residence  is  one  hundred.  Of  this 
total,  50  are  in  their  second  year's  course,  and  50  were 
admitted  in  January  last  The  number  of  CSandidates 
who  then  passed  successfully  the  examination  for  admis- 
sion was  greater  than  could  be  received.  Forty-six 
yoong  women  completed  th^  training  at  Christmas^ 
and,  with  two  exceptions^  have  been  appointed  to 
fichoola  The  diflBifUlty  of  meeting  the  demand  for 
Teadiers  is,  thus  early  in  the  year,  becoming  great. 
However  satisfactory  this  circumstance,  as  indicative  of 
progress,  and  an  appreciation  of  the  services  of  the 
young  people  trained  under  your  auspices,  your  Com- 
mittee refer  to  it  in  order  to  solicit  the  kind  considera- 
tion of  Local  Conmiittees,  where  a  change  of  teachers 
may  be  contemplated,  and  to  suggest  that  Christmas  is 
the  time  of  the  year  for  securing  the  selection  and 
comequent  adaptation  of -the  teacher  to  the  school  The 
training  of  the  young  women  in  domestic  employment, 
including  certain  portions  of  the  work  of  the  laundry,  is 
found  to  be  valuable,  not  only  as  a  most  important 
iMPanch  of  preparation  for  their  future  worl^  but  as 
affording  a  healthful  change  and  comparative  recreation 
amidst  their  ordinary  studies.  Under  an  arrangement 
kindly  made  by  the  Ladies'  Sanatory  Association,  a  lady 
Attends  weekly  to  give  instruction  in  gymnastic  exer- 
daes,  which  are  pursued  with  much  interest  and  spirit. 

It  is  intended  thus  to  bring  under  the  notice  of  the 
students  the  importance  of  physical  training,  and  to 
enable  them,  in  the  spheres  they  may  occupy  as 
Teadiers,  to  carry  out^  for  the  benefit  of  others,  the 
leaaons  given  and  received 

Your  Goumdttee,  while  seeking  by  wise  and  appro- 
pnate  means  to  prepare  the  young  people,  both  at  the 
Bm)ugh  Bead  and  at  Stockwell,  for  the  discharge  of  the 


duties  of  their  vocation  with  interest)  intelligence  and 
success,  are  fully  alive  to  the  moral  and  religious  quali- 
fications so  essential  to  the  highest  and  truest  forms  of 
success.  To  this  kind  of  qualification  they  have  con- 
stant regard  in  the  admission  of  Candidates,  and  in  the 
arrangements  and  restrictions  placed  upon  them  when 
admitted.  All  that  Christian  oversight,  kindly  counsel, 
and  wat<3hful  interest  can  eflTect  is  'exercised  and  main- 
tained, the  result  of  which,  under  the  Divine  blessing,  is 
not  unfirequently  highly  esteemed  and  gratefully  ac- 
knowledged. 

It  has  again  been  a  soiirce  of  satisfaction  to  your 
Committee  to  present  to  each  Teacher  on  leaving  the 
Institution  a  copy  of  the  Sacred  Scriptures,  with  mar- 
ginal references ;  a  duty  which  they  have  been  able  to 
perform  without  expense,  through  the  continued  libe- 
rality of  the  Committee  of  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible 
Society.  It  is  in  no  spirit  of  monopoly  or  of  class 
interest  that  yo\ir  Committee  here  advert  to  a  proposal 
which  it  is  understood  is  to  be  renewed,  and  according 
to  which  schools  having  untrained  and  Uncertificated 
Teachers  shall  be  eligible  to  receive  aid  fi:om  the  Par- 
liamentary Grant.  The  existing  condition,  that  the 
Teacher  in  such  schools  shall  have  passed  an  examina- 
tion as  a  test  of  competency  has  done  much  to  stimulate 
and  advance  the  training  of  Teachers ;  while  the  con- 
sequent and  corresponding  improvement  in  the  schools 
has  been  so  obvious  that  your  Committee  feel  the  with- 
drawal of  this  condition  would  be  most  damaging  to  the 
cause  of  popular  education.  Fully  admitting  that  there 
are  special  and  isolated  cases  in  which  Untrained 
Teachers  have  become  successful  educators  of  the 
children  of  the  poor,  they  nevertheless  regard  the  dis- 
couragement which  such  a  retrogressive  step  as  that 
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proposed  would  produce  to  be  most  serious.  Were 
Acting  Teachers,  tHough  untrained,  excluded  from  an 
opportunity  of  presenting  themselves  for  examination 
4e  case  would  be  diflferent ;  but  as  there  is  a  provision 
for  such  cases,  and  questions  specially  adapted  to  their 
circumstances,  tlie  removal  of  the  existing  restriction 
appears  to  your  Committee  as  uncalled  for,  as  it  would 
prove  prejudicial 

* 

MODEL  AND  PBACTISIN G-  SCHOOLS. 

BoROUGEL  BoAD  BoYs'  ScHOOL. — ^The  daily  average 
attendance  in  this  school  is  560.  The  second  annual 
examination  under  the  Revised  Code  took  place  in 
October  last.  The  report  of  her  Majesty's  Inspector  on 
that  occasion  was  as  follows  : — "  This  school  is  still 
conducted  efficiently  as  the  practising  school  of  the 
British  and  Foreign  School  Society.  Nearly  all  the 
children  presented  have  passed  their  examination  in  the 
three  required  subjects  very  successfully."  While  these 
form  the  basis  of  the  instruction  given,  other  and  higher 
blanches  are  nqt  neglected.  The  public  examination 
which  took  place  this  morning  wiU  best  illustrate  the 
range  of  subjects  included,  and  the  practical  efficiency 
with  which  they  are  taught.  The  statistics  of  this 
school  show  how  fluctuating  is  the  population,  or  how 
ficUe  are  this  parents  in  reference  to  the  education  of 
their  children,  of  whom  678  have  been  admitted  during 
the  year  ended  March  31st.  The  total  number  who 
have  passed  through  the  school  from  the  commencement 
is  66,878. 

It  may  be  reniembered  that  in  July  last  her  Majesty 
the  Queen  suggested  to  the  Council  of  the  Royal  Horti- 
cultural Society,  that  on  the  26th  of  August,  the  anni- 


versary  of  the  birthday  of  H.RH.  the  Prince  Consort^  and 
in  commemoration  of  the  interest  the  Prince  took  in  the 
establishment  of  their  gardens  at  Kensington,  they  should 
be  thrown  open  to  the  free  admission  of  the  public  for 
that  day.  In  giving  effect  to  this  suggestion,  the  Council 
arranged  for  the  presence  of  a  number  of  school  children, 
find  an  invitation  was  sent  by  the  Council  to  the  children 
of  the  Boys'  Model  School,  of  whom  300  attended  and 
joined  in  singing  the  National  Anthem  and  the  Old 
Hundredth  Psalm. 

Borough  Koad  Girls*  School. — Here  the  average 
attendance  is  220;  the  number  admitted  during  the 
year,  340  ;  and  the  total  of  admissions  from  the  com- 
mencement, 25,549.  The  school  is  most  efficiently  con- 
ducted by  Miss  Johnson,  aided  by  six  Pupil  Teachers. 
Her  Majesty's  Inspector  says : — ^  The  order  and 
discipline  of  this  school  are  quite  unexceptionabla  The 
scholars  presented  have  mostly  passed  their  examination 
well" 

Stockwell  Girls'  School.— Her  Majesty's  Inspector 
reports  as  follows: — "The  order  and  method  of  this 
school  are  quite  unexceptionable.  The  work  of  the 
children,  both  on  paper  and  slate,  shows  great  care,  and 
nearly  all  the  scholars  presented  have  passed  their 
examination  very  creditably."  Your  Committee  fed 
that  these  characteristics  are  especially  valuable  in  a 
school  where  the  students  practise  from  week  to  week, 
from  which  they  derive  their  ideas  of  excellence,  and 
after  which  their  own  schools  are  supposed  to  be 
modelled.  A  most  satisfactory  public  examination  took 
place  in  June  last,  under  the  presidency  of  Samuel 
Guniey,  Esq.,  M.P.,  and  in  the  presence  of  a  crowded 
audience.  On  that  occasion,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gumey  very 
•kindly  invited  the  whole  of  the  students,  their  Teachers, 


9sA  the  chUdreTi  of  the  school  to  spend  a  day  at  their 
owmtry  house  at  Oarshalton.  The  invitation  was 
gnteftdly  aooepted,  and  the  enjoyment  of  the  day  so 
spent  by  a  party  of  250  was  much  enhanced  by  the 
Kberal  hospitality  and  great  courtesy  of  their  kind  host 

and  hostess. 

Stockweli^  Infant  School. — This  school  is  most, 
efficiently  conducted  by  Miss  Ryder,  and  it  is  found  of 
great  value  in  connection  with  the  Training  of  Teachers 
for  Infant  ScTiools.  The  "  Kinder  Garten"  system  has 
recently  been  introduced.      The  average  attendance  is 

about  100. 

Between  ten  and  twelve  hundred  children  are  thus 
in  daily  attendance  .in  the  schools  at  the  Borough  Road 
and  Stockwell,  under  the  direct  coAtrol  and  supervision 
of  your  Committee. 

* 
AGENCY  AND  SCHOOL  INSPECTION. 

Under  this  head  your  Committee  have  to  report  some 
modifications  and  reductions  in  the  staff  of  their  Inspec- 
tors.   Iliese  changes  have  been  necessitated,  partly  from 
financial  considerations,  and  partly  by  a  provision  which 
has  been  made  for  carrying  on  the  work  in  North  Wales, 
in  connection  with  the  Training  College  at  Bangor. 
Hie   Bev.    J.   Phillips,  who  for    so   many   years   has 
rq>r66ented  the  Society,  and  has  with  so  much  success 
promoted  the  course  of  popular  education  in  North 
Wales,   has    become  the  Principal  of  that  Training 
CJoUege.    He  associates  with  the  duties  of  that  position 
the  friendly  oversight  of  the  schools  of  the  district,  and 
will  thus  continue  services  which  in  the  past  have  been 
so  productive  of  large  and  lasting  results.     Your  Com- 
mittee took  occasion,  on   the  discontinuance  of  their 
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official  connection  with  Mr.  Phillips  at  Cliristmas  last, 
to  recognize  the  value  of  his  labours,  and  to  express 
their  appreciation  of  his  efforts  by  adopting  and  record- 
ing the  following  minute  : — 

"  The  Committee  take  this  opportunity,  being  their  first  meeting 
since  the  termination  of  their  engagement  with  Mr.  Phillips,  as  the 
agent  of  the  Society  in  North  Wales,  to  record  their  sense  of  the 
value  of  the  services  rendered  by  him  to  the  cause  of  day  school  educa- 
tion in  that  portion  of  the  principality,  and  especially  of  his  important 
though  arduous  labours,  happily  successful,  in  the  erection  of  so 
noble  and  suitable  a  building  at  Bangor  for  the  training  of  teachers. 
They  sincerely  hope  and  believe  that  in  connection  with  Mr.  Phillips' 
office  as  Principal  of  that  Institution,  the  kindly  oversight  of  existing 
schools  and  the  establishment  o£.  new  ones  will  be  carried  on  by  him 
as  effectively  as  ever,-  and  that  thus  the  Training  College  will  be  a 
meaiis  of  sustaining  and  increasing  the  widely  awakened  interest 
of  the  Welsh  people  in  the  cause  of  education,  on  the  comprehensive 
principles  of  the  British  and  Foreign  School  Society." 

•  In  the  last  report  it  was  intimated  that,  from  con- 
siderations of  health  and  domestic  arrangements,  Mr. 
W.  R  Baxter  has  tendered  his  resignation  to  the 
Committee,  but  had  placed  his  occasional  services  at 
their  disposal.  Mr.  Baxter  still  resides  in  Bridtol,  and 
devotes  a  portion  of  his  time  to  the  interests  of  the 
.  Society.  The  engagement  of  your  Committee  with  Mr. 
Vardy  terminated  at  Michaelmas  last>  since  which  Mr. 
Milne  has  undertaken  to  visit  the  schools  in  the  southern 
counties.  In  the  North,  Mr.  Davis  still  prosecutes  his 
labours  with  perseverance  and  success.  The  appoint- 
ment of  Mr.  David  Williams  for  the  South  Wales 
District  has  been  productive  of  most  satisfactory  results, 
not  only  in  the  awakened  interest  of  the  population,  but 
in  the  opening  of  new  schools  and  the  marked  improve- 
ment of  those  previously  established.  In  the  metropolis, 
-  Mr.  Saunders  continues  by  his  visits  to  exercise  a  kindly 


and  useM  iBfluence  among  the  Teachers  and  schools, 
while  his  careful  examinations  of  several  of  the  educa- 
tional establiahments  attached,  to  public  charities  are 
highly  valued  by  the  governing  bodies  of  those 
mstitutions. 
The  better  to  illustrate  the  nature  and  extent  of  the

Mr.    Davis  says : — 

"The  labours  of  the   Society's  agent   are  so  varied  in  their 
character,  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  make  a  complete  classifi- 
cation of  them,  or  to  give  such  statistics  as  will  accurately  indicate 
the  results  of  those  labours.    For  general  purposes,  however,  it  may 
be  sufficient  to  state,  that  my  attention  and  efforts  have  been 
directed  to  the  establishment  of  new  schools,  the  reorganization  and 
improvement  of  existing  schools,  aiding  school  committees  in  the 
selection  of  suitable  teachers,  and  advising  as  to  the  best  mode  of 
paying  them,  and  the  enforcement  of  our  claims  to  the  pecimiary 
support  of  Ihose  Ivho  sympathize  with  the  principles  upon  which 
the  Society's  operations  are  conducted. 

''In  reference  to  the  -establishment  of  new  schools  I  may  state, 
that  there  are  probably  in  most  towns  and  villages  commodious 
hnildings  which  are  used  only  as  Sunday  schools,  but  which  at  a 
trifling  expense  might  be  made  available  for  day-school  purposcB. 
Buch  a  budding  I  discovered  at  New  Mills,  a  populous  viUage  in 
Derbyshire,  where  no  British  school  had  previously  existed.    I 
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induced  Boveral  geatlemen  of  local  inflaenoe  to  meet  me  and  discim 
the  feasibility  of  opening  this  room  as  a  day  school  on  the  Society's 
principles.  A  committee  was  at  once  formed,  an  energetic  teacher 
obtained  from  the  Borough  Boad  Training  College,  and  so  successful 
was  the  undertaking,  that  within  less  than  nine  months  from  the 
opening  of  the  school  the  committee  resolved  to  erect  a  new 
building  for  the  infants,  and  we  have  now  two  good  and  very 
promising  schools,  with  a  certificated  teacher  in  each. 

''As  a  further  illustration,  I  may  mention  the  British  school  at 
Hatherlow,  in  Cheshire,  a  school  which  I  was  the  means  of 
originating  a  little  more  than  two  years  ago  under  precisely  similar 
circumstances.  This  school  is  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  people, 
and  its  success  has  also  been  such  as  to  stimulate  the  managers  of  it 
to  erect  a  new  room. 

"  The  improvement,  and  in  some  cases  the  complete  remodelling, 
of  existing  schools  often  demand  the  attention  of  the  Society's 
agent,  and  in  no  part  of  his  work  is  more  judgment  and  tact 
required  than  in  this.  It  sometimes  happens  that  a  school  is  in  a 
most  unsatisfactory  state,  without  order,  discipline,  or  anything 
worthy  the  name  of  instruction,  •'.  e,,  the  teacher  may  be  totally 
unqualified  for  his  post,  in  which  case  the  only  possible  hope  for  the 
school  lies,  of  course,  in  a  change  of  teachers.  Some  such  cases 
have  come  under  my  notice,  and  two  of  them  may  suffice  to 
illustrate  the  value  of  the  Society's  operations  through  its  agency 
department. 

"  A  few  years  ago  I  paid  a  visit  for  the  first  time  to  a  lancaahire 
school,  vested  in  and  professedly  managed  by  a  respectable  body  of 
trustees. 

"On  entering  the  schoolroom  I  found  about  a  dosen  children 
huddled  together  in  one  comer,  and  the  master  (a  man  with  only 
one  leg)  smoking  a  long  pipe  in  another.  School  apparatus  there 
was  none,  and  the  instruction,  as  may  be  readily  inferred,  was  at  a 
minimum.  With  these  facts  before  them,  and  with  the  additional 
&ct  that  the  master  was  an  habitual  drunkard,  I  nevertheless 
experienced  considerable  difficulty  in  inducing  the  trustees  to  effect 
a  radical  change.  By  occasional  interviews  and  numerous  letters, 
however,  I  was  the  means,  at  the  end  of  about  three  years,  of 
bringing  about  a  complete  revolution.  A  new  master  has  been 
appointed,  new  methods  of  instruction  have  been  introduced,  and 
the  school  is  now  attended,  although  situated  in  a  village^  by  IdO 
day  and  evening  scholars,  who  are  receiving  an  excellent  education. 
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"  The  second  case  is  that  of  a  British  school  in  a  populous  hosiery 

muiufacturing  village  in  Leicestershire.    At  my  first  visit  to  this 

Bchooboom  I  found  it  in  charge  of  an  uneducated,  infirm  old  man, 

who  tdded  to  his  scholastic  functions  those  of  rent-collector  and 

TiUige  barber;  his  readiness  to  perform  the  last-named  functions 

bemg  proclaimed  1^  the  exhibition  over  the  entrance  door  of  a  long 

harber's  pole.     Although  there  was  no  gross  immorality  here^  as  in 

the  former  caae,  the  school  was  in  a  deplorably  low  and  unsatis- 

bcioiy  state.     In  time,  however,  I  obtained  the  hearty  co-operation 

of  the  resident  gentlemen ;  more  fitting  employment  was  found  for 

the  old  schoolmaster,  and  a  young  and  vigorous  certificated  man  was 

appointed.     In  a  short  time  the  old  (building  became  too  small ;  the 

oomiDittee  set  themselves  resolutely  to  work,  and  last  year  I  had  the 

pleasure  of  being  present  at  the  opening  of  a  new  and  commodious 

building  in  the  place,  and  two  certificated  teachers— master  and 

mistreBs — are  now  actively  and  useflQly  employed. 

''Two  schools,  one  at  Andenshaw,  the  other  at  Hulme  (Man- 
dtester),  formerly  conducted  as  private  schools  by  uintrained  and 
irroBponsible  teachers,  have  been  entirely  remodelled.  Both  schools 
are  now  managed  by  intelligent  and  active  committees,  and  taught 
by  certificated  teachers  from  the  Society's  College.  There  is  a  daily 
attendance  of  nearly  200  scholars  at  each,  and  two  more  vigorous, 
better  taught  schools  it  would  not  be  easy  to  find. 

''As  a  proof  |of  the  estimation  in  which  the  Society's  efforts  to 
promote  local  education  through  its  agents  are  held  .by  the  com- 
mittees of  these  two  schools,  I  may  state  that  each  has  become  an 
annual  subscriber  to  the  funds  of  the  Society. 

**  New  schools  have  also  been  erected  and  opened  at  Warton,  near 
Loncaster,  and  at  Miles  Platting,  near  Manchester.  In  the  school 
establuhed  at  the  latter  place  therelare  already  nearly  600  children 
in  daily  attendance.  In  both  cases  the  promoters  were  pleased  to 
think  that  I  rendered  considerable  service.'* 
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Mr.  Milne  says : — 

"  One  year  of  my  work  is  so  like  another,  that  it  is  difficult  to 
speak  of  it  without  saying  the  same  things  over  and  oyer  again. 
My  proceedings,  as  a  whole,  are  necessarily  of  a  routine  character, 
and  little  has  occurred  during  the  past  year  to  distinguish  it  from 
those  which  have  preceded  it.  It  might  be  best  characterized  as 
one  in  which  popular  education  in  my  district-  has  made  quiet  and 
steady  progress.  Efforts  made  in  former  years,  and  which  for  a  time 
seemed  to  have  been  made  in  vain,  have  begun  to  bear  fruit.  Eight 
new  schools  have  been  opened,  and  eight  others  have  been  supplied 
with  certificated  teachers,  and  placed  under  government  inspection. 
In  various  towns  and  villages,  where  there  has  hitherto  been  no 
British  school,  and  in  which,  though  there  was  once  one,  it  has  been 
shut  for  years,  meetings  have  been  held,  and  subscriptions  commenced, 
with  the  view  of  rolling  this  reproach  away. 

"  I  trace  much  of  this  activity  to  the  operation  of  the  Bevised 
Code.  The  apprehensions  which  its  introduction  excited,  have  in  a 
great  measure  subsided,  and  there  is  a  general  disposition  to  accept 
it,  and  make  the  best  of  its,  provisions,  which  are  felt  to  be  especially 
favourable  to  schools  in  poor  localities.  On  the  other  hand,  many 
of  the  teachers,  whose  position  and  emoluments  it  most  seriously 
affected,  have  relinquished  the  office  of  public  teachers  to  commence 
private  schools  for  the  middle  classes.  To  this  enterprise  they  cany 
with  them  established  character,  proved  ability,  and  great  professional 
skill,  which  cannot  fail  to  command  the  confidence  of  the  public,  and 
to  secure  to  themselves  a  good  measure  of  success. 

^'  Pupil  teachers,  in  like  manner,  foreseeing  less  prospect  of  pecu- 
niary advantage  thali  they  expected  -at  the  commencement  of  their 
apprenticeship,  left  the  profession  at  its  close ;  and  only  those  who 
had  less  ambition,  or  more  love  to  the  work  for  its  own  sake,  went 
forward  to  be  trained  in  college  for  its  arduous  duties. 

"  By  this  movement.  Middle  Class  Education  gains  largely,  while 
primary  education  for  children  of  the  labouring  poor  suffers  no  loss. 
The  young  teachers  who  are  taking  the  place  of  those  who  have  left 
the  work  are  full  of  hope  and  energy,  and  have  no  quarrel  with  the 
Code,  as  having  inflicted  upon  them  a  -personal  injustidb,  nor  with 
their  position,  as  being  lower  than  they  had  been  led  to  expect. 
They  adapt  themselves  readily  to  the  new  circumstances  in  which 
they  are  placed,  and  the  schools  under  their  care  promise  to  be 
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as  effident  in  idl  essential  respects  as  those  conducted  by  theit* 
predeoesson. 

Much  yet  remains  to  be  done,  and  in  doing  it,  we  may  expect  that ' 
onr  progress  in  the  future  will  be  as  it  has  been  in  the  past.  By 
slow  and  laborious  effort,  which  this  year  will  appear  to  have  been 
friiitless,  but  which  next  year  will  prove  to  have  been  a  success,  the 
work  of  improving  schools  already  established,  and  establishing  them 
where  none  now  existy  will  go  steadily  forward. 

"Appealing  as  we  do  to  Christian  and  philanthropic  motives  only, 
without  the  adventitious  aid  of  party  spirit  or  sectarian  zeal,  we  are 
placed  at  a  disadvantage,  as  compared  with  those  whose  schools  form 
pirt  of  their  ecclesiastical  machinery,  and  receive  the  support  of  a 
whole  church  or  denomination. 

"  To  tkeij[  efforts  parts  of  the  country  are  readily  accessible  from 
which  we  are  at  least  partially  excluded.  But,  on  the  other  hand, 
the  fundamental  principle  which  underlies  all  our  proceedings  so 
commends  itself,  by  its  catholicity,  justice,  and  adaptation  to  the 
requirements  of  our  country,  that  it  finds  favour  everywhere  with 
all  who  are  seeking  the  wel&re  of  their  less  favoured  fellow-creatures, 
by  raising  them  from  the  darkness  of  ignorance  and  the  degradation 
of  vice  to  knowledge,  purity,  and  happiness.  It  has  won  many 
triumphs,  and  is  destined  to  win  many  more.  Wherever  it  finds  a 
fidd  and  no  favour,  there  it  is  sure  of  success.  I  can  recollect  no 
occasion  on  which  a  mere  statement  of  it  did  not  command  the  hearty 
assent  of  nearly  all  who  listened  to  it.  With  such  testimony  to  its 
value  we  can  afford  to  work  and  wait,  in  hope  of  a  coming  time 
when  its  work  will  be  recognized  and  its  adoption  proclaimed  by  the 
promoters  of  schools  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  England." 

Mr.  Baxter  thxis  speaks  of  the  nature  and  extent  of 
his  servicee^  and  of  the  operation  of  the  Revised  Code  in 
the  West  of  England : — 

"  Hy  actual  engagements  have  been  much  fewer  than  I  wished,  or 
indeed  expected  them  to  be,  and  these  have  been  chiefly  of  a  public 

kind. 

* 

**  The  number  of  such  engagements  which  I  have  been  able  to 
report  is,  however,  very  far  from  representing  the  extent  to  which 
school  managers  turn  to  the  Society's  representative  for  assistance. 
The  correspondence  continually  going  on  with  some  part  or  other  of 
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the  distaictB  is,  probably,  as  extensiye  as  ever ;  witbout  mentioning 
tbe  yisits  which  I  receive  at  home  from  gentlemen  coming  to  Bristol 
on  other  business,  and  using  the  opportunity  to  obtain  information 
and  advice  rehitive  to  their  school  difficulties  or  wants. 

"  From  the  communications  so  frequently  coming  to  hand,  oral  and 
written,  I  am  almost  as  conversant  as  ever  with  the  general  state  of 
things.  The  working  of  the  Bevised  Code  continues  to  be  the  pro- 
minent topic  with  both  the  teachers  and  the  .managers  of  schools. 
Of  its  pecunianf  results  the  accounts  continue  to  differ.  A  few  have 
never  recovered  firom  the  first  shock,  and  the  conviction  that  all  was 
lost  has  so  paralyzed  their  efforts,  that  they  have  become  quite  power- 
less even  '  to  make  the  best  of  a  bad  case.'  These^  however,  are  cer- 
tainly the  exceptions,  as  far  as  my  knowledge  goes.  The  testimony, 
in  a  majority  of  cases,  is  quite  the  other  way.  Seeing  tl^t  a  remedy 
from  without  was  hopeless,  others  set  themselves  to  work  to  make  the 
moat  of  their  new  position,  and  not  a  few  have  found  that  as  they  did 
not '  £unt  in  the  day  of  adversity,'  they  have  been  permitted  to  '  reap 
in  due  time.'  In  many  instances  I  find  that  the  total  of  the  grants 
has  been  fully  equal  to  the  amount  of  those  of  former  years,  while  in 
a  few  cases  it  has  even  been  in  excess  of  the  past.  There  is,  however, 
another  result  in  connection  with  this,  which  is  even  more  gratifying, 
namely,  the  general  willingness  shown  by  parents,  in  cases  where  tiie 
schools  are  known  to  be  working  well,  to  pay  a  higher  fee  for  the 
children's  schooling.  Managers  have  very  generally  found  that  the 
subscription  list  is  not  capable  of  any  great  extension^  and  they  and 
the  teachers  have  made  their  appeal  to  those  whose  children  are  most 
interested  and  benefited.  They  have  not  appealed  in  vain,  and  thus 
has  been  gaiaed  a  further  step  toward  that  consummation  so  much 
to  be  desired,  however  remote  the  realization, — ^a  self-supporting 
scheme  of  popular  education. 

**  Of  the  educational  effects  of  the  Bevised  Code  I  am  not  able  to 
judge  so  decisively.  It  has  not  been  sufficiently  long  in  operation  to 
give  a  complexion  to  the  instruction  in  many  schools,  or  to  warrant  any 
general  conclusion.  Beading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  such  as  will 
satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  Code,  do  not  guarantee  much  intelli- 
gence, and  but  less  of  mental  culture.  One  thing,  however,  is  very 
clear,  which  is,  that  to  a  greater  extent  than  ever,  the  intelligence  of 
the  nett  generation  of  men  and  women  of  the  industrial  {lasses  is  in 
the  hands  of  our  school  teachers.  If  they  care  only  to  satisfy  the 
requirements  of  the  Code,  they  may  do  that  without  laying  society 
under  any  heavy  obligations  to  them.    If,  on  the  other  hand,  they  go 
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foith  to  ihar  work  vritii  the  ooiiBcioiisness  of  a  sacred  mission  to  tbe 
coming  sge»  and  aim  to  bring  the  full  foree  of  their  own  mental  and 
moral  culture  to  bear  upon  it,  they  will  find  that  they  are  accom- 
plishing a  work  which  no  regulations  can  prescribe  nor  limit,  while 
thej  are  fulfilling,  more  thoroughly  than  others  with  lower  aims,  every 
poipose  which  the  Code  is  intended  to  serye.  Very  many  of  the 
teachers  kno-wn  to  me  lare  thus  working  with  undiminished  vigour 
and  breadth  of  effort,  and  I  can  testify  that,  in  more  senses  than  one, 
'  they  hare  tlieir  reward.'  *' 


SorTH  Wales. — Mb.  Datid  Williams. 
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Mr.  Williams  writes  thus : — 

'^  During  the  past  year  the  field  of  my  operations  has  included 
South  Wales  and  Monmouthshire,  every  part  of  which  received  its 
share  of  my  attention. 

"Since  the  beginning  of  the  year  almost  every  school  of  any 
importance  in  the  district  has  been  visited;  and  several,  where 
circumstances  required  it,  have  been  visited  two,  or  even  three 
times. 

^  Such  is  the  desire  of  school  authorities  to  avail  themselves  of 

0 

the  improvements  of  the  present  day,  that  seldom  have  I  paid  a 
second  visit  without  observing  some  pleasing  trace  of  a  former  one. 
In  Bome  instances  unsuitable  rooms  have  been  replaced  by  new 
cn^es,  small  ones  enlarged,  x;lass-rooms  added,  dilapidated  buildings 
repaired,  school  fittings  renewed,  ventilation  attended  to,  committees 
8timulated,»and  improved  books^  apparatus,  methods,  and  organiza- 
tion adopted. 

*'  Indeed,  the  number  of  new  rooms  which  have  sprung  up  during 
this  period  forms  a  very  encouraging  feature,  as  does  iJso  the  &ct 
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that  twenty- Bit  schools  have  within  the  same  tikne  been  addled  tO 
those  previously  under  the  inspection  of  the  Committee  of  Council. 

"  The  day  of  inspection  and  public  examination  is  looked  forward 
to  by  committees,  teachers,  parents,  and  children  with  a  considerable 
degree  of  interest ;  and  it  is  by  no  means  an  unusual  occurrence  to 
find  labour  partially  suspended,  and  the  room  crowded  with 
spectators  manifesting  deep  concern  in  the  proceedings. 

"  Such  gatherings  afford  the  Society's  agent  a  golden  opportunity 
to  urge  the  necessity  of  regular  and  punctual  attendance  at  school, 
as  well  as  the^paramount  importance  of  parental  co-operation,  in 
order  to  secure  for  the  rising  generation  the  full  benefit  of  their 
educational  means. 

"I  have  visited  fifty-six  places  destitute  of  schools  on  liberal 
principles,  have  had  interviews  with  persons  of  iufiuence,  conferred 
with  committees,  and  addressed  public  meetings,  at  which  I  have 
endeavoured  to  show  the  necessity  and  advantages  of  a  sound 
education,  to  set  forth  the  conditions  upon  which  parliamentary  aid 
is  granted,  and  to  explain  and  recommend  schools  based  on  the 
liberal  and  broad  principles  of  the  British  and  Foreign  School 
Society. 

"  The  result  of  this  form  of  action  has  been  exceedingly  encourag- 
^  ing.  Fifteen  new  schools  have  been  opened,  of  which  thirteen  have 
sought,  and  have  been  promised,  aid  from  the  grant  made  to  promote 
the  education  of  children  belonging  to  the  labouring  classes.  There 
is  [also  a  large  number  being  established,  several  of  which  will  be 
opened  immediately." 

MXTBOPOLITAK  DiSTKICT. — Mb.  BoBSBT  SaUKDEBS. 
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Mr.  Saunders  says  :— 

"  In  reviewing  the  general  state  of  the  schools  in  and  around  the 
metropolis,  we  find  some  circumstances  wliich  are  of  a  character  to 
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e^oae  regret,  wkile  at  the  aame  time  there  (iite  ttiihy  of  a  cheering 
itttnre.  Of  the  former  may  be  noticed  a  large  amount  of  irregularity 
and  fitfulnesa  of  attendance,  especially  in  the  case  of  the  children 
fomid  in  the  poorest  districts,  and  from  the  very  early  age  at  which 
the  children  are  removed  from  school. 

"But  notwithstanding  such  partial  drawbacks,  an  advance  is  being 
made  from  year  to  year  in  the  area  and  depth  of  elementary  instruc- 
tion and  discipline.  One  of  the  most  striking  evidences  of  this  kind 
is  to  be  found  in  the  extensive  and  increasing  demand  among  both 
chQdren  and  parents  for  the  morally  healthy  periodicals,  weekly  and 
monthly,  now  so  largely  circulated  among  all  classes  of  the  popula- 
tion. This  avidity  for  the  supply  of  the  mental  appetite  Is  found 
also  to  pass  gradually  into  a  higher  region  of  taste  and  appreciation 
by  a  little  judicious  management  on  the  part  of  the  teachers,  so  that 
the  Child's  Magazine^  Jbc.,  even  among  schoolboys,  is  frequently 
succeeded  by  the  British  Workman,  Leisure  Hour,  Good  Words, 
Ac  The  school  library  becomes  more  in  request,  and  the  young 
reader  manifests  anxiety  to  become  the  possessor  of  a  library 
(though  it  be  a  small  one)  his  own  property,  and  his  special  pride. 
Henee  there  is  more  general  intelligence  and  greater  mental  power 
among  the  higher  classes  of  our  schools  than  formerly  was  to  be 
found.  ^ 

''The  spread  of  provident  habits,  too,  through  the  medium  of 
'  Penny  Banks '  connected  with  many  of  our  schools,  as  a  means  of 
moral  progress  is  not  to  be  overlooked.  Many  of  these  institutions 
are  doing  an  extensive  work  in  a  right  direction,  the  fruits  of  which 
win  be  manifested  in  time  to  come.  Many  other  agencies  might  be 
enumerated,  all  tending  towards  the  general  elevation  of  the  rising 
nu»,  as  associations  of  old  scholars  for  mutual  improvement  and 
social  help,  Bible  Classes  of  former  and  elder  scholars.  Beading 
Societies,  dtc.,  all  originating  at  schools,  and  sustained  by  the  united 
energy  and  attention  of  the  teachers,  and  their  present  and  former 
pupils. 

"While  new  schools  are  from  time  to  time  established,  although 
not  so  rapidly  as  the  increasing  population  requires,  greater  efforts 
are  being  put  forth  to  revive,  popularize,  and  fill  already  existing 
ones,  so  that  the  average  school  attendance  is  greater  in  proportion 
to  the  number  of  schools,  and  educational  energy  and  life  are 
endenced  and  intensified.  More  and  more  is  it  true  that  *  wisdom 
and  knowledge '  are  becoming '  the  stability  of  our  times.'  " 

C 
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DEPOSITOBT. 

Your  Committee  have  had  their  attention  directed  to 
the  supply  of  a  series  of  elementary  reading-books,  that 
should  be  specially  adapted  to  the  examination  required 
under  the  New  Code.  With  this  object  a  "Revised 
Series  of  Lesson-Books"  has  been  prepared,  adapted  to  the 
"standard*'  prescribed  by  the  Committee  of  Council. 
Care  has  been  taken  that  every  lesson  should  be  brought 
level  to  the  comprehension  of  the  particular  class  for 
which  it  is  intended ;  and  every  J)ook  proceeds  upon  the 
assumption  that — keepingadaptation  to  age  and  other  cir- 
cumstances constantly  in  view — the  object  of  education 
is  to  communicate  usefxil  and  improving  thought,  and  to 
form,  as  far  as  possible,  a  sound  moral  and  religious 
character.  The  large  demand  confirms  the  necessity 
and  attests  the  value  of  this  series.  In  other  respects 
^the  business  of  the  Depository  had  not  materially  varied 
during  the  year.  Considerable  orders  have  been  re- 
ceived for  the  supply  of  school  materials  from  the  Board 
of  Education  for  the  Bahamas,  and  from  the  Trustees  of 
the  Mico  Charity. 

Numerous  grants  of  suitable  materials  have,  as  in 
former  years,  been  made  to  schools  at  home  and  abroad. 

FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE  AND 

OPERATIONS. 

The  correspondence  of  your  Committee  with  fellow- 
labourers  in  the  cause  of  Scriptural  Education  abroad 
embraces  a  widely  extended  sphere.  Communications 
have  been  received  from  Rev.  John  Dalgliesh,  of 
Jamaica ;  from  Messrs,  T.  F.  Bentien  and  J.  F.  Buckner, 
of  Barbadoes;  from  the  Rev.  William  Idttlewood,  of 
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Inagua,  Bahamas ;  from  J.  M.  Giimey,  S^q.,  of  New 
Amsterdam,   Berbioe;    from   various  parts    of   Indifi^ 
Afiica^  Central  America,  and  from  the  Coaat  of  Labra- 
dor.   It  is  gratifying  to  your  Committee  to  find,  amidst 
so  much  variety  of  climate  apd  colou^^,  of  mental  and 
physical  condition,  that  with  the  progress  of  tiine  and 
the  process  of  civilization,  there  is  a  growing  sense  of 
the  vast  importance  of  a  Scriptural  Education  for  the 
young,  and   a  growing   desire  for  the   acquisition   of 
knowledga     Where,  as  in  the  West   Indies,   schools 
have  been  for  some  tifhe  established,  one  favourable 
indication  is  the  felt  necessity  for  an  ipxprovement  in 
the  training  and  preparation  of  teachers  for  tbe  work. 
Efforts  to  this  end  are  being  made  among  missionaries 
and  others.     Your   Committee  have  recently  received 
an  application  from   Demerara,  for  a  certificated  and 
thoroughly  efficient  teacher  to  take  charge  of  a  normal 
school  recently  established  there.     By  a  recent  Act  pf  •* 
the  Colonial  Legislature  of  the  Bahamas,  it  has  become 
law   that  the   Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Education 
should  be  a  teacher  trained  by  your  Society.     It  is  the 
duty  of  the  Secretary  to  inspect  annually  and  to  report 
on  the  state  of  the  schools  throughout  that  colony. 
Tour  Committee  have  just  been  called  upon  to  recom- 
mend to  the  Board  a  teacher  suitable  tq  fiU  this  posi- 
tion.   Mr.  William  Job  has  been  selected  ^nd  accepted ; 
and  is  to  sail  during  the  present  month  to  enter  upon 
the  duties  of  the  office.     A  large  order  for  books  and 
materials  for  these  schools  has  been  received  from  the 
•Board.    Beference  was  made  in  the  last  report  to  the 
fact  that  the  Trustees  of  the  Mico  Charity  had  applied 
to  your  Committee  to  recommend  a  suitable  person  to 
proceed  to  Jamaica  and  other  islands  to  inspect  their 
normal  and  other  schools,  and  to  report  upon  their  con- 
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dition.  Ml:.  Davis,  who  was  selected  foir  this  service, 
has  fiilfilled  it  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Trustees, 
by  whom  his  suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  the 
College  and  schools  have  been  adopted.  A  Teacher  for 
their  practising  or  model  school  in  Jamaica  has  been  sent 
out;  and  a  considerable  supply  of  books  and  school 
apparatus  of  all  kinds  have  been  forwarded  from  your 
Depository. 

Berbice. — The  following  extract  from  a  letter  received 
fi^m  John  M.'  Gumey,  Esq.,  dated  New  Amsterdam, 
Dec.  22,  1864,  furnishes  pleasing  information  of  the 
extent  and  success  of  efforts  in  Berbice : — 

*'  You  will  feel  gratified  to  hear  that  there  is  every  desire  on  the 
part  of  the  authorities  to  promote  education  in  this  colony,  and  that 
the  most  liberal  provision  continues  to  be  made  for  this  purpose  from 
the  Colonial  chest. 

«  The  London  Missionary  Society  takes  a  very  active  part  here  in 
this  department  of  Christian  benevolence,  and  has  in  full  operation 
some  of  the  most  efficient  and  best-conducted  schools  to  be  found  in 
the  West  Indies. 

**  A  school  is  attached  to  each  place  of  worship  in  New  Amsterdam, 
and  throughout  the  rural  districts  of  Berbice  the  same  rule  prevails. 

^  The  schools  in  the  rural^  districts  are  imavoidably  small.  In 
many  instances,  however,  this  is  attributed  to  the  apathy  of  the 
parents,  and  not  to  a  limited  population.  Indeed,  this  appears  to 
me,  in  addition  to  the  difficulty  of  procuring  efficient  teachers  at  such 
salaries  as  are  paid,  to  be  the  greatest  difficulty  to  be  contended  with. 

** Th» schools  attached  to  the  'All  Saints  Episcopal  and  Presby- 
terian Churches  are  well  conducted  schools,  in  the  hands  of  trained 
teachers.' " 

• 

It  must  not  be  imagined  that  the  discouragements 
common  to  our  own  country  do  not  exist  in  the  colonie& 
They  are  of  the  same  type  and  character,  but  are  fre- 
quently aggravated  by  the  poverty  or  indifference  of 
the  parents.    The  Rev.  J.  H.  Buckner,  of  Sharon,  Bab- 
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BAWES,  in  seeking  a  grant  of  school  materials,  thus 
referred  to  this  feet.     He  says — 

"  I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  August  29tli, 
and  of  the  Beport  of  the  British  and  Foreign  School  Society. 

"  I  hare  read  your  Beport  with  much  interest,  and  my  prayer  to 
Ood  is,  that  His  blessing  may  richly  rest  upon  your  labours,  for 
Hia  glory  and  the  welfare  of  man.  Truly  your  labours  are  of  the 
liighest  importance. 

^  Our  schools  here  at  Sharon,  Buxton,  Montgomery,  and  Dunse- 
combe,  still  continue  to  be  well  attended,  numbering  at' present  420 
scholars  on  the  list,  and  310  in  daily  attendance.  This  is  a  large 
nomber,  though  considerably  less  than  two  or  three  years  ago. 

"  Poverty  and  want  have  sadly  interfered  with  our  labours,  and  to 
this  day  it  requires,  on  our  side,  much  exertion  to  retain  our  scholars, 
and  on  the  side  of  the  parents  a  considerable  self-denial  to  let  them 
attend.  They  are  tempted  to  send  their  children  into  the  fields  to 
cam  a  penny  or  two  a  day  to  help  them  in  their  poverty,  which  in 
the  last  twelve  months  has  frightfully  increased  here. 

"  Formerly  we  insisted  on  the  payment  of  school  fees ;  but  this  is 
at  present  simply  impossible,  and  in  consequence  the  receipt  of 
school  fees  is  very  trifling.  It  ought  not  thus  to  be ;  but  poverty  give  b 
us  no  choice.  The  teachers  attend  faithfully  to  their  duties,  and  the 
progress  made  by  the  scholars  is  quite  satisfEictory." 

Another  esteemed  correspondent,  the  Rev.  T.  F.  Bpn- 
tien,  labouring  at  Clifton  Hilly  Babbadoes,  thus  describes 
the  poverty  of  the  people,  and  the  impediment  it  presents 
to  his  educational  efforts  : — 

'^  Mow  me  to  present  my  best  thanks  to  your  Committee  for  the 
Tiluable  grant  you  so  kindly  sent  for  my  schools,  and  which  came 
to  hand  last  month. 

''  The  schools  have  never  been  more  in  need  of  support  than  they 
are  at  present,  and  therefore  your  books,  slates  and  pencils,  have 
come  in  a  most  acceptable  season. 

"The  Natural  History  plates  are  also  very  acceptable,  and  verv 
interesting  to  the  children.  The  poverty  of  that  class  of  people 
among  whom  we  exclusively  labour  cannot  be  fairly  imagined  from 
the  reports  that  reach  England,  it  must  be  witnessed. 
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"  We  eliould  have  scarcely  any  children  in  «chool  at  present,  if  it 
were  not  for  kind  people  in  England  and  America,  who  have  pro- 
vided us  with  means,  that  we  have  been  enabled  to  clothe  many 
children,  and  take  all  in  school  whom  we  can  induce  to  come. 
School  fees  have  almost  altogether  ceased ;  there  is  not  one  among 
ten  who  pay  anything. 

"  They  not  only  expect  to  be  instructed  for  nothing,  but  to  receive 
gratis  books,  copy-books,  slates,  and  everything  they  use  in  school ; 
and  the  most  of  them  have  also-been  provided  with  clothes. 

"  In  this  way  we  have  been  enabled  to  have  a  good  number  of 
children  in  school,  who  show  by  regular  attendance  their  desire  to 
learn.  Their  progress  in  every  branch  of  knowledge  in  which  they 
have  been  instructed  has  been  satisfactory. 

**  The  prospect  in  future  looks  dark.  If  we  are  to  judge  by  human 
sense  or  reason,  things  in  this  island  will  not  get  better  until  the 
stream  of  emigration,  Vhich  has  commenced  to  flow,  will  have  carried 
off  tens  of  thousands  of  that  class  of  people,  that  they  who 
remain  can  find  work  by  which  they  may  be  able  to  earn  their  daily 
bread." 

Bahamas.-  -There  would  seem  to  be  an  analogy  be- 
tween some  of  the  country  districts  in  the  Bahamas  and 
the  rural  districts  of  our  own  land.  While  public 
schools  generally  in  those  islands  receive  aid  from  the 
Colonial  Government,  and  are  on  the  whole  efficiently 
conducted,  there  are  many  settlements  improvided  for 
by  the  Board  of  Education.  It  is  in  such  cases  that 
grants  of  school  materials  are  especially  needed  and 
valued.  Mr.  littlewood,  writing  from  Inagtia,  thus 
refers  to  his  former  connection  with  this  Society,  and 
the  condition  of  such  localities.  After  acknowledging 
the  receipt  of  a  copy  of  the  Annual  Report,  he  says  : — 

^'  It  is  cheering  and  refreshing  to  be  remembered  by  home  friends. 
About  twenty-five  years  have  transpired  since  I  enjoyed  the  privileges 
of  your  Institution.  The  time  has  passed  rapidly,  and  I  cannot  be 
sufficiently  thankful  for  the  best  of  health  and  the  success  which  has 
attended  my  {>oor  labours. 

**  The  work  of  education,  in  which  you  are  most  interested,  is  more 
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or  leas  effidently  carried  on  in  pup  public  schools,  all  supported  by 
the  OoTemment. 

"  There  are,  liowBrer,  very  many  settlements  wholly  unprovided  for 
by  the  Board  of  Education  with  the  means  of  instruction.  These  we 
endeaTour  to  reach,  and  do  our  best  for  their  good.  In  every  case 
the  people  are  poor — very  poor,  and  the  few  articles  we  send  to  them 
for  their  schools  are  always  ^ven ;  and  it  is  through  your  Society 
and  other  kindred  institutions  that  we  have  been  able  to  aid  them  in 
this  respect.  I  have  received  numerous  applications  for  fresh  supplies 
of  late^iind  it  is  painful  to  send  the  cold  reply,  'I  have  no  books  in 
hand.'  This,  however,  I  generally  soften  by  the  assurance  that  I 
wmild  apply  again  to  your  Society  for  renewed  help." 

CENTBAL  AMEEICA. 

Mukquito  Const. — ^The  Rev.  E.  Grunewald,  writing 
from  Magdala,  thus  gratefully  acknowledges  the  receipt 
of  a  grant  of  school  materials  r-j- 

"With  our  best  wishes  for  the  blessed  work  of  the  School  Society, 
I  write  my  warmest  thanks  for  having  sent  to  our  school  in  this 
last  year  so  many  useful  books,  maps,  pictures,  and  other  things.  We 
are,  indeed,  greatly  indebted  to  the  noble  School  Society  for  all  the 
grants.  Our  schools  were  continued  during  the  past  year,  imder  the 
evident  blessing  of  the  Lord,  in  all  our  stations. 

"  Our  school  here  at  Magdala  is  prospering  and  has  increased  ] 
there  are  28  boys  and  22  girls  in  daily  attendance.  Our  former 
teacher  was  called  to  labour  among  the  Indians,  in  a  new  place  where 
the  people  have  been  hitherto  in  great  darkness.  He  has  commenced 
to  keep  school,  and  the  children  are  anxious  to  learn.  They  wish  to 
lean  English,  but  as  there  are  no  materials,  no  books  in  this  new 
station,  I  request  you  to  send  us  two  dozen  of  your  excellent  Daily 
Lesson  Books,  No.  I. 

**  There  are  about  30  children,  who  wish  to  learn  to  read  and  to  be 
inatrncted  in  God's  Word. 

"A  young  teacher  from  Jamaica  was  called  to  this  place,  and  he 
entered  with  much  zeal  into  his  oifice.  At  the  last  examination  we 
saw  that  the  children  have  much  improved ;  their  daily  lessons  are 
Bible  history,  and  catechism,  reading,  cyphering,  geography,  natural 
history,  writing,  and  singing." 
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EAST  INDIES. 

The  following  communication  is  from  the  Rev.  John 
Buckley,  who  for  twenty  years  has  been  labouring  in 
India.  It  is  dated  from  Orissa^  and  contains  an  earnest 
appeal  for  aid.     Mr.  B.  says  : — : 

"  I  have  now  been  engaged  for  nearly  twenty  years  in  the  work  of 
the  Lord  in  India^  and  in  addition  to  many  important  duties  devolving 
upon  me  as  a  minister  of  Christ,  I  have,  during  the  whole  of  this 
time,  devoted  much  attention  to  the  religious  instruction  of  the  young. 
I  can  sincerely  assure  the  Committee  that  I  have  a  deep  and  growing 
conviction  of  the  importance  of  this  part  of  our  work ;  but  we  have 
had  to  prosecute  it  amid  many  difficulties,  among  the  principal  of 
which  I  may  mention,  the  lack  of  suitably  qualified  teachers,  the 
scanty  funds  placed  at  our  disposal,  the  lack  of  school  apparatus 
necessary  to  secure  efficiency,  and,  in  our  villages,  the  indifference  of 
the  parents  to  the  education  of  their  children,  as  a  serious  obstacle. 

"  The  Committee  will  see  wliat  we  are  doing,  if  I  briefly  refer  to 
our  several  schools.  At  Cuttack  we  have  one  asylum  for  orphan 
and  destitute  children.  The  male  asylum,  under  the  care  of  Mr. 
Brooks,  numbers  83,  and  there  are  4  day  scholars. 

"The  female  asylum,  under  Mrs.  Buckley's  care, numbers  60,  and 
17  day  scholars.  The  teacher  is  Miss  G-uignard,  an  efficient  agent 
of  the  Female  Education  Society.  These  asylums  were  established 
twenty-eight  years  ago,  and  have  done  incalculable  good.  Many 
little  ones  (especially  girls),  whose  parents  died  on  the  destructive 
pilgrimage  to  Jaganath,  have  here  found  a  home,  and  have  been 
trained  for  Christ. 

"  We  have  a  small  English  school,  numbering  39  boys.  The  first 
English  school  in  Orissa  was  established  forty  years  ago,  by  the 
missionaries ;  but  on  the  establishment  of  the  G-ovemment  school,  in 
1841,  supplies  fidled,  and  it  had  to  be  given  up.  Ten  years  since  it 
was  re-established,  and  though  not  large,  it  accomplishes  the  work  for 
which  it  was  commenced,  and  does  a  good  work.  The  master  is  a 
native  Christian. 

**  We  have  two  vernacular  schools  connected  with  our  villages  here, 
containing  47  boys  and  7  girls ;  and  at  Choga,  a  branch  station  seven 
miles  distant,  we  have  two  schools  for  boys  and  girls,  containing  41 
children.  The  girls*  school  is  supported  by  the  Female  Education 
Society. 
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At  Piplee  (a  station  about  midway  between  Gattack  and  Pocree, 
the  celebrated  Bhrine  of  Jaganath),  there  is  a  boys'  school  of  about 
35,  and  a  small  English  school  has  just  been  commenced  with  10. 

"  Our  work  is  almost  entirely  in  the  vernacular ;  and  whatever  may 
be  neoessaiy  or  desirable  in  other  parts  of  India,  it  cannot  be  doubted 
that  the  course  we  pursue  is  the  best  for  this  province. 

''  We  secure  all  the  destitute  children  we  can,  and  endeavour  to 
train  them  in  the  way  they  should  go.  We  give  all  the  children  of 
our  native  Christians  the  opportunity  of  learning  to  read  and  write, 
aad  of  acquiring  the  elements  of  arithmetic,  &c.,  while  for  those  who 
liave  better  abilities,  superior  instruction  is  offered.*' 

The  Rev.  F.  T.  Keed,  of  Cutwa^  Burdwan,  presents 
the  following  case,  soliciting,  at  the  same  time,  assistance 
from  your  Committee.     He  says : — 

''For  some  time  past  I  have  been  visiting  the  schools  about 
Cutwa  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  both  scholars  and  masters  with 
portions  of  the  Bible,  and  I  have  been  surprised  to  see  how  very 
sparsely  schools  are  scattered  over  a  lierge  and  populous  district. 

"In  many  villages,  as  soon  as  I  have  asked  about  schools,  the 
])eople  have  said, '  We  have  none ;  but,  sir,  could  not  you  establish  a 
school  for  us  ?  all  our  children  would  attend  if  there  were  a  school.* 

"Allow  me  to  state  the  object  for  which  I  solicit  aid: — 

**  About  four  or  six  miles  south  of  Cutwa  is  a  large  village-town 
called  Dein  Hut.  We  preach  there  on  market  days.  Formerly 
th^B  was  a  normal  school,  but  that  has  been  closed  for  some  years, 
and  now  there  is  no  school  whatever.  Some  time  ago  a  few  of  the 
native  residents  asked  me  if  I  could  help  them  at  all  in  the  matter. 
They  offered  to  find  the  school-house,  and  by  subscription  to  pay 
the  salary  of  a  Bengali  Pundit  for  the  vernacular  department,  if  the 
udasionary,  or  any  society  through  him,  will  grant  them  a  teacher  ot 
English,  and  supply  them  school  materials  for  starting  with. 

''They  offer  to  surrender  the  entire  management  of  the  school 
and  the  selection  of  books  for  the  classes,  and  are  also  willing  for 
the  reading  of  the  Bible  to  form  part  of  the  daily  course.  Such  is 
thoir  offer,  and  I  believe  they  are  in  earnest.  But  as  to  helping 
them  I  know  not  what  to  say  or  do.  Local  aid  is  quite  out  of  the 
question,  as  there  is  only  one  other  European  besides  ourselves  in 
Cutwa — ^the  rest  are  Hindus. 

"  In  reply  to  their  application,  I  lent  a  copy  of  your  Beport  to  one 
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of  them  who  could  read  English,  and  promised  to  write  and  ask  if 
the  British  and  Foreign  School  Society  could  render  any  assist- 


ance." 


LA.BEADOB. 

The  following  brief  extract  from  a  communication 
received  from  the  Rev.  A.  F.  Eisner,  a  German,  of  the 
Moravian  Missionary  Society,  the  scene  of  whose  labours 
is  Nain,  on  the  coast  of  Labrador,  will  illustrate  the 
arduous  character  of  the  work  there.  After  acknow- 
ledging the  receipt  of  a  copy  of  your  annual  report, 
Mr.  E.  says  : — 

"It  grants  us  especial  encouragement  that  Christian  friends 
partake  in  this  sphere  of  our  missionary  operations ;  because  we 
know  from  many  years*  experience,  that  the  foundation  of  future 
welfare  is  based  on  a  sound  and  scriptural  school  education. 

"  The  peculiarity  of  Labrador  land,  climate,  and  manners  of  life 
of  the  Esquimaux  allow  us,  however,  to  make  but  slow  steps.  Yet 
a  little  has  been  done  also  in  that  respect.  There  are  some  assistant 
teachers  of  the  nation  in  the  lower  school  classes,  others  play  the 
organ  in  our  meetings,  others  sing  anthems  and  other  songs,  and 
perform  the  musical  parts,  as  adapted  by  the  composers,  on  violins, 
clarionets,  and  even  brass  instruments. 

"The  day  school  here  at  Nain  was  attended  last  winter  by 
seventy-one  children,  of  whom  read  flu^itly  forty-four,  and  so  many 
write  a  legible  hand,  learned  a  little  geography,  and  made  last 
winter  a  beginning  in  drawing.  All  are  more  or  less  acquai&ted 
with  Bible  history,  and  very  fond  of  singing.  As,  however,  during 
seven  months  no  attendance  of  the  school  is  possible  to  the 
Esquimaux  children,  it  is  to  be  regretted  very  much  that  they 
annually  forget  a  good  deal  of  what  they  learned  during  the  winter. 
Yet  as  they  often  attend  school  until  they  are  seventeen  years  of 
age,  they  learn,  at  least,  as  much  as  they  can  use  in  their  present 
circumstances. 

"  A  school  of  the  same  kind,  and  with  about  the  same  results,  is 
kept  on  each  of  our  four  mission  stations  on  the  Labrador  coa^t;  so 
that  hardly  an  Esquimaux  is  found  in  the  reach  of  our  stations 
who  cannot  read,  and  but  very  few  older  ones  who  canndt  write.** 
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On  the  subject  of  finance,  your  Committee  regret 
to  report  that  the  expenditiu-e  has  exceeded  the 
income  by  nearly  £1,000.  It  is,  however,  right  to  state 
that  the  balance  sheet  to  be  presented  this  day  is  for 
deven  months  only.  The  termination  of  the  financial 
year,  hitherto  on  the  31st  of  January,  has  been  found 
very  inconvenient,  and  your  Committee  felt  it  to  be 
desirable  that  it  should  close  on  the  31st  of  December 
instead,  making  for  this  year  only  an  account  for  eleven 
months.  This  partly  explains  the  deficiency  alluded  to, 
the  receipts  for  January  beiujg  considerably  in  excess 
of  the  ea^enditure  during  that  month.  But  it  must 
not  be  concealed  that  the  payments  fi:om  the  Committee 
of  Council  are,  and  will  be  much  less  than  formerly,  and 
that  to  maintain  the  operations  of  the  Society,  new  and 
increased  subBcriptions  and  donations  are  absolutely 
needed.  It  is  feared  there  are  many  to  i?schom  the 
principles  and  proceedings  of  the  Society  are  imknown 
or  imperfectly  understood — many  by  whom  its  claims 
would  be  recognized  and  its  resources  augmented.  Your 
Committee  venture  to  ask  the  co-operation  of  their 
friends,  not  only  by  personal  contributions^  but  by 
making  known  the  objects  and  urging  the  necessities  of 
an  institution  which  has  been  so  successful  in  the  past, 
and  which,  with  adequate  means,  might,  under  the  Divine 
blessing,  render  such  signal  service  to  the  yet  uneducated 
portion  of  their  poorer  fisUow-countrymen. 

Your  Committee  feel  that  this  Report  would  be  in- 
ooinplete  did  they  not  glance  at  some  of  the  present 
aspects  of  the  cause  of  popular  education,  not  only  from 
their  direct  connection  with  the  aims  and  principles  of 
the  Society,  but  because  they  suggest  means  and  motives 
for  rttiewed  and  m*ore  strenuous  efforts.      That  within 

the  last  four  years  no  less  than   three   Royal    Com- 
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missions  have  been  ordered  specially  to  inquire  into 
the  state  of  education  in  England  alone,  is  an  evidence 
of  interest  and  an  augury  for  good ;  and  that  the  in- 
quiries thus  instituted  should  embrace  the  elementary, 
the  middle,  and  the  highest  class  of  schools,  shows  how 
widespread  was  the  feeling  of  solicitude,  and  how  uni- 
versal the  desire  for  improvement.  It  would  be  difficult 
to  say  how  much  the  efforts  of  this  and  kindred  societies, 
to  extend  and  improve  education  among  the  poor^  have 
tended  to  awaken  this  interest  beyond  the  sphere  of 
their  immediate  operations.  Certain  it  is  that  an^ 
impulse  has  been  given  which  cannot  fail  to  result  in 
the  adoption  of  means  and  methods  suited  to  the  altered 
requirements  of  the  age,  and  the  several  classes  of  the 
community. 

The  report '  of  a  Commission  appointed  to  inquire 
into  the  employment  of  children  and  young  persons  in 
trades  and  Qianufactures  not  regulated  by  law,  led,  in 
July  last^  to  the  passing  of  an  ^*  Act  for  the  Extension 
of  the  Factory  Acts,"  which,  among  other  enactments  for 
effectually  cleansing  and  ventilating  factories,  provides, 
that  the  hcdf-time  system  ofedtwation  shall  be  extended 
to  children  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  earthenware^ 
lucifer  matches,  cartridges,  fustian-cutting,  and  paper- 
staining. 

It  was  found  that  the  number  of  children  and  young 
persons  employed  in  these  tr&.des  was  between  1 7,000 
and  18,000.  Of  this  total,  11,000  were  employed  in  the 
Potteri^  6,500  being  between  the  ages  of  13  and  18, 
and  4,500  between  8  and  12  years  of  age.  In  the 
Staffordshire  Potteries,  so  lately  as  1862,  with  a  popu- 
lation of  80,237,  the  niunber  of  children  attending 
day  schools  was  only  5,450.  Here  the  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment referred  to  has  recently  come  into  operation.     Mr. 
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Baker,  the  Factory  Inspector,  whose  official  experience 
extends  over  tliirty  years,  has  just  presented  his  report  to 
Sir  George  Grey,  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home 
Department. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  that  report.  Mr. 
Baker  says : — 

''With  more  particular  reference  to  the  education  clauBes  of  the 
Factory  Act  in  the  Potteries,  as  I  was  unable  to  issue  the  abstracts 
tO]  late  in  October,  owing  to  their  not  being  ready,  I  was  also  unable, 
and  indeed  unwilling,  to  press  the  children  into  school  till  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  I  began,  therefore,  first  to  familiarize  the 
men  with  the  half-day  system  of  work,  requiring  only  that  the  child- 
rea  should  not  work  the  other  half,  and  then  I  intimated,  that  after 
the  first  of  January  I  should  expect  them  to  be  sent  regularly  to 
school. 

"A  month  has  elapsed  since  this  direction  was  giTon,  and  I  find 
that  on  the  31st  of  January  there  were  785  males*  and  818  females, 
making  a  total  of  1063,  at  school  on  the  half-time  system,  a  total 
which  would  have  been  more  than  trebled  had  every  master  exhibited 
equal  willingness  to  enforce  the  educational  clauses  of  the  Act. 

"  It  is  not,  however,  so  much  to  the  number  actually  now  at  school 
to  which  I  am  desirous  at  present  of  directing  your  attention  as  to 
their  educational  condition  on  commencing. 

**  The  total  number  is  785  boys  and  318  girls.  Of  these,  148  did 
not  know  their  letters,  351  knew  the  alphabet  only,  279  could  read 
syllables,  236  could  just  read,  53  could  read  weU,  and  335  could 
write.  With  respect  to'arithmetic,  113  were  in  addition,  91  in  sub- 
tnustion,  35  in  multiplication,  and  43  in  division  and  further. 

''It  is  dear,  therefore,  that  of  the  whole  number  of  boys  and  girls, 
1,010  or  94*5  per  cent.,  were  in  a  state  of  utter  ignorance." 

After  stating  that  this  return  was  obtained,  name  by 
Dame,  from  the  teachers  in  whose  schools  the  children 
were  fomid,  and  that  the  test  was  applied  free  from  the 
confusion  and  hurry  of  work,  Mr.  Baker  adds  : — 

"  I  will  make  no  further  comment  on  this  fact,  otherwise  than  tq 
obserre,  that  if  the  state  of  any  society  is  moulded  by  surrounding 
influences,  as  undoubtedly  it  is,  some  idea  may  be  gathered  of  the 
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condition  of  a  popuktion  vfhere  bo  large  a  percentage  is  ignorant  of 
the  merest  elements  of  learning.  That  it  is  so  is  undoubted,  the 
misfortune  being,  that  it  is  only  a  type  of  a  vast  class ;  and  the 
remedy  now  applied  can  be  only  very  partial  in  its  operation,  and 
very  slow  of  producing  results.  Nevertheless,  I  thoroughly  believe 
th^t  the  present  state  of  things  iq  quite  remediable ;  that  thousands 
need  but  the  opportunity  of  education  and  social  influence  to  raise 
themselves  to  the  height  reached  by  many  of  their  feUow-workers, 
notwithstanding  the  obstacles  and  temptations  which  lie  in  their  way. 
All  that  they  want  is  instruction,  guidance,  example,  and  sympathy." 

Your  Committee  ftiUy  endorse  these  sentiments^  and 
so  far  as  the  means  are  placed  at  their  disposal,  are 
prepared  to  aid  in  supplying  this  want.  Social  policy, 
national  honour,  religious  obligation,  all  combine  to  urge 
that  this  mental  and  moral  destitution  should  be  met 
with  promptitude,  wisdom,  and  liberality.  To  delay  is 
to  suffer  the  seeds  of  ignorance  to  grow  and  flourish  and 
bear  most  baneful  fruit,  while  to  neglect  is  to  involve  an 
amoimt  of  culpability  and  danger  not  easily  computed. 

Your  Society— adhering  to  its  scriptural  and  truly 
catholic  principles,  strengthened  by  the  shocks  and 
trials  of  nearly  sixty  years,  rich  in  the  experience  which 
is  gained  only  by  hard  toil  and  frequent  disappointment, 
supplied  with  every  faciUty  for  accomplishing  its  ap- 
pointed service,  and,  above  all,  manifestly  sanctioned  and 
successfiil  under  the  Divine  blessing — comes  before 
you  this  day,  not  to  apologize  for  its  position,  or  to  make 
excuse  for  its  appeal,  but  calmly  and  earnestly  to  put 
this  question,  When  and  how  far  shall  its  means  be 
enlarged  and  its  operations  be  extended  1 

To  all,  therefckre,  who  believe  that  the  spread  of  scrip-, 
tural  education  is  one  of  the  great  duties  of  our  times ; 
to  all  who  hold  that  it  is  better  to  prevent  than  to 
pui^ish  crime;  to  all  who  regard  it  as  more  desirable 
that  the  Government  should  help  the  people  to  educate 
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themselves,  rather  than  be  obliged  to  assume  the  control 
of  th^  mstruction ;  to  all  who  approve  the  prmciples 
and  proceedings  of  the  Society,  your  Committee  now 
earnestly  appeal  for  fiirther  and  liberal  help. 

In  other  lands  the  education  of  the  masses  is  engaging 
increased  attention.      In  Italy,  in  France,  throughout 
the  Scandinavian  peninsula,  it  is  the  theme  of  public 
discussion  and   of  governmental   inquiries ;  while  in 
America^  who  shall  say  what  a  pathway  for  progress  and 
enlightenment  may  b©  opened  up  by  the  emancipation 
of  the  slave  population  of  that  great  country.     Amid 
this  peaceful  and  rightful  rivalry,  it  is  for  us  to  help 
forward  the  cause  of  education,  that  Britain  may  be  as 
eminent  for  the  intelligenoe  and  morality  of  her  people 
as  she  is  for  the  extent  of  her  commerce,  the  justice  of 
her  lawBf,  and  the  stabihty  of  her  constitutional  govern- 
ment

^c,  &c. 


AUon,  BaySf  80.  *'At  the  close  of  the  nineteenth  year,  the 
committee,  in  submitting  their  report  for  the  last  two  years,  haye 
the  satis&ction  to  congratnkte  the  subscribers  npon  the  continued 
efficiency  and  mefdlness  of  the  school.  There  are  about  80  boys  in 
attendance,  though  it  is  a  source  of  regret  that  they  are  taken  away 
from  school  much  younger  than  they  were  a  few  years  ago. 

*'A  public  examination  was  held  last  May,  which  was  largely 
attended  by  the  parents  of  the  children  and  friends  of  the  school.  It 
▼as  conducted  by  the  Rev.  C.  F.  Yardy,  of  the  British  and  Foreign 
School  Society,  .who  reports  that  *  the  children  acquitted  themselves 
rery  satisfactorily.' 

"Last  October,  an  eyening  school  was  commenced  for  working  men 
and  youths  two  eyenings  a  week.  The  attendance  has  ayeraged  about 
10 ;  altogether  34  have  entered  their  names.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
number  in  attendance  on  this  will  be  materially  increased,  as  evening 
dasses  are  almost  the  only  means  within  reach  of  those  who  have 
been  taken  from  school  too  early. 

"  Mr.  Hayward  has  left  for  a  much  larger  school  at  iBerwick  ;  and 
Mr.  E.  Hammett,  who  is  highly  recommended  from  the  British  and 
Foreign  School  Society,  Borough  Road,  has  been  appointed  in  his 
stead." 

Aspley.  Beys  and  Girls,  112.  ''The  committee,  in  presenting 
their  annoal  report,  are  glad  to  be  able  to  assure  their  subscribers 
that  the  school  has,  during  the  past  year,  maintained  its  position, 
both  as  respects  the  number  of  pupils  and  practical  efficiency.  The 
condition  of  the  school  has  been  favourably  reported  of  by  her 
Majesty's  Inspector.  The  number  of  children  on  the  books,  for  the 
last  year,  has  been  112  ;  and  the  average  attendance  has  been  about 
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8p.   The  addition  of  an  evening  class  for  grown  girls  has  been  made 
during  the  present  season  with  marked  benefit. 

'^  The  pa^t  year  has  been,  in  a  financial  point  of  view,  one  of  diffi- 
culty, owing,  in  great  measure,  to  the  changes  recently  effected  by 
the  legislature  in  the  terms  on  which  pecuniary  grants  are  made  to 
schools ;  the  deficiency  owing  to  this  cause  has,  however,  been  more 
than  covered  by  the  generosity  of  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Bedford, 
and  the  kindness  of  a  benevolent  gentleman  in  a  neighbouring  county. 
Under  these  circumstances  the  committee  feel  encouraged  to  hope 
that  a  sufficient  amount  will  be  realized  in  the  course  of  the  ensuing 
year,  from  the  capitation  grant  authorized  by  the  new  Code,  with  the 
addition  of  the  school  fees,  and  subscriptions,  to  meet  the  current 
expenditure ;  and  they  desire  earnestly  to  impress  on  those  who  have 
kindly  lent  their  help  hitherto,  the  necessity  of  continued  support  in 
order  that  the  important  work  of  instruction,  of  which  the  school  has 
been  the  instrument,  may  he  successfcdly  carried  on." 

Banbury  {CherweU  Schools).  Boys  and  Otrls^  200.  ^*  In  ptes^it- 
ing  you  with  their  annual  report  your  committee  are  glad  to  be  able 
to  congratulate  you  on  the  oontinaed  and  increasing  success  of  this 
school.  The  attendance  has  boen  well  kept  up  during  the  year,  the 
average  number  of  children  lender  tuition  being  170,  and  the  number 
of  new  scholars  admitted  in  the  year  180.  The  present  attendance 
is  200 ;  this  number  might  be  considerably  increased  if  your  com- 
mittee did  not  limit  the  age  at  which  pupUs  are  admitted,  so  as  to 
avoid  the  withdrawal  of  children  from  other  sdiiools  in  the  town. 
Contrary  to  previous  custom  the  Government  Inspector,  Mr.  Brodie, 
paid  his  annual  visit  in  May  last  iustead  of  October.  This  is  a  leas 
favourable  time  for  examination  than  October,  nevertheless  the  re- 
sults were  highly  satisfactory.  No  failures  occurred  in  writing,  only 
two  in  arithmetic,  and  four  in  reading,  and  it  is  but  fair  to  add  that 
these  last  took  {dace  in  the  lowest  class  in  the  school,  and  among 
chUdren  who  are  under  seven  years  of  age. 

''  Your  committee  have  pleasure  in  drawing  attention  to  ttie  foot 
that  Miss  Hughes  and  Miss  Stanley,  formerly  assistant  teachers  here, 
have  left  to  take  better  situations.  Miss  Hughes  iif  now  at  Gharl- 
bury  British  School,  but  leaves  there  at  Christmas  to  become  mis* 
tress  of  the  British  School  at  West  Bromwich.  Miss  Stanley  has  re- 
ceived the  appointment  oi  mistress  to  the  Union  School  at  Brackley. 
The  annual  children's  ta:eat  was  given  in  August,  not  in  the  open  air 
as  usual,  but  in  the  schoolroom,  the  weather  beiug  nnfietvourable. 
The  treat  was  enjoyed  by  all  the  children.    The  priaesy  which  will 
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be  dislribated  thia  eyening,  are  giT6n-^lBt,.To  all  thoBe  who  were 
loeoMtftil  in  paasing  the  inepector'B  examination ;  and,  2nd,  To  those 
who  haTe  gained  the  highest  nmnber  of  marks  for  home  lessons. 
There  are  also  four  special  priaes  offered  to  the  girls  for  the  best 
sewing  im)dQced  at  the  inspector's  .yisit. 

**  The  night  school  has  been  carried  on  with  snccess  during  the 
year.  The  average  attendance  has  been  40  scholars.  Two  other 
night  schools  hare  been  established  in  the  town,  and  yonr  committee 
&re  happy  to  observe  that  their  effect  has  been  to  stimulate  the  suc- 
cess of  evening  teaching  generally.  The  inspector's  opinion  on  the 
night  school  is  embodied  in  the  day-school  report,  and  has  already 
be^  read  to  you.  It  is  thought  advisable  to  draw  attention  to  the 
tact  that  the  evening  classes  held  in  this  room,  together  with  any 
prizes  that  may  be  offered,  are  not  confined  to  a  special  class,  but  are 
quite  open  to  the  whole  town.  An  impression  prevails  that  instruc- 
tien  is  only  given  to  scholars  who  are  also  employed  in  the  Britannia 
Woifa ;  this  is  not  so,  for  a  large  number  of  the  youths  attending 
the  night  school  are  wholly  unconnected  with  those  works. 

^  Your  oominittee  have  been  greatly  encouraged  to  persevere  in 
their  ^deavonrs  to  promote  the  education  of  adnlts  by  some  gratify- 
ing resnlts,  which  have  recently  attended  their  efforts.  Two  lads, 
James  Love  and  John  Parsoni^e,  whose  whole  instraction  has  been 
gained  by  a  diligent  attendance  at  this  night  school,  have  lately  suc- 
ceeded in  obtaining  positions  of  great  respectability,  positions  to 
which  they  never  could  have  aspired  but  for  the  opportunities  which 
have  thns  been  afforded  them  for  obtaining  a  sonnd  elementary 
education  after  the  work  of  the  day  was  done.  In  March  last,  Mr. 
Pidgeon  held  a  private  examination  of  the  night  school,  the  results 
of  which  were  satisfoctory.  It  has  been  found  that  an  occasional 
examination  of  this  character  has  the  efflect  of  encouraging  and 
■timnlating  the  scholars,  inasmuch  as  they  feel  that  a  certain  amount 
of  interest  is  taken  in  their  progress  and  welfkre.  It  is  on  this 
Mooont  that  your  conmiittee  have  pleasure  in  stating  that  similar 
examinations  will  continue  to  be  held  once  during  every  seascm.  The 
nig^t-achool  prizes,  whic^  will  be  distributed  this  evening,  are  given-** 
1st,  To  the  Buecessftd  competitors  in  Mr.  Pidgeon's  examination ; 
and,  2Bd,  To  the  scholars  who  have  been  most  regular  in  their 
attendance. 

**  In  ocmchurion,  your  committee  have  to  express  their  satisllMtion 
with  the  vigour  and  efSciency  exhibited  by  Mr.  Birkby,  in  his  o(^- 
dact  of  both  day  and  night  schools,  a  satisfaction  for  which  the 
Oovemment  Inspector's  report  gives  them  additional  grounds.    It

hiiB  no£  been  the  Isuatom  to  give  a  treasurer's  repoi^  6t  th^  meet& 
ings,  there  being  no  pnblic  subscribers  to  whom  the  committee  are 
responsible  for  the  management  of  their  ftmds ;  but  it  may  nererthe*' 
less  be  interesting  to  the  meeting  to  learn  that  the  average  annual 
working  expenditure  of  this  school  is  about  £185,  and  the  income 
about  £160.  The  committee  look  forward  hopefidly  to  the  time 
when,  under  new  arrangements  with  regard  to  assistant  teaching* 
which  the  Revised  Code  wiU  presently  enable  them  to  make,  the  school 
will  become  almost,  if  not  entirely  self-supporting." 

Bidsfard.  Boys,  129.  GirU,  138.  ''The  committee  willingly 
bear  testimony  to  the  unwearied  and  conscientious  exertions  of  the 
master  and  mistress  in  the  discharge  of  their  arduous  duties  con- 
nected with  various  details  of  discipline  in  instruction., 

"  The  committee  are  pleased  to  find  that  the  numbers  who  have 
passed  the  examinations  by  H.M.*s  Inspector  are  good  and  encou- 
raging, and  larger  than  those  of  last  year.  They  subjoin  the  ofScial 
statement.  The  numbers  only  refer  to  those  who  were  present  at 
school  200  times  and  upwards  during  the  past  year,  •and  were  also 
present  on  the  day  of  examination : — Present  at  examination,  boys, 
61;  girls,  51;  total,  112:  passed  in  reading,  boys,  54;  girls,  44; 
total,  98:  passed  in  writing,  boys,  58;  girls,  48;  total,  106^  passed 
in  arithmetic,  boys,  60;  girls,  39;  total,  99:  total,  boys,  172;  girls, 
iSl;  grand  total,  803. 

''  The  committee  are  assured  that  while  the  primary  instruction, 
reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  has  necessarily  engaged  a  chief  atten- 
tion, the  other  important  elements  of  a  useful  education,  as  grammar, 
geography,  and  history,  have  been  continuously  and  careftdly 
imparted.  Drawing,  and  music  fW>m  notes,  have  been  taught 
throughout  the  school,  with,  it  is  believed,  a  beneficial  influence. 

''  The  attendance  of  the  school  is  of  the  first  importance.  The 
committee  therefore  give  the  following  statements  respecting  it 
during  the  past  year : — ^The  number  on  the  books  were,  boys,  129 ; 
girls,  138;  total,  267:  average  attendance  in  the  year,  boys,  81; 
girls,  80;  total,  161:  admitted  in  year,  boys,  122;  girls,  124;  total, 
246:  left  in  year,  boys,  99;  girls,  115;  totaJ,  214:  numb^  present  at 
all  during  year,  boys,  213;  girls,  218;  total,  431:  average  number  of 
half-days  attended  by  each  child  present  at  all  during  year,  boys, 
167;  girls,  161 ;  total,  328.  The  number  of  children  attending  in  each 
quarter  were — (average  for  year)  above  90  half-days,  boys,  39 
girls,  33;  total,  72:  from  90  to  60  half-days,  boys,  38;  girl^  41 
total,  79:  firom  60  to  30  half-days,  boys,  34;  girls,  29;  total  63

the  books  who  have  been  in  the  school  were — ^less  than  1  year,  boys, 
73;  girls,  75;  total,  148:  1  year  and  less  than  2  years,  boys,  24 
girls,  29;  total,  53:  2  years  and  less  than  3  years,  boys,  9;  girls,  14 
total,  23:  3  years  and  less  than  4  years,  boys,  10;  girls,  6;  total,  16 
4  rears  and  less  than  5  years,  boys,  8;  girls,  8;  total,  16:  5  years 
and  over,  boys,  5;  girls,  6;  total,  11:  total,  boys,  129;  girls,  138: 
grand  total,  267. 

**  The  school  has  been  open  438  times  during  the  past  year.  The 
nnmber  of  children  who  have  attended  more  than  200  times  during 
the  past  year  are— boys,  70;  girls,  66:  total,  136.  The  total  number  of 
attendances  by  all  the  children  throughout  the  past  year  has  been — 
boTB,  35,620;  girls,  35,095:  total,  70,715.  The  committee  repeat 
the  remarks  made  in  the  last  report  on  the  very  short  time  the 
children  stay  in  the  school,  as  seen  from  some  of  the  previous  state- 
ments. They  believe  that  the  evil  is  common  to  all  schools  for  the 
education  of  the  children  of  the  poorer  classes,  and  that  the  only  cure 
is  a  higher  appreciation  of  the  benefits  of  education  to  the  parents  of 
the  children.  •  It  is  satisfactory  to  show  that  in  this  school  every 
effort  is  made  to  insure  regular  and  punctual  attendance. 

*'  The  nature  of  the  payments  made  by  the  children  attending  the 
achool  is  shown  in  the  following  statement : — ^Number  of  children  pay- 
ing 6d.  per  week  or  6s.  per  quarter,  boys,  4;  girls,  0;  total,  4:  4d. 
per  week  or  3s.  6d.  per  quarter,  boys,  4;  girls,  3;  total,  7:  3d.  per 
week  or  2s.  6d,  per  quarter,  boys,  6;  girls,  2;  total,  7:  2d,  per  week 
or  2s.  per  quarter,  boys,  30;  girls,  36;  total,  65:  Id.  per  week  or  l,s. 
per  quarter,  boys,  76;  girls,  91;  total,  167:  number  of  childrwi  J5t«, 
boys,  10;  girls,  7;  total,  17:  total,  boys,  129;  girls,  138;  grand  total, 
267.  The  above  payments  are  assessed  solely  according  to  the 
ciicomstances  of  the  parents,  no  difference  whatever  on  account 
of  them  is  made  in  the  education  of  the  children.  The  average  cost 
of  the  education  of  each  child  during  the  past  year,  as  estimated  by 
the  average  attendance  of  the  year,  has  been  £l  68.  8id« 

^'II  is  proper  to  state  that  the  attendance  is  recorded  only  of 
children  who  are  present  in  school  at  least  two  hours  each  time, 
rad  therefore  early,  as  no  others  are  allowed  to  be  reckoned  as 
WeBeat  by  the  recent  requirements  of  the  Committee  of  GounciL 
The  average  attendance  as  stated  is,  therefore,  less  than  it  would 
have  been,  and  the  average  cost  per  child  as  stated  consequently 
A  little  greater. 

'*  The  committee  record  with  much  pleasure  the  formation  at  the 
dose  of  the  past  year  of  a  new  Ladies'  Oonmiittee.     In  the  spirit  of 
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the  wish  expressed  in  the  last  report,  several  ladies  have  associated 
themselves  together  for  the  purpose  of  visiting,  and  of  assisting  in  the 
conduct  of  the  girls'  school,  and  of  otherwise  promoting  the  interests 
of  this  institution.  They  have  entered  on  their  work  with'  much 
zeal.  Thej  have  very  frequently  visited  the  girls'  school,  and  report 
favourably  of  its  conduct  and  instruction.  The  committee  are  sure 
that  the  best  thanks  of  the  friends  of  the  school  will  be  accorded  to 
them  •for  their  eflforts.  That  those  eflTorts  are  needed  the  very  irre- 
gular and  short  attendance  at  the  school,  especially  the  girls'  school, 
amply  shows.  The  committee  are  convinced  that  this  state  of 
attendance  is  owing  mainly  to  the  necessities  of  the  poorer  classes, 
and  to  the  ignorance  and  indifference  to  instruction  usually  pre- 
valent among  them.  The  importance  of  the  visits  of  the  ladies  can- 
not, then,  be  too  highly  estimated. 

'<  In  concluding  this  report,  the  conmiittee  have  only  to  repeat 
their  conviction  that  the  intelligent  instruction  and  training  of  the 
poorer  classes  confer  vast  and  individual  blessings,  and  consequently 
contribute  in  a  very  large  measure  to  the  happiness  and  prosperity  of 
our  present  and  future  times." 

Blackheaih  Hill  Industrial  mid  Infant  Schools.  Girls  and  Infimts, 
109.  "  The  committee  have  again  cause  to  thank  the  Father  of 
Mercies  for  hearing  and  answering  the  prayers  of  those  members  of 
it  who  meet  every  week  at  the  Throne  of  Grace  to  seek  direction  and 
guidance  in  conducting  the  important  duties  of  the  school.  As 
.  usual,  the  committee  have  had  many  difS^culties  to  contend  with, 
but  happily,  through  tfie  goodness  of  God,  they  have  been  in  a  great 
measure  overcome. 

''  Some  important  alterations  have  been  made  in  view  both  to  the 
economy  of  its  ftmds  and  of  its  efficiency.  In  consequence  of  the 
resignation  of  the  mistress  of  the  industrial  school  at  Midsummer 
last,  the  committee  deemed  it  advisable  to  amalgamate  the  two 
schools,  and  place  the  sole  management  in  the  hands  of  the  in&nt 
schoolmistress,  who  had  proved  herself  fully  equal  to  undertake  such 
an  important  trust,  and  at  the  same  time  to  place  the  youngest 
infants  under  the  charge  of  her  assistant.  This  arrangement  the 
committee  are  happy  to  say  has  been  most  successfrd  in  its  results, 
the  attendance  in  the  industrial  school  having  greatly  increased 
since  the  alteration.  Average  attendance  of  the  children  of  the 
industrial  school  to  Midsimimer  last,  33  ;  ditto  to  Christmas  last, 
56.  Average  attendance  of  infants  to  Midsummer  last,  62  ;  ditto 
to  Ohristmas  last,  53. 
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**  In  oonnection  with  these  schoolfi  are  ooal  and  clothing  clnbs ; 
in  the  latter  the  children  make  up  articles  of  clothing,  which  are 
sold  at  cost  prioe  to  their  parents.  The  smallest  contributions,  either 
in  money  or  materials  for  clothing,  will  be  thankfully  received.  The 
committee  would  again  earnestly  commend  these  schools  to  the 
srmpathy  and  support  of  all  well-wishers  to  the  rising  generation, 
belicfing,  as  they  do,  that  under  the  pious  and  efficient  management 
of  the  preset  mistress,  th*ey  will,  by  God's  blessing,  be  the  means  of 
counteracting  much  of  the  evil  to  which  the  children  of  the  poor  arc 
eiposed  in  this  neighbourhood/' 

Baton  Public  School.    Bot/s^  115.    Girls,  150.     "For  a  long  time 
past  the  oonunittee  of  the  Public  School  hare  been  under  the  painful 
Dcoessity  of  coming  before  their  friends,  and  the  public  generally, 
with  a  report  of  its  state  and  prospects  the  reyerse  of  cheering. 
Diminished  income,  combined  with  dissatisfaction  in  the  minds  of 
many  of  its  friends  with  the  state  of  the  school,  rendered  it  an 
exbemely  difficult  and  painfrd  task  to  submit  the  usual  annual 
statonent  of  its  educational  and  financial  position*    These  circxmi- 
stances  are  now  happily  changed.     In  August  of  the  present  year, 
Mr.  Hedgman,  who  for  many  years  had  held  the  office  of  master, 
hsTing  reoeiyed  an  appointment  in  another  place,  resigned  his  con- 
nection with  us,  and  thus  devolyed  upon  your  committee  the  duty  of 
selecting  a  competent  person  to  fill  the  vacant  post.    Steps  were 
immediately  taken  to  procure  a  suitable  teacher  as  early  as  pos- 
sible, that  the  school  might  be  re-opened  at  the  end  of  the  harvest . 
racaticHL    Fortunately,  at  this  oritical  juncture  a  gentleman  was 
leoommendedy  as  possessing  high  qualifications  for  the  work  of 
tuition,  by  the  Secretary  of  the  British  and  Foreign  School  Society. 
His  credentials  were  of  the  most  unexceptionable  character.    As  a 
stadeni  of  the  Borough  Road  Training  College,  he  took  a  position 
hoQourable  alike  to  his  ability  and  his  diligence ;  and  since  he  hns 
entered  upon  the  work  for  which  the  college  course  was  intended  to 
prepare  him,  he  has,  from  year  to  year,  in  the  spheres  he  has  filled, 
been  aecmnulating  evidence  of  his  practical  success,  and  fulfilling  the 
hopes  that  were  formed  of  his  career  during  his  noviciate.    Your 
eonmiittee  ttierefore  feel  that  they  may  congratulate  their  friends  on 
the  acquisition  of  Mr.  John  Bettinson  as  master  of  the  boys'  school. 
They  would  also  express  the  hope,  that  both  in  his  relations  with 
thttoaelves  and  his  pupils,  he  will  find  his  position  to  be  one  of 
inmiasing  utefuliiess,  comfort,  aad  honour.    It  is  but  seldom  that 
the  ma&i^gers  of  a  school  have  it  in  their  power  to  record  theit  tense 
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of  the  importance  and  dignity  of  the  teacher's  office.  We  therefore 
seize  the  opportunity,  which  the  settlement  of  a  n^w  master  presents, 
to  commend  the  preceptor  of  the  young  to  that  social  consideration 
to  which,  by  education  and  the  importance  of  his  work,  he  is  entitled. 
•Have  such  in  reputation' — 'esteeming  them  very  highly  for  their 
work's  sake.' 

^'The  committee  have  great  pleasure  in  stating  that  already  a 
great  improvement  is  visible  in  the  numbers  of  the  boys'  school.  As 
regards  our  pecuniary  circumstances,  the  financial  statement  vrill 
explain  itself.  It  may  abate  the  discouragement  which  will  be  felt 
by  many  on  reading  it,  that  already  a  liberal  subscription  has  been 
commenced,  which  promises  (o  place  us  in  a  sound  and  healthy 
position.  Your  committee  announce  with  great  satisfaction  that  Mr. 
John  Oldrid  has  generously  undertaken  to  collect  subscriptions  and 
donations  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  number  of  trustees  of  the 
property  has  been  for  some  time  greatly  reduced,  rendering  it  incum- 
bent on  us  to  fill  the  vacancies,  and  thus  restore  the  original 
complement.  Your  committee  also  have  it  in  their  serious  contem- 
plation to  erec^t,  on  the  piece  of  land  at  the  east  end  of  the  school- 
house,  either  a  residence  for  the  master,  or  class-rooms,  or  both,  thus 
improving  the  property  and  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  school. 

"  In  conclusion,  your  committee  hope  that  all  friends  of  liberal 
education  for  the  poorer  classes  will  acknowledge  the  strong  claims 
which  the  Boston  Public  School  haa  upon  their  hearty  and  generous 
support,  and  will  be  willing  therefore  to  give  their  full  sympathy  and 
co-operation  to  such  measures  as  may  be  adopted  for  continuing  to  it 
the  character  for  liberality  and  practical  efficiency  it  has  so  long 
maintained,  and  for  raising  its  income  to  an  amount  that  will  give 
stability  to  the  institution,  and  afibrd  free  scope  for  its  useftdness." 

Brixham,  Bays  and  CHrU^  75.  "The  revolution  of  another 
year  imposes  on  the  committee  of  this  British  school  the  duty 
of  laying  before  their  friends  and  supporters  a  statement  of  their 
work  since  the  last  anniversary.  Impressed  with  the  import- 
ance of  maintaining  such  an  institution  in  our  locality,  they  have 
encountered  the  difficulties  which  have  arisen;  and  through  the 
blessing  of  •  God,  the  year  has  not  been  destitute  of  fruit.  The 
master  has  received  51  new  scholars,  making  the  total  admissions 
since  the  commencement  789;  and  during  the  winter  months 
an  evening  school  was  worked  with  success, — 33  young  men, 
since  November,  1862,  have  availed  themselves  of  this  opportunity  of 
obtaining  an  education.     The  pupil-teacher  has  just  finished  his 
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5  jears'  apprenticeship,  and  3  boys  have  completed  their  schooling. 
Yonr  committee  sincerely  hope  that  these  youths  will  make  it  evident 
in  their  respectire  situations  that  they  have  deriyed  mental,  moral, 
Jffld  religiooB  benefits  from  Mr.  Harris's  training.  Proof  has  often 
been  given  of  old  scholars  looking  back  with  interest  and  gratitude 
upon  their  connection  with  this  school. 

"The  most  important  circumstance  of  the  year  is  the  operation  of 
the  Berised  Code,  which  awakened  so  much  discussion  among  the 
irioids  of  education.  In  January  last,  the  Government  examination 
vas  conducted  under  this  new  arrangement,  by  Horace  Waddington, 
Esq.,  MA.,  her  Majesty's  Inspector,  when  58  scholars  of  the  day  and 
evening  schools  were  examined  individually  in  reading,  writing,  and 
arithmetic,  as  required  by  the  Committee  of  Council,  and  46  passed 
in  all  three  subjects, — a  very  fair  proportion. 

"  Although  the  subscriptions  during  the  year  have  increased,  your 
conmiittee  deeply  regret  being  obliged  to  present  a  balance-sheet 
showing  a  debt  of  £9,  arising  from  the  balance  due  to  the  treasurer 
ab  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  the  loss  of  the  capitation  grant. 
To  pievent  such  a  deficiency  from  again  occurring,  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  master  for  introducing  a  scale  of  charges 
^y  which  it  is  hoped  the  school  pence  will  be  greatly  increased.  At 
the  same  time,  to  accomplish  the  original  design  of  the  school,  and 
justify  appeals  for  public  aid,  provision  has  been  made  for  educating 
poor  children  at  Id.  per  week.  The  committee  would  therefore 
earnestly  hope  that  the  friends  of  the  young  will  help  to  remove  the 
preaent  debt,  and  continue  to  evince  their  practical  sympathy  with 
this  important  work." 

CheUmham.  Bays^  330.  Oirls,  180.  "  In  presenting  the  forty- 
second  annual  report  of  the  Cheltenham  British  Schools,  the  com- 
mittee feel  asBured  that  it  will  be  regarded  by  all  interested  in  the 
schools  as  in  the  highest  degree  satis&ctory.  At  no  former  period 
has  the  attendance  been  larger  or  more  regular.  The  appearance, 
conduct,  and  progress  of  the  scholars  are  exemplary.  The  testimony 
of  the  visitors  is  favourable,  and  the  general  results  of  the  year, 
while  they  abundantly  justify  the  expectations  of  the  committee,  can- 
not fidl  to  confirm  the  public  confidence  in  this  important  and  useful 
institution.  The  course  of  instruction  continues  the  same  as  in 
fonner  years.  The  Bible  is  read  at  the  opening  of  the  school,  and  in 
each  class  daily.  Special  attention  is  given  to  moral  and  Scriptural 
training.  Such  training  is  of  vital  importance  to  the  children  them- 
selves, and  to  the  community  at  large ;  and  the  committee  are  deeply 
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aiudoiis  that  it  should  be  always  pTominent  in  the  instniction  giyen 
in  these*  schools. 

"  During  the  past  year  the  new  Code  has  come  into  operation ; 
under  its  provision  a  more  thorough  examination  of  the  school  takes 
place  by  her  Majesty's  Inspector  than  under  the  old  regulations. 
This  is  effected  by  adding  to  the  general  examination  of  the  entire 
school,  an  individual  examination  of  each  child  in  the  important 
branches  of  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic  In  May  last,  when 
J.  Bowstead,  Esq.,  her  Majesty's  Inspector,  made  his  annual  visit, 
there  were  presented  for  his  examination  315  boys,  and  of  that 
number  315  passed  in  writing,  314  in  reading,  and  313  in  arithmetic. 
Of  this  examination  Mr.  Bo^tead  reports  to  the  Privy  Council, 
'  This  school  has  passed  an  admirable  examination  under  the  Beviaed 
Code,  and  is  in  a  condition  of  the  highest  attainable  efficiency.'  At 
the  same  examination  the  number  of  girls  presented  was  1189  of 
which  number  there  passed  in  reading,  117  ;  writing,  117  ;  and 
arithmetic,  118.  The  inspector's  report  of  this  school  is  also  highly 
satisfactory :  '  This  school  is  in  a  very  efficient  state,  and  has  paased 
an  excellent  examination.'  To  these  reports  your  committee  only  add 
that  they  are  greatly  gratified  in  being  able  to  submit  them  to  their 
friends  and  the  subscribers.  Your  committee  would  be  encouraged 
and  aided  in  their  work  if  the  subscribers  would  occasionally  visit 
the  schools.  The  influence  of  such  visitation  upon  teachers,  parents, 
and  scholars,  it  is  hardly  possible  to  overrate. 

"  Your  committee  regret  that  the  Rev.  W.  G.  Lewis,  who  for  many 
years  has  been  their  secretary,  has  from  private  reasons  resigned  his 
office,  and  they  feel  confident  that  they  were  only  expressing  the 
feelings  of  those  for  whom  they  act,  when  they  recorded  in  their 
minutes  their  high  appreciation  of  his  services  to  the  school,  and  their 
best  wishes  for  his  ftiture  welfare. 

''  Appended  are  the  treasurer's  accounts,  and  your  committee  con- 
clude their  report,  as  they  have  done  before,  by  asking  their  fnends 
to  unite  with  them  in  imploring  the  continuance  of  that  blessing  from 
heaven  to  which  they  desire  to  ascribe  all  their  past  successes,  and 
on  which  they  can  alone  depend  for  prosperity  in  the  time  to  come.*' 

Croydon,  Bays,  265.  "The  committee,  in  submitting  their 
annual  report,  have  the  satisfaction  to  congratulate  the  subecriberB 
upon  the  continued  efficiency  and  excellent  working  order  of  the 
school.  Mr.  Drage,  the  present  master,  who  has  for  the  last  fifteen 
years  occupied  that  position,  and  in  whom  the  oonunittee  continue  to 
place  the  greatest  confidence,  is  assisted  in  his  arduous  duties  by 
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Rgnlarlj  apprenticed  pnpil-teachers,  and  Beveral  well-trained  moni- 
tors. The  school  ia  quite  Ml,  and  has  been  so  for  the  last  t^i  years. 
The  present  nomber  on  the  books  is  265.  The  average  number  in 
itfc^dance  for  the  pest  year  has  been  about  220.  The  course  of 
iostmction  giren  includes  the  Holy  Scriptures,  reading,  writing, 
arithm^ic,  grammar,  composition,  book-keeping,  geography,  drawing, 
aod  history. 

"The  committee  regret* to  have  to  state  that  the  fears  they 
expressed  in  their  report  of  last  year,  that  the  amount  of  the 
GaTemment  grant,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Revised  Code,  would 
not  be  maintained,  have  been  more  than  realized.  Although  the 
papils  passed  the  examinations  very  cfeditably,  the  amount  received 
has  been  considerably  reduced.  This  fact,  in  conjunction  with  the 
engagement  of  an  assistant  master,  on  account  of  the  older  pupil- 
teadiers  being  out  of  their  time,  and  the  younger  ones  not  sufficiently 
advanced  to  maintain  efficient  teaching  power,  has  produced  a  serious 
effect  upon  the  state  of  the  fiinds,  the  expenditure  for  the  past  year 
having  necessarily  exceeded  the  income  by  upwards  of  £67.  The 
committee  trust  that  this  fact  has  only  to  be  known  to  insure  a  much 
larger  list  of  subscribers,  the  present  list  but  very  inadequately  repre- 
Beating  our  rapidly  increasing  neighbourhood. 

"  It  is  a  source  of  great  interest  to  the  committee,  and  they  doubt 
not  will  be  so  to  the  subscribers  generally,  to  know  that  several 
schemes  for  recreation,  such  as  (viz.)  visits  to  London,  !Brighton,  &c., 
have  be«i  carried  out  during  the  past  year,  the  expenses  of  which 
have  been  defrayed  by  the  pupils  themselves,  who,  at  the  suggestion 
of  the  master,  gladly  saved  up  the  small  sums  necessary  for  the 
purpose,  instead  of  wasting  them  on  less  useful  and  instructive 
objects.  The  provident  habits  thus  inculcated,  as  well  as  in  various 
other  ways,  cannot  but  prove  beneHcial  to  them  in  after  life." 

CuekJkliL  B<xy9  and  Girls.  "  At  the  close  of  the  year,  the  com- 
oiitlee  are  glad  to  report  favourably  and  hopefully  of  the  school.  The 
hberality  of  their  fi^ends  has  enabled  them  to  meet  their  ordinary 
expenses,  and  to  present  a  small  gratuity  to  the  teacher.  The 
stteadance  of  the  children,  indeed,  has  been  considerably  affected  by 
the  krge  amount  of  illness  which  has  prevailed  two  or  three  times. 
When  that  cause  has  not  operated,  the  numbers  have  been  as  great 
M  usual — as  great,  iu  &ct,  as  can  be  properly  accommodated. 

"  The  schoolroom  has  again  been  used  during  the  winter  by  a 
oight  school,  n^eeting  twice  a  week.  Nearly  forty  lads  have  avdied 
themselves  of  the  instruction  offered,  with  evident  advantage.    This 
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school  has  been  conducted  chiefly  by  members  of  tfie  committee  and 
the  teacher  of  the  day  school ;  and  they  have  been  practically  and 
deeply  impressed  with  the  necessity  of  giving  abnost  exclnsiTC  atten- 
tion to  the  most  elementary  parts  of  education.  The  children  leave 
so  early  as  to  give  time  for  little  more.  These,  however,  they  hope 
to  teach  successfully ;  and  feel  assured,  that  in  so  doing  they  shall 
confer  a  most  valuable  boon  both  upon  the  children  and  upon  society 
at  large. 

"  The  committee  add  the  report  of  the  Rev.  C.  F.  Vardy,  M JL., 
Inspector  from  the  British  and  Foreign  School  Society,  who  came  to 
Cuckfield  in  October  last  :—*  Visited  the  school  under  disadvan- 
tageous local  circumstances,  which  rendered  the  attendance,  especially 
of  elder  children,  unusually  small.  Was  agreeably  surprised,  con- 
sidering their  tender  ages,  at  the  amount  of  general  information 
possessed  by  the  children,  and  at  their  proficiency  in  the  elementary 
exercises,  which  was  alike  creditable  to  themselves  and  their 
teacher.'" 

Darhy.  Boys  and  OirU,  5C.  "The  committee  of  the  Darley 
British  School,  in  presenting  their  .annual  report  to  its  supporters 
and  friends,  have  nothing  very  special  to  relate.  The  establishment 
and  ordinary  progress  of  a  good  village  school,  conducted  upon  sound 
principles  and  by  an  energetic  master,  will  always  be  matters  of  deep 
interest  to  the  lovers  of  social  and  educational  improvement.  Those 
without  education  are  most  of  any  a  burden  to  society,  lack  one  of 
the  highest'  sources  of  enjoyment,  and  cannot  well  command  the 
advantages  around  them.  The  committee  therefore  ask,  on  behalf  of 
this  institution,  the  continued  encouragement  of  the  neighbourhood, 
and  the  vigorous  co-operation  of  parents  who  send  their  children,  in 
order  to  secure  all  the  good  it  is  calculated  to  afford.  There  are 
occasional  interruptions,  such  as  prevailing  epidemics,  which  detain 
children  at  home  for  a  time,  but  otherwise  they  should  be  as  regular 
in  their  attendance  as  possible.  Children  should  also  be  prompted  to 
prepare  well  their  home  lessons,  and  to  cultivate  self-reliance. 

"  The  committee  have  to  regret  the  loss  of  one  of  its  supporters  i» 
the  death  of  the  late  Miss  Elizabeth  Jane  Walker.  The  thanks  of 
the  committee  are  presented  to  the  subscribers,  and  to  Mr.  Aaron 
Hardcastle,  for  leading  coals  gratis.  In  April,  Mr.  Fitch,  on6  of  H.  M. 
Inspectors,  examined  the  school  for  the  first  time  under  the  new 
Code.  There  were  presented  for  examination  39  children, — 38  passed 
in  reading,  28  in  writing,  and  28  in  arithmetic — a  very  good  average. 
The  result  of  this  examination  was,  that  a  sum  of  £17  188.  Id.  was 
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feoeiTed  from  OoTeniment  to  be  appropriated  to  the  school  flxncU. 
Daring  the  year  the  school  has  also  been  visited  by  Mr.  Davis,  an 
inspector  employed  by  the  British  and  Foreign  School  Society, 
vho  pat  the  children  through  many  exercises,  and  expressed  his 
satisfiiction  with  their  efficiency.

FoUDBsiom,  Boys^  Oirls^  and  Infanta.  "  My  Lords  of  the  Privy 
ComicQ  having  been  pleased  to  change  the  period  of  their  inspection 
of  the  schools  from  August  to  July,  iihe  committee  have  been  com- 
pelled to  anticipate  the  annual  .public  examination  by  about  a  fort- 
night. 

"^  This  is  but  one  matter  aflFected  by  the  Revised  Code.  Last  year 
it  was  stated  in  the  annual  report  that  the  Revised  Code  would  be 
in  ftall  operation  in  a  few  days,  and  that  the  schools  might  be  affected 
thereby.  The  effect  has  exceeded  our  worst  apprehensions.  A  mere 
recital  will  show  the  subscribers  the  difficulties  the  committee  have 
lutd  to  contend  with.  Should  you  be  satisfied  that  many  have  been 
OTeioome,  they  trust  they  shall  receive  your  assistance  to  master  their 
remaining  difficulties. 

"Since  the  committee  last  publicly  met  the  subscribers,  the  schools 
We  been  in  a  state  of  transitioio.  During  the  year  the  valuable  ser- 
vices of  Mr.  Lower,  and  the  Rev.  David  Jones,  have  been  lost.  Last 
December  the  eldest  pupil-teacher  in  the  boys*  school  terminated  his 
nyprenticeship.  Fairer  prospects  in  life  offering  to  the  second  pupil- 
teacher,  the  committee,  upon  the  entreaty  of  his  parents,  released 
him  from  his  engagement.  In  a  few  days  the  remaining  pupil- 
teacher  terminates  his  apprenticeship.  In  the  girls'  school  the  senior 
pupil-teacher  terminated  her  apprenticeship  ;  and  what  is  much  more 
BerioQs,  and  more  to  be  regretted.  Miss  Mott,  the  mistress  of  the  girls' 
school,  terminates  to-day  a  twelve  years'  faithfrd  servitude.  Passing 
to  the  infimts'  school,  the  most  difficult  of  all  the  schools  to  manage, 
the  committee  find  themselves  bereft  of  the  invaluable  services  of 
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Miss  Sayeiy,  who  this  day  oeases  her  coimection  with  edneatiaii, 
and,  ooDBeqnently,  with  the  committee.  Here — amonggt  the  per- 
plexities and  difficulties  of  the  committee — it  may  be  well  to  place 
the  diminntion  of  the  capitation  grant  firom  £34  in  1868,  to  £7  in 
the  present  year :  nor  is  the  committee  alone  the  sufferer  firom  this 
reduction ;  for  the  teachers  have  thereby  been  deprired  of  portions 
of  payments  preyiously  received }  and  it  is  to  this  fact,  and  its  pro- 
bable recurrence,  that  the  secession  of  so  many  mistresses  and  pupil 
teachers  fi*om  educational  labour  is  to  be  attributed. 

*'  The  committee  have  already  stated  that  the  schools  are  in  a  state 
of  transition.  The  committee  neyertheless  are  not  despondent.  With 
your  assistance  they  pledge  themselves,  if  possible,  to  overcome  aU 
obstacles.  Already  the  vacancies  in  the  visitors  of  the  boys'  school 
have  been  more  than  supplied,  whilst  the  visitors  of  the  girls'  school 
were  never  so  numerous.  The  committee  haye  procured  a  mistress 
for  the  infant  school ;  they  are  certain  to  obtain  a  mistress  for  the 
girls'  school  at  Christmas,  if  not  before.  All  the  schools  are  sopplied 
with  pupil-teachers. 

''  By  your  liberality  and  tHe^uccessftd  operation  of  the  increased 
payments  for  the  children,  as  well  as  by  the  parents'  subscriptions, 
the  income  has  reached  that  of  previous  years,  whilst  by  watchful 
economy  the  expenditure  has  been  kept  down  to  meet  the  loss  of  the 
greater  part  of  the  capitation  grant.  You  will  be  pleased  to  note 
that  the  accounts  annexed  are  for  eleven  months  only, — another 
result  of  the  Revised  Code.  We  fear  that  all  the  subs^ptions  for 
the  year  are  collected :  we  know  that  we  have  another  month's  ex- 
penses to  defi-ay. 

"  The  committee  thank  Miss  Savery  for  consenting  to  remain  one 
month  beyond  her  engagement,  for  their  convenience.  The  Penny 
Savings  Bank  for  the  scholars  is  very  satisfi&ctory.  In  succeeding 
years  the  obligations  and  responsibilities  of  your  committee  will  he 
much  increased,  for  by  the  Revised  Code  your  committee  are  com- 
pelled to  take  upon  themselves  the  payment  of  the  pupil-teacherB ; 
whilst  aU  the  pecuniary  engagements  with  the  teacher^^  heretofore 
borne  by  the  Privy  Council,  are  shifted  upon  your  committee.  • 

"  The  cause  of  education  is  a  glorious  one.  The  beneficial  results 
are  so  vast-^o  incalculable — ^both  to  the  individuals  taught  and  to 
society,  that  your  cdknmittee  are  stimulated  by  the  reflection  to  per- 
severe, and  will  persevere,  in  spite  of  Revised  Codes,  and  all  otiier 
obstacles,  so  long  as  they  are  cheered,  as  they  are  this  day,  by  yonr 
sympathy  and  support."

Ifl/ontty  80.     *'  The  committee  hare  again  the  pleasure  of  placing 

before  the  subflcribers  and  friends  the  report  of  another  prosperous 

jm.    This  ia  all  the  more  gratifying,  since,  as  was  stated  at  the  last 

ttnaal  meeting,  the  year  was  qoite  an  exceptional  one,  more  espe- 

ci&ily  in  a  financial  point  of  view.    Many  are  doubtless  aware  that 

the  Committee  of  Conncil  on  Education  has  made  a  veiy  important 

alteration  in  the  mode  of  giving  aid  to  public  schools ;  and  it  was 

folly  anticipated  that  this  change  would  cause  serious  loss,  even  if  it 

did  not  thix>w  us  back  into  debt,  from  which  we  had  so  recently  been ' 

freed.    The  difference  between  the  amount  of  the  grant  under  the 

Revised  Code,  and  what  it  would  have  been  under  the  original  Code, 

was,  of  course,  so  much  clear  loss.    This  loss  was  almost  precisely 

what  it  was  estimated  a  year  beforehand ;  but,  owing  to  an  increase 

in  school  fees,  and  of  |he  numbers  in  attendance,  the  financial  position 

itts  ]TOved  to  be  better  than  was  expected. 

*'  The  formation  of  a  separate  infant  department  has  entailed  upon 
the  oommittee  considerable  additional  expenses;  but  they  believe  that, 
imder  the  care  of  Miss  Brown,  assiijked  by^two  monitors,  the  service 
done  is  more  than  proportionate  to  the  expense.  This  arrangement 
has  quite  relieved  the  girls'  school,  which  was  before  uncomfortably 
crowded ;  and  recently  a  number  of  the  younger  boys  have  been  sent 
into  it  firom  the  boys'  school.  Before  this  there  had  been  upwards  of 
180  boys  present  in  a  room  ill  adapted  to  accommodate  even  150. 
This  state  of  things  has  now,  therefore,  been  partially  remedied.  The 
heae&t  of  this  arrangement  was  clearly  shown  at  the  last  Government 
examination,  when  the  girls,  having  been  able  to  work  with  quietness, 
freedom,  and  comfort,  achieved  a  corresponding  success ;  whereas  the 
boys,  having  been  very  much  hindered  by  overcrowding,  were  not  quite 
80  snccessfhl. 

*'  The  average  weekly  attendance  for  the  year  has  been  as  follows,— 
faoyB»  166 ;  girls,  120 ;  in&nts,  80 :  .total,  366.  The  numbers  at 
present  on  the  books  are — ^boys,  197;  girls,  153;  infants,  125: 
total,  475.  This  represents  a  total  gain  of  43  as  oompared  with  last 
ifear,  and  of  251  as  oompared  with  1859,  when  the  present  teachers 
took  charge  of  your  schools.  There  appears  to  be  a  steady  increase 
in  aQ  the  departoients,  whilst  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  a 
c<ffre^nding  efficiency  keeps  pace  with  the  increase  in  numbers. 

*'  In  the  boys'  school  each  scholar  is  required  to  find  all  the  books 
(^  material  required  in  his  studies.  The  parents  have  cheerfully 
^ea  in  with  this  arrangement;  more  especially  since  they  have  found 
^  it  greatly  accelerates  their  Qhildren's  progress.    This  plan  has 
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been  a  great  Baying  to  the  school  ftinds,  and  is  eqnal  to  a]:^a4lTaQod  in 
the  school  fees,    ft  has  been  partially  adopted  in  the  girls'  school. 

''  Under  these  enoooraging  circnmstances,  your  oonunittee  again 
appeal  to  yon  to  help  them,  not  only  by  continuing  yonr  own 
subscriptions,  but,  if  possible,  by  inducing  others  to  subscribe  to  so 
useful  an  undertaking." 

Oravesmd  (Peacock  Street).  Boys.  "Nine  years  having  elapsed  since 
the  issue  of  a  printed  report  of  the  affairs  connected  with  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Milton  British  Day  School,  it  has  been  considered  desirable 
that  donors  and  subscribers  should  receive  some  public  acknowledg- 
ment of  their  contributions,  and  information  as  to  the  disposal 
thereof. 

"  The  fluctuations  in  the  income  from  school  pence  have  arisen 
from  alterations  in  the  scale  and  system  of  chjjrges  and  the  numbers 
in  attendance.  The  terms  to  Michaelmas,  1856,  were  2d.,  dd.,  and 
4d.  per  week,  according  to  the  pupil's  standing  in  the  1st,  2nd,  or  3rd 
class  ;  but  in  October,  1856,  a  public  meeting  was  held  in  the  Town- 
hall,  at  which  B.  Oakes,  Esq.,  presided,  when,  after  the  examination 
of  the  boys  by  Mr.  Baxter,  a  report  was  read,  which  set  forth  that  the 
school  fees  barely  sufSced  for  the  master's  salary, — ^that  the  annual 
subscriptions  had,  in  four  years,  fallen  from  £32  to  £18,  and  that  the 
managers  were  nearly  £35  in  debt;  whereupon  it  was  resolved  to 
amend  the  scale  of  charges,  making  them  2d.,  4d.,  6d.,  and  9d.  per 
week,  according  to  station  in  the  school.  This  system  continued  in 
operation  till  Midsummer,  1858,  when  H.M.  Inspector,  apprehending 
that  the  children  of  poorer  parents  would  thereby  be  detained  in  the 
lower  classes,  and  their  progress  hindered,  recommended  a  scale  in 
accordance  with  the  parents'  means,  which  was  accoMingly  adopted. 
This  scheme,  however,  did  not  meet  with  the  cordial  reception  of 
parents,  who  felt  it  to  be  too  inquisitorial,  and  declined  or  evaded  the 
necessary  information ;  and  at  the  end  of  two  years  the  managers  had 
to  revert  to  their  former  plan  of  rating  by  station,  which  still  con- 
tinues in  operation.  The  average  numbers  paying  the  several  fees 
are, — 8  at  2d. ;  75  at  4d. ;  50  at  6d. ;  and  14  at  9d. 

"  In  recognition  of  the  able  and  successful  services  of  Mr.  Frost, 
the  master,  ahd  with  a  view  to  his  participation  in  the  prosperity  of 
the  school,  the  committee  have,  as  circumstances  warranted,  advanced 
his  salary  by  per-centages  on  the  school  pence.  Up  to  the  end  of  1 863 
these  payments  have  been  supplemented  by  Government  grants  for 
instructing  the  pupil-teachers,  and  in  augmentation  of  salary  on 
obtaining  his  certificate.    The  pupil-teachers'  stipends  have  also  been 
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paid  by  6bf  emment  to  that  time.  The  amotmt  of  Goyemment  aid 
received  during  six  years,  ending  December  Slst,  1863,  has  averaged 
above  £100  per  annum. 

"  The  New  Revised  Educational  Code  being  in  operation,  and  the 
pnpil  teachers  having  completed,  their  apprenticeship,  the  business  of 
the  school  has  recently  been  conducted  by  the  aid  of  assistant  teachers 
and  monitors,  paid  out  of  the  common  fimd.  There  is  at  present  only 
one  apprenticed  pupil  teacher,  but  candidates  will  be  examined  on  the 
next  visit  of  H.M.  Inspector. 

"  The  erection  and  ftimishing  of  the  new  class-room  was  a  matter 
of  unavoidable  necessity,  in  consequence  not  only  of  the  numbers  in 
attendance,  but  of  many  others  seeking  admission.  The  importance 
of  the  erection  of  such  room  was  urged  upon  the  managers  by  H.M. 
higpector  three  years  in  succession,  and  ultimately  with  an  intimation 
that  onless  it  were  dene  forthwith  the  apprenticeship  of  the  two 
Tonngest  pupil  teachers  would  not  be  sanctioned. 

^  It  is  gratifying  to  state  that  the  school  maintains  its  well-earned 
reputation  for  efficiency  and  success  in  the  various  departments,  and 
the  attendance  is  good.  The  advantages  of  the  ^  Lending  Library 
and  Savings  Bank'  are  appreciated  and  enjoyed  by  many  of  the 

* 

"  By  the  operation  of  the  *  New  Revised  Code '  all  direct  grants  to 
masters  and  pupil  teachers  cease.  The  Government  aid  will  now  come 
in '  one  annual  capitation  grant,'  to  be  administered  by  the  managers ; 
and  as  the  provisions  of  the  Code  will  not  permit  them  to  expect  any- 
thing like  the  amount  hitherto  received,  they  trust  to  the  good- will  of 
their  friends  and  subscribers  for  the  means  wherefcy  they  may  be 
enabled  fairly  to  remunerate  their  teachers  and  assistants,  and  to  con- 
tinae  the  business  of  the  school  as  effectively  as  heretofore.  They 
also  invite  the  co-operation  of  friends  willing  to  assist  them  in  the 

management,  the  numbers  of  the  present  committee  being  very 
smafl," 

ffotrsham.  Boys  and  Girls,  99.  "The  committee  are  sorry  to 
have  to  state  that  early  in  the  year  1864,  contagious  fever  of  a 
malignant  character  became  very  prevalent  at  Howsham  and  in  the 
wnroanding  district,  insomuch  that  few  families  entirely  escaped 
having  it,  and  many  children  died  of  it  ;  in  which  number  were 
included  five  of  the  scholars  in  this  school.  John  Brown,  the  pupil 
teacher,  also  had  it  very  seriously.  The  medical  men  of  the  district 
strongly  urged  the  necessity  of  closing  the  school  for  a  time,  and 
it  was  accordingly  closed,  and  remained  so  during  5  weeks.    When 
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it  was  again  opened  the  attendance  was  only  small.  This  aflUctive 
dispensation  greatly  impeded  the  progress  of  the  children  in  their 
learning,  and  also  seriously  diminished  the  amount  of  their  payments 
as  '  children's  pence.'  Under  these  circmnstaaces  it  was  not  thought 
to  be  desirable  to  hold  a  public  examination  in  May  last,  or  to  give 
the  usual  trei(t  of  tea-drinking. 

"  Various  alterations  recently  made  by  the  Committee  of  Council 
on  Education  have  had  a  very  material  influence  upon  the  finances. 
Under  the  previous  system  separate  grants  were  made  for  the  salaries 
of  pupil  teachers,  payments  to  the  master  for  instructing  them  in  the 
subjects  of  their  examination,  a  capitation  grant  on  those  children 
who  attended  school  not  less  than  176  days  during  the  year,  and  an 
augmentation  of  the  master's  salary,  according  to  the  class  of  his 
certificate.  All  those  payments  hare  ceased ;  and  in  lieu  of  them 
one  grant,  depending  upon  the  result  of  the  examination,  is  given  to 
•  the  funds  of  the  school,  and  it  is  left  to  the  managers  to  make  their 
own  arrangements,  subject  to  certain  regulations. 

'^  The  scale  of  the  present  grant  is  as  follows : — Four  shillings  are 
allowed  on  the  average  number  of  children  that  had  been  in  the 
school  during  the  year  ;  eight  shillings  on  each  child  that  has 
attended  school  not  less  than  200  times,  is  present  on  the  day  of 
examination,  and  passes  the  required  standard  of  attainment  in 
reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic  ;  a  failure  in  each  of  these  subjects 
involves  forfeiture  of  two  shillings  and  eightpence.  The  attendance 
of  the  children  on  the  day  of  examination,  it  will  thus  be  seen,  i& 
very  important  to  the  funds  of  the  school,  and  it  is  therefore  hoped 
that  the  subscribers  will  exert  their  influence  with  the  parents  in 
this  respect. 

^  "  The  diminution  in  the  aid  received  from  Govenmient,  and  other 
causes,  rendered  it  expedient  to  endeavour  to  augment  the  income  by 
increased  subscriptions,  a  portion  of  which  the  committee  hope, 
however,  to  be  able  to  dispense  with  at  no  very  distant  period  of  time. 
The  parents  of  the  children  have  also  been  strongly  urged  to  send 
their  children  much  more  regularly,  as  the  aid  to  be  obtained  from 
Government  is  now  made  to  depend  very  much  upon  regular  attend- 
ance and  progress  in  learning. 

"  The  two  pupil  teachers  have  conducted  -themselves  with  pro- 
priety, and  made  good  progress.  John  Brown  was  prevented  from 
being  at  the  examination  this  year  by  fever.  Esther  Gibbons  passed 
at  Grimsby  very  creditably  to  herself  and  her  teacher. 

"  There  are  now  on  the  books  as  scholars — Boys,  44  ;  girls,  55  : 
total,  99.     Of  these,  G9  reside  in  Howsham,  &c.,  21  in  Cadnev,  &c, 
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6  in  NorUtEelsey,  2  in  Somerby,  and  1  in  Searby ;  24  of  these  come 
free,  being  more  than  two  from  one  family.*' 

Lee  Common.  Boys  and  Oirls^  72.  "  Once  more  with  gratitude 
and  joy  we  are  permitted  to  bring  before  yon  our  annual  report. 
Althongh  it  is  not  what  we  would  have  it,  we  are  thankful  for  the 
progr^s  we  h^ve  made,  an^  trust  to  our  heayenly  Father  that  He 
will  do  greater  things  for  us  yet. 

"As  to  the  number  of  children,  we  have  nothing  to  complain  of; 
for  irregular  attendance  we  have  much  to  complain,  although  almost 
eTerything  has  been  done  that  the  committee  could  suggest.  We 
haye  now  on  the  books  the  number  of  72  children,  while  the  average 
attendance  is  only  48 — ^a  fact  which  the  parents  would  do  well  to 
consider.  Beading,  writing,  arithmetic,  and  tteedlework  are  the 
elements  taught. 

"  Our  balance  will  show  that  the  committee  have  done  their  duty, 
in  applying  for  aid  from  a  distance,  when  you  see  the  small  number 
of  local  subscribers  our  list  contains.  Although  there  are  so  many 
men  of  wealth  and  influence  around  us,  they  still  stand  aloof  from  us, 
which  we  cannot  explain.  We  camiot  be  unworthy  of  their  support 
on  account  of  badly  applying  fdnds  entrusted  to  us— our  report  will 
contradict  this, — neither  because  we  are  wanting  in  judgment  to 
cany  on  the  work ;  for  here  is  an  institution  of  nineteen  years' 
standing  worked  successfiilly  by  a  committee  of  working  men  on  the 
most  oiisectarian  principles.  However,  we  have  some  few  who  have 
bonntifnlly  b^towed  their  liberality  upon  us,  for  which  we  return 
oar  most  sincere  thanks,  and  trust  we  shall  continue  to  share  their 
benevolence," 

Lm^ld.  Bays,  102.  Oirls^bl.  Ir\fa7its,  Qi.  "  The  committed, 
in  presenting  their  report  to  their  subscribers  and  friends  of  the 
institution  for  the  year  1863-4,  desire  to  express  their  thanks  to 
those  friends  who  so  kindly  responded  to  the  appeal  for  pecuniary 
aid  made  last  year.  By  reference  to  the  balance-sheet  it  will  be  seen 
that,  independently  of  several  new  annual  subscribers  having  been 
added,  a  sum  of  £33  2s.  appears  as  donations.  This  timely  assist- 
ance has  enabled  the  jcommittee  to  carry  out  their  views  referred  to 
in  the  appeal,  as  to  the  necessity  of  providing  a  residence  for  the 
master.  This  has  been  done  by  their  having  made  him  a  gratuity 
for  the  past  year  and  increasing  his  salary  for  the  ftiture.  At  the 
same  time  the  schools  have  been  e£Sciently  maintained. 

"The  number  of  childi^en  admitted  during  the  last  year  was — 
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lU^XTt,  61 ;  girls,  80;  infants,  46 :  total,  137.  The  number  on  the 
Wks  is— Boys,  102;  girls,  51  ;  infants,  64:  total,  217.  The 
iiTt>rage  daily  attendance  during  the  year  has  been — Boys,  70; 
ffirls,  80 ;  mfents,  40 :  total,  140.  This  bV.ows  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  attendance  since  the  preceding  year. 

"  The  progress  made  by  the  children  in  the  various  branches  of 
their  learning  is  satisfactory,  and  their  knowledge  of  Scripture  evinces 
that  considerable  attention  is  paid  by  the  teachers  to  this  important 
branch  of  instruction.  The  committee  feel  satisfaction  in  bearing 
testimony  to  the  great  benefit  those  schools  continue  to  confer  on 
the  rising  generation  and  on  the  neighbourhood  generally. 

"  The  committee  hare  also  to  acknowledge  that  they  have  received 
from  the  late  Lucy  Bradshaw's  executors  the  sum  of  £19  19s.  as  a 
legacy  from  her  towards  the  support  of  the  schools ;  and  they  have 
ftirther  gratefully  to  record  the  receipt  of  £10  from  the  femily  of 
Hheir  late  friend,  being  the  amount  of  her  usual  subscription  to  the 
schools." 

Liverpool  {Friends^  Free  School).  Boys,  284.  Otrhj  291. 
Infants,  244.  BoYs'  School. — "  In  again  meeting  our  friends  and 
subscribers,  it  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  con- 
tinued efficiency  of  the  school,  mentioned  in  our  late  reports,  has  not 
only  been  frilly  maintained,  but  that  a  decided  progress  has  been 
made  during  the  past  twelve  months. 

"  In  recording  the  result  of  the  Government  examination  for  the 
first  year  under  the  new  Code,,  we  have  great  pleasure  in  stating  that 
our  most  sanguine  expectations  have  been  exceeded.  About  94  per 
cent,  of  the  scholars  examined  in  the  boys'  and  girls'  school  together 
passed  in  the  subjects  of  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  and  the 
sum  to  which  this  result  would  have  entitled  us,  together  with  the 
capitation  grant  on  the  average  attendance  in  both  schools  during 
the  year,  amounted  to  £224  9s.  4d.  But  the  pecuniary  assistance 
from  Government  is  limited  to  the  amount*  of  subscriptions,  as  inti- 
mated in  our  last  report,  and  as  these  only  reached  £150  58.  for 
1862,  on  which  year's  accounts  the  grant  is  calculated,  the  sum 
remitted  by  the  Committee  of  Council  on  Education  is  reduced  to 
the  same  figure,  and  we  are  thus  deprived  of  £74  4s.  4d.,  which, 
after  our  very  successfril  examination,  we  should  otherwise  have 
received." 

Girls'  School. — "  The  committee  have  pleasure  in  reporting  to 
the  subscribers  and  friends  that  a  steady  development  is  visible  in 
the  school.    The  attendance  has  been  remarkably  good  during  the 
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pest  twelve  months.  In  consequence  of  the  Government  Inspector's 
vigit  being  delayed,  the  usual  public  examination  was  held  earlier 
than  customary,  that  the  committee  might  have  an  opportunity  of 
knowing  with  what  success  the  children  were  likely  to  acquit  them- 
eelves:  it  would  have  given  greater  satisfaction  if  a  larger  number  of 
friends  had  been  present  on  the  occasion. 

''Some  alterations  have  been  made  in  the  staff  of  teachers 
for  the  coming  year.  The  assistant  mistress  has  left,  her  time  as 
l>upil  teacher  having  expired.  In  order  to  have  the  full  complement 
required  by  Government,  it  has  been  needful  to  engage  two  monitors, 
in  addition  to  the  four  pupil  teachers.  The  sum  received  for  needle- 
work during  the  past  year  was  6s.  6d.  It  is  hoped  friends  will  con- 
tinue to  supply  the  school  with  work,  as  the  committee  believe  it 
will  be  creditably  done.  • 

"The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  children  instructed 
during  the  year  in  the  different  branches  : — Average  number  on« 
books,  291 ;  average  daily  attendance,  226 ;  number  admitted,  190  ; 
number  left,  140.  Beading — Alphabet,  10 ;  monosyllables,  90 ; 
easy  narratives,  120 ;  advanced  books,  70.  Writing — Copy  on  slates, 
110 ;  dictation  and  copy-books,  110 ;  advanced  ditto,  70.  Aritlmietic 
—Figures  and  easy  addition,  100;  simple  rules,  120;  compound 
rules,  70.  Lessons  on  common  things,  150.  Geography  and 
grammar,  140.    History,  70.    Needlework,  290." 

Ikfakts'  School. — "  The  committee  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report 
that  their  expectations  for  the  past  year  have  not  been  disappointed. 
The  school  has  been  largely  attended,  and  is,  they  believe,  fully 
appreciated  by  both  parents  and  children.  The.  number  of  scholars 
having  continued  to  increase,  there  are  now,  beside  the  head  teacher, 
two  assistants,  each  receiving  a  small  salary.  The  finances  of  the 
school  are  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition,  and  the  committee  have 
been  able  to  afford  a  few  needful  alterations  for  the  improvement  of 
the  schoolrooms.  The  number  of  children  on  the  books  during  the 
past  year  was  244  ;  the  year  previously  it  was  203 ;  the  average  daily 
attendance,  200." 

Manchester  {Lancasterian  School),  Boys,  1,062.  Girls  and  In- 
fonts,  634.  "  The  committee  of  the  Lancasterian  School  have  to 
report  to  its  subscribers  that  the  eflBciency  of  the  school  has  been 
maintained  during  the  past  year,  and  that  the  results  altogether  have 
been  fuUy  as  satisfactory  as  could  be  expected,  considering  the  extent 
to  ^hich  the  labouring  classes  have  been  affected  by  the  state  of  trade. 
PoTerty  has  in  many  cases  led  to  irregular  attendance,  and  from  this, 
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88  might  be  expected,  has  resulted  a  slight  lowering  of  the  average 
attainment  in  some  branches  of  instruction.  The  working  of  the 
new  Code,  and  its  effects  upon  the  funds  of  the  school,  have  been 
watched  with  some  anxiety;  the  result  is,  on  the  whole,  encouraging. 
The  grants  tnade  to  the  boys'  school  have  exceeded  the  amount  re- 
ceived under  the  old  system.  No  formal  report  from  the  Committee 
of  Council  has  yet  been  received,  but  Dr.  Morell  states  that  *  the 
boys'  school,  as  tested  by  the  new  examination,  is  in  first-rate  con- 
dition.' 

"The  committee  have  to  record  the  loss  sustained  by  the  death  of 
the  much-valued  teacher,  of  the  girls'  school.  Miss  Russell,  whose 
devotion  to  her  work  and  self-denying  efforts  to  promote,  at  home  as 
well  as  at  school,  the  welfare  of  the  children  under  her  care,  rendered 
her  peculiarly  useful  in  her  position.  They  have  every  reason  to 
hope  that,  by  the  arrangements  since  made,  the  efficiency  6t  the 
school  will  be  fully  maintained. 

"  The  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  effect  of  poverty  in  causing 
irregular  attendance  will  account  for  some  falling  off  in  the  grant 
from  Government  to  the  girls'  school,  of  the  condition  of  which  Dr. 
Morell  speaks  very  favourably.  The  numbers  at  present  on  the 
books  are — ^boys,  1,064;.  girls  and  infants,  634:  total,  1,696.  The 
average  weekly  attendance  during  the  past  year  has  been — ^boys, 
827;  girls  and  infants,  345. 

"  The  committee  have  satisfaction  in  recording  their  approbation 
of  the  efforts  made  by  the  teachers  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the 
new  Code  as  to  elementary  instruction,  without  neglecting  those 
more  advanced  subjects,  which  have  for  some  yearsjbeen  pursued  with 
increasing  success.  The  boys'  school  is  now  taught  by  one  head 
master,  five  assistant  masters,  and  eight  pupil  teachers.  The  g^ls 
and  infants'  school  is  taught  by  one  head  mistress,  two  assistant 
mistresses,  and  six  pupil  teachers. 

"  The  committee  desire  to  express  their  deep  sense  of  the  loss 
which  has  been  sustained  by  the  Lancasterian  School,  in  common  with 
many  other  institutions  of  the  town,  from  the  death  of  their  chair- 
man, the  late  Mr.  Alderman  Neild,  whose  connection  with  the  school 
extended  over  a  period  of  nearly  fifty  years.  The  services  rendered 
by  Mr.  Neild  were  such,  that  he  may  well  be  considered  the  second 
founder  of  the  school.  To  his  wisdom  and  energy,  together  with 
the  judicious  exercise  of  the  great  influence  which  he  possessed, 
is  mainly  owing  that  the  quality  of  instruction  now  given  is 
equal  to  that  afforded  by  the  best  schools  of  the  same  class  in 
the  present  day,  whilst  the  large  numbers  for  which  the  Lancas- 
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terun  School  was  remarkable  in  former  years  have  been  considerably 
siirpafised.'' 

Mamjkld.  Qirls,  45.  "  The  committee  have  to  congratulate  the 
subscribers  on  the  snccess  attending  the  establishment  ot  the  school. 
They  have  been  able  to  secure  for  it  general  support,  and  the  list  of 
their  immber,  as  well  as  of  the  subscriptions,  will  show  how  wide  is 
the  approval  it  has  received. 

"The  necessary  books,  desks,  and  other  ftimiture  having  been 
provided,  the  school  was  placed  under  the  inspection  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Council  on  Education.  As  Miss  Hawkins,  the  mistress 
originally  chosen,  fiiiled  in  passing  the  examination  required  by  that 
committee,  it  became  necessary  to  make  another  appointment. 
Although  at  so  early  a  period  the  need  for  change  was  unfortunate, 
and  caused  a  temporary  decrease  in  the  attendance,  the  new  mistress, 
Miss  Marriott,  whose  Government  certificate  is  of  the  first  class  (as  a 
First  Year  Student  at  the  British  and  Foreign  School  Society's  Train- 
ing College),  has  improved  the  school  by  her  ability  and  diligence. 
At  first  a  considerable  fluctuation  and  change  occurred  in  the  number 
of  scholars ;  but  those  now  attending  are  regular,  and  there  is  a  slight 
increase  upon  the  average  attendance  for  the  past  year,  which  has 
been  forty-five.  Considerable  difficulty  occurred  in  restricting  the 
age  of  the  children  admitted  in  accordance  with  the  original  sugges- 
tion of  the  subscribers  on  that  point ;  and  in  a  few  cases  boys  have 
been  admitted  as  young  as  seven  years  of  Bge. 

"  Tlic  advantages  of  the  day  school  are  such  as  to  attract  a  higher 
class  of  children  than  those  for  whom  it  was  originally  intended  ;  and 
as  these  cannot  pSrticipate  in  the  Government  grant,  the  committee 
have  determined  to  charge  them  a  higher  fee,  sufficient  to  cover  the 
expenses  of  their  education.  The  evening  school  has  been  very  use- 
fiiL  The  attendance  naturally  varies  more  than  that  in  the  day 
school,  but  has  averaged  about  thirty  for  the  past  year.  As  the  at- 
tendance includes  youths  of  both  sexes,  the  Committee  of  Council  on 
Education  very  properly  require  the  attendance  of  one  or  other  of 
your  committee  at  each  meeting  of  the  school,  to  support  the 
authority  of  the  mistress. 

"  Chas.  Alderson,  Esq.,  her  Majesty's  Inspector,  visited  the  school 
on  November  22nd,  1864,  and  has  reported  fevourably  on  its  condi- 
tion. A  grant  has  since  been  paid  for  the  ten  months  preceding  Mr. 
Aldereon'a  visit,  of  £17  Us.  5d.  to  the  day  school,  and  £2  18s.  Id. 
to  the  night  school ;  total,  £20  12s.  6d. 
"  Yoar  committee  hope  the  subscription  list  will  be  maintained  at 
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itfl  present  rate,  whidi  the  balance-sheet  shows  to  be  needed  for  the 
snpport  of  the  school." 

Margate.  Boys,  lOS.  6^«r^,  61.  Infants,  lid.  " The  committee 
of  the  Margate  British  Schools  in  presenting  their  fifteenth  annnal 
report  have  again  the  pleasure  of  congratulating  the  friends  and 
subscribers  to  the  institution  on  its  continued  success.  The  attend- 
ance of  the  children  and  their  progress  in  the  various  branches 
of  education  have  been  of  a  satisfactory  character.  The  weekly 
payments  of  the  children  have  amounted  to  £107  18s.,  being,  an 
increase  of  £6  16s.  Id.  over  the  year  1863,  and  forming  the  largest 
sum  yet  received  from  this  source  of  revenue  with  the  exception  of 
the  &:st  year,  when  two  other  public  schools  of  a  like  character  with 
the  British,  that  are  now  in  operation,  were  not  in  existence.  The 
list  of  subscriptions  shows  a  slight  falling  off,  arising  from  the  death 
and  removal  of  former  subscribers,  but  the  committee  hope  the 
deficiency  will  be  supplied  in  the  current  year  by  new  subscribers. 
'  "  In  the  past  year  an  important  alteration  has  been  made  in 
the  arrangement  of  the  children  on  what  has  been  called  the  mixed 
system,  which  the  committee  have  been  led  to  adopt  after  carefol 
consideration  and  on  the  recommendation  of  H.M.  Inspector, 
Mr.  Laurie.  The  younger  children,  all  under  eight  years  of  age,  arc 
now  taught  by  the  mistress  in  the  lower  school,  while  the  elder  boys 
and  girls,  in  separate  divisions  of  the  room,  receive  instruction  from 
the  master  in  the  upper  school  in  the  more  advanced  subjects  of 
study ;  one  hour  every  day  being  devoted  to  needlework  on  the  part 
of  the  girls  under  the  direction  of  the  mistress  or  pupil  teachers, 
kindly  superintended  by  the  committee  of  ladies.  This  plan  has 
answered  well  in  almost  every  school  where  it  has  been  introduced, 
and  the  committee  have  every  reason  so  far  to  be  satisfied  with  its 
working  in  the  Margate  school,  in  both  sections  of  which  the  result 
has  been  an  improved  method  of  teaching  and  greater  order.  A  sum 
of  about  £40  has  been  expended  in  providing  new  desks,  forms,  &c^ 
constructing  a  gallery  for  infants,  and  otherwise  adapting  the  premises 
for  the  alteration,  which,  as  the  balance-sheet  will  show,  has  required 
a  small  advance  on  the  part  of  the  treasurer  in  lieu  of  a  balance 
in  hand  at  closing  in  the  previous  year. 

''Established  on  liberal  principles,  based  on  a  scriptural  foun- 
dation, seeking  to  extend  the  blessings  of  education  specially  among 
the  children  of  the  industrious  classes,  these  schools  commend  them- 
selves to  all  who  desire  the  welfare  of  the  community,  and  the  com- 
mittee earnestly  hope  that  the  liberality  of  friends  will  enable  them 
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not  oqIj  to  repay  the  adyance  by  the  treasurer,  but  also  to  restore 
the  balance  to  the  right  side  in  &yoiir  of  the  ftinds  of  the  institution 
hj  the  end  of  the  corrent  year." 

MUkcall  Boya^  209.  GrirU  and  Infants^  181.  "  It  again  becomes 
the  pleasing  duty  of  the  committee  of  the  MillwaU  British  Schools 
U>  present  their  Mends  and  supporters  with  the  usual  annual  report 
of  their  prepress  during  the  past  twelve  months,  and  an  account  of 
their  present  position.  It  is  felt  to  be  a  subject  for  gratification 
when  the  adyantages  offered  to  the  children  of  the  inhabitants  of  this 
idand  by  these  schools  are  found  to  be  so  properly  appreciated,  and 
that  the  number  of  attendances  steadily  maintain  themselyes  in  com- 
parison with  pafit  accounts,  being  as  follows,  viz. : — Girls  and  infant 
boys,  181  ;  boys,  209  :  total,  390.  The  total  number  admitted 
siBce  the  opening  of  the  schools,  in  1847,  now  amounts  to  3,465, 
thus  showing  an  addition  since  the  last  report  of  240  children. 

"  The  committee  have  had  on  former  occasions  to  mourn  the  loss 
by  death  of  many  of  the  founders  and  supporters  of  the  schools,  and 
this  year  they  have  to  speak  in  the  same  sad  str&in,  and  record  with 
much  sorrow  the  removal  of  three  of  their  earliest  friends,  who,  up  to 
the  time  of  their  decease,  were  unwavering  in  their  generous  support 
and  warm  sympathy.  They  refer  to  the  late  Right  Hon.  the  Countess 
of  Glengali,  W.  Tooke,  Esq.,  F.R.S.,  and  Wm.  Cubitt,  Esq.,  M.P., 
—the  two  gentlemen  having  been  vice-presidents  of  the  schools,  and 
all  tddng  a  lively  interest  in  their  increasing  prosperity  and  extend- 
ing iiifluence. 

"  Further  thanks  are  also  due  to  Henry  Johnson,  Esq.,  who  has 
again  given  proofs  of  his  liberahty,  whereby  a  number  of  books  have 
been  distributed  among  the  deserving  children  for  the  attention  paid 
to  their  studies,  and  also  their  punctual  attendance  at  school. 

^With  regard  to  the  ftmds,  the  committee  regret  that,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  death  and  removal  of  several  subscribers,  they  are 
not  in  that  position  which  could  be  desired.  In  fact,  it  has  been 
found  necessary,  in  order  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses,  to  with- 
draw from  the  Poplar  Savings  Bank  the  simi  of  £10  out  of  the 
amount  placed  there  two  years  ago  to  the  credit  of  the  schools.  It 
is,  however,  to  be  hoped  that,  with  renewed  exertions  on  the  part 
of  present  friends  and  subscribers,  and  an  accession  of  new  names, 
the  efficient  working  of  the  schools  will  not  only  not  be  impaired,  but, 
on  t^e  contrary,  placed  in  a  better  position  than  it  has  been  on  any  pre- 
vious occasion.  The  committee,  therefore,  desire  the  assistance  of  all 
who  feel  an  interest  in  so  good  an  institution  as  the  *  Island  School.*

"  It  is  with  great  pleasore  the  committee  have  again  to  express 
their  satisfaction  at  the  able  mamier  in  which  the  duties  of  master 
and  mistress  are  continued  to  be  performed  respectively  by  Mr.  Whit- 
field and  Miss  Bagg,  and  whose  perseverance  cannot  be  too  highly 
commended." 

Neath.  Boys,  167.  Girls,  161.  Infants,  lie.  "  The  Revised  Code 
became  operative  at  the  commencement  of  the  last  school  year.  It  was 
with  great  anxiety,  and  serious  apprehension  of  results  inimical  to 
the  efficient  maintenance  of  the  schools,  that  your  committee  entered 
upon  the  duties  and  responsibilities  which  devolved  upon  them. 

"  In  order  the  more  effectually  to  administer  your  affairs  with 
success  under  the  new  Code,  issued  by  the  Committee  of  Council  on 
Education,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  improve,  as  far  as  was  possi- 
ble, the  financial  condition  of  the  society.  With  this  object  a 
special  subscription  was  instituted,  which  was  liberally  supported  by 
the  inhabitants,  as  well  as  by  the  generous  contributions  of  benevolent 
non-residents.  The  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  pounds  ten 
shillings  and  sixpence  was  collected,  which,  with  the  proceeds  from 
the  ordinary  sources  of  income,  has  equalized  the  past  income  and 
expenditure,  and  relieved  the  society  from  existing  liabilities. 

"  As  was  anticipated,  the  new  Code  has  diminished  the  amount  of 
the  Government  grants  by  about  £121  per  cent.; — the  average 
of  former  grants  having  been  £160  per  annum,  whilst  that  for  the 
past  year  was  only  £141,  including  the  salaries  of  pupil  teachers, 
the  money  for  which,  under  the  old  Code,  does  not  enter  into 
your  accounts,  as  it  was  remitted  direct  in  post  office  orders  to 
the  pupil  teachers.  Although  the  experience  of  the  first  year  can 
scarcely  be  Mrly  taken  as  a  criterion  of  the  ordinary  results  to  be  anti- 
cipated from  the  working  of  the  Revised  Code,  yet  whilst  it  is  fiwly 
admitted  that  in  the  individual  examination  of  the  scholars,  and 
in  some  other  respects,  it  is  an  improvement  upon  the  old  system,  it 
imposes  such  increased  pecuniary  responsibilities  upon  the  managers 
and  committees,  especially  in  small  towns  like  Neath,  as  greatly 
to  discourage  them  from  accepting  offices  which  entail  increased 
anxieties  and  onerous  liabilities. 

"The  Inspector's  report  speaks  in  the  highest  terms  of  the 
discipline  and  educational  efficiency  of  all  your  schools,  which  is  con- 
firmed by  the  fact  that,  of  the  children  presented  for  examination, 
the  &ilures  to  pass  were  only  3  per  cent.;  whilst  Hie  average  ftilures 
througfaont  England  and  Wales  have  been  17  per  cent.,  and  in  some 
instane^B  as  high  9s  40  per  cent.    So  &r,  therefore,  as  resnUs  are 
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concerned,  they  could  not  well  be  more  satisfactory,  notwithstanding 
which  the  new  Code  imposes  a  deduction  of  12^  per  cent,  on  the 
Oovenmient  grant.  Under  these  circumstances  your  committee 
cannot  contemplate  the  future  without  anxiety.  Their  exertions, 
howerer,  to  conduct  the  schools  eflSciently  aad  economically  will 
wntinue  unabated ;  and  they  confidently  trust  that  the  increased 
li1:«erality  of  their  fellow-townsmen  will  enable  them  successfdlly 
to  carry  on  an  institution  which  confers  such  great  and  inestimable 
knefits  on  the  children  of  the  industrial  population  of  Neath. 

"In  congratulating  you  on  the  present  very  efficient  state  of 
the  schools,  your  committee  have  great  pleasure  in  expressing  their 
hiirh  appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  by  Mr.  Henry  Collins  and 
Miss  Eliza  B.  Evans,  who  by  their  unwearied  industry,  amid  all  the 
difficulties  imposed  by  the  Revised  Code,  have  succeeded  in  obtaining 
such  comparatively  favourable  results  on  the  first  examination  of  the 
stholars  mider  the  new  system,  and  also  secured  the  high  commen- 
dations of  her  Majesty's  Inspectors. 

"The  following  is  the  statement  of  the  number  of  children 
that  have  been  admitted  as  scholars  since  1855,  the  number  with- 
drawn, and  those  now  on  the. register,  with  the  average  attendances 
daring  the  year.  It  appears  there  il  a  decrease  of  58  as  compared 
with  the  number  on  the  register  last  year.  In  1863  her  Majesty's 
Inspector  reported  that  the  accommodation  in  the  infant  school  was 
inadequate  to  the  numbers  in  attendance,  and  in  consequence 
the  Conmiittee  of  Council  issued  an  order  either  that  tlie  schoolroom 
should  be  enlarged,  or  the  number  of  scholars  reduced  to  the  standard 
fixed  by  the  Code.  Not  being  in  a  position  to  enlarge  the  building, 
vonr  Committee  were  obliged  most  reluctantly  to  dismiss  about 
60  in&nts  from  the  school.  Whilst  your  committee  deeply  regret 
their  inability  to  enlarge  the  building  under  existing  financial 
circumstances,  they  still  entertain  a  hope  that  a  successftil  effort 
may  be  made  to  accomplish  the  object  as  soon  as  the  farther  experi- 
ence of  the  working  of  the  Revised  Code  gives  suflficient  guarantees 
for  the  fhture  maintenance  of  the  schools. 

"It  is  satisfactory  to  observe  that  the  average  attendance  of 
the  children  on  the  register  has  improved,  and  that  it  is  equal  to  78 
per  cent.,  which  exceetls  that  of  any  funner  year: — There  have  been 
admitted  since  the  commencement,  boys,  834;  girls,  737;  and 
infants,  918:  total,  2,489.  Withdrawn,  boys,  677;  girls,  576;  and 
802  infants:  total,  2,055.  There  are  now  on  the  registers,  boys, 
157;  girls,  161;  and  116  infants:  total,  484.  Average  attendimce 
during  the  year,  boys,  120;  girls,  116;  and  107  infents  :  total,  S48, 
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^*  The  following  table  shows  the  religious  denominatioDs  to  which 
the  parents  of  the  children  belong,  and  it  continues  to  evidenoe  the 
general  approbation  of  all  religious  sects  of  the  scriptural  and 
unsectarian  principles  pursued  in  these  schools : — 

''Independents,  boys,  39;  girls,  39;  infants,  36:  total,  114. 
Baptists,  boys,  46;  girls,  35;  inflEUits,  18:  total,  99.  Episcopalians, 
boys,  14;  girls,  36;  infants,  21:  total,  71.  Calvinistic  Methodists, 
boys,  23;  girls,  20;  infants,  20:  total,  63.  Wesleyan  Methodists, 
boys,  18;  girls,  25;  infants,  14:  total,  57.  Other  denoipinations, 
boys,  17;  girls,  6;  infants,  7:  total,  30.  Totals,  boys,  157;  girls, 
161;  infants,  116:  grand  total,  434. 

"  The  schools  were  examined  by  J.  Bowstead  and  I.  N.  Oakley, 
Esqrs.,  her  Majesty's  Inspectors,  on  the  30th  of  June  last,  who 
expressed  their  unqualified  approbation  of  the  good  discipline  pre- 
valent in  all  the  schools,  and  of  the  progress  made  by  the  scholars  in 
the  acquisition  of  a  sound  elementary  education. 

''  In  conclusion,  your  committee  earnestly  urge  the  claims  of  this 
society  upon  the  liberal  support  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town, 
so  that  the  number  of  annual  subscribers  may  be  increased, 
and  sufficient  funds  be  provided  to  meet  the  deficiency  that  may  be 
occasioned  by  a  diminution  of  thQ  educational  grants  given  by 
Government.  No  one  can  well  doubt  but  that  this  society  is  a  means 
of  conferring  a  great  good  on  the  rising  generation  of  Neath, 
and  essentially  serving  the  cause  of  religion  and  morality.  Its  bene- 
ficent influence  extends  not  only  to  the  scholars  and  their  parents, 
but  silently  yet  surely  spreads  the  spirit  of  improvement  over 
the  whole  population.  Hitherto  the  burthen  of  ifs  support  has 
rested  on  a  few,  whilst  all,  more  or  less,  are  partakers  of  the  benefits 
it  confers.  The  existing  exigencies  of  the  society  claim  the  sympathy 
and  pecuniary  support  of  every  Christian  professing  an  attachment  to 
a  well-grounded  scriptural  and  unsectarian  education  for  the  children 
of  the  labouring  poor;  and  the  committee  confidently  anticipate 
that  this  appeal  to  their  fellow-townsmen  will  not  be  made  in  vain. 
With  this  conviction  your  conmiittee  look  hopefnlly  to  the  ftiture, 
and  trust  that,  with  the  assistance  of  their  friends  and  neighbours, 
they  will  be  enabled,  with  the  divine  blessing  on  their  labours, 
not  only  efficiently  to  carry  on  the  schools  during  the  present 
generation,  but  to  transmit  them  as  a  precious  l^acy  to  generations 
yet  unborn." 

Notting  Hill  {Latymer  Road),  Girls  and  InfanfSy  104.  "  In  issuing 
their  second  annual  rejwrt  the  committee  would  express  their  grate- 
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fal  Acknowledgments  to  the  fiiends  bj  whose  help,  both  in  money 
contnbationB  and  by  personal  labour,  the  operations  in  connection 
with  the  Latymer  Road  Mission  Schools  have  been  carried  on  during 
another  year.  And  they  would  specially  record  their  devout  thank- 
Iblnesg  to  Almighty  God  for  the  measure  of  success  and  prosperity 
vhich,  under  Hig  blessing,  has  attended  these  various  operation^. 

"  The  experience  of  the  past  year  has  amply  proved  that  the  anti- 
cipations of  benefit  to  the  district  from  the  erection  of  these  schools 
irepe  neither  ill-founded  nor  ext^geratei  The  committee  are  able 
with  the  utmost  confidence  to  report  that  the  existence  of  the  school- 
rcionis,  and  the  various  uses  to  which  they  have  been  applied,  have 
conferred  benefits  on  the  neighbourhood  even  beyond  their  anticipa- 
tions ;  while  the  extent  to  which  the  people  continue  to  take  advan- 
ta^  of  them,  both  for  their  children  and  themselves,  affords  a  most 
pleasing  evidence  that  what  has  been  done  for  the  moral  and  religious 
improvement  of  the  district  has  been  much  appreciated  by  those  most 
nesrly  concerned.  *  At  the  day  school  there  is  now  an  average  attend- 
ance of  104  ;  and  at  the  Sunday  school,  which  is  held  twice  on  every 
Sonday  throughout  the  year,  the  average  attendance  is  about  100  in 
the  morning  and  140  in  the  afternoon,  including  the  infants. 

"  The  benefits  resulting  fi-om  the  schools  are  very  evident  in  the 
improved  appearance  of  the  children  who  attend,  as  well  as  from 
their  growing  intelligence  and  improved  manners.  The  parents 
gladly  afford  the  weekly  payments,  and  seem  to  take  a  pleasure 
in  sending  their  children  as  clean  and  tidily  dressed  as  possible, 
in  many  cases,  no  doubt,  at  the  cost  of  considerable  struggling  with 
the  difficulties  of  their  circumstances  ;  an  effort  which,  however, 
reacts  with  advantage  to  themselves,  while  the  best  interests  of  their 
children  are  thus  certainly  promoted. 

*'  The  erection  of  the  schools  resulted  chiefly  from  the  establish- 
ment of  the  London  City  Mission  Station  in  the  district,  and  the 
i^nt  of  that  society  has  found  in  them  a  most  valuable  auxiliary  to 
hi3  labours.  He-  bears  his  grateful  testimony  to  the  inestimable 
.assistance  he  has  thus  received  in  his  work,  and  readily  acknowledges 
that  without  such  help  his  efforts  would  not  only  have  been  much 
limited,  but,  in  a  certain  sense,  comparatively  in  vain.  •  For  but  for 
the  mission  schoolrooms  he  would  have  had  no  place  for  those 
varions  meetings  which  have  proved  such  a  blessing  to  the  neigh- 
honrhood,  and  but  for  the  day  and  Sunday  schools  the  children  of 
many  of  the  families  he  visits  would  have  had  no  instruction  either  in 
•  religiot^  or  common  knowledge. 

"The  committee  have  now  to  state  that  the  time  has  come  for 
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them  to  enlarge  the  premises,  so  as  to  embrace  more  of  the  objects 
originally  contemplated,  but  which,  for  prudential  reasons,  they 
thought  it  wiser  to  postpone,  A  separate  room  with  a  gallery  is  now 
most  desirable  for  the  infants,  as  their  presence  in  the  general  school, 
now  that  the  attendance  is  increased,  interferes  with  the  eflBcient 
management  and  instruction  of  the  elder  children.  Classes  for  young 
men  and  young  women  have  been  opened  on  certain  evenings  in  the 
week,  and  from, amongst  the  numbers  who  attend  them  it  is  proposed, 
by  the  desire  especially  of  some  of  the  young  men,  to  establish  senior 
Bible  classes  on  Sunday  for  those  who  are  too  old  to  attend  the 
Sunday  school,  and  for  whom*  separate  rooms  would  be  necessary. 
On  behalf  of  this  scheme  of  enlargement,  embracing  these  various 
objects,  all  so  desirable  and  necessary,  the  committee  propose  at  once 
to  make  an  appeal,  referring  to  this  report  for  ftiller  information." 

Reigafe,  Boys  mid  Oirls,  "  The  committee  of  the  Eeigate  British 
Schools  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  their  eleventh  annual 
report  to  the  subscribers,  and  refer  with  satisiaction  to  the  pro- 
ceedings of  another  year  of  great  usefulness.  The  number  of 
scholars  has  increased,  and  the  daily  attendance  has  been  large ;  so 
that  the  necessity  for  a  larger  room  has  been  seriously  felt.  Your 
committee  state,  with  regret,  that  they  have  been  obliged  to  limit  the 
number  of  admissions. 
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"  Your  committee  "feel  that  they  need  not  enlarge  on  the  claims 
•  which  the  school  undoubtedly  has-  on  those  who  feel  that  a  sound 
elementary  education  is  all-important  to  the  children  to  fit  them  for 
their  various  occupations  and  duties  in  after  life.  The  committee 
earnestly  solicit  the  aid  of  all  to  help  them  in  carrying  on  so  useful 
an  institution  as  the  British  School,  which  is  doing  so  much  good  to 
the  rising  generation  of  this  neighbourhood. 

"  The  public  examination  took  place  on  the  Isb  September.  The 
results  were  highly  satisfactory  and  encouraging.  Mr.  Saunders,  the 
very  able  Inspector,  in  his  report  says,  *  I  am  more  than  satisfied,  I 
am  gratified.' 

"  Your  committee  wish  to  express  their  thanks  to  the  annual 
subscribers,  as  well  as  to  the  gentlemen  who  kindly  contributed  to 
the  special  fund  raised  to  defray  the  additional  expenses  of  the  past 
year,  and  especially  to  John  Hackblock,  Esq.,  for  his  very  liberal 
donation  for  this  object." 

RotJmlwM  and  Maabrd.  Boys,  1G3.  Girls,  169.  "The  com- 
mittee of  tlie  Eotherham  and  Masbro'  British  Schools  report  to  the 
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subflcriberB,  that  owing  to  the  illnesa  and  death  of  the  late  master, 
the  boys'  school  has  been  conducted  under  some  disadvantages,  but 
that  daring  the  last  year  the  scholars  have  made  satisfactory  progress 
UDder  the  care  of  the  newly  appointed  master,  Mr.  Bolton.  The 
number  now  on  the  list  is  168. 

"The  girls'  school  continues,  as  heretofore,  under  the  management 
of  Miss  Stanley,  whose  careful  attention  to  the  conduct,  habits,  and* 
prcigress  of  the  children  has  resulted  in  bringing  the  school  into  a 
state  of  considerable  efficiency.      The  number  now  on  the  list  is  169. 

"The  conmiittee  feel  much  the  want  of  better  accommodation 
than  the  present  premises  afford,  and  they  have  it  in  contemplation 
to  provide  a  more  suitable  building  bo  soon  as  arrangements  can  be 
made  for  that  purpose.  When  these  arrangements  are  completed, 
their  plan  wiU  ba  submitted  for  the  inspection  and  approval  of  the 
supporters  of  the  school. 

"  The  continued  liberality  of  the  public  is  solicited  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  sdiools,  which  have  been  productive  of  great  good  in 
the  town  and  neighbourhood,  many  young  people  having  there 
received  an  education  which  has  fitted  them  to  fill  important 
^toations  in  after  life,  with  credit  to  themselves  and  with  advantage 
to  their  employers." 

Stocktmv^mrTess,  Bays,  127.  Oirls,  180.  "In  presenting  the 
annual  report,  the  committee  feel  that  it  famishes  ground  for 
encouragement,  as  well  as  for  continued  and  extended  effort.  During 
the  past  year  there  has  been  an  increase  of  the  subscriptions  to 
the  amount  of  £9  10s.  6d.,  which  has  to  some  extent  met  the 
increased  expenditure  caused  by  the  Revised  Code,  but  there  is  not- 
withstanding a  balance  due  to  the  treasurer  of  £47  7s.  Id.  Whilst 
thankfully  acknowledging  the  support  received  from  subscribers  and 
friends,  and  cheered  by  the  knowledge  that  the  number  who  take  an 
interest  in  this  important  institution  is  on  the  increase,  your  com- 
mittee would  respectfully  submit  that  it  is  not  the  interest  of  the 
schools  to  have  the  balance  on  the  wrong  side. 

"An  individual  in  debt  is  not  in  the  best  position  for  making 
liis  way  in  life,  and  an  institution  in  difficulties  is  not  the  most 
faTourably  circumstanced  to  effect  all  the  good  of  which  it  is  capable ; 
the  experience  of  the  past  year  leads  your  committee  to  believe  that 
there  exists  in  Stockton  sufficient  liberality  and  public  spirit 
adequately  to  support  'an  institution  which  is  wholly  devoid  of 
sectarian  bias,  and  whose  only  aim  is  to  provide  the  children  of  the 
working  classes  with  a  sound  and  scriptural  English  education,  and 
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that  as  the  necesBity  for  such  an  institution  in  this  rapidly  extending 
town,  with  a  constantly  increasing  labouring  population,  is  made 
apparent  to  the.public,  it  will  secure  a  larger  rerenue  for  its  support. 

*'  The  decreased  number  in  the  boys'  school  was  occasioned,  it  is 
belieyed,  by  the  lamented  death  of  Mr.'H(H'ton,  and  the  commence- 
ment about  the  same  time  of  a  somewhat  similar  institution  under 
'the  management  of  a  former  pupil  teacher  ;  but  the  tide  has  favourably 
turned,  and  the  attendance  under  the  present  master,  Mr.  Bum,  has 
for  some  time  been  on  the  increase.  The  number  at  present  on  the 
roll  is  127.  The  girls'  school  continues  to  flourish,  under  the  excel- 
lent management  of  Miss  Williamson ;  the  number  of  her  pupils  is 
180,  and  that  number  would  be  greatly  increased  but  for  the  present 
inadequate  accommodation. 

"  Unfortunately  for  the  Stockton  British  Schools,  limited  support 
has  not  been  the  only  diificulty :  sanitary  laws  have  been  against 
them,  and  though  the  expression  "  free  as  the  air  we  breathe  *'  has 
passed  into  a  proverb,  it  is  not  quite  -applicable  in  present  circum- 
stances, for  here  teacher  and  pupils  are  not  allowed  as  much  breath- 
ing space  as  the  Ctovemment  Committee  of  Council  on  Education 
deem  necessary.  The  insufficiency  of  area  for  the  number  attending, 
and  the  other  defects*  referred  to  by  H.M.  Inspector  as  pertaining  to 
the  present  premises,  have  deprived  your  committee  this  year  of  any 
grant  for  infants,  as  well  as  led  to  the  intimation,  that  unless  better 
accommodation  be  provided  before  the  next  inspection  of  the  schools, 
the  whole  of  the  grant  received  from  Government  will  be  withheld. 

"  To  avoid  this  contingency,  which  would  greatly  cripple  the  efforts 
of  your  committee,  and  impair  the  efficiency  of-  the  schools,  they 
would  recommend  that  an  appeal  be  made  to  the  liberality  of  friends 
and  supporters,  for  ftmds  to  enable  them  to  erect  suitable  school 
accommodation  on  the  site  which  they  have  already  secured  in  a  new 
street  not  far  from  the  present  premises,  and  they  would  ftirther 
venture  to  express  a  belief  that  there  will  be  found  many  in  the  town 
and  neighbourhood  possessed  of  the  ability,  and  sufficiently  interested 
in  the  well-being'of  the  rising  generation,  to  contribute  (with  the  aid 
expected  from  Government)  the  amount  required  for  buildings  that 
will  be  in  keeping  with  the  importance  of  their  object,  and  of  which 
H.M.  Inspector  will  have  no  reason  to  complain." 

Teignmmith.  Boys  and  Oirls,  120.  "A  change  in  ilie  period  of 
the  financial  year  fixed  by  Government,  and  the  removal  of  the 
school  to  the  Athenaeum,  have  delayed  this  report  beyond  the  usual 
time.    The  last-mentioned  arrangement  will  entail  in  ftiture  much 
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additional  expetise  for  rent,  and  the  committee  have  veniiured  to  carrjr 
on  the  school  only  in  the  hope  that  it  will  be  more  generally  valued, 
fifi  it  deserves  to  be,  and  that  what  has  cost  great  pains  to  create  and 
nnrtare  will  not  be  suffered  to  die  for  want  of  the  moderate  means 
r^nisite  to  keep  it  in  life  and  vigour.  It  is  Sometimes  the  &te  of 
iibtitntions  as  of  individuals — to  be  appreciated  only  when  they  have 
fi&ssed  away.  Practical  sympathy,  which  may  indefinitely  prolong 
existence,  is  better  than  unavailing  regrets  at  the  funeral,  and  praise 
( hiselled  in  marble. 

"  In  the  report  upon  the  school  by  her  Majesty's  inspector,  who 
examined  it  on  the  14  th  of  Januar}'  last,  it  is  stated  that  the  school 
i<  in  a  fair  *  state  of  attainment  and  of  discipline.'  The  number  of 
(hildren  on  the  books  is  120.  The  library  is  still  continued,  but 
UntkB  are  much  wanted,  and  donations  of  them  will  be  very  accept- 
al)le.  In  the  penny  bank  there  were  37  depositors  in  the  past  year, 
and  the  amount  received  was  £19  18s,  lOd.  The  department  of 
net-dlework  needs  increased  attention,  and  any  spare  pieces  of  print 
fr  cloth  would  be  very  useful  for  the  younger  children. 

"  The  principles  on  which  the  school  is  conducted  are  unsectarian. 
No  distinctive  tenets  are  interfered  with,  whilst  the  sacred  Scriptures 
are  acknowledged  as  the  divine,  sole,  and  sufiiciojit  authority  in  every 
matter  of  fiaith  and  practice.  An  institution  thus  catholic  in  its 
"Spirit,  efficient  in  its  working,  and  beneficial  to  the  town,  has  surely 
ix'werftil  claims  to  be  well  supported. 

Thamhury,  Boys  and  Girls,  177.  "The  committee  of  the 
Th(»mbury  British  Schools,  in  presenting  their  second  annual  report 
i(^  you,  the  subscribers  and  friends  of  the  school,  the  parents  of  the 
Scholars,  and  the  public  in  general,  have  pleasure  in  stating  that  the 
w^Tk  of  education  has  through  another  year  steadily  progressed  in 
y«»ur  institution.  Though  some  persons  looked  upon  the  establish- 
ment of  a  British  school  in  Thombury  as  an  innovation,  and  certainly 
^  a  superfluity,  two  years'  experience  has  shown  your  conunittee  that 
it  was  really  a  desideratum.  The  contributions  of  friends,  the  sym- 
pathy of  parents,  and  the  continued  large  attendance  of  children,  go 
in  some  measure  to  prove  that  a  school  based  on  such  principles  was 
needed,  while  time  alone  will  develope  the  good  results  to  the 
neighbourhood  which  an  institution  of  this  kind  is  calculated  to 
produce.  Your  committee  believe  that  the  careful  and  judicious 
training  of  young  people  in  the  various  branches  of  a  plain  education, 
coupled  with  sound  moral  and  religious  (but  not  sectarian)  teaching, 
most  sooner  or  later  make  an  impression  for  good  upon  the  district, 
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and  they  anticipate  sach  resulta  from  the  establiBhment  of  these 
schools. 

"  To  aid  this  noble  undertaking  thej  ask  for  a  continnanoe  of  yonr 
support,  and  'that  you  would  endeavour  to  create  in  your  seyeral 
circles  of  influence  a  deeper  interest  in  the  institution.  Visit  the 
schools  and  examine  their  working  for  yourselves,  and  if  you  can  be 
satisfied  that  the  education  imparted  is  adapted  to  the  class  of 
children  for  whom  the  schools  are  intended,  recommend  it  to 
those  with  whom  you  come  in  contact,  and  show  by  your  sympathy, 
as  well  as  by  your  pecuniary  support,  that  you  are  personally  con- 
cerned in  the  welfare  of  the  rising  race. 

*^  Smce  the  opening  of  the  schools  two  years  ago,  315  children  have 
been  admitted.  Of  these,  138  have  entered  for  a  short  time  only, 
the  present  number  being  177.  Average  attendance  for  the  pest 
year,  112. 

''It  is  no  uncommon  thing  for  young  people  to  be  asked  what 
school  they  attended,  especially  if  tliey  are  found  to  be  bad  ^Mters, 
indifferent  readers,  and  dull  at  arithmetic,  and  according  to  their 
defidenciea  a  low  estimate  is  formed  of  the  school  in  which  they 
profess  to  have  been  trained.  Your  committee  beg  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  public  \fi  this  fact,  and  respectfully  ask  the  fibers  and 
mothers  of  the  138  children  who  have  begun  and  ended  their 
education  in  the  Thombury  British  schools  in  the  space  of  a  few 
weeks,  or,  at  the  outside,  a  few  months,  if  the  schools  can  honestly 
have  the  blame  if  these  children  prove  to  be  dunces  and  grow  up  in 
ignorance  ? 

''The  attention  of  parents  who  have  children  at  present  in  the 
school  is  directed  to  the  disparity  existing  between  the  actual  number 
of  pupils  and  the  average  number  in  attendance--^a  difference  of 
sixiy-five:  This  proves  that  many  of  the  scholars  come  to  school  very 
irregularly.  Is  it  then  to  be  wondered  at  if  some  of  them  make  very 
little  progress  ?  And  yet,  as  a  rule,  it  is  found  that  the  parents  of 
irregular  children  are  the  ones  who  complain  most  that  their  boys  or 
girls  don't  get  on. 

"  There  is  one  other  fact  which  is  a  cause  of  regret  to  your  com- 
mittee. They  see  that  the  elder  scholars,  who  have  arrived  at  an  age 
when  instruction  is  most  appreciated,  and  when  most  rapid  progress 
is  made,  are  taken  from  school  to  enter  upon  service  or  labour. 
Would  that  parents  could  see  the  diUy  and  poUey  of  giving  their 
ofbpring  a  good  plain  education,  leaving  them  at  school  long  enough 
to  acquire  such  an  amount  of  knowledge  as  shall  be  of  s^rice  to 
them  in  future  days.  A  little  self-denial  exercised  in  this  way  is 
generally  well  repaid  by  the  children  in  after  life. 
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*"  Bn  t  notwithatanding  these  drawbacks,  oommon  to  most  day  schools, 

your  committee  haye  cause  for  congratulation.     Thej  feel  great 

pleasure  in  testifying  to  the  diligence,  conscientiousness,  and  ability 

of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jordan,  the  master  and  mistress.    The  public 

examination  of  this  morning  showed  that  considerable  progress  had 

(•een  made  by  the  scholars.    To  this  may  be  added  the  testimony  of 

mmj  of  the  paxents,  who  hare  expressed  themselyes  as  well  pleased 

wich  their  children's  attainments.    Without  any  extraneous  influence 

the  attendance,  especially  in  the  upper  school^  has  been  well  sustained ; 

^nt  the  severe  winter  somewhat  reduced  the  numbers  in  the  infant 

classBB.     The  girls  have  brought  from  their  homes  a  much  better 

snpply  of  useful  needlework,  and  numbers  of  articles  to  be  made  in 

tlie  school.    This  department  of  the  girls'  education  your  committee 

Commend  to  the  notice  of  mothers.    It  niust  be  of  great  assistance  to 

them,  and  of  ralue  to  their  daughters,  for  the  girls  to  do  the  home 

needfework,  the  making  and  repairing  of  various  garments. 

^  Dtiring  the  winter  months  nine  lectures  and  six  series  of  Penny 
Readings  have  been  ^ven  in  the  lecture  roouL  Meetings  of  the  Band 
of  Hop^  united  prayer  meetings,  and  tea  meetings  have  been  held, 
and  the  room  is  constantly  used  for  a  singing  class  and  adult  Bible 
class.  The  attendance  at  the  public  gatherings  has  very  largely 
increased  during  the  past  year. 

'^  In  presenting  to  you  the  account  of  income  and  expenditure  for 
the  year  ending  the  25t^  March,  your  committee  have  cause  of  con- 
piitalation  in  an  increased  number  of  annual  subscribers,  and  in 
having  again  to  report  a  balance  in  hand.  There  are,  however, 
^veral  names  which  they  would  like  to  see  in  the  subscription  list,  if 
only  for  a  small  amount.  The  institution  is  a  great  power  for  good, 
and  therefore  a.  worthy  object  for.  the  exercise  of  Christian  liberality. 
Your  oommittee  beg  to  thank  all  who  have  in  any  way  contributed  to 
the  fandsy  and  to  ask  for  a  continufmce  of  that  support.  May  this 
year  be  a  more  prosperous  one  than  the  last,  and  the  good  influenoe 
of  the  schools  continue  to  increase." 

ToUmham.  Beys,  225.  OirU,  117.  Boys'  School.—''  It  will  be 
satiB&ctory  to  the  subscribers  to  learn  that  the  school  continues  to 
nutain  its  character  for  useftilnesB,  and  that  through  the  continued 
exertions  of  the  master,  it  may  be  reported  in  particular  that  it 
SQBtains  its  charact^  for  good  teaching.  There  are  at  present  on 
the  books  the  names  of  225  boys ;  during  the  past  year  138  have 
been  admitted,  and  101  have  withdrawn.  The  average  attendanoe 
has  been  vpwttrds  of  160. 
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''  At  a  i^ec^nt  examination  of  the  school,  before  several  memlbeTS  of 
the  committee,  there  were  166  boys  present,  when  the  four  npper 
sections  of  the  school,  containing  115  boys,  were  individnally 
examined.  The  reading  was  good  and  intelligent ;  they  spelt  cor- 
rectly, and  performed  satisfactorily  in  mental  arithmetic ;  and  the 
elder  section  repeated  portions  of  Holy  Scripture  very  correctly, 
showing  that  this  important  part  of  their  instruction  was  not  over- 
looked. The  specimens  of  writing  were  very  creditable,  and  some  of 
their  performances  in  lineal  drawing  showed  a  proficiency  in  this 
practical  art,  which,  as  mechanics  or  otherwise,  may  prove  serviceable 
to  them  in  a  fixture  day." 

Girls'  School. — ''In  tracing  the  events  of  the  past  year,  the 
committee  feel  thankful  in  being  able  to  assure  the  subscribers  that 
the  change  of  mistress  so  recently  made  at  the  time  of  their  last 
report,  has  succeeded  beyond  their  expectations.  The  attendance  of 
the  children,  which  as  to  numbers  was  of  course  at  first  very  much 
diminished,  has  slowly  but  steadily  increased  throughout  the*year; 
and  the  committee  are  convinced  that  the  progress  of  the  children 
in  the  school  is  as  Satisfactory  as  it  has  ever  been,  and  the  instruction 
given  as  complete  as  at  any  former  period.  They  believe  that  the 
reduction  in  numbers  is  in  great  measure  accounted  for  by  the 
enlargement  of  one  of  the  Free  Schools,  where  clothing  is  also  given, 
and  the  opening  of  an  infant  school  at  the  lower  end  of  the  village. 

"  A  public  examination  took  place,  at  which,  besides  subscriberB, 
many  of  the  parents  of  the  children  were  present.  It  gave  great 
satisfiMstion  to  all  parties,  showing  that  the  instruction  was  thoroughly 
solid,  and  based  on  the  consideration  of  future  useftdness  rather  than 
any  present  display.  The  committee  regretted  that  so  few  of  the  sub- 
scribers were  present,  as  they  believe  it  would  have  convinced  them 
in  the  most  pleasant  manner  -that  their  money  was  well  bestowed, 
tending  to  provide  valuable  servants  for  their  families,  and  to  pro- 
mote habits  of  industry,  energy,  and  neatness  in  the  homes  of  the 
worldng  classes. 

''  The  scriptural  instruction  continues*  to  be  carefolly  attended  to, 
aa  to  its  practical  bearing  upon  principles  and  conduct ;  and  the 
committee  believe  their  anxiety  to  promote  the  best  wel&re  of  the 
children  is  folly  met  in  the  care  of  the  valuable  mistress.  The 
needlework  is  good ;  many  articles  of  clothing  have  been  made  in 
the  school,  and  sold  for  cost  price.  The  committee  would  be  veiy 
glad  if  work  was  supplied  by  Uie  public  ;  the  prices  are  very  low,  and 
yet  it  would  help  the  funds,  which  it  will  be  seen  on  reference  to  the 
cash  account  have  not  met  the  current  ex^^ienses  of  the  year,  though 
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the  greatest  care  has  been  taken  to  limit  the  expenditure ;  indeed 
the  school  would  be  benefited  by  a  more  liberal  outlay  in  books,  &c. 
In  this  particular  the  committee  feel  considerable  anxiety.  So  many 
of  their  old  firiends  have  been  removed  by  death,  or  have  left  the 
Qeighboiiriux>d,  that  unless  those  who  appreciate  the  importance  of 
8adi  an  education  exert  themselves  to  procure  new  subscribers,  the 
benefits  of  the  school  must  be  lessened,  and  the  labour  of  the  com- 
mittee painfully  increased.  Number  of  children  on  the  books,  117  ; 
aren^  attendance,  96." 

Wisbech.  Boys^  255.  *'  Three  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty-seven 
boTs  have  been  admitted  into  the  school  since  it  was  instituted  in  May, 
1S.39.  The  number  of  boys  in  the  school  at  the  last  annual  meeting 
was  273 ;  there  have  been  admitted  since,  124 ;  making  a  total  of  397. 
Of  these,  2  have  been  apprenticed  as  pupil  teachers.  Number  left 
daring  the  year: — For  field  or  other  occasipnal  work,  45 ;  for  permanent 
sitaations,  19  ;  unable  to  pay,  1 ;  left  the  town,  27 ;  gone  to  other 
schools,  20 ;  dismissed,  4 ;  left  on  account  of  illn^,  9  ;  from  various 
other  causes,  13 ;  dead,  2  ;  total,  142.  Number  of  boys  now  in  the 
school,  255. 

"SuMHABY  OF  RESULTS, — ^Thc  average  weekly  paid  attendance 
during  the  year  has  been  231.  At  present  41  boys  are  reading 
monosyllables ;  107  can  read  easy  narratives ;  107  read  books  of 
genend  information ;  217  write  in  copy-books ;  131  learn  the  simple 
roles  of  arithmetic ;  40  learn  the  compound  rules ;  32  learn  re- 
dnctiou;  35  learn  proportion  and  fractions;  9  learn  the  higher 
roles  (mensuration  and  algebra) ;  6  learn  '  Euclid's  Elements.* 
All  are  instructed  in  geography ;  151  in  grammar  and  composition ; 
107  in  history ;  and  55  in  drawing  on  pap^.  All  boys  who  write  in 
copy-books  are  taught  object  drawing.'*

EXTRACTS  FROM  FOREIGN   CORRESPONDENCE. 


EAST    INDIES. 

(From  the  Twenty-second  Report  of  the  Mibzapoeb  Mission.) 

"  Orphan  Schools. — ^At  the  date  of  last  report,  13  boys  were  in 
the  school.  Of  these  one  now  earns  his  liying  in  the  printing  ofSce ; 
a  second  ran  away,  and  is  at  present  in  the  Benares  Orphan  School ; 
a  third  was  allowed  to  go  back  to  his  mother,  and  is  now  with  h^  in 
Agra ;  and  2  have  died. 

"  Fonr  boys  have  been  received  into  the  school  during  the  year, 
but  one  was  only  with  us  24  days.  His  mother  had  be^i  taken 
to  the  dispensary  and  died  almost  as  soon  as  admitted,  leaving 
the  poor  sick  child.  Soon,  however,  the  &ther  returned  from  a 
journey  and  claimed  him,  and  we  were  desired  by  Dr.  Loch,  who 
made  him  over  to  us,  to  give  him  back  to  his  par^ts.  The  other  S 
boys  are  still  with  us,  so  that  our  present  number  is  11. 

*'  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  7  girls ;  the  one  who 
ran  away  several  times  has  again  disappeared.  One  poor  little  girl, 
about  18  m<Hiths  old,  who  was  found  on  the  road,  was  sent  to  us  by 
the  authorities — ^but  she  lived  only  five  days.  She  improved  so  much 
with  cleanliness  and  kindness  the  first  two  days  that  we  had  hopes 
of  her  life,  but  she  was  so  covered  with  sores  that  she  at  last 
succumbed  to  the  disease.  We  have  now  therefore  only  6  orphan 
girls.  All  who  have  had  any  experience  of  Indian  orphan  schools 
must  have  been  tried  by  the  difficulty  of  permanently  retaining  the 
children  sent.  It  is  so  easy  to  pick  up  grain  in  the  bazaar,  or  to  beg 
food,  that  the  least  thing  which  displeases  them  drives  them  back  to 
their  former  habits.  We  are  often  cheered,  however,  by  hearing  of 
these  runaways,  and  they  all  appear  to  remember  with  gratitude 
the  kindness  shown  them.  During  the  past  month  we  have  had  two 
very  affectionate  letters  firom  a  boy  who  left  us  years  ago.  He 
appears  to  be  doing  well,  and  is  in  a  respectable  situation.    The 
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md  diotfore  is  not  entirely  lost,  even  in  these  apparently  hopeless 

dses. 

"The  orphan  girls  learn  in  a  school  with  the  Christian  children, 

aDdsereral  heathen  girls, — and  that  school  contains  mnch  the^ame 

tf  to  nnmben  as  formerly — viz.,  from  40  to  50. 

"The  Inotructiok  of  Womkn— aot)  Villagb  Schools. — ^The 
jDong  woman  mentioned  in  the  last  report,  who  was  anxious  to 
pro&88  the  Christian  religion,  and  then  be  married,  has  been  baptized 
at  Allahabad  and  married,  and  we  have  received  good  accounts 
of  her. 

"A  aimilar  case  has  come  under  our  notice  this  year.  As  before 
stated,  the  yonng  person  was  baptized  and  married  here.  It  was 
reij  gratifying  to  see  the  pains  which  had  been  taken  by  the 
relatires,  and  especially  the  mother  of  the  husband,  to  teach  her 
Bible  truths  thoronghly,  and  the  willingness  with  which  she  had 
reoeired  instruction. 

"We  haye  followed  up  our  teaching  in  the  villages;  and  now  in 
Ramai  patti,  Ghnran  patti,  Tarkup^ir^),  Backwriptol,  Baraundh^, 
and  Bathiin,  we  have  classes  of  boys.  The  attendance  at  these 
clasaes  is  very  irregular,  because  it  entirely  depends  on  the  children 
being  at  liberty  from  field  work  or  other  employments ;  still  several 
hare  learned  to  read  daring  the  year  who  could  not  have  found  time 
to  attend  school,  and  some  few,  after  learning  to  read,  have  become 
regnlar  attendants  at  the  High  School.  The  weekly  visits  paid  to 
examine  them  are  always  looked  forward  to,  and  their  mothers  and 
sisters  collect  to  watch  the  proceedings,  and  have  plenty  of  questioDs 
to  ask  and  remarks  to  make,  when,  in  conclusion,  Scripture  pictures 
and  pictures  on  Natural  History  are  exhibited.  In  commencing 
these  classes,  it  was  hoped  that  little  girls  would  sit  down  with  their 
brothers  to  learn,  bat  this  end  has  not  been  accomplished.  At  one 
time,  however,  we  had  a  separate  class  of  7  respectable  girls,  who 
learned  to  read  and  write  their  letters,  find  a  few  places  on  the  maps, 
and  do  a  little  needlework.  Though  they  have  not  read  for  weeks, 
they  do  not  profess  to  have  given  up  their  studies.  They  say  they 
have  been  too  much  occupied,  in  making  baskets  to  contain  wedding 
gifts  and  in  feeding  the  Brahmans,  to  read. 

**  We  have  just  commenced,  in  Wellesley  Oanj  and  Ghuraupatti, 
giris'  dasses,  in  which  there  are  18  at  present,  but  these  are  poor 
children,  and  like  to  receive  a  pice  or  two  to  buy  sweetmeats  as  a  re- 
ward for  a  week's  diligence.    It  is  needless  to  speak  of  efforts  that 

have  faeea  made,  and  that  have  proved  unsaocessfrd,  and  conversations 
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held  with  zemindars,  old  pundits,  &c.,  on  the  propriety  of  female 
education.  Such  conversations  always  end  in  a.  most  satisfactory 
manner,  as  if  a  large  class  of  their  female  relations  woald  immediately 
commence  reading ;  but  nothing  really  results. 

"  In  going  from  viHage  to  village  we  see  much  deep  poverty,  and 
many  cases  of  sickness.  Medicines  are  earnestly  begged  for  and 
thankfully  received,  and  we  are  glad  also  to  be  able  to  relieve  some 
of  the  pressing  wants  of  the  aged  and  the  blind  from  the  fimdfl 
BO  Kindly  contributed  by  our  European  friends  at  this  station  to 
the  relief  society. 

"  A  few  months  ago  7  boys  of  the  sweeper  caste  begged  that 
some  one  would  come  to  teach  them,  but  the  first  day  the  teacher 
went  the  parents  strongly  objected,  saying,  their  children  had  been 
bom  sweepers,  and  sweepers  they  must  remain, — so  they  have  not 
been  taught." 

"The  High  School,  City  School,  and  Branch  Schools. — 
(Acting  Superintendent,  Rev,  Dr,  Mather), — The  past  year  has  been 
remarkable  for  the  impulse  given  to  the  work  of  education  generally, 
but  more  particularly  to  that  carried  on  through  the  medium  of  the  * 
English  language.  The  High  School,  which  is  intended  chiefly  for 
Christian  boys,  last  year  had  an  attendance  of  only  47.  The  attend- 
ance this  year  has  been  113.  The  Christian  Head  Master  Baboo 
Chhotkan  L61  has  spared  no  pains,  whether  in  teaching  the  various 
classes,  or  directing  and  stimulating  the  subordinate  teachers,  and 
the  result,  in  the  great.improvement  of  the  boys  generally,  does  him 
credit.  . 

''Perhaps  there  is  no  better  test  of  the  parents' 'sense  of  the 
efficiency  of  an  institution  than  the  willingness  on  their  part  to  pay 
for  their  children  regular  schooling  fees.  The  plan  was  formerly 
tried,  but  proved  a  failure.    This  year  it  has  been  a  success. 

"  The  City  School  was  carried  on  till  the  month  of  May  as  a  purely 
missionary  institution,  but  in  that  month  it  received  the  help  of  a 
grant-in-aid.  The  post  of  head  master,  which  had  become  vacant, 
was  filled  by  the  Christian  Baboo  Moti  LAI  Mittra,  who  was  neces- 
sitated by  the  state  of  his  health  to  leave  Jubbulpore,  where  he  had 
laboured  in  connection  with  the  Church  Missionary  Society.  He 
has  come  to  us  with  high  recommendations.  Since  his  joining  the 
institution,  the  number  of  pupils  has  increased.  Last  year  the 
number  on  the  books  was  127.  This  year  it  is  150.  The  fee  system 
waSy  as  a  matter  of  course,  introduced  into  the  City  School,  the 
parents,  however,  being  requested  each  to  name  the  sum  whidi  he 
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coold  afford  to  pay.  This  plan  was  more  eflPective  than  that  ordinarily 
parened,  as  more  money  was  raised  and  more  cheerfully  given. 

"It  will  be  seen  from  a  perusal  of  the  *  Table  of  Studies'  that  the 
books  at  present  taught  are  not  much  above  the  elementary ;  but  our 
hope  is  that  in  the  space  of  a  couple  of  years,  should  the  present 
pnpfls  continue  their  studies,  to  send  up  a  batch  for  the  entrance 
examination  to  the  University. 

"  To  ensure  success  to  the  City  School  a  building  is  required,  which 
most  be  erected.  W.  McChlery,  Esq.,  the  Collector  of  Mirzapore, 
liag  given  a  piece  of  ground  on  the  river  bank,  fronting  the  Tirmo- 
hj'ini,  the  value  of  which  is  from  1400  to  1500  Rs.,  as  a  site  for  the 
proposed  building.  A  sketch  plan  has  been  drawn  of  a  structure, 
sQch  as  the  ground  will  admit  of  being  erected,  and  a  working  plan 
hag  been  ordered  from  an  architect  in  London.  The  proposed  style 
is  Grecian.  The  principal  hall  will  be  60  feet  by  48,  and  a  second 
room  40  by  20.  In  the  front  there  is  to  be  a  portico  with  eight 
pillars,  each  14  feet  high.  The  roof  is  to  be  constructed  with  arches 
of  substantial  masonry. 

'*  Besid^  the  ground,  we  have  to  acknowledge,  with  thanks  to  the 
same  generous  donor,  the  promise  of  500  Rs.  from  the  city  funds. 
The  London  Missionary  Society  also  has  contributed  500  Rs.  With 
the  subscriptions  realized,  materials,  and  value  of  ground,  the  whole 
sum  raised  is  about  4,500  Rs.;  and  our  hope  is,  that  the  Government 
will  contribute  a  simile  sum. 

''  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  business  of  an  Urgent  nature  required 
the  superintendent  to  be  absent  at  the  time  of  the  annual  examina- 
tion of  the  schools.  His  place,  however,  was  supplied  by  the  Rev. 
Snrjo  Cumar  Bhose,  who  with  the  head  master  of  the  City  School 
spent  upwards  of  a  week  in  the  careftil  examination  of  both  schools. 
On  the  pubUc  day,  the  Rev.  W.  M.  Blake  most  kindly  acceded  to 
the  request  made  to  him  to  come  over  from  Benares  specially  for  the 
work  of  final  examination.  With  him  was  associated  in  the  work  the 
Bcv.  6.  Shrewsbury.  B.  Howard,  Esq.,  took  the  chair,  who  kindly 
addressed  a  few  words  of  encouragement  to  each  successM  candidate 
for  a  prize. 

"^It  only  remains  to  add  that  the  chapel  at  Dakhin  Phatak  used 
for  one  of  the  branch  schools,  being  required  to  be  pulled  down  to 
effect  an  important  improvement  in  that  part  of  the  city,  was  made 
over  to  the  authorities,  and  in  exchange  a  school-house  has  been 
bnilt  in  the  new  street  formed  on  the  site  of  the  Imlahft  Talfio,"

*'  School  returns,  more  or  less  complete,  have  been  receiyed  from 
31  pastors  of  churches.  The  tabular  for  1862  contained  returns 
froig  11  schools,  of  which  no  account  has  been  given  for  the  year  jnst 
closed;  but  the  present  tabular  contains  particulars  of  25  schools 
which  were  not  in  the  returns  for  1862,  so  that  there  is  a  clear  in- 
crease of  14  in  the  number  of  schools  reported. 

*'  The  general  tabular  contains  returns  of  73  schools,  having  59 
male  and  17  female  teachers — a  larger  number  Chan  the  sodetj  has 
had  the  pleasure  to  report  in  any  previous  year.  72  of  these  sdiools 
are  reported  to  contain  on  the  books,  2,692  boys,  1660  girls;  total, 
4,352:  and  in  average  daily  attendance,  1,787  boys,  1,080  girls; 
total,  2,867.  But  one  school  is  returned  of  which  no  particulars  are 
given,  save  that  there  are  in  average  attendance  15  scholars,  and 
adding  these  15  to  the  number  stated,  we  have  a  total  average 
attendance  of  2,882.  Comparing  these  figures  with  those  of  1862, 
we  see  a  clear  increase  of  896  scholars  on  the  books,  and  742  in 
average  attendance. 

'^  These  results,  howev^,  it  must  be  stated,  are  more  &vourable  than 
the  facts  will  entirely  warrant  us  to  accept.  From  remarks  s^t  with 
some  of  the  returns,  it  appears  that  in  the  earlier  months  of  the  year 
the  average  attendance  was  larger  than  in  the  later  months,  and  that 
the  returns  were  made  up  not  as  for  the  whole  year,  but  for  the  more 
&vonrable%xoliths  of  it.  This  is  greatly  to  be  regretted ;  for,  how- 
ever desirous  we  may  be  of  giving  as  large  returns  as  we  can,  we 
should  be  sure  to  have  them  strictly  accurate,  otherwise  they  will  but 
mislead  us.  Thus  one  report  says : — *  The  numbers  given  are  from 
returns  to  the  30th  June ;  the  weather  since  August  has  greatly  inter- 
fered with  the  schools.'  Another  report  says: — '  Since  the  Aagnst 
vacation  the  attendance  of  children  has  been  considerably  rednoed, 
so  that  of  88,  the  average  attendance  from  January  to  July,  only  8  or 
10  have  returned  to  school.'  Another  report  states  : — '  The  above 
returns  give  the  averages  up  to  August.  During  the  latter  part  of 
the  year  there  has  been  a  considerable  falling  off  in  the  attendance, 
arising  from  the  prevailing  distress.'  And  yet  another  report  says: 
— *  The  above  figures  must  be  understood  only  as  what  the  school 
was  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  year,  and  not  as  representing  the  whole 
period.    The  number  fell  off  considerably,  partly  on  account  of  the 
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indemeiife  state  of  ihe  weather,  and  partly  from  the  hardness  of  the 
times. 

Hie  general  tabular  embraces  15  of  the  22  parishes  of  the  island, 
and  the  73  schools  are  distributed  as  follows : —

*'The  retoms  of  the  state  of  education  are  still  far  from  complete, 
though  some  improyement  has  taken  place.  Some  of  the  teachers 
i^nwar  not  to  be  aware  that  the  reading  classes  should  include  the 
total  Qomber  of  scholara  on  the  books,  and  hence  some  of  the  returns 
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give  the  classification  only  for  the  average  attendance,  and  there  are 
some  returns  in  which  the  numbers  in  these  classes  correspond  neither 
with  the  totbl  numbers  in  the  schools  nor  with  the  average  attend- 
ance. The  following  results  are  obtained  from  the  returns  of  57  out 
of  the  73  schools  reported: — 

^^ Reading  and  Spelling  Classes: — Alphabet,  350;  spelling  two 
letters,  377;  spelliog  three  and  four  letters,  497;  spelling  five  and 
six  letters,  363;  spelling  two  syllables,  510;  spelling  three  syllables, 
440;  spelling  four  syllables,  431;  expected  to  fipell  any  word,  404; 
total,  3,372.  ^ 

^^ Arithmetic  Classes: — ^Numeration,  5G8;  simple  addition,  520; 
simple  subtraction,  266;  simple  multiplication,  266;  simple  divi- 
sion, 178;  compound  addition,  121;  compound  subtraction,  54; 
compound  multiplication,  86;  compound  division,  90;  reduction, 
rule  of  three,  &c.,  96;  total,  2,245.  Writing  on'  paper,  1,158; 
learning  English  grammar,  764;  learning  geography,  999;  learn- 
ing needlework,  558. 

"These  returns  show  that  the  children  are  pretty  equally  dis- 
tributed through  the  eight  reading  classes,  but  it  is  far  otherwise 
with  the  arithmetic  classes.  It  plainly  appears  that  very  few  of  the 
scholars  are  kept  at  school  long  enough  to  advance  beyond  the 
simple  rules,  and  the  first  two  classes  are  seen  to  include  more  than 
half  the  total  number  learning  figures. 

"  It  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that  we  could  obtain  fhll  and  correct 
returns  of  the  amounts  realized  ft'om  school  fees.  Such  returns  would 
be  exceedingly  valuable,  and  they  need  give  but  little  trouble  to 
teachers  or  ministers.  Betums  of  school  fees  have  been  received 
from  49  schools,  reporting  an  average  daily  attendance  of  2,139 
scholars.  The  actual  amomit  of  fees  reported  is  £452  19s.  5d.,  or  an 
income  from  fees  of  £9  4s.  lOJd.  per  school.  Allowing  for  (ihe  time 
lost,  as  shown  by  the  reports,  at  the  same  rates  as  for  the  time 
the  schools  were  in  operation,  raises  the  amount  to  £587  28.  as  the 
annual  income  of  the  49  schools,  or  an  average  annual  income  of 
£11  19s.  7id.  per  school,  and  this  gives  as  thf  general  average  per 
scholar  per  week,  only  one  penny  farthing,  an  average  less  than  the 
smallest  coin  in  circulation  in  the  island.  The  fees  in  the  49  schools 
are  found  to  range  from  twopence  halfpenny  to  one  hal^)enny 
per  scholar  per  week,  thus : — In  1  school  the  reported  average 
attendance  is  86,  and  the  rate  per  scholar  per  week  is  2id.;  2  schOob 
have  an  attendance  of  79,  rates,  2id ;  2  schools,  attendance  79,  rates, 
2d.;  6  schools,  attendance  306,  rates,  l^d.;  7  schools,  attendance 
362,  rates,  lid.;  13  schools,  attendance  423,  rates,  lid.;  8  schools, 
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attendee  326,  rate8,i»  IcL;  4  schools,  attendance  206,  rates,  fd.$ 
6  schools,  attendance  272,  rates,  id.:  totals,  49  schools ;  reported 
Avenge  attendance,  2,139;  rate  per  scholar  per  week,  l^d. 

'*  It  is  to  be  desired  that  some  special  means  should  be  adopted  to 
promote  and  seenre  a  due  classification  of  scholars,  and  a  correct  and 
imifonn  mode  of  keeping  the  statistical  and  financial  accounts  in  all 
the  schools  connected  with  the  Union.  The  influence  of  this  on 
education  in  onr  body  would  be  greatly  beneficial,  and  would  well 
repay  the  trouble  and  expense  incurred  to  secure  these  objects. 

''And  now  let  ns  look  at  the  school  returns  in  comparison  with 

the  returns  of  chnrches  ;  and  for  this  ^irpose  let  us  take  the  report 

of  the  Union  for  the  year  1862.    Of  the  62  churches  in  the  Union, 

57  were  reported  te  contain  19,517  members  and  8,637  inquirers,  or, 

in  round  nnmbers,  23,000  persons.   From  20  of  these  57  churches  no 

schools  are  reported  for  the  past  year,  and  it  is  lo  be  supposed  that 

none  exist.     Fully  one-third  of  the  churches,  connected  with  the 

Union  are  therefore  taking  no  part  in  the  work  of  promoting  day 

school  education.    The  73  in  operation  are  reported  by  two-thirds  of 

the  churcheB,  and  if  the  other  one-third  were  equally  represented  in 

the  school  tabular,  the  number  of  schools  would  be  raised  to  109,  the 

scholars  on  the  books  to  6,528,  and  the  average  attendance  to  4,323. 

But  even  then  the  scholars  on  the  books  would  be  to  the  members 

and  inquirers  only  as  2  to  7,  and  the  number  in  ayerage  attendance 

but  little  more  than  2  to  11.     It  may  be  difficult,  if  not  impossible, 

to  form  an  estimate  of  the  proportion  there  should  be  between 

the  number  of  children  at  school  and  the  number  of  adult  persons 

connected  with  the  churches ;  but  we  may  reasonably  assume  that 

there  should  be  at  least  one  child  for  every  two  adults,  and,  if 

10,  then  ought  there  to  be  in  attendance  at  schools  coimected  with 

the  Union,  11,500  children — ^not  reckoning  the  children  of  those 

who  attend  our  places  of  worship  but  are  not  enrolled  as  members  or 

mquirers,— or,yirc  times  the  present  attendance. 

*' These  statements  should  be  very  seriously  pondered,  and  ought 
to  lead  to  special  and  earnest  efforts  to  promote  the  religious  educa- 
tion of  the  children  m  our  congregations.  Great  responsibility  rests 
upon  the  people,  and  especially  upon  the  officers  of  the  churches,  in 
this  matto*,  and  this  Jubilee  year  of  the  Baptist  mission  in  Jamaica 
should  witness  the  commencement  of  plans  for  meeting  the  educa- 
tional necessities  of  the  several  districts  occupied  by  churches  con- 
nected with  the  Jamaica  Baptist  Union. 

"And  will  not  their  friends  in  Britain,    to    whose    Christian 
generosity  they  are  ahready  so  deeply  indebted,  still  aid  them  in  their 
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educational  efforts  ?  This  Jubilee  year  is  dlso  Uieirs,  And  they 
cannot  better  express  their  sympathy  with  Jamaica  in  the  joy  and 
gvatitude  of  her  people  than  by  helping  foirward  the  work  of 
educating  the  young  and  rising  race.  In  accordance  with  a  sugges- 
tion kindly  made  by  the  committee  of  the  Baptist  Misaionary 
Society,  a  deputation  from  the  Jamaica  Baptist  Union,  the  Bey.  W. 
Teall,  is  about  to  visit  England,  with  a  view  to  collect  fdnda  for  our 
day  schools.  And  it  is  earnestly  hoped  a  liberal  response  will  be 
made  to  his  appeals,  so  that  those  in  operation  may  be  increased  in 
efficiency,  and  some  closed,  for  lack  of  means,  be  re-opened,  and  that 
others  may  be  established  in^districts  still  destitute.        * 

"This  society  at  the  same  time  gratefully  obserres  the- great 
interest  taken  in  its  objects,  for  many  years  past,  by  the  Society  of 
Friends  in  England;  and  it  again  tenders  its  best  thanks  to  the 
committee  of  the  Friends'  Negro  Educational  Fund  for  aid  given  to 
a  large  number  of  its  schools  during  the  past  year.  Only  thoae 
engaged  in  efforts  to  promote  education  in  Jamaica  can  fully  esti- 
mate the  value  of  such  kind  sympathy  and  aid.  Such  aid  will,  it  ia 
hoped,  be  continued ;  for  there  is  a  great  work  to  be  done  before  the 
people  of  this  island  will  possess  that  amount  of  education  which  will 
fit  them  to  read  intelligently  the  Sacred  Scriptures,  and  fill  with 
credit  those  positions  of  useftdness  which  stand  invitingly  open  to 
them,  and  which  none  can  occupy  so  well  as  they  if  only  their  educa- 
tion be  secured."

Syeian  Females.) 

^When  the  fearfdl  massacFeg  in  the  Lebanon  and  other  parts 
of  Spia,  in  I860,  brought  thousands  of  widows  and  orphans 
within  the  reach  of  Christian  sympathy,  an  English  lady  hastened  to 
Bejionty  to  take  adrantage  of  this  opportunity  to  raise  their  social 
diaracter,  by  bringing  before  them  the  Word  of  God,  and  instructing 
them  in  needlework  and  ofcher  useftil  employments. 

"  The  institution,  which  is  known  by  the  name  of  *  The  English 
Industrial  Schools,*  receives  Greeks,  Maronites,  Druses,  Jews,  and 
Mahommedans,  and  the  number  in  daily  attendance  is  nearly  equal  to 
that  on  the  books.  Their  progress  is  most  encouraging,  for  they  are 
not  only  eager  to  receive  instruction,  but  willing  to  communicate  ;  so 
that  nearly  every  pupil,  from  the  matron  to  the  *  infant,'  becomes  a 

teacher  of  others. 

"  The  following  is  the  list  of  numbers  present  at  the  last  Christmas 
Examination  : — Women's  School,  36 ;  Upper  Girls'  School,  45 ; 
Juvenile  School,  55 ;  Infant  School,  52 ;  Olive  Branch  School,  72 ; 
Pine  Forest  Scbool,  35 ;  Little  Boys'  School,  60 ;  School  at  Hasbaya, 

25 ;  total,  380. 

"  These  schtJbls  are  conducted  with  the  help  of  only  native  agency, 
the  two  upper  teachers  having  been  trained  in  Bishop  Gobat's  school, 
and  the  conunittee  feel  sure,  that  the  comparatively  small  funds 
needed  for  bo  extensive  and  important  a  work  will  not  be  wanting. 

"The  wliole  expense  of  these  various  establishments  was  only 
£4d2  58.  6d.  during  the  past  year — a  sum  which  includes  the  main- 
benance  of  nine  promising  orphan  girls,  who  have  been  adopted  by 
land  Christian  friends,  at  a  cost  of  £12  per  annum  each,  teachers' 
salaries,  together  with  their  stated  or  occasional  board,  servants' 
wages,  house  rent,  repairs,  and  sundry  expenses.  There  are  no  home 
expenses,  saving  printing,  school  materials,  and  similar  outlays. 

"  Three  Syrian  Bible-women,  paid  by  funds  readily  contributed  by 
the  *  Bible  and  Doi&estic  Female  Mission,'  are  employed  to  visit  the 
khans,  homes  of  the  natives,  &c.  A  class  has  been  instructed  in  gold 
embroidery  work,  hitherto  done  only  by  men."

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RULES   AND  EEGULATIONS 

FOB    TUK     OOVERXMBNT    OP    THE    IJTSTITUTIOy. 


I.  This  Institufciou  shall  be  designated  '*  The  Institution  for 
Promoting  the  Education  of  the  Labouring  and  Manufacturing 
Classes  of  Society  of  every  Religious  Persuasion  ;*'  and  for  the 
purpose  of  making  manifest  the  extent  of  its  objectn,  the  title  of  the 
Society  shall  be  "Tub  Bjiitish  and  Foreign  School  SociKir." 

II.  Tliis  Iiistitution  shall  consist  of  a  Patron,  Vice-Patrons,  Presi- 
dent, Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  Secretaries,  Life  and  Annual  Meiw- 
bens;  together  with  such  ofiicers  .as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for 
coDductiug  the  affairs  of  the  Institution. 

III.  The  Institution  shall  maintain  a  school  on  an  extensive  scale 
to  educate  children.  It  sliall  support  and  train  up  young  persons  of 
both  sexes  for  suiJplying  properly  instructed  Teachers  to  the  inhabi- 
tants of  such  places  in  the  British  dominions,  at  home  and  abroad, 
as  shall  be  desirous  of  establishing  schools  on  the  British  system. 
It  shall  instruct  all  persons,  whether  natives  or  foreigners,  who  may 
be  sent  from  time  to  time,  for  the  purpose  of  being  qualified  as 
teachers  in  this  or  any  other  country. 

*ii*  The  school  shall  be  open  to  the  public,  for  the  purpose  of  exhi- 
biting the  system  of  teaching  and  training,  every  day,  from  nine  to 
twelve  o'clock,  and  from  three  to  five,  Saturdays  excepted. 

IV.  All  schools  which  shall  be  supplied  with  Teachers  at  the 
expense  of  this  Institution  shall  be  open  to  the  children  of  parents 
of  all  religious  denominations.  Reading,  Writing,  Arithmetic,  and 
Needlework  shall  be  taught ;  the  lessons  for  reading  shall  consist  of 
extracts  from  the  holy  Scriptures ;  no  catechism  or  peculiar  religious 
tenets  shall  be  taught  in  the  schools,  but  every  child  shall  be  enjoined 
to  attend  regularly  the  place  of  worship  to  which  its  parents  belong. 

%♦  The  grand  object  of  the  Institution  being  to  promote  Educa- 
tion in  general,  any  application  for  the  training  of  a  teacher,  at  the 
expense  of  the  person  thus  applying,  will  be  attended  to,  although 
?uch  intended  school  is  not  to  bo  conducted  on  the  extended  prin.- 
ciples  of  this  Institution. 


y.  Every  person  subscribing  annually  one  guinea  and  upwards 
shall  be  deemed  a  member  of  this  Institution,  during  the  continuance 
of  such  subscription. 

YI.  Every  person  subscribing  ten  guineas  and  upwards  shall  be  a 
member  for  life ;  and  upon  any  legacy  being  paid  to  the  Treasurer, 
the  Executors  who  haye  administered  shall  be  members  for  life, 
calculating  at  the  late  of  fifty  pounds  for  each  Executor ;  and  in  ca^e 
the  legacy  shall  not  amount  to  a  sufficient  sum  to  extend  the  privilege 
to  all,  preference  shall  be  given  to  the  first  named  in  the  will. 

VII.  A  General  Meeting  of  the  subscribers  shall  be  held  every 
year,  in  the  month  of  May,*  or  as  near  thereto  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient  by  the  Committee,  when  an  account  of  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  for  the  preceding  year,  and  the  proceedings  of  the 
Institution,  and  all  other  institutions  at  home  and  abroad,  established 
on  the  British  system,  shall  be  stated,  and  a  Beport  for  publication 
agreed  upon. 

The  attendance  of  ladies,  and  the  Members  of  the  Committees  of 
Country  and  Local  Schools  on  the  British  system,  is  particularly 
solicited. 

\*  Notice  shall  be  given  by  public  advertisement  in  at  least  four 
morning  and  evening  papers. 

VIII.  At  the  Gheneral  Meeting,  the  President,  Vice-Presidents, 
Treasurer,  and  Secretaries  shall  be  elected.  A  Committee  of  forty- 
eight  Subscribers  shall  be  chosen,  and  denominated  the  General 
Committee  for  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  Institution,  with  power 
to  fill  up  vacancies  during  the  year.  Thirty-six  shall  be  re-eligible 
from  the  Committee  of  the  preceding  year.  Two  or  more  Subscribers 
shall  be  nominated  as  Auditors  of  the  accounts  of  the  Institution. 
All  officers  receiving  emolument,  or  who  are  not  specified  in  this 
rule,  shall  be  in  the  appointment  and  under  the  control  of  the  Com- 
mittee. And  the  Committee  shall  be  empowered  to  fill  up  vacancies 
which  occur  by  death  or  resignation  during  tbe  year. 

%*  No  member  of  the  Committee  shall,  at  any  time,  or  under  any 
circumstances,  receive  any  pecimiary  advantage  from  the  Society,  nor 
shall  the  Society  ever  make  any  dividend,  gift,  division,  or  bonus,  in 
money  or  otherwise,  unto  or  between  any  of  its  members. 

IX.  The  Committee  shall  meet  once,  or  oftener,  in  every  month,

and  shall  elect,  at  the  first  meeting  in  every  year,  either  from  amoug 
themselves,  or  from  the  general  body  of  Subscribera,  seven  as  a 
Committee  of  Fiiiauce,  and  twelve  as  Inspectors.  Of  these  Com- 
mittees, two  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

X.  A  Committee  of  twenty-four  Ladies  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
General  Committee,  to  superintend  tlic  concerns  of  the  Female 
Department  of  the  School  and  Training  Establishment ;  they  will  be 
expected  to  make  a  written  Eeport  of  their  proceedings  to  the 
General  Committee  once  every  month. 

XL  The  Vice- Patrons,  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  and 
Secretaries  shall  be  considered  as  members  of  the  General  Com-

mittee,  and  the  Treasurer  and  Secretaries  members  of  all  Committees. 
XIL  A  Special  G-eneral  Meeting,  at  which  no  less  than  thirty 
shall  constitute  a  quorum,  shall  be  called  at  any  time,  at  the  requisi- 
tion of  the  Committee,  or  any  twenty- four  Subscribers,  on  addressing 
a  letter  to  the  Secretaries,  specifying  the  object  of  the  Meeting,  at 
which  no  other  business  shall  be  brought  forward.  Ten  days'  notice 
shall  be  given,  in  at  least  four  morning  and  evening  papers,  of  every 
such  intended  meeting;  and  of  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  called. 

XIII.  In  case  of  equality  of  votes  at  any  General  or  Committee 
3feeting,  the  Chairman  shall  be  entitled  to  a  second  or  casting  vote. 

XIV.  All  payments  made  on  account  of  this  Institution  slmll  be 
signed  by  at  least  three  of  the  Committee  in  committee. 

XV.  None  of  the  Eules  of  the  Institution  shall  be  repealed  or 
altered,  nor  any  new  ones  established,  but  at  the  General  Meeting, 
or  at  a  Special  General  Meeting,  called  for  that  purpose,  nor  shall 
any  new  rule,  or  abrogation  or  alteration  of  any  existing  rule,  bo 
valid,  until  confirmed  by  a  subsequent  General  Meeting.

REPORT. 


This    is    the   Sixty-first    in    the    series  of   Annual 
Reports    i?v^hich  successive  Committees  have  presented 
to   the    subscribers  and  friends    of    the   British    and 
Foreign   School  Society.     That  it  should  be  devoid  of 
novelty  vrill  occasion   neither  surprise  nor  regret, — at 
least  among  those  who  understand  the  comprehensive 
principles    on  which  the  Society  was  established,  and 
who    appreciate    the    important    objects    towards    the 
aocomplisliment  of  which  its  aims  are  directed.      To 
those   principles  your  Committee  have  faithfully  ad- 
hered, convinced  that  they  are  alike  sound  in  theory 
and  practical  for  application,  recognizing  and  providing 
as  they  do  for  the  maintenance  of  the  rights  of  con- 
science in  the  matter  of  the  Scriptural,  and  therefore 
religious  education  of  the   children  of  the  labouring 
cla^        If  the  efforts  of  your  Committee  have  been 
restricted  it  has  been  from  the  want  of  pecuniary 
reeotnrces,  not  from  any  limit  either  in  the  sphere  of 
action   or  the  appeals  for  help. 

The  several  agencies  of  the  Society  havei  been  sus- 
tained during  the  year  with  such  a  measure  of  success, 


as  to  justify  the  expression  of  congratulation,  and  to 
demand  grateful  acknowledgments  to  the  Divine  Author 
and  Giver  of  all  good.  These  agencies  include  the 
Normal  Schools  for  Training  Teachers  on  these  premises 
and  at  Stockwell,  with  the  practising  schools  attached ; 
the  inspection  of  schools  by  the  Agents  of  the  Society ; 
the  Depositories  in  London,  Manchester,  and  Bristol, 
for  the  sale  of  school  books  and  materials  at  greatly 
reduced  prices ;  added  to  which  a  considerable  corre- 
spondence  is  maintained  with  Committees  and  Mission- 
aries  abroad.  To  a  brief  review  of  each  your  Committee 
will  at  once  proceed. 


TEAINING  DBPAETMBNT. 

BoBOUGH  BoAD — Young  Men. — The  number  of  stu. 
4ents  reported  as  in  residence  last  jes^  was  82;  at 
present  4ere  are  only  68  in  training  on  these  preimses, 
with  accommodation  provided  for  100.  This  is  theoiily 
drawback  on  the  progress  and  prosperity  of  the  Society* 
but  it  is  ail  i^lportant  ope.  The  cause  is  palp^^blej  and 
the  explanation  therefore  very  explicit,  though  con- 
fessedly unsatis&ctory.  It  arises  from  the  serious  dimi- 
nution in  the  number  of  pupil  teachers  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Revised  Code,  Unti^  about  three  yeaw 
sbce,  it  ^  Tequired  in  echoola  «ceiyi^g  Government 
aid  that  there  should  be  one  pupil  teftcher  to  the  first 
50  children  in  average  attendance,  and  an  additional 
pupil  teacher  for  every  increase  of  40  children ;  now 
one  pupil  teacher  is  required  for  the  first  90  in  ave^ag^ 
attendance,  thus  dispensing  with  the  aid  of  a  pvqpil 
teacher  in  all  schools  of  lesi^  than  90  children.     It  is 


from  the  pupil  teacher  class  that  the  cliief  supply  of 
students  for  training  ia  drawix;  hence  the  deficiency 
referred  ta  To  aggravate  the  evil  it  is  found  that 
a  modification  of  the  terms  of  apprenticeship,  by  which 
it  may  be  terminated  on  a  notice  of  six  months,  or  by 
the  payment  of  a  small  fine,  works  most  prejudicially. 
Many  young  people  enter  upon  the  apprenticeship  with 
DO  intention  of  continuing  beyond  a  year  or  two,  greatly 
to  the  detriment  of  the  school,  and  of  the  legitimate 
source  for  supplying  the  Training  College.  This  dimi- 
nution of  numbers  is  common  to  all  similar  institutions, 
and  finom  the  same  cau8e&  It  is  probable  that  some 
change  may  become  manifestly  imperative ;  certain  it 
is  that  in  the  experience  of  your  Committee  the  demand 
for  trained  teachers  is  at  present  in  excess  of  the  supply. 
The  constantly  recurring  requisition  of  Committees  in 
applying  for  a  teacher  is,  "  We  must  have  the  best  that 
can  be  had ; "  or,  ''  It  is  no  use  for  us  to  think  of  estab- 
lishing a  school  unless  we  can  secure  the  services  of  a 
thoroughly  trained  and  efficient  teacher.^'  That  so  hope- 
fbl  an  augury  of  progress  should  even  for  a  time  be  held 
in  check  is  matter  of  deep  regret^  and  it  will  become 
the  businesB  of  your  Committee  to  do  all  in  their  power 
to  meet  or  to  mitigate  the  evil.  On  the  conduct  and 
diligence  of  the  young  men  in  training,  and  on  the 
ability  displayed  and  the  interest  taken  in  their  work 
by  the  teaching  staff,  they  can  report  most  favourably. 
The  result  of  the  Examination  for  Certificates  at  Christ* 
mas  last  was  highly  satisfactory,  the  more  so  because  the 
test  of  success  is  applied  by  the  Committee  of  Council 
on  Education,  and  because  capable  of  comparison  with 
odier  Training  Colleges. 

Stockwbu>-^Young  WoMiBN.-^There  are  one  him- 
diod  young  womsA  now  in  reaidenoe  at  Stockwell,  of 


whom  43  are  in  the  second  year  of  their  preparatory 
course.  The  number  admitted  at  Christmas  was  57; 
the  number  who  left  for  school  appointments  was  48. 
Here,  also,  the  Class  List  showing  the  result  of  the 
Christmas  Examination  for  Certificates  is  highly  credit- 
able to  all  the  parties  concerned.  Of  the  students  of 
the  second  year,  one  only  is  placed  in  the  third  division. 
The  same  difficulty  is  not  experienced  as  to  the  supply 
of  Candidates  for  admission  as  exists  at  the  Borough 
Boad :  not  that  a  different  rule  applies  to  girls'  schools 
respecting  the  required  number  of  pupil  teachers,  but 
that  females  generally  continue  to  the  close  of  their 
apprenticeship,  and  almost  all  follow  up  this  prepara- 
tory course  by  entering  the  Training  College.  The 
claims  of  commerce,  and  the  favourable  openings  pre- 
sented to  young  men,  do  not  apply  to  young  women. 
The  same — indeed,  a  greater  difficulty  exists  in  supplying 
the  applications  for  schoolmistresses  than  schoolmasters. 
On  the  one  hand,  the  increase  of  schools,  including  those 
for  infants ;  and  on  the  other,  the  number  of  young 
women  who  leave  the  profession  to  enter  on  more  inti- 
mate if  not  moi'e  important  relations,  contribute  to  this 
scarcity  of  teachers.  Thus  early  in  the  year  it  has  been 
found  impossible  to  meet  the  inquiries  for  teachers,  even 
for  schools  of  importance. 

To  the  general  supervision  of  the  establishment  at 
Stockwell,  the  Ladies'  Committee  continue  to  render 
kindly  and  efficient  assistance,  a  fact  which  your  Com- 
mittee record  in  order  to  suggest  that  the  grateful 
acknowledgments  of  the  subscribers  and  friends  of  the 
Institution  are  due  to  them  for  this  service. 

Before  quitting  their  allusion  to  the  Training  Colleges, 
your  Committee  wish  to  remind  the  subscribers  that 
while  unquestionably  tb?  most  important,  it  is  also  the 


most  cosUy  branch  of  the  Society  s  operation&     Com^ 
mittees  usually  most  fully  recognize  the  value  of  the 
trained  and  efficient  teacher,   and  were  never  more 
aiudous  to  secure  those  best  qualified,  both  in  character 
and  professional  skill;    but  they  do  not  sufficiently 
consider  the  claims  of  the  Training^  College,  on  account 
of  the  pecuniary  outlay,  the  anxious  care,  and  the  many 
responsibilities  which  attach  to  the  selection  and  prepa* 
ration  of  young  people  for  the  work  of  teaching.     Were 
a  comparatively  small  fee  or  donation  of  one  or  two 
guineas  given  towards  the  funds  for  each  teacher  sup- 
plied, it  would  be  but  a  reasonable  form  of  acknowledg- 
ment^ and  would  materially  aid  the  income   of  the 
Society.    Your  Committee,  conscious  of  the  difficulty  of 
making  such  a  contribution  a  regulation  and  condition 
of  supplying  a  trained  teacher,  venture  nevertheless  to 
offer  the  suggestion  to  those  whose  benevolent  educa- 
tional efforts  are  so  essentially  forwarded  by  this  portion 
of  the  Society's  operations. 


MODEL  AND  PEACTISING  SCHOOLS. 

Boys'  School^  Borough  Egad. — ^The  following  are 
the  statistics  in  relation  to  this  school.  DaUy  average 
attendance,  556 ;  number  admitted  during  the  year 
ending  March  31st,  563 ;  total  number  admitted  from 
the  commencement,  67,441.  The  report  of  her  Majest/s 
Inspector  at  his  annual  visit  was  very  satisfactory.  The 
usual  examination  held  this  morning  has  supplied  a  test, 
Dy  which  the  subscribers  present  may  form  their  own 
opinion  of  the  general  efficiency  with  which  it  is  con- 
ducted. 

Girls'  School^  Borough  Boad.— There  have  been 
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admitted  during  the  year  374  children.  That  the 
average  attendance  does  not  exceed  260  iUustrates  the 
changing  character  of  the  surrounding  population. 
Though  not  now  required  as  a  pTactising  sdiool  for  stu- 
dents^  the  service  this  school  is  rendering  to  the  neigh- 
bourhood cannot  well  be  over-estimatedL  Under  the 
careful  instruction  of  Miss  Johnson,  and  the  healthful 
influence  she  exerts,  it  is  no  wonder  that  the  school  is 
appreciated  and  attended  by  many  who  come  from  some 
distance  to  share  its  advantages.  Since  its  establish- 
ment nearly  26,000  children  have  partaken  of  its  bene- 
fits for  a  longer  or  shorter  period.  The  visit  of  her 
Majesty's  Inspector  in  October  last  proved  very  satis- 
factory. 

Stockwell  Girls'  and  Infants'  Schools.— A  pub- 
lic examination  of  the  former  took  place  in  June  last, 
ou  which  occasion  the  infants'  school  and  the  College 
buildings  and  classes  were  thrown  open  for  the  inspec- 
tion of  those  present.  It  is  believed  that  considerable 
interest  is  attached  to  these  gatherings,  and  that  the 
admirable  manner  in  which  the  schools  are  conducted 
fully  justifies  the  expressions  of  admiration  awarded  by 
the  visitors.  There  are  in  attendance  190  girls  and  120 
infants.  Beference  was  made  in  the  last  report  to  the 
introduction  among  the  latter  of  the  '*  Kinter  Garten " 
system.  It  is  found  not  only  an  interesting  variety  to 
the  sohool  employment,  but  a  valuable  means  of  train- 
ing to  the  eye  and  hand.  The  portion  of  time  allotted 
to  it  is  anticipated  with  special  pleasure,  and  is  used  as 
a  healthy  stimulus  to  attention,  and  a  reoognifled  mode 
of  ()uni8hing  inattention. 

The  attendance  of  the  students  in  these  schools  for 
the  practice  of  teaching  is  regularly  maintained,  and 
the  observatioiis  of  the  teadbera  darefully  redorded    A 


TiltttUe  method  is  thufi  afforded  by  Which  to  judge  of 
ti^  oDiapftratiTe  or  special  merits  of  the  young  peopte  as 
tioAen ;  aud  at  the  same  time,  by  maintainiDg  these 
sdioob  in  a  high  state  of  efficiency,  a  standard  of  excel* 
lence  is  presented  to  them  for  imitation. 


AQBNCT  AND  SCHOOL  INSPECTION.

t  Under  this   head  your  Committee  have  to  report 

!  gratifying  progress :  not  that  an  additional  number  of 
j  Agents  have  been  employed,  but  that  the  resvilts  of  their 
!       labouiB  have  been  more  palpable  and  abundant^ 

hi  the  North  of  England,  Mr.  W.  Davis,  B.A.,  who 
has  fc»:  nine  years  advocated  the  claims  of  the  Society, 
and  sought  to  advance  its  interests  and  objects  in  that 
district,  has  reaigned.  in  order  to  undertake  an  import- 
ant  scholastic  engagement  on  his  own  account  in  the 
West  of  England.  His  removal  from  Manchester  was 
made  the  occasion  for  the  presentation  of  a  substantial 
token  expressive  of  the  esteem  and  respect  in  which  he 
was  held  by  managers  and  teachers.  In  seeking  for  a 
successor  to  Mr.  Davis,  your  Committee  were  desirous  to 
secure  the  services  of  a  gentleman  whose  practical 
aoquaintance  with  elementary  sdiools,  whose  personal 
character,  and  whose  knowledge  of  the  district  and  its 
wants  might  be  expected  to  secure  the  kindly  co-opera- 
tion of  the  several  parties  interested.  Mr.  Edmund 
Salter  was  presented  to  their  notice,  and  has  accord- 
ingly been  appointed.  Having  been  for  many  years  a 
resident  in  the  heart  of  the  manufacturing  district  of 
Lancashire,  he  is  fuUy  acquainted  both  with  its  needs  and 
capabilities,  as  well  as  being  widely  known  and  respected. 
Mr.  Salter  entered  upon  his  duties  at  Christmas  last, 
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with  heart  and  earnestness.  Mr.  Milne,  M. A.,  continues 
his  labours  in  the  southern  and  eastern  counties,  while 
in  South  Wales  Mr.  D.  Williams  finds  a  widening 
sphere  of  usefulness^  which  he  is  doing  his  best  worthily 
to  occupy. 

The  services  of  Mr.  Baxter  have  necessarily  been 
much  restricted,  owing  to  other  professional  duties  which 
now  claim  his  undivided  attention.  Did  the  funds  per- 
mit,  your  Committee  would  gladly  extend  their  opera- 
tions by  means  of  these  agencies.  They  are  endeavour- 
ing, by  giving  directness  to  the  visits  of  the  Inspectors, 
to  accomplish  all  that  is  possible  with  the  present  staff. 
That  mainly  through  them  from  30  to  40  new  schools 
have  be^n  opened  during  the  year  is  a  gratifying  result, 
but  this  by  no  means  represents  the  chief  value  of  the 
agency.  It  is  to  the  improvement  of  existing  schools^ 
and  the  consequent  increase  in  the  niunbers  and  regu- 
larity of  the  children  attending,  that  the  agents  have 
constant  regard.  An  impiilse  and  an  interest  is  thus 
given  to  Committees  and  parents  which  often  produces 
effects  as  lasting  as  they  are  beneficial. 

The  wide-spread  interest  felt,  especially  in  South 
Wales,  in  the  establishment  of  really  efficient  and  unsec- 
tarian  schools,  is  aUke  creditable  to  the  people  and  the 
cause  they  have  espoused.  In  1853  there  were  in  the 
whole  of  South  Wales  only  1 4  British  schools  under  the 
inspection  of  the  Conunittee  of  Council ;  there  are  now 
171,  and  of  these  40  have  been  added  to  the  list  within 
the  last  three  years.  Including  those  not  under  Govern- 
ment inspection,  there  are  now  not  less  than  225  British 
schools  in  this  portion  of  the  Principality.  Your  agent, 
in  referring  to  the  interest  felt  by  the  working  classes 
themselves,  adduces  some  instances.  Writing  firom 
Forth,  he  says,  **  I  have  met  here  this  time  with  a  very 
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pleasing  proof  of  the  progress  which  liberal  education  is 

workmg  among  the  people.     There  remains  a  debt  of 

UOO  upon  the  schoolrooms  erected  a  few  years  ago,  and 

the  colliers  of  the  district,  headed  by  a  few  intelligent 

men,  have  of  their  own  accord  formed  themselves  into  a 

society,  and  naade  arrangements  to  pay  off  the  debt  by 

small  weekly  deductions  from  their  wages ;  and  I  find 

the  task  will  not  be  a  long  one."     In  an   agricultural 

district,  a  short  distance  from  Pont-y-pridd,  where  for 

some  time   a  very  inefficient   school   had   existed,   an 

effort  was  being  made  to  erect  a  good  British  school. 

Your  agent  visited  the  place,  met  the  people,  who,  he 

says,  "  were  most  enthusiastic ;''  and  he  adds,  "  Some  of 

the  poorest  in  the  locality  contribute  their  half-crowns 

towards  the  building  fund." 

The  following  statistical  summary,  with  the  observa- 
tions of  each  Inspector,  will  supply  fuller  information  on 
the  nature,  importance,  and  beneficial  influence  of  this 
branch  of  the  Society's  proceedings : —

"  In  many  of  the  ordinary  schools,  I  have  found  within  the  last 
year  or  two  an  addition  to  the  general  school  course  in  some  branch 
of  special  instruction,  having  relation  to  the  prevailing  kind  of 
employment  in  the  district  where  the  school  is  situated.  In  one 
locality  where  building  operations  are  carried  on  to  a  large  extent,  and 
are  likely  to  be  so  for  some  years  to  come,  I  have  found  practical 
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geometry  and  mensuration  so  far  pursued  as  to  enable  the  elder  bojs 
to  draw  plans,  or  to  understand  them  readilj  when  drawn  bj  others, 
and  to  calculate  superficial  or  solid  measure  in  such  a  manner  as 
quickly  and  accurately  to  ascertain  the  amount  and  cost  of  artificers* 
work.  In  another,  where  ship-yards  and  engine  fcM^ries  predomi- 
nate, model  and  mechanical  drawing  hare  made  the  schools  popular 
among  the  employers  of  labour ;  and  so  of  other  specialities." 

"  Some  of  the  older  schools,  which  had  appeared  to  be  gradually 
dwindling  towards  complete  extinction,  now  present  a  very  pleasing 
change,  a  decided  reaction  having  taken  place.  Benewed  efforts 
have  been  put  forward  on  the  purt  of  the  patrons  and  friends  of 
education-<-comparatively  modern  systems  have  been  introduced — 
much  more  of  vigour  has  been  infused  into  the  teaching,  and  as  a 
consequence  the  schools  have  rapidly  revived,  and  become  even  in 
some  cases  more  effective  than  some  of  their  more  pretentious  neigb- 
i}our8.  In  some  of  these  cases  the  attendance  is  more  regular  and 
punctual  than  in  most  others,  in  consequence  of  a  large  proportion 
of  the  attendants  being  the  children  of  those  who,  having  themsehefl 
been  educated  in  the  schools,  know  in  some  measure  how  to  appre- 
ciate the  instruction  there  given,  and  are  sensible  of  the  loss  resulting 
from  irregularity  and  unpuuctuality. 

*^  There  are  some  matters  of  much  importance,  which  I  have  par- 
ticularly had  occasion  to  notice  during  the  past  year  as  occupying 
much  of  the  earnest  attention  of  the  Committees  and  Managers  of 
our  larger  educational  establishments  for  orphans  and  other  neces- 
sitous children  of  both  sexes.  I  refer  to  a  higher  educational 
standard  being  very  generally  set  up,  greater  vigilance  in  the 
superintendence  of  the  schools,  and  the  adoption  of  means  intended 
and  calculated  fully  to  test  the  efficiency  of  the  systems  of  instruction 
which  are  pursued,  as  well  as  the  actual  results  which  are  accom- 
plished. The  plan  of  written  exai^inations  is  now  very  generally 
resorted  to,  at  least  in  those  institutions  which  come  under  my 
notice,  and  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  very  beneficial  results 
have  uniformly  followed  their  adoption.  The  viva  voee  interrogation 
has  not  been  abandoned,  but  it  has  been  supplemented  and  strength- 
ened, and  so  rendered  more  trustworthy,  by  the  additional  test  of  a 
quieter  but  more  exact  investigation.  Hence  the  character  of  the 
progress  in  such  schools  is  a  real  increase  in  education  properlj 
so  called,  accompanied  by  not  less  of  simple  instruction,  and  se- 
curing more  of  aocuniey  and  completeness."

''A  considerable  portion  of  mj  time  during  the  past  jear  has  been 
spent  in  the  Southern  District,  which  is  new  to  me,  and  with  the 
educational  state  and  requirements  of  which  I  am  verj  imperfectly 
acquainted.  As  far  as  my  obserration  extends,  it  differs  in  no  material 
respect  from  the  Eastern,  either  in  the  character  of  its  schools,  or  the 
eitent  to  which  the  means  of  education  have  been  provided.  In 
both,  the  same  influences  are  steadily  at  work,  providing  new  schools 
io  destitute  loealities,  and  improving  the  quality  of  the  instruction  in 
those  already  existing.  Thus,  during  the  past  year,  new  schools 
bave  been  established,  and  others  have  been  provided  with  certificated 
teachers,  and  placed  under  Government  inspection. 

'^  While  the  Society  is  thus  successfully  gi>ing  effect  to  its  distiuc- 
ti?e  principles,  which  appear  to  find  increasing  acceptance  with  the 
public,  other  societies  are  in  like  manner  extending  their  operations, 
and  occupying  many  moral  wastes  to  which  we  are  debarred  access ; 
90  that  I  think  the  time  is  near  when  the  means  of  obtaining  a  good 
elementary  education  will  be  within  the  reach  of  every  working  man's 
child  in  England.  If  every  schoolrocnn  in  which  an  efficient  teacher 
ia  now  at  work  were  filled  all  the.  year  round  vrith  the  class  of 
children  for  whose  benefit  it  was  erected,  there  would  be  little  left, 
in  Uiii  respect,  to  regret  or  desire.  But  this  is  far  from  being  the 
case.  The  schools,  on  the  most  liberal  computation,  are  not  more 
than  two-thirds  full,  and  that  not  because  the  children  who  should  be 
in  them  are  at  work,  but  because  their  parents  are  often  so  criminally 
thoaghtleM  and  imconcerned,  that  they  leave  them  to  run  wild  in  the 
streets,  and  to  grow  up  to  be  men  and  women  without  receiving  the 
slightest  tincture  of  learning.  To  meet  this  evil,  legislative  inter- 
ference appears  to  be  imperatively  called  for,  extending  the  provisions 
of  the  factories  Act  to  all  kinds  of  employment. 

"Even  without  such  interference,  we  shall  doubtless  reach,  in 
time,  a  more  satisfactory  state  of  things  than  the  present ;  but  it  will 
he  by  ceaseless  efforts,  and  by  slow  degrees,  and,  in  the  meantime, 
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with  deplorable  Iobs  and  waste  of  most  precious  material,  which  might 
have  been  turned  to  the  highest  and  holiest  account. 

'*  Of  the  beneficial  operation  of  the  New  Code  I  become  dailj 
more  and  more  conyinced.  I  am  satisfied  that  the  individual  eza* 
mination  of  the  scholars  by  her  Majesty's  Inspectors,  and  the  pay- 
ment for  results  as  ascertained  by  that  examination,  are  good,  and 
only  good,  both  for  the  pupils  and  the  public. 

"  It  is  to  the  credit  of  the  teachers,  as  a  body,  that  they  have  ac- 
cepted the  Code  so  loyally,  and  are  striving  so  successfully,  not  only 
to  meet  its  requirements  so  as  to  secure  the  grant,  but  also  to  instruct 
their  pupils  in  other  subjects,  which  it  leaves  in  a  measure  to  their 
honour.  If  there  is  any  omission  of  which  I  feel  disposed  occasionally 
to  complain,  it  is  not  that  the  lessons  are  not  given  in  history,  geo- 
graphy, and  grammar,  or  that  the  Sacred  Scriptures  are  not  read,  and 
their  leading  truths  taught  and  inculcated,  but  that  the  '  common 
sense '  of  the  children  is  not  sufficiently  exercised  in  laying  hold  of 
the  meaning  of  what  they  read,  or  in  discerning  the  application  of 
rules  of  arithmetic  to  the  transactions  of  every-day  life.  This  is  the 
peculiar  danger  of  a  too  close  adhesion  to  the  letter  of  the  Bevised 
Code,  and  which  an  examination  according  to  the  Code  would  fail  to 
discover.  Safety  in  this  matter  must  come  firom  the  teachers  them- 
selves, rather  than  from  her  Majesty's  Inspectors. 

''  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  number  of  night  schools 
in  my  district  is  steadily  though  slowly  increasing.  It  does  not 
appear,  as  yet,  to  be  thought  a  shameful  thing  for  a  young  man  to  be 
unable  to  read  and  write ;  and  even  the  felt  inconvenience  and  dis- 
advantage of  that  inability  seem  powerless  with  many  to  lead  them 
to  attempt  its  removal.  At  the  same  time  there  is  every  reason  to 
believe  that  both  shame  on  the  one  hand,  and  self-interest  on  the 
other,  with  the  growing  love  of  knowledge  for  its  own  sake,  will 
operate  with  increasing  force  in  the  Aiture.  And  whUewe  may  con- 
fidently hope  that  fewer  and  fewer  every  year  will  escape  the  elevating 
influence  of  school  in  their  youth,  we  may  rest  assured  that  those 
who  do  so  will  find  ignorance  intolerable  in  adult  age.  Even  if  the 
long-tried  friends  and  promoters  of  popular  education  should  now 
stay  their  hand,  from  apathy  or  weariness,  or  alarm  at  its  probable 
consequences,  still  the  impulse  they  have  already  given  would  go 
on  and  on  for  ever,  widening  in  extent  and  deepening  in 
intensity,  till  it  reached  the  lowest  depths  and  helped  to  elevate  the 
most  degraded  and  depraved.  And  whatever  may  arise  in  the  fataie 
to  obstruct  or  delay  such  a  desirable  consummation,  '  to  this  com- 
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piexionve shall  come  at  laet.*  Our  successes  in  the  past  wammt  and 
eooounge  the  hope  that  the  time  is  sear  when  our  highest  aims  shall 
be  leslized,  and  the  BpectAcIe  of  a  neglected,  ignorant,  uninstructed 
du'Id  siiaU  be  as  rare  aa  it  formerly  was  common  in  England." 


NosTHEBir  District. — Mb.  E.  Saltxb. 

"  Fpon  looking  over  my  notes,  I  find  that  besides  occupying  a  con* 
eidenble  amount  of  time  inr  waiting  upon  numerous  supporters  of 
tbe  Society  in  various  localities,  I  have  visited  in  the  last  ten  or 
eleren  weeks  57  tovms  and  villages,  inspected  131  separate  schools, 
pajiog  to  them  138  visits ;  that  I  have  also  addressed  three  public 
meetings  and  conducted  four  public  examinations. 

"There  is  in  the  public  mind  a  deep  and  increasing  interest  felt 
in  the  progress  of  sound  popular  education.  You  can  scarcely  meet 
vith  any  person  of  intelligence  and  reflection  who  does  not  regard  as 
most  important  the  spread  of  knowledge  among  the  labouring  classes, 
md  who  does  not  view  with  peculiar  satisfaction  every  well-directed 
effort  to  promote  their  instruction.  It  is  true  that  a  few  chilling  ez« 
ceptions  still  appear  to  exist,  and  that  at  remote  intervals  one  occa- 
nonally  experiences  a  disagreeable  shock  in  hearing  the  old  heresy 
avowed,  that  for  those  who  have  to  get  their  bread  by  the  '  sweat  of 
their  brow,'  darkness  is  better  than  light.  Happily,  such  a  doctrine 
is  self-confuting ;  and  if  the  evidence  afforded  by  public  meetings 
and  public  examinations  be  of  any  weight,  it  is  a  doctrine  with  but 
few  respectable  followers.  The  great  cotton  famine  which  recently 
afflicted  this  region  has  brought  out  and  exhibited  in  striking  relief, 
to  the  utter  confusion  of  objectors,  the  immense  superiority  of  a 
reasoning  population  to  a  brutish  one ;  carrying  conviction  even  to 
the  most  unwilling  minds,  and  teaching  on  an  imposing  scale  that,  as 
a  fomidation  for  orderly  behaviour  and  respect  for  the  laws,  and  as  a 
basis  for  the  development  of  true  political  sagacity  generally  amongst 
the  people,  nothing  can  surpass  or  supersede  sound  mental  and 
moral  training.- 

"The  way  in  which  the  common  feeling  on  this  subject  expresses 
and  declares  itself  at  public  examinations  of  efficient  schools  is 
certainly  decided  and  emphatic.  On  such  occasions  a  gentleman  of 
great  local  influence  usually  occupies  the  chair.  He  is  sure  to  be 
surrounded  and  supported  by  many  others  of  similar  standing  and 
respectability.    The  room  is  also  sure  to  be  crammed  by  the  parents

and  general  public.  Every  proceeding  is  watched  with  keen  atten* 
tion ;  the  knowledge  of  the  seholars,  their  quick  and  shrewd  appre- 
ciation of  the  questions  addressed  to  them,  even  their  little  honest 
blunders,  together  with  the  skill  and  tact  of  the  teacher  or  examiner, 
and  the  discriminating  and  sympathetic  addresses  of  the  chairman 
and  others  at  the  close,  invariably  excite  and  maintain  the  deepest 
interest.  Working  men  who  never  spoke  in  public  before  in  their 
lives  will  sometimes  start  to  their  feet  and  heartily  express  their 
delight  and  gratitude.  Scenes  and  proceedings  such  as  these  I  have, 
as  your  agent,  repeatedly  had  the  privilege  of  witnessing,  as  well  as 
the  honour  of  bearing  a  gratifying  part  in  them.  At  these  times  it 
is  impossible  to  avoid  the  belief  that  the  importance  of  education  is 
getting  to  be  more  and  more  recognized,  and  its  blesaingsincieasinglj 
appreciated. 

*'  All  the  schools  I  visit  are  not  as  efficient  as  they  might  be  and 
ought  to  be,  but  a  really  and  grossly  inefficient  school  must  be  per- 
severingly  sought  for  to  be  discovered. 

**The  training  of  teachers  is  another  subject  to  which  I  may  here 
refer.  It  is  evidently  one  of  the  most  valuable  parts  of  the  Sooiety*8 
operations ;  it  is  also,  I  suppose,  by  £Eir  the  most  costly.  It  is 
satisfactory  to  find  that  if  the  cost  is  not  quite  understood,  the 
importance  is  everywhere  fully  recognized.  There  is  not,  I  believe, 
a  shadow  of  difference  of  opinion  on  this  point.  I  frequently  hear 
spontaneous  acknowledgments  from  members  of  committees  as  to 
the  quality  of  the  teachers  now  supplied,  as  compared  with  what  the 
quality  used  to  be ;  recognizing  the  '  wonderful '  improv^nent  which 
the  training  has  effected.  An  influential  member  of  one  of  the 
Yorkshire  committees  lately  expressed  his  view  of  the  matter  to  me 
in  effect  thus; — *  Teachers  are  now  cultivated  persons ;  they  know  how 
to  express  themselves  with  propriety,  and  in  good  English ;  they  know 
also  how  to  comport  themselves  in  g^iend  society  without  singularity 
or  affeotatioii ;  they  can  reason  and  argue  on  the  subjects  of  the  day 
with  intelligenee  and  liberality ;  and  at  the  same  time  can  conduct 
their  schools  with  manifest  skill  and  ease:  and  all  this  ia  owing  to 
the  admirable  training  they  now  receive.' 

"  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  a  great  many  persons,  if  they  do 
not  fully  endorse  these  opinions,  yet,  slightly  modified,  share  them 
largely. 

"  I  may  next  mention,  as  another  of  my  impreasioiMiy  that  maay  of 
the  sehools  in  this  locality  are  yet  labouring  xax^ve  the  effisot  ci  tbe 
bad  timea.    No  aid  ia  now  given  to  sdioob  by  relief  oomnultees* 
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Some  idkools,  that  with  such  aid  used  to  be  full,  are  now  thinly 
ittoidad.  l%e  paarents  wre  probabl j  oppneaed  with  debt,  contracted 
iamg  the  cessation  of  work ;  their  preeent  earnings  are  nearly  ex* 
bftQvted  in  meeting  their  increased  wear  and  tear  now  that  they  ha^e 
Riaaed  Isbour,  and  the  little  left  ia  taken  by  creditors.  Hence  the 
ehfldren  are  permitted  to  roam  the  streets,  or  are  sent  to  little  cheap 
dttie  lehooU. 

^'GKx^  tiiDCs  in  their  i«tum  have  also  a  thinning  effect  upon 
tthqois.  It  is  not  uncommon  for  me  to  be  told  by  a  teacher  of  a 
good  school  that  his  nnmbers  have  diminished  since  times  haye 
iaaprofed.  In  fSact,  such,  in  some  cases,  has  been  the  demand  for 
JQTCsile  labour,  that  nearly  all  the  upper  section  of  a  school  has  been 
iwept  away  by  it* 

'^  I  sm  firmly  asaiired,  ^om  all  I  observe,  that  the  cause  of  educa- 
iioB  is  steadily  rising  in  popular  esteem ;  that  the  parents  of  even  the 
lowest  dassea  are  becoming  impressed  with  a  perception  of  its 
sdvaotiges,  and  that  in  hoping  on  by  liberal  principles  and  yigcuous 
dbrts  this  upward  movement,  the  Society  is  widely  reco^;nised  as 
worthily  doing  a  noble  work."

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"During  the  past  year  I  have  been  engaged  ia  promoting  educa- 
tion upon  the  q^riptural  and  unsectarian  principles  of  the  British 
sad  foreign  School  Society,  in  South  Wales  and  Monmouthshire, 
sad  have  much  satisfaction  in  being  able  to  report  favourably  on  the 
pn^ETssa  which  l^s  been  made. 

*'  Sxisting  schoolf  am  gradufdly  m^  steadily  improving  in  organ* 
iistion,  dueiplinei;  apd  generic  effieienoy.  The^  ici  alfP  a  marked 
improveaw^  in  tb^  fua^geipfi^t  of  a  great  number  of  schools. 
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Committees  are  more  attentive  to  and  vigorous  in  the  discharge  oi 
their  duties.  Unusual  efforts  are  made  to  supply  school  funds  by 
means  of  subscriptions,  lectures,  tea  meetings,  concerts,  and  penny 
readings.  It  is  to  me  a  source  of  encouragement  that  the  pecuniary 
departments  of  the  schools  are,  upon  the  whole,  tree  firom  embarrass- 
ment. 

"  Experience  confirms  me  in  the  opinion  that  public  examinations 
and  parents'  meetings  exercise  a  beneficial  influence  upon  schools. 
The  examination  acts  as  a  stimulus  to  the  teachers  and  the  taught, 
and  brings  schools  prominently  before  the  public.    The  parents' 
meeting  affords  an  excellent  opportunity  to  impress  upon  parents 
the  various  ways  by  which  they  can  promote  the  education  and  the 
welfare  of  their  children.    I  have  met  with  instances  where  an 
examination  and  parents*  meeting  have  resulted  in  changing  the 
whole  character  of  a  school,  and  forming  a  new  era  in  its  history. 
Hence  I  have  paid  considerable  attention  to  these  expedients.    1 
have  put  forth  much  effort  in  endeavouring  to  originate  schools  in 
districts  hitherto  destitute  of  them,  and  for  this  purpose  have, 
during  the  year,  paid  sixty-eight  visits  to  sixty-three  places,  in  all 
of  which  I  was,  as  the  representative  of  the  Society,  received  with 
gratitude  and  kindness.    In  the  majority  of  these  localities  school 
movements  have  been  set  on  foot.    This,  in  fact,  is  a  comparati?elj 
easy  task,,  as  there  is  scarcely  a  town,  village,  or  district  to  be  met 
with  where  there  is  not  a  desire  for  a  school  upon  the  liberal  and 
comprehensive  basis  of  the  Society.    These  efforts  to  create  schools 
have  been  attended  with  eminent  success,  fifteen  having  been  opened 
during  the  year,  and  there  are  fourteen  others  in  the  course  of 
erection.    In  addition  to  this,  seven,  which  had  previously  existed  in 
a  state  of  inefficiency,  have  been  reorganized,  and  placed  under 
Government  inspection.     The  schools  at  Cwmaman,  Troed-yrbin, 
and  Pembroke,  have  removed  into  substantial,  commodious,  and 
elegant  new  rooms.    The  one  at  Pembroke  is  in  every  respect  a 
model.    In  many  instances  school  accommodation  has  been  increased 
by  the  addition  of  class-rooms. 

"  Of  late  years  much  has  been  done  to  provide  schools  on  liberal 
principles  for  the  children  of  the  labouring  classes  [in  the  south  of 
the  Principality,  and  whilst  rejoicing  in  the  fact  that  we  have  now 
about  225  British  schools,  I  regret  to  say  that  double  that  number 
would  not  adequately  meet  the  wants  of  the  district  Thew  are 
towns,  villages,  and  rural  districts  where  the  want  of  suitable  schools 
is  deeply  felt.    In  many  of  the  localities  the  inhabitants  are  up  and 
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doing,  and  their  haying,  during  the  last  three  years,  established  no 
fewer  than  fifty-four  schools,  several  of  which  are  on  a  large  scale, 
enables  me  to  look  to  the  future  with  much  confidence.  In  South 
Wales  education  is  one  of  the  great  questions  of  the  day.  It  engages 
tbe  aHention  of  all  sects  and  classes.  Sich  and  poor  are  in  the 
Md.  The  desire  for  education  is  becoming  general,  and,  provided 
the  efforts  which  are  being  made  be  continued,  my  fellow-country- 
men wiQ,  with  the  assistance  of  our  excellent  Society  and  the  bless- 
ing of  Grod,  have  within  the  reach  of  their  children,  schools  which 
will  do  much  to  fit  them  for  the  discharge  of  their  duties  as  social, 
moral,  and  religiouB  beings." 


DBPOSITOBT. 

The  buamess  of  the  Depository,  conducted  on  the 
adjoining  premises,  is  maintained  with  steady  and 
useful  results,  and  constitutes  an  important  auxiliary 
to  the  general  cause  of  elementary  education.  About 
the  usual  demand  exists  both  for  home,  and  foreign 
Bchools,  the  latter  being  chiefly  from  Colonial  Boards 
of  Education,  by  whom  it  is  now  becoming  the  custom 
to  keep  a  supply  on  hand  for  the  use  of  their  schools. 
This  remark  applies  chiefly  to  the  Australian  Colonies, 
Yancouver  Island,  the  Bahamas,  &c. 

Out  of  seventy  grants  of  school  materials  made  during 
the  year,  thirty-one  have  been  awarded  to  new  schools, 
and  twelve  to  missionaries  and  others  labouring  abroad. 
Some  of  the  latter  are  to  caaes  of  special  interest,  and 
all,  your  Committee  believe,  are  highly  appreciated  and 
fiadthfully  applied. 

FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE  AND 

OPERATIONS. 

Your  Committee  continue  te  receive  cheering  commu- 
nications from  the  continent  of  Europe,  from  several  of 
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the  British  Colonies,  and  from  regions  where  the  preva- 
lence and  power  of  ignorance  and  heathenism  have  long 
held  sway.  It  is  comparatively  but  small  service  your 
Committee  can  render  to  those  devoted  missionaries  who 
cultivate  here  and  there  spots  in  the  moral  waste,  but  it 
is  by  them  greatly  prized.  The  grants  of  school  materials, 
though  necessarily  limited,  encourage  them  in  their  self- 
denying  labours^  and  ca31  forUi  grateful  and  prayeiful 
desires  for  the  success  of  the  Society. 

In  the  last  Keport  reference  was  made  to  the  Kingdom 
of  Italy y  and  the  spread  of  Scriptural  Education  among 
the  people.  Your  Committee  have  had  the  pleasure  to 
make  grants  of  Italian  Scripture  Lessons  to  no  less  than 
eighteen  schools,  established  in  the  principal  cities  and 
towns  of  Italy,  together  with  Italian  Lessons  on  Spelling, 
Arithmetic,  &c.  The  cases  were  well  attested  by  the 
personal  visit  and  investigations  of  a  gentleman  interested 
in  the  true  welfiire  of  the  people  of  that  peninsula, 
imder  whose  direction  these  grants  were  carefully 
appropriated. 

In  Syria  the  Anglo-Syrian  schools  at  Beyrouth  estab- 
lished in  1860,  continue  in  full  and  effective  operation. 
They  are  thirteen  in  number,  and  contain  some  600 
women  and  children,  though  for  a  season  scattered  by 
the  visitation  of  cholera.  To  these  your  Committee 
have  awarded,^  during  the  year^  a  grant  of  school 
materials. 

WEST  INDIES. 

Jamaica. — The  disastrous  events  which  have  recently 
occurred  in  Jamaica,  though  happUy  limited  to  a  portion 
otlly  of  the  island,  have  shown  the  absolute  n^6ce6Aty  for 
more  systematic  and  well-advised  effottis  for  the  (sduca- 
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tioD  of  the  people.     Should  this  be  one  of  the  remedial 
measures  suggested   by  the  recent  investigations  into 
the  condition  of  the  people,  your  Committee  cannot 
but  think  the  adoption  of  such  measures  must  prove 
a  permanent  and  unmixed  good.     The  relation  between 
^orance  and  vice  in  the  individual,  and  between  ignor- 
ance and  disorder  in  the  community^  with  their  oppositeSy 
is  apparent  in  some  form  or  degree  whether  at  home  or 
abroad.    It  must  not  be  understood  that  the  educational 
efforts  hitherto  made  in  Jamaica  have  been  nugatory ; 
there  is  abundant  testimony  to  the  contrary. 

The  following  extract  from  ^  lett^  received  from  the 
Bev.  William  Alloway,  of  Bidgemount,  Jamaica,  and 
dated  Feb.  6,  1866,  is  valuable  as  a  testimony  on  this 
point     Mr.  A.  says : — 


''The  school  at  Kidgemount  was  commenced  thirty  years  ago,  and 
haa  been  in  uninterrupted  operation  ever  since,  and  during  that  time 
it  has  giren  a  useful  education  to  hundreds  who  Would  in  all  proba- 
bility, but  for  the  advantages  offered  by  this  school,  have  been 
brought  up  in  the  grossest  ignorance.  It  is  at  the  present  time 
efficiently  conducted  by  a  black  young  man,  who  received  his  early 
education  in  it,  and  was  afterwards  trained  as  a  teacher  in  the  Mico 
Institution  in  Kingston. 

''The  course  of  instruction  is  much  the  same  as  in  the  country 
schools  in  England.  We  have  classes  reading  toell  in  all  your  school 
books;  the  greater  part  of  the  children  are  learning  to  write^  and 
fortjf  are  ciphering.  In  the  afternoon  Mrs.  A.  takes  a  large  class  of 
girls,  who  are  taught  sewing,  marking,  &c.  A  part  of  their  time 
is  also  occupied  in  making  up  of  articles  of  wearing  apparel  for  sah, 
the  profit  on  which  is  passed  to  the  credit  of  the  schooL 

**It  may  be  regarded  as  &  proof  of  the  efficient  Inanner  in  Which 
the  school  is  conducted,  and  also,  to  some  extent,  of  the  intete&t 
which  parents  take  in  the  education  of  their  children,  that  although 
during  a  gi^eat  part  of  the  past  year  there  Was  a  good  deal  of  scarcity, 
and  some  distress  among  the  people,  the  school  fee^  i&  this  school 
amounted  to  the  sum  of  £22.** 
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The  following  report  from  the  Rev.  Wm.  Qaydon,  of 
Four  Paths^  Jamaica,  illustrates  the  self-denying  eflTorts 
made  to  maintain  the  schools  under  his  care.   He  says : — 

**  The  report  is  far  from  being  so  encouraging  as  in  some  former 
years,  in  consequence  of  the  deep  distress  of  the  people ;  and  firom 
the  same  cause  I  am  compelled  to  solicit  the  liberality  of  the  friends 
of  education,  as  our  people  are  too  poor  to  furnish  school  materials. 

"  Two  of  the  schools,  Harmon  and  Cumberland,  are  in  populous 
villages,  which  would  be  left  in  gross  ignorance  were  the  schools 
closed,  as  the  teachers  are  the  only  intelligent  persons  near.  These 
I  have  had  in  operation  for  about  two  years.  The  others  were 
originated  by  me  some  five  years  since,  except  Forus  and  G-reenoclc, 
which  I  found  in  existence  when  I  took  charge  of  the  stations. 

"These  six  schools  are  conducted  at  an  expense  of  £140  per 
annum  for  salary,  in  addition  to  school  fees  which  amount  to  about 
£50  per  annum.  Our  plan  is  to  give  the  teacher  all  he  can  make 
by  school  fees,  and  to  supplement  his  salary  to  the  extent  of  £20  or 
£25  per  annum. 

'*  For  the  £140  the  pastor  is  solely  responsible,  and  last  year  all 
that  we  obtained  beyond  the  members  of  the  church,  all  of  whom 
are  labourers,  was  £45.  Having  to  provide  so  large  a  sum  for  salarj 
leaves  no  opportunity  of  raising  funds  to  purchase  school  materials, 
and  the  painful  result  is  that  the  progress  of  the  children  is  greatly 
retarded  for  want  of  these  necessaries.  It  is  the  absolute  need  that 
has  emboldened  me  to  ask  if  your  Committee  can  in  this  way  kindly 
aid  the  good  work  here." 

To  this  appeal  your  Committee  promptly  replied. 
The  Rev.  John  Dalgliesh,  of  Chapelton,  Jamaica^  thus 
acknowledges  the  aid  rendered  by  the  Society : — 

"  During  the  last  twenty  odd  years  I  have  received  various  grants  of 
A  similar  kind  from  the  British  and  Foreign  School  Society,  and  hare 
been  greatly  assisted  thereby  in  promoting  the  education  of  the 
young  in  that  part  of  the  mission  field  where  my  lot  has  been  cast. 
But  I  feel  particularly  indebted  for  the  last  grant,  as  it  was  not  only 
large  and  suitable,  but  very  much  required.  The  school  at  this 
station  had  been  a  long  time  without  proper  supervision,  and  from

tbt  ind  other  causes  had  dwindled  awdy.  It  is  now,  however, 
gndnallj  getting  up,  and  we  have  forty  in  school.  The  children, 
being  regular  in  their  attendance,  are  making  veiy  considerable 
progress,  and  are  becoming  much  interested  in  the  subjects  forming 
the  BaOy  Lessons.  I  have  lately  opened  a  very  promising  school 
about  seyen  miles  from  Chapelton,  and  I  have  devoted  part  of  the 
grant  to  that  school.  There  are  only  twenty-four  children  in  attend- 
ance as  yet,  but  it  is  a  popxdous  district,  and  I  have  no  doubt  will 
become  an  important  school.  A  third  school  connected  with  the 
stfttion  is  situated  about  four  miles  distant,  and  is  attended  by  forty 
ehildzen.  There  was  a  fourth  school  connected  with  the  station, 
which,  however,  I  have  been  obliged  to  dose  from  want  of  means  to 
paj  a  teacher,  but  as  it  is  very  much  wanted  I  shall  do  all  in  my 
power  to  get  it  opened  again. 

''The  schools  generally  are  not  so  well  attended  as  they  used  to 
be,  psrtly,  I  believe,  from  the  poverty  of  the  parents  and  high  price 
of  clothing,  and  partly  from  the  circumstance  that  the  parents  them- 
aelves  have  not  received  so  much  education  as  to  impress  them  with 
a  sense  of  its  value." 

Bahamas. — Mr.  William  Job,  who  was,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  your  Committee,  appointed  the  Secretary 
to  the  Board  of  Education  for  the  Bahamas,  has  entered 
ou  his  duties  with  much  earnestness  and  hope.  His 
duties  as  secretary  include  the  inspection  of  the  schools 
m  the  several  islands.  He  is  doing  much  towards  their 
improyement,  and  has  obtained  the  sanction  of  the 
Board  to  take  steps  for  the  formation  of  libraries  in  con- 
nection with  the  schools.  Mr«  Job  states,  that  where 
practicable  he  addresses  the  parents,  and  that  a  large 
accession  of  scholars  and  an  increase  of  the  fees  have 
generally  been  the  result.  He  has  also  proposed  the 
establishment  of  a  dep6t  for  the  sale  of  educational  and 
interesting  literature.  During  the  year  he  has  sent  out 
six  new  teachers^  and  is  seeking  for  five  more.  The 
great  desideratum  is  trained  teachers^  a  need  which  the 
Board  is  seeking  to  supply,  if  possible,  firom  this  country. 
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Barhadoes. — The  llev.  J.  B.  EdghiU,  of  the  Moravian 

Missionary  Society,  writing  from  Sharon,  supplies  the 
following  information  respecting  their  school  opera- 
tions.   He  says : — 

''  We  have  sixteen  schools  in  our  connection  in  Barbadoee,  with  a 
daily  attendance  of  between  1,100  and  l,20a  Most  of  these  aehool- 
houses  have  been  erected  by  our  mission,  and  for  the  most  part 
supplied  at  our  cost,  by  the  aid  of  kind  fnends  in  G^ennasy  or 
England. 

"  Two  of  these  schools  are  of  recent  origin.  One  of  them  ia  ealled 
the  Jubilee  School,  and  was  organized  on  account  of  our  late  Jubilee. 
The  other  is  called  the  Centenary  School,  and  is  a  memorial  of  our 
Centenary  Jubilee  held  in  May  last.  Bach  of  these  schools  now 
numbers  in  daily  attendance  upwards  of  seventy  children.  Th^  >re, 
as  you  may  infer,  in  localities  that  needed  them. 

"For  two  years  or  more  this  island,  like  some  of  its  neigh- 
bours, has  been  struggling  under  great  difficulties.  We  hafe  in 
consequence  found  it  very  difficult  to  maintain  our  school  operations ; 
andi  iu  facti  but  for  foreign  aid  we  should  have  been  compelled  to 
abandon  one  or  more  of  our  posts.  During  the  present  year,  I  am 
gjlad  to  say,  there  has  been  some  improvement,  and  our  numbers  are 
better  now  than  fbr  many  months  in  the  years  referred  to.  Still,  we 
aie  compelled  to  receive  the  mass  of  the  children  without  fees,  and 
eve^  l)elp  some  of  ^I^^i^  wit^  so^e  clothing  to  get  them  into  achoql 
Xt  is  indiapei^9%bly  nep^^sarj  t^  extend  reli^oup  knowledge  among 
the  young  people  of  our  island,  or  the  worst  mtff  be  apprehended  for 
these  places. 

<<  He  is  the  true  friend  of  the  West  Indies  thi^t  promotes  the  soond 
religipus  JBOfamqtion  of  the  rising  generntiw.  We  of  th^  If Qf^fian 
Missian  have  longf  seen  tfiis,  fui4  hence  ve  d^yote  qiuch  of  Q\jff  tiipe 
and  attention  to  education..  Hence,  while  we  number  only  four 
stations  and  four  missionaries,  we  number  sixteen  schools  Srud  some 
twenty-four  teachers,  male  and  female. 

'<  I  eaa  repovt  the  progress  of  aU  the  aet^ools  during  the  past  J^ 
t<x  b^  a^tis&ctoiy.  )dy  visits  to  ^i^h  fifid  examinatioA  w^f^  completed 
in  Qctoberi  when  I  found  a^  increase  in  attendance  ov^r  the  year 
before  of  167.  The  imprgvement  in  reading  and  dictation  was 
marked,  whilst  in  arithmetic  and  grammar  I  could  write  with 
approval.** 


8(nUh  8e(M.  —  Seveml  interesting  oomiBunications 
have  been  received  from  missionaries  among  the  islands 
of  the  South.  Pacific  Ocean.  The  grateful  recognition 
of  the  help  your  Society  has  been  able  to  render  is  the 
more  gratifying,  because  of  the  manifest  benefits  which 
have  accrued  to  tbe  population. 

Writing  from  Mangaia^  the  Rev.  W.  W.  Gill  says : — 

**  There  has  been  a  considerable  advance  in  nseful  knowledge  on 
the  part  of  oar  joiing  people  fbr  many  years.  This  would  not  have 
been  so  g^reat  but  for  th^  facilities  you  have  kindly  afforded  to  us 
from  time  to  time.  A  few  months  ago  a  laige  school-bouae  was 
opeoed  at  this  village ;  it  is  about  100  ft.  by  40  ft.  The  roof  is  a 
gnst  curioaity  on  acoount  of  its  being  very  tastefully  ornamented. 
It  is  neatly  floored  and  seated  throughout,  with  a  raised  gallery  at 
the  finrther  end.  In  this  building  the  Sunday  school  children  meet 
on  the  Lord'a  day,  at  from  8  to  9  a.m.,  and  2  to  8  p.m.  On  sabbaths 
it  is  very  pleamat  to  see  over  400  faces  fixed  on  the  speaker,  and  to 
hear  the  loud  chorus  of  praise  to  the  only  living  and  true  Ckid.  On 
wedi-days  the  ehildren  meet  at  early  mom  only,  to  read,  cipher, 
sad  to  mite.  After  the  teaching  is  over,  many  of  them  have  tq  gq 
iBveral  miles  to  get  food,  Ac.,  &c.,  for  their  parents.  I  think  we  get 
an  sversge  attendance  of  800  on  week-days.  Although  the  hours  of 
instmetion  are  ficom  the  circumstapoes  of  the  people  very  brifif,  the 
greater  portion  of  our  yoang  people  read  the  word  of  God  conrectly 
in  thffis  own  languaga  Eew  are  unaUe  to  jot  down  on  a  slate,  a 
wfap  of  papeiv  or  on  a  fipeah  banana  lea^  the  heads  of  the  morning 
and  afternoon  sermons.  Their  parents  catechize  them  on  their 
amval  at  homa  There  are  two  or  three  great  difficulties  we  have  to 
contend  with.  One  is  the  vagn^i^t  habits  of  native  children ;  hare, 
as  at  heme,  some  wiU  play  truant;  perhapa  twenty  cor  thirty  vrill 
ran  offto  the  reef  to  eoUeet  aheUtflsh,  &o.<^  A«.,  instead  of  going  to 
aehooi 

'^  I%6B,  again,  our  school  teacheia  are  all  voluntary,  and,  of  course, 
family  cares  often  keep  thepi  away.  Still,  I  think  there  is  a  steady 
advaoea  in  knowledge  amongst  the  rising  generatioi^;  not  that  the 
old  folks  care  to  go  much  beyond  the  simple  reading  of  the  Book  of 
life.    Probably  there  is  not  a  person  on  this  island  over  fifty  years 
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of  age  that  believeci  the  world  to  be  round.  We  have  an  excdlent 
little  book  on  astronomy,  translated  into  our  dialect  bj  the  late  Boy. 
A.  Buzaeott.  Only  the  young  people  believe  ii^  its  startling  revela- 
tions. A  middle-aged  native,  a  good  man,  came  to  me  a  short  time 
since  to  ask  *  where  Mangaia  was  on  the  map  of  the  world.'  I 
pointed  out  to  him  the  larger  divisions  of  the  globe,  and  then  this 
tiny  island.  He  smiled  and  said  (in  earnest,  I  believe), '  You  white 
people  have  the  making  of  the  maps,  and  you  take  good  care  to  make 
your  own  lands  appear  big,  and  our  lar^e  island  very  small.*  " 

The  Rev.  James  Green,  of  Tahaa,  one  of  the  Society 
Islands,  thus  reports  upon  their  methods  of  proceeding, 
and  of  the  interest  felt  in  the  acquisition  of*  the  rudi- 
ments of  knowledge.     He  says  : — 

"  Our  scholastic  duties  resolve  themselves  into  two  classes.  Pirst, 
the  education  of  young  men  for  the  ministry  and  as  schoolmasters ; 
and  secondly,  the  general  instruction  of  the  juvenile  and  adult  popu- 
lation  of  our  island,  in  which  our  students  are  daily  engaged. 

"In  the  ordinary  school  department  we  have  great  reason  for 
encouragement.  Our  island  is  not  populous,  but  the  children  are 
very  regular  in  their  attendance  at  our  schools,  and  many  make  rapid 
progress.  We  have  about  150  children  in  our  school ;  sometimes  we 
number  200.  We  have  also  classes  for  adults,  at  which  from  thirty 
to  forty  attend  as  circumstances  will  enable  them.  There  is  perhaps 
a  greater  thirsting  for  knowledge  among  the  people  now  than  has 
been  known  for  some  years  past ;  the  following  is  an  instance  of  the 
strength  of  the  desire.  Some  eight  months  ago  I  was  surprised  at 
seeing  a  married  man  enter  our  children's  school,  and  take  his  seat  in 
our  second  class  of  boys.  On  my  inquiring  of  him  his  object  in 
coming,  he  said  he  wished  to  be  taught,  as  he  had  been  living  in  the 
bush  all  his  life  and  knew  nothing,  but  now  he  desired  to  leain.  I 
could  give  you  many  cases  of  a  similar  kind,  and  in  order  to  meet  tbe 
wants  of  this  class  of  pupils  we  have  formed  adult  classes  in  various 
parts  of  our  town^  and  once  a  week  I  assemble  them  together  and 
pass  a  kind  of  examination  on  them,  and  I  have  been  agreeably  sur- 
prised to  find  them  make  such  rapid  progress. 

''Our  writing  and  ciphering  exercises  are  not  so  numerous  or 
efficient  as  I  wish  them  to  be,  as  our  supply  of  writing  mateiiak  is 
so  very  small  and  insufficient.    We  are  put  to  great  straits  in  our 
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chiUten's  schools  for  the  want  of  school  materials,  and  if  the  Com- 
mittee of  jour  excellent  Society  could  assist  us  a  little  in  that 
partJcalATy  they  would  be  conferring  a  great  beDefit  on  us  and  the 
people  of  our  charge." 

The  following  illustration  of  teaching  under  difficulties 
is  furnished  by  Rev.  W.  G.  Lawes.  Writing  from 
Savage  Island,  he  says : — 

""The  population  of  the  island  is  5,000.  The  whole  of  this  popu- 
Iition  is  in  constant  attendance  at  our  schools.  We  have  not  an 
extenrire  literature  here ;  about  four  books  comprise  the  whole,  viz., 
ft  small  reading  book,  a  small  catechism,  a  hymn-book  of  40  hymns, 
ft  portion  of  the  New  Testament,  comprising  the  Gospels,  Acts,  and 
two  or  three  epistles.  About  2,000  islanders  can  read  these  books 
veil.  Learning  to  read  is  no  easy  matter  to  many  of  them,  still 
tbey  perscYere.  Many  whose  hair  became  grey,  and  their  eyes  dim 
in  the  dark  days  of  heathenism,  may  now  be  seen  poring  over  their 
book,  trying  to  master  the  difficulties  of  the  mysterious  alphabet. 
We  are  much  restricted  in  our  educational  efforts  by  the  want  of 
books  in  Savage  Island  dialect,  and  by  the  want  of  European  help. 
1  and  my  wife  are  the  only  Europeans  on  the  island.  The  whole 
work  of  instructing  the  natiyes  in  temporal  and  spiritual  things 
derolres  on  us,  and  in  addition  to  this  the  work  of  translating  the 
Scriptures. 

*^  Many  of  the  children  can  write  tolerably  well  on  slates,  and  have 
a  pretty  good  knowledge  of  the  elements  of  arithmetic. 

"In  the  early  part  of  this  year  I  commenced  an  institution  for 
tniniog  young  men  for  teachers.  I  have  been  greatly  eucouraged  in 
this  work.  1  have  twelve  young  men,  with  whom  I  have  many  classes 
in  the  course  of  the  week.  They  have  made  wonderful  progress  in 
writing,  arithmetic,  geography,  and  general  knowledge.  AV'e  sadly 
want  help  for  this  training  school  in  the  shape  of  writing  materials, 
copy-books,  slates,  &c.  We  are  also  greatly  in  want  of  prints, 
diagrams,  maps,  &c.  Our  children  want  something  to  relieve  the 
monotony  and  wearisomeness  of  their  pictureless  reading-books; 
common  prints,  illustrative  of  natural  and  Scripture  history,  and  com- 
mon things,  would  put  quite  a  new  and  interesting  face  on  our  schools. 
Natives  are  very  fond  of  pictures,  and  all  our  schools  and  all  our 
iastroction  is  pictureless.    Gladly  would  the  natives  pay  for  these 
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things  if  they  were  able,  but  tbey  hare  no  money,  and  the  predaoeof 
their  land  is  small  and  perishable. 
<<  Our  people  have  the  heart  to  acquire  knowledge,  hut  have  very 

small  means  of  getting  it." 


SOUTH  AFBICA. 

The  Kev.  R  B.  Taylor,  of  Cmdock,  South  Afirica, 
after  acknowledging  the  timely  arrival  of  a  grant  of 
school  materials,  says  : — 

"  My  day  school,  on  behalf  of  which  I  write,  is  composed  almost 
exclusively  of  natives.    The  exceptions  are  five  children  of  German 
parents.    The  natives  are  composed  of  diflferent  raoes — ^Hottentots, 
Bastards,  Eerrgfls,  Kaffirs.     Our  average  daily  attendance  is  46. 
Instniction  is  imparted  in  English  and  Dutch,  t. «.,  the  language  of 
the  school  is  English,  but  all  explanations  in  Dutch,  this  latter  being 
understood  and  spoken  by  all  the  scholars.    The  course  of  instruc- 
tion comprises  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  geography  with  maps, 
construction  of  maps,  dictation,  and  English  composition.     Some  of 
the  elder  children  acquit  themselves  well  in  these  exercises.    But  it 
is  a  great  drawback  that  the  parents  are  very  poor,  and  therefore 
withdraw  their  children  as  soon  as  they  are  of  an  age  to  be  of  pecu- 
niary assistance  by  their  labour.    A  still  more  qerious  obstacle  to 
advancement  is  the  strong  prejudice  of  colour  which  condemns  tbe 
native  to  an  almost  impassable  menial  state.    Were  there  for  the 
clever  native  lad  the  prospect  of  obtaining  a.  situation  as  clerk  in  a 
store,  <&c.,  there  would  be  a  stimulus  to  private  study  after  having 
left  school ;  but  as  there  is  no  such  prospect,  nothing  beyond  the 
track  in  which  his  father  and  neighbours  move,  very  many  within  a 
few  years  after  leaving  school  forget  almost  all  they  had  learned. 
This  is  discouraging,  both  to  teachers  and  to  the  friends  of  tbe 
natires.     But  we  dare  not  give  up.    Duty  is  ours ;  ftiture  results 
we  can  confide  to  the  Lord. 

^*  As  to  the  eastern  portion  of  this  oolony  generally,  education  btf 
made  great  advances,  especially  of  late  years.  Even  the  Dptch  poi^ 
tion  of  the  inhabitants  are  becoming  more  and  more  alive  to  the 
advantage  of  a  good  education.  It  is  true  some  of  the  oU  genus 
^  Muster '  are  to  he  found  in  some  obsaure  corners,  yet  the  article 
is  becoming  a  greater  cudosity  every  year.** 
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CBNTBAL  AMBiaCA. 

Mosquito  Coast, — ^The  terrible  hurricane  which  swept 
this  coast  in  the  autumn  of  Fast  year,  and  laid  waste 
the  land  to  a  considerable  extent,  is  thus  described  by 
the  Eev.  E,  Grunewald,  a  German  in  connection  with 
the  Moravian  Missionary  Society. 

"Tqu  mk  me,"  b^  aays,  "  for  jofonnatioii  ^bont  our  work.  I  can 
giro  you  ibu  tipie  only  Ycry^  sad  news.  It  baa  pleaa^  tbe  Almighty 
Lard  to  afflict  us  sorely ;  for  in  the  night  from  the  18th  to  19th  of 
October  pn  awful  hurricane  destroyed  our  Mosquito  land  and  five  of 
our  mission  stations.  Oh !  that  was  a  dreadful  storm  ;  our  houses, 
our  ^uveh,  all  tbe  trees  were  broken  down.  We  had  to  flee  with 
ouv  childreQ  from  the  bouse  just  ere  it  broke  dowQ*  At  last  the 
morning  came,  the  whole  town  was  destroyed,  only  two  houses  left, 
all  in  ruin,  all  desolate.  Our  school  press  was  spoiled,  all  the  books 
spoiled,  the  children  have  lost  their  books,  some  houses  were  quite 
washed  away,  nothing  left  but  the  bare  life.  In  Baitipura  was  the 
vkola  village  under  water,  our  church  was  washed  away,  nothing 
left  b^t  one  post.  We  are  in  great  distress;  the  Lord's  hai^d  is 
heavy  upoQ  us.  Since  October  18th  there  is  no  school  as  yet  recom- 
menced, because  there  was  no  house,  no  place  for  it.  The  carpen- 
ters are  now  about  setting  up  our  church ;  and  after  the  new  year 
we  wiQ  open  our  school  again  in  the  name  of  the  Lord.  But  how  to 
begi^  if  th^ii^  §i^  no  books,  no  maps,  no  materii^la !  We  would 
re^U0St|  therefore^  your  kia^  and  generous  Society  most  humbly  to 
&8^  us  again,  and  to  send  us  a  grant  of  school  books  and  other  m^" 
terials.  Tou  have  done  so  much  for  our  school  already,  and  I  would 
not  venture  to  ask  if  we  were  not  in  great  distress." 

Your  Committee  did  not  hesitate  to  loeet  thia  apeoial 
did^k,  m  fediagly  put  and  bo  manifeatly  strong  &om  its 
peciiliwr  eiroumataneea,  A  subsequent  communigfttion 
^Qm  the  same  locality,  received  last  month,  further 
deiaihee  th^  disastrous  ©Bfects  of  the  stor^l,  and  con- 
tms^  an  appeal  for  help  on  behalf  of  another  station  of 
the  Horaviap  Missionary  Society  similarly  affected. 
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A  correspondence  has  been  maintained  with  labourers 
in  other  islands  of  the  West  Indies,  in. Sierra  Leone, 
Hayti,  and  the  East  Indies,  from  whose  reporte  informa- 
tion  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

However  wishful,  yea,  anxious,  to  serve  the  interests 
of  humanity  in  every  clime  and  of  every  colour,  by 
stretching  out  a  helping  hand  to  those  who  seek  to 
promote  the  cause  of  the  Scriptural  Education  of  the 
poor,  your  Committee  feel  that  the  claims  of  our  home 
population  are  of  primary  and  pressing  importance.  It 
must  not  be  supposed  that  the  various  agencies  now  in 
operation  have  met  the  educational  necessities  of  those 
around  us.  Proof  to  the  contrary  is  most  abundant 
and  almost  appalling.  The  revelations  made  by  the 
careful  investigations  of  the  Education  Aid  Society  in 
Manchester  would  no  doubt  be  found  appUcable  to 
other  large  towns  and  cities.  That  society,  as  its  name 
indicates,  was  founded  about  two  years  since.  Its  object 
is  thus  defined : — "  the  general  education  of  the  children 
of  the  poor  upon  such  principles  aa  may  unite  members 
of  all  religious  denominations  in  a  common  effort/' 
This  object  the  society  seeks  to  attain  chiefly  in  respect 
to  existing  schools,  by  paying  for  the  children  of  poor 
parents  so  much  of  the  school  fees  as  shall  be  needful 
This  necessarily  involves  careful  inquiry,  to  ascertain 
the  actual  condition  of  the  parents  applying  for  aid,  as 
well  as  the  possible  claims  upon  society  arising  &om  the 
numbers  requiring  help. 

It  was  found,  &om  the  canvass  of  certain  districts, 
including  7,650  families,  that  these  consisted  of  37,973 
persons ;  the  number  of  children  of  all  ages  living  with 
parents  or  guardians  was  23,988.  Of  these  children 
7,804  were  above  12  years  of  age,  11,086  between  3 
and  12  years  of  age,  and  5,008  imder  3  years  of  age. 
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Of  the  7,804  above  12  there  were  only  112  at  school ; 
6,424  were  at  work,  but  1,268  were  neither  at  school 
nor  at  work.  Of  the  11,086  between  3  and  12,  there 
were  762  at  work ;  4,537  were  at  school,  but  5,787  were 
neither  at  school  nor  at  work.  Taking  the  total  of 
children  of  all  ages  above  three  years  of  age  living  with 
parents  or  guardians,  there  were  4,649  at  school,  but 
7,055  were  neither  at  school  nor  at  work.  Thus  in 
every  100  not  at  work,  40  were  at  school  and  60  not  at 
BchooL  This  canvass  and  these  results  apply  to  one-tenth 
only  of  the  area  of  Manchester  and  Salford. 

These  statistics  require  more  than  comment,  they 
demand  action,  and  it  is  interesting  to  inquire  how  far 
the  effort  referred  to  has  in  any  measure  met  the  case. 
It  appears  that  for  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  1865 
the  number  of  children  towards  whose  school  fees  pay- 
ment had  been  made  by  this  society  was  7,200,  at  a 
cost  of  £345  15s.  6d.  for  the  three  months.  The 
amount  paid  by  the  parents  for  the  same  period,  on 
behalf  of  these  children,  was  £131  15s.  lOd. 

By  means  of  this  movement  an  impulse  has  been 
given  to  Education,  and  an  interest  awakened.  At  the 
close  of  the  first  year  the  Committee  say  "they 
believe  themselves  ftdly  justified  in  stating  that  the 
society  has  already  gained  a  position  of  great  useful- 
ness, and  that  it  promises  to  become  of  still  greater 
value  in  the  promotion  of  popular  education.  It  has 
abready  won  the  confidence  of  all  denominations,  and  in 
this  fiict  lies  its  chief  value.  To  its  direct  work  of 
sending  poor  children  to  school  there  is  at  present  no 
practic^  limit,  except  the  exhaustion  of  its  funds,  or  the 
want  of  more  schools.'* 

From  their  second  report,  it  appears  that  during  the 
two  years  which  have  elapsed  since  the  formation  of 
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this  society,  1 6  ne^  publid  sfthools  have  he^n  opelied,  3 
have  removed  into  liew  and  enlarged  buildings,  1  has 
opened  a  new  department,  and  V  other  new  schools  are 
in  progress  or  about  to  be  opened. 

Your  Committee  submit  that  this  scheme  does  honour 
to  the  practical  wisdom  and  true  philanthropy  of  its 
promoters.  Why  should  not  some  such  plan  be  adopted 
in  other  large  towns  and  cities  ?  It  cannot  be  concealed 
that  the  condition  of  the  uneducated  masses  of  our  great 
towns  is  the  heaviest  burden  and  the  greatest  reproach 
to  England ;  and  the  ease  with  which  this  burden  might 
be  lessened,  and  this  reproach  removed,  rendets  the 
disgrace  more  bitter  and  the  misery  the  more  pungent. 

Your  Committee  await  with  much  interest  the  legisla- 
tive action  which  it  is  presumed  must  arise  out  of  the 
recommendations  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  upon 
the  subject  of  juvenile  labour  in  factories  and  other 
branches  of  trade  and  manufacture.  The  educational 
clauses  in  the  Factory  Acts,  which  have  gradually  but 
slowly  been  extended  from  cotton  and  print  works  to 
the  manufacture  of  earthenware,  to  fustian-cutting, 
paper-staining,  &c.,  have  proved  an  untaixed  good  By 
these  means  a  large  number  of  hitherto  ignortint  children 
have  been  brought  under  instruction ;  emplo^etB  of 
labour  have  been  ardtised  and  interested ;  and  pai^nts 
have  accepted  the  arrangements  with  growing  satisfac- 
tion. To  your  Committee  this  appears  a  true  and  safe 
method  of  solving  the  educational  difficulty.  Already 
there  exist  reformatories  and  ragged  schools^  embracing 
certain  vicious  and  destitute  sections  of  the  popUlatioD. 
ProVisioh  had  been  made  for  the  attendance  at  school  of 
the  children  of  those  receiving  out-door  relief  while 
the  daUs^s  referred  to  include  certain  sections  of  the 
working  class.    A  base  of  operation  has  thus  been  6di1- 
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stituted,  a  principle  of  actloh  laid  down.     Dofes  not  the 

extension  of  the  lines  df  that  base,  and  the  further 

appiication  of  the  principle,  appear  both  reasonable  and 

safe!     Such  a  course  has  the  advantage  over  many 

other  plans,  because  it  recognizes  and.  uses  existing 

edQcational  organization;   leaves  so  wide  a  scope  for 

individual  or  combined  voluntary  action ;  preserves  to 

parents  the   right   of   selecting    the  school  for  their 

cluldren ;  and  if  it  deed  not  meet  the  so-called  "  religious 

difficulty**  in  ^tiy  prescribed  form,  leaves  it  to  be  settled 

hj  that  strong  current  of  ireally  religious  feeling  which 

80  extensively  prevails,  and  which,  under  the  guidance  of 

trae  Christian  charity,  is  the  best  security  for  the  Scrip- 

lurtd  and  thus  the  Religious  Education  of  the  people. 

There  is  one  subject  to  which  the  attention  of  your 
Committed  has  recently  been  called,  and  their  counsel 
and  aid  invoked,  which  must  not  be  passed  over  without 
distinct  notice ;  viz.,  the  charging  of  school  buildings,  in 
common  with  all  charitable  institutions,  to  the  poors, 
parochial,  and  other  rates,  a  charge  which  it  is  under- 
stood carries  with  it  liability  to  the  payment  of  property 
tax.  On  the  legality  of  this  proceeding  youi"  Cotn- 
mittee  do  not  oflfer  an  opinion ;  to  do  so  would  be  to 
Impugn  the  decision  of  the  Judicial  Committee  of  the 
House  of  Lords;  but  they  do  note  the  fact  that  this 
deciition  is  based  t^poti  an  Act  passed  in  the  reign  of 
Queen  Elizabeth.  That  school  buildings,  unoccupied  as 
a  restdencCy  erected  and  maintained  chiefly  by  voluntary 
contributiobs,  Employed  for  purposes  which  directly  and 
confttsedlj^  tend  to  lessen  pauperism,  and  thus  to  lower 
th6  jwor^s  rate,  riiould  be  thus  charged,  is  an  anomaly  so 
gttet  tod  ^  hardship  so  real  as  hardly  to  be  credible.  To 
this  Society  it  becomes  a  serious  additional  charge  upon 
its  inc6taie,  and  to  Committees  of  schools,  often  struggling 
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with  diflSculty  and  discouragement^  it  is  both  oppresave 
and  irritating.  It  is  hoped  that^  without  the  oost  and 
labour  incident  to  a  universal  protest  and  appeal,  her 
Majesty's  Government  will  interpose  to  revise  an  Act  so 
obsolete  by  the  early  introduction  of  one  more  in 
harmony  with  the  times  and  reign  of  Queen  Victoria, 
whom  God  long  preserve ! 

From  the  financial  statement  about  to  be  read  by  your 
treasurer,  it  will  be  found  that  the  income  for  the  past 
year  has  rather  exceeded  the  expenditure,  arising  from 
the  payment  of  several  bequests  made  by  the  friends  of 
the  Society.  This  is  necessarily  a  fluctuating  and  alto- 
gether uncertiedn  source  of  income,  and  one  which  in  the 
case  of  other  institutions  is  usually  held  in  reserve 
against  emergencies.  The  regular  income  of  the  Society 
is  below  its  expenditure,  and,  under  the  present  arrange- 
ment of  the  Committee  of  Council  on  Education,  is  in 
process  of  diminution.  Necessity  is  therefore  laid  upon 
your  Committee  to  press  the  claims  of  the  Society  on 
the  kind  and  liberal  consideration  of  its  friends. 

The  relations  which  subsist  between  ignorance  and 
improvidence —  ignorance  and  pauperism  —  ignorance 
and  crime,  have  long  since  been  established  by  evidence 
that  cannot  be  overthrown.  The  economy  of  educating 
a  population  like  our  own,  arising  out  of  these  relations, 
is  equally  obvious,  whether  instruction  be  regarded  as  a 
guarantee  for  order,  or  a  moral  insurance  of  property : 
DUTY,  involved  in  those  higher  considerations  which 
arise  out  of  our  common  brotherhood  and  responsibility 
to  God,  entirely  harmonizes  with  the  claims  of  a  wise 
expediency ;  and  both  are  supported  by  proofs  of  pressing 
necessity,  which  can  neither  be  honestly  doubted  nor 
safely  denied. 

True,  the  responsibility  of  educating  the  people  of 
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England  does  not  rest  exclusively  with  us.  Happily  for 
the  country,  there  are  many  labourers  in  this  great  field. 
Far  from  envying  or  lamenting  over  this,  your  Committee 
rejoice  to  see  others  struggling  to  be  foremost  in  the 
^ork.  It  is  at  once  an  encouragement  to  labour  and  a 
pledge  of  triumph.  Still,  your  Committee  cannot  be 
indifferent  to  the  importance  of  promoting  Education  on 
the  sound  and  comprehensive  principles  which  the 
Society  has  so  long  and  under  the  divine  blessing  so 
successfdly  advocated.  Recognizing  as  they  do  the 
supremacy  of  Holy  Scripture  and  the  rights  of  conscience, 
your  Committee  feel  that  in  extending  the  benefits  of 
education  on  a  basis  so  firm,  and  on  a  principle  so  much 
m  accordance  with  civil  and  religious  liberty,  they  are 
instrumentally  helping  forward  the  truest  and  highest 
iuterests  of  their  country  and  their  kind.

Bentiog  their  twenty-fifth  report,  have  much  pleasure  in  congratu- 
ktmg  their  subscribers  and  friends  upon  the  continued  satisfactory 
condition  of  the  two  schools. 

''  The  attendance  of  the  children  has  increased  during  the  past 
jear  in  a  Tery  remarkable  manner,  as  the  following  numbers  from 
the  registers  will  show : — ^Admitted,  boys,  135 ;  girls,  105 ;  total, 
240:  left,  boySy  90;  girls,  95;  total,  185:  average  for  the  year, 
boys,  164 ;  girls,  144 ;  total,  308 :  present  attendance,  boys,  190 ; 
girls,  168 ;  total,  358 :  present  number  on  books,  boys,  212 ;  girls, 
ISl ;  total,  393. 

**  During  the  last  three  months  220  boys  and  178  girls  have  been 
in  attendance,  giving  a  total  of  398  children  who  have  received 
instraction  in  your  schools  during  that  time. 

"On  the  13th  and  14th  of  June,  Mr.  Brodie,  Her  Majesty's 
Inspector,  examined  these  schools.  240  children  sat  for  examination 
in  reading,  writing  and  spelling,  and  arithmetic ;  of  these  227  passed 
in  reading,  238  passed  in  writing  and  spelling,  and  236  passed  in 
arithoietic. 

"  These  results  your  committee  consider  to  be  very  satisfactory, 
Thej  reflect  great  credit  upon  the  methods  of  instruction  employed 
in  your  schools.  They  testify  to  the  careful  attention  given  to  the 
elementary  work  of  the  children,  as  illustrated  hy  the  fact,  that  out 
of  240  diildren  examined  in  spelling  only  2  fell  through,  and  in 
arithmetic  only  4.    In  reading  there  were  more  failures,  mainly  with 

^  very  young  children  between  six  and  seven  years  of  age. 
''  Your  committee,  recognizing  the  force  of  the  complaints  of  H.M. 

Inspectors,  as  to  the  tendency  of  the  New  Code  to  formalize  the 

work  of  the  elementary  schools,  are  glad  of  the  opportunity  afforded 
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this  evening,  by  the  recitation  of  the  pupils,  to  Batisfy  themBetves 
that  in  their  schools  the  best  authors  are  read,  and  their  works ' 
appreciated.  In  English  subjects  generally  your  school  stands  well 
At  the  suggestion  of  several  of  the  managers  five  boys  were  sent  to 
Oxford  to  attend  the  Middle  Class  Examinations.  They  all  passed 
in  the  preliminary  subjects,  and  the  three  elder— Arthur  Owen, 
Charles  Taylor,  and  John  F.  Briddon — ^having  passed  in  two  of  the 
optional  subjects,  succeeded  in  gaining  the  title  of  'Associate  in 
Arts.'  They  each  took  the  English  subjects,  viz..  History ;  English 
Literature — Blackstone's  Commentaries  (Rights  of  Persons),  Smith's 
'  Wealth  of  Nations,'  Book  I. ;  Physical,  Political,  and  Commercial 
Geography.  Arthur  Owen  and  Charles  Taylor  likewise  took  Physics, 
and  Arthur  Owen  and  John  F.  Briddon  pure  Mathematics  to  Alge- 
braical Geometry,  inclusive. 

''  Taking  advantage  of  the  Society  of  Arts  Examinations,  several 
of  the  pupil  teachers  sat  for  certificates. 

"  Fanny  Gibbs  took  the  subjects  of  Animal  Physiology  in  relation 
to  Health,  and  Domestic  Economy,  in  each  of  which  she  took  a  first- 
clas3  certificate. 

"  Eichard  Joseph  "Wright  and  Arthur  Owen  received  first  certi- 
ficates in  English  Literature,  and  second  class  in  English  History. 

"Arthur  Owen  likewise  took  a  second-class  certificate  in  Arith- 
metic. 

"  Charles  Taylor,  who  since  the  examination  has  become  a  pupil 
teacher  in  your  school,  took  a  first-class  certificate  in  Physiology, 
with  a  £B  prize,  likewise  a  certificate  in  English  History. 

**  These  facts  will  satisfy  the  subscribers  that  the  instruction  given 
in  their  schools  remains  as  reported  several  years  ago  by  Mr.  Alder- 
son,  to  be  '  thoroughly  sound  and  efficient.' 

"Your  committee  have  much  pleasure  in  recording  the  fact, 
that  the  financial  condition  of  the  school  is  again  in  a  satisfactory 
condition."

''Evening  classes  for  young  persons  of  either  sex  were  conducted 
daring  the  winter  months  by  the  master  and  mistress. 

"  The  committee  beg  to  renew  their  appeal  to  the  friends  of  the 
school  on  behalf  of  its  funds,  on  which  an  additional  claim  will  this 
jear  for  the  first  time  be  made,  owing  to  the  authorities  having 
aasessed  schools  for  poor  and  other  local  rates. 
"The  following  are  the  reports  of  the  teachers : — 
"  BoTB.— The  numbers  in  attendance  are  in  advance  of  last  year ; 
there  being  on  the  books  179  names  at  present.  The  average  for 
the  past  year  has  been  127.  The  general  conduct,  diligence,  and 
performance  of  duty,  both  of  the  children  and  pupil  teachers,  are 
deserving  of  commendation.  There  is  not,  however,  in  numerous 
instances,  that  attention  paid  to  regularity  and  punctuality  which 
there  should  be,  and  thus  in  those  cases,  progress  is  checked. 

"  &ISL8. — ^The  number  on  the  books  is  163 ;  the  average  attend- 
ance for  the  past  year,  108 ;  and  the  number  at  present  in  attend- 
AQce,  130.  At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  sickness  among  the 
children  greatly  affected  the  attendance.  The  children  merit  great 
pnise  for  their  general  good  conduct.  The  pupil  teachers  are 
steadily  progressing  in  their  several  duties,  and  give  great  satisfaction 
in  the  discharge  of  them.  The  parents  would  greatly  aid  the  teachers 
by  sending  their  children  to  school  regularly."

sure  in  reporting  that  this  school  has,  through  the  oontinuons  and 
valuable  exertions  of  the  master  and  mistress,  maintained  the  same 
good  character  for  efficiency  in  the  past  as  in  the.  preceding  jean, 
and  also  in  recording  their  belief  that  it  will  in  fnture  eontinue  to 
do  so. 

''  The  committee  refer  with  pleasure  to  the  public  examination  in 
May  last,  conducted  by  the  Master,  Mr.  Gordon,  which  passed 
with  much  credit,  and  gave  general  satisfaction.  They  hare 
arranged  for  an  examination  to  take  place  in  June  next,  belieTing 
that  it  will  promote  the  interests  of  the  school,  and  give  pleasure 
to  its  friends  and  supporters.

**  It  will  be  seen  by  a  comparison  of  the  last  report  that,  satis&c- 
tory  as  was  the  statement  then  given,  the  present  numbers  are  con- 
siderably higher;  and  thus  indicate  a  wider  range  aa  well  as  a 
higher  standard  in  the  three  great  branches  of  elementary  in- 
struction. 

*'  The  committee  repeat  the  remark  in  the  last  report  thai,  while 
the  great  branches  of  primary  instruction  neeessanly  engage  a  fint 
attention,  the  other  branches  of  a  useful  education — aa  gramfflsr, 
geography,  &c. — are  assiduously  attended  to. 

**  The  committee  direct  attention  to  the  amount  and  charaeter  of 
attendance  during  the  past  year— -elements  in  the  position  of  a  pri- 
mary school  of  the  first  importance.  No  child  is  marked  as  present, 
unless  present 'during  two  hours  at  school.  The  average  attendance 
is  reckoned  only  of  children  present  200  times  during  the  year,  and 
two  hours  each  time. 

"  The  number  on  the  books,  boys,  138 ;  girls,  166 :  total,  80i 
Average  attendance  in  the  year,  boys,  81;  girk,  91:  total,  172. 
Admitted  in  year,  girls,  106 ;  girls,  127 :  total,  232.  Left  in  year, 
boys,  96 ;  girls,  82 :  total,  178.  Number  present  at  all  during  the 
year,  boys,  234 ;  girls,  246 :  total,  480.

"Hie  numbers  on  the  books  who  have  been  in  the  school 
were,— Less  than  one  year,  boys,  71 ;  girls,  80 :  total,  151.  One 
jear  and  less  than  two  years,  boys,  35  ;  girls,  43 :  total,  78.  Two 
jeu9  and  less  tban  three  years,  boys,  11 ;  girls,  17 :  total,  28. 
Tkree  years  and  less  than  four  years,  boys,  8 ;  girls,  10 :  total,  18. 
Fouryears  and  less  than  five  years,  boys,  8 ;  girls,  6 :  total,  14.  Five 
jean  and  over,  boys,  5;  girls,  10:  total,  15.

"It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  on  the  books  of  the  school, 
and  the  average  attendance  of  the  girls'  school,  have  each  consider- 
ably increased  during  the  past  as  compared  with  the  preceding 
year. 

"The  committee  direct  attention,  as  in  the  preceding  report,  to 
the  very  short  time  the  children  stay  in  the  school,  and  to  repeated 
instances  of  irregular  attendance.  These  evils,  while  common  to 
tdsools  of  a  similar  order,  seriously  injure  the  instruction  of  the 
children,  and  prevent  their  welfare  in  after  life. 

"The  committee  urge  upon  the  parents  the  importance  of  the 
longer  and  regular  attendance  of  the  children. 

"  The  payments  of  the  children,  to  which  the  committee  now  advert, 
are  assessed  solely  according  to  the  circumstances  of  the  parents, 
and  not  according  to  any  classification  of  instruction.  They  are 
shown  in  the  following  statement : —

"The  average  cost  of  the  education  of  each  child,  as  estimated  by 
the  average  attendance,  has  been  £1  4s.  Id. 

"The  average  payment  of  each  child  during  the  year,  estimated 
by  the  average  number  in  attendance,  has  been — ^boys,  6s.  lO^d. ;  girls, 
^  5|d.  Average  payment  by  each  child  for  the  whole  school,  6s.  lid. 

"  The  average  payment  during  the  year'  by  each  child  present 
tt  an  during  the  year,  has  been — ^boys,  28.  44d. ;  girls,  2s.  Average 
payment  by  each  child  for  the  whole  school  has  been  2s.  2id. 

"  The  committee  are  aware  that  the  amount  of  school  payments 
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is  not  wliat  it  ought  to  be.  They  trust,  however,  that  the  efforts 
now  making  by  them  will  show  an  increase  in  the  next  year,  and 
that  the  parents  will  increasingly  jsee  the  justice  of  paying  what  they 
can  for  the  instruction  of  their  children. 

"The  committee  deem  it  their  pleasing  duty  to  advert  to  the 
efforts  of  the  ladies'  committee  during  the  past  year :  their  frequent 
visits  to  the  girls'  school,  and  their  attention  to  its  interests,  have 
been  very  beneficial.  While  thanking  them  for  their  valuable  ser- 
vices, the  committee  rely  on  their  kind  continuance  of  similar  aid. 

**  The  committee  are  pleased  to  report  a  considerable  increase  of 
the  grant  for  the  past  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year,  that 
amount  being  £75  Ub,  ;  the  past  being,  as  stated,  £89  19s.  4d.,  indi- 
cating an  improvement  in  instruction  and  attendance. 

''  The  balance  sheet  of  the  year  preceding  the  last  closed  with  a 
debt  of  £17  Qs.  2d.  The  increased  payments  to  pupil  teachers, 
together  with  a  deficiency  of  ordinary  income,  would  necessarily 
have  presented  a  serious  deficiency  at  the  close  of  the  past  year. 

"  The  committee  are  indebted  to  some  friends  of  the  school  who 
have  exerted  themselves  in  procuring  several  donations  during  the 
past  year.  They  trust  that  such  kind  contributions  may  in  measure, 
at  least,  be  renewed.  The  committee  are  much  indebted  to  the  Bev. 
T.  BisiDg,  who  visited  Bideford  in  March  last  for  the  purpose 
of  delivering  an  illustrated  lecture  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  school 
Besides  the  aid  thus  rendered,  the  public  were  instructed  and 
gratified  by  an  able  and  interesting  lecture.  The  committee  pre- 
sented Mr.  Bisiug  their  best  thanks. 

"  It  will  be  seeu  that  there  is  now  a  debt  of  about  £10.  The  com- 
mittee urge  the  removal  of  this  deficiency  as  soon  as  possible,  and 
also  increased  contributions  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  of  the 
present  year. 

"  The  committee  deem  the  support  of  schools  for  the  people  as  the 
great  duty  of  the  age,  believing  that  the  proper  training  and  the 
cultivation  of  intelligence  of  the  young  of  the  masses  of  our  popu- 
lation is  essential,  not  only  to  the  order  of  society,  but  to  the 
enjoyment  of  social  and  individual  blessings." 

Birmingham  (Severn  Street).  Oirls  and  Infants.  "  In  presentiag 
the  annual  report  of  the  school  for  this  year,  your  committee  are 
glad  to  be  able  to  give  a  favourable  account  of  the  progress  made 
by  the  scholars ;  they  regret  that  the  number  attending  has  again 
been  somewhat  below  the  average ;  the  unusually  severe  weather  in 
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the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  a  continuance  of  mucb  sickness  in 
tlie  neighbourhood,  has  partly  tended  to  this  result. 

"I%08e  girls  now  in  the  school  appear  younger  than  heretofore, 
OTing  to  a  large  number  of  the  elder  ones  having  gone  to  work ;  we 
are  pleased  to  notice  that  they  have  been  punctual  and  diligent  in 
their  attendance. 

"Some  of  our  young  £riends  have  kindly  inspected  the  library, 
and  a  few  new  books  have  been  added ;  they  continue  to  be  much 
read  and  valued  by  the  scholars. 

^  The  kind  and  constant  help  afforded  by  the  visitors  has  been 
much  appreciated,  both  by  the  governess  and  the  children,  and  we 
bope  they  will  be  encouraged  to  continue  this  aid. 

"*  It  was  pleasant  to  have  the  company  of  many  of  the  parents  at 
the  examination  of  the  girls,  which  took  place  this  time  in  the  after- 
soon,  previous  to  their  partaking  of  tea,  which  had  been  provided 
for  them ;  and  with  the  kind  assistance  of  our  friends,  a  Christmas 
tree  was  prettily  decorated,  with  gifts  for  all  the  children :  it  greatly, 
contributed  to  their  enjoyment  of  the  evening.  Some  interesting 
papers  were  also  read,  and  all  appeared  much  gratified  with  their 
eDtertainment. 

"The  examination  of  the  children  in  the  infant  school  was  satis- 
fiwtory. 

**  Owing  to  the  liberal  donations  of  those  interested  in  the  school, 
the  treasurer  can  report  that  the  income  of  the  past  year  has  been 
in  excess  of  the  expenditure ;  at  the  same  time  she  wishes  to  draw 
jour  special  attention  to  the  fact,  that  there  is  still  a  considerable 
balance  due  to  her,  and  that  the  annual  income  does  not  defray  the 
current  expenses." 

Bridgnorth.  BoySy  85.  ''  In  presenting  another  annual  report, 
the  committee  of  the  British  School  have  to  offer  their  cordial  thanks 
to  all  subscribers  and  donors  for  the  support  so  kindly  afforded  to 
the  institution. 

''The  year  opened  with  the  small  balance  of  8s.  4|d.  in  favour  of 
the  school ;  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  state  that  it  closes 
without  debt.  For  such  results  as  these  we  are  largely  indebted  to 
thofie  friends  who  labour  so  indefatigably  to  make  the  annual  tea 
meeting  so  successful. 

"  As  yet  no  gentleman  has  been  appointed  successor  to  the  late 
Hr.  C.  E.  Macmichael ;  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  one  will  be 
fotmd  able  and  willing  to  undertake  the  onerous  duties  of  treasurer. 
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"  The  regular  buBiness  of  the  school  has  proceeded  as  in  former 
years.  The  number  of  scholars  has,  on  the  whole,  been  greater 
than  in  past  times ;  and  their  progress  in  learning  has  been  satis- 
factory.  Six  of  the  pupils  passed  at  the  examination  of  the  School 
of  Art  in  October  last ;  and  four  of  them  distinguished  themselyes 
by  obtaining  prizes,  awarded  by  the  Science  and  Art  Department  at 
South  Kensington.  The  number  of  pupils  on  the  books  is  85 ;  and 
about  75  are  in  regular  attendance. 

'^  The  committee  would  earnestly  appeal  for  help  to  all  friends  of 
religious  and  uusectarian  education,  according  to  the  liberal  system 
of  the  British  and  Foreign  School  Society.  The  need  of  such  educa- 
tion was  never  greater  than  in  these  days ;  and  the  need  of  help  was 
never  greater  than  at  this  particular  period.  All  male  subscribers 
are,  by  rule,  members  of  the  committee ;  and  a  large  constituency  is 
all  that  the  school  needs,  in  order  to  become  still  more  useful  than 
it  is  to  the  population  of  this  ancient  borough,  and  its  interesting 
neighbourhood." 

Boys,  849.  ''The  statistics  of  the 
school  for  the  past  year  are  as  follows : — ^Total  on  the  books,  Decem- 
ber 1, 1864,  850 ;  admitted  to  December  6,  1865,  258 ;  total,  608 : 
left  during  the  same  period,  259 ;  leaving  a  total  of  349.  On  the 
books,  December  1,  1865,  349 ;  average  daily  attendance,  1st  quar- 
ter, 307 ;  2nd  quarter,  866 ;  3rd  quarter,  301 ;  4th  quarter,  305 ; 
showing  for  the  year  an  average  of  806.  Of  the  259  who  have  left 
during  the  year,  86  have  left  for  work ;  108  have  been  dismissed  for 
non-attendance  and  inattention ;  4  have  been  dismissed  for  non-pay- 
ment ;  36  have  left  for  other  schools ;  30  have  left  for  various  reasons. 
Of  these  73  have  been  in  the  school  less  than  3  months ;  53  more 
than  3  and  less  than  6  months ;  29  more  than  6  and  less  than  9 
months ;  32  more  than  9  and  less  than  12  months ;  72  more  than 
12  months. 

« 

"  In  comparing  the  statistics  of  the  school  with  those  of  last  year, 
the  committee  are  glad  to  see  that  the  stight  alteration  which  has 
taken  place  is  in  the  right  direction.  Whilst  the  number  on  the 
books  is  one  less,  the  average  attendance  has  increased  eight,'being 
now  306,  the  largest  average  reached  for  many  years  past.  Another 
satisfactory  feature  in  the  condition  of  the  school  is,  that  no  less  than 
180  of  the  boys  now  on  the  books  were  in  the  school  this  time  last 
year,  a  fact  which  shows  the  estimation  in  which  the  school  is  held 
by  the  pupils*  parents,  and  at  the  same  time  greatly  increases  its 
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tuefiilneBs.    The  eonstant  change  of  scholani  is  often  one  of  the  most 
diseoonging  featares  of  flchook  of  this  elaae. 

"In  the  report  for  last  jear  reference  was  made  to  the  subject  of 
the  rating  of  schoolB  to  the  poor.  The  committee  regret  to  state, 
that  aithongh  they  have  not  jet  paid  the  whole  rates  for  the  year, 
there  is  no  ground  to  hope  for  ah  exemption  from  the  impost,  which 
irili  entail  an  addition  to  the  expenditure  of  about  £12  a  year.  To 
meet  this  the  committee  have  no  altematire  but  to  appeal  to  their 
friends  for  increased  support. 

''The  school  premises  hare  this  year  been  thoroughly  repaired  and 
planted,  at  a  cost  of  upwards  of  £50.  The  ordinary  income  of  the 
achool  being  insufficient  to  meet  this  outlay,  a  special  subscription 
bas  been  made,  by  which  the  greater  part  of  it  has  been  met,  and  the 
balance  had  to  be  defrayed  out  of  the  general  fund. 

''Li  conclusion,  the  committee  cannot  omit  to  refer  to  the  great 
loes  they  haye  sustained  by  the  death  of  their  late  treasurer,  Arthur 
Naish,  who,  from  the  first  establishment  of  the  school,  toek  an  actire 
interest  in  its  welfiEure." 

Briskam.  Boys  and  OirU^  65.  ''  The  committee  of  the  above 
Bchool  desire  to  accompany  the  publication  of  the  usual  accounts  and 
statistics  with  a  few  remarks  on  the  work  of  the  institution  during 
the  year  which  terminated  at  Midsummer  last.  They  regard  it  as  a 
matter  for  devout  gratitude  to  God  that,  for  more  than  twelve  years, 
the  master  was  enabled  to  prosecute  his  duties  without  any  inter- 
ruption from  personal  illness.  But  towards  the  close  of  the  year, 
we  regret  to  say,  Mr.  Harris  was  laid  aside  from  active  labour,  for 
a  short  time,  by  serious  indisposition.  In  consequence  of  this,  the 
midsommer  holidays  were  given  earlier  than  usual,  and  the  public 
examination  postponed.  From  the  same  cause,  the  number  of 
scholars  has  rather  diminished ;  but  now  the  school  is  in  full  work 
again,  your  committee  hope  it  will  soon  regain  its  former  vigour  and 
efficiency. 

"During  the  year  48  new  scholars  have  been  received  into  the 
day-school,  makhig  a  total  of  882  ;  and  21  admitted  into  the  even- 
ing, giving,  since  1862,  a  total  of  54.  We  have  frequently  to  report 
aome  pupils  leaving,  from  having  completed  their  schooling,  but  this 
year  the  number  is  unusually  high,  being  14  instead  of  3,  the  aver- 
age on  previous  years.  Two  Government  certificates  have  been 
giTen  to  deserving  scholars,  and  18  general  and  monitorial  prizes, 
^ese  certificates  are  highly  valued,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  boys 
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will  find  them  important  teBtimonials  in  after  life.  Since  the  Com* 
mittee  of  Council  commenced  issuing  these  certificates  of  merit,  22 
hare  been  distributed  in  this  school. 

"Your  committee  wish  the  institution  to  retain  its  benevoleat 
character,  and  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  poorest  inhabitants  of  the 
town.  It  is  with  pleasure,  therefore,  they  report  that  whilst  manj 
paj  the  full  price  of  their  education,  a  large  proportion  of  schohurs 
receive  instruction  for  one  pennj  per  week.  During  the  last  quar- 
ter of  the  year  22  out  of  75  were  taught  on  these  low  terms.  As 
we  have  no  infant  school  at  present,  children  have  been  admitted  at 
5  years  of  age ;  and  the  committee  desire  to  encourage  the  receptioa 
of  such  juveniles.  Her  Majesty's  Inspector  required  that  the  com« 
fort  of  the  schoolroom  should  be  promoted  by  increased  yentihition. 
Some  of  the  funds,  therefore,  have  been  recently  applied  to  this  pur- 
pose, and  the  benefit,  we  trust,  will  be  enjoyed  both  by  master  and 
scholars.  In  entering  upon  a  new  year,  the  committee  would  ear- 
nestly  entreat  their  friends  and  supporters  to  continue  their  benevo- 
lent sympathy  and  zealous  co-operation." 

Darlington.  Boys^  175.  "  It  will  doubtless  be  pleasing  to  the 
subscribers  and  friends  of  this  institution  to  learn  that  the  ordinary 
course  of  its  operations  has  steadily  progressed  during  another 
^sar,  with  very  slight  interruption  either  firom  sickness  or  other 
causes. 

"  The  school  has  been  regularly  visited  by  several  members  of  the 
committee,  the  results  of  which,  as  recorded  in  the  Log  Book,  have 
tended  greatly  to  stimulate  and  encourage  the  superintendent  and 
his  assistants. 

''John  Qray  completed  his  apprenticeship  at  Christmas  last; 
Edward  Clark  was  indentured  in  the  usual  way  as  a  second-year 
pupil  teacher  in  the  month  of  October ;  and  Maria  Bartlett  has 
been  formally  engaged  as  assistant  mistress  for  the  girls  and  infants. 

**  The  superintendent  reports  that  the  attendance,  behaviour,  and 
progress  of  the  scholars,  with  very  few  exceptions,  have  been  satis- 
{actoTj.  Eree-hand  drawing  maintains  its  popularity  among  the 
elder  boys,  and  the  school  library  continues  a  general  fSeivourite. 

"  During  the  past  year  81  have  left  the  school,  and  78  have  been 
admitted.  Number  at  present  on  the  register,  175;  in  ordinary 
weekly  attendance,  149. 

"  Statement  of  Ages,  Sabbath  Schools,  and  Attainments : — ^Ages— 
Number  under  7  years  of  age,  58;  7  and  under  8,  22;  8  and  under  9, 
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15;  9  and  under  10, 18;  10  and  under  11,  24;  11  and  under  12, 16 
12  and  under  13,  15 ;  18  and  upwards,  12 :  total,  175.  Sabbath 
Scfaooh— FrimitiTe,  9 ;  Independent,  10 ;  Baptiat,  19 ;  Friends,  22 ; 
attend  no  sabbath  school  (chiefly  too  young),  24;  Wesleyan  Me- 
thodist, 26 ;  Association  MethocUst,  27 ;  Church  of  England,  38 : 
total,  175.  Beading— Budimentary  instruction,  57;  easy  narra- 
tires,  54;  books  of  general  information,  including  Scriptures,  64. 
Writing — ^Iq  copy-books,  91 ;  on  slates,  84 ;  dictation  on  slates  and 
paper,  125.  Arithmetic — Elementary  exercises,  32;  addition  and 
subtraction,  49;  multiplication  and  division,  43;  compound  rules, 
24;  proportion  and  upwards,  23.  Geography  and  history,  68; 
giammar  and  composition,  32;  drawing  on  paper,  18. 

"^  In  the  last  report  allusion  was  made  to  the  fact  that  the  school 
was  then  placed  under  the  Bevised  Code  of  the  Committee  of  Council 
on  Education,  and  your  committee  felt,  in  common  with  other  school 
nuuagera,  not  a  little  anxious  as  to  the  pecuniary  results  of  the 
examination  which  was  shortly  to  be  held.  That  crisis  is  now  past, 
and  your  committee  are  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that,  though  the 
luoal  grant  is  not  so  large  as  it  would  have  been  under  the  Old 
Code,  yet  the  diminution  was  much  less  than  was  at  first  anti- 
cipated. 

''The  Oovemment  examination  took  place  in  the  month  of 
October  last,  conducted  by  E.  H.  Brodie,  Esq.,  and  H.  E.  Oakley, 
Esq.,  II.M.  Inspectors.  Having  examined  each  scholar  separately 
in  the  three  subjects  mentioned  below,  noting  down  the  results,  they 
expressed  themselves  satisfied  with  the  general  arrangements  and 
discipline  of  the  school. 

''  91  scholars  were  presented  for  examination,  of  whom  90  passed 
m  reading,  85  in  writing,  and  67  in  arithmetic,  which  gives  a  total 
of  242  passes,  the  financial  result  being  as  follows : — 242  passes  at 
28.  8d.  each,  £32  5s.  4d. ;  140  average  attendance  at  48.  each,  £28 ; 
30  in&nts  at  6s.  6d.  each,  £9  15s. :  total,  £70  Os.  4d. 

''The  committee  have  gratefully  to  acknowledge  a  seasonable 
bequest  of  £50  by  the  late  John  Kitching,  of  Stamford  Hill,  a  native 
of  Darlington,  and  one  who  through  a  protracted  life  took  a  lively 
interest  in  everything  conducing  to  the  welfare  of  its  inhabitants.*' 

Rlkettone.  Boys,  Oirh,  and  ItifanU,  "The  committee 
render  an  account  of  their  management  later  than  usual.  They 
trust  that  the  circumstances  to  be  hereinafter  narrated  will  be 
s  sufficient  justification.    The  subscribers  will  perceive  the  altera- 
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tiozis  in  the  management.  The  balanoe  aheet  and  the  list  of  anb* 
acribera  show  the  auppott  the  committee  have  reoeired  during  the 
year.  There  ia  a  amall  balance;  thia  ia  attribatable  to  the  imaaoal 
liberality  of  Mona.  Doridant,  who  not  only  increaaed  hia  peraonal 
Bubecription,  but  aa  mayor,  and  aa  the  medium  of  frienda,  paid  to  the 
funda  the  noble  aum  of  £14  6a.  The  £19  requirea  explanatioo. 
CoDBoquent  upon  the  occupation  of  the  apartmenta  by  the  infanti* 
miatreaa,  as  well  aa  the  miatreaa  of  the  girla*  achool,  additional  furni- 
ture was  required,  and  the  committee  considered  they  were  justified 
in  withdrawing  the  greater  part  of  the  coat  from  the  Saringa  Bank. 
By  thia  outlay  of  £19,  £12  a  year  haa  been  aaved  to  the  funda ;  and 
the  committee  believe  that  the  comfort  of  the  teachera  haa  been 
much  increaaed. 

"  An  arrangement  haa  been  made  with  all  the  teachera,  so  that  io 
addition  to  the  fixed  aalary  paid  by  the  committee,  the  teachera  will 
receive  a  proportion  of  the  money  received  from  the  Privy  Council 
on  account  of  their  respective  schools.  This  arrangement  will  be  a 
atimulua  and  a  reward  for  their  exertions  during  the  year,  and  will 
also  relieve  the  committee  from  the  responsibility  of  paying  lai^ge 
fixed  salariea  from  the  varying  and  uncertain  Government  payment. 

'^  The  committee  have  been  singularly  unfortunate  in  their  appoint- 
ment of  a  mistress  of  the  girls'  school.  It  waa  re-opened  under  the 
care  of  Misa  Sellara;  but  totally  incapable,  from  ill  health,  to  conduct 
the  achool,  ahe  waa  compelled,  without  notice,  to  abandon  the  pro- 
feaaion  of  a  teacher;  Misa  Humberatone,  her  aucceaaor,  waa  all  that 
the  committee  oould  desire,  except  that  ahe  waa  uncertificated. 
After  the  Christmas  holidays,  Miss  Milward  waa  engaged;  this 
teacher  had  just  obtained  a  certificate  higher  than  any,  except 
one,  at  the  aimual  examination  of  the  Borough  Boad  training 
school;  to  great  ability,  ahe  added  great  aea]  and  love  for  her 
profession,  but  the  audden  death  of  her  mother  deprived  the  eoro* 
mittee  and  the  town  of  the  benefit  of  her  exertiona.  G^ie  committee 
have  at  length  secured  the  services  of  Miss  CsBsar,  who  ia  not  only 
certificated,  but  bringa  from  Haatinga  an  experience  of  fourteen 
yeara ;  the  girls'  achool  already  feels  the  benefit  of  Misa  Caaar's 
experience. 

^'  The  Penny  Savinga  Bank  is  successful;  Miss  Armstrong  haa  suc- 
ceeded Mr.  Westall  as  trustee  and  manager.  Mr.  Gurney'a  donation 
of  two  guineaa,  with  which  the  bank  commenced,  is  expended. 
Whether  the  difference  between  the  interest  given  to  the  children 
and  that  received  from  the  Town  Savinga  Bank  ahall  be  taken  tt<m 
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the  emrent  income,  or  an  appeal  shall  be  made  to  the  liberallj  dis- 
posed, must  soon  be  determined  by  the  committee. 

"Tor  the  first  time  during  the  last  fifteen  years,  probably  from 
the  foondation  of  the  school  in  1832,  there  has  not  been  a  public 
elimination. 

"  The  iUness,  and  consequent  absence,  of  the  Hon.  Sec.  was  one 
cause ;  the  small  attendance  of  the  subscribers  last  year  was  another 
cause ;  the  saving  of  the  expense  of  the  examination  also  influenced 
the  conunittee.  The  subscribers  have  been,  and  ever  will  be,  urged 
to  visit  the  schools  whilst  they  are  in  ordinary  operation ;  as  they 
Fill  then  obtain  a  surer  test  of  the  extent  and  the  honesty  of  the 
teaching  than  they  can  get  at  a  public  examination.  The  teachers 
also  represented  that  a  public  examination  had  become  needless ; 
inasmuch  as  H.M.  Inspector  eyery  year  examines  each  boy  and  girl 
separately  in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  certifying  publicly 
the  individual  and  aggregate  amount  of  education.  This  is  true. 
The  committee  nevertheless  may  make  their  course  this  year  the 
exception,  and  not  the  rule.  To  any  intimation  from  the  subscribers 
immediate  and  deferential  attention  will  be  paid. 

"  The  committee  are  diesirous  that  the  subscribers  and  friends  of 
education  should  be  as  fully  informed  of  the  action  and  results  of 
the  Bevised  Code  as  themselves.  Hitherto  the  committee  and  sub- 
scribers have  witnessed  its  effects  chiefly  upon  the  income  of  the 
schools.  Silently,  it  has  produced  a  great  eflect  upon  the  teaching 
of  the  children.  Formerly,  H.M.  Inspector  required  a  great  variety 
of  subjects  to  be  taught,  and  a  few  of  the  upper  class  attained  to 
these  requirements.  These  children,  at  examinations,  caused  much 
▼onder,  great  pains  having  been  bestowed  upon  them ;  probably  to 
the  neglect  of  the  junior  classes.  When  the  Bevised  Code  made 
the  payments /to  the  school  and  teachers  dependent  upon  the  pro« 
ficiency  of  all  the  children,  their  failure  in  reading,  writing,  and 
arithmetic  depriving  them  of  the  Government  Grant,  the  teachers 
were  compelled  to  pay  the  first  and  chief  attention  to  those  require- 
ments. The  consequence  has  been  a  well-grounded  elementary 
education,  at  the  expense  of  the  showy  attainments.  Therefore 
teachers  are  indifferent  to  a  public  examination. 

"  Those  persons  who  declined  to  subscribe  to  schools,  because  too 
much  was  taught  to  the  poor,  are  now  deprived  of  their  excuse. 
Tou,  who  have  so  long  and  so  steadily  supported  these  British 
Schools,  are  assured  that  the  substantial  benefits  are  greater  than 
they  sver  were,  and  that  the  course  of  education  is  better  adapted 
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than  it  has  long  been  for  the  classes  it  was  intended  to  benefit— 
those  defined  in  the  trust-deed  as  '  the  children  of  the  laboariog, 
manufacturing,  and  other  poor  classes  of  the  town  and  parish  of 
Folkestone.* " 

Hampstead  (Heath  Street),  Boys  and  QirU,  152.  "  The  committee, 
in  presenting  the  third  annual  report,  have  the  pleasure  to  announce 
the  steady  progress  and  prosperity  of  the  school. 

*^  During  the  past  year  125  children  have  been  admitted,  making, 
with  the  number  on  the  books  at  its  commencement,  251.  Of  these 
99  have  left  from  the  following  causes : — 25  to  go  to  work ;  34  from 
leaving  the  neighbourhood;  2  through  illness;  3  from  death;  18 
from  unknown  causes ;  and  17  to  go  to  other  schools,  leaving  the 
number  now  on  the  books  152,  which,  compared  with  that  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  shows  an  increase  of  26. 

*^  The  number  of  children  who  have  entered  the  school  from  its 
establishment  until  the  present  time  is  324. 

''  The  committee  are  glad  to  state  that  the  average  daily  attend- 
ance throughout  the  year  has  been  87,  which,  compared  with  the 
average  attendance.of  68  children  recorded  in  the  last  report,  affords 
reason,  they  think,  for  encouragement. 

'*  The  subjects  taught  have  included  reading,  writing,  arithmetic, 
geogmphy,  grammar.  Scripture  history  and  English  history,  mental 
arithmetic,  drawing,  and  mapping ;  and,  to  the  girls,  sewing. 

"  The  committee  desire  again  to  impress  on  the  minds  of  the 
parents  the  very  great  necessity  for  the  punctual  and  regular 
attendance  of  their  children.  While  they  are  thankful  to  observe 
that  the  average  attendance  during  the  past  year  has  greatly  im- 
proved, they  feel  that  there  are  many  children  whose  attendance  in 
the  school  is  so  irregular  as  to  afford  but  little  opportunity  for  their 
progress ;  and  as  not  only  their  interest,  but  the  general  welfare  of 
the  school  is  involved  in  this  matter,  they  venture  to  hope  that  the 
daily  average  attendance  will  still  further  improve. 

"  Beferring  to  the  large  number  of  children  who  have  left  during 
the  past  year,  the  committee  deem  it  right  to  mention  that  this  has 
arisen  from  no  cause  attaching  blame  to  the  management  of  the 
school,  but  is  solely  the  result  of  causes  beyond  their  control,  one 
chief  reason  being  the  changing  and  shifting  character  of  this  neigh- 
bourhood. Another,  and  a  more  satisfactory  reason,  is  from  the 
number  of  those  who  have  left,  after  finishing  their  education  here. 
Some  of  these  are  filling  situations  with  credit  to  themselves  and  to 
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the  scbool;  and  of  others  it  is  hoped  that  their  future  may  testify 
to  the  good  received  here. 

"It  ifl  with  great  pleasure  that  the  coQimittee  desire  to  express 
their  continued  confidence  in  the  master,  Mr.  Hulls,  to  whose  ability 
and  unwearied  attention  they  bear  cheerful  testimony.  They  beg 
alflo  to  refer  to  the  careful  and  efficient  training  which  the  infants 
are  receiring  from  Miss  Simons. 

"In  conclusion,  the  committee  desire  to  express  their  best  thanks 
towards  those  subscribers  who  have  so  liberally  contributed  during 
the  past  year;  and,  while  they  regret  to  state  that  the  amount  of 
Buhscriptions  is  not  yet  equal  to  the  annual  expenditure,  they 
ventnie  to  hope  that  the  result  of  the  public  examination  of  the 
children,  as  well  as  the  willing  testimony  they  bear  to  the  good  of 
the  school,  may  induce  other  friends  of  education  to  aid,  by  their 
oontribations  and  sympathy,  in  maintaining  the  efficiency  of  this 
iostitution." 

Eaweiam.  Boys,  54.  Girls,  49.  ''The  arrival  of  the  usual 
period  of  another  year  makes  it  imperative  upon  your  committee 
to  report  again  upon  the  condition  and  prospects  of  the  school. 

*'No  particular  interruption  has  occurred  to  the  general  good 
health  of  the  scholars ;  the  attendance  has  been  much  better  than 
in  some  former  years,  and  the  coneequfinces  have  been  better 
progress  in  learning,  better  results  at  the  Government  examination, 
and  £3  58.  8d.  more  money  received  under  the  head  of  '  Children's 
Pence.' 

"  In  their  last  report  the.  committee  explained  at  some  length 
the  terms  and  arrangements  under  which  alone  Government  aid 
is  obtainable,  and  those  terms  having  now  come  to  be  better 
understood  and  more  fully  complied  with  by  parents  and  children, 
the  treasurer  has,  in  the  year  ending  1st  October  last,  received  as 
Government  aid  the  sum  of  £30  128.  2d.  against  £17  198.  lid.  in 
the  previous  year ;  and  there  is  at  present  no  reason  to  expect  less 
from  this  source  in  the  coming  year. 

''It  may  also  be  observed  that  the  expenses  of  the  two  pupil 
teachers,  which  were  originally  all  borne  by  Government,  and  were 
afterwards  thrown  upon  the  patrons  of  schools,  will  in  this  case,  at 
the  date  of  this  report,  entirely  cease;  John  Brown,  one  of  the 
teachers,  resigned  his  situation  some  months  ago,  and  has  now  leflb ; 
and  Esther  Gibbons,  having  very  satisfactorily  completed  her  term, 
and  creditably  passed  an  examination  at  Grimsby,  is  gone  into  a 
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traiiiing  school  in  London.  The  master's  oertificate  monej  is  how- 
ever considerably  in  arrears ;  and  inasmuch  as  without  a  certificated 
master,  Oovemment  would  grant  no  pecuniary  aid  whatever,  the 
committee  have  always  felt  that  they  should,  as  far  as  they  can 
suitably  do  so,  shield  him  from  actual  loss  by  the  serious  changes 
of  role  made  by  Government  upon  these  points.  With  this  in  view, 
the  sum  of  £15  has  recently  been  paid  to  Mr.  Boggis  out  of  the 
balance  in  hand,  and  as  a  part  of  the  £30  and  upwards  received  from 
London. 

"Mr.  Hopkins,  the  treasurer  and  visitor  of  the  achool,  having 
some  time  ago  removed  to  reside  at  Brigg,  and  felt  and  expressed  a 
desire  to  be  relieved  from  the  duties  of  those  appointments,  it  was 
arranged  nearly  a  year  ago  that  they  should,  from  the  date  of  this 
report,  be  undertaken  by  his  son,  Mr.  J.  Gh.  Hopkins,  who  succeeded 
him  in  his  former  residence  at  Brandy  Carr,  not  far  from  the  school. 
Mr.  Hopkins  has  been  assiduously  engaged  in  the  affairs  of  this 
institution  ever  since  its  origin  and  foundation,  more  than  twenty 
years  ago. 

^'  The  school  was  duly  examined  and  reported  upon  by  C.  Alder- 
son,  Esq.,  one  of  her  Majesty's  Inspectors  of  Schools,  in  February 
last ;  and  the  annual  treat  of  tea-drinking,  ^.,  was  given  in  May 
following. 

"The  annexed  statement  shows  a  considerable  balance  in  the 
hands  of  the  treasurer,  and  the  committee  therefore  hope  that  a 
reduction  in  the  subscriptions  can  safely  be  made  in  next  year's 
account ;  there  are,  however,  some  further  payments  to  be  made  to 
the  pupil  teachers,  as  being  due  since  the  1st  of  October  last ;  but 
the  committee  fully  trust  that,  with  the  continued  liberal  support  of 
its  patrons  and  subscribers,  the  funds  of  the  school  are  not  likely, 
cinder  its  present  able  master  and  mistress,  to  be  again  depressed  as 
much  as  they  were  one  or  two  years  ago. 

"  The  number  of  scholars  now  on  the  books  is — boys,  54;  girls,  49: 
total,  103.  Of  these,  67  reside  in  Howsham,  26  in  Cadney,  5  in 
Somerby,  4  in  Searby,  and  1  in  North  Kelsey.  From  the  number 
of  103,  22  scholars  attend  the  school  free." 

Landport,  Boys,  180.  GirU,  90.  '^  At  the  dose  of  another 
year  the  committee  cui  report  favourably  of  the  condition  and  pro- 
gress of  the  school.  The  boys  appear  to  be,  for  the  most  part,  quick 
and  intelligent,  and  have  acquired  a  fair  amount  of  useful  knowledge. 
Visitors  have  been  regularly  appointed,  and  i^eir  frequent  preseooe 
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k  the  sduK)!  has  tended  to  stiiiiukte  and  eneounge  the  master  in 
tim  peifiiniianoe  of  his  arduous  duties. 

^Ihe  number  of  bojs  admitted  during  the  year  was  160;  154 
left  tiie  school  during  that  period;  there  then  remained  on  the 
regifiter  230.  During  the  year  the  average  daily  attendance  has 
been  180. 

^  An  assistant  teacher  is  absolutely  required,  in  order  that  our 
ichool  may  be  placed  upon  a  somewhat  equal  footing  with  those  in 
tiie  neighboiirhood  receiving  Government  aid.  But  our  funds  at 
present  are  not  even  adequate  to  meet  the  necessary  and  ordinary 
expenditure.  Such  a  condition  of  our  finances  is  much  to  be  re* 
greeted. 

"  Our  institution  has  peculiar  claims  upon  the  friends  of  popular 
education  in  this  locality.  It  is  the  oldest  of  the  kind  in  the 
boroiigh,  and  has  now  for  more  than  fifty  years  been  diffusing  the 
ii^t  of  knowledge  among  our  poor.  Your  committee  would  there- 
fore orge  upon  their  friends  the  necessity  of  an  increased  interest  on 
their  part  for  the  welfare  of  the  schools,  that  the  work,  so  nobly 
began  half  a  century  ago,  and  maintained  by  many  good  and  worthy 
men  now  gathered  to  their  fathers,  shall  not  droop  for  want  of  sup- 
port, but  with  advancing  years  grow  more  vigorous  and  useful. 

"  The  ladies'  committee  of  the  girls'  school,  in  presenting  an  out- 
line of  their  proceedings  during  the  progress  of  the  past  year,  have 
little  that  is  new  to  communicate. 

''One  hundred  children  have  been  entered  on  the  school 
books;  134  are  at  present  receiving  instruction.  The  average 
dsily  attendance,  89.  The  committee  much  regret  to  mention 
tbe  diminished  state  of  their  resources,  in  consequence  of  that 
direful  malady,  small-pox,  being  prevalent  in  the  neighbourhood 
for  nearly  three  months ;  during  that  time  the  average  daily  attend- 
tnoe  was  reduced  to  sixty  or  seventy  children  ;  since  that  period  the 
nomber  has  increased  to  the  usual  average. 

"  The  plan  adopted  for  furnishing  the  children  with  suitable  arti- 
cles of  clothing,  at  half  the  cost  price,  is  sMll  continued ;  it  is  also 
^dvantBgeons  in  supplying  the  classes  with  a  succession  of  useful 
empkyment.  In  behalf  of  this  plan  your  committee  would  plead 
warmly,  and  they  hope  successfully,  for  increased  support.  Their 
tniall  fimd  is  nearly  exhausted,  which  will  oblige  them  to  contract  a 
■pbere  of  usefulness  which  they  would  gladly  extend. 

"The  ladies'  committee  hope  every  year  a  deeper  interest  will 
tftks  loot  in  the  hearts  of  those  who  wish  for  the  success  of  the 
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Lancasterian  Institution,  and  the  liberal  8upp<Nrt,  which  has  hitherto 
maintained  its  vigour,  will  be  increased.  They  look  forward  with 
cheerful  hope  and  confidence  to  its  future  prosperity ;  that,  with  the 
Divine  blessing,  its  usefulness  may  be  enlarged,  and  this  noble  work 
of  Christian  duty  advanced  and  strengthened." 

Louth.  Boys,  236.  QirU,  180.  ''  The  committee  of  the  Louth 
British  Schools  beg  to  remind  the  supporters  of  these  in8tituti<His 
that  it  is  now  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century  since  these  schools  were 
established,  and  for  the  most  part  they  have  been  maintained  in  a 
state  of  great  prosperity  to  the  present  time. 

"  Little  need  be  said  on  behalf  of  institutions  which  have  been  so 
long  before  the  public,  many  of  the  former  scholars  being  now 
amongst  their  warmest  friends  and  liberal  supporters. 

"  In  these  schools  a  great  number  of  pupils  have  been  trained, 
who  at  this  moment  are  filling  important  situations  as  teachers  in 
different  parts  of  the  country,  while  in  some  few  instances  successes 
have  been  achieved  beyond  the  most  sanguine  hopes  of  your  com- 
mittee. Her  Majesty's  Inspector  at  his  late  visit  expressed  his 
great  satisfaction  at  the  proficiency  shown  by  the  schokrs  in  the 
several  branches  in  which  he  examined  them. 

**  The  accompanying  figures  will  show  the  state  of  finances  (and 
there  are  on  the  books  at  this  present  time  286  boys  and  180  girls). 
It  will  be  seen  that  the  numbers  have  of  late  been  below  the  ave- 
rage ;  your  committee,  far  firom  being  discouraged  by  this,  see  a  very 
sufficient  reason  for  it,  and  are  surprised  that  the  attendance  has 
kept  up  so  well.  Very  recently  two  schools  have  been  opened  in 
the  immediate  neighbourhood  whence  many  of  the  children  came, 
and  consequently  some  have  availed  themselves  of  the  education 
offered  them  nearer  home.  Your  committee  welcome  to  the  field 
every  kindred  institution,  for  the  work  is  more  than  they  can  acoom* 
plish ;  at  the  same  time,  they  are  convinced  that  it  will  be  subversive 
of  all  order  and  discipline  if  these  schools  shall  be  found  bidding  for 
the  children,  or  using  tftifair  means  to  gain  them. 

''These  institutions  are  not  sectarian  in  their  character.  No 
catechism  or  formula  is  employed ;  that  which  is  taught  is  from  the 
pure  word  of  God. 

**  The  committee  have  pleasure  in  testifying  their  entire  confidence 
in  the  ability  and  zeal  of  the  master  and  mistress,  Mr.  M'Midiael 
and  Miss  Gale. 

"  In  conclusion  the  committee  return  their  beet  thanks  to  tiioee 
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who  hare  bo  geoerooslj  assisted  them  in  the  past,  and  solicit  their 
co-opention  in  the  future ;  they  also  cordially  invite  the  subscribers 
aod  friends  to  make  themselves  more  familiar  with  the  institutions 
Iij  Tiflita  and  personal  inspection." 

Mu^field,  Oirls,  50.  "  The  committee  have  much  pleasure  in 
again  congratulating  the  subscribers  upon  the  advantages  conferred 
bj  the  establishment  of  the  schoolT  and  the  continued  support  which 
it  has  received  from  every  quarter. 

''During  the  past  year,  the  day  school  steadily  pursued  its  course 
under  the  charge  of  Miss  Marriott.  The  average  attendance  of  42 
bas  been  almost  the  same  as  during  the  previous  year,  when  it  was 
45;  and  would  have  been  higher,  but  for  the  temporary  falling  off 
during  the  harvest  season.  Her  Majesty's  Inspector's  report,  which 
ia  added,  will  show  how  efficient  and  successful  has  been  the  educa- 
tion imparted  to  the  scholars.  A  large  proportion  of  the  scholars 
une  now  steady  and  regular  in  their  attendance ;  and  the  school,  it 
maj  be  hoped,  has  taken  its  position  as  no  longer  an  experiment,  but 
K  an  established  institution  of  the  town. 

''The  evening  school  has  also  continued  its  useful  task.  The 
arerage  attendance  during  the  past  year  has  been  24 ;  and  the  num- 
ber who  submitted  themselves  to  the  Government  examination 
showed  an  increase  upon  the  previous  year.  The  examination  of  the 
evening  scholars  was,  at  the  wish  of  her  Majesty's  Inspector,  con- 
ducted by  several  members  of  the  committee,  by  means  of  printed 
question  papers,  provided  by  the  Committee  of  Council  on  Educa- 
tion. 

''As  Miss  Marriott  was  married  at  Christmas,  your  committee 
had  to  appoint  a  new  mistress ;  and  think  themselves  fortunate  in 
lecoring  the  services  of  Miss  Ferguson,  who  was  very  highly  recom- 
mended by  Mr.  Wilks,  Secretary  to  the  British  and  Foreign  School 
Society.  She  has  studied  two  years  at  the  Stockwell  Training  Col- 
1^,  and  at  Christmas,  1864,  passed  the  examination  for  the  Govern- 
inent  certificate. 

"  Mr.  Alderson,  Her  Majesty's  Inspector,  visited  the  school  on 
December  6th,  1865. 

''In  accordance  with  a  suggestion  made  by  the  Committee  of 
Conndl,  the  female  evening  scholars  will,  where  necessary,  be 
taught  to  sew. 

''Tour  committee  beg  to  ask  the  continued  support  of  the  sub- 
Kriben,  as  the  balance  sheet  will  show  that  the  income  of  thp 
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school  is  only  eqtial  to  its  expenditare.    Much  good  ean  be  done  bj 
promoting  an  increased  attendance  of  scholars. 

**  The  annual  tea  party  was  given  to  the  scholars  at  five  o'clo<^  on 
Monday,  February  5th,  after  which  a  public  examination  of  the  elder 
classes  was  held ;  the  prizes  to  the  evening  scholars  distributed ;  and 
the  annual  meeting  of  subscribers  was  held,  at  wbich  the  report  and 
accounts  were  ordered  to  be  printed  for  distribution,  and  the  com- 
mittee and  officers  for  the  ensuing'year  were  appointed.*' 

Margate.  Boys  and  Qvrlt,  194.  Infants,  213.  **  The  committee 
of  the  Margate  British  Schools,  in  presenting  their  sixteenth  annual 
report,  have  again  to  congratulate  the  supporters  of  the  institution 
on  its  continued  success.  Without  anything  of  a  special  character 
to  aUude  to,  they  may  state  that  the  instruction  and  discipline  of  the 
schools  have  been  well  maintained,  and  that  the  prospect  for  the 
future  is  of  a  very  encouraging  character. 

"  The  progress  made  by  the  elder  boys  and  girls  in  the  varioos 
departments  of  study,  has  been  such  as  fully  to  justify  the  expecta- 
tion entertained  by  the  committee  on  the  alterations  effected  in 
1864,  while  the  younger  children  now  receive  instruction  in  a  mode 
more  suitable  to  their  age  and  capacity.  The  statistics  appended  to 
this  report  will  give  an  exact  idea  as  to  the  state  of  the  school  ?rith 
regard  to  numbers,  attendance,  Ac.  The  increase  in  the  weekly  pay- 
ments (a  sure  test  of  progress  as  to  attendance)  is  this  year  £8  6b.  lid. 
over  last  year,  and  £15  ds.  over  1863.  The  three  pupil  teachers 
whose  term  expired  at  Christmas  have  left,  their  place  being  supplied 
by  a  competent  assistant  and  two  candidates  for  the  office  of  pupil 
teacher,  who  will  probably  be  bound  after  the  Inspector's  visit. 
A  commencement  has  also  been  made  with  an  evening  school 
with  as  yet  but  partial  results;  it  is  hoped,  however,  that 
during  the  next  winter  months  this  department  will  be  more  ap- 
preciated by  those  whose  education  has  been  neglected  in  their 
early  youth. 

"The  financial  aspect  of  the  schools  is  good.  The  balance  at 
closing  last  year,  £23  9s.  2d.,  has  been  reduced  to  £8  4s.  4d.,  while 
the  expense  of  the  alterations  in  1864,  amounting  to  £44  7s.  Id.,  has 
been  nearly  defrayed  out  of  the  ordinary  income,  without  having 
recourse  to  any  special  effort. 

"  The  committee  have  also  the  pleasure  to  report  an  increase  under 
the  head  of  Public  Collections  and  Annual  Subscriptions ;  in  the  lat- 
ter chiefly  through  the  exertions  of  their  indefatigable  collector,  Mr. 
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StuAf  who,  notwitbsiaiidiiig  the  death  and  renoval  from  Margate  of 
wreni  old  tulMeribeny  has  not  only  made  up  for  the  loss  thus  occa- 
noned,  bat  produced  an  actual  increase  over  last  year  by  the  enrol- 
SMDt  of  sereral  new  aubseribers. 

"Ihe  eommittee  trust  the  current  year  will  witness  a  still  further 
ineresBS,  with  the  entire  extinction  of  the  remaining  debt,  being  per- 
suaded that  the  character  and  claims  of  the  institution  need  only  to 
be  aiated  to  seoure  the  support  of  all  daases  of  the  community  in 
this  town. 

"The  coBLmittee»  in  conduaion,  would  again  refer  to  the  original 
basis  and  design  of  these  schools ;  viz.,  to  supply  to  the  children  of 
the  iadustrioua  classes,  at  a  charge  fairly  within  their  reach,  a  sound, 
general,  secular  education,  combined  with  instruction  in  those  leading 
doetrinea  and  ftcts  of  the  Bible  on  which  all  denominations  of  Ghris- 
tiaiis  are  agreed,  without  offending  the  prejudices  of  any.  No  greater 
boon  ean  be  conferred  upon  the  working  man  than  of  thus  assisting 
bim  to  prepare  hia  children  for  the  duties  of  life,  and  to  train  them 
up  in  the  way  they  should  go." 

Mittwall.  Boys,  180.  Oirls  and  Infants,  198.  "  The  ccMnmittee 
of  the  Millwall  British  Schools  again  have  the  pleasure  to  present 
^ir  frienda  and  supporters  with  the  usual  annual  report,  showing 
tke  progreaa  made  during  the  past  twelve  months,  with  an  account  of 
tbe  present  position  of  the  schools.  Although  the  attendance  of 
children  during  the  year  just  closed  has  not  been  so  large  as  on  for- 
mer ooeaaions,  the  long  and  severe  winter,  tbe  distance  of  the  school- 
bouse  from  -the  centres  of  population,  and  the  scarcity  of  employ- 
ment on  the  island,  being  the  reasons  assigned  by  their  parents ;  not- 
withstanding, from  the  following  statistics  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
Bchools  are  in  a  very  flourishing  condition,  there  being  in  attendancoy 
girb  and  infant  boys,  198 ;  boys,  180 ;  total,  378.  The  total  number 
admitted  since  the  opening  of  the  schools  in  1847  amounts  to  3,801, 
showing  an  addition  since  last  year's  report  of  336  children. 

**  With  reepect  to  the  funds  of  the  schools,  the  committee  have 
pleasure  in  stating  that  they  have  been  enabled  to  pay  the  necessary 
expenses  and  demands  made  on  them,  the  surplus  from  the  school 
^t  fond,  which  was  carried  to  the  general  account,  being  of  great 
assistance.  They  have  not  yet,  however,  replaced  the  amount  of 
£10  which,  was  withdrawn  fi*om  the  Poplar  Savings  Bank  last  year, 
and  they  trust  that  their  present  friends  and  subscribers  will  continue 
to  render  their  valuable  help  as  hitherto,  and  that  with  the  addition 
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of  Bome  fresh  names  the  schools  may  be  continued  in  the  same  good 
position  for  the  advantage  of  the  children  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
island. 

**  The  office  of  treasurer  is  still  performed  by  Mr.  Boberts,  also 
that  of  honorary  secretary  by  Mr.  Walter,  and  the  thanks  of  the 
committee  are  due  to  those  gentlemen  for  the  kindness  shown  by 
them  in  the  performance  of  those  duties. 

'*  The  thanks  of  the  committee  are  also  due  to  Henry  Johnson, 
Esq.,  who  still  continues  his  valuable  donation  as  a  prize  fund  amoDg 
the  deserving  children,  for  the  attention  paid  to  their  studies  and 
their  punctual  attendance  at  school. 

"  The  committee  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  manner  in  which 
Mr.  Whitfield  continues  to  perform  the  duties  of  master.  They 
regret,  however,  that  in  consequence  of  ill  health  Miss  Bagg  has 
been  compelled  to  resign  her  station  as  mistress ;  her  place  has  been 
filled  by  Miss  M.  A.  Clark,  who,  the  committee  have  every  reason 
to  believe,  will  carry  on  the  duties  as  efficiently  as  her  predecessor.*' 

Southwarh  and  Walworth  (Acton  Flaee).  Infants,  100.  "The 
school,  which  has  now  been  in  existence  for  forty  years,  is  still  felt 
to  be  as  much  needed  as  ever  in  this  densely  populated  neighbour- 
hood. Its  efficiency  as  an  infant  school  is  good,  the  number  of 
children  averaging  about  100,  who  daily  receive  the  elements  of 
religious  instruction. 

'*  The  character  of  this  school  is  entirely  unsectarian — connected 
with  no  particular  place  of  worship, — ^its  committee  being  membera 
of  various  denominations ;  this,  perhaps,  has  acted  unfavourably  in 
their  efforts  to  obtain  fresh  supporters,  as  so  many  prefer  interest* 
ing  themselves  in  institutions  connected  with  their  own  places  of 
worship. 

"  During  the  past  year  a  large  sum  has  been  expended  in  necessaiy 
repairs,  a  portion  of  which  was  met  by  the  liberality  of  a  few  kind 
friends. 

"  It  is  with  much  regret  they  have  to  announce  the  resignation 
of  their  treasurer  (owing  to  removal),  who  has  for  a  period  of  fifteen 
years  so  kindly  sustained  that  office  among  them;  but  they  are 
happy  to  report  that  the  vacancy  is  about  to  be  filled  by  another 
much  valued  member  of  tlie  committee. 

'*  In  conclusion,  they  feel  that  there  is  much  reason  for  'thankful* 
ness  that  amid  all  discouragements  they  have  still  been  able  to 
maintain  their  position.*' 
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SUfffwrd.  Bmf9  and  QirU,  161.  Infants,  97.  <'  The  committee 
of  the  aboYe  schools  have  great  pleasure  in  again  presenting  their 
azmnal  report — ^viz.,  for  the  jear  ending  3l8t  March  last ;  and,  in 
doing  80,  would  congratulate  the  subscribers  upon  the  success  of 
the  past  jear. 

"It  is  evident,  from  the  number  of  children  attending  the  schools, 
that  the  efforts  of  the  committee  to  provide  a  good  and  useful 
education,  and  one  at  the  same  time  within  the  means  of  the  work- 
ing population,  are  fully  appreciated. 

*^Aa  one  sign  of  the  success  of  the  schools,  it  may  be  mentioned 
thtt^  at  the  recent  visit  of  the  Government  Inspector,  W.  Scoltock, 
Esq.,  ninety-three  per  cent,  of  the  scholars  presented  to  him  for 
examination  passed  successfully  in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic ; 
while  the  average  percentage  of  the  examinations  throughout  the 
whole  country  does  not  exceed  eighty-three.  These  results  are 
mainly  to  be  attributed  to  the  energy,  ability,  and  teaching  power 
of  Mr.  J.  P.  Channon,  the  certificated  master  of  the  schools. 

^  The  committee  beg  to  tender  their  best  thanks  to  M.  A.  Bass, 
Esq.,  M.P.,  and  H.  D.  Pochin,  Esq.,  of  Salford,  for  their  liberal 
aonoal  subscriptions  of  £10  10s.  and  £10  respectively;  and  also 
to  Lord  Stafford,  for  his  kindness  in  returning  (per  W.  Blount, 
Esq.)  the  amount  due  for  ground  rent,  which  amounts  will  appear 
in  the  balance  sheet  of  1865-6." 

Stockton-on-Tees.  Boys,  161.  Oirls  and  Infants,  180.  "The 
committee  of  the  Stockton  British  Schools,  in  presenting  their 
annual  report,  rejoice  in  being  able  to  acknowledge  a  decrease  in 
the  balance  due  to  the  treasurer  from  £47  7b.  Id.  to  £23  18s.  9d., 
and  an  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  attending  the  schools  from 
127  to  161  boys,  and  from  180  to  200  girls  and  infants. 

*'  Six  of  the  boys  obtained  prizes  at  the  science  and  art  examina- 
tion held  at  Darlington  during  the  past  year;  and,  according  to 
the  Inspector's  last  report,  there  is  considerable  improvement  in  this 
department. 

"In  the  girls*  school  there  has  been  a  change  of  mistress,  which 
is  apt  to  act  unfavourably  for  a  time ;  and  when  to  this  is  added 
that  Miss  Bamingham,  since  entering  on  her  duties,  has  been  greatly 
ioconvenienoed  by  the  limited  accommodation  and  other  disadvantages, 
of  which  the  Government  Inspector  has  often  complained,  it  is  all 
the  more  creditable  that  with  these  hindrances  to  success  the  number 
of  pupils  has  still  increased. 
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''The  income  for  the  past  year  has  beenr— from  school  pence 
£125  88.,  and  from  subscriptions  £79  28.  6d.  The  amoimt  sab- 
scribed  to  the  building  frmd  is  nearly  £400. 

''  The  committee,  in  concluding,  would  beg  to  obserre  that  while 
the  income  from  subscriptions  for  the  past  year  is  an  increase  of 
£5  16s.  6d.  over  that  of  1808,  it  is  a  decrease  from  that  of  1864  of 
£8  15s. ;  and  they  would  further  express  a  hope  that  the  present 
efficiency  of  the  schools  and  the  increasing  population  of  the  town 
will  not  only  arrest  the  decrease,  but  considerably  augment  the 
subscriptions  for  the  current  year." 

Tottenham.  Boys,  240.  QirU,  124.  ''  Boys'  School.— In  pre- 
senting to  the  subscribers  the  annual  report  of  the  state  of  the 
boys'  school,  the  committee  are  glad  to  be  able  to  speak  with 
continued  satisfaction  as  to  the  progress  of  the  scholars,  and  to 
assure  the  subscribers  that  in  the  several  branches  of  an  ekmentaiy 
education  the  school  maintains  its  character  for  good  teaching. 

''The  committee  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  school 
continues  to  receiye  the  assiduous  attentions  of  the  master,  George 
Boss,  whose  lengthened  sernces  are  marked  by  much  success  in  the 
amount  of  learning  imparted  to  the  scholars. 

"There  are  at  present  the  names  of  240  boys  on  the  school 
register,  with  an  average  attendance  daily  of  about  162;  the 
number  admitted  during  the  past  year  was  104 ;  the  number  who 
have  left,  98 ;  the  total  numb^  admitted  since  its  establishment  in 
1812  is  4,790. 

"  The  committee  feel  well  satisfied  with  the  attainments  of  the 
scholars,  as  shown  in  the  recent  examinations.  The  reading  and 
writing  of  some  of  the  boys  in  the  upper  classes  was  decidedly  good, 
and  the  general  state  of  the  school  in  these  branches  of  education, 
and  in  arithmetic,  was  highly  creditable.  Instruction  is  given  in 
the  Holy  Scriptures,  and  the  general  discipline  maintained  in  the 
school  is  satisfactory.  Linear  drawing  is  well  attended  to,  and 
some  questions  in  geography  were  answered  with  facility. 

"  Strongly  impressed  with  the  important  benefit  to  tiie  com- 
munity of  thus  imparting  to  the  rising  generation  of  the  industrial 
class  a  sound  Christian  education,  the  committee  again  conunoid 
the  institution  to  the  liberal  support  of  the  inhabitants  of  Tottenham 
and  its  vicinity. 

"  6iBLs'  School. — ^As  the  annnal  meeting  of  this  institiitioo 
approaches,  it  is  due  to  the  subscribers  to  acquaint  them  with  the 
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fngnm  of  tiie  pasfc  year,  the  stote  of  tke  fbndB,  the  miinbera  of 
fte  Miiolan,  and  the  diseoaragemente  as  well  as  enooaragementa 
wUeh  ha?e  maAed  the  time  since  their  pxeyions  statements  were 

''Ab  r^ards  the  school,  there  is  little  to  commtmieate  bejond 
fte  anuranoe  that  so  finr  as  the  efforts  of  the  mistress  are  coneemed, 
BO  pains  hare  been  wanting  to  do  justice  to  the  children,  and  to 
hnng  them  on  in  the  different  branches  of  a  solid  and  good  eduea- 

tion. 

''In  consequence  of  the  change  in  the^  Government  regulations 
with  respect  to  the  assistance  granted  to  the  schools  under  in* 
speetion,  it  has  been  necessary  to  pay  much  greater  attention  to 
tiie  lower  classes,  to  bring  them  on  in  reading,  writing,  and  spelling. 
Tbe  committee  beliere  that  though  for  a  time  it  seems  to  diminish 
the  acquirements  of  the  school,  it  will  erentually  prove  advantageous 
to  the  higher  classes,  who  are  also  carefully  instructed  and  grounded 
in  each  branch  of  useful  knowledge.  Much  attention  has  been  paid 
to  the  needlework,  which  is  improved;  the  committee  earnestly 
invite  the  attention  of  those  interested  in  the  school  to  this  subjeety 
and  request  that  work  may  be  sent  to  be  done,  as  it  would  help  the 
fonds,  and  give  encouragement  to  both  mistress  and  scholars  ta  do- 
their  best  to  give  satisfaction. 

"It  is  cause  of  surprise  and  regret  that  the  numbers  continue  so 
imall ;  the  committee  are  not  aware  of  anything  connected  with  the 
Echool  to  account  for  this;  they  had  fully  expected  the  steady 
inerease  of  population  to  have  added  to  the  numbers.  They  believe 
there  never  was  a  time  when  the  parents  and  friends  of  the  children 
were  better  satisfied  with  the  progress  of  the  scholars,  and  the 
eommittee  nerer  had  greater  confid^ice  in  the  energy,  watchfulness, 
and  ability  of  their  truly  Christian  mistress ;  they  can  only  attribute 
it  to  the  great  efforts  used  to  induce  the  parents  to  send  their 
children  to  schools  where  clothing  is  given,  and  no  weekly  payment 
is  expected.** 

Walworth  (Torh  Street),  Girls,  90.  ''The  committee  of  the 
^oik  Street  Charity  School  for  Girls,  in  presenting  their  fifty-fifth 
Bonnal  report  to  its  subscribers  and  friends,  desire  to  record  their 
grstitnde  to  the  Author  and  Giver  of  all  good,  who  has  been  pleased 
to  Uess  their  efforts  in  the  past,  and  who  is  giving  them  still  many 
tokens  of  His  approval. 

''They  feel  encouraged  in  their  work  by  the  repeated  instances 
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of  good  which  have  come  imder  their  immediate  and  penonal  notice 
(the  result  of  instruction  imparted  in  the  school),  and  by  the  con- 
Tiction  that  they  are  acting  in  accordance  with  the  will  of  God, 
who  has  declared  in  the  Scriptures  of  truth,  'That  the  soul  be 
without  knowledge  it  is  not  good.' 

'*  Tour  committee  are  convinced  also  that  they  do  well  in  seeking 
to  impart  useful  and  saving  knowledge  early.  When  young,  the 
mind  most  easily  acquires  it.  It  is  then  active  and  vigorous,  the 
imagination  is  lively,  hope  nerves  it  to  effort,  and  it  readily  masters 
that  which  would  be  impossible  in  later  years.  The  knowledge 
which  is  acquired  whilst  young  is  always  the  longest  retained. 
Memory  becomes  treacherous  as  persons  advance  in  life.  But  facta 
abundantly  prove  that  the  lessons  of  the  nursery  and  the  school 
attend  us  all  through  life,  down  to  second  childhood  and  the  grave. 
What  a  valuable  capital  is  knowledge  with  which  to  send  the  young 
forth  into  life!  It  opens  boundless  sources  of  happiness  to  the 
mind,  and  enables  its  possessor  to  discharge  with  honour  and  useful- 
ness the  duties  which  Providence  assigns ;  and  yet  more,  knowledge, 
especially  the  knowledge  of  divine  truths,  is  the  only  protection 
against  the  evils  and  perils  of  temptation  and  sin.  '  My  people,' 
saith  God,  '  perish  for  lack  of  knowledge.'  '  Qet  wisdom,  get 
understanding,'  says  the  wise  man ;  whilst,  for  the  encouragemeot 
of  all  who  are  interested  in  the  instruction  of  youth,  it  is  added, 
'  Train  up  a  child  in  the  way  he  should  go,  and  when  he  is  old  he 
will  not  depart  from  it.' 

'*  The  present  aspect  of  the  school  is  encouraging.  The  governess 
continues  to  discharge  her  duties  in  a  way  that  is  satisfactoiy  to 
your  committee,  and  they  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  testify  to  her 
efficiency  and  zeal.  The  school  is  mudi  appreciated  by  the  poor  of 
the  neighbourhood.  Many  apply  each  month  for  presentations  for 
the  admission  of  their  children.  The  number  at  present  on  the 
books  is  90,  which  rather  exceeds  the  usual  average,  more  than  40 
of  whom  have  been  admitted  during  the  past  year.  Their  attendance 
is  regular,  their  health  continues  good,  and  their  manifest  improve- 
ment testifies  at  once  to  the  attention  of  the  scholars  and  the  ability 
of  their  instructress. 

**  It  was  with  much  regret  your  committee  received  the  resignA- 
tion  in  July  last  of  Miss  Fauntleroy,  who  had  for  some  years  held 
the  office  of  secretary.  They  record  their  grateful  appreciation  of 
her  past  services,  and  their  desires  for  her  future  happiness  and  true 
welfare. 
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**  Amidst  80  much  that  is  pleasing,  howeyer,  one  thing  awakens 
Kfiou  thooght.     The  income  of  the  school  does  not  meet  its 
expenditore,  so  that,  had  there  not  been  a  balance  remaining  from 
list  year's  account  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer,  there  would  ha?e 
been  a  considerable  deficiency  to  be  supplied  at  the  present  time. 
MsDjr  of  the  able  and  warm  supporters  of  the  school  have  removed 
to  other  localitiea — some  have  been  caJled  to  their  reward  abore, — 
and  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  their  vacant  places  shoidd  be 
oecnpied.    Your  committee  therefore  make  an  earnest  appeal  for 
fresh  subscribers.     They  would  be  thankful  for  small  yearly  con- 
tribntions  if  larger  would  be  inconvenient.    Surely  a  school  which 
bean  the  honoured  name  of  Clayton — which  for  so  long  a  period 
has  been  a  blessing  to  the  neighbourhood — which  has  fitted  so  many 
for  the  duties  of  life,  and  led  others  unto  the  ways  of  G-od — shall 
not  be  suffered  to  languish  through  want  of  means !    Never  was 
the  work  of  the  school  more  important  than  at  the  present  time,  or 
more  needed  in  this  densely  populated  neighbourhood.    With  con- 
fidence, therefore,  your  committee  make  this  appeal  to  your  generous 
sympathy  and  aid ;  and,  in  concluding  this  brief  report,  would  seek 
to  stimulate  your  zeal  and  their  own  in  this  good  cause,  by  the 
lefflembranoe  of  those  merciful  words  of  our  Divine  Master— words 
which  have  revived  the  flagging  enei^es  and  sustained  the  fainting 
hearts  of  so  many  faithful  workers  for  Him, — 

""Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  My 
brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  Me.'  " 

Warrington,  BoyB  and  Cfirls,  314  "Your  committee  have  the 
satisfaction  to  report  the  final  completion  of  the  improvements  in 
the  school  buildings  commenced  in  1851,  and  carried  out  by 
saccessive  instalments  in  1852,  1854,  1858,  and  1865.  During 
the  past  year  the  offices  in  both  the  boys'  and  girls'  playgrounds 
have  been  rebuilt  on  a  greatly  improved  plan,  at  a  cost  of  £102  lOs., 
particulars  of  which  are  appended  to  this  report.  The  buildings 
have  also  been  thoroughly  painted  and  coloured,  and  are  now  in 
erery  way  in  excellent  condition.  The  thanks  of  your  committee 
are  due  to  the  donors  of  fimds  for  these  improvements,  and  a  list 
of  their  benefactions  is  appended. 

"  Notices  have  been  served  on  the  trustees  of  the  school  buildings 
by  the  Sheffield  and  Lincolnshire  and  Macclesfield  Railway  Com- 
panies that  the  site  of  the  schoolrooms  may  be  wanted  by  these 
companies. 
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**  Your  committee  haTO  to  regret  the  loss  by  removal  of  another 
of  the  old  and  active  friends  of  the  institution  in  the  pamon  of  Mr. 
SobinscHi,  who  for  many  years  held  the  office  of  treasurer. 

"Your  committee  have  to  thank  Miss  Hannah  Noble  for  her 
very  kind  and  efficient  aid  in  connection  with  the  sewing  dasses, 
and  to  express  their  hope  that  she  may  be  able  to  continue  those 
much  i^preciated  services. 

''  Your  committee  rejoice  to  be  able  to  report  your  day  scbools 
as  in  a  flourishing  and  prosperous  condition.  The  average  attend* 
ance  during  the  year  has  been  217  boys  and  97  girls ;  and  during 
the  year  these  children  have  made  108,875  attendances,  four  of  them 
having  been  present  the  whole  of  the  4M  times  the  school  had  been 
opened. 

"  As  Mr.  Brewtnall  has  been  at  the  head  of  the  adiools  sinee 
1848,  it  may  be  satisfactory  to  compare  their  condition  now  with 
what  it  was  then. 

''Average  attendance,  1848,  99;  1865,  314.  Beading  — The

''Since  1848  twenty-four  pupil  teachers  have  passed  ihrough 
the  scliools,  of  whom  13  are  following  the  profession  of  teachingf 
7  are  in  commercial  situations,  3  are  dead,  and  1  has  returned 
home. 

''  In  1848  the  schools  were  some«  three  hundred  pounds  in  debt, 
a  deficit  having  been  annually  accun^ulating  for  some  yeare.  Tour 
committee  are  glad  to  show  by  the  financial  statement  appended 
that  they  are  now  free  from  debt,  iu  spite  of  a  necessarily  Isip^y 
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maeani  expeaditure,  aad  of  krge  and  sucoesBiTe  imprordmentB  in 
the  ediool  bttiidings  and  appliaaoes. 

'^  Y<mr  oompiittee  again  appeal  to  the  friends  of  luuectarian  and 
efficient  education  to  sustain  them  in  a  work  which  has  produced 
aost  impoftant  effects  on  the  state  of  education  in  the  town  and 
oe^hboarhood,  and  which  has  still  improving  means  and  accumulating 
ktenal  resourcea  for  carrying  on  the  important  work  to  which  it  is 
deroted" 

WuiMo  RM^  Norwood.  Soys,  71.  Oirh  and  Infants,  7S.  "The 
atteation  of  the  residents  of  this  neighbourhood  is  respectfully  asked 
to  these  schoida.  About  twelve  (1853)  years  have  elapsed  sfaice  the 
auction  of  the  present  commodious  building,  at  a  cost  of  upwards 
of  £2,000.  Without  any  incumbrance,  it  has  been  placed  in  trust 
kt  the  sole  benefit  of  the  poorer  part  of  Hie  population; 

"A  committee  of  gentlemen,  and  one  of  ladies,  consisting  of 
members  of  various  religious  denominations,  undertake  the  super- 
fisiou  of  the  schools.  They  are,  and  always  have  been,  the  only 
Bcbools  of  the  kind  in  the  immediate  locality,  and  are  most  efficiently 
conducted.  Government  inspection  has  repeatedly  resulted  in  very 
satisfactory  reports  as  to  their  condition,  and  the  parents  of  the 
Bcholars  show  their  appreciation  of  the  education  thus  afforded. 
The  returns  for  the  past  year  show  the  average  attendance  of  boys 
to  have  been  71,  of  girls  and  infants,  78 ;  in  the  course  of  twelve 
months  195  boys  and  284  girls  and  infants  were  in  attendance. 
Beading,  writing,  arithmetic,  English  grammar,  composition, 
geography,  and  history  are  taught  both  to  boys  and  girls,  while 
to  some  of  the  advanced  boys  lessons  are  given  in  drawing,  mensu- 
ration, &e.y  and  to  the  girls,  needlework,  &c.  The  books  used  are 
principally  those  recommended  by  the  Irish  Board  of  Education. 
The  Bible  is  read  and  scriptural  instruction  is  given  daily  in  both 
Bchools.  Both  the  master  and  mistress  hold  a  certificate  from 
Government  for  efficiency. 

*^  These  are  the  facts  to  which  attention  is  asked,  and  upon  which 
the  committee  rest  an  appeal  for  increased  support.  It  has  long 
been  mmecessary  to  do  more  than  name  the  sybject  of  education 
to  secure  an  acknowledgment  of  its  importance  to  our  working 
classes,  and  to  the  welfare  of  our  country.  But  it  is  one  thing  to 
make  this  acknowledgment,  and  another  to  join  in  efforts  to  render 
it  of  practical  value. 

'*  The  continued  prosperity  of  the  school  renders  it  necessary  that 
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there  should  be  an  increase  in  the  subficriptionB.  Here  surely  is  a 
good  work,  with  special  claims  on  the  more  influential  inhabitants 
of  the  neighbourhood,  and  one  that  is  certainly  within  the  compass 
of  their  power. 

**  An  additional  reason  for  making  this  appeal  just  now  arises  out 
of  the  recent  alterations  in  what  is  known  as  the  Gk>Temment 
'  Beyised  Code.'  As  anticipated,  the  effect  of  these  new  r^ulations 
has  already  been  to  lessen  the  amount  of  the  Goremment  grant  to 
the  schools,  and  thus  to  cast  additional  responsibility  on  the 
managers:  under  these  circumstances  the  committee  confidently 
hope  that  all  the  friends  of  education  in  Upper  Norwood  will 
co-operate  in  a  work  at  once  so  benevolently  practical  and  so 
entirely  unsectarian.  Annexed  is  the  balance-sheet,  which  it  will 
be  observed  extends  over  sixteen  months;  this  is  owing  to  the 
Committee  of  Council  having  changed  the  time  of  commencing 
their  financial  year,  with  which  the  school  year  has  therefore  been 
made  to  correspond." 

Wishech.  Bays,  280.  ''  Three  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty- 
eight  boys  have  been  admitted  into  the  school  since  it  was  instituted 
in  May,  1839.  The  number  of  boys  in  the  school  at  the  last  annual 
meeting  was  255;  admitted  since,  131:  total,  386.  The  number 
left  during  the  year : — For  field  or  other  occasional  work,  29 ;  for 
permanent  situations,  15 ;  left  the  tovm,  21 ;  gone  to  other  schools, 
11 ;  dismissed,  2 ;  left  on  account  of  illness,  4 ;  from  various  other 
causes,  24 :  total,  106.    Number  of  boys  now  in  the  school,  280. 

''SuMMABT  OF  Besults. — The  average  weekly  paid  attendance 
during  the  year  has  been  231.  At  present  40  boys  are  reading 
monosyllables;  122  can  read  easy  narratives;  118  read  books  of 
general  information ;  22-1  write  in  copy-books ;  125  learn  the  simple 
rules  of  arithmetic;  49  leam  the  compound  rules;  33  learn  re- 
duction; 24  learn  proportion  and  fractions;  12  leam  the  higher 
rules  (mensuration  and  algebra).  All  are  instructed  in  geography; 
169  in  grammar  and  composition ;  118  in  history ;  and  53  in  draw- 
ing on  paper.  All  boys  who  write  in  copy-books  are  taught  object- 
drawing." 

Tamumth.  Boys,  323.  "  The  committee  have  great  pleasure  in 
being  able  to  report  that  the  school,  which  has  now  existed  for  fifty- 
three  years,  has  maintained  its  high  position. 
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''Since  the  last  report  was  published  Mr.  Tomkins  has  resigned 
liu  position  as  master  of  the  school.  The  committee  desire  to  bear 
testimony  to  the  zeal  and  ability,  the  judgment  and  gentlemanly 
bearing,  which  characterized  him  during  the  fifteen  years  he  was 
muter. 

"The  committee  used  their  best  endeavours  to  supply  Mr. 
Tomkins'  place  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  and  that  their  cfibrts 
Tcre  not  unsuccessful  when  they  obtained  the  services  of  Mr. 
F.  J.  Grladman,  the  present  head  master,  will  be  seen  from  the 
reports  of  her  Majesty's  Inspector,  C.  Alderaon,  Esq. 

"  The  inspector  reports  to  the  Committee  of  Council  on  Education 
that  upon  the  examination  of  this  year,  out  of  28S  pupils  who  had 
attended  more  than  200  times  during  the  year,  and  who  were 
presented  to  him  fur  examination,  283  passed  in  reading,  285  in 
arithmetic,  and  286  in  spelling  and  writing;  i.  e.,  nearly  99  per 
cent  passed,  thus  giving  to  the  school  a  standard  of  excellency  in 
ita  working  by  the  head  master  which  is  seldom  equalled,  and  still 
more  rarely  surpassed,  in  any  school  of  its  class. 

*•  The  committee  have  pleasure  in  now  reporting  that  the  average 
daily  attendance  of  scholars  during  the  past  year  has  been  323. 
Befildes  the  head  master,  the  school  staff  consists  of  an  assistant 
master  and  six  pupil  teachers;  all  these  teachers  are  paid  by  the 
committee. 

"  The  committee  regret  to  announce  the  death  of  several  valued 
subscribers  to  the  school,  and  especially  that  of  their  late  treasurer, 
•Tohn  Brightwen,  Esq.,  who  in  his  lifetime  was  always  a  most  liberal 
subscriber  and  benefactor  to  the  school,  and  who  evinced  his  interest 
in  its  success  by  bequeathing  a  legacy  of  £200  towards  its  future 
support.  But  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  new  subscribers  will  be 
found  to  supply  the  places  of  those  taken  away,  so  that  the  efficiency 
of  the  school  may  not  be  impaired  by  a  want  of  funds."

EXTBACTS  PROM  EOEEIGN  C0EEE8P0NDENCE. 


EAST     INDIES. 
{From  the  Twenty-third  B^ort  of  the  Mirzipore  Missiok.) 

"Orphak  Souoolb. — "We  have  received  into  the  school,  Bince 
last  report,  the  infant  children  of  the  lamented  John  Joseph. 
Their  share  of  their  father's  property  is  acknowledged  in  the 
accounts.  Also  a  little  boy  of  about  seven,  to  whom  we  gave  the 
name  of  John  Angell  James.  This  poor  child  was  brought  to  us 
with  a  little  cart  in  which  hd  kept  whatever  grain  he  could  beg. 
He  had  also  an  old  blanket  and  a  vessel  to  drink  from,  and  what 
he  valued  more  than  all  was  a  small  box  containing  opium.  We 
conjecture  that  he  was  some  beggar's  child,  who  was  accustomed  to 
drug  him  with  opium  whenever  he  left  him  for  any  length  of  time. 
We  attributed  his  stupidity  and  inability  to  speak  properly  to  this 
bad  custom ;  he  improved  a  little  under  our  care,  and  began  to  say 
a  few  sentences,  but  he  never  recovered  from  the  illness  that  he 
was  suffering  from  when  he  came,  and  died  in  four  months.  Three 
other  boys  have  been  received,  one  of  whom  is  very  delicate  from 
having  been  insufficiently  fed. 

"  The  orphan  boys  are  now  enjoying  good  health,  but  for  some 
months  we  had  much  sickness  in  the  school,  and  at  that  time  Maf*ili 
Charan  died  of  fever. 

"  We  have-  had  three  other  deaths,  but  they  might  have  been 
expected  from  the  condition  of  the  babies  when  we  received  them. 
Two  died  in  a  month,  and  one  lived  three  months.  One  of  them 
had  the  benefit  of  its  own  mother's  care,  and  yet  could  not  be 
reared.  She  found  out  that  the  authorities  had  sent  us  her  baby 
more  than  a  fortnight  after  she  had  lost  him,  and  it  was  touching 
to  see  how  happy  the  child  was  as  soon  as  she  took  him  to  her  amis. 
Her  story  was  that  she  was  left  a  widow  in  Benares,  with  this  her 
firstborn,  and  hearing  that  she  could  get  work  in  the  factories  at 
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MiraipoTe,  she  came  here.  Not  being  allowed  to  take  her  child 
with  her  when  she  went  to  work,  she  left  it  to  an  old  woman's  care, 
who  informed  her  one  night  on  her  return  that  the  dogs  bad  carried 
it  off.  We  gave  her  employment,  and  she  did  all  she  could  for  her 
poor  little  one,  but  it  died  very  soon.  We  had  some  hope  of  the 
one  that  lingered  three  months,  but  she  always  looked  sorrowful, 
CYen  when  in  the  arms  of  one  of  the  orphan  girls,  of  whom  she  was 
very  fond.  Of  two  other  arrivals  in  the  school  we  almost  despair ; 
thej  are  big  girls,  but  one  looks  like  a  skeleton,  and  good  food  has 
made  little  or  no  change  in  her  appearance ;  the  other  has  certainly 
Dot  her  full  senses.  Both  very  much  object  to  learning,  but  the 
latter,  with  the  inducement  of  a  pice  for  sweetmeats  weekly,  can 
now  do  a  little  coarse  needlework. 

'*  The  last  arrival  is  a  little  baby  of  about  a  year  old,  who  was 
found  at  G-opeeganj.  She  is  thin  and  wasted,  as  most  that  we 
receive  are. 

"  There  are  now  in  the  schools  13  boys  and  10  girls. 

"  Village  Schools. — The  school  in  Bamai  Patti  has  been  dis- 
continued,  but  the  boys  who  came  regularly  to  it  have  been  entered 
M  pupils  in  the  High  School. 

"The  teacher  in  Ghurau  Patti  has  kept  at  his  work  most 
diligently,  and  takes  great  pride  in  his  scholars.  The  class  has 
^ried  greatly  in  numbers  during  the  year — sometimes  5  or  6,  at 
others  12  or  14, — according  to  the  employment  the  boys  may  have 
heen  able  to  get.  It  is  pleasant  to  see  how  they  again  gather  round 
their  teacher  whenever  they  have  leisure.  About  6  read  fluently 
in  Hindui  and  Eoman,  besides  writing  well,  and  doing  sums  and 
geography.     Others  read,  but  not  with  ease. 

"  At  Bachwapura  the  teaching  has  been  discontinued  because  sc 
few  attended ;  but  whenever  there  is  leisure  to  pay  a  visit  to  the 
Tillage  the  women  gather  round  and  give  a  hearty  welcome,  asking 
affectionately  about  our  family  aftairs  and  telling  their  own. 
Amongst  them  are  a  few  women  of  higher  rank.  We  always  finish 
our  visit  with  some  Scripture  history  or  Bible  truthn,  which  are 
listened  to  with  interest. 

^^  At  Baraundhd  and  Bathed  the  classes  have  kept  up  well,  though 
better  at  the  former  place.  Several  boys  have  learned  to  read  and 
^te  in  Hindui  and  Koman. 

"At  Dhaurdpurd  a  lad  teaches  who  learned  to  read  in  the 
Banandh4  school.  Being  an  orphan,  he  was  allowed  four  annas  a 
wedc  from  the  Belief  Fund  for  his  support.    When  he  had  made 
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some  progress  he  asked  for  more,  as  he  did  not  find  that  sufficieui 
to  live  ou.  He  told  us  at  the  same  time  that  he  had  supposed  ^e 
would  not  give  him  an  increase  unless  he  did  something  to  support 
himself,  and  therefore  for  some  little  time  he  had  been  collecting 
boys  in  a  village,  and  that  they  were  ready  to  be  examined  in  their 
alphabet.  Of  course  the  pay  was  increased.  After  teaching  two 
hours  in  the  morning,  he  attends  the  High  School  all  day  as  a  ])upil. 
He  has  continued  this  course,  and  has  become  a  good  teacher ;  bis 
class  makes  steady  progress,  and  the  weekly  lessons  are  always 
ready. 

''The  girls*  class  at  Ghuraupatti  was  discontinued  because  the 
children  preferred  coming  to  the  compound  school,  as  they  would 
get  more  pice  by  learning  all  day. 

"  The  Wellesley  Ganj  girls*  class  has  been  very  satisfactory.  My 
little  teacher  from  the  first  class  of  the  compound  school  has  done 
her  work  with  spirit ;  the  woman  of  the  house  also  assists  in  teach- 
ing, besides  preparing  her  own  lessons  in  Hindui  and  Soman.  The 
old  mother,  too,  who  is  as  quick  and  clever  as  a  young  woman, 
exerts  herself  to  collect  girls,  and  all  prospers  as  long  as  the  visitor 
goes  weekly  to  hear  the  lessons.  Should  there  be  any  interruption 
of  visits,  however,  from  illness  or  other  causes,  the  interest  soon 
fiags,  and  the  numbers  diminish.  The  number  in  the  class  professes 
to  be  fifteen,  but  it  often  dwindlen  clown  to  eight  or  ten.  Six  or 
eight  read  pretty  well. 

*^The  girls*  class  at  Baraundha  has  varied  in  attendance  from 
seventeen  to  seven,  and  yet  with  all  this  irregularity  there  are  eight 
good  readers  amongst  them.  A  pretty  little  girl  about  five  years 
of  age  also  attends,  who  became  blind  from  her  mother's  n^lect. 
She  repeats  her  hymns  and  tables,  and  listens  to  the  Scripture 
stories.  As  she  and  her  brother  have  no  father,  they  each  receive 
relief  from  the  Belief  Society ;  the  brother  attends  the  boys'  school 
regularly,  and  reads  well. 

'^  HiQU  School. — Dr.  Mather,  the  acting  superintendent  of  the 
schools,  being  alone  in  the  mission,  has  been  tinable  to  devote  any 
portion  of  his  time  to  the  work  of  teaching  in  the  schools.  In  the 
present  state  of  educational  operations  in  Northern  India  it  is,  as 
all  experien(^ed  men  will  testify,  absolutely  essential  to  the  efficiency 
and  complete  prosperity  of  an  English  school  that  it  should  bare 
not  only  a  European  superintendent  who  may  visit  it  occasionally, 
but  a  European  head  master,  who  should  devote  most  of  his  time  to 
the  actual  work  of  teaching.    The  schools  in  Mirzapore  connected 
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with  the  London  Missionary  Society  have  not  had  this  advantage 

for  the  ]aat  four  years,  and  consequently  it  is  easy  to  conceive  that 

they  might  be  more  advanced  than  they  are  at  present.     Still  it 

would  be  unjust  to  ourselves  and  the  cause  were  we  to  convey  the 

impression  that  with  native  Christian  head  masters  considerable 

progress  has  not  been  made.     In  the  report  for  1864  the  numbers 

in  attendance  in  the  High  School  and  City  School  were  263.     In 

our  present  report  of  the  attendance  during  the  past  year  it  will  be 

seen  that  the  numbers  in  attendance  have  been  334.     The  fees  paid 

in  1864  were  Bs.  102   2  0.     During  the  past  year  Es.  353   6  0 

haye  been  paid.     In  the  English  department  there  have  been  during 

the  past  year  147  boys,  whereas  in  the  preceding  year  there  were 

110;  and  formerly  at  no  time  were  there  more  than   60  to  70  boys 

engaged  in  learning  English.     The  principal  cause  of  this  difference 

ix,  as  wc  stated  in  our  last  report,  the  altered  state  of  native  opinion 

and  feeling  in  reference  to  the  English  language.     *  There  is  a  tide 

in  the  affairs  of  men,'  as  Shakspere  has  it,  and  that  has  now  set  in 

in  favour  of  English. 

**The  examinations  of  the  schools  were  carried  on  during  the 
week  preceding  Christmas,  and  the  public  day  on  which  the  prizes 
were  distributed  was  the  28th  December.  Dr.  Loch  took  the  chair, 
supported  by  George  Loch,  Esq.,  Judge  of  the  High  Court,  Calcutta, 
and  B.  Howard,  Esq.,  and  other  friends.  The  Eev.  W.  Jones  took 
charge  of  the  public  examination  in  the  vernaculars,  and  the  Rev. 
Kai^hi  Nath  Datt  of  that  in  the  English  language.  At  the  close 
wveral  recitations  of  well-chosen  poetical  passages  were  delivered 
by  several  boys  with  very  good  effect,  and  elicited  universal 
applause. 

'*  We  are  happy  to  be  able  to  announce  that  the  new  school-house 
is  in  a  forward  state.  The  ground  near  the  Tirmohani  not  being 
immediately  available,  another  site  was  sought  for,  and  a  piece  of 
ground  near  McChlery  Ganj  was  selected.  At  the  instance  of  the 
Municipal  Committee  1,000  square  yards  have  been  given  by 
G^overnment,  for  which  the  committee  begs  to  tender  its  sincere 
thanks.  To  complete  the  site,  Arrangements  have  been  made  to 
purchase  three  hundred  yards  of  ground  additional.  The  sum  of 
5,000  rupees  having  been  made  up  in  money,  ground,  and  building 
materials,  the  Government  has  sanctioned  a  grant  of  5,000  rupees. 
£ar]v  in  December  the  first  stone  was  laid,  at  a  depth  of  ten  feet 
below  the  surface.  It  was  found  that  the  ground  having  been  newly 
made,  it  was  necessary  that  the  foundations  should  be  sunk  thus 
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deep  to  inBure  the  permanent  safety  of  the  building.  This,  it  was 
calculated,  would  add  to  the  expense  of  the  building  by  at  least 
1,000  rupees.  The  foundations  are  now  completed,  and  have  cost 
1,600  rupees  instead  of  the  calculated  1,000.  We  are  indebted  to 
Captain  W.  Jackson  for  a  sketch-plan  of  the  building,  and  we  hope 
to  obtain  further  aid  from  our  fellow-committeeman,  J.  MacDonald, 
Esq. 

"  The  building  now  in  process  of  erection  will  contain  one  large 
hall,  65  feet  by  32  feet,  four  class-rooms,  20  feet  by  16  feet,  with 
entrance  lobbies  and  verandahs." 


ANGL0.8TBIAN    FEMALE    SCHOOLS,   BEYBOTIT. 

(JExtraistfirom  a  Statement  hy  Mrs.  Bowen  Thompson.) 

"  You  will  remember  the  sanguinary  massacres  which  decimated 
the  male  population  of  the  Lebanon  and  Damascus  in  1860.  Suffice 
to  say,  the  Mahometans  and  Druses  made  common  cause  for  the 
destruction  of  the  so-called  Christian  population,  whose  bitter 
enmity  often  provoked  a  strife.  The  Maronites  and  Greeks  of 
the  Lebanon,  who  fled  for  refuge  to  their  Mahou^etan  rulers,  were 
betrayed,  and  the  men  delivered  up  to  the  sword.  The  order  at 
Hasbaya  was, '  every  male  from  seven  to  seventy '  should  be  slain. 

"  Thus  thousands  upon  thousands  were  butchered ;  those  who 
escaped  to  Damascus  were  in  a  few  weeks  also  cut  down  by  the 
Turks,  Druses,  and  Kourda ;  their  houses  were  rifled  and  burnt,  and 
their  widows  and  orphans  abandoned  to  all  the  horrors  of  flight. 
Stained  with  the  gore  of  their  husbands  and  sons,  the  sound  of  the 
murderer's  sword  still  ringing  in  their  ears,  crowds  of  these  helpless 
widows  and  children  fled  distractedly  they  knew  not  whither ;  some 
to  Tyre  and  Sidon,  but  the  greater  part  to  Beyrout,  the  seaport 
towns  of  Syria. 

"  When  tidings  of  these  fearful  events  reached  Europe,  England 
sent  large  contributions  in  money,  food,  and  clothing.  Many  of 
my  friends  and  the  members  of  my  family  took  an  active  part  in 
organizing  various  sources  of  relief;  and  as  it  had  pleased  God  that 
during  the  Crimean  War  I  should  be  one  of  the  many  who  suffered 
bereavement,  it  was  but  natural  that  my  heart  should  respond  to 
the  widow's  cry.  Then,  too,  the  happy  portion  of  my  married  life 
which  I  had  spent  in  Syria  had  enabled  me  to  acquire  some  know- 
ledge of  the  language,  as  well  as  of  the  ignorance  and  degradation 
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of  the  women.     Therefore,  as  a  widow  caring  for  the  widow,  I  felt 

spedallj  called  upon  to  trj  and  alleviate  their  distreM,  and  make 

bown  to  them  the  only  balm  for  a  broken  heart — ^the  love  of  Jesus. 

''With  God  for  my  refuge  and  strength,  I   left  England  in 

October,  1860,  resolved  to  help  these  widows  and  orphans  during 

the  next  six  or  eight  months.     On  my  arrival  in  Beyrout  I  found 

a  nd  confirmation  of  the  harrowing  accounts  which  had  reached  us 

^-^oiuands  of  women  and  children  plunged  in  helpless  despair. 

Various  agencies  were  at  work,  nobly  striving  to  stem  this  torrent 

of  misery;  and  England,  America,  Prussia,  and  Switzerland,  by 

their  practical  Protestant  influence,  did  untold  good.    My  first 

effOTt  was  to  meet  with  suitable  premises  for  an  Industrial  Befuge, 

and  it  pleased  Qod  to  provide  these,  and  to  direct  me  to  Christian 

teachers,  who  had  been  under  the  instruction  of  the  American 

missionaries.    I  commenced  in  December  with  thirty  women  and 

lixteen  children,  and  in  a  week  we  had  above  two  hundred  under 

our  care.    Though  none  were  admitted  without  tickets,  yet  the 

gates  were  besieged  by  applicants  clamouring  for  admission,  saying, 

'  Even  if  you  cannot  pay  us  for  our  work,  only  let  us  come  in  and 

sit  and  listen ;  for  our  hearts  are  sad,  and  we  have  nothing  to  do.' 

At  this  juncture  I  received  not  only  liberal  aid,  but  the  cheering 

intelligence  that  my  friends  in  England  had  formed  themselves  into 

an  association,  called  'The  Society  for  the  Social  and  Beligious 

Improvement  of  Syrian  Females.'      And  now,  in  reviewing  the 

result  of  our  five  years'  efibrts  to  raise  the  neglected  women  oi 

Syria,  we  can  truly  thank  God  and  take  courage. 

'*At  first  my  heart  often  died  within  me  at  the  squalor,  noise, 
and  misery  of  these  people.  Ignorance  of  the  truth  and  deeply- 
chenshed  revenge  characterized  the  greater  number  of  the  women. 
Even  the  families  of  priests  would  say, '  We  are  like  the  cows,  we 
know  nothing.'  When,  however,  their  Christian  teachers  unfolded 
to  them  the  Bible,  they  would  sit  at  their  feet  in  rapt  attention, 
exclaiming,  ^We  never  heard  such  words. — Does  it  mean  for  us 
Women? — ^Now  we  will  always  sit  here;'  while  some  few,  who  had 
beoi  under  the  teaching  of  the  American  missionaries,  blessed  God 
for  this  privilege  of  learning  to  read  His  Word.  Women,  as  well 
as  children,  had  to  commence  with  the  alphabet ;  but  such  was  their 
ftWditj  to  learn  the  daily  text  and  portion  of  hymn  taught  by  dicta- 
tion, that  in  a  short  time  the  Bible  was  in  their  hands,  and  the  voice 
of  psahnody  rose  to  heaven  instead  of  their  former  imprecations  and 
i<ile  talk.    Groups  of  women  being  taught  by  their  children  often 
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met  the  eye ;  and  in  their  miserable  abodes,  as  well  as  at  school,  the 
Bible  was  read  and  the  teaching  of  the  Holy  Spirit  sought  in  prayer, 
while  many  now  attended  the  Sunday  school  and  the  public  worship 
of  the  American  missionaries. 

"  You  ask  me  to  relate  some  facts  showiDg  the  influence  of  religion 
upon  the  daily  lives  of  these  women  and  children.  I  will  mention 
only  a  few.  On  one  occasion,  when  the  want  of  funds  threatened 
the  breaking  up  of  our  "Widows'  School,  one  of  them  pleaded,— 
*  When  I  first  came  here  I  was  what  my  name  implies,  "  the  Old 
Tiger;"  but  I  soon  found  I  must  leave  all  my  wickedness  outside 
the  school.  It  will  be  very  hard  if  the  English  ladies  forsake  us 
now.'  A  few  facts  will  best  describe  the  work  done,  and  hitherto 
blest  of  God. 

"  Qood  seed  soton  hy  little  ones. — H.  M.,  a  quiet,  timid  little  girl, 
would  watch  for  sunrise,  in  order  that  she  might  see  to  read  her 
sister's  Testament  before  she  wanted  it  herself,  and  as  soon  as  she 
had  thus  acquired  four  chapters  of  St.  John,  she  went  to  read  them 
to  a  sick  neighbour.— H.  B.,  the  granddaughter  of  a  Greek  Catholic 
priest,  asked  permission  to  go  for  a  few  weeks  to  her  grandmother 
at  Tyre.  Before  starting  she  came  with  three  large  bags  hanging 
over  her  arm :  No.  1  contained  her  Arabic  Bible  and  lesson  books, 
and  No.  2  her  English  Testament,  hymn-book,  and  needlework. 
What  was  the  empty  bag  for  ?  *  Six  Arabic  Testaments  and  some 
spelling-cards,'  was  the  reply.  '  Grandmother  says  there  is  no 
school  at  Tyre,  and  I  want  to  teach  the  children.'  I  questioned 
whether  such  a  little  girl  could  attempt  it.  *  Oh  yes,  she  can,'  said 
one  of  her  schoolfellows ;  *  don't  you  know  that  last  year,  when  H. 
went  with  her  mother  to  Zahle  for  a  few  weeks,  she  taught  a  woman 
and  some  children?'  Truly,  *  out  of  the  mouths  of  babes  and  suck- 
lings hath  God  perfected  praise.' 

^^  Mahometan  estimate  of  our  schooh, — On  my  requesting  the 
protection  of  the  Turkish  officials  for  our  school  at  Hasbaya,  the 
Mahometan  governor  of  the  town,  a  descendant  of  the  great  Saladin, 
said,  *  One  great  means  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  the  massacre  will 
be  the  establishment  of  schools  like  yours,  where  Mahometans  and 
Druses  are  taught  together  with  Christians.  I  hope  you  will  permit 
me  to  send  my  daughters.'  Sit  Naify,  of  Druse  notoriety,  made  a 
similar  remark,  and  sent  several  of  her  Druse  connections  and  her 
own  granddaughter  to  our  school  at  Hasbaya. 

"  Testimony  of  a  Druse  sheikh  at  one  of  our  examinations.'-^'^  In 
teaching  these  girls  you  are  teaching  us.' 
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From  Hm  brief  oatline  you  will  uuderstand  why  I  have  extended 
mj  aqjoum  in  Syria  to  five  years  instead  of  a  few  months,  as  I 
originaUy  contemplated,  having  been  from  the  first  most  warmly 
eocounged  by  our  committee,  and  by  their  desire  that  this  effort 
to  benefit  the  women  of  Syria  should  be  made  a  permanent  institu- 
tion. Nor  must  I  omit  to  mention  the  munificept  grants  from  the 
'Sjnan  Asylum  Board,'  and  our  great  religious  societies,  especially 
gnats  of  books  from  the  *  Society  for  Promoting  Christian  Know- 
ledge,' the  '  Bible  Society,'  the  '  Keligious  Tract  Society,'  '  Turkish 
Missions,'  &c. 

*'We  have  now  13  schools,  containing  600  women  and  children. 
£1,000  per  annum  are  required  to  carry  on  the  work  in  its  present 
state.  A  large  water-tank,  laundry,  and  washhouse  would  be  a 
great  boon,  and  enable  us  to  train  many  orphans  to  gain  their 
future  living.  May  God  raise  up  some  noble  benefactor  to  carry 
oat  this  work.  We  have  no  water  in  or  near  our  school-premises. 
Had  we  the  means  we  could,  in  the  course  of  a  few  months,  open 
numj  girls'  schools  in  various  parts  of  the  Lebanon  and  Damascus, 
from  which  places  we  have  received  the  most  urgent  appeals,  signed 
bj  heads  of  families,  composed  of  Christians  and  Druses.  The 
greatest  economy  is  observed,  and  our  desire  is  to  make  the  schools 
«eIf-rapporting,  as  £ir  as  possible.  All  the  children  pay  school  fees, 
and  half-price  for  their  books. 

"  His  Boyal  Highness  the  Prince  of  Wales  visited  the  schools  in 
1862,  inspected  the  different  classes,  heard  the  pupils  read  and  sing, 
examined  their  writing  and  needlework,  and,  after  making  many 
personal  inquiries  respecting  the  widows  and  orphans,  expressed 
His  great  pleasure  and  satisfaction  to  see  so  large  a  number  of 
these  poor  sufferers  brought  under  Christian  care  and  instruction. 
His  Boyal  Highness  also  gave  a  large  order  for  the  gold  embroidery 
made  at  the  schools,  and  left  a  donation,  which  has  since  been 
graciously  repeated.  At  the  International  Industrial  and  Beform- 
fttoiy  Exhibition  in  May,  1865,  his  Boyal  Highness  again  admired 
the  Syrian  work,  and  expressed  his  continued  interest  in  the  schools. 

'*  The  following  is  a  list  of  the  schools,  with  the  number  of  scholars 
in  each  school: — ^Women's  School  (Sophia  Nicola),  58;  Upper 
Oirla'  School  (Miss  Finkelstein  and  Saada  Baraket),  45;  Ele- 
mentary (Miriam  Sarkis),  80;  Infant  (Miss  Meshullam  and  Saada 
el  Houri),  78.

FROM  THE   LAST  PUBLISHED  REPOET  OF  THE 
VICTOBLA  BOAED   OF  EDUCATION,   1864-5. 


"Mat  it  please  tour  Excellenct, — 

'^We,  the  Commissioners  of  the  Board  of  Education,  have  the 
hoDoar  to  present  to  your  Excellency  this  our  third  report,  com- 
prising a  statement  of  our  proceedings  during  the  year  1864. 

''  We  will  briefly  advert  to  the  difference  between  the  systems  in 
force  under  the  late  Boards,  and  the  one  introduced  by  the  Common 
Schools  Act. 

'*  Under  the  National  and  Denominational  Boards  the  systems  in 
operation  were  practically  identical.  They  consisted  of  payments 
to  teachers  according  to  the  classifications  held  by  them,  irrespective 
of  the  naanner  in  which  their  schools  were  conducted,  or  of  the 
QOfflber  of  scholars  under  their  charge. 

"  The  Common  Schools  Act  made  it  necessary  that  schools  should 
maintain  a  certain  average  to  enable  them  to  receive  aid ;  thus  (1st), 
that  no  one  school  should  receive  aid  without  an  average  attendance 
of  20  children ;  (2nd),  that  no  school  outside  a  municipality  should 
receive  aid,  if  within  two  miles  of  another,  without  an  average 
attendance  of  40  scholars ;  or  (3rd),  if  within  a  municipality,  with- 
out an  average  attendance  of  60;  and  (4th),  that  no  new  school, 
within  two  miles  of  another,  should  receive  aid,  unless  an  average 
of  200  children  could  be  shown  in  the  two  schools  for  a  period  of 
six  months. 

"  The  regulations  which  we  have  framed  provide  for  the  payment 
of  fixed  salaries  to  a  sufficient  number  of  teachers,  according  to  the 
average  attendance  at  the  school,  and  also  for  payment  of  augmenta- 
tions, according  to  the  average  attendance,  on  their  classifications. 
They  also  provide  for  the  employment  of  workmistresses  and  pupil 
teachers  where  necessary ;  so  that  schools  enjoy  under  the  present 
regulations  the  advantages  of  fixed  payments  to  a  sufficient  staff 
(allotted   on  a  liberal    scale    according    to    their    requirements). 
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augmented  by  a  further  sum,  equivalent  to  about  one-sixth  of  the 
whole,  contingent  on  the  successful  working  of  the  school. 

"  Allowances  are  also  made  to  schools  for  children  above  seven 
years  of  age,  who  pass  examinations  in  reading,  writing,  and 
arithmetic,  and  grammar  and  geography,  provided  they  attend  a 
certain  number  of  times ;  and  for  children  under  seven  years  of  age, 
on  condition  that  they  are  instructed  suitably  to  their  age. 

"  In  addition  to  these  payments,  we  have  provided  for  the  payment 
of  fees  for  destitute  children  out  of  the  funds  voted  for  education. 

'*  Our  rules  provide,  that  in  the  case  of  orphans  and  deserted  or 
destitute  children,  a  minimum  fee  not  exceeding  sixpence  or  nine- 
pence  per  week,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  public 
funds,  on  a  certificate  from  a  magistrate  or  minister  of  religion. 

"  From  a  return  which  we  have  caused  to  be  prepared,  we  find 
that  during  the  month  of  October  the  number  of  children  paid  for 
was  7,502 ;  that  the  greatest  number  for  any  month  from  the  let 
March  (when  this  payment  was  first  authorized)  to  the  31st  October 
was  8,725 ;  and  that  the  payments  for  that  period  amounted  io 
£4,40*  08.  9d.,  or  at  the  rate  of  £6,606  8s.  7d.  per  annum. 

"  The  proportion  of  destitute  children  is  17  72  per  cent,  of  the 
whole  number,  and  the  proportion  of  the  payments  to  the  fees 
received  from  the  parents  and  the  local  contributions  in  aid  of 
teachers'  salaries,  is  9*70  per  cent.  These  proportions  are  still 
increasing,  and  it  will  bo  our  earnest  endeavour  to  guard  against 
any  abuse  of  the  rule  providing  for  these  payments  out  of  the  public 
funds. 

''  During  the  year  1863  there  were  656  school  establishments  in 
operation,  with  58,853  children  on  the  rolls,  and  38,279  in  average 
attendance.  Tlie  amount  of  Grovemment  aid  was  £102,272  ISs. 
lOd.,  and  the  payments  in  school  fees  amounted  to  £55,514  Ss.  7d., 
being  a  total  expenditure  of  £157,787  2s.  5d. 

*^  A  statement  is  also  submitted  of  the  schools  in  operation  during 
the  quarter  ended  31st  December,  1864,  showing  608  schools, 
56,584  children  on  the  rolls,  and  42,339  in  average  attendance, 
which  numbers  may,  however,  be  increased  by  returns  not  yet 
received. 

"  We  anticipate  that,  by  the  end  of  the  present  year,  we  shall 
have  about  700  school  establishments  in  operation,  with  an  average 
attendance  of  not  less  than  50,000  scholars.  We  arrive  at  this 
conclusion  on  the  following  grounds: — first,  the  attendance  at 
schools  is  still  largely  increasing ;  secondly,  many  schools  to  which 
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aid  hu  already  been  granted  have  not  yet  been  brought  into  opera- 

tiuD ;  aod  thirdly,  aid  will  be  extended,  during  the  current  year,  to 
a  number  of  entirely  new  Bchools. 

"  We  are  enabled  to  give,  from  the  last  Keport  of  the  Committee 
of  Council  on  Education  in  Eugland  for  the  year  1803-4,  some 
interesting  information  as  to  the  working  of  the  'Bevised  Code,' 
under  which  the  vv  hole  payments  arc  made  on  the  average  attendance 
<i  schokrs,  and  the  results  of  examinations,  and  to  compare  the 
results  obtained  with  those  shown  under  this  Board  in  the  examina- 
tions held  between  the  Ist  March  and  30th  June,  1864. 

"The  standards  of  examination  in  England  are  identical  with  our 
oim,  so  far  as  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic  are  concerned; 
grammar  and  geography  being  superadded  in  this  colony. 

**  It  will  be  perceived  that  tho  excess  of  passes  in  England  over 
Victoria  amounts  to  9 '79  per  cent,  in  reading,  24'69  per  cent,  in 
writing,  and  36'36  per  cent,  in  arithmetic.  We  do  not  regard  this 
difference  as  unfavourable  to  this  colony ;  we  attribute  it  rather  to 
the  &ct  that  we  have  laid  down  stricter  rules  than  obtain  in  England 
3:^  to  the  standards  for  which  children  should  be  examined. 

''  The  percentages  presented  under  each  standard  will  show  that 
there  is  an  excess  of  upwards  of  fifteen  per  cent,  of  those  presented 
in  the  first  and  second,  or  lowest,  standards  in  England ;  while  the 
nnnihers  presented  in  A^ctoria  in  the  third,  fourth,  and  fifth  standards 
ficeed  those  similarly  presented  in  England  by  upwards  of  sixteen 
per  cent.  We  directed  that  no  children  should  be  presented  for 
the  sixth  standard  during  the  first  half  of  1861. 

'*  The  fact  that  in  England  children  above  six  years  of  age  are 
examined,  while  the  age  fixed  by  our  regulations  is  seven,  will 
aecomit  to  a  certain  extent  for  the  larger  percentage  presented  in 
England  under  the  lower  standards. 

"  We  cannot,  however,  but  regard  as  satisfactory  the  fact  that  a 
larger  proportion  of  children  are  presented  for  the  higher  standards 
in  this  colony,  more  especially  when  we  see  that  the  Committee  of 
Council  have  expressed  their  belief  that  children  are  frequently 
presented  for  a  lower  standard  than  their  age  and  classification 
would  warrant 

''The  proportion  of  the  children  in  this  colony  who,  having  passed 
the  examination,  attended  the  necessary  number  of  times,  namely, 
ninety  school  meetings  if  not  situated  in  a  municipality,  and 
one  hmidred  school  meetings  if  so  situated,  equal  to  forty-five  and 
fifty  school  days,  is  as  follows :—

"  We  regret  to  state  that  the  rule  relative  to  eyening  achools  has 
not  been  successful,  only  two  achools  having  received  payment  during 
the  first  half  of  the  past  year.  W.e  shall  give  our  attention  to  this 
subject,  with  the  view  of  providing  full  facilities  for  the  establishment 
of  evening  schools. 

'^  The  reports  of  the  Inspectors  show  that  the  education  imparted 
in  common  schools  is  progressing  satisfactorily,  and  that  the  new 
rules  have  met  with  general  acceptance  from  both  local  committees 
and  teachers. 

"  We  beg  to  call  attention  to  the  following  extracts  from  f  Be 
reports  of  some  of  the  Inspectors,  relative  to  the  working  of  the 
new  rules,  and  the  system  of  examination  under  standards. 

*'  Mr.  Geary  states : — 

"  *  Before  closing  my  report  I  think  it  desirable  to  state  what  general  advantages  I 
have  observed  which  are  clearly  traceable  to  the  result  system  embodied  in  the 
Board^s  regulations.  1 .  The  average  attendance  has  been  considerably  increased,  and 
regularity  of  attendance  of  individual  pupils  has  been  more  strongly  insisted  upon. 
2.  The  amounts  locally  subscribed  for  the  support  of  schools,  together  with  the  fees, 
have  been  and  arc  still  augmenting.  3.  The  junior  classes  are  being  instmcted  with 
a  care  and  system  such  as  in  the  majority  of  schools  were  heretofore  imknown.  4.  A 
healthy  emulation  has  been  created,  not  only  among  the  pupils  of  each  school,  but 
among  sihools ;  and  even  parents,  for  I  have  frequently  found  that  the  latter  tahe  ts 
keen  an  interest  in  the  success  of  their  children  at  the  Inspector's  examination  as 
the  pupils  themselves.  5.  The  emolument  of  the  teacher  is  proportioned  to  his 
care,  skill,  and  diligence,  as  manifested  in  the  success  of  his  pupils.' 

"  Mr.  Brown  states  :— 

"  *  With  regard  to  the  effect  upon  the  schools  of  the  introduction  of  the  new  system, 
T  am  not  aware  that  any  of  the  evils  prognosticated  as  likely  to  result  from  it,  such 
as  the  diminution  of  teachers*  incomes,  the  resignation  of  the  best  teachera,  the 
deterioration  of  the  quality  of  the  instruction,  the  placing  teachers  at  the  merer  oi 
their  scholars,  have  followed.  No  single  teacher  in  my  district  has  resigned  on  thifi 
iiccount,  nor  do  I  believe  that  the  incomes  are  generally  diminished ;  in  some  ca-'s*  - 
they  arc  considerably  increased.* 

"  *The  ordinary  subjects  of  common  school  education  are  certainly,  on  the  whole, 
much  more  efiectively  taught  than  they  used  to  be,  and  the  impiOTeiBent  in  the

tuitiaB  of  tlie  Jimior  daises  is  espcoially  noticeablo.  The  scholars,  so  far  from  ex- 
bibftmg  anj  mclination  to  axmoy  the  teacher  by  a  refusal  to  answer,  evince  the 
(HtaUxt  anxiety  to  paw  in  the  several  subjects  of  examination,  an  anxiety  which 
if  Terj  generally  shared  in  by  the  parents.  Finally,  the  great  increase  which  has 
Utterly  taken  place  in  the  numbers  attending  the  schools  may  be  taken  as  evidence 
tkt  the  public  generally  have  confidence  in  the  system  of  instruction  pursued  in 
tbm.' 

"Mr.  Yenables  states : — 

*''  I  have  not  infrequently'heard  it  stated  in  dispai-agement  of  some  of  the  teachers 
vBo  have  obtained  the  best  results,  that  they  have  been  working  their'schools  wholly 
with  a  view  to  the  standards,  the  inference  suggested  being  that  something  more 
inpoitant  has  been  neglected.  I  am  able  to  say  that  this  imputation  is  in  ever>' 
nsi  an  unjust  one,  and  that  those  schools  which  have  best  stood  the  test  of  the 
st:indards,  are  also  distinguished  for  the  intelligence,  good  discipline,  cheerfulness, 
:ind  generally  satisfactory  tone  prevalent  amongst  the  children ;  and  I  believe  that 
in  the  skill,  zeal,  and  intelligence  of  the  teacher,  which  have  produced  the  satis- 
firtory  condition  of  the  school  described,  will  also  be  found  the  cause  of  the  good 
results  under  examination.  The  practical  fact  that  the  best  results  are  found  in  the 
:".hcoU  which  are  also  best  in  every  respect,  must  have  more  weight  than  any  theory' 
on  the  subject,  but  it  is  also  quite  according  to  reason  to  suppose  that  the  child  who 
thr:>'.igh  intelligent  education  has  acquired  the  habit  of  using  his  intellect,  will, 
under  the  exceptional  circumstances  of  an  examination,  possess  a  great  advantage 
over  the  one  who  has  been  merely  subjected  to  mechanical  instruction ;  and  I  am 
<i>avinced  that  a  considerable  portion  of  the  failm-es  might  be  traced  to  the  want 
(7f  an  intelligent  system  of  instruction,  rather  than  to  want  of  aptitude  in  the 
scholar.  It  is  of  course  admitted  that  the  unequal  mental  capacities  of  individuals, 
ind  the  home  influences  amongst  which  they  are  brought  up,  must  exercise  an 
sppreciable  effect  upon  their  progress  in  school ;  but  very  much  may  be  effected  , 
by  a  skilful  teacher  in  overcoming  such  difficulties,  and  the  amount  of  pro- 
gn'&s  required  under  the  standards  is  sufficiently  moderate  to  enable  a  teacher  to 
k'^^'p  at  least  80  per  cent,  of  his  scholars  up  to  their  standards  in  any  school.  The 
iTcrage  in  England  has,  I  believe,  been  foimd  to  exceed  this,  and  even  though  there 
are  certain  disadvantages  incident  to  the  colony,  still  there  is  no  reason  to  expect 
that  after  a  short  experience  of  the  system  our  results  will  be  at  all  inferior.' 

"We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  system  oi  pupil 
teachers  is  progressing  favourably.  Teachers,  where  schools  are 
licensed  for  their  employment,  receive  no  remuneration  beyond  the 
aflsistance  rendered  by  them  in  the  school  for  their  instruction,  but 
are  bound  to  gi?e  six  hours'  instruction  in  each  week  out  of  school 
hours ;  and  in  addition,  one-third  of  the  pupil  teachers*  salaries  ha» 
to  be  provided  from  local  contributions. 

'*  There  were  no  pupil  teachers  under  the  National  Board.  Under 
the  Denominational  system  that  Board  paid  the  whole  of  the  pupil 
teaclien'  salaries,  and  the  teacher  received  an  annual  bonus  of  £10^ 
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provided  tbc  pupil  teacher  pasaed  the  auuual  examinatiou  for  pru> 
motion. 

"  The  number  of  schools  licensed  under  the  Denominational  Board 
for  pupil  teachers  was  26,  the  number  of  pupil  teachers  allotted  was 
77,  and  the  number  employed  73.  The  number  now  licensed  is 
77  (of  which  55  are  new  licences),  the  number  of  pupil  teachers 
allotted  224,  and  the  number  employed  121.  These  numbers  are 
constantly  iucreasiug ;  many  a])plication8  being  now  under  reference 
to  the  Inspectors  for  report. 

**  We  have  had  the  subject  of  training  under  careful  consideration, 
and  have  from  time  to  time  made  various  rules  on  the  subject. 

"  There  is  at  present  only  one  training  school  in  existence,  that  in 
connection  with  the  St.  James*  and  St.  PauFs  schools,  Melbourne. 

*'  We  shall  continue  to  devote  our  attention  to  this  subject,  with 
the  view  of  perfecting  the  arrangements  for  training  teachers.. 

"  We  believe  that  the  system  which  we  are  administering  is  now 
in  fair  working  order.  We  are  not  unaware  that  in  the  initiation 
of  the  system  several  delays  and  difficulties  occurred,  but  they  ^verc 
more  or  less  inseparable  from  the  commencement  of  a  new  state  of 
things. 

"  We  may  mention  that  our  expenses  of  management,  including 
inspection,  are  but  little  over  seven  per  cent,  of  the  total  expenditure, 
whil^  in  England  they  are  more  than  nine  per  cent.    And  when  it 
is  borne  in  mind  that  the  expense  of  managing  a  comparativeljr 
small  department  is  always  greater,  relatively,  than  that  of  managing 
a  large  one ;  that  in  this  colony  fourteen  separate  payments  in  tho 
year  are  made  to  each  school,  viz.,  twelve  for  salaries  and  two  fur 
the  results  of  the  examination  of  the  children,  against  one  in  England 
(the  whole  of  the  emoluments  in  the  latter  country  depending  upon 
the  one  annual  examination)  ;  that  in  Victoria  schools  are  inspected 
and  examined  twice  in  the  year,  against  once  in  England,  and  that 
the  examination  includes  five  subjects  instead  of  three — grammar 
and  geography  being  added  *,  that  much  work  is  thrown  upon  us  by 
the  Common  Schools  Act  (from  which  the  Committee  of  Council 
are  exempt),  such  as  the  management  of  property,  we  being  s 
corporate  body,  and  the  owners,  on  behalf  of  the  State,  of  numerous 
and  valuable  lands  and  buildings ;  and  when  it  is  recollected  that 
the  appointment,  appro>al,  and  removal  of  local  committees;  the 
veto  on  the  appointment  and  removal  of  teachers ;  the  payment  of 
fees  for  destitute  children ;  the  supply  to  schools  of  books  and  other 
requisites ;  and  tho  intricate  provisions  of  the  Act  relative  to  the 
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nambera  of  children  required  to  enable  schools  to  receive  and 
maintain  aid  from  the.  revenue^  we  believe  that  it  will-  be  admitted 
that  the  expense  of  management  is  much  less  than  could  have  been 
ex  fleeted. 

"  Some  inconvenience  is  caused  \n  the  scattered  districts  by  the 
proviso  (Section  IX.)  that  no  school  shall  receive  aid  unless  it  can 
ahow  an  average  attendance  of  twenty  scholars  for  six  months. 
*•  We  hope  shortly  to  be  able  to  sec  common  schools  established 
'  throughout  the  colony  in  every  locality  where  the  minimum  average 

can  be  obtained;  and  we  should  be  glad  to  see  the  requirement 
referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph  altered,  and  permission  given 
to  as  to  g^ant  aid  to  schools  with  an  average  of  less  than  twenty,  in 
cases  where  no  other  means  of  instruction  are  provided,  at  a  rate 
not  exceeding  the  average  rate  of  aid  received  by  other  schools. 
**  "\Ve  desire  to  direct  the  special  attention  of  the  Government  to 
-        the  lai^e  section  of  the  population  residing  in  the  bush,  whose  dis- 
persion necessarily  precludes  them  from  deri\dng  any  benefit  from 
the  Common  Schools  Act,  and  who  are  in  many  cases  without  the 
means    of    procuring  for  their  children  the  simplest  elementary 
instraction.      We  would  suggest  that  some  special  provision  should 
I      be  made  out  of  fche  funds  arising  from  fines  under  the  Scab  Act,  or 
otlierwis'e,  for  the  purpose  of  extending  to  this  portion  of  the  com- 
munit%%  by  boarding  schools  or  visiting  teachers,  the  advantages  of 
suitable  instruction."

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ftULlSS   AND  HEQULATIONS 

FOB    THE    GOTSBinCBirT    OF   THE    HTBTITUTIOIT. 


I.  This  Institution  shall  be  designated  "  The  Institution  for 
Promoting  the  Education  of  the  Labouring  and  Manufacturing 
Classes  of  Society  of  every  Beligious  Persuasion  ;**  and  for  the 
purpose  of  making  manifest  the  extent  of  its  objects,  the  title  of  the 
Society  shall  be  "  The  British  and  Foreign  School  Society." 

n.  This  Institution  shall  consist  of  a  Patron,  Yice-Patrons,  Presi- 
dent, Yice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  Secretaries,  Life  and  Annual  Mem- 
bers; together  with  such  officers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for 
eondttcting  the  affairs  of  the  Institution. 

III.  The  Institution  shall  maintain  a  school  on  an  extensive  scale 
to  educate  children.  It  shall  support  and  train  up  young  persons  of 
both  sexes'  for  supplying  properly  instructed  Teachers  to  the  inhabi- 
tants of  such  places  in  the  British  dominions,  at  home  and  abroad, 
u  ffhall  be  desirous  of  establishing  schools  on  the  British  system. 
It  shall  instruct  all  persons,  whether  natives  or  foreigners,  who  may 
be  sent  from  time  to  time,  for  the  purpose  of  being  qualified  as 
teachers  in  this  or  any  other  country. 

%•  The  school  shall  be  open  to  the  public,  for  the  purpose  of  exhi- 
biting the  system  of  teaching  and  training,  every  day,  from  nine  to 
twelve  o'clock,  and  from  three  to  five,  Saturdays  excepted. 

IV.  All  schools  which  shall  be  supplied  with  Teachers  at  the 
expense  of  this  Institution  shall  be  open  to  the  children  of  parents 
of  all  religious  denominations.  Beading,  "Writing,  Arithmetic,  and 
Needlework  shall  be  taught ;  the  lessons  for  reading  shall  consist  of 
tttucts  firom  the  holy  Scriptures ;  no  catechism  or  peculiar  religious 
tenets  shall  be  taught  in  the  schools,  but  every  child  shall  be  enjoined 
to  attend  regularly  the  place  of  worship  to  which  its  parents  belong. 

%*  The  grand  object  of  the  Institution  being  to  promote  Educa- 
taoQ  in  general,  any  application  for  the  training  of  a  teacher,  at  the 
expense  of  the  person  thus  applying,  will  be  attended  to,  although 
>uch  mtended  school  is  not  to  be  conducted  on  the  extended  prin- 
ciples of  this  Institution. 


VIU 


y.  Every  person  subscribing  annually  one  guinea  and  upwards 
shall  be  deemed  a  member  of  this  Institution,  during  the  continuance 
of  such  subscription. 

YI.  Every  person  subscribing  ten  guineas  and  inwards  shall  be  a 
member  for  life ;  and  upon  any  legacy  being  paid  to  the  TreasoreT} 
the  Executors  who  have  administered  shall  be  members  for  life, 
calculating  at  the  rate  of  fifty  pounds  for  each  Executor;  and  in  case 
the  legacy  shall  not  amount  to  a  suiEcient  sum  to  extend  the  privilege 
to  all,  preference  shall  be  given  to  the  first  named  in  the  will. 

YII.  A  G-eneral  Meeting  of  the  subscribers  shall  be  held  eveiy 
year,  in  the  month  of  May,*  or  as  near  thereto  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient  by  the  Committee,  when  an  account  of  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  for  the  preceding  year,  and  the  proceedings  of  the 
Institution,  and  all  other  institutions  at  home  and  abroad,  established 
on  the  British  system,  shall  be  stated,  and  a  Beport  for  publication 
agreed  upon. 

The  attendance  of  ladies,  and  the  Members  of  the  Committees  of 
Country  and  Local  Schools  on  the  British  system,  is  particularly 
solicited. 

%*  Notice  shall  be  given  by  public  advertisement  in  at  least  four 
morning  and  evening  papers. 

YIII.  At  the  General  Meeting,  the  President,  Yice-Preaidents, 
Treasurer,  and  Secretaries  shall  be  elected.  A  Committee  of  forty- 
eight  Subscribers  shall  be  chosen,  and  denominated  the  General 
Committee  for  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  Institution,  with  power 
to  fill  up  vacancies  during  the  year.  Thirty-six  shall  be  re-eligible 
from  the  Committee  of  the  preceding  year.  Two  or  more  Subscribers 
sbaU  be  nominated  as  Auditors  of  the  accounts  of  the  Institution. 
All  officers  receiving  emolument,  or  who  are  not  specified  in  this 
rule,  shall  be  in  the  appointment  and  under  the  control  of  the  Com- 
mittee. And  the  Committee  shall  be  empowered  to  fill  up  Tacancies 
which  occur  by  death  or  resignation  during  the  year. 

%*  No  member  of  the  Committee  shall,  at  any  time,  or  under  any 
circumstances,  receive  any  pecuniary  advantage  from  the  Society,  nor 
•hall  the  Society  ever  make  any  dividend,  gift,  division,  or  bonus,  io 
money  or  otherwise,  unto  or  between  any  of  its  members. 

IX.  The  Committee  shall  meet  once,  or  oftener,  in  every  month, 


*  The  Oommittees  of  all  other  lustitutionfl  on  the  Britiih  sjstem  of  Edacation 
are  perticularly  reqaested  to  transmit  the  Reports  of  their  proceedings  to  the 
Seoretfuy  of  the  Parent  Society  before  the  first  of  April  in  eveiy  year. 


and  shall  elect,  at  the  first  meeting  in  every  year,  either  from  among 
thenuelres,  or  from  the  general  body  of  Subscribers,  seven  as  a 
Committee  of  Finance,  and  twelve  as  Inspectors.  Of  these  Com- 
mittees, two  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

X.  A  Committee  of  twenty-four  Ladies  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
General  Committee,  to  superintend  the  concerns  of  the  Female 
Department  of  the  School  and  Training  Establishment ;  tliey  will  be 
expected  to  make  a  written  Eeport  of  their  proceedings  to  the 
General  Committee  once  every  month. 

XI.  The  Vice- Patrons,  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  and 
^Secretaries  shall  be  considered  as  members  of  the  General  Com- 
mittee, and  the  Treasurer  and  Secretaries  members  of  all  Com- 
mittees. 

Xn.  A  Special  G-eneral  Meeting,  at  which  no  less  than  thirty 
shall  constitute  a  quorum,  shall  be  called  at  any  time,  at  the  requisi- 
tion of  the  Committee,  or  any  twenty-four  Subscribers,  on  addressing 
a  letter  to  the  Secretaries,  specifying  the  object  of  the  Meeting,  at 
which  no  other  business  shaU  be  brought  forward.  Ten  days'  notice 
shall  be  given,  in  at  least  four  morning  and  evening  papers,  of  every 
such  intended  meeting,  and  of  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  called. 

XIII.  In  case  of  equality  of  votes  at  any  General  or  Committee 
lleeting,  the  Chairman  shall  be  entitled  to  a  second  or  casting  vote. 

XIV.  All  payments  made  on  account  of  this  Institution  shall  be 
signed  by  at  least  three  of  the  Committee  in  committee. 

XV.  None  of  the  Bules  of  the  Institution  shall  be  repealed  or 
altered,  nor  any  new  ones  established,  but  at  the  General  Meeting, 
or  at  a  Special  General  Meeting,  called  for  that  purpose,  nor  shall 
any  new  rule,  or  abrogation  or  alteration  of  any  existing  rule,  be 
ralid,  until  confirmed  by  a  subsequent  General  Meeting.

EEPOBT. 


Ik  reviewing  and  submitting,  on  this  returning 
Anniversary,  an  outline  of  their  proceedings  for  the 
information  and  approval  of  the  Mends  of  the  Society, 
your  Committee  fulfil  a  duty  dictated  alike  by  precedent 
and  propriety.  In  a  Sixty-second  Report  it  can  hardly 
be  needful  to  recite  either  the  objects  or  principles  of 
the  British  and  Foreign  School  Society.  The  lapse  of 
time  and  the  progress  of  events  have  served  to  establish 
the  importance  of  the  former  and  the  soundness  of  the 
latter.  Happily,  upon  these  points  discussion  has  given 
place  to  actiony  and  doubt  to  approved. 

Before  passing  to  the  immediate  details  of  their 
Report,  your  Committee  consider  it  respectful  to  refer 
to  the  decease  during  the  year  'of  one  of  the  Vice-Pre- 
sidents of  the  Society.  It  may  be  remembered  that  at 
the  meeting  held  in  May,  186G,  the  name  of  the  Marquis 
of  Lansdowne  was  proposed,  and  was  cordially  accepted 
as  a  Vice-President ;  and  in  May  la^  a  note  was  received, 
expressive  of  regret  at  his  inability  to  attend  the  Annual 
Meeting  then  held.  The  demise  of  his  lordship  occurred 
shortly  afterwards,  and  very  suddenly,  thus  furnishing 


another  striking  illustration  and  affecting  memento  of 
the  Scripture  which  says,  '*  All  flesh  is  as  grass,  and  all 
the  glory  of  man  as  the  flower  of  grass." 

Pursuing  the  usual  order,  your  Committee  will  first 
advert  to  the  Training  of  Teachers  in  the  Normal  Col- 
leges on  these  premises  and  at  StockwelL 

NORMAL  COLLEGE,  BOROUGH  EOAD. 

It  was  stated  last  year  that  at  the  Borough  Boad 
there  were  68  yoimg  men  as  resident  students  in  train- 
ing. The  number  at  the  present  time  is  63,  of  whom 
33  are  in  their  second  year  course,  and  30  entered  at 
Christmas  for  the  first  time. 

The  anxieties  and  difficulties  attendant  upon  8U[^ly- 
ing  the  demand  for  teachers  have  increased  during  the 
past  year ;  so  much  so,  that  no  less  than  twenty  of  the  stu- 
dents, whose  term  expired  at  Cluistmas,  had  to  be  sent 
out  to  take  te7n2)orary  charge  of  schools  for  periods  of  one 
or  two  months  each,  to  prevent  the  necessity  of  closiDg 
such  schools,  several  of  them  being  large  and  in  important 
localities.  It  was  feared  that  the  effect  of  so  serious  an 
int-erruption  of  their  studies  woidd  operate  unfavourably 
on  the  position  of  the  young  men  upon  the  Class  Lists 
at  the  Christmas  Examination  for  Certificates.  Your 
Committee  have  pleasure  in  saying  that  the  results  of 
that  examination  dissipated  those  fears :  notwithstand- 
ing this  drawback,  the  standing  taken  by  them  was  not 
only  equal  to  any,  but  in  advance  of  every  Training 
College  in .  England.  It  is  only  just  to  associate  this 
success  with  the  interest  felt  in  their  work  by  the 
students  themselves,  and  the  skill  and  painstaking  of 
those  to  whom  their  instruction  and  trainuag  are  eq)e- 
cially  entrusted. 

^yiusion  was  made  in  the  last  Eeport  to  the  discre- 


pancy  between  the  accommodation  provided  at  the 
Borough  Bead  and  the  actitcd  number  of  students  in 
residency  and  that  probably  some  modification  in  the 
present  arrangements  would  be  necessary  in  order  to 
secure  a  more  adequate  supply  of  male  pupil-teachers 
for  training.  In  1861  the  ratio  of  pupil-teachers  to 
scholars  was  1  to  56  ;  in  1866  it  had  become  1  to  96. 
With  an  increase  of  1,350  schools  under  Government 
inspection  from  1861tol866,  there  has  been  a  diminution 
of  4,423  pupil-teachers  during  that  period.  The  almost 
universal  testimony  of  her  Majesty's  Inspectors  is  to  the 
adverse  operation  of  this  diminution  on  the  schools  them- 
jielves.  Mr.  Tufnel,  in  his  examination  before  Sir  J. 
Pakington's  Committee,  said, — 

"  There  is  one  part  of  the  Eevised  Code  which  is  doing  an  injury 
to  the  country,  which  it  is  impossible  to  lament  too  seriously.  I 
allade  to  the  discouragement  which  is  thrown  upon  the  engagement 
of  pupil-teachers.  The  whole  pupil-teacher  system  is  now  in  danger 
of  being  upset,  and  with  it  that  of  the  training  schools ;  and  if  you 
upset  those  two  things  you  bring  back  education  to  the  state  in 
which  it  was  twenty-five  years  ago,  and  all  the  labour  which  has  been 
nndergone,  and  the  four  millions  of  money  which  has  been  expended 
oa  that  office  during  the  last  quarter  of  a  century,  will  be  rendered 
useless." 

The  Committee  of  Council  on  Education  have  addresed 
themselves  to  remedy  these  two  evils  by  a  "Minute." 
Without  introducing  the  details  of  that  Minute,  your 
Committee  are  quite  convinced  that  so  far  as  relates  to 
the  supply  of  pupil-teachers  to  the  Training  Colleges  it 
will  be  practically  inoperative.  Under  certain  condi- 
tions, the  Managers  of  a  Local  School  are  to  receive 
•£10  and  £5  respectively  for  every  male  pupil-teacher 
passing  into  a  Training  College  in  the  first  and  second 
class,  and  a  further  grant  of  £8  and  £5  respectively  for 

those  placed  in  the  first  and  second  division   at  the 
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the  reports  of  her  Majesty's  Inspectors,  though  neces- 
sarily brief,  are  emphatic.  Of  the  Boys'  School  in  the 
Borough  Bx)AD  Dr.  Morell  says,  on  the  occasion  of  his 
last  oflScial  visit,  in  October : — "  Mr.  Langton  has  kept 
up  the  order,  discipline,  and  instruction  in  the  Borough 
Koad  Model  School  with  his  usual  unwearied  diligence 
and  efficiency/'  Of  the  Girls'  School  in  the  Borough 
Road,  he  says: — "This  school  has  kept  up  its  usual 
large  attendance,  and  shows  the  same  order  and 
efficiency  as  it  has  hitherto  done  under  the  present 
Teacher."  It  is  matter  of  regret  that  Miss  Johnson  has 
found  the  duties  of  so  large  a  school  press  too  heavily 
upon  her  strength.  At  Christmas  last  she  felt  it  right 
to  resign  her  charge,  and  to  take  a  smaller  school  in  the 
country,  to  which  your  Committee  had  the  opportunity 
of  appointing  her.  Under  the  care  of  Miss  Pitt,  who 
succeeds  her,  there  is  no  reason  to  fear  any  diminution 
in  the  efficiency  and  popularity  of  the  school 

At  Stockwbll,  the  Girls'  School,  under  the  charge 
of  Miss  Potter  as  the  principal  Teacher,  is  now  quitt 
fuU.  Of  it,  Dr.  Morell  reports  as  follows  : — "  This 
school  is  increasingly  attended,  and  shows  throughout  a 
high  degree  of  good  order  and  efficiency  in  the  various 
branches  of  instruction."  In  addition  to  the  public 
examination  held  in  June  last,  at .  which  Lord  Charles 
Bussell  kindly  presided,  a  second  meeting  for  a  similar 
purpose  was  held  in  the  evening  of  the  day,  to  meet  the 
oonvenience  of  the  parents  of  the  children,  who  attended 
by  invitation  in  large  numbers,  to  their  evident  interest 
and  high  gratification. 

The  Intants'  School  at  Stockwbll  is  not  only  very 
popular,  but  ezoeedingly  useful,  giving  as  it  does  a  first 
impulse  towards  the  mental  development  of  140  little 
ones,  who,  under  the  kind  and  careful  superintendence  of 
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Miss  Ryder,  receive  at  an  early  age  a  training  suited  to 
their  capacities,  and  which  cannot  fail  to  have  a  bene- 
ficial influence  upon  their  opening  powers.  Of  this 
school,  her  Majesty's  Inspector  reports  : — "  The  Infant 
School  remains  in  a  very  satisfactory  state  as  regards 
order,  organization,  and  instiniction." 

The  teaching  staff  employed  in  these  four  schools 
consists  of  five  Certificated  Teachers,  one  assistant,  and 
twenty  pupil-teachers 

AGENCY  AND  SCHOOL  INSPECTION. 

No  change  has  taken  place  during  the  year  in  the 
number  or  names  of  the  Agents  of  the  Society  devoting 
themselves  to  the  work  of  School  Inspection.  Mr.  E. 
Salter  is  engaged  in  the  North,  Mr.  Milne,  M.A.,  in  the 
South  and  E^st,  and  Mr.  David  Williams  more  espe- 
cially in  South  Wales.  At  present  your  Committee 
have  no  Agency  expressly  employed  in  the  West  of 
England,  but  endeavour  to  meet  the  immediate  require- 
ments of  the  case  by  an  occasional,  and  as  far  as  pos- 
sible timely,  though  brief,  tour  of  inspection. 

In  London  and  its  vicinity  Mr.  Saunders  continues 
his  useful  services,  not  only  among  elementary  schools, 
but  by  special  arrangement  among  several  of  the  schools 
conducted  in  connection  with  charitable  institutions. 

The  benefit  of  these  friendly  visitations  to  all  the 
parties  concerned  is  universally  acknowledged.  To  your 
Committee  the  reports  received  through  this  medium 
are  alike  suggestive  and  encouraging  in  reference 
both  to  present  needs  and  past  successes;  to  local 
managers  they  are  often  helpful  in  solving  diflSculties 
and  aiding  in  plans  of  extended  usefulness  ;  to  teachers 
they  prove  refreshing  and  cheering,  while  on  the  schools 
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they  have  a  most  healthful  influence,  not  unfrequently 
savmg  from  collapse  or  invigorating  them  as  with  new 
life.  The  information  thus  obtained  is  also  very  valu- 
able in  relation  to  the  suitable  appropriation  of  outgoing 
students  to  localities  and  circumstances^  as  well  as  sup- 
plying a  means  of  knowing  the  special  qualities  and 
characteristics  of  teachers  as  developed  in  actual  ser- 
vice. 

From  the  following  statistics  and  brief  review  of  his 
labours  by  each  of  the  Inspectors  it  wiU  be  apparent 
how  extensively  and  in  how  practical  a  way  the  in- 
fluence and  aid  rendered  by  the  Society  is  brought  to 
bear  upon  the  whole  country.

Special  reports  on  schools  . 
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''  The  past  year  has  been  one  of  no  little  depression  to  many  of  the 
schools  in  my  district ;  and  although  the  absolute  decrease  in  the 
numbers  on  the  books  has  not  been  very  marked,  the  irregularity  of 
attendance  has  been  much  greater  than  during  the  preceding  three 
or  four  years ;  and,  as  a  consequence,  the  numbers  in  attendance  at 
any  one  time  have  been  less,  and  the  schools  have  appeared  to  be 
declining.     This  irregularity  has  also  affected  the  income  of  the 
schools  by  reducing  the  amount  received  from  the  school  fees ;  while 
in  many  of  the  cases  it  will  have  the  effect  of  reducing  the  future 
income  still  further,  by  diminishing  the  number  of  attendances 
requisite  to  satisfy  the  terms  on  which  the  Capitation  Grant  may  be 
claimed.    Those  portions  of  the  district  lying  to  the  north,  east,  and 
south  have  suffered  much  in  this  respect — the  east  most  of  all.    In 
the  summer  and  autumn  of  last  year  the  prevalence  of  cholera  neces- 
sarily operated  in  such  a  manner  as  to  interfere  very  greatly  with 
the  attendance  of  the  children;  and  this,  combined  with  the  8uhB^ 


(]neiit  vant  of  employment  among  the  labouring  poor  in  this  portion 
of  the  Metropolitan  area,  will  still  produce  difficulties  which  will 
liave  to  be  met  and  overcome. 

'^ There  is  one  fact  among  others  that  might  be  mentioned: — I 
refer  to  the  circumstance  that  in  taking  a  survey  of  the  statistics  of 
:he  schools  throughout  the  districts  where  the  epidemic  was  most 
preval^t  last  year,  and  where  generally  the  children  suffered  to  so 
^freat  an  extent,  we  find  that  those  chDdren  who  attended  the  day 
schools  pretty  regularly  suffered  but  very  slightly, — scarcely  at  all ; 
and  in  passing  through  the  district  one  meets  with  school  after 
school  (many  of  them  of  more  than  average  numbers)  where  not  one 
case  of  death  from  cholera  occurred  among  the  children  in  attend- 
anee  throughout  the  whole  visitation. 

''  Much  has  been  said  and  written  (and  deservedly  so)  in  praise  of 
the  moral  heroism  displayed  by  a  large  number  of  persons,  profes- 
sional and  otherwise,  who  laboured  so  self-denyingly  and  successfully 
in  the  presence  of  that  deadly  malady ;  but  I  rather  think  that  the 
labours  and  successes  of  the  teachers  have  failed  to  receive  the  meed 
of  recognition  and  praise  which  was  their  due ;  for  it  must  be  remem- 
bered that  all  through  the  dread  visitation  they  remained  quietly 
working  at  their  posts,  for  the  most  part  unobserved  and  uncheered 
bj  those  around  them,  and  receiving  none  of.  the  manifested  sym- 
pathy and  applause  of  the  public ;  and  all  the  time  many  of  their 
children  came  from  stricken  houses  and  infected  families,  those 
children  themselves  in  numbers  of  instances  to  be  soon  and  suddenly 
made  fatherless,  motherless,  and  orphans.  *  Verily  they  have  their 
reward,'  have  such  teachers,  but  it  comes  not  to  them  in  outward 
show  or  in  human  praise. 

'^Not  a  few  of  the  school§  have  been  greatly  affected  by  the 
various  demolitions  caused  by  railways  and  other  public  works ;  so 
mach  so,  that  in  some  cases  schools  toward  the  central  part  of  the 
district  have  been  deprived  of  an  important  proportion  of  their 
numbers,  while,  in  others  suburban  schools  have  been  considerably 
augmented ;  but  in  mpst  cases,  those  who  have  been  removed  can 
only  be  reached  by  the  erection  of  new  schools  in  such  localities  as 
hare  been  almost  colonized  by  large  numbers  of  the  labouring 
classes. 

''  In  a  good  number  of  instances  the  results  of  the  school  instruc- 
tion, where  it  has  been  well  carried  out  and  sedulously  persevered 
in,  have  displayed  themselves  in  various  ways ;  and  among  others  in 
*  Penny  Seadings/  where  many  of  the  elder  schoolboys  have  con- 
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tribuied  their  portion  of  aervice,  with  much  acceptance  and  fair 
BuccesB,  to  the  entertainment  of  many  who  haye,  bj  such  means, 
been  withdrawn  from  the  public-house.  The  school  songs  and  their 
singers  hare,  in  a  similar  manner,  been  pressed  into  service  on  the 
side  of  sobriety  and  morality ;  and  where  the  singing  was  conducted 
with  some  pretensions  to  taste  and  music,  instead  of  mere  loud  noise, 
which  takes  their  place  far  too  frequently  in  schools,  such  school 
concerts  have  proved  largely  attractive  to  many  persona  of  the 
neighbourhood,  besides  the  parents  of  the  children. 

"  One  improvement  in  the  schools  of  the  district  which  I  have 
noticed  during  the  year  is  to  be  found  in  the  increased  attention 
given  to  public  examinations.  I  am  quite  aware  of  the  objections 
urged  against  them,  and  am  quite  prepared,  after  thirty-six  years* 
experience  in  school  work,  to  testify  to  their  value.  Of  course  I 
speak  of  examinations,  not  exhibitions  got  up  for  the  occasion.  The 
latter  I  would  as  strongly  denounce  as  I  would  any  other  attempted 
imposition ;  but  that  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  former.  An  honest 
examination  of  a  school  must  do  good — stimulating  the  teacher  and 
the  scholars,  interesting  the  parents,  and  giving  an  opportunity  to 
the  supporters  of  the  school  to  ascertain  how  far  that  support  is 
deserved.  Like  most  other  things,  examinations  may  be  perverted 
and  abused,  and  they  may  be  misrepresented  and  condemned,  as  tber 
frequently  are,  by  those  whose  prejudices  or  interests  they  cross  and 
oppose.*'

Mr.  Salter  says : — 

"  Looking  at  the  above  figures,  it  does  not  seem  irrelevant  to  re- 
mark that  to  master  the  peculiarities  of  this  important  district,  to 
become  familiar  with  the  character  of  its  educational  wants,  and  to 
acquire  a  practical  knowledge  of  the  modes  best  adapted  to  promote 
the  objects  of  the  Society  throughout  its  widely  extended  limits,  are 
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tuks  requiring  more  than  a  aiagle  year  in  which  to  accomplish 
them,  and  more  than  a  single  visit  to  each  of  the  numerous  schools 
set  down  for  inspection. 

'^Itis  mj  pleasing  duty  to  record,  that  though  my  operations  as 
the  Society's  Agent  in  this  northern  half  of  England  commenced  but 
little  xDore  than  twelve  months  ago,  I  have  almost  from  the  first 
eveiywhere  met  with  a  frank  and  cordial  reception  from  both 
teachers  and  committees,  who  have  readily  exhibited  to  me  the  state 
of  their  schools,  and  have  often  been  glad  to  receive  such  suggestions^ 
information,  or  advice  as  I  might  feel  at  liberty  to  tender. 

"In  taking  a  mental  survey  of  my  field  of  labour,  certain  thiugs 
arrest  my  attention,  in  reference  to  which  I  may  be  permitted  to 
pen  a  few  observations. 

"A  profound  appreciation  of  the  value  of  popular  education^ 
based  upon  the  distinct  recognition  of  religious  principle,  continues 
to  characterize  the  convictions,  and  to  find  expression  in  the  Ian* 
guage  of  that  large  and  increasing  body  of  persons,  who,  with  any 
justice,  can  lay  claim  to  either  intelligence  or  patriotism.  This  feeUug 
is  continually  manifesting  itself  in  deeds,  so  that  great  educational 
activity  exists ;  and  were  the  times  but  more  prosperous  than  they 
are  this  activity  would  be  greatly  increased.  It  has  become  quite 
an  exception  for  any  place  of  worship  to  be  built  without  an 
accompanying  day  school.  Education  Aid  Societies,  taking  their 
n^  in  Manchester,  bid  fair  to  extend  to  all  our  great  centres  of 
population.  In  Birmingham  one  is  already  organized,  and,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  mayor  and  other  leading  men,  is  upon  the  point 
of  taking  the  field.  Wolverhampton  has  recently  held  an  influential 
Dcetiog  on  the  subject,  and  efibrts  with  the  same  object  in  view, 
and  likely  to  be  successful,  are  being  made  in  Liverpool. 

"  In  reference  to  night  schools,  I  am  glad  to  observe  that  in  most 
parts  of  my  district  they  appear  to  be  increasing  in  popularity  and 
utility,  both  in  connection  with  day  schools  and  mechanics'  insti- 
tutions. Of  these  latter  institutions,  unions  exist  here,  having  well- 
qoaiified  Inspectors,  whose  principal  business  it  is  to  examine  and  re- 
port upon  the  condition  of  the  evening  classes.  This  is  done  with  evi- 
dent profit  to  teachers  and  pupils.  There  are  not  wanting  cases  in 
which  British  schools  have  an  evening  attendance  closely  approxi- 
mating to  the  attendance  in  the  day  school.  From  what  I  have  seen 
And  heard,  I  think  it  is  impossible  to  speak  too  strongly  of  the 
importance  and  advantage  of  good  night  schools,  or  to  wish  them  too 
much  success. 
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'^  Though  the  New  Code  is  no  longer  new,  and  though  it  has  not 
produced  all  the  disasters  which  some  persons  confidently  predicted 
from  its  operation,  I  find  that  it  is  still  regarded  by  many  with  con- 
siderable disfavour. 

"  It  is  unfortunately  sometimes  possible  for  objectors  to  vindicate 
much  of  their  dislike  to  the  Code  by  pointing  to  schools  which,  under 
its  operation,  have  clearly  lost  tone,  declined  in  intellectual  activity, 
and  sunk  into  a  condition  of  mere  mechanical  routine.  It  is  shown, 
however,  by  the  example  of  the  best  teachers,  that  these  lamentable 
results  need  not  occur.  The  Code,  if  it  does  not  yet  encourage,  does 
not  prohibit  the  teaching  of  such  subjects  as  develop  and  strengthen  the 
mental  and  moral  faculties  of  the  scholars ;  and  scholars  so  trained 
will  probably  progress  faster,  and  pass  all  the  better  at  the  Govern* 
ment  examination,  because  their  teacher  has  had  the  courai^,  the 
sagacity,  and  the  conscientiousness  to  duly  cultivate  their  reflectire 
and  perceptive  powers.  In  connection  with  this  topic  there  is  one 
thing  which  all  educationists  admit  with  annoyance  and  regret,  and 
to  which  I  will  here  refer.  I  scarcely  ever  enter  a  school  above  the 
lowest  order,  as  to  numbers  in  attendance,  without  having  to  sym- 
pathize with  the  complaints  of  teachers  and  managers  respecting 
the  great  difficulty  they  experience  in  obtaining  suitable  pupil- 
teachers.  To  account  for  this  difficulty  I  am  constantly  told  thflt 
the  New  Code  has  severely  shaken  popular  reliance  upon  G-ovem- 
ment  engagements,  and  that  it  has  also  in  popular  esteem  consider- 
ably degraded  the  teacher's  position.  Por  these  reasons  it  is  eaid 
that  parents  generally  hesitate  to  devote  their  sons  to  the  work  of 
teaching,  deeming  it  a  very  laborious  and  unpromising  career.  In 
addition  to  this,  the  training  given  to  pupil-teachers  by  their 
masters  under  the  New  Code  is  confessedly  less  thorough  and 
valuable  than  it  used  to  be.  To  many  parents,  the  excellent  educa- 
tion formerly  received  by  pupil-teachers,  in  addition  to  their  pay, 
operated  as  an  inducement,  and  led  to  greater  numbers  of  pnpil- 
teachers  being  apprenticed  than  is,  unhappily,  the  case  at  present. 
Now  that  this  inducement  can  no  longer  be  depended  on,  its  effect 
has  ceased,  and  its  issue  is  seen  in  the  limited  supply  complained  o£ 

^*  In  relation  to  the  whole  of  this  subject,  it  seems  to  be  sometimes 
forgotten  that  the  essential  character  of  every  school  is  determined 
by  nothing  so  much  as  by  the  character  of  the  teacher.  So  close,  so 
intimate,  so  powerful  is  his  influence  over  his  pupils,  that  in  its 
presence  such  things  as  Codes  sink  into  insignificance.  It  has  long 
^een  said  that  the  'teacher  makes  the  school.'    An  untidy,  un- 
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ponctuai,  and  irregular  teacher  will  bare  disorderly,  irregular,  asd 
uDpoflctna]  scholars ;  and  so  on  through  all  shades  and  degrees  of 
rariety  will  this  relation  of  the  teacher  to  the  pupils  declare  itself. 
I  oecasionallj  recei?e  a  profound  impression  of  the  reality  of  this 
coonecHon.  Two  schools,  it  may  be  not  far  asunder,  shall  he  equally 
well  appointed,  attended  by  similar  classes  of  children,  pursuing  in 
loth  a  similar  series  of  studies,  and  conducted  on  similar  plans.  Yet 
they  may  conspicuously  present  to  my  observation  perfectly  opposite 
tjpes.  Nothing  but  experience  could  suggest  a  solution  of  the 
puzzle ;  that  solution  is  to  be  traced  to  a  difference  in  the  teachers. 

"From  meeting  with  facts  of  this  nature  one  becomes  deeply 
impressed  with  the  importance  of  well-managed  Training  Colleges, 
where  may  be  acquired  habits  of  systematic  industry,  vigilant  self- 
control,  and  professional  skill ;  where,  also,  the  necessary  knowledge 
may  be  imparted,  and  where,  by  a  lengthened  course  of  residence 
under  practised  surveillance,  means  may  be  afforded  for  the  detection 
and  rejection  of  those  students  who,  having  mistaken  their  vocation, 
are,  so  far  as  the  o£Sce  they  seek  is  concerned,  either  weak  or 
worthless. 

"Happily,  the  great  majority  of  our  schools  are  in  the  right 
hands.  Being  possessed  of  teachers  who  are  able,  devoted,  and 
energetic,  they  are  standards  of  excellence  and  centres  of  usefulness. 
Their  liberal,  unsectarian  principles  recommend  them  to  popular 
empathy ;  their  efficiency  commands  support.  Should  they  be 
overtaken  by  adverse  circumstances,  decline,  or  become  extinct, 
they  still  live  in  the  memories  of  their  several  localities,  and  are 
long  spoken  of  with  respectful  regret.  That  by  the  operation  and 
agency  of  our  Society  large  numbers  of  such  schools  as  these  have 
been  established  throughout  the  country  is  a  subject  of  just  con- 
gratulation. That  many  more  may  be  added  to  the  list,  rivalling  or 
surpassing  in  excellence  the  best  of  those  already  in  existence,  is  an 
object  of  reasonable  hope,  as  well  as  of  ardent  aspiration."

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Mr.  Milne  states  : — 

"  I  can  report  nothing  very  special  in  the  character  or.  results  of 
my .  labours  during  the  past  year.  Five  new  schools  have  been 
established,  and  seven  new  schoolrooms  have  been  erected;  two 
schools  have  been  reopened,  and  fifteen  have  been  placed  under 
Government  inspection.  Other  school  buildings  have  been  enlarged 
and  improved  by  the  addition  of  class-rooms,  and  by  the  substitution 
of  new  for  old  furniture  and  fittings.  The  gain  to  the  cause  of  good 
education  which  these  figures  represent  may  not  be  very  great ;  but 
when  we  consider  that  the  same  process  has  been  going  on  in  other 
districts,  and  also  in  the  same  district  in  connection  with  the  labours 
of  other  educational  societies,  we  are  encouraged  to  think  that  we 
are  making  lieadway  against  the  tide  of  ignorance  and  indifierence 
with  which  we  have  to  contend. 

''  I  find  the  managers  of  schools  increasingly  desirous  to  parti- 
cipate in  the  Parliamentary  Grant  for  Elementary  Education.  The 
thoroughly  trained  and  certificated  teacher  is,  as  a  rule,  so  superior 
to  one  who  has  not  enjoyed  the  same  advantages,  and  his  school 
presents  such  a  contrast  to  one  not  under  inspection,  in  its  organi- 
zation and  order,  the  definiteness  of  the  instruction,  and  its  com- 
pleteness within  prescribed  limits,  that  committees  naturally  desire 
to  place  their  own  schools  on  an  equally  favourable  footing. 

''The  number  of  schools  in  my  district  which  have  connected 
themselves  during  the  past  year  with  the  Committee  of  Council  has 
been  unusually  large,  and  would  have  been  larger  still  if  we  had 
been  able  to  provide  the  requisite  number  of  certificated  teachers. 
The  demaud  for  masters  especially  has  greatly  exceeded  the  suppiv, 
and  is  likely  to  do  so  for  some  time  to  come.  In  small  towns  and 
rural  districts  a  female  teacher  can  manage  a  mixed  school  of  boys 
and  girls  very  efficiently;  and  I  believe  we  shall  have  to  rely  on 
female  teachers  for  such  schools  in  the  future  far  more  extensively 
than  we  have  done  in  the  past.  .  They  contain  very  few  boys  over 
twelve  years  of  age ;  and  for  a  school  containing  a  large  proportion 
of  infants  and  little  children  a  mistress  is  preferable  to  a  master. 
The  expense  also  is  less,  as  she  will  accept  a  smaller  salary,  and  her 
presence  dispenses  with  the  aid  of  a  sewing  mistress. 

*'The  employment  of  very  young  children  in  various  forms  of 
agricultural  labour  continues  to  obtrude  itself  upon  my  notice  as 
one  of  the  most  serious  evils  of  the  present  day.  It  causes  irregular 
attendance  at  school  during  the  child's  school  life,  and  brings  that  life 
itself  to  a  premature  termination.    Nor  does  the  evil  end  even  then. 
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It  makes  the  night  school  for  elder  children  almost  useless,  inasmuch 
88  it  obliterates  the  little  he  ever  knew,  deadens  all  aspirations  after 
a  b'giier  life,  and  leanres  him  almost  incapable  of  th.e  mental  applica* 
tion  which  would  recover  and  increase  the  slender  acquirements  he 
once  poasesaed.  Legislative  interference  alone  can  meet  this  evil, 
and  pat  an  end  at  the  same  time  to  the  scandals  associated  with  the 
fjstem  of  agricultural  ^gangs'*  which  prevails  in  the  eastern 
counties. 

The  difficulty  of  obtaining  subscriptions  to  the  Society  increases 
year  by  year.  The  friends  of  unsectarian  education  acknowledge 
their  obligations  to  the  Parent  Society  and  the  Training  College,  but 
they  fiud  the  support  of  their  own  local  schools  so  burdensome  that 
they  can  spare  little  to  aid  our  operations.  Those  who  do  not  sup- 
port schools  in  their  own  neighbourhood  are  not  generally  inclined 
to  enrol  themselves  as  subscribers  to  the  Society.*'

Mr.  D.  Williams  says : — 

"  I  have  again  the  privilege  of  reporting  upon  the  operations  of 
the  British  and  Foreign  School  Society  in  South  Wales  and  Mon- 
mouthshire ;  and  it  affords  me  greater  pleasure  because  the  progress 
^03^6  aince  the  date  of  my  last  general  report  has  been  in  every 
Aspect  satisfactory,  and  future  prospects  are  highly  encouraging. 

'*  Boring  the  past  year,  twenty-one  schools,  with  accommodation 
'or  more  than  2,000  children,  have  been  opened.  The  schools 
**  Brynherbert,  Cwmllynfell,  Penyffordd,  and  St.  Bride's  have 
Amoved  into  commodious  new  buildings ;  and  the  increasing  num- 
^fi  attending  at  Brynhyfryd,  Llanelly,  and  Talybout,  have  been 
provided  for  by  means  of  additions  and  class-rooms.     Moreover, 
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nineteen  new  schools,  which  will  afford  accommodation  to  3,000 
scholars,  are  in  course  of  erection  in  places  remarkablj  destitute  of 
the  means  of  day  school  education. 

"  In  South  Wales  and  in  Monmouthshire  there  are  2M  schoole 
conducted  on  the  scriptural  and  unsectarian  principles  of  the 
Society,  of  which  186  are  under  the  inspection  of  the  Committee 
of  Council ;  and  several  of  the  remaining  sixty  will  be  placed  under 
G-OTernment  inspection  as  soon  as  the  managers  can  obtain  certifi- 
cated teachers.  The  fact  that  seventy-five  of  the  above  schools  have 
been  added  to  the  list  within  the  last  four  years  is  highly  gratifying 
to  the  promoters  of  liberal  education  in  South  Wales,  and  calls  for 
stiU  greater  exertions  in  behalf  of  this  benevolent  and  holy  cause. 

*'  In  addition  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  schools  there  are 
other  evident  indications  of  progress.  Schools  that  were  only  a  few 
years  ago  on  the  verge  of  extinction  are  now  in  a  renovated  con- 
dition. Dark,  unhealthy,  and  inconvenient  '  lofts  and  cellars  '  have 
been  replaced  by  well-lighted,  airy,  and  commodious  buildings; 
shaky  planks  have  given  way  to  unique  parallel  desks ;  system  ha> 
taken  the  place  of  confusion ;  and  ignorant  adventurers  have  been 
superseded  by  well-trained,  intelligent,  and  God-fearing  teachers. 

"  Many  schools  that  were  at  one  time  not  half  filled  are  now 
attended  by  more  children  than  they  can  conveniently  accommodate 
The  attendance  is  also  more  regular  and  punctual ;  but,  I  regret  tc 
state,  there  is  yet  room  in  these  directions  for  much  improvement. 
Increased  concern  is  manifested  in  parents*  meetings  and  public 
examinations:  It  is  by  no  means  an  unusual  thing  to  find  a  large 
schoolroom  or  public  hall  literally  filled  with  spectators,  who  mani- 
fest the  liveliest  interest  in  the  proceedings.  In  many  places  these 
are  looked  forward  to  with  great  pleasure,  and  are  considered  im- 
portant auxiliaries  to  the  school. 

''  Night  schools  are  yearly  becoming  more  numerous  and  better 
appreciated,  and  are  evidently  effecting  an  incalculable  amount  of 
good.  They  afford  people  of  various  ages  an  excellent  opportunit} 
to  remedy  to  some  extent  the  serious  defects  of  early  neglect,  and 
to  acquire  a  considerable  amount  of  useful  information.  It  is  not 
a  very  unusual  thing  to  see  father  and  son,  after  a  hard  day's  work, 
at  the  evening  school,  emulating  each  other  in  the  pursuit  of  their 
studies.  Different  religious  denominations  and  classes  of  people 
work  more  harmoniously  in  the  establishment  and  support  of  schools 
than  at  any  former  period.  As  the  importance  of  education  i^ 
increasingly  felt,  petty  jealousies  are  laid  aside,  and  people  co-operate 
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more  heertUj  in  providiBg  Bchools  ou  i^ligioua  and  unBectariAn 
^^ases.  The  comprebenaive  principles  of  the  Society  are  becoming 
more  extensively  understood,  more  fully  appreciated,  and  more 
generally  and  confidently  adopted.  Indeed,  they  are  steadily  ^w- 
uig  in  ftrour,  aad  their  complete  adaptation  to  meet  the  wants  4>f 
the  Principality  is  all  but  universaDy  acknowledged. 

''There  is  throughout  an  increasing  desire  for  educaition  on  liberal 
principles ;  and  so  widely  and  deeply  is  the  want  of  good  schools 
telt,  that  with  an  adequate  supply  of  certificated  teachers,  it  would 
be  an  easy  matter  to  increase  their  number  in  a  still  greater  ratio 
than  heretofore.  The  most  formidable  and  alarming  obstacle  la  the 
vant  of  properly  qualified  teachers ;  and  this  appears  to  me  of  such 
paramount  importance  as  to  demand  the  most  earnest  and  proijipt 
attention  of  the  friends  of  popular  education. 

"Notwithstanding  all  that  has  been  done,  there  is  yet  a  wide 
^eld  for  further  operations.  But  the  great  success  which  has 
attended  our  labours  during  past  years  warrants  our  looking  on  to 
the  fdture  with  confidence  and  cheering  anticipations.'* 


DEPOSITOET. 

At  the  Depository  the  amount  of  sala9  has  been  in 
excess  of  the  previous  year.  The  catalogue  of  adxool 
JDaterials  has  just  been  revised  with  a  view  to  a  fiirther 
Auction  in  the  prices  of  many  of  the  articleB  required 
for  sdbool  use,  your  Committee  being  desirous  thxis  to 
facilitate,  as  &r  as  lies  in  their  power,  an  adequate  supply 
of  apparatus  for  the  service  of  the  schools.  The  Dep6t 
b  Bristol  continues  to  meet  the  requirements  of  that 
district.  In  Mandiester,  owing  to  a  change  in  the  De- 
podtoiy^  and  the  subsequent  transfer  of  the  busmess^ 
the  Depot  has  been  removed,  and  it  is  believed  wijth 
advantage  to  the  convenience  of  managers  and  teaohersi 
aad  to  the  aecomplishment  of  the  design  for  which  it 
is  established.  The  growing  numbers  and  importanoe 
of  BGibools  in  South  Wales  seems  to  point  to  the  de- 
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sirableness  of  eBtablisMng  a  depdt  in  that  part  of  the 
country. 

Seventy-nine  grants  of  school  materials  have  been 
made  during  the  year,  of  which  number  thirty-four 
have  been  to  new  schools.  The  largest  of  the  grants  of 
materials  is  of  a  somewhat  special  and  exceptional 
character,  and  was  awarded  to  the  ""  Freedman's-Aid 
Society,"  to  assist  in  the  supply  of  suitable  school  books 
to  the  many  schools  now  opening  in  the  Southern  States 
of  America,  for  the  instruction  of  the  children  of  libe- 
rated slaves — an  object  with  which  your  Committee  are 
assured  very  many  of  the  friends  of  the  British  and 
Foreign  School  Society  would  Ailly  sympathiza 

FOEEIGN  CORRESPONDENCE  AND 

OPERATIONS. 

Friendly  interconmiunications  continue  to  be  held 
with  several  parts  of  the  Continent  of  Eubofe,  where 
a  growing  interest  is  taken  in  the  elevation  of  the  people 
by  means  of  education.  Your  Committee  have  recently 
been  called  upon  to  finrnish  teachers  for  the  British 
schools  in  Pcms,  and  for  a  similar  school  at  1^.  Croix j 
in  the  north  of  France.  The  latter  is  supported  by  an 
English  firm  there,  for  the  children  of  their  workpeople. 

From  the  forty-third  report  of  the  school  at  St. 
Petersburg,  "  for  the  children  of  poor  strangers,"  which 
is  under  the  patronage  of  the  Emperor  and  Empress,  it 
appears  that  there  are  200  boys  and  147  girls  under 
daily  instruction.  An  interesting  feature  in  this  school 
is  that  the  children  contribute  towards  aiding  those 
who  would  otherwise  be  unable  to  attend  from  want  of 
suitable  clothing.      These  contributions  amounted  in 
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the  past  year  to  250  roubles.  The  report  adds, — 
'"Since  the  commencement  of  this  system,  forty-one 
jears  ago,  the  sum  of  12,051  roubles  has  been  received 
and  used  for  relieving  the  distress  of  6,809  children,  by 
iiirniBhing  them  with  shoes,  without  which  many  of 
them  would  have  been  prevented  from  frequenting  the 
schooL" 

By  the  courtesy  of  the  Governor  of  the  Province  of 
Luxemburg  {Belgium)  your  Committee  have  been 
favoured  with  full  information  of  the  state  of  primary 
education  there.  A  comparative  view  of  the  two 
periods,  1842  and  1862,  shows  the  following  result. 
In  1842,  the  number  of  school  buildings  was  288,  now 
there  are  449 ;  332  contain  all  the  latest  improvements, 
and  212  provide  convenient  lodgings  for  the  teachers. 
From  1852  to  1863,  150  new  buildings  have  been 
raised,  at  a  cost  of  over  two  millions  of  francs,  the 
Committee  providing  about  three-fourths,  and  the  State 
the  residue.  According  to  the  census  of  1863,  there 
were  in  that  province  33,050  children  for  primary  in- 
struction, and  the  statistics  supplied  show  rather  less 
than  five  per  cent,  not  attending  school.  In  some  other 
provinces  there  are  5  per  cent,  not  attending  school; 
in  Namur  15  per  cent.;  while  in  Prussia^  where  the 
education  is  compulsory,  there  are  rather  more  than  4 
percent. 

From  an  extended  correspondence  maintained  with 
inisdonaries  abroad,  it  would  be  easy  to  illustrate  how 
great  is  their  devotion  to  the  work  of  scriptiural  edu- 
cation among  the  young,  and  how  thoroughly  they  are 
impressed  with  its  importance.  In  many  cases  the 
struggle  to  sustain  their  schools  is  arduous.  Added  to 
the  poverty  or  indifference  of  parents,  there  is  frequently 

the  want  of  teachers^  diversity  of  language  or  religious 
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beiiefi^  speoial  seagons  of  dearth  and  conaequmt  dis- 
tresB,  remotoiefla  from  centiefi  of  dvilization,  and  mmilar 
mcidentfi  and  oontingmicieB.  Your  Committee  believe 
that  the  sympathy  aooorded  to  many  of  ibeir  co-workers 
in  distant  lands,  and  the  aid  rendered  by  grants  of 
school  materials,  is  highly  appreciated  and  faithfully 
applied. 

Tour  Committee  have  selected  a  few  paragraphs  from 
the  letters  of  correspondents  in  confirmation  of  theee 
&ctBf  and  as  showing  the  character  of  the  influence  the 
Society  is  exeidsing  in  these  remote  regiona 

WEST  INDIES. 

The  Rev.  W.  Reeve,  writing  from  Duncans,  Jamaica, 
says: — 

"  I  am  tihankfol  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  education  of  the 
rising  gBiiecatioii  seems  to  be  better  appreciated^  and  attracts  grester 
.  intecest  among  all  classes  of  the  commnnitj  here  than  in  many  parts 
of  this  island.  We  have  a  school  in  connection  with  this  churcli, 
numbering  at  the  present  time  137  children  in  daily  attendance.  At 
t^is  season  it  is  smaller  than  during  the  later  months  of  the  year,  on 
aoeount  of  its  now  bdng  the  time  when  the  crop  ia  taken  of  the 
sugar  estates,  and  many  of  the  parents  are  glad  to  avail  themselres 
of  the  serrices  of  their  children  to  earn  a  little. 

"  The  teacher  is  a  young  Englishman,  and  is  devoted  to  his  woii. 
has  the  affections  of  both  children  and  parents,  and  the  confidence  of 
hifi  ftiinister.  He  maintams  excellent  order  in  his  school,  and  appears 
to  understand  well  the  disposition  of  ^each  scholar.  The  childreii,  as 
a  wholes  make  pleasing  progress ;  and  not  a  few  would  bear  a  &ir 
comparison  with  many  English  scholars  occupying  respectable  posi- 
tions in  an  English  school.  Some  are  earning  and  paying  for  their 
own  education  by  devoting  odd  hours,  when  out  of  school,  to  saoe 
^ttploymen^  the  proeeeds  of  which  are  appropriated  to  tbeir 
adiooling. 

^  I  am  disposed  to  think  that  our  friends  at  home  are  a  little  too 
impatient,  and  expect  too  much  from  Jamaica,  considering  the  short 
time  since  the  abolition  of  slavery.  I  look  upon  our  work  as  still 
ttSsskmary.     Qafy  «  tern  yeam  agO)  the  peo^  among  whom  we 
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Islxmr  were  akres,  and  we  know  onlj  too  well  how  destraotive  that 
mtem  is  to  yirtue,  religion,  moraU,  education,  and  the  principles  of 
nuukliood! — ^how  it  makes  man,  with  all  his  high  and  noble  faculties,  a 
mere  *  drudge,*  a  *  beast  of  burden ;'  and  I  think  the  time  is  too  short 
lor  all  the  evils  of  that  system  to  be  crushed  out.    Its  ciirse  I  feel 
rtiQ  clings  to  the  land.     But  it  is  for  us  to  diligently  and  persever- 
^W  labour,  and  patiently  wait.     Fruit  has  already  appeared,  which 
/  regard  as  an  earnest  of  what  we  shall  see.    The  leaven  of  religion 
and  education  has  begun  to  work ;  and  I  trust  that  our  friends  at 
home  will  not  hinder  its  progress  by  withdrawing  now  their  sym- 
pathy and  aid." 

The  Rev.  M.  B.  Bird,  of  Hayti,  St.  Domingo^  acknow- 
ledging a  letter  from  the  Committee,  thus  refers  to  the 
Society  and  to  the  sphere  in  which  he  labours : — 

''The  Borongh  Boad  School  has  ever  been  to  me  an  interesting 
and  highly  important  institution,  and  most  heartily  do  I  wish  it 
prosperity.  It  will  doubtless  interest  you  to  hear  that  for  many 
rears  I  have  known  a  black  man  in  this  city  who  owes  everything  to 
Tonr  invaluable  school,  and  has  filled  some  of  the  most  important 
offices  in  this  Bepublic. 

"*  Our  educational  establishment  at  Fort*au*Prinoe  has,  during  the 
itft  twenty  years,  sent  out  amongst  this  Boman  Catholic  community 
periiaps  not  far  from  two  thousand  young  men  who  have  been  taught 
pure  Christianity  as  fSar  as  possible.  Our  public  school  in  this  city 
it  still  flourishing.  It  is  supported  partly  by  payments  from  the 
^bolan,  and  partly  by  public  subscriptions.  The  school-bouse  itself, 
which  affbrda  a  schoolroom  of  50  feet  square,  was  built  by  public 
Bubflcriptions,  made  here  principally.  We  have  already  received 
belp  from  you,  for  which  we  are  truly  grateful ;  anjrthing  you  could 
send  in  the  way  of  school  matSriel  would  be  highly  appreciated,  and 
tbe  more  so  at  this  moment,  as  we  are  suffezing  &om  a  second  public 
fire  since  last  year,  both  of  which  together  have  left  at  least  one-half 
of  Port-aa«Frince  in  ashes. 

"*  If  we  could  only  have  a  sufficient  number  of  suitable  teachers  in 
this  country  there  are  few  fields  of  labour  that  would  afford  a  finer 
Barregt." 

The  "  Board  of  Education  "  for  the  Bahamas,  estab- 
liabed  under  the  ^  Education  Act "  of  186^  is  pursuing 
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a  vigorous  course  of  action.  Mr.  W.  Job,  who  was  re- 
commended by  your  Committee  as  Secretary  to  that 
Board,  and  who  inspects  its  schools,  has  sent  in  his  first 
report  to  be  submitted  to  the  Legislature.  The  good 
effects  of  his  practical  knowledge  and  educational  skill 
are  beginning  to  appear.  The  boys'  central  school  at 
Nassau  has  been  removed  to  more  commodious  premi- 
ses, and  the  building  has  been  fitted  up,  under  Mr. 
Job's  superintendence,  on  the  plan  of  the  British  and 
Foreign  School  Society's  Model  School.  There  is  a  large 
increase  of  numbers,  and  a  very  decided  improvement  in 
the  tone  of  the  school.  The  Bye-Laws  of  the  Board 
have  been  revised  and  amended,  and  are  now  in  opera- 
tion throughout  the  colony.  By  these  laws,  a  system 
of  pupil-teacher  training  will  be  put  into  operation, 
somewhat  similar  to  that  in  the  mother  country,  and 
which  it  is  hoped  will  supply  what  is  absolutely  neces- 
sary for  an  eflScient  working  of  the  educational  sjrstem— 
viz.,  a  class  of  properly  trained  and  qualified  teachers. 
Interesting  and  detailed  particulars,  relating  to  the 
educational  state  of  the  Bahamas,  will  be  found  in  the 
Appendix.  Your  Committee  have  sent  out  two  teachers 
during  the  year,  at  the  request  of  the  Board,  to  occupy 
an  important  post  of  labour. 

The  Rev.  R  D.  Webb,  of  Ruatan  Island,  Honduras 
Bay,  thus  refers  to  the  aid  rendered  by  a  grant  of 
school  materials.    He  says : — 

"  Seyen  years  ago,  in  response  to  an  application  to  your  Society  for 
aid,  we  received  a  valuable  grant  of  books  and  other  school  materials, 
which  have  been  of  very  great  service  to  us  in  our  educational  de- 
partment of  labour.  These  are,however,  now  almost  entirely  worn  out, 
so  that  we  are  at  present  very  greatly  in  need  of  a  fresh  supply.  During 
the  past  four  years- the  war  in  America  cut  off  nearly  the  whole  of 
the  trade  of  this  island.  The  people  in  consequence  suffered  xnncb. 
It  has  been  with  difficulty  that  we  have  kept  up  our  two  schools  (in 
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wMeh  we  hare  had  an  arerage  of  120  scholars),  and  have  been  quite 

QJiable  to  replenish  our  exhausted  stock  of  books.     We  have  not 

liked  to  make  a  second  appeal  to  your  kindness,  hoping  for  the 

retain  of  better  times,  when  we  should  be  able  to  help  ourselves.    I 

m  tliankful  now  to  state  that  the  restoration  of  peace  in  America 

m  occasioned  a  revival  of  the  trade  of  this  island  with  New  Or- 

teans,  so  that  the  circumstances  of  the  people  here  have  begun  to 

improve.    This  has  encouraged  me  to  make  an  effort  to  supply  the 

want  of  school  materials,  which  is  now  greatly  impeding  the  pro- 

gresfl  of  education  among  this  interesting  community,  consisting,  as 

TOO  are  probably  aware,  of  coloured  people,  who,  bom  of  British 

{subjects,  and  a  few  years  ago  forming  a  promising  British  colony, 

were  abandoned  by  the  power  they  had  trusted  in  for  protection, 

and  handed  over  to  the  State  of  Honduras.    The  parents  of  the 

children  in  our  schools  have  contributed  £4i  towards  furnishing 

class  books,  maps,  &c.,  to  be  used  in  the  school,  and  are  quite 

willing  to  pay  for  such  copy-books,  slates,  &e,,  as  their  children 

may  require,  which  we  should  like  to  furnish  them  with  at  a  cheaper 

rate  than  that  for  which  they  can  now  purchase  them." 


The  following,  from  Rev.  J.  E.  Lundberg,  of  Bluefiddsy 
in  the  Musquito  Reservationy  contains  allusions  to  the 
hurricane  which  devastated  that  part  of  the  coast.     He 

says : — 

"  I  received  a  box  of  school  materials  by  the  steamer  in  June,  for 
which  I  herewith  tender  my  best  thanks.  The  school  here,  which 
was  closed  from  October  until  April  ere  we  could  get  a  proper  bouse 
again,  is  now  nearly  as  prosperous  as  it  was  before  the  disaster, 
though  there  are  a  few  children  less  on  the  list.  This  arises  princi- 
pally from  the  want  of  clothing,  as  the  poor  people  have  to  spend 
all  their  earnings  to  buy  the  necessary  victuals,  for  hitherto  nothing 
has  grown.  This  might  appear  strange,  but  the  cause  is  this: 
planted  they  have,  but  as  soon  as. the  com,  rice,  ^.,  sprang  up,  the 
wild  animals  came  and  destroyed  it ;  for,  as  the  hurricane  has  oast 
down  the  trees,  deer,  antelopes,  &c.,  have  not  their  wonted  fruits, 
and  trespass  on  the  grounds  of  the  people.  We  are  glad  that  we 
bare  been  enabled  to  give  the  poorest  help. 

*"  The  children  like  to  come  to  school,  and  we  have  to  take  them 
gratis  until  the  parents  will  be  able  to  pay  again  the  school  fee. 
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Tour  liberal  grant  wiU  enable  us  to  help  many,  and  we  find  that  the 
number  increases  as  we  ean  fomisli  them  with  slates  and  books. 

*^  It  is  partiealarlj  necessary  here  to  do  for  the  rising  generation 
aft  much  tm  we  can,  and  we  find  already  a  great  difference.  When  I 
landed  here  in  1S49  I  found  only  a  few  children  who  could  read  and 
write.  I  began  with  eight  scholars,  for  others  would  not  come,  and 
parents  saw  no  need  to  pay  the  school  fee.  It  was  to  them  an 
unnecessary  expense.  Now  it  is,  with  the  blessing  of  the  Lord, 
difierent.  Those  who  can,  send  their  children,  and  the  poor  we  take 
gratis.  Ihe  blessing  of  education  shows  itself  much  ;  many  of  my 
old  scholars  are  walking  in  the  way  of  light,  and  live  as  Christians, 
though  I  have  to  lament  a  few  cases  of  a  contrary  character. 
Family  worship  was  nowhere,  because  they  could  not  read  the 
Scripture ;  now  in  many  houses  this  is  quite  regular,  and  where  the 
parent  cannot  read  the  children  read  a  chapter,  and  sing  hymns  to 
the  praise  of  God  our  Saviour  and  Bedeemer.'- 

» 

SOUTH  AFEICA. 

The  Rev.  R.  B.  Taylor,  to  whom  your  Committee 
made  some  time  since  a  grant  of  school  materials,  writ- 
ing from  Cradock,  says  : — 

**  Our  day  school  (native),  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say,  still  keeps 
up  its  numbers,  and  the  elder  children  are  making  progress  in  read- 
ing, writing,  composition,  geography,  arithmetic,  &c.  But  we  feel 
tiie  same  drawback  that  is  common  to  all  native  schools  in  South 
Afrioa— 4he  early  withdrawal  of  the  children  &om  school. 

'^  There  is,  however,  a  more  serious  impediment  to  that  progress 
which  we  wiah  to  see  in  our  native  youth,  and  one  which,  if  removed, 
woold  probably  cause  parents  to  be  more  inclined  to  deny  them- 
selves  the  assistanoe  of  their  children.    The  impediment  to  which  I 
refer  is  this — ^the  prejudice  against  colour.    No  native  youth,  how- 
ever well  qualified,  would  be  taken  as  a  derk,  so  that  there  is 
no  stimulus  to  excite  a  youth  to  aim  at  anything  beyond  that 
of  a  day  labourer,  or  the  driver  of  a  carrier's  waggon.    Another 
oonsequence  of  thia  is,  that  a  large  number,  within  a  year  or  two 
after  leaving  school,  lose  almost  all  they  learned  while  scholars.    I 
have,  at  this  very  time,  young  men  and  young  women  in  my  daaa  of 
candidates  for  church  fellowship  now  learning  to  read,  who  when 
ohildMi  eould  read  fluently.    Some  youths  are  put  to  kades ;  J0^ 
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for  the  gnftter  part  these  leam  but  little,  being  employed  by  their 
masten  only  bb  drudges.  Keyertheless,  we  teach  in  hope  that 
in  one  way  or  other  the  instructions  of  the  schooboom  will  prove  a 
blessing  to  the  scholars.  Some  of  our  most  active  and  consistent 
diorch  members  were  once  scholars  in  our  day  school.'' 

Your  Committee  feel  that  it  would  be  impossible 

within  the  limits  of  a  general  report  to  lay  before  the 

friends  and  subscribers  of  the  Society  the  daily  details 

of  its  operations,  even  for  a  single  year.     They  would, 

however,  invite  attention  to  the  fact  that>  in  the  course 

of  the  past  year,  more  than  1,000  of  the  children  of  the 

poorer  classes  have  been  under  daily  instruction  on  these 

premises  and  at  Stockwell ;  that  during  the  same  period 

156  schools  throughout  the  country  have  been  supplied 

with  trained  teachers ;  that  166  young  persons,  residing 

on  the  premises,  are  in  course  of  training ;  that  1,079 

visits  have  been  paid  to  942  schools,  in  590  towns  and 

villages,  exclusive  of  London  and  its  suburbs;  that  38 

new  schools  have  been  opened,  besides  the  many  that 

have  been  remodelled  and  improved  through  the  efforts 

and  agencies  of  the  Society;   and  that  timely  and 

efficient  aid  has  been  given  by  means  of  79  grants  of 

materials  to  schools  at  home  and  abroad. 

By  these  and  many  other  more  indirect  forms  have 
your  Committee  sought,  so  far  as  the  pecuniary  means 
at  their  disposal  permitted,  to  promote  the  objects  of 
the  Society ;  nor  can  there  be  a  doubt  that,  under  the 
Divine  blessing,  the  seeds  of  knowledge  and  truth  thus 
widely  scattered  will  spring  up  and  bear  fruit  that  shall 
more  than  repay  the  toil  and  cost  which  have  been 
employed  and  expended. 

From  the  Treasurer  s  financial  statement  of  income 
and  expenditure  f<»:  the  year  ended  Dec.  31st,  1866,  it 
will  be  foimd  that  there  is  an  adverse  balanpe  of  £332, 
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and  it  is  feared  that  in  the  current  year  this  will  be 
considerably  increased  Your  Committee  would  regard 
themselves  as  deficient  in  the  duty  they  owe  to  them- 
selves and  to  their  constituents  did  they  not  present  and 
press  the  claims  of  the  Society  for  enlarged  support 
With  admirable  buildings,  able  instructors,  and  valuable 
experience ;  with  pressing  demands  for  trained  teachers, 
and  unprecedented  appeals  for  help  both  at  home  and 
abroad ;  and,  to  crown  all,  with  manifold  tokens  of  the 
Divine  blessing  upon  past  and  present  efforts,  surely  the 
pecuniary  means  required  for  the  maintenance  and  ex- 
tension of  the  Society's  operations  will  not  be  withheld 
The  object  which  it  has  so  long  and  laboriously 
sought  to  promote — ^viz.,  the  education  of  the  poorer 
classes  of  society — has  at  last  become  one  of  the  leading 
questions  of  the  day.  Statisticians,  politicians,  and 
philanthropists,  of  all  classes  and  parties,  are  in  their 
several  spheres  engaged  in  prosecuting  inquiries  and 
devising  means  for  overtaking  the  yet  remaining  and 
too  prevalent  ignorance  of  many  rising  up  around  them. 
The  revelations  made  on  this  subject  by  the  Manchester 
Education  Aid  Society,  and  the  plans  there  put  into 
operation  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  case  disclosed, 
are  exciting  imwonted  interest  and  attention.  In 
Birmingham,  a  large  and  influential  meeting  has  been 
held  with  a  view  to  immediate  action  in  the  same 
direction.  At  Liverpool,  Wolverhampton,  Chester, 
Leicester,  and  other  large  towns,  similar  proceedings 
are  initiated  or  contemplated.  Legislative  action  is 
invoked  in  connection  with  the  employment  of  young 
children,  which  shall  embrace  educational  clauses  and 
requirements.  By  some,  an  Act  to  empower  municipal 
corporations  to  levy  rates  for  educational  purposes  is 
advocated ;  and  by  others,  more  direct  action  towards

Happily,  the  liberty  of  conscience,  recognized  by  tn 
pnnoiples  of  the  British  and  Foreign  School  Society, 
now  finding  large  acceptance,  and  towards  its  scnptur 
and  lonsectarian  basis  there  is  a  remarkable  convergen 
of  opinion  among  tlioae  most  impressed  with  the  mag' 
tuae  of  the  evil  to  be  overcome.

Gtr2t,216.  '<  This,  the  twenty-aixtli  anni- 
yenarj  of  the  opening  of  these  schools,  gi^es  jour  committee  the 
opportiuuty  of  meeting  their  supporters,  and  laying  before  them  a 
report  of  the  results  of  another  year's  labours. 

"  Your  committee  have  little  that  is  new  to  tell,  and  little  occasion 
to  urge  their  friends  to  rally  round  the  institution.  The  schools  are 
still  prosperous,  the  support  of  the  public  is  still  generous,  and  the 
confidence  of  parents  unabated. 

^  The  attendance  at  the  schools,  which  was  so  good  last  year  as  to 
be  considered  by  the  managers  and  teachers  quite  exceptional,  has 
been  steadily  maintained.  In  the  boys*  school  there  have  not  been 
so  many  admissions  as  reported  last  year,  but  a  mcffe  satisfactory 
result  has  been  arrived  at,  nan^y,  a  higher  ayeragp  attendance^ 

"The  school . rogii^te^s  give  the  .following  numbers: — admitted, 
boys,  116^ giias,.ll2 ;. total,  228:  left,  boys,  99,  girls,  77 ;  tetal»  176: 
average  attendance,  boys,  178,  girls,  155 ;  total,  333 :  present  attend- 
ance, boys»  198,  girls,  180 ;  total,  373 :  number  on  the  books,  boys, 
208,  girls,  216;  total,  424:  attendance  during  last  three  monthfl, 
boys,  248,  girls,  221 ;  totals  469.  This  makes  a  total  of  1,52?  boys, 
and  1,144  girls,  who  hare  been  admitted  since  January,  1854. 

"It  is  now  sixteen  years  since  your  schools  were  placed  under 
OoTcmment  supervision,  and  in  that  time  no  less  than  seven  gentle- 
men have  represented  her  Majesty's  Committee-of  Council  on  Eda- 
cation,  in  testing  the  work  of  the  pupils. 

**  Your  committee  have  great  pleasure  in  recording  the  following 
interesting  facts,  which  testify  to  the  thoroughness  in  the  instructioD 
given  in  the  boys*  school : — 

"  Eichard  J.  Wright,  who  was  for  several  years  a  scholar  and  sfte^ 
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wud  ft  pnpfl-ieacher,  baving  completed  hia  apprenticeflliip  last  Christ- 
BM,  went  up  for  examination,  and  succeeded  in  winning  a  first-class 
fcbolinlup;  and  Arthur  Owen,  who  has  just  completed  his  term,  has 
noeeeded  in  gaining  teachers'  certificates  in  Mathematics  and  Fhj- 
Mal  Oeogniphj  firom  the  Oovemment  Department  of  Science  and 
ifi  Your  committee  ha^e  engaged  Arthur  Owen's  serrices  as  a 
Meond  master  in  the  boys'  school. 

"  lUdng  advantage  of  the  new  drawing  minute  for  night  schools 
oned  bj  the  Committee  of  Council,  your  committee  presented  a 
mimber  of  scholars  with  the  pupil-teachers  for  examination.  These 
KceiTed  instruction  on  Saturday  mornings  and  week  evenings — 
8  passed  in  advanced  free-hand  outline,  one  taking  a  prize.  Four 
piased  in  advanced  geometry. 

**  In  May  a  number  of  the  boys  were  examined  under  the  minute 
for  encouraging  instruction  in  drawing  in  schools  for  the  poor. 

"  Of  these,  6  passed  excellent  in  free-hand  and  took  prizes.  10  as 
proficient;  3  passed  in  geometry;  and  1  in  model  drawing,  with 
priie;  while  33  others  gave  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  been 
^Qght  drawing. 

"In  the  May  examination  of  the  Science  School  several  of  the 
boys  sat  in  the  important  subjects  of  natural  history  and  animal 
pliTsiology ;  of  these,  three  took  first  class  in  zoology,  receiving  the 
following  important  awards:  —  Arthur  Fairfax — a  silver  medal; 
'Handbook  of  Physiology'  (Kirkes);  and  Balfour's  'Manual  of 
Botany.'  Sobert  Brummitt — a  bronze  medal ;  Babington's  '  British 
Botany;'  and  Carpenter  on  the  Microscope.  JohnE.  Wright — a 
bronze  medal ;  '  Handbook  of  Physiology '  (Kirkes) ;  and  Balfour's 
'Manual  of  Botany.' 

"Two  took  second  class,  3  fourth  dass,  and  2  fifth  class  certi- 
ficates. 

**  In  animal  physiology,  5  took  second  class,  1  third,  and  7  fifth 
dass  certificates. 

*In  the  department  "under  Mrs.  Nasbey,  the  ladies  have  every 
satisfaction  in  their  visits  to  the  girls'  school.  The  numbers  have 
been  fblly  maintained,  though  numerous  private  seminaries  have 
lately  sprung  up.  The  healthy  stimulus  of  numbers,  and  the  confi- 
dence inspired  by  the  mistress's  personal  attention  to  her  pupils, 
We  produced  those  results  of  which  the  report  of  Dr.  Morrell,  at 
lis  inspection  in  June  last,  bears  such  ample  testimony. 

''Tour  committee  cannot  close  this  report  without  congratulating 
tlieir  supporters  upon  the  iact  that  so  many  of  the  gentlemen  who 
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first  originated  this  institution,  and  so  long  ago  took  upon  themselTcs 
the  responsibility  of  providing  for  all  classes  a  sound  unsectarian 
education,  are  still,  after  twenty-five  years'  service,  among  its  most 
earnest  and  enthusiastic  supporters." 

Bideford.  Boys,  158.  OirU  and  Ii\fanU,  175.  "  The  conamittee 
present  the  records  of  this  school  during  the  past  year  with  much 
pleasure,  as  it  will  he  seen  by  them  that  the  numbers  attending  the 
school  are  much  larger  than  those  of  the  preceding  year,  and  that 
the  educational  efficiency  continues  good.  In  stating  the  number 
of  scholars,  it  must  be  remembered  that  no  child  is  marked  as  present 
unless  present  at  the  time,  two  hours  at  school.  The  numbers  on 
the  books  are — ^boys,  158;  girls  and  infants,  175:  total,  333.  The 
average  attendance  for  the  past  year  was— boys,  112;  girls  and 
infants,  120 :  total,  232.  The  average  attendance  for  the  year  pre- 
ceding the  last  was — boys,  81 ;  girk  and  infants,  91 :  total,  172. 
The  committee  note  with  pleasure  this  gratifying  increase.  The 
present  ordinary  attendance  is — ^boys,  130;  girls  and  infants,  135. 
The  committee  have  confidence  that,  by  the  assiduity  and  efficient 
instruction  of  the  master  and  mistress,  this  attendance  will  be  main- 
tained and  increased. 

''  There  are  now  two  pupil-teachers  in  the  boys*  school,  and  two  in 
the  girls'  school. 

''  The  school  has  been  open  440  times  during  the  past  year. 
^  The  total  number  of  attendances,  each  more  than  two  hours,  by 
all  the  children  throughout  the  past  year,  was — boys,  49,900 ;  girU, 
62,846;  total,  102,746. 

'*  The  number  of  children  present  at  all  during  the  year  was— 
boys,  241 ;  girls,  273 :  total,  514. 

'*  The  number  of  children  who  have  attended  more  than  200  times 
during  the  past  year  has  been— boys.  111 ;  girls,  112 :  total,  223. 

*'  The  average  number  of  half-days  attended  by  each  child  present 
at  all  during  the  year  was — boys,  207 ;  girls,  193 :  ai  erage  for  the 
whole  school,  199.  This  statement,  though  not  showing  the  utteud- 
ance  desired,  is  a  decided  improvement  on  the  numbers  of  the  pre* 
ceding  year. 

''  The  time  the  children  stay  in  the  school  is  seen  as  follows : —

Hiile  the  comndttee  are  aware  that  the  statement  now  given 

eorresponds  with  those  given  in  previous  reports,  they  deem  it 

nght  again  to  direct  attention  to  an  evil  of  a  very  serious  nature. 

Folly  admitting  that  among  the  'poorer  classes  the  necessities  of 

poverty  and  the  claims  of  labour  will  ever  prevent  a  lengthened  or 

eren  adequate  attendance  at  school,  they  feel  convinced  that  to  the 

parents  of  the  children  is  due  in  a  considerable  measure  the  evil 

named.    A  proper  sense  of  the  duty  of  securing  for  their  children  as 

good  an  education  as  possible,  would,  the  committee  believe,  induce 

parents  to  insist  on  a  longer  and  more  regular  school  attendance. 

This  the  committee  urge  on  them  as  a  positive  duty,  and  the  means 

of  immense  future  benefits  to  their  children. 

**^  The  committee  now  present  the  official  statement  of  the  numbers 
wKo  have  passed  the  examination  by  her  Majesty's  Inspector,  in 
Xorember  last.  The  numbers  refer  only  to  the  scholars  who  have 
attended  200  times  during  the  past  year,  and  who  were  also  present 
on  the  day  of  the  examination : — Present  at  examination,  boys,  91 ; 
girls,  64 ;  total,  155 :  passed  in  reading,  boys,  81 ;  girls,  58 ;  total, 
139 :  passed  in  writing,  boys,  84 ;  girls,  55 ;  total,  139 :  passed  in 
arithmetic,  boys,  61 ;  girls,  43  ;  total,  104.

'^  The  committee  are  pleased  to  notice  in  the  above  statement  a 
considerable  increase  in  the  numbers  relating  to  the  boys'  school  over 
those  of  the  preceding  year.  It  is,  however,  but  just  to  state  that  the 
numbers  of  passes  in  arithmetic,  boys  and  girls,  would  undoubtedly 
have  been  larger  had  not  the  method  of  examination  been  unex- 
pectedly of  a  very  different  and  more  stringent  kind  than  that  pre- 
Tiously  adopted.  In  the  future  an  improvement  may  be  anticipated. 
"The  official  examination  just  reported,  relating  only  to  the 
primary  elements  of  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  does  not  ade- 
quately represent  the  work  of  the  school,  which  extends  to  the 
continuous  instruction  of  the  other  branches  of  useful  education,  as 
grammar,  geography,  &c. 

''The  average  payment  by  each  child  during  the  year,  estimated 
^J  the  number  in  average  attendance,  has  been — ^boys,  5s.  54d. ;  girls, 
^.  9d.:  average  for  the  whole  school,  5s.  Id.

**  The  ATengiB  cost  of  the  education  of  each  child  during  the  past 
jeai*}  eathnated  bj  the  aterage  attendance,  has  been  £1  Os.  61d. 

"  The  Ladies'  Committed  hate,  daring  the  past  jear,  kindly  con- 
tinued their  visits  to  the  girls'  school ;  and  they  naport,  irith  pleasure, 
their  &Tourable  opinion  of  the  instruction,  assiduity,  and  conduct  of 
that  school.  On  behalf  of  the  friends  of  this  school  the  committee 
thank  the  ladies  for  their  kind  services,  and  rely  with  confidence  oa 
a  continuance  of  them. 

*'In  order  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  scholars  under  his  care, 
the  master  has,  aided  by  the  contributions  of  a  few  friends,  remo- 
delled and  increased  the  library  of  the  school.  The  object  of  that 
library  is  to  provide  attractive  and  useful  reading  for  the  scholars  in 
the  evening  hours.  The  object  is  obviously  one  of  great  importance, 
affording  a  valuable  means  of  home  influence  and  home  employment, 
and  leading  not  a  little  to  foster  intelligence  and  good  habito  in  after 
life.  Although,  from  its  limited  siEe,  the  library  is  confined  at 
present  to  the  boys*  school,  the  committee  trust  that,  by  the  kindness 
of  friends,  whose  assistance,  either  in  money  or  suitable  books,  they 
earnestly  solicit,  it  may  receive  such  additions  as  to  make  it  available 
for  both  schools.  The  library  now  consists  of  120  books,  22  having 
been  recently  added.    The  amount  lately  contributed  was  £1 14s. 

'<  In  concluding  this  report  the  committee  express  their  conviction 
that  schools  for  the  masses  of  our  population  are  at  once  the  springs 
of  our  intdligenoe  and  industry,  and  the  safeguards  of  our  liberties, 
and  are  fraught  with  untold  individual  benefits  to  the  present  and 
the  future." 

CMs,  180.  "  It  is  to  be  deplored  that  the 
fiftieth  year  of  the  existence  of  our  school  has  been  permitted  to  patt 
without  witnessing  the  fulfilment  of  those  hopes  which  some  of  its 
more  sanguine  firienda  entertained.  We  have  not  yet  taken  steps  to 
obtain  the  more  commodious  building  which  the  report  of  19B5 
mentioned  as  so  urgently  required  to  enable  us  to  prosecute  our 
work  under  conditions  more  fSsivourable  to  efficiency  and  success. 
The  scheme  still  looms  in  the  distance — ^not  remote,  let  us  hope.  K 
would,  hoirever,  be  a  mistake  to  suppose  that  the  committee  hafe 
been  idle^  A  considerable  addition  has  been  made  to  the  number  <i 
subscribers — many  of  the  old  subscribers  have  increased  the  amotmt 
of  their  contribntionB — generous  firiends,  unsolicited,  have  made 
handsome  donations,  amongst  whom  we  would  specially  name  Williani 
Caister,  Esq.,  on  his  becoming  mayor  of  tiie  borouriu  in  the  hope 
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tlut  the  good  example  will  be  imitated  by  his  Buccessors— •the  oon- 

^^^^stioDil  coUectioiia  show  an  increase  in  number  and  amount-— the 

GoTemment  grant  and  school  pence  largely  exceeds  that  of  last  year, 

ind  I  more  hearty,  hopeful  tone  perrades  both  committee  and  oon- 

mtaeocy.    If  we,  then,  have  still  to  report  a  deficiency,  this  arises 

&BD  the  arrears  of  the  past,  caused  mainly  by  the  action  of  the 

iemei  Code ;  so  that  if  the  debt  on  the  institution  could  be  dis- 

cbrged,  the  present  income  would  be  nearly  equal  to  the  efficient 

Toikiiig  of  the  sehools. 

"'During  the  past  year,  Miss  Lowne,  who  had  served  us  as  mistress 
iot  the  space  of  seven  years,  resigned  her  office,  and  was  succeeded 
br  Miss  M.  Gr.  Bix,  of  the  British  and  Foreign  Training  College  at 
^oekwelL  She  has  hitherto  discharged  her  duties  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Committee. 

"The  committee  have  very  great  pleasure  in  reporting,  that  of  the 
sehokrs  pieeented  to  the  Inspector  for  examination  last  March,  94 
per  cent,  passed  in  the  boys'  school  (or  75  per  cent,  of  the  average 
niunber  in  attendance),  and  72  per  cent,  passed  in  the  girls*  school 
(<v  50  per  cent,  of  the  average  number  in  attendance).  It  appear? 
b?  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  Council  on  Education  for  last 
rear,  that  the  number  who  passed  throughout  England  and  Wales 
WIS  56  per  cent,  of  the  average  number  in  attendance ;  which,  taking 
the  boys'  schools  as  6  per  cent,  over  (or  62  per  cent.),  and  the  girls' 
sdiools  as  6  per  cent,  less  (or  50  per  cent.),  shows  that,  notwith*. 
standing  the  state  of  the  premises,  and  the  presence  of  some  in  the 
boys',  and  many  in  the  girls'  schools,  who  should  form  a  sieparate 
infimt  department,  the  educational  state  of  the  girls'  school  is  quite 
equal  to  that  of  girls'  schools  generally,  while  the  boys'  school  ranks 
ttnong  the  very  first  of  elementary  schools  in  the  country. 

*'  As  the  years  roll  round  it  is  the  painM  duty  of  the  committee  to 
mark  the  i^  in  the  ranks  of  one  after  another  of  the  friends  and 
supporters  of  the  old  school.  On  the  present  occasion  we  may  say, 
in  the  touching  and  eloquent  words  of  the  sacred  writer,  'The 
fathers,  where  are  they  ? '  Since  our  last  anniversary  two  of  our 
earliest  and  most  distinguished  fellow-helpers  have  been  called  away 
from  the  great  school  of  life--the  Bight  Hon.  Lord  WiUoughtT- 
B'Erssby,  Patron  of  the  Institution  from  the  beginning ;  and  John 
Noble,  Esq.,  one  of  our  Yice-Fresidents,  in  whose  house  was  held  the 
first  meeting  to  consider  the  propriety  of  establishing  a  school  for  the 
cUldroi  of  the  poor  of  Boston.  Both  our  friends  attained  to  a  ripe 
old  age,  and  continued  to  the  last  to  evince  a  deep  interest  in  the 
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welfare  of  ihe  institation,  one  of  the  last  Hcts  of  Mr.  Noble^s  active 
brain  and  ready  pen  being  to  draw  up  an  interestbg  paper  whicli  he 
designates,  '  Eecollections  of  the  Formation  and  Early  History  of 
the  Boston  Public  School/  " 

Bradford,  Oirh,  934;.  "In  their  last  report  the  committee  of 
the  Bradford  Female  Educational  Institute  were  unable  to  record 
any  marked  progress  beyond  the  point  reached  in  the  year  preceding. 
The  great  impetus  given  in  1864  had  not  been  sustained,  and  there 
was  even  a  slight  falling  off  in  the  number  of  pupils. 

"  Ear,  however,  from  being  discouraged  by  this  result,  your  com- 
mittee determined  not  only  to  continue  their  operations  on  the  same 
scale  as  before,  but  considerably  to  extend  them ;  the  result  has  fully 
justified  their  decision. 

"The  work  of  the  institute  is  now  carried  on  in  three  district 
branches,  instead  of,  as  before,  in  two;  viz.,  in  the  College  Schools, 
Otley  Bead ;  New  Schools,  Bebecca  Street,  White  Abbey ;  Modd 
Schools,  Ashley  Street,  Manchester  Bead. 

"  The  total  number  of  pupils  who  haye  attended  during  the  year 
at  the  first  of  these  branches  is  165 ;  in  the  second,  372 ;  in  the 
third,  397 ;  making  a  total  of  934,  as  compared  with  643  in  18(>o, 
and  858  in  1864;  deducting  from  this  number  (934)  130,  who 
attended  for  periods  of  less  than  a  month,  there  remains  804,  as 
compared  with  645  in  1865,  and  629  in  1864. 

"  Thus  the  falling  off  of  last  year  is  not  only  made  up,  but  there 
is  an  increase  of  27  per  cent,  upon  the  most  favourable  year  the 
institute  had  previously  recorded. 

^'  The  nightly  average  attendance  per  month,  in  each  of  the  three

"  The  institution  is  open  in  the  first  four  evenings  in  each  week, 

::rni  7  until  9  o'clock.  22  classes  have  been  in  operation ;  16  ele- 
mentary, for  reading,  spelling,  writing,  arithmetic,  and  plain  sewing ; 
6  for  more  advanced  pupQs,  in  reading,  writing,  dictation,  English 
^nmmar,  geography,  history,  plain  sewing,  and  dressmaking. 

"The  pupils  in  tliese  classes  have  generally  passed  through  those 
yf  a  more  elementary  character. 

"The  classes  have  been  conducted  by  22  teachers,  13  of  wliom  are 
paid,  and  9  voluntary.  Tour  committee  would  express  their  thanks 
to  all  those  teachers  for  their  labours  during  the  past  year.  Their 
more  special  acknowledgments  are  due  to  those  ladies  and  gentlemen 
▼ho  have  given  their  time  and  labour  gratuitously;  and  they  are 
glad  to  mention  that  Mr.  Louis  Miall  has  again  volunteered  his  most 
Taloable  services. 

"'  The  classes  for  plain  sewing  have  been  in  active  operation  during 
the  year,  under  the  able  superintendence  of  Miss  Tattersall,  assisted 
by  the  voluntary  services  of  several  ladies;  who  report  that  the 
members  are  making  much  progress  in  this  department.  A  large 
quantity  of  useful  clothing  has  been  made  during  the  year.  £11  5s.  8d. 
We  been  received  in  instalments  for  Drapery  Goods,  of  a  serviceable 
character,  which  have  been  sold  to  the  members  at  cost  price. 

"  The  Library,  consisting  of  657  volumes,  is  now  divided  into  three 
sections,  containing  219  volumes  each ;  one  section  being  placed  at 
each  branch. 

"  The  subjoined  figures  will  show  the  efficient  services  rendered  by 
this  department  of  the  institute :— A,  Biography,  1866,  241 ;  1865, 
198 :  B,  history,  1866,  482 ;  1865,  362  :  C,  voyages  and  travels,  1866, 
343 ;  1865,  230 :  D,  geography,  1866,  284 ;  1865,  161 :  E,  natural

''Nothing  can  be  more  satisfactory  than  this  result.  More  than 
half  the  books  issued  are  of  a  solid  and  instructive  character.  It 
nuiy  be  mentioned  that  there  is  an  invariable  demand  for  all  books 
bearing  on  the  history  of  England. 
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''  The  question  of  ingtituting  examumtioxiB  in  connection  with  the 
West  Biding  Edacfttional  Board  has  been  entertained  by  jqvop  com- 
mittee, and  after  carefully  considering  the  subject,  they  came  to  the 
condttsion  that  such  examinations  were  calculated  to  atimiilAte  and 
concentrate  the  attention  of  the  pupils ;  and  that  they  abould  there- 
fore be  begun  as  soon  as  the  requisite  arrangements  could  be  made ; 
your  committee  proposes,  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  to  arrange 
a  system  of '  Preparatory  Examinations.* " 

Brvsham.  Mixed,  73.  "  In  presenting  their  fourteenth  annual 
report,  together  with  the  usual  accounts  and  statistics  for  the  year 
now  ended,  it  is  with  deep  regret  that  the  committee  have  to  report 
the  resignation  of  the  master,  Mr.  Harris,  whose  great  efficiency  and 
unwearied  labours  during  the  fourteen  years  which  hare  elapsed 
since  the  establishment  of  this  school,  have  greatly  contributed  to  its 
prosperityi  and  demand  at  their  hands  the  fullest  recognition. 

"  They  are  pleased  to  find  that  since  Mr.  Harris's  restoration  from 
his  severe  and  lengthened  illness,  during  six  months  last  sammer,  the 
school  (the  interests  of  which  were  for  a  time  seriously  affected)  has 
greatly  increased,  and  they  rejoice  now  to  be  able  to  report  that  the 
number  of  children  at  present  receiving  their  education  in  it  is 
larger  than  at  any  period  during  the  last  eighteen  months. 

"  The  committee  have  secured  the  services  of  a  new  master,  who, 
with  the  blessing  of  God,  will,  they  trust,  be  able  to  promote  the 
true  weUare  of  the  school,  so  successfully  established  and  effi- 
ciently sustained  hitherto  by  Mr.  Harris,  of  whom  the  committ^ 
take  leave  with  deep  regret,  and  with  their  best  wishes  for  his 
prosperity. 

« During  the  year  43  new  scholars  have  been  admitted  into  the 
day  school,  making  a  total  of  875  since  the  commencement.  Sai 
pupils  have  completed  their  education  and  left  the  school,  being  nearlv 
double  the  average  number  leaving  under  these  circunutances  in 
other  years. 

''  The  Committee  of  Council  have  given  2  Government  oertificatcc 
to  deserving  pupils,  making  a  total  of  24  of  these  valuable  testiino- 
niaU  which  have  been  granted  to  lads  educated  in  this  lebool. 
Your  committee  also  have  had  pleasure  in  giving  7  monitorial  rewsrd^ 
and  6  general  prizes,  during  the  past  year ;  in  addition  to  which  the 
Sevs.  H.  Cross,  and  W.  T.  Whitmarsh,  each  offered  a  prize  tor 
efficiency  in  certain  qpecial  subjects,  at  the  public  examination  clii^ 
present  year,  a  course  which,  if  repeated  on  fixture  nncaftinuB  hf  fpfso^

"Out  of  72  children  in  the  school  last  quarter,  21  were  poor

^IQi.  per  year,  and  of  the  committee. 
"  In  the  evening  school,  9  new  scholars  haying  been  admitted  during 

ihe  jear,  the  total  member  of  admissions  since  the  opening  of  this 

school  in  1862  bare  been  63. 

''la  conclusion  your  committee,  while  gratefully  acknowledging 
the  goodness  of  God  as  eyidenced  by  the  past,  and  seeking  His 
goidaoce  and  renewed  blessing  on  the  labours  of  the  future,  desire  to 
eommend  to  your  increased  sympathy  this  most  useful  institution. 
A  tliovougb  education  becomes  each  year  more  and  more  essential  to 
iQccess  and  usefulness  in  life,  and  in  no  way  can  the  temporal  welfare 
of  the  rising  race  be  more  effectually  aided  than  by  their  being 
imited  to  gain  a  superior  education  than  might  otherwise  be  within 
their  reach.  A  balance  still  remains  due  to  the  treasurer,  which, 
although  less  than  that  owing  last  year,  the  committee  earnestly 
desire  to  see  removed,  to  which  end  they  ask  your  co-operation." 

Chalford.  Mixed,  80.  "The  British  School,  held  in  France 
Schoolroom,  Chalford  Hill,  was  established  to  provide  good  primary, 
and  at  the  same  time  unsectarian  education  for  the  working  class 
chiefly.  The  Holy  Scriptures  are  regularly  read  in  the  Authorised 
Version,  and  instruction  given  in  such  elementary  facts  and  truths 
of  religion  as  are  equal  to  the  capacity  of  children.  I^o  catechism 
is  taught,  and  abstruse  points  of  doctrine  are  altogether  avoided ; 
but  the  moral  training  of  the  scholars  is  carefully  attended  to.  They 
ue  at  perfect  liberty  to  attend  on  Sunday  any  school  or  place  of 
worship  their  parents  may  prefer,  and  no  attempts  are  made  to 
prejudice  their  minds  in  favour  of  one  rather  than  another.  In 
respect  of '  secular  instruction,'  attention  is  paid  to  reading,  writing, 
and  arithmetic,  and,  in  the  higher  classes,  to  geography,  history,  and 
English  grammar.  The  fees  for  attendance  in  the  ordinary  classes 
are  3d.  and  2d.,  according  to  age  and  the  number  attending  out  of 
one  family.  During  the  past  year  the  average  attendance  was  37 
for  the  first,  and  78  for  the  remaining  quarters.  A  Night  School  is 
also  held  during  the  winter  months.  The  prospects  of  the  school  are 
good,  and  the  committee  believe  it  wiU  be  securely  established. 
From  the  financial  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  the  school  is  in 
debt,  but  it  is  hoped  and  believed  that  the  grant  from  the  Committee 
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on  education  will  more  than  coTer  the  debt.  Still*a  greater  numbei 
of  subscribers  is  urgently  needed,  as  the  master^s  salary  in  future 
years  must  necessarily  be  larger,  while  there  will  be  other  expenses. 
The  salary  of  £60  for  the  last  year  was,  of  cour&e,  quite  exceptional. 
The  committee  are  very  bappy  to  have  secured  the  services  oi 
Mr.  Say,  who  during  the  past  year  has  amply  fulfilled  all  the  expec* 
tations  raised  of  him  by  the  strong  recommendation  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  British  and  Foreign  School  Society.  To  the  latter  gentleman 
the  committee  also  feel  their  best  thanks  are  due  for  the  interest  he 
took  in  the  establishment  of  the  school,  and  for  the  liberal  grant  oi 
books  and  other  school  requisites  which  he  obtained  for  it  from  the 
Society  with  which  he  is  connected. 

"  Some  delay  having  occurred  in  printing  and  issuing  this  report, 
the  committee  are  able  to  announce  that  the  school  was  visited  on 
January  16th,  1867,  by  H.M.'s  Inspector,  Mr.  Bowstead,  whose 
report  has  also  come  to  hand  from  the  Committee  of  Council  on 
Education,  and  will  doubtless  be  read  with  great  pleasure  by  the 
subscribers  and  friends  of  the  schooL" 

Darlingfon,  Boys,  175.  "  In  again  presenting  the  claims  of  this 
valuable  institution  to  the  subscribers  and  friends  of  education,  your 
committee  have  pleasure  in  reporting  that  during  the  past  year  the 
operations  of  the  school  have  been  conducted  by  the  superintendent, 
Gr.  W.  Bartlett,  with  his  usual  zeal  and  perseverance,  in  which  he  has 
been  ably  supported  by  his  daughter  and  pupil-teachers,  one  of  whom, 
William  Bobinson,  was  indentured  in  the  usual  way  last  auti^mn. 

"The  ordinary  attendance  during  the  past  year  has  been  145. 
Of  these  many  have  made  considerable  progress,  especially  in  reading. 
And  it  is  satisfactory  to  remark  that  the  conduct  of  the  whole  of  the 
scholars  has  been  generally  orderly  and  attentive,  and  the  superin- 
tiendent  reports  that  the  parents  have  evinced  an  increasing  desire  to 
secure  for  their  children  the  elements  of  a  sound  and  scriptural 
education. 

*'  From  the  superintendent's  report  it  appears  that  88  have  been 
admitted  into  the  school,  and  88  have  left ;  of  these  35  have  gone  to 
work,  35  have  removed  out  of  the  neighbourhood,  and  18  have  gone 
to  other  schools.    Nmnber  at  present  on  the  register,  175.

The  annual  inspection  took  place  in  the  month  of  October 
2it,  conducted  by  H.  B.  Oakley,  Esq.,  who  expressed  himself  satis- 
iictorily  as  to  the  discipline  and  attainments  of  the  scholars,  with 
5.'me  few  exceptions  in  the  lower  classes ;  and  also  as  to  the  general 
arrangements  and  appearance  of  the  school.  The  gratifying  intelli- 
:ence  was  subsequently  received  that  the  superintendent's  certificate 
'  ad  been  raised  two  degrees  in  the  scale  of  merit,  as  the  result  of 
(ootinued  satisfactory  reports;  affording  a  pleasing  proof  of  his 
success  in  the  cause  of  popular  education. 

"  The  greater  proficiency  in  reading  which  has  been  attained  during 
the  past  year  has  considerably  increased  the  number  of  applicants 
for  books  from  the  school  library,  and  your  committee  feel  it  neces- 
"^  again  to  present  to  the  notice  of  the  subscribers  this  important 
adjunct  to  the  school.  Donations  of  books  or  periodicals  will  be 
thankfully  received  by  the  superintendent  on  behalf  of  the  scholars, 
and  we  entertain  the  hope  that  the  interest  felt  in  the  works  in  the 
library  of  the  school  may  lead  many  to  desire  an  acquaintance  with 
the  more  extensive  collection  contained  in  that  of  the  Mechanics* 
Institute. 

'*  Eree*hand  drawing  still  forms  an  important  part  of  the  school 
exercises,  many  creditable  specimens  of  which  may  be  seen  at  the 
achool. 

"A  statement  of  the  treasurer's  account  is  presented  herewith, 

showing  a  balance  of  £29  15b.  8d.  against  the  institution  on  current 

account,  the  excess  of  expenditure  over  income  being  chiefly  accounfed 

for  by  painting  and  repairs  of  the  school  premises. 

^ix  conduflion,  your  committee  would  express  a  hope  that  the 
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increaamg  interest  which  tb0  great  qaeation  of  popular  education  now 
commands,  will  tend  to  greater  exertion  and  liberality  on  the  pftrt  of 
those  who  desire  to  promote  its  progress." 

Folkestone,  Boys,  Girls,  and  Jf{fanis.  "The  committee  have 
great  pleasure  in  again  meeting  the  subscribers,  and  in  presenting 
their  report  for  the  school  year  ending  this  day. 

"  The  difficulties  with  which  the  committee  have  had  to  contend 
for  the  last  five  or  six  years  have  ceased.  The  committee  have  at 
length  passed  through  the  transition  state  consequent  on  the  Bevised 
Code.  Payment  according  to  results  was  declared  to  be  the  principle 
of  that  code.  It  is  a  great  satisfaction  to  the  committee  that  these 
schools,  being  so  tested,  were  last  year  declared  by  her  Majesty's 
Inspector  worthy  of  public  support. 

''  Her  Majesty^s  Inspector  on  Monday  last  completed  his  official 
inspection  for  this  year,  and  the  comnuttee  have  no  apprehension  for 
the  result. 

"  The  public  examination,  just  concluded,  has  enabled  you  to  judge 
of  the  useful  and  sterling  quality  of  the  instruction  giveu  in  these 
schools.  If  it  is  more  elementary  and  less  showy  than  on  former! 
examinations,  you  will  probably  approve  rather  than  .coii4emn  the 
alteration,  as  the  committee  and  the  master  and  mistresses  are 
thereby  fulfilling  the  express  injunctions  of  l^er  Majesty's  Oovem- 
ment. 

''The  subscribers  may  desire  to  know  the  state  of  the  schools 
beyond  what  can  be  ascertained  at  a  public  examination. 

"  The  school  pence,  as  shown  by  the  balance-sheet,  is  some  evidence. 
If  that  from  the  boys'  school  is  a  trifle  less,  this  may  be  said  in 
explanation, — that  were  the  numbers  greater,  the  education  (haviDg 
r^ard  to  the  teaching  power)  must  be  deteriorated. 

''  The  girls'  school  has  greatly  increased  during  the  past  year,  and 
the  damage  occasioned  by  the  unavoidable  frequent  change  of  mistress 
in  the  year  1864,  has,  under  the  care  of  Miss  Csesar,  the  present 
mistress,  been  repaired ;  whilst  the  only  anxiety  caused  by  the  infant 
school  has  been  the  crowding  of  the  schoolroom,  thus  requiring 
watchfulness  that  the  numbers  prescribed  by  the  Grovemment  regu- 
lations should  not  be  exceeded. 

*'  Although  the  receipts  from  subscribers  are  less  than  for  maoy 
previous  years,  so,  for^^mately,  are  the  disbursements. 

"  The  committee  probably  are  blamei^ble  for  not  importuning  oli 
fmd  soliciting  new  subacribersy  bi^t  it  is  a  task  individuals  aroid. 
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Tomhlj  the  committee  err  in  aBsuming  that  those  who  are  not  wit- 
068868  of  the  benefits  flowing  from  these  school^  must  be  aa  interested 
as  those  who  who  regularly  watch  oyer  its  interests. 

"The  subscribers  are  reminded  that  the  teachers  share  in  the 
pubUc  grant,  and  that  the  salaries  placed  opposite  their  names  are 
not  the  only  remuneration  received  by  them.  Since  the  new  code 
came  into  operation,  the  system  of  the  teachers  sharing  in  the  public 
grant,  in  proportion  to  the  amount  earned  by  each  school,  continues 
to  work  satisfactorily,  both  to  the  committee  and  to  the  teachers. 

''The  committee  have  to  regret  the  loss  by  death  of  the  seryioes 
and  support  of  the  late  W.  Major,  &q*f  senior  magistrate  of  this  town. 

"Grateful  for  the  support  afforded  to  these  schools  during  the 
past  thirty-four  years,  the  committee  confidently  rely  upon  your 
continued  help. 

"The  balance  sheet  shows  the  careful  economy  with  which  the 
money  entrusted  to  the  committee  has  been  expended,  and  the  exa- 
mination has  witnessed  to  the  great  number — ^boys,  girls,  and  inDauts, 
—who  haye,  through  your  liberality,  been  carefully  and  religiously 
instructed." 

Qirls^  859.  *'  In  again  meeting  the  sub- 
scribers and  friends  of  the  British  Schools,  the  committee  belieye  they 
may  bear  testimony  to  the  continued  efficiency  of  these  institutions, 

"  As  will  be  seen  by  the  statement  appended  to  this  report,  the 
nnmber  of  children  in  attendanise  is  below  that  of  last  year,  when 
there  were  357  boys  and  375  girls  ;  this  year  834  boys  and  355  girls, 
showing  a  decrease  of  23  boys  and  16  girls.  It  is  difficult  to  account 
for  these  fluctuations,  to  which  all  schools  are  liable.  The  changes  in 
the  &ctory  arrangements,  and  to  some  extent  the  cold  wet  weather 
latterly  preyailing,  may  haye  operated  in  this  direction. 

^  With  regard  to  the  financial  position  of  the  school  the  committee 
are  enabled  to  speak  in  terms  of  congratulation  and  thankfulness.  A 
legacy  bequeathed  by  the  late  James  Sutdiffe,  of  Kewlands,  of  £100 
(less  duty),  and  the  munificent  donation  of  E.  K.  Lumb,  Esq.,  of 
Cheltenham,  of  £100,  haye  rendered  most  seasonable  aid  to  the  funds 
of  the  school.  The  committee  haye  also  gratefially  to  acknowledge  a 
grant  of  £10,  contributed  by  Alexander  Eedgraye,  Esq.,  from  the 
Factory  Pipe  Fund.  These  special  contributions  have  enabled  the 
committee  to  reimburse  the  treasurer  the  balance  with  which  fi>r 
years  the  sehool  has  been  encumbered,  and  also  to  effect  some 
improyements  on  the  premises,  the  want  of  which  had  long  been  tsUU 
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"  The  treasurer  of  the  girla'  school,  Mrs.  Thorp,  has  presented  a 
balance  sheet  of  the  receipts  and  payments  for  the  year,  by  which  it 
appears  that  the  latter  exceed  the  income  by  £9  9b.  9d. 

''  The  committee,  highly  valuing  the  serTioes  and  personal  atten- 
tion rendered  by  the  ladies  to  the  girls*  school,  desire  to  encourage 
them  in  these  useful  efforts. 

**  In  conclusion,  the  committee  would  solicit  the  continued  support 
and  influence  of  the  friends  of  unsectarian  education,  and  especiallj 
those  of  their  friends  who  have  kindly  undertaken  the  important 
office  of  collectors  of  subscriptions ;  and  they  entertain  a  cheerful 
confidence  that  thus  aided  these  schools  will,  under  the  divine  bless- 
ing, still  prove  a  blessing  to  many  children,  and  through  them  to 
society  at  large. 

"The  boys'  school  was  examined  by  her  Majesty's  Inspector, 
Prederick  Milman,  Esq.,  in  September  last.  The  examination  wfu 
an  individual  one,  and  considering  the  time  that  could  be  devoted  to 
it,  was  fairly  testing  and  effective.  The  loss  sustained  in  Februarj 
of  last  year  by  the  death  of  John  Grayston,  the  second  master, 
noticed  in  the  last  report,  continued  to  be  evidenced  in  the  somewhat 
lower  standard  of  attainment  exhibited  in  the  course  of  the  examina- 
tion, yet  the  committee  trust  this  somewhat  lower  condition  will  be 
only  temporary.  They  think  they  are  warranted  in  this  hope  by  the 
tenor  of  the  report  of  the  Inspector.

"In  presenting  their  annual 
report  the  committee  have  pleasure  in  congratulating  the  subscribers 
and  friends  upon  the  satisflKtory  condition  of  the  schooL 

''^Notwithstanding  the  reduction  of  subscriptions  there  is  now  a 
small  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer,  and  the  committee  trust 
tha.tf  under  ordinary  circumstances,  a  similar  amount  to  that  raised 
to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  past  year  will  be  sufficient  for  those  of 
the  coming  year.  This  result  is  chiefly  owing  to  the  committee  being 
relieved  of  the  expenses  of  the  pupil-teachers  whose  time  expired  last 
Cbnstmas.  The  school  does  not  appear  in  any  way  to  suffer  by 
this  change. 

*' Esther  Gibbons  (one  of  the  late  pupil-teachers),  who  went  to 
London  to  attend  the  Government  examination  in  December  last, 
succeeded  in  obtaining  a  *  first-class  scholarship,'  which  entitled  her 
to  residence  and  training  for  two  years  in  the  College  for  School- 
mistresses; but  the  indifferent  state  of  her  health  at  that  time 
prevented  her  receiving  the  benefit  of  the  College  course.  In  con- 
sequence of  a  previous  examination  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  of 
Council  on  Education  recognized  her  as  a  qualified  teacher,  eligible 
to  take  charge  of  a  school  under  Government  inspection  on  the 
completion  of  her  apprenticeship.  She  afterwards  obtained,  through 
the  kind  recommendation  of  the  College  authorities  at  the  Borough 
Soad,  a  good  situation  as  teacher  in  a  school  under  Government 
inspection,  near  Gktteshead. 

*'  C.  H.  Alderson,  Esq.,  one  of  her  Majesty's  inspectors  of  schools, 
made  his  annual  examination  at  the  usual  time,  after  which  the* 
children  were  regaled  with  their  customary  treat  of  tea  and  buns. 
The  result  of  this  examination  was  the  receipt  of  a  grant  from 
Government  of  £35  Ss.  8d.,  being  £4  16s.  6d.  more  than  that  of 
last  year. 

"  The  attendance  of  many  of  the  children  for  a  part  of  the  year  has 
been  interrupted  by  tho  prevalency  of  the  whooping-cough,  measles, 
Ac,  consequently  there  is  a  slight  decrease  in  children's  pence, 
the  sum  received  from  that  source  being  £20  4s.  2d.,  as  against 
£21  98.  4d.  for  the  previous  year. 

"  Eor  some  time  past  new  maps  and  other  school  requisites  have 
been  very  much  needed,  and  the  committee  are  glad  to  have  been 
able  to  meet  these  requirements. 

"  Sewings  knitting,  darning,  and  marking  are  still  very  successfully 
taught  by  Mrs.  Boggis.  Many  excellent  specimens  of  these  were 
produced  at  the  annual  inspection,  and  highly  commended  by  Mr. 
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Alderson,  who  requested  to  see  them,  and  hoped  that  the  time  and 
attention  devoted  to  this  branoh  of  learning  wonld  on  no  account  be 
curtailed.  It  is  the  wish  of  the  committee  that  this  important  sub- 
ject should  have  due  attention  in  the  course  of  the  girls'  instruction. 
"  There  are  now  on  the  books  54  boys  and  43  girls ;  total,  07. 
Of  these,  64  reside  at  Howsham,  21  at  Cadnej,  7  at  Somerby,  and  5 
at  Searby.    26  children  attend  as  free  scholars." 

Sulme.    Mixed,  114.    Infants,  127.    "  Tour  committee  have  the 
pleasure  of  presenting  their  first  annual  report.    It  will  be  most 
interesting,  perhaps,  to  the  subscribers  if  it  be  made  to  assume  the 
form  of  a  history  of  the  institution  in  this  its  early  stage  of  develop- 
ment.   Last  year  several  thoughtful  and  benevolent  gentlemen,  fore- 
most among  whom  must  be  mentioned  our  late  friend  and  secretary, 
Mr.  Brotherton,  noticed  that  the  populous  district  in  the  midst  of 
which  our  schools  are  located  was  very  deficient  in  the  means  of 
instruction.    The  happy  thought  struck  them  that  as  Mr.  Birch*0 
preaching-room  was  used  only  on  Sundays,  it  might  be  obtained  for 
the  use  of  a  day  school.    The  idea  was  immediately  acted  upon, 
occupation  of  the  room  for  the  purpose  was  granted,  and  a  master 
advertised  for.    The  committee  of  the  Education  Aid  Society,  too,  was 
desirous  of  testing  to  the  uttermost  its  scheme,  and  of  obtaining 
those  statistics  upon  whicb  correct  theories  might  be  built.    It  was 
therefore  determined  that  the  school  should  be  open  to  such  children 
as  the  Society  might  send,  and  that  it  should  be  perfectly  unsec- 
tarian.    The  opening  took  place  accordingly  on  Monday,  May  1,  bj 
Mr.  Burrows,  formerly  of  Accrington.    Though  the  fact  was  scarcdy 
known  even  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood,  yet  83  children  were 
admitted  the  first  week,  and  by  the  end  of  the  third  week  221. 
It  became  at  once  apparent  that  an  infants*  department  was  required. 
The  room  was  accordingly  divided,  and  one-half  fitted  up  fbr  the 
purpose.    It  was  opi^Ued  after  the  Whitsuntide  holidays  with  114 
children  drafted  iBrom  the  mixed  school,  and  an  assistant  mistress 
placed  at  its  head  until  the  young  lady.  Miss  Dean,  who  had  been 
engaged,  could  enter  on  her  labours.    She  commenced  on  Mondftji 
July  17,  and  the  progress  in  eadi  school  since  then  has  been  con- 
siderable, whether  we  regard  attainments  or  numbers. 

"  In  November  the  application  of  your  committee  to  have  the 
schools  placed  under  Ghovemment  inspection  proved  successful,  the 
1st  of  Jtme  being  appointed  the  day  of  examination. 

*'  Tbid  winter  months  witnessed  a  great  amount  of  sickness  ttnoiv 
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^  Bfiolsn^  but  the  Bpriiig  brougllt  wiiih  it  an  itDproremeiit  in  this 

ptriieakr  md  in  the  nnmben  Attending. 

"  The  fchoolf  8ttffl»i«d  a  great  Icmm  on  Maroh  2drd  in  the  death  of 
oar  Jite  fecretarjr^  who  had  their  interest  00  much  at  heart.  At  the 
Mffle  time,  too,  Mits  Dean's  engagement  ceased.  Her  intelligence 
md  iDtenBe*appUeation  to  her  work  brought  their  certain  sucoess  to 
het  department.  The  present  mistress  is  Miss  Salter,  who,  the  com- 
mittee confidently  anticipate,  will  fhlly  derelop  what  was  being  so 
ablj  carried  out  by  her  predecessor. 

''  The  annual  examination  took  place  on  Monday  and  Tuesday, 
Jone  20th  and  2l8t,  and  the  results  certainly  exceeded  the  expecta- 
tions of  your  committee.  Many  of  the  children  had  been  literally 
taken  firom  off  the  streets,  and  the  great  majority  in  the  upper  sdiool 
bad  never  attended  anything  better  than  a  dame's  school.  116  scho- 
Ian  had  fulfilled  the  conditions  for  presentation,  besides  10  under 
tbe  age  of  six,  who  were  considered  as  infants.  Of  the  116  scholars 
obIj  1  was  absent,  and  by  the  number  actually  presented,  though 
only  6  had  been  examined  before  at  other  schools,  there  were  made 
310  pisaee  in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  or  close  upon  90  pet 
cent.  In  the  infants'  there  were  28  prei»nted  with  66  passes,  and  04 
uoder  6.    The  money  results  will  be  seen  in  the  treasurer's  account. 

"  The  graiid  truth  which  has  been  elidted  by  the  year's  experience 
is  that  a  aehobl,  consiBting  of  eomparatitely  poor  children,  under  the 
goidanee  of  intdligent  and  earnest  teachers^  and  receiving  pecuniary 
amstance  to  set  it  afoot  at  the  beginning,  can  in  its  first  year  of 
exisience  be  rendered  nearly  self-supporting. 

"  The  average  attendance  was  fbr  the  year  ending  June  1, — In  the 
nuxed  school,  114 ;  in  the  infimts',  127 1  total,  241. 

"  The  present  teaching  staff  is,  in  the  former,  the  maeter  and  two 
pnpil-teachers ;  in  the  latter,  the  mistress  and  two  pupil-teachers ; 
bat  the  present  development  of  both  departments  requires  an  ettra 
teacher  in  eaeh. 

"  Tomr  committee,  in  conclusion,  beg  to  express  their  thanks  for  the 
large  and  efficient  assistance  afibrded  by  the  subscribers,  and  feelcon- 
fideut  that  the  good  which  is  being  done  to  the  scholars,  physically, 
socially,  and  morally,  will  be  regarded  by  them  ad  an  ample  return." 

KentingUm,  Boys^  180.  CH/rU^  1S2.  "  The  committee  of  the 
Kensington  British  Schools,  in  presenting  the  accustomed  Annual 
Beport,  are  not  immindful  of  the  fact  that  there  can  be  but  little 
in  the  routine  proceedings  of  such  an  institution  likely  to  attract 
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attention  or  awaken  general  interest.    At  tbe  same  time  tliej  feel 
that  there  are  circumstanceB  with  which  the  subflcribera  should  be 
made  acquainted,  in  connection  with  the  present  position  of  the 
schools.    Thej  are  gratified  in  being  enabled  to  report  the  measure 
of  success  which  has  attended  the  proceedings  of  the  past  year,  and 
also  that  the  number  of  scholars  has  somewhat  increased  since  the 
last  annual  meeting.     On  that  occasion  it  was  stated  the  committee 
had  received  notice  that  the  original  school  premises  were  required 
by  the  Metropolitan  Bailwaj  Company,  for  an  extension  of  the  line 
from  Paddington  to  Brompton.    Soon  afterwards  an  agreement  was 
entered  into  by  the  trustees,  for  the  sale  to  the  company  of  those 
premises,  with  the  building  in  which  the  present  meeting  is  held. 
The  company  required  possession  of  the  original  school  premises  at 
Christmas,  while  the  other  building  was  to  be  left  in  the  hands  of 
the  committee  for  a  longer  period.    This  arrangement  necessitated 
such  an  alteration  and  adaptation  of  the  present  building  as  wocdd 
afford  accommodation  for  both  the  boys'  and  girls'  schools,  which 
was  effected  by  the  addition  of  a  floor,  thus  making  two  distinct 
rooms.  Into  the  upper  room  the  girls'  school  has  been  removed,  and 
the  boys'  school  has  been  continued  in  the  lower  room,  but  the  space 
occupied  by  the  latter  is  too  limited,  and  the  boys'  school  has  cer- 
tainly not  been  benefited  by  the  arrangement  which  thus  became 
necessary,  and  which  was  resorted  to  only  in  the  absence  o£  any 
other  alternative.    Your  committee  have  made  numerous  inqnirieB 
for  a  site  suitable  for  the  erection  of  new  schoolrooms,  but  hitherto 
without  success.    It  is  a  matter  causing  much  perplexity,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  provision  which  may  have  to  be  made  somewhit 
suddenly,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  schools,  when  possession  of 
this  building  is  demanded.    Apart  from  the  insufficiency  and  tem- 
porary character  of  the  accommodation  afforded  by  the  present 
building,  it  is  strongly  felt  by  the  committee  ihat  the  schools,  as  an 
educational  establishment  of  more  than  thirty  years'  standing,  cannot 
under  the  present  arrangement  take  such  a  position  as  they  are 
fairly  entitled  to  hold  in  the  town  of  Kensington.    It  will  be  the 
business  of  the  committee  for  the  ensuing  year  to  take  prompt 
measures  to  secure  a  site  upon  which  adequate  and  appropriate 
buildings  may  be  erected.    The  schools,  which  continue  to  be  under 
the  care  of  Mr.  Ferry  and  Mbs  Wood,  contain  at  the  present  time 
—boys,  180 ;  girls,  152  :  total,  232  (exclusive  of  130  in  the  inftnt 
department).    There  have  been  admitted  since  the  last  annual  meet- 
ing—boys, 117 ;  girls,  118 :   total,  235.    During  the  same  period 
there  have  left— boys,  103  ;  girls.  111 :  total,  214. 
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''ThefaregoiDg  statement  shows  the  constant  changes  and  fluctu- 
ttingekftiBcter  of  the  attendance,  which  prevail  in  this  as  in  other 
nmiltf  institations,  too  freqaently  arising,  it  is  feared,  from  the 
waot  of  interest  taken  hy  parents  in  the  education  of  their 
children. 

''The  balance  of  £28  lOs.  6d.,  which  was  reported  to  be  due  to  the 
late  treasurer  upon  his  relinquishing  office,  was  generously  contri- 
bated  by  a  few  friends  without  encroaching  on  the  ordinary  income 
of  the  institution,  which,  notwithstanding  numerous  changes  and 
losses  in  the  subscription  list,  has  been  sustained  to  the  required 
amount,  except  the  deficiency  of  £6  13s.  3d.,  which  appears  in  the 
tresBorer's  account."

Lmdport.  Oirls,  117.  '*  Bots'  School. — Since  the  last  annual 
Deeting  the  subscribers  to  this  institution  having  decided  that  our 
felools  should  be  placed  under  Gk>vemment  inspection,  your  com- 
Qiittee,  as  empowered  by  them,  have  taken  the  requisite  steps  for 
carrying  that  decision  into  effect,  and  the  first  visit  of  the  inspector 
maj  be  anticipated  early  in  the  new  year. 

''While  these  arrangements  were  in  progress,  the  master  of  the 
boys'  school  brought  his  connection  with  it  to  a  close ;  since  which 
the  services  of  two  young  men  have  been  obtained  from  the  Borough 
Boad  School ;  the  one  for  six  weeks,  and  the  other  for  the  next  five 
veeks.  Your  committee  have  been  much  pleased  with  both  of 
them  in  their  management  of  the  school.  A  third  young  man, 
^m  the  same  place,  is  at  present  here  for  the  like  purpose. 

"  From  the  improvements  to  be  introduced  under  the  new  mode  of 
instructiony  there  is  good  reason  to  expect  that  the  school  will,  by 
degrees,  become  self-supporting.  But  that  these  advantages  may  be 
worthily  cherished,  much  is  immediately  required  to  put  the  building 
into  proper  repair,  to  render  the  interior  pleasant  and  comfortable, 
and  to  provide  suitable  appliances  for  the  practical  working  of  the. 
improved  system.  These  expenses,  so  urgently  needed,  your  com- 
mittee think  may  be  readily  met  by  applying  to  those  pastors  and 
congregatianB  who  are  known  to  feel  an  earnest  interest  in  the  insti- 
tution, to  aid  by  congregational  collections.  They  would  further 
recommend  that  deputations  be  appointed  to  wait  upon  such  new 
residents  in  the  borough  as  may  be  disposed  to  become  annual 

subscribers. 

**  For  flereial  years  the  successive  committees  have  had  peculiar 
ciiffirTi]tif<f  to  contend  with.    A  l»ighter  future  appears  at  length  to 
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be  downing  upon  us ;  and  your  preieni  oommittoe  feel  sure  thai 
with  the  energy  and  peneveoranoe  so  excellent  a  woi^  deserre^  the 
Bohool  is  now  likely  to  go  on  rapidly  imjaoying,  and  ere  kmg  to  sor- 
pasi  the  best  periods  of  its  former  prosperity  and  usefulnesa. 

*'  GiBLs'  School. — Half  a  century  has  passed  away  sinoe  a  few 
influential  supportMs  of  the  Lancasterian  School  felt  the  neeessity 
of  extending  the  benefits  of  the  institution  to  girla  as  well  as 
boys. 

*'  An  estimate  of  the  usefulness  of  the  girls'  school  may  be  formed 
by  its  preparing,  during  that  period,  by  a  judieioua  and  careful 
training,  3,000  children,  to  enable  them  to  fblfil  the  duties  of  the 
station  in  life  which  Froyidence  may  hare  appointed  for  them. 

"  The  girls'  school  has  never  been  a  very  numerous  one,  but  has 
not  fiuled  in  an  effective  operation  within  its  own  limited  sphere. 
The  Ladies'  Committee  of  the  school  having  undertaken  so  important 
a  responsibility,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  which  they  hold  them- 
selves accountable,  have  satisfaction  in  stating  how  much  this  boon 
has  been  valued  by  the  parents  of  the  ohildrai. 

'<  While  the  institution  affords  many  general  advantages,  it  im- 
parts a  sound  religious  and  moral  training  to  the  children,  and  manv 
have  gone  forth  from  the  school  and  gained  respectable  situations. 

'*  It  has  been  the  persevering  desire  of  the  Ladies'  Committee,  in 
devoting  themselves  to  the  care  of  the  girls'  school,  to  raise  the 
moral  tone  of  this  densdy  populated  neighbourhood,  and  impress  on 
the  minds  of  the  children  to  fill  their  respective  stations  in  life  wit& 
credit  to  themselves,  and  to  discharge  the  duties  required  of  them 
with  advantage  to  others. 

*'  It  is  presumed  by  the  Ladies'  Committee  that  the  Gentkman*a 
Committee  will  fully  explain  to  the  subscribers  and  'supporien  d 
the  Lancasterian  Institution  the  motives  that  have  induced  them  to 
place  the  schools  under  G^ovemment  inspection. 

"  The  Ladies'  Committee  oordisUy  co-operate  in  their  views,  and 
fervently  hope  that  the  efficiency  of  the  girls'  school  will  be  incrsssed 
and  its  usefulness  extended  to  future  generations. 

*'  The  committee  feel  much  regret  in  parting  with  Miss  Fooid,tlie 
present  mistressi  who  fot  eighteen  years  has  fiutlifnlly  performsd  tlM 
duties  of  her  position  to  the  utmost  of  her  abilities,  and  is  desaiimg 
of  their  best  consideration."

^^itish  Oirb' School  deem  it  best  sgaln  to  piestet  to  the  sahscB^ 
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lod  6iaidi  a  iqK>it  of  their  work,  hoping  thereby  to  awaken  fresh 
iiOBimt  in  it 

'<  Far  the  information  of  eome  we  may  state  that  the  Bchool  was 
tttibMed  in  the  year  1835,  with  one  teacher  and  an  attendance  of 
jibont  fiftj-fiye  scholars.  It  was  commenced  in  a  room  oyer  a 
;oiiier'i  shop,  in  Bockingham  Street.  In  1839  the  school  was  re- 
inored  to  the  present  (premises,  and  in  1861  a  second  room  was 
taken  for  the  accommodation  of  the  infants. 

"  After  having  carried  on  the  school  for  thirty-one  years,  we  have 
now  to  ask  the  help  of  our  friends  for  our  two  schools,  with  their 
four  teachers,  and  an  average  attendance  of  170  scholars. 

"Tar  the  last  twenty*siz  years  the  school  has  been  conducted  by 
)Iana  Cheadle,  of  whose  faithful  and  persevering  labours  the  com- 
mittee cannot  speak  too  highly;  and  it  is  interesting  to  remark  that 
ih»  is  now  instructing  the  children  of  her  earlier  pupils. 

*'  The  teacher  of  the  infants'  school,  J.  A.  Bramham,  is  one  out  of 
1  liiige  number  of  young  people  who  have  received  their  education 
and  trsining  as  teachers  in  the  schooL 

''At  the  commencement  of  the  school  the  children  paid  only  2d. 
per  week ;  but  at  the  present  time  none  of  those  in  the  upper 
school  pay  less  than  3d.,  and  the  highest  class  [4d.  per  week.  The 
pence  thus  received,  with  the  addition  of  subscriptions  (of  late  not 
exceeding  £23  or  £24  per  annum),  have  sufficed  for  all  the  expenses 
of  the  sdiool;  which  have  been  unusually  light,  owing  to  the  very 
careful  management  of  their  long-valued  teacher.  But  in  conse- 
qoenoe  of  one  of  those  fluctuations  to  which  all  schools  are  subject, 
the  attendance  of  the  higher  dass  has  been  snudler  last  year  than 
for  some  previous  ones,  and  the  payments  from  the  children  have 
&llen  firom  £101 12s.  lOd.  to  £94  9s.  4d.,  while  it  has  been  neces- 
atrj,  at  the  same  time,  to  make  some  advance  in  the  salaries  of  the 
tsachers;  and  thus  we  find  ourselves,  for  the  first  time,  closing  the 
year  with  a  balance  of  £6  due  to  our  treasurer,  although  we  com* 
menoed  the  year  with  a  balance  in  hand. 

Xeedir  (Boyal  Lamoattmim).  Boyt^  257.  ''  The  committee  have 
great  plaasure  in  presenting  to  the  subscribers  a  report  of  the  pro« 
ceediags  of  the  school  during  the  past  year. 

"  By  a  roCBzence  to  the  master's  report  it  will  be  seen  that,  with 
the  h^p  of  his  assistants,  he  is  endeavouring  to  give  a  sound  and 
practical  education  to  the  children  under  his  care.  During  the  year 
several  of  the  elder  boys  have  gone  to  situations  of  more  or  less 
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importance,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  learn  that  they  are  giving  satis- 
faction to  their  employers.  Thus  it  is  confidently  believed  that  the 
school  is  doing  a  good  work ;  and  that  many  who  shall  have  nused 
themselves  by  its  aid  will,  in  after  years,  look  back  with  gratitude 
upon  the  benevolence  of  its  supporters. 

"  The  number  of  boys  at  the  close  of  the  previous  year  was  252 ; 
admitted  during  the  past  year,  2dO:  total,  512.  Number  left 
during  the  year,  255;  remain,  257.  Average  weekly  payments, 
£1  Os.  8 Vrd.  Total  admitted  since  the  commencement  of  the  school 
in  1811, 17,523. 

"  The  257  boys  in  the  school  at  the  dose  of  March  last  may  be 
thus  classified : — ^Those  who  read  Scripture  lessons,  124 ;  New  Tes- 
tament, 89 ;  Bible,  44 :  total,  257. 

'*  One  hundred  and  twelve  are  receiving  instruction  in  arithmetic, 
in  geography,  in  history,  and  in  the  rudiments  of  science ;  and  thirty 
out  of  this  number  are  in  the  higher  rules  of  arithmetic,  from  reduc- 
tion to  the  mensuration  of  surfaces  and  solids,  and  are  taught  Engiish 
grammar,  English  composition,  and  drawing,  in  addition  to  the  abore 
subjects.  Average  weekly  attendance,  174^;  who  pay  2d.y  74^; 
who  pay  Id.,  lOOi :  total,  174,V 

*^  The  whole  of  the  scholars  learn  to  write." 

If^ 
fonts,  200.  "  In  laying  before  our  subscribers  the  annual  report  we 
are  happy  to  be  able  again  to  announce  that  the  school  continues  in  a 
prosperous  condition.  Last  year  we  had  to  notice  that  the  attendance 
was  not  so  large  as  our  space  could  accommodate ;  since  then  a  con* 
siderable  accession  has  been  made  to  our  numbers,  and  the  school  u

"  Of  the  boj8  admitted  during  the  year,  49  per  cent,  could  neither 
md  nor  write,  against  58  per  cent,  in  18U5 ;  86  per  cent,  could  read 
but  not  write,  against  30  per  cent,  in  1865;  15  per  cent,  could  both 
read  and  write,  but  very  imperfectly,  against  12  per  cent,  in  1865. 

^The  religious  profession  of  the  parents  of  the  boys  is  as  fol- 
low»: — Church  of  England,  66  per  cent,  in  1866,  against  65  per 
cent,  in  1865 ;  Methodist,  10  per  cent.,  against  9  per  cent. ;  Catholic,

*'  The  commendation  expressed  by  those  who  examined  the  sewing 
has  been  very  gratifying ;  and  the  committee  hope  that  friends  will 
continue  to  supply  the  school  with  needlework,  for  much  attention 
has  been  paid  to  this  important  branch.  Gllie  sum  received  for 
needlework  during  the  past  year  was  £1  Is.  lid. 

''  IiTFAKTS. — ^This  school  has  sustained  a  loss  by  the  marriage  of  the 
mistress,  Eleanor  Livingstone,  who  had  so  satisfactorily  conducted  it 
since  its  establishment,  six  years  ago,  but  her  place  is  well  supplied 
by  her  sister ;  and  the  committee  do  not  think  that  the  school  has 
suffered  from  the  change.  The  children  are  in  an  excellent  state  as 
f^ards  disdpline,  and  continue  to  make  satisfactory  progress  in  all 
^respects.  The  reading,  writing,  and  spelling  of  the  elder  children 
especially  deserve  commendation. 
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**  The  weekly  payments  oontixiiie  to  be  sufficient  to  pay  tiie  sala- 
ries of  the  mistress  and  two  assistants,  and  also  to  coTer  all  other 
expenses. 

"  An  examination  was  held  on  the  breaking-up  day,  when  a  oon« 
siderable  number  of  friends  were  present.  The  children  each 
receiyed  an  artide  of  clothing,  for  which  they  were  indebted  to 
the  kind  liberality  of  friends. 

"  The  number  on  the  books  is  about  200;  the  usual  daily  attend- 
ance about  180." 

Manchester  (Free  School),  Bays,  304.  "The  committee  of  the 
Manchester  Free  School  have  the  pleasure  of  informing  the  sup- 
porters of  this  institution  that  it  continues  to  be  conducted  in  a 
thoroughly  efficient  manner. 

"  In  March  last,  E.  H.  Brodie,  Esq.,  one  of  her  Majesty's  inspec- 
tors for  this  district,  paid  his  annual  risit  to  this  school,  and  exa- 
mined 288  boys  in  reading,  in  writing  and  spelling  from  dictation, 
and  in  arithmetia  The  examination  was  an  individual  and  Tery 
thorough  one. 

"  It  appears  from  the  school  registers  that,  from  the  commence- 
ment of  the  school  in  1854,  no  fewer  than  2,429  poor  boys  have  been 
admitted  to  its  advantages.  Of  these,  2,125  hive  left,  leaving  in  the 
school  at  present  304. 

"  The  attendance  of  the  scholars  still  continues  remarkably  good. 
During  the  past  year  the  average  has  been  293  out  of  819 ;  that  is* 
nearly  92  per  cent,  of  those  on  the  books  have  been  in  r^ular  at- 
tendance. 

"  At  the  last  annual  meeting  the  committee  gave  prizes  of  books  to 
fifteen  boys  who  were  distinguished  by  their  remarkable  regularitj, 
and  they  propose  to  do  the  same  this  year  to  twenty-six,  who  have 
been  equally  regular.  The  school  attendance  book  shows  that  of 
these  twenty-six  hojSy  four  have  been  absent  only  nar  times  during 
the  year,  seven  of  them  onljjlve  times,  two  only  four  times,yiHfr  onlj 
three  times,  j^»r  only  twice,  and  five  have  not  missed  onee  during 
the  whole  year.  The  committee  hope  the  same  regularity  will  distin- 
guish them  in  after  life,  and  win  {ov  them  yet  higher  prises. 

*'  The  committer  have  pleasure  in  stating  that  at  the  last  Soci^ 
Science  Congress,  held  in  Manchester,  the  results  of  a  ten  jevs' 
working  of  this  school  were  brought  before  the  Association  in  ^ 
paper  prepared  and  read  by  Mr.  Templalr.  These  results  were  iUt 
to  have  an  important  bearing  on  the  general  question  of  natiooi^ 
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edoeatioii,  aad  so  ezdted  oontiderable  interest.  The  oommittee 
cumot  allow  this  occanon  to  paaa  without  expretsing  their  oblig»> 
tiona  to  Mr.  TempUr  for  the  time  and  attention  he  continuea  to 

bestow  on  the  echooL 
"The  committee  record  with  unfeigned  regret  the  great  low  they 

iuve  suitained  during  the  past  year  in  the  death  of  their  respected 

and  Talaed  colleague,  the  late  Mr.  Edward  Brotherton. 
"In  concluaiony  the  oommittee  solicit  a  continuance  of  public 

rapport  for  this  school^  because  they  know  it  is  doing  a  good  public 

Tork,  and  doing  it  well." 


Mmehe$ter  (Jewi'  Sehool).  Bayt,  169.  Q4rU,  IM.  <' 
the  twelre  months  that  have  elapsed  since  the  Isst  general  meet- 
ingy  no  alterations  of  any  importance  have  been  made  in  the 
nuumer  of  conducting  the  afiairs  of  the  school,  nor  in  the  arrange- 
ments for  instructing  the  pupils. 

''The  Government  examinations  of  the  school  by  her  Majesty's 
iiupector,  Mr.  Brodie,  took  place  on  the  28th  March. 

"  The  GU)vemment  examination  in  drawing  took  place  on  the  8th 
of  May,  when  25  children  were  qualified  for  competition,  18  of  whom 
I^^STe  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  been  taught  drawing,  and  7 
showed  excellence,  being  entitled  thereby  to  prizes  given  by  the 
Science  and  Art  department  of  the  Council  of  Education.  The  money 
gnnt  for  this  branch  amounted  to  £4  148. 

"  The  subscribers  and  friends  of  the  school  had,  at  the  public  exa- 
mination on  Christmas  day,  1865,  an  opportunity  of  witnessing  the 
efficient  training  of  the  pupils  in  the  respective  departments  taught 
at  the  school ;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  still  more  eligible 
accommodation  than  was  kindly  afforded  by  the  executive  of  the 
GreaM  Synagogue  will,  on  the  ensuing  examination,  bring  together  a 
large  concourse  of  the  friends  of  this  Institution. 

"  Through  the  liberality  of  the  worthy  President  of  the  Institution, 
^ward  Nathan,  Esq.,  the  children  on  the  last  occasion  were  treated 
to  an  entertainment,  which  no  doubt  will  often  be  remembered  by  all 
who  participated  in  it. 

"  Great  praise  is  due  to  Mr.  Burton,  the  master,  to  Miss  Galloway, 
the  superintendent  of  the  girls'  school,  and  to  the  teachers  in 
general,  for  their  unflagging  care  and  zeal,  and  for  the  satis£ftctory 
manner  in  which  the  children  have  been  taught  during  the  past  year. 
Hoses  Alluan,  the  pupil-teacher,  has  distinguished  himself  by  the 
profident  manner  in  which  he  has  given  instructions  in  drawing. 
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"  The  conduct  of  the  Hebrew  department  shows  Tisible  ptogreM, 
and  refleets  great  credit  upon  Mr.  Stem,  the  master.  It  was  deemed 
desirable  to  hold  a  special  examination  in  this  branch,  in  order  that 
more  justice  should  be  done  to  it  than  could  be  afforded  at  the 
general  examinatioiL  This  event  took  place  on  Sundaj,  the  18th 
November,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  members  and  friends  who  were 
present,  and  who  expressed  their  due  appreciation  of  Mr.  Stem's 
successful  teaching  of  this  department  of  education. 

'*  Your  committee  have  to  report  a  munificent  gift,  on  the  part  of 
Nathan  Hess,  Esq.,  who  has  instituted  prizes  to  the  amount  of  £10, 
to  be  named  the  "  Alfred  Hess  Prizes,"  in  remembrance  of  his  de- 
pajrted  and  deeply  lamented  son,  and  to  be  competed  for  annuallj 
by  the  pupils,  under  tl\e  regulations  drawn  up  by  the  committee  in 
accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  donor.  These  prizes,  as  they  are 
awarded  year  after  year  to  the  most  industrious  and  deserving  of  the 
pupils,  awakening  the  energies  of  the  young  schoUirs,  will  become  & 
source  of  inestimable  blessing  to  all  who  compete  for  them,  and  will 
thus  nobly  perpetuate  the  memory  of  one  who  departed  this  life 
in  the  bloom  of  youth,  full  of  promising  hope,  lamented  by  all  who 
knew  him. 

"  The  Ladies'  Clothiag  Fund  unremittingly  bestows  its  benefitfi 
upon  the  more  destitute  attendants  at  the  school,  who  might  other- 
wise be  excluded  from  the  advantages  of  education  by  reason 
of  their  parents'  poverty.  Nearly  60  children  of  both  sexes  have 
been  thus  assisted,  and  enabled  to  appear  at  their  dasses  in  comfort, 
regularity,  and  cleanliness. 

'^In  conclusion,  the  retiring  committee  feel  it  incumbent  upon 
them  to  call  the  most  serious  attention  of  the  subscribers  in  genera), 
and  of  the  future  committee  especially,  to  the  school  building,  which 
is  totally  inadequate  to  the  daily  increasing  number  of  pupils; 
whereas  it  will  be  a  matter  of  surprise  as  well  as  of  congratulation, 
for  the  members  to  learn  that  the  number  of  boys  on  the  books  has 
increased  from  138  to  169,  and  of  girls  from  72  to  104,  within  the 
last  year.  The  school  was  built  with  the  intention  to  accommodate 
not  many  more  than  half  of  the  present  number  of  scholars.  Thk 
augmentation  causes  the  schoolrooms  to  be  overcrowded,  the  ven- 
tilation to  be  deficient,  and  inconveniences  the  teachers  materiallf  > 
as  they  are  at  present  obliged  to  combine  in  small  rooms  several 
classes,  which  ought  to  be  taught  in  separate  departments.  The 
committee  sincerely  hope  and  trust  that  these  facts  will  not  hare 
been  stated  in  vain,  and  that  no  time  will  be  lost  in  taking  steps  to 
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teaadj  these  most  serious  defects, — either,  if  possible,  by  enlarging 
the  present  school,  or  bj  erecting  a  new  building." 

Mtmifield.    OirU,  66.    ''  The  committee  may  again  congratulate 

the  BubscriberB    and   friends  of  the  school    upon  its  continued 

efficiency,  and  the  regularity  of  the  scholars'  attendance.  But 
they  feel  that  the  advantages  offered  in  the  town  in  the  way  of 
education  are  not  embraced,  as  largely  as  they  might  be,  by  those 
whose  children  stand  in  need  of  it.  There  is  room  for  more  scholars 
in  jojxr  own  schoolroom,  and  they  would  recommend  you  to  make 
efforts  to  increase  the  attendance. 

**  Out  of  deference  to  the  wishes  of  the  committee  of  the  infant 
Bchool,  it  was  determined,  at  the  establishment  of  the  British  School, 
to  admit  no  children  imder  eight  years  of  age.  The  Jast  printed 
report  of  the  infant  school  shows  that  its  attendance  has  not  decreased ; 
uid  it  is  open  to  you  to  consider  whether  a  large  number  of  the 
children  in  the  town  could  be  brought  to  receive  the  benefits  of  edu- 
cation if  you  were  to  receive  scholars  at  the  age  of  six  years ;  when, 
according  to  the  practice  of  the  Committee  of  Council  on  Education, 
thej  cease  to  be  regarded  as  infants.  There  is  reason  to  anticipate 
that  the  attendance  at  the  British  School  might  be  thus  increased. 
Nor  does  your  committee  think  that  the  attendance  at  other  schools 
would  be  thereby  permanently  affected. 

"  Your  committee  regret  to  announce  the  resignation  of  Miss 
Ferguson,  whose  attention  to  the  school  has  been  regular  and 
efficient.  She  felt  unequal  to  resuming  the  duties  of  the  evening 
school  in  October  last,  and  it  was  therefore  placed  till  Christmas  un- 
der the  charge  of  Mr.  James,  master  of  the  Pleasley  Works  School. 

"  Miaa  Perguson  has  been  succeeded  by  Miss  Feamside,  from  the 
Stockwell  Training  College.  The  average  attendance  has  been  as 
follows:— Bay  School,  1864,  45;  1865,  42;  1866,  44.  Evening 
School,  1865,  24 ;  1866,  22. 

^  The  balance-sheet  will  show  that  the  subscription  list  requires  to 
be  maintained;  and  as  several  subscriptions  was  discontinued  in 
1866,  it  is  hoped  new  ones  will  be  obtained  in  1867. 

'^The  annual  tea-party  was  given  to  66  day  and  16  evening 
scholars  on  Wednesday,  February  6th,  after  which  a  public  exa- 
mination was  conducted  by  Mr.  James,  master  of  the  Pleasley 
Woriu  School;  the  prizes  distributed  to  those  evening  scholars 
who  had  been  examined  by  her  Majesty's  inspector;  and  the 
annual  meeting  of  sabscribers  and  firiends  was  held,  at  which  the 
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reporfc  and  accounts  were  ordered  to  be  printed  for  distribtttion^  the 
committee  and  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  appointed,  and  it  was 
resolved  in  future  to  admit  children  to  the  school  from  the  age 
of  six  years  upwards." 

Margate.  Mixed,  122.  IftfanU,  188.  ''The  committee  of  the 
Margate  British  School,  in  presenting  their  seventeenth  annual 
report,  have  much  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  operations  of  the  past 
year  have  been  of  an  interesting  and  satis&ctory  nature,  while 
their  prospects  for  the  future  continue  hopeful  and  encourag- 
ing. 

''  The  master,  Mr.  Stanley  Beeves,  left  in  October  to  take  charge 
of  an  important  school  in  Paris.  His  place  up  to  Christmas  has 
been  supplied  by  students  from  the  Borough  Bead  College,  and  bj 
J.  M.  Jones,  formerly  a  pupil-teacher  in  this  school.  Though  theae 
changes  may  have  somewhat  impaired  the  discipline  of  the  school, 
the  committee  now  hope  they  are  settled  with  a  permanent  teacher 
in  the  person  of  Mr.  Hart,  who  (as  he  comes  strongly  recommended, 
and  has  obtained  a  certificate  of  the  first  division  in  his  class  at  the 
recent  Gt)vemment  Examination  of  Students  at  the  Borough  Boad 
Training  College)  they  believe  will  maintain  it  in  all  its  former  state 
of  efficiency.  William  Carpenter  has  been  bound  as  a  pupil-teacher 
in  the  upper  school  for  a  term  of  four  years,  and  two  candidates  are 
preparing  for  examination  in  the  lower  school. 

''  The  committee  commence  this  year  with  a  balance  in  hand  of 
£1  10s.  2d.  The  current  expenses  of  the  past  year  have  thus  been 
met,  while  the  remaining  debt  on  the  alterations  effected  in  1864  bas 
been  extinguished,  at  the  same  time  the  premises  have  been  kept  in 
a  satisfactory  state  of  repair. 

"  In  conclusion,  the  committee  would  record  their  sincere  thanks 
to  the  friends  who  have  so  liberally  aided  them  by  their  donatioitf 
and  exertions,  and  trust  so  excellent  an  institution  will  continue  to 
secure  their  unabated  support,  as  the  instruction  given,  while  em- 
bracing secular  objects,  is  in  its  basis  scriptural  and  unsectarian: 
believing  that  an  education  of  this  kind  is  the  best  auxiliary  to  Sab- 
bath schools,  the  most  efiectual  preservative  from  infidelity,  and  bj 
the  divine  blessing  calculated  to  form  religious  and  useful  character. 

Oundle.  Mixedy  172.  *'  The  committee  have  much  pleasnie  ifl 
submitting  to  the  subscribers  and  the  public  generally  a  report  of 
the  school  during  the  year  ending  November  Ist,  1866. 
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"  The  school  has  been  open  for  instruction  224  days ;  78  children 
iuire  been  admitted,  and  62  have  left;  the  average  attendance 
throughout  the  year  has  been  182. 

''At  Easter  last  the  committee  thought  it  advisable  to  open  an 
infimt  school ;  a  competent  mistress  was  engaged,  and  at  the  present 
time  upwards  of  70  infants  are  under  instruction. 

^  On  Friday,  December  21st,  110  volumes  of  useful  books,  besides 
KTeral  inkstands,  workbags,  and  a  large  quantity  of  buns,  were  dis- 
tributed among  the  children. 

''During  the  year  50  scholars  have  deposited  £45  in  the  pence 
bank  in  connection  with  the  school,  and  on  this  sum  5  per  cent, 
interest  has  been  given. 

"  At  the  present  time  there  are  200  children  on  the  books,  and  of 
this  number  180  are  in  actual  attendance,  and  during  the  last 
quarter  the  average  has  been  150.

first  division,  third  degree  of  merit,  to  the  seoond  division  of  the 
second  degree  of  merit. 
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^  The  committee  are  thankful  for  the  continaed  interest  manifested 
by  the  friends  of  the  school,  but  they  believe  it. veil  to  press  the 
claims  of  the  British  Schools  on  the  public  at  large,  convinced  that 
they  are  dainff  a  to&rk  and  filling  a  place  in  which  all  good  men  may 
rejoice,  and  upon  which  the  committee  pray  the  divine  blessing  may 
rest. 

^  The  boys  attend  the  following  Sunday  schools  or  places  of  wor- 
ship : — ^Attending  the  various  places  of  worship  connected  with  the 
Established  Church,  82;  Broad  Street  Chapel,  21;  Castle  Street 
Chapel,  15 ;  Trinity  Chapel,  21 ;  King's  Boad  Chapel,  15  ;  Weslejan

EXTEACTS  FEOM  FOREIGN  COEBESPONDENCE. 


JSaJumas  Board  of  Edttcation,     Beportfor  1865. 

''  The  Board  of  Education,  established  under  the  Education  Act  of 
1864,  have  the  honour  of  submitting  their  first  report  to  the  Legis- 
kture.  They  regret  to  find,  from  the  inspector's  report,  that  the 
schools  of  the  colony  are  far  from  being  so  efficient  as  might  have 
been  desired.  There  is  every  reason,  however,  to  believe  that  a 
hopeful  change  is  taking  place,  and  that  teachers,  parents,  and  child- 
ren are  manifesting  a  more  healthful  spirit  of  earnestness  and  a 
higher  appreciation  of  the  value  of  education.  The  following 
causes  may  be  assigned  for  the  low  state  of  the  schools,  vi£. : — ^Ist. 
The  excitement  during  the  late  war  in  America,  and  the  readiness 
with  which  the  senior  boys  found  lucrative  emplojrment.  2nd.  The 
want  of  regular  inspection  for  a  considerable  time.  8rd.  The  want 
of  properly  trained  and  really  earnest  teachers. 

*' At  the  end  of  the  year  1864  there  were  26  schools  in  operation; 
since  May,  2  which  formerly  existed  have  been  reopened,  and  8  new 
ones  have  been  established,  making  a  total  of  80  schools  in  operation 
at  the  dose  of  1865.  Of  these  schools  2  are  for  boys  only,  2  for 
girls  only,  and  26  are  mixed. 

'^The  following  will  show  the  progress  made  in  attendance 
during  the  year: — ^Number  of  children  on  books  by  last  retains,-- 
boys,  1,150 ;  girLi,  895 :  total,  2,045.  Average  attendance  for  the 
year,  1,004.  Average  attendance  taken  from  last  fetums,  1,190. 
This  shows  the  average  in  December  to  be  190  in  excess  of  that  for 
the  year. 

^'  The  following  will  exhibit  the  progress  since  May,  1865 : — Nmn- 
ber  on  books, — ^May,  1,567 ;  December,  2,045 :  increase,  487.  Average 
attendance, — ^May,  755;  December,  1^190:  lucreaBey  4S5.    Ihiii 
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ihowB  that  wliile  the  inereaie  on  books  sinoe  May  has  betti  81  per 

c&at^  the  STecBge  increMe  of  attendance  has  been  58  per  oent.    Both 

mults,  bat  especially  the  hitter,  are  very  satisfactory. 
""The  inspector  has  examined  28  schools  during  the  year.    Wat- 

liogfa  Island  could  not  be  reached,  and  the  teacher  of  Bagged  Island 

Khool  was  absent.    All  the  other  schools  have  been  visitedi    On  the 

booka  of  these  schools  were  l,564i  names,  and  1,106  children  were 

presented  for  examination. 

"The  benefits  residting  from  visitation  and  inspection  may  be 
gathered  fix>m  the  following  table  of  the  first  12  schools  visited  by 
the  inspector: — ^Number  on  booki,  May,  894;  December,  1,099: 
incresse,  216,  or  24  per  cent.  Average,  May,  476 ;  December,  710 : 
iocresse,  234,  or  49  per  cent.  It  is  gratifying  also  to  find  that  the 
amount  contributed  as  school  fees  greatly  exceeds  that  of  previous 
jtun.  Average  fees  for  past  four  years,  £60 ;  fees  collected  in  1866, 
£143  2s.  6id.  School  materials  amounting  in  value  to  £8  17s.  2d. 
bsTe  been  purchased  by  the  scholars. 

"During  the  year  the  boys'  central  school  has  been  removed  from 
the  old  room  to  the  commodious  premises  formerly  used  as  a  Wes- 
lejan  chapel.  This  building  has  been  fitted  up  under  the  inspector's 
superintendence  on  the  plan  adopted  in  the  British  and  Foreign 
Sehool  Society's  model  school.  The  board  are  pleased  to  report  a 
large  increase  in  the  number  of  scholars,  and  a  very  decided  improve- 
ment in  the  tone  of  the  school. 

*^  The  board  are  in  treaty  for  a  site  on  which  to  erect  the  girls'  and 
infimts'  westem  schools,  and  hope  to  complete  their  arrangements 
ihordy. 

"^  Sdiools  have  been  reK)pened  at  the  Bluff,  Sleuthera,  and  Hope 
Town,  Abaoo.  At  the  former  place  the  people,  with  a  little  aid  from 
the  board,  have*ereeted  a  good  substantial  school-house. 

^'New  schools  have  been  opened  at  Palmetto  Point,  Eleuthera, 
Marsh  Harbour,  Abaco,  and  the  Bluff,  St.  Salvador.  AH  these  are 
succeeding  well  under  teachers  tndned  for  a  short  time  at  the  central 
school*  At  Marsh  Harbour  the  people  have  erected  and  fitted  up  a 
school-house  entirely  at  their  own  expense ;  and  the  inhabitants  of 
the  other  settlements  are  willing  to  contribute  labour  and  those 
materials  which  can  be  found  on  the  island. 

"Pxt^nsion  has  been  made  for  a  teacher  at  Alioe  Town,  North 
BiminL    The  Board  hope  to  make  the  appointment  soon. 

'^The  by-laws  of  the  board  have  been  revised  and  amended,  and 
sre  now  in  operation  throughout  the  colony. 
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'^  By  these  laws  a  system  of  pupil«teacher  training  will  be  pat  in 
operation  somewhat  similar  to  that  in  the  mother  country,  and  which 
it  is  to  be  hoped  will  supply  what  is  absolutely  necessary  for  an 
efficient  working  of  the  educational  system,  viz.,  a  class  of  properly 
trained  and  well*qualified  teachers. 

"  The  formation  of  local  school  committees  has  already  been  of 
great  benefit  by  enlisting  the  sympathy,  interest,  and  co-operation 
of  the  people,  and  providing  for  a  more  frequent  vintation  of  tbe 
Bchools. 

"  Petitions  have  been  received  from  several  settlements  asking  for 
aid  to  enable  them  to  establish  and  support  schools ;  and  the  board 
would  earnestly  pray  the  Legislature  for  a  grant,  to  be  used  at  the 
discretion  of  the  board  for  this  purpose. 

"  To  encourage  industrious  and  deserving  teachers  the  board  have 
decided  to  award  at  the  end  of  each  year  five  prises,  varying  from 
£6  to  £2,  to  the  teachers  whose  schools  gain  the  most  favourable 
reports ;  and  to  encourage  studious  habits  among  the  teachers  three 
prizes  will  be  given  for  the  best  essays  on  some  practical  subject 
selected  by  the  board. 

"  To  stimulate  industrial  habits  the  board  have  provided  for  the 
establishment  of  school-gardens,  to  be  cultivated  by  the  senior  boys. 
One  has  been  attached  to  the  boys'  central  school,  and  is  quite  s 
success ;  and  by  the  end  of  another  year  most  of  the  out-islaod 
schools,  where  the  lots  are  suitable,  will  be  provided  with  gardens. 

'*  By  a  careful  selection  of  teachers  the  board  hope  not  only  to 
provide  for  the  education  of  the  children,  but  for  the  social  and 
moral  elevation  of  the  community.  They  trust  that  the  spirit  of  xesl 
and  earnestness  now  manifesting  itself  may  increase  and  extend, 
until  some  means  of  education  shall  be  placed  within  reach  of  thst 
large  mass  of  people  now  living  and  growing  up  m  almost  utter 
ignorance.

"  G-EKTLBHXK, — I  havo  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  gennBoi 
report  for  1865. 

*'  Since  my  arrival  on  May  24th  I  have  inspected  28  schools,  con- 
taining 1,564b  children  on  books,  1,016  of  whom  came  up  for  exsmins- 
tion.  It  will  be  necessary  for  me  to  make  some  remarks  as  to  07 
method  of  examination. 
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''In  addition  to  general  questions  on  other  subjects,  I  examined 

ererjr  child  in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic.     In  my  detailed 

reports  I  have  two  columns,  one  containing  the  number  presented  in 

each  subject,  the  other  containing  the  number  who  successfully 

passed.    Being  my  first  examination  I  did  not  erect  a  high  standard. 

THose  passed  in  reading  who  read  in  the  lesson-book  of  their  class  so 

a*  to  make  themselves  understood ;  in  writing,  those  who  wrote  with 

eare  and  neatness ;  in  arithmetic  those  who  worked  a  sum  correctly 

in  the  rule  in  which  they  were  presented.     I  shall  arrange  my 

remarks  under  the  following  heads: — 

^I.  ScHooi.  BuiLDiNOS.  Of  the  30  school-houses  21  are  the 
property  of  the  board,  8  are  rented,  and  1  is  gratuitously  lent.  With 
a  few  exceptions  I  cannot  speak  in  praise  of  the  appearance  and 
condition  of  these  buildings.  The  inhabitants,  by  a  little  effort, 
might  keep  tliem  in  good  repair,  and  their  appearance  might  be 
unproved  by  being  whitewashed  once  or  twice  a  year.  I  should  sug- 
gest that  the  people  be  expected  lo  attend  to  these  little  matters  as 
one  condition  of  continuing  the  grant  for  a  teacher. 

"  The  teachers,  as  a  rule,  do  not  display  much  taste  in  the  arrange- 
ment of  their  schoolrooms.  "While  a  few  have  tried  to  make  the 
interior  look  cheerful  and  attractive,  the  majority  are  satisfied' with 
we,  cheerless,  dirty  walls,  whose  only  ornaments  are  those  woven 
V  industrious  spiders. 

"As  the  chief  part  of  education  is  to  teach  good  habits,  and  among 
Aem  those  of  order  and  cleanliness,  the  school  and  teacher  should 
oe  models  in  these  respects. 

*'  II.  T£jLCH£BS.     I  hold  to  the  maxim,  '  As  is  the  teacher  so  is 

toe  school.'     In  most  instances  where  a  school  is  in  a  low  condition 

It  is  attributable  to  the  want  of  ability  or  interest  on  the  part  of  the 

teacher.    A  school  cannot  prosper  under  a  master  who  has  merely 

luidertakea  the  work  as  a  means  of  obtaining  a  living,  and  is  not 

actuated  by  a  hearty  love  for  the  work  or  genuine  interest  in  it. 

during  the  year  one  teacher  has  been  dismissed  for  intemperance. 

'Mother  has  been  removed  to  a  station  where  he  is  likely  to  be  more 

^^M,  and  eight  new  teachers  have  been  sent  out. 

"  In  order  to  produce  eflBcient  teachers  the  great  want  is  a  good — 

"Tbauhitg  System. — Until  the  schools  are  supplied  with  properly 

trained  teachers  little  hope  can  be  entertained  of  their  efiiciency. 

^  far  as  I  can  learn,  only  one  teacher  now  in  the  colony  received  a 

syst^natic  course  of  training  as  pupil-teacher  in  the  central  school. 

"  It  is  utterly  impossible  for  a  man  to  obtain  a  knowledge  of  the 
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system,  much  less  to  acquire  the  art  of  teaching,  in  the  month  or  8o 
which  he  attends  the  central  school.  What  is  needed  is  a  well- 
organized  and  efficient  school,  under  a  thoroughly  competent  and 
trained  master,  where  lads  who  show  a  special  aptitude  for  teaching 
and  a  love  for  the  work  may  undergo  a  course  of  training,  and  after 
a  few  years  be  sent  forth  to  take  charge  of  the  out-island  schools. 

"Since  May,  20  persons  have  applied  for  schools.  15  sat  for 
examination,  8  of  whom  were  appointed  to  schools,  on  trial  for  a 
year,  after  undergoing  more  or  less  of  training  in  the  central  school. 

"  In  order  to  train  the  present  teachers,  and  also  provide  what  the 
increased  numbers  of  the  central  school  demand — assistant  masters 
— I  should  suggest  that  the  out-island  teachers  be  brought  to  Nassaii 
in  rotation,  and  spend  a  month  each  at  the  training  school. 

"  III.  PupiL-TEAOHBES. — There  have  been  during  the  year  8  pupil- 
teachers  employed  in  the  schools  on  New  Providence.  One  at  the 
central  school  has  been  dismissed  for  indolence  and  want  of  interest 
in  his  work ;  the  others  have  been  on  the  whole  attentive  to  their 
duties. 

"  By  the  new  by-laws,  cap.  ii.,  sec.  2,  provision  has  been  made  for 
the  proper  training  and  instruction  of  pupil-teachers  and  monitors, 
the  teachers  being  required  to  devote  one  hour  each  day  to  extra 
instruction  of  them  out  of  school-time,  and  the  pupil-teachers  them- 
selves being  required  to  pass  an  examination  at  the  end  of  each  year, 
according  to  a  syllabus  laid  down  in  the  by-laws. 

"  IV.  Instbuction. — Beading. — 65*6  per  cent,  of  those  presented, 
and  54'7  per  cent,  of  the  whole  school,  passed  in  this  subject.  The 
most  prominent  defects  I  noticed  were — indistinctness,  want  of 
expression,  showing  that  the  children  do  not  catch  the  meaning  of 
the  lesson.  There  is  very  little  evidence  that  the  teacher  questions 
on  the  lesson.  There  is  a  great  difference  between  hearing  a  reading 
lesson  and  teaching  children  to  read.  The  teacher  should  insist  os 
the  mutual  correction  of  errors,  and  should  himself  often  read  to  the 
class  as  a  specimen.  The  best  schools  in  this  subject  are — Long 
Cay,  Cherokee  Sound,  Current,  Olenelg,  Moss  Town,  and  Coskler 
Town. 

"  WriHnj. — In  this  subject  68'6  per  cent,  of  those  present,  and 
88*7  per  cent,  of  the  whole  school,  passed.  The  children,  as  a  rule, 
appear  to  be  allowed  to  write  the  largest  amount  they  can  in  a  given 
time,  *  quantity  being  preferred  to  quality.'  Very  little  attention  is 
paid  to  the  position  of  the  body,  the  book,  or  the  manner  of  holding 
the  pen.    Each  line,  especially  in  the  elementary  classes,  should  be 
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exuDined,  and  the  erron  pointed  out  before  another  is  written.  In 
the  higher  dusee,  in  order  to  acquire  a  free,  bold,  business  hand, 
dictstion  and  transcribing  exercises  should  be  used  more  frequently. 
Dunell'fl  series  of  copj-books,  under  a  careful  teacher,  would  enable 
almost  soj  one  to  acquire  a  knowledge  of  writing.  The  following 
schools  sre  best  in  this  subject: — G-oyemor's  Harbour»  Cherokee 
Soand,  Long  Gaj. 

^AritkmeHe, — This  subject  is  not  made  practical  enough,  so  as  to 
be  useful  in  the  transactions  of  eyerj-daj  life.  Numeration  and 
Xotstion  are  in  nearly  all  the  schools  neglected,  evidenced  by  the 
inability  of  the  children  to  write  from  dictation  or  read  off  when 
written  down  the  simplest  numbers,  such  as  306  or  3,060.  The  back 
nilea  seem  to  be  quite  lost  sight  of.  Scholars  presented  in  the  com- 
poond  or  higher  rules  are  frequently  unable  to  work  a  sum  in  rules 
^ong  passed  by.  Questions  requiring  a  little  thought  are  rarely  if 
ever  answered  correctly.  In  this  subject  52*7  per  cent,  of  those  pre- 
sented, and  only  29  per  cent,  of  the  whole  school,  passed.  The  best 
schools  are  Long  Cay,  Current,  G-lenelg,  and  Inagua. 

"In  some  schools  the  teaching  of  grammar,  geography,  Ac.,  is 
attempted,  but  in  very  few  with  any  satisfactory  results. 

"  y.  Culssipioatiok  akd  OaoAyiZATioir. — I  regret  to  be  obliged 
to  report  great  defects  in  these  matters.  In  most  of  the  schools  no 
Wis  or  principle  of  classification  seems  to  have  been  adopted.  I 
only  found  in  one  school  (Long  Cay)  a  time-table,  showing  the 
diviaions  and  working  of  the  school.  I  have  in  the  majority  of 
schools  had  to  complain  of  the  evident  want  of  attention  to  the  lower 
classes,  the  chief  aim  of  the  teachers  being  to  push  forward  a  few 
bright  scholars.  In  these  respects  the  best  schools  are  Long  Cay^ 
Bluff  (S.  Sal.),  Cherokee  Sound,  Governor's  Harbour. 

"'  VL  OnnxB  akd  Dibciplikb. — ^I  attach  great  importance  to  the 
discipline  of  a  school  Very  little  instruction  can  be  imparted  to  a 
Orderly  and  ill-disciplined  school.  As  a  rule,  very  little  attention 
Beemed  to  be  given  to  these  points.  Many  teachers  appear  perfectly 
satisfied  to  see  the  schoolroom  littered  with  hats,  caps,  books,  Ac., 
^d  are  content  to  work  in  a  Babel  of  noise  and  confusion.  One  of 
the  chief  objects  of  public  schools,  viz.,  training  to  good  habits,  is 
only  accomplished  by  good  discipline. 

"In  accordance  with  the  new  by-laws,  local  committees  have  been 
fonned  in  connection  with  some  of  the  schools. 

"Teachers  have  many  difficulties  to  contend  against,  viz.,  irregular 
attendance  of  scholars,  want  of  interest  on  the  part  of  parents,  early 
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removal  of  children  from  school,  and  a  hundred  difficulidei  whicl 
arise  in  the  working  of  the  school ;  and  I  am  firmly  conTinced  that 
these  difficulties  will  not  he  successfully  overcome  until  all  the 
schools  are  supplied,  as  a  few  now  are,  with  earnest,  conscientious^ 
hard-working  teachers,  who  feel  the  high  importance  of  the  work  is 
which  they  are  engaged,  and  the  great  responsibility  of  the  position 
they  sustain." 


EAST  INDIES. 

(From  the  Twenty-fourth  Beport  of  the  Mirzapoeb  Missiok.) 

"  Obphait  Schools. — At  the  present  time  there  are  16  orphan 
boys  and  17  orphan  girls  in  the  school.      During  the  year  18 
children  have  been  brought  to  us,  but  we  are  sorry  to  report  the 
death  of  six.     One  only  lived  4  days,  and  3  others  died  in  less  than 
three  months  after  their  arrival.     A  baby  with  much  care  was  kept 
alive  for  six  months,  whom  we  were  very  sorry  to  lose.     The  other 
was  a  girl  of  11,  to  whom  death  was  a  happy  release,  for  she  was 
half-witted.    During  the  year  she  was  with  us  we  could  not  succeed 
in  teaching  her  anything,  even  her  schoolfellows  could  not  under- 
stand the  words  and  signs  she  used ;  our  inability  to  understand  her 
made  it  difficult  also  to  give  her  what  she  required  in  her  illness. 
The  girl,  who  was  like  a  skeleton  when  she  came,  has  somewhat  im- 
proved in  appearance,  though  she  continues  very  ill.     Others  of  tbc 
new  arrivals  are  still  in  a  very  weak,  sickly  state.    The  progress  made 
in  learning  by  all  who  are  not  ill  has  been  satisfactory,  and  one  of 
the  boys  received  a  prize  at  the    examination.      Two,  who  w« 
learning  compositor's  work  in  the  printing  office,  have  good  cha- 
racters for  diligence. 

"  CoMPOtJWD  Airn  Village  Schools  pob  Gibls. — Miss  Mather, 
who  gives  her  time  to  the  compound  school,  has  begun  in  it  an  Eog- 
lish  class  for  the  beneiit  of  the  Christian  girls,  and  she  finds  them 
much  interested  in  their  studies.  None  are  learning  Engish  wbo 
were  not  previously  able  to  read  their  own  language  in  the  Boman 
and  N&gari  characters.  The  attendance  at  this  school  continues 
much  the  same  as  last  year,  and  the  improvement  is  steady.  It  being 
found  impossible  to  visit  weekly  the  boys'  schools  in  the  villagefl, 
they  have  been  discontinued.  Without  a  periodical  visit  little  is 
accomplished  in  any  of  these  schools,  for  it  is  difficult  to  find  s 
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tesciier  wiili  snfficient  energy  and  conscientioiiBness  to  carry  on  the 
work  alone.  Many  boys  learned  to  read  fluently  in  Boman  and 
■Hindi,  and  some,  when  the  schools  were  discontinued,  came  to  the 
High  School. 

''The  Wellesley  Ghinj  girls'  school  continues  to  give  us  great 
pieaTOpe ;  the  number  now  attending  is  24.  The  woman  of  the  house 
aproTcs  in  teaching,  and  goes  on  regularly  with  her  own  lessons 
t-u  Three  months  ago  the  old  mother,  who  was  vigorous  to  the 
iAst,  died.  She  was  always  a  most  attentive  and  intelligent  lis- 
teoer  to  the  Scripture  lessons  and  the  explanation  of  the  Scripture 
pictures. 

"At  Oos^in  k£  Pokhard  we  have  also  a  flourishing  school  of  80 
girla.  The  teacher  is  energetic  and  painstaking,  and  her  little 
telper  fkom  our  first  class  improves  in  teaching  daily.  This  is  the 
K&l  secret  of  success,  for  though  we  give  a  few  pice  for  sweetmeats, 
sven  this  will  not  draw  the  girls  unless  they  have  some  one  to  interest 
Aem  in  what  they  learn.  We  have  found  this  out  by  experience ; 
taring  commenced  in  other  places  with  a  respectable  number  of 
cliildren,  who  have  rapidly  dwindled  away,  owing  to  the  lifeless  in- 
struction of  a  worthless  teacher. 

''All  the  girls  taught  by  the  mission,  to  the  number  of  127, 
assembled  on  December  18th,  and  received  each  some  little  gift  from 
the  hands  of  our  kind  friend  Mrs.  Moultrie,  who  presided.  The  dolls 
ordered  from  England  had  previously  been  dressed  with  much  taste 
and  skill  by  kind  friends,  to  whom  it  seemed  a  real  pleasure  to  make 
the  poor  children  happy.  The  parched  rice  and  sweetmeats  given 
ifter  the  distribution  of  prizes  were  more  valued  than  playthings  by 
*  good  proportion  of  the  children ;  but  in  one  way  or  other  every 
^ace  was  a  happy  one  on  the  prize  day. 
"  The  High  School,  City  School,  jlstd  Bbakch  Schools. — It 

ft 

IS  matter  for  rejoicing  that  during  the  current  year  now  coming 
^  a  dose,  a  considerable  advance  has  been  made  in  both  our  Anglo- 
^emacolar  Institutions,  in  respect  to  numbers  in  attendance,  and 
^  as  to  the  results  of  the  labours  of  the  pupils.  '  In  our  last 
report  the  numbers  pf  scholars  on  the  lists  were — High  School,  139 ; 
^i  City  School,  195 ;  together,  #334 ;  and  the  English  departments  in 
^th  contained  together  147  boys.  During  this  year  the  numbers  of 
Pupils  are  respectively — in  the  High  School,  164 ;  in  the  City  School, 
^16;  together,  370;  and  in  the  English  departments  of  the  two 
imitedly,  159  boys. 
"  Mr.  D'Cruz  reports : — 
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"  *  The  rafdd  strides  which  education  in  some  parts  of  India  has  of  late  yetra 
been  making,  Venders  it  a  matter  of  paramount  importance  for  us  to  organise  and  to 
conduct  our  educational  institutions  on  such  principles  as  will  enable  them  to  keep 
pace  with  the  age  and  to  meet  its  requirements. 

« '  While  presenting  a  report  of  what  has  been  done  in  the  High  School  dniing 
the  past  sessbn,  with  a  yiew  to  the  abo^a,  it  maj  be  premised  that  the  changes 
effiocted  since  the  month  of  May  last  are  too  recent  to  afford  immftdiatw  grounds  for 
expecting  any  striking  results.  The  work  has  only  been  begun,  in  the  humble 
hope,  that  the  *< Author  of  aU  good"  wiU  cause  it  both  to  be  carried  on  and 
perfected. 

<«  <  In  the  English  Department  a  Preparatory  Glass  for  the  XTnirersity  Entrance 
Examination  of  1867  has  been  formed,  and  the  subjects  of  study  for  the  fiTS 
following  classes  have  been  so  arranged  as  to  present  a  progressiYe  amount  of  work, 
which,  if  prosecuted  iminterruptedly  and  in  its  integrity,  will  enable  the  pupils  to 
enter  upon  the  higher  branches  of  study  intelligibly  and  with  a  fair  chance  of 
success.  The  system  of  instruction  adopted  in  these  classes  has  to  some  extent 
been  modified. 

'*  *  Each  Master,  instead  of  haTing  chai^ge  of  his  own  dass  throoghont  the  diy, 
has  been  entrusted  with  the  teaching  of  one  or  more  branches  of  study,  in  which  bs 
instructs  the  pupils  of  these  classes  severally,  according  to  a  set  routine.  Among 
other  advantages,  this  plan  has  been  found  effectual  in  reUeying  the  monotony 
of  the  day's  work,  in  keeping  up  the  interest  of  the  boys  in  their  yarious  exercises, 
and  in  placing  on  each  teacher  a  greater  weight  of  responsibility  by  wiring  it  more 
definite. 

'<  *  In  addition  to  the  Classes  above  alluded  to,  one  has  been  formed  axclnsiTely 
for  beginners,  and  placed  under  the  charge  of  a  natire  Christian  who  was  formerij 
a  pupil  of  this  school.  The  need  of  such  an  Initiatory  Class  was  much  fel^ 
and  the  appreciation  of  it  was  manifested  by  a  rapid  increase  in  the  number  of  its 
pupils. 

« <  For  the  Urdik  Department  the  services  of  a  competent  Maulavi  have  been 
secured,  who  also  takes  up  the  "  TJrdd  Entrance  Course  "  with  the  Frepsrstoiy 
Glass.  He  has  proved  a  suooeesfol  teacher,  and  has  greatly  enhanced  the  efficiacy 
of  the  department  placed  in  his  charge. 

" '  The  attendance  has  not,  on  the  whole,  been  so  satis&ctory  as  may  be  desired. 
Though  the  maximum  number  present  has  been  124, — ^there  have  occasionsUybeeo 
considerable  fluctuations,  chiefly  in  the  Hindi  Department,  owing  to  holidsyii 
festivals,  ftc.,  sometimes  of  the  most  trivial  character. 

« <  The  desire  for  change  or  the  supposed  necessity  for  it,  seems  to  inflnsnee  very 
powerfully,  though  banefully,  the  community  for  whose  benefit  this  school  9 
intended.  Some  idea  may  be  had  of  this  from  the  fact  that  nearly  one-third  of  tin 
names  now  on  the  roll  have  been  entered  within  the  last  six  months,  while  almost 
as  many  have  been  struck  off  during  the  same  period.  That  this  should  be  & 
serious  drawback  to  progress  is  undeniable,  and  the  shortsightedness  irbicb 
dictates  the  premature  removal  of  children  from  school  cannot  but  be  Ismeotw. 
While,  however,  contending  against  present  difficulties  and  hindraaces,  evideDCCi 
are  not  wanting,  that  the  lamp  of  life  and  knowledge  is  shedding  its  benefit 
influences  through  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  land,  and  dispelling  the  thick 
darknftBS  of  superstition  and  ignorance  in  which  it  has  for  oentnriei  ^^ 
enveloped.' "

"Mat  it  fleaab  tovs  Excsllekct, — 

"We,  the  CommiBsionera  of  the  Board  of  Education,  have  the 

bonoor  to  present  to  your  Ezcellencj  this  our  fourth  report,  com- 
prising a  statement  of  our  proceedings  during  the  year  1S65. 

^  It  wiU  be  seen  that  the  increase  of  schools  during  the  year  has 
been  29 ;  of  children  on  the  rolls,  7,828 ;  and  of  children  in  average 
attendance,  7,679.  It  will  be  noticed  as  a  remarkable  circumstance* 
tbat  while  the  per-oentage  of  average  attendance  to  the  number  of 
children  on  the  rolls  is  only  75'8  per  cent.,  the  increase  in  the 
srerage  attendance  during  the  year  is  nearly  equal  to  the  increase  in 
the  number  on  the  rolls,  being  upwards  of  98  per  cent.  This  is 
caused  by  the  more  regular  attendance  of  the  children,  induced  prin- 
cipally by  the  payments  on  results  being  made  contingent  on  a 
certain  minimum  number  of  attendances;  for  while  the  average 
attendance  was  only  72'4  per  cent,  in  1864,  it  waa  75*8  per  cent, 
in  1865. 

"We  had,  during  the  year  1865,  727  separate  departments  of 
Bchools  in  operation,  viz. : — 82  boys,  33  girls,  27  infants,  and  635 
mixed,  being  an  increase  of  71  over  the  number  of  departments  in 
operation  during  the  quarter  ended  81st  December,  1864. 

^  We  estimated,  in  our  last  report,  that  by  the  end  of  1865  we 
should  have  an  average  attendance  of  50,000  scholars.  The  actual 
number  was  49,218,  which  would  have  been  considerably  larger,  had 
we  not  been  compelled  in  August  last  to  discontinue  aid  to  new 
schools  through  want  of  funds. 

^  It  will  be  observed  that  the  number  on  the  rolls  in  each  school 
bas  increased  during  the  year,  from  88  to  96,  and  the  number  in 
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average  attendance  from  64  to  73 ;  that  while  the  population  of  the 
colony  has  only  increased  8*5  per  cent.,  the  number  of  children  in 
common  schools  has  increased  18*5  per  cent.,  being  a  greater  relative 
increase  than  has  taken  place  during  any  year  since  1854,  when  the 
increase  of  population  was  40*4  per  cent.,  and  the  increase  in  children 
attending  denominational  and  national  schools  was  64*4  per  cent. 
The  increase  in  children  during  1864  was  8*5  per  cent.,  and  in  popu- 
lation 5*4  per  cent.  It  will  also  be  perceived  that  10*4  per  cent,  of 
the  whole  population  are  on  the  rolls  of  common  schools,  and  7*9  per 
cent,  in  average  attendance. 

"  When  all  the  schools  to  which  aid  has  actually  been  promised^ 
and  to  which  aid  has  been  promised  conditionally  on  our  obtaining 
funds,  shall  have  been  brought  into  operation,  we  shall  have  gone  a 
considerable  way  towards  supplying  the  means  of  education  in  all 
the  districts  of  the  colony,  except  in  the  case  of  the  scattered  popu- 
lations of  the  bush,  which  the  requirements  of  the  Common  Schools 
Act,  necessitating  a  minimum  average  attendance  of  20  cjiiidren, 
prevent  us  from  meeting. 

*'  The  number  of  day  scholars  examined  in  Great  Britain,  for  the 
year  ended  31st  August,  1864,  was  555,502,  out  of  an  average  at- 
tendance of  842,558,  or  66  per  cent. 

"  In  Victoria,  the  number  of  children  examined  for  the  half-year 
ended  31st  December,  1864,  was  28,303,  out  of  an  average  attendance 
of  41,864,  or  68  per  cent. 

"  The  nimiber  of  scholars  examined  in  Yictoria  during  the  half-year 
ended  80th  June,  1865,  was  30,798,  out  of  an  average  attendance  of 
44,898,  or  69  per  cent. 

"  The  amount  paid  in  salaries  from  Ist  July  to  31st  December, 
1864,  was  £43,869  14s.  7d. 

**  The  amount  paid  in  school  fees  for  the  same  period  was 
£31,825  16s.  7d. ;  in  local  contributions,  £645  12s.  9d. ;  and  io 
payments  for  destitute  childreii,  £3,902  4b.  6d.,  making  a  total  of 
£86,873  13s.  lOd. 

"  Of  the  latter  sum,  87*50  per  cent,  is  made  up  by  fees,  1*77  by 
local  contributions,  and  10'73  by  payments  made  by  us  for  destitute 
children. 

**  We  made  special  reference  in  our  last  report  to  the  subject  of 
payment  of  foes  for  destitute  children.    -As  will  be  seen  by  the 
figures  before  given,  a  considerable  increase  has  taken  place  in  the 
number  of  children  whose  education  is  paid  for  by  the  State,  vai 
the  numbers  are  still  increasing.    This  is  a  aulgect  surrounded  by 
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ififfienlties.    Wlule  there  is  no  doubt  that  much  good  is  effected  by 

Dtking  pronnon  for  the  free  education  of  the  poorer  classes  of  our 

popidatioD,  we  haye  reason  to  belieye  that  the  bounty  of  the  State  is 

in  many  cues  abused. 

*^  We  ha? e  been  requested  to  give  more  accurate  definition  than 
that  afforded  by  our  rules,  of  the  classes  to  whom  free  education 
sBoold  be  confined ;  but  we  have  decided  that  it  is  for  the  justices  of 
the  peace  and  clergymen  to  satisfy  themselves  before  signing  certi- 
ficates for  firee  admission  into  common  schools  in  favour  of  orphans, 
deserted,  or  destitute  children,  that  they  are  fit  objects  of  the  bounty 
of  the  State ;  and  In  like  manner  it  is  the  duty  of  local  committees, 
hsviiig  our  regulations  before  them,  to  satisfy  themselves  on  the 
Babject,  before  granting  admission  to  children  who  produce  the  ne- 
eesBary  certificates. 

*"  In  referring  to  the  examinations  under  standards,  on  which  the 
payments  for  results  are  made  by  us,  we  are  enabled,  from  infer- 
laation  contained  in  the  last  report  of  the  Committee  of  Council  on 
Education  in  England,  to  continue  the  comparison  made  in  our 
last  report,  relative  to  the  results  obtained  in  England  over  this 
colony. 

^  The  standards  of  examination  are  identical  as  regards  reading, 
^ting,  and  arithmetic;  grammar  and  geography  being  added  in 
Victoria. 

"  The  excess  of  passes  in  England  in  1864,  as  compared  with  that 
in  Victoria,  during  the  last  half  of  I8&I1,  amounts  to  2*68  in  reading, 
^70  in  writing,  and  19*39  in  arithmetic.  The  excess  of  passes  in 
England  during  1868,  as  compared  with  the  first  half  of  1864,  in 
Victoria,  was  9*79  per  cent,  in  reading,  2469  per  cent,  in  writing, 
and  36*36  per  cent,  in  arithmetic;  showing  a  diminution  of  the 
excess  of  passes  in  England  of  7*11  in  reading,  14*99  in  writing,  and 
16*97  in  arithmetic. 

^  We  stated  in  our  last  report  that  we  did  not  regard  the  difference 
then  existing  as  unfavourable  to  this  colony,  but  attributed  it  rather 
to  the  fact  that  we  had  laid  down  stricter  rules  than  obtained  in 
England,  as  to  the  standards  for  which  children  should  be  examined. 
The  great  difference  that  is  observable  between  the  two  periods  is 
caused — 1st,  by  the  Committee  of  Council  having  found  it  necessary 
to  lay  down  stricter  rules  as  to  the  standards  in  which  children  should 
be  examined ; — and,  2nd,  by  the  system  adopted  by  us  of  holding  two 
examinations  in  the  year,  whereby  children  who  fail  during  the  first 
half-year  have  an  opportunity  of  pasabg  during  the  second. 
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"  In  our  last  report  we  sbowed  that  there  was  an  excess  of  upwards 
of  fifteen  per  cent,  of  children  presented  in  the  first  and  second, 
or  lowest  standards  in  England,  while  the  numbers  presented  in 
Victoria  in  the  8rd,  4th,  and  5th  standards  (no  children  having 
been  examined  during  the  first  half  of  1864  in  the  6th  standard), 
exceeded  those  similarly  presented  in  England  by  upwards  of  six- 
teen per  cent. 

"  The  following  table,  showing  the  per-centage  presented  under  each 
standard  in  England  during  1864,  as  compared  with  that  presented 
in  Victoria  during  the  last  half  of  1864,  will  show  that  this  differ- 
ence no  longer  exists,  but  that  the  same  proportion  of  children  is, 
as  nearly  as  may  be,  presented  under  each  standard.  This  is  caused 
by  the  Committee  of  Council  having  (as  stated  in  a  previous  para- 
graph) laid  down  stricter  rules  as  to  the  standards  for  which  children 
should  be  presented,  and  by  our  having  permitted  the  re-classi- 
fication of  children  (and  their  consequent  examination  in  lower 
standards)  in  cases  in  which  they  were  found  to  be  classified  more 
highly  than  their  ages  warranted.

"  Making,  however,  every  allowance  for  the  above  reasons,  it  is 
satisfactory  to  find  that  the  passes  in  Victoria  during  the  second 
half  of  1864  over  the  first  half  showed  an  increase  of  7*96  in 
reading;  157  in  writing;  1615  in  arithmetic;  7'96  in  grammar, 
and  7*75  in  geography. 

**  The  passes  in  the  half-year  ended  80th  June,  1865,  as  compared 
with  the  last  half  of  1864,  show  a  diminution  of  8*78  per  cent,  in 
reading ;  2*78  in  writing ;  8*68  in  arithmetic ;  0*82  in  grammar ;  and 
1*70  in  geography, 

"  The  causes  of  this  diminution  are  well  explained  in  the  following 
extract  from  the  report  of  Mr.  Inspector  Sircom,  which  will  be 
found  with  the  reports  of  the  other  Inspectors  in  the  appendii.

On  the  other  hand,  when  the  system  became  fidrly  in  operation  which 

QccesKtated  the  examination  of  a  child  in  a  higher  standard  each  succeeding  year, 

ad  also  the  eramfnation  of  erery  child  who  had  attained  its  serenth  year,  for  the 

fint  Maadaard  at  least,  it  was  soon  eiident : — IsL  That  unless  its  attendance  had 

been  very  regular,  or  its  classification  designedly  low,  it  could  not  generally 

"meed;  and  2nd.  That  if  it  failed  at  the  second  examination  in  a  lower  standard, 

k  would  be  leas  likely  to  pass  in  a  higher  at  the  following  yearly  examination. 

•toother  cause  of  these  diminished  results  is  to  be  traced  to  the  double  examinations, 

vhich,  through  inability  to  complete  the  work  of  the  district  during  the  prior 

^>^*year,  I  was  oompeUed  to  hold  in  the  latter.    If  to  these  causes  be  added 

tbe  reaalta  of  new  schools,  which  tended  in  some  measure  to  lessen  the  per-centage 

ofpniBsa,  and  the  peihaps  greater  stringency  of  the  examinations,  there  will  be  no 

'esson  to  regard  the  instruction  in  any  other  thsn  a  &T0urable  light' 

"  We  submit,  in  the  appendix,  general  reports  from  the  Inspector- 
^Qeral  and  Inspectors  on  their  proceedings  during  the  past  year ; 
and  in  doing  so  we  feel  it  right  again  to  call  attention  1k)  the  follow- 
ing extract  firom  our  report  for  the  year  1868  : — 

***  Being  desirous  to  giro  the  Inspectors  an  opportunity  of  expressing  their 
opnioos  on  the  working  of  the  Common  Schools  Act,  and  incidentally  on  the  sub- 
ject of  education  generally,  we  hare  resolved  to  publish  their  annual  reports,  which 
«e  seoordingly  placed  in  the  Appendix ;  but  we  wish  it  to  be  clearly  understood 
tbat  we  neither  hold  ourselres  responsible  for  their  opinions,  nor  feel  called  upon  to 
>dopt  the  suggestions  contained  in  such  reports.' 

**  The  reports  of  these  officers  will  be  read  with  interest,  and  we 
8re  glad  to  be  able  to  give  them  an  opportunity  of  expressing  their 
views  on  the  present  state  of  the  education  of  the  country. 

**  We  haye  resolved  upon  the  expediency  of  changing  the  districts 
of  our  Inspectors  from  time  to  time,  and  have  directed  them  to 
submit  a  scheme  for  arranging  the  transfers,  at  the  conference  to  be 
beld  at  Easter. 

"In  addition  to  the  remarks  relative  to  the  state  of  schools, 
which  the  Inspectors  leave  in  the  registers  provided  for  that  purpose, 
we  have  directed  them  to  append  to  their  reports  summaries  of  all 
matters  to  which  they  may  deem  it  advisable  that  the  attention  of 
the  local  committees  should  be  directed,  and  copies  of  these  sum- 
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marieB  are  forwarded  to  the  committees  for  their  information  and 
guidance.  We  have  also  directed  that  the  inspectors  shall  enter  at 
the  foot  of  the  certificates  issued  bj  us  to  teachers  a  brief  account 
of  the  condition  of  the  schools  conducted  by  them,  during  each  of 
five  succeeding  years.  A  teacher  of  merit  is  thus  enabled  to  accumu- 
late evidence  of  his  practical  success. 

"During  the  year  1865,  839  reports  of  the  examinations  for 
divisions  of  competency,  of  teachers,  assistants,  and  candidates  for 
employment  were  received.  One  hundred  and  twenty-five  of  these 
persons  were  examined  twice,  making  the  total  number  examined 
714.  Of  this  number  27  were  classified  in  the  first  division  of 
competency,  92  in  the  second  division,  and  595  failed  to  obtain 
classification.  Of  those  who  failed,  sixteen  teachers  employed  in 
common  schools  were  rejected  as  unqualified  for  employment,  and 
131  candidates  were  not  classed. 

"  The  number  of  reports  of  the  examinations  of  candidates  for  the 
office  of  pupil-teacher,  which  were  received  during  1865,  was  425. 
An  analysis  of  the  reports  shows  that  169  were  examined  once,  54 
twice,  19  three  times,  15  four  times,  5  five  times,  and  1  six  times. 

"  At  the  annual  examination  for  the  promotion  of  pupil-teachers 
held  in  Decepdber,  1864,  94  pupil-teachers  were  examined,  of  whom 
28  were  promoted,  and  66  failed  to  obtain  promotion.  At  the 
following  annual  examination  119  were  examined,  of  whom  only  9 
were  promoted,  and  110  failed  to  obtain  promotion.  The  total 
number  of  reports  of  pupil-teachers*  examinations  received  during 
1865  was  638. 

"  Up  to  the  end  of  1865, 134  reports  of  the  examinations  of  92 
candidates  for  admission  to  the  St.  James's  and  St.  Paul's  Training 
Institution  were  received. 

**  Of  this  number  of  candidates  52  have  passed  the  entrance 
examination,  and  40  have  been  rejected;  64  have  been  examiued 
once,  16  twice,  10  three  times,  and  2  four  times. 

"At  the  half-yearly  examinations  held  in  December,  1864,  June 
and  December,  1865,  45  teachers  in  training  were  examined;  of 
whom  25  were  examined  once,  9  twice,  and  11  three  times. 

"  Of  the  number  of  teachers  in  training  examined,  9  have  been 
classified  in  the  first  division  of  competency,  14  in  the  second,  and 
22  have  failed  to  obtain  classification. 

"  The  number  of  schools  licensed  for  pupil-teachers  on  the  Slat 
December,  1865,  was  98,  the  number  of  pupil-teachers  allotted 
was  267,  and  the  number  actually  employed  164 — showing  s& 
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mottse  in  the  namber  of  sclioola  licensed  of  21,  and  of  pupil- 
teacliers  allotted  and  employed  of  43,  o?er  1864. 

"  With  a  view  to  insure  uniformity  in  the  questions  to  be  given, 
and  the  value  of  the  answers,  the  senior  and  organizing  inspectors 
have  been  constituted  a  board  of  examiners  for  the  examination  of 
teachers,  pupil-teachers,  and  candidates  for  admission  to  training, 
vith  the  addition  of  each  examining  inspector,  so  far  as  the  examina- 
tion of  teachers  in  his  particular  district  is  concerned;  and  we  have 
farther  directed  that  no  teacher  shall  be  allowed  to  be  examined 
more  than  three  times  in  the  event  of  his  failing  to  pass  the  examina- 
tion. 

"The  generally  unsatisfactory  results  of  the  examination  of 
teachers  and  pupil-teachers  led  us  to  consider  in  what  way  we 
could  provide  for  an  adequate  supply  of  persons  qualified  for  em- 
ployment in  common  schools.  We  accordingly  framed  the  following 
Kgulation,  which  we  submitted  for  the  approval  of  your  Excellency 
in  Council,  on  the  12th  of  April,  1865  :— 
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In  schoolfl  registered  for  pupil-teachers,  bonuses,  according  to  the  following 
Bcale,  will  be  paid  to  the  head  teachers,  for  pupU- teachers,  of  the  minimum  ages  of 
Berenteen  years  for  males,  and  sixteen  years  for  females,  who,  after  having  been 
employed  as  pupil-teachers  for  not  less  than  twelve  months,  shall  have  passed  the 
subjoined  examinations : —

Provided  that  before  the  payments  be  made,  the  pupil-teachers  shall  make  a  decla- 

f^ion  to  teach  in  common  schools  for  not  less  than  four  years,  and  to  accept  any 

situations  as  teachers  which  may  be  offered  them,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board.

"On  the  23rd  September  we  received  a  reply  to  the  effect 
that  the  Government  were  unable  to  recommend  that  rule  for 
approval.  On  the  17th  October  we  again  wrote,  fully  explaining 
our  views  in  framing  the  regulation  in  question.  In  that  letter  we 
pointed  out  that  the  rule  in  question  was  proposed  with  the  view  of 
Bupplyiog  a  want  which  our  experience  has  shown  to  be  of  consider- 
able urgency,  viz. : — a  supply  of  qualified  teachers ;  that  we  had  but 
two  means  of  doing  this,  one  by  appointing  to  schools  conducted  by 
duly  qualified  teachers  boys  and  girls  of  twelve  years  of  age  and 
upwards  aa  pupil-teachers,  to  whom  small  salaries,  ranging  from  £10 
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to  £25  per  annum,  were  granted ;  and  the  other  by  supporting  train- 
ing schools  in  which  joung  persons,  from  seventeen  years  of  age  and 
upwards,  were  instructed  and  trained  for  their  profession ;  that  the 
low  rates  of  remuneration  offered  to  pupil-teachers  under  the  rules 
had  proved  insufficient  to  attract  an  adequate  number,  especially  of 
boys ;  that  the  only  training  school  under  the  board  was  full,  with 
no  prospect  of  others  being  established,  and  had  not,  after  twelve 
months'  existence,  proved  as  successful  as  could  be  desired,  only 
11  teachers  having  been  classified,  at  a  cost  to  the  country  of 
£105  6s.  5d.  each ;  and  that  we  possessed  no  reliable  guarantee  that 
trained  teachers,  after  passing  their  examination,  would  devote 
themselves  to  their  profession.  We  explained  further  that  the  role 
which  we  submitted  for  approval  was  intended  to  afford  a  cheap 
means  of  supplying  teachers,  by  giving  an  incentive,  in  the  shape  of 
a  small  pecuniary  gratuity,  to  masters  and  mistresses  of  Bchoola  to 
pay  particular  attention  to  the  instruction  of  pupil-teachers,  in 
those  subjects  required  for  the  1st  and  2nd  divisions  of  com- 
petency. 

"  We  trust  that  this  subject  may  again  receive  the  attention  of 
the  Government,  as  an  insufficient  supply  of  duly  qualified  instruc- 
tors for  the  young  will  be  a  very  serious  evil."

ETJLES  AND  EEGTTLATIONS 

FOB    THE    GOYSBKMEKT    OP   THE    nrSTITUTIOlsr. 


I  This  Institution  shall  be  designated  "  The  Institution  for 
Promoting  the  Education  of  the  Labouring  and  Manufacturing 
Classes  of  Society  of  every  Eeligious  Persuasion ;"  and  for  the 
purpose  of  making  manifest  the  extent  of  its  objects,  the  title  of  the 
Society  shall  be  "The  British  akd  Eoreiok  School  Society." 

n.  This  Institution  shall  consist  of  a  Patron,  Vice-Patrons,  Presi- 
dent, Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  Secretaries,  Life  and  Annual  Mem- 
bers; together  with  such  officers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for 
conducting  the  affairs  of  the  Institution. 

III.  The  Institution  shall  maintain  a  school  on  an  extensive  scale 
to  educate  children.  It  shall  support  and  train  up  young  persons  of 
both  sexes  for  supplying  properly  instructed  Teachers  to  the  inhabi- 
tants of  such  places  in  the  British  dominions,  at  home  and  abroad, 
u  shall  be  desirous  of  establishing  schools  on  the  British  system. 
It  shall  instruct  all  persons,  whether  natives  or  foreigners,  who  may 
be  sent  firom  time  to  time,  for  the  purpose  of  being  qualified  as 
teachers  in  this  or  any  other  country. 

%*  The  school  shall  be  open  to  the  public,  for  the  purpose  of  exhi- 
biting the  system  of  teaching  and  training,  every  day,  from  nine  to 
twelve  o^clock,  and  from  three  to  five,  Saturdays  excepted. 

IV.  All  schools  which  shaU  be  supplied  with  Teachers  at  the 
expense  of  this  Institution  shall  be  open  to  the  children  of  parents 
of  all  religious  denominations.  Eeading,  Writing,  Arithmetic,  and 
Needlework  shall  be  taught ;  the  lessons  for  reading  shall  consist  of 
extracts  from  the  holy  Scriptures ;  no  catechism  or  peculiar  religious 
toiets  shall  be  taught  in  the  schools,  but  every  child  shall  be  enjoined 
to  attend  regularly  the  place  of  worship  to  which  its  parents  belong. 

%*  The  grand  object  of  the  Institution  being  to  promote  Educa- 
tion in  general,  any  application  for  the  training  of  a  teacher,  at  the 
expense  of  the  person  thus  applying,  will  be  attended  to,  although 
such  intended  school  is  not  to  be  conducted  on  the  extended  prin- 
ciples of  this  Institation.

y.  Everj  person  subscribing  annually  one  guinea  and  upwards, 
shall  be  deemed  a  member  of  this  Institution,  during  the  oontinuanoe 
of  such  subscription. 

YE.  Every  person  subscribing  ten  guineas  and  upwards  aball  be  a 
member  for  life ;  and  upon  any  legacy  being  paid  to  the  Treasurer, 
the  Executors  who  have  administered  shall  be  members  for  life, 
calculating  at  the  rate  of  fifty  pounds  for  each  Executor ;  and  in  case 
the  legacy  shall  not  amount  to  a  sufficient  sum  to  extend  the  privilege 
to  all,  preference  shall  be  given  to  the  first  named  in  the  will. 

yil.  A  General  Meeting  of  the  subscribers  shall  be  held  every 
year,  in  the  month  of  May,*  or  as  near  thereto  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient  by  the  Committee,  when  an  account  of  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  for  the  preceding  year,  and  the  proceedings  of  the 
Institution,  and  all  other  institutions  at  home  and  abroad,  established 
on  the  British  system,  shall  be  stated,  and  a  Beport  for  publication 
agreed  upon. 

The  attendance  of  ladies,  and  the  Members  of  the  Committees  of 
Country  and  Local  Schools  on  the  BHtish  system,  is  particularly 
solicited. 

%*  Notice  shall  be  given  by  public  advertisement  in  at  least  four 
morning  and  evening  papers. 

Vin.  At  the  General  Meeting,  the  President,  Vice-Preeidents, 
Treasurer,  and  Secretaries  shall  be  elected.  A  Committee  of  forty- 
eight  Subscribers  shall  be  chosen,  and  denominated  the  Gieneral 
Committee  for  conducting  the  afiairs  of  the  Institution,  with  power 
to  fill  up  vacancies  during  the  year.  Thirty-six  shall  be  re-eligible 
from  the  Committee  of  the  preceding  year.  Two  or  more  Subscribers 
shall  be  nominated  as  Auditors  of  the  accounts  of  the  Institution.

EEPOET. 


The  lapse  of  time  and  the  return  of  this  Annual 
Meeting  has  brought  with  it  the  opportunity  and  the 
duty  of  again  presenting  to  its  supporters  and  friends 
the  position,  the  claims,  and  the  prospects  of  the  British 
and  Foreign  School  Society.  If  the  work  of  your  Com- 
mittee has  been  arduous,  it  has  been  interesting,  whether 
regarded  in  connection  with  the  objects,  the  principles, 
or  the  progress  of  the  Society.  Time  was  when  the 
former  of  these  had  to  be  explained  and  defended  ;  now 
they  are  better  understood,  and  very  widely  approved 
and  appreciated.  If  the  process  which  has  led  to  this 
result  has  been  comparatively  sloWy  it  is  the  more  sure, 
and  is  likely  to  prove  abiding.  Liberal  principles  and  a 
**  liberal  policy ''  are  recognised  and  promulgated  as  the 
true,  the  wise,  the  necessary,  whether  in  relation  to 
Education  or  the  administration  of  public  afiairs  in 
general,  and  your  Committee  hail  with  satisfaction  the 
revived  and  enlightened  interest  now  taken  in  popular 
Education — an  object  the  progress  of  which  is  so  inti- 
mately associated  with  social  and  national  advancement. 

Without  further  introduction,  your  Couamittee  will 
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proceed  to  report  on  the  several  departments  and 
agencies  by  which  the  Society  seeks  to  diffuse  its 
benefits  and  extend  its  usefulness.     Among  these  the 

TRAINING  OF  TEACHERS 

still  occupies  a  prominent  position,  both  in  the  expendi- 
ture involved  and  as  a  most  important  branch  and  sphere 
of  its  operations. 

At  the  Borough  Eoad  there  are  at  present  69  Young 
MEN  in  residence,  of  whom  43  are  in  the  first  and  26  in 
the  second  year  of  their  training.  The  numerical  dis- 
proportion between  those  of  the  first  and  second  years 
indicates  (what  is  the  fact)  that  lagt  Christmas  the 
applications  for  admission  were  in  excess  of  the  previous 
year.  Should  there  be  a  corresponding  increase  .of  appli- 
cants in  the  next  and  the  succeeding  year  the  number 
of  young  men  in  training  would  harmonize  with  the 
accommodation  provided,  and  the  anomaly  would  cease 
to  exist,  on  the  one  hand  of  admirable  premises  partially 
filled,  of  a  most  efficient  staff  of  instructors  equal  to 
larger  classes ;  and  on  the  other  of  a  demand  for  teachers 
altogether  inadequate  to  the  required  supply. 

At  Stockwell,  there  are  102  young  women  in  resi- 
dence, of  whom  52  are  in  the  first  and  50  in  the  second 
year  of  their  training* 

Your  Committee,  assured  that  the  independent  testi- 
mony of  two  of  H*M.  Inspectors  on  the  general  condi- 
tion of  the  Training  Department  will  be  acceptable  to 
the  friends  of  the  Society,  have  pleasure  in  supplying  on 
this  point  an  extract  from  the  last  published  report  of 
the  Committee  of  Council  on  Education.  The  inspec- 
tion in  question  extended  over  a  whole  week,  and  was 
cotiducted  conjointly  by  J.  Bowstead^  Esq*,  MJL^  and 
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E  H.  Brodie,  Esq.,  M.A.    Of  the  Borough  Road,  Mt. 
Brodie  says : — 

'^  Tba  few  remarks  I  hare  to  offer  relate  whoU/  to  the  training  of 
tbe  stndents,  and  its  effect  on  them.    .    .    . 

'"I  begin  with  the  lectures.  I  heard  Mr.  Ourtis  lectnre  on 
grtminar,  Mr.  Barkbj  on  geography.  Mr.  Curtis  gare  a  very 
exiumstiye  lecture  on  the  grammatical  termination  "ing,"  drawing 
out  its  Tarious  significationsy  eyolving  in  some  cases  how  one  arose 
from  the  other,  and  tracing  back  the  termination  to  the  primitive 
Saion.  This  lecture,  interspersed  with  questions  promiscuously 
addressed  to  the  students,  was  very  closely  attended  to  by  them,  and 
made  the  vehicle  both  for  instructing  and  stimulating  thought. 

Mr.  Barkby  lectured  on  "  climate,"  illustrating  his  lecture  by 
toe  map  of  Africa.  He  has  a  remarkable  clearness  of  statement,  and 
I  listened  to  his  orderly  arrangement  and  lucid  illustrations  with 
much  interest.  His  lecture  also  was  interspersed  with  questions 
»nd  various  students  were  called  on  to  explain  principles  and  apply 
them  to  facts.  In  general  this  was  done  very  fairly,  and  with  correct 
apprehension.  Owing  to  circumstances,  however,  the  lecture  was 
curtailed,  and  not  quite  so  long  as  I  could  have  wished. 

'^  ^  One  of  the  most  useful,  and  to  me  most  interesting  subjects, 
was  the  ''  criticism  lesson."  One  of  the  second  year  students  gave  a 
lesson  on  "  the  lungs  "  to  a  group  of  pupils  from  the  practising 
school.  This  was  criticised,  after  the  pupils  had  been  dismissed,  by 
liis  brother  students,  and  the  critics  were  then  criticised  by  Mr. 
Curtis.  This  seems  to  me  a  most  excellent  practice,  calculated  to 
make  the  students  keenly  attentive  to  all  the  requirements  of  a  really 
good  lesson,  matter,  style,  language,  and  the  posture,  gesture,  and 
aiximation  of  the  teacher  as  addressing  children.  The  spirit  in  which 
the  different  criticisms  were  given  was  excellent,  and  Mr.  Curtis's 
Bumming  up  omitted  no  essential  point. 

*' '  The  lessons  given  by  the  students  of  the  second  year  were  in 
general  remarkably  good,  and  in  many  cases  admirably  illustrated 
▼ith  sketches  and  diagrams  both  on  paper  and  the  blackboard. 

*' '  So  good  were  these  lessons  that  I  can  only  regret  how  much 
Buch  lessons  seem  to  have  fallen  off  of  late  years  in  our  elementazy 
schools,  teachers  being,  I  presume,  now  so  absorbed  in  grinding  for 
the  "  three  B's  "  as  to  find  no  time  for  them. 

'*'It  remains  to  speak  of  the  readings  and  recitations  of  the 
students  of  both  years.    I  find  that  my  marks  for  these  subjects 
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were  unusually  high,  but  certainly  not  undeservedly  so.  Great 
pains  have  evidently  been  bestowed  on  this  most  useful  portion  of 
the  students'  training.  With  few  exceptions  the  reading  was  good 
and  expressive,  and  the  recitation  very  correct,  and  effective  without 
bombast.  On  the  whole,  all  I  saw  of  the  training  and  teaching  at 
the  Borough  Eoad  impresses  me  with  the  belief  that  the  students  of 
that  institution  are  undergoing  a  most  satisfactory  preparation  for 
their  subsequent  duties  as  schoolmasters.'" 

Mr  Bowstead  further  says  : — 

"  I  may  be  allowed  to  add  to  this,  that  Mr.  A.  F.  Smith,  B.A. 
(London),  Vice-Principal  of  the  institution,  gave  a  lecture  to  a  class 
of  students  on  mathematics  in  my  presence,  and  that  he  displayed  in 
it  that  fulness  of  knowledge  and  power  of  illustration  of  his  subject 
which  I  have  recorded  on  several  previous  occasions.  The  students 
under  instruction  showed  a  lively  interest  in  the  demonstrations 
brought  before  them,  and  answered  with  much  animation  and  intelli- 
gence the  questions  suggested  by  the  various  steps  of  the  process. 

'*  It  does  not  fall  within  the  province  of  an  inspector  of  this  class 
of  institutions  to  report  upon  the  scriptural  instruction  given  by  Mr. 
Saunders,  the  resident  superintendent ;  but  I  have  no  hesitation  in 
bearing  testimony  to  the  powerful  influence  for  good  which  he  exer- 
cises over  the  whole  body  of  students,  and  to  the  excellent  discipline 
and  satisfactory  moral  tone  which  he  is  enabled  to  maintain  through- 
out the  establishment." 

Of  the  Stockwdl    Training  College,  Mr.  Bowstead 

says: — 

"  The  buildings,  the  general  arrangements,  and  the  staff  of  tbid 
institution,  at  the  date  of  our  visit,  were  exactly  the  same  as  they 
had  been  at  the  close  of  the  previous  year,  and  they  were  all  excel- 
lent. I  am  not  aware  that  we  have  in  England  any  normal  college 
for  teachers  of  elementary  schools  which  is  better  adapted  for  its  pur- 
pose, more  carefully  or  thoughtfully  oi^anized,  or  more  skilfiillf 
instructed  than  this. 

"I  heard  lessons  given  by  all  the  resident  teachers,  and  recorded 
my  impression  of  their  merits  by  entries  upon  their  certificates. 
Copies  of  these  entries  are  herewith  transmitted  to  your  Lordships  ; 
and  it  does  not  seem  necessary  in  this  place  to  do  more  than  state 
that  they  are  all  of  a  very  favourable  character,  and  that,  from  tbe 
ability  displayed,  they  could  not  be  otherwise. 

"It  was  necessary  that  all  the  students  should  both  read  sod 
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ncite  before  the  inspector,  and  that  each  of  the  second-year  students 
thoald  give  a  lesson  to  a  class  of  children.  These  exercises  inevit* 
abijoQDjBumed  much  time ;  but  they  were  highly  interesting  in  them- 
8el?es,  and  I  am  persuaded  that  the  time  occupied,  whether  by  the 
students  in  preparation  or  by  the  inspector  in  listening,  was  time 
»eJ]  spent. 

"  Some  of  the  lessons  appeared  to  me  to  be  better  given  than  any 
that  I  had  heard  on  previous  occasions,  and  the  results  were,  on  the 
whole,  highly  creditable.     No  single  student  broke  down,  or  failed 
to  attaiQ,  with  more  or  less  of  success,  the  end  at  which  she  aimed. 
It  seemed  to  me  that  the  two  years'  training  of  these  young  persons 
had  been  very  effective,  and  that  they  would  go  forth  into  our  ele- 
mentary schools  with  a  completeness  of  preparation,  and  just  confi- 
<ieQee  in  their  own  competency  to  execute  the  tasks  before  them, 
which  were  unusual  in  British  schools  under  the  old  Code,  when  the 
stay  at  a  normal  college  was  generally  limited  to  a  single  year.     It 
may  be  expeicted  accordingly  that  the  schools  under  their  charge  will 
be  organized  with  more  than  ordinary  skill,  and  that  we  shall  see  a 
steady  progress  in  the  soundness  and  thoroughness  of  the  instruc- 
tion given  to  the  children,  as  well  as  the  attainment  of  a  higher 
moral  influence  and  a  greater  development  of  disciplined  intelligence. 
"  In  reading  and  reciting  also,  the  second-year  students  were  very 
successful,  many  of  them  displaying  great  taste  and  a  cultivated  style 
of  elocution.     Nor  were  the  first-year  students  very  inferior  to  them 
in  these  respects,  certaLoIy  not  more  so  than  was  to  be  expected  from 
their  more  limited  opportunities  of  improvement." 

In  further  confirmatiou  of  the  efficient  state  of  the 
institution,  both  at  the  Borough  Koad  and  at  Stock- 
well,  your  Committee  have  to  report  that  the  result  of 
the  Examination  for  Certificates  held  at  Christmas  last 
was  highly  gratifying.  Of  the  164  young  persons  pre- 
sented there  was  but  one  failure,  while  141  passed  in 
the  first  and  second  divisions,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  nearly  every  male  student  in  his  second  year,  and 
18  of  the  same  class  from  Stockwell,  were  called  upon 
during  the  year  to  go  out,  for  periods  varying  from  three 
to  eight  weeks,  to  supply  schools  which  must  otherwise 
have  been  closed,  or  have  failed  to  comply  with  the  re- 
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quirements  on  which  aid  towards  their  maintenance  is 
granted  by  the  Committee  of  Council  on  Education. 

With  respect  to  this  department  of  the  Society's 
operq^tioi^  it  would  be  impossible  to  represent,  and  it  is 
not  easy  to  apprehend  and  to  estimate  the  amount  of 
high  principle,  of  patient  application,  of  vigorouB  self- 
control,  and  of  conscientious  and  untiring  diligence 
demanded  and  exercised  in  the  successful  prosecution  of 
the  daily  duties  devolving  alike  on  the  teachers  and  the 
taught.  It  is  matter  of  devout  thankfulness  to  Qod 
that  there  is  so  little  to  which  exception  can  be  taken, 
and  so  much  that  calls  for  distinct  approval  Nor  do 
the  young  people  on  entering  the  spheres  of  labour  and 
usefulness  allotted  to  them  often  belie  the  opinion 
formed  and  the  promise  anticipated  respecting  thenL 
Instances  to  the  contrary  are  comparatively  rare,  while 
the  religious  influence  which  is  exercised  in  the  Train- 
ing CoUege  often  yields  in  their  after  course  correspond- 
ing  and  abundant  fruit. 

The  simple  fact  that  since  the  last  Annual  Meeting 
more  than  120  trained  teachers  have  been  supplied  to 
committees  of  schools  may  be  advanced  as  an  illustratloD, 
not  only  of  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  demand  for 
teachers,  but  of  the  thoroughly  established  oonfidenoe 
of  such  committees  in  the  character  and  qualification  of 
your  teachers. 

MODEL  AND  PEACTISING  SCHOOLS. 

BoBOUOH  BoAD  Model  ahd  PBAcmsorG  School 
FOB  Boys. — This  school  sustains  the  high  reputation  it 
has  so  long  and  so  deservedly  enjoyed.  Instruction  in 
elementaiy  drawing  is  given  to  350  of  the  children,  300 
of  whom  were  presented  for  examination  last  week  under 
the  regulations  of  the  Science  and  Art  Department  At 


a  similar  examination  held  in  May,  1867,  a  considerable 
number  of  prizes  were  awarded  to  the  children  by  that 
Department.     There  are  at  this  time  575  scholars  on 
the  books,  with  an  daily  average  attendance  of  519. 
The  great  drawback  continues  to  operate  as  prejudi- 
cially as  ever,  viz., — ^the  early  age  at  which  the  parents 
mnove  their  children.     To  this  evil  is  superadded  the 
local  difficulty  of  the  shifting  character  of  the  surroimd- 
ing  population.     During  the  year  ended  March  31  last, 
no  less  than  579  have  been  admitted,  making  a  total  of 
68,504  since  the  commencement  of  the  school.     It  is  a 
satisfaction  to  your  Committee  to  be  assmred  that  where 
the  children  remain  for  longer  periods  the  instruction 
given  and  received  is  valued  by  the  parents,  whose 
interest  in  the  public  examination,  held  specially  for 
them  in  the  evening  of  this  day,  is  imabated. 

BoBOUGH  RoAB  GiRLs'  ScJHOOL. — Miss  Pitt,  whose 
appointment  as  the  Teacher  of  this  School  was  reported 
last  year,  has  fulfilled  the  anticipations  formed  of  her 
fitness  for  the  position.  Her  Majesty's  Inspector  says : 
— ^  Tte  Giris'  School  is  orderly,  vigorous,  and  efficient. 
The  Code  examination  presents  considerably  better  results 
than  last  year,  and  the  higher  branches  are  beginning 
to  claim  additional  attention."  The  average  attendance 
for  the  year  has  been  206.  There  are  293  children  on 
the  books,  and  strictly  speaking  belonging  to  the  school. 
In  both  schools  a  good  proportion  of  the  children  were 
presented  for  examination  in  the  extra  subjects,  as  pre- 
acribed  in  the  minute  of  February,  1867. 

Stockwbll  PRAcrnsiNG  ScHOOM  FOR  Girls  and 
Infants. — One  of  the  chief  difficulties  in  the  conduct 
of  these  schools  is  so  to  restrict  the  numbers  as  to 
maintain  the  primary  object  of  their  establishment,  viz^ 
— to  serve  as  practising  schools  for  students  in  training. 
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The  anxiety  of  parents  to  obtain  admission  for  their 
children  has  to  be  repressed,  and  there  is  a  long  list  of 
applicants  who  have  to  wait  for  this  privilega  There 
are  in  attendance  in  the  girls'  school  190,  and  in  that 
for  infants  130.  J.  Gumey  Barclay,  Esq.,  kindly  pre- 
sided at  the  public  examination  of  the  girls'  school  in 
June  last,  and  expressed  his  pleasure  and  approval  by 
giving  £3  to  purchase  six  prizes  for  those  who  had  ex- 
celled in  needlework. 

AGENCY  AND  SCHOOL  INSPECTION. 

The  value  of  this  form  of  service  increases  rather  than 
diminishes.  The  impetus  given  to  popular  Education 
by  legislative  enactments,  and  by  an  almost  universal 
desire  to  seek  Government  aid  towards  the  mainten- 
ance of  existing  schools  or  the  erection  of  new  buildings 
is  considerable.  Hence  advice  is  constantly  sought  from 
your  Agents,  whose  acquaintance  with  the  somewhat 
complicated  details  of  the  Bevised  Code,  as  weU  as  with 
the  practical  working  of  Schools  is,  under  such  circum- 
stances, most  valuable.  That  during  the  year,  and 
chiefly  through  this  Agency,  50  new  schools  should  have 
been  originated  is  an  illustration  both  of  tibe  necessity 
and  the  importance  of  this  department  of  the  Society's 
operations. 

Your  Committee  have  to  report  some  change  and 
modification  in  their  staff  of  inspectors.  Mr.  Milne, 
who  for  some  years  devoted  his  time  to  the  Eastern  and 
Southern  Districts  has  retired^  having  undertaken  a  pri- 
vate collegiate  school  at  Braintree,  whither  he  carries 
with  him  the  best  wishes  of  many  friends  for  his  success. 
Prospective  arrangements  are  in  contemplation  by  which 
to  secure  efficient  agency  and  friendly  supervision  both 
in  the  Eastern  and  Western  Districts.     The  Princi- 
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pality  of  Wales  presents  a  sphere  of  still  extending  nse- 
fiilness,  which  is  ably  occupied  by  Mr.  David  Williams. 
Although  the  connection  of  your  Committee  with  the 
late  Bev.  John  Phillips  of  Bangor,  as  the  agent  of  the 
Society,  ceased  some  three  years  since  in  order  to  his 
entering  on  the  duties  of  Principal  of  the  Training  Col- 
lege in  that  city,  they  cannot  refer  to  the  recent  and 
comparatively  sudden  decease  of  Mr.  Phillips  without 
recording  their  sense  of  the  important  aid  he  rendered 
to  the  cause  of  scriptural  education  in  Wales,  and  to 
his  unwearied  and  successful  efforts  in  the  erection  and 
establishment  of  the  Normal  College  at  Bangor.     They 
are  happy  to  be  able  to  state  that  an  eminently  suitable 
sncoessor  to  Mr.  Phillips  has  been  secured,  and  that  the 
institution  cannot  fail  to  conduce  to  the  spread  of  Edu- 
cation in  that  portion  of  the  British  Islands.

''The  depression  in  trade  to  which  I  referred  last  year  as  affecting 
many  of  the  schools  in  my  district  has  not  passed  away;  nor  has  the 
un&Tonrable  influence  exerted  upon  them  been  greatly  mitigated  up 
to  the  present  time.  The  condition  of  the  parents,  although  in  some 
cases  materially  improved,  has  become  one  of  deep  destitution ;  such 
that  a  comparatively  long  period  of  remunerative  employment  can 
alone  enable  them  again  to  keep  their  children  at  school.  To  a  large 
extent  their  houses  are  still  without  furniture,  and  their  children 
abort  of  food  and  in  rags. 
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"  In  the  localities  which  have  not  heen  so  much  afiectod  by  the  in- 
fluences referred  to  above,  there  has  been  steady  progress  in  several 
respects.  There  is  a  pretty  general  improvement  in  the  average  at- 
tendance at  many  of  the  schools  as  compared  with  the  nomben  on 
the  books ;  so  that,  while  the  nominal  number  of  scholars  is  about  the 
same,  the  benefits  of  the  instruction  afforded  by  the  tehool  are  resllj 
extended.  I  am,  however,  quite  sure  that  this  reform  in  school 
statistics  may  be  carried  much  further  than  has  ever  yet  been  done, 
and  that  the  per  centage  of  absentees  might  be  permanently  mucli 
reduced. 

<<  There  is  now  a  considerable  increase  iu  the  number  of  infimta' 
schools,  and  infants'  departments  of  girls'  schools ;  and  the  disposi- 
tion still  further  to  augment  their  number  seems  to  be  powerful. 
One  of  the  objects  now  most  frequently  aimed  at  by  committees  and 
school  managers,  where  schools  exist  for  boys  and  girls,  is  to  complete 
their  establishments  by  the  formation  of  an  infants'  school.  In  some 
few  cases  there  is  a  fourth  school,  or  rather  a  fourth  departoieiiti 
especially  provided  for  the  babies,  meaning  by  that  term  those  under 
four  years  old.  This  is  often  a  great  relief  to  the  teachers  of  an 
overcrowded  infants'  school;  and  tends  very  much  to  utilize  the 
instruction  given  to  the  remaining  portion  of  the  children.  In  not 
a  few  cases  where  this  has  been  done,  the  children  leafing  tbe 
infants'  school  at  or  about  seven  years  of  age  are  found  qualified  at 
once  to  enter  upon  the  course  of  instruction  in  the  juvenile  schools 
with  much  advantage  to  themselves,  and  very  greatly  to  the  relief  of 
the  teachers. 

"  In  many  of  the  schools  a  considerable  reduction  of  expenditure 
from  the  fiinds  has  been  secured  by  the  children  being  resty  generallj 
induced  to  purchase  their  own  books,  &c.  Where  this  course  is  en- 
couraged, and  the  process  of  purchase  made  easy  by  the  plan  of  pay- 
ment by  weekly  or  monthly  instalments,  the  school  fiinds  are  relieved 
of  a  burden  which,  in  most  cases,  may  justly  and  without  imdue  prea- 
snre  be  borne  by  the  parents.  In  addition  to  this,  I  tiiink  there  is  a 
moral  gain  to  the  children  in  making  them  the  possessors  of  tiie  pro- 
perty comprised  in  their  school  requisites,  and  instructing  and  traimsg 
them  as  to  the  care  and  the  responsibility  such  possession  involvea. 
True,  these  are  small  matters,  but  then  *  little  things  are  great  to 
little  men.' 

**  In  several  of  the  schools  which  come  under  my  notice  the  moral 
training  and  the  Scripture  instruction  are  very  constancy  k^  in 
view,  both  by  the  managers  and  the  teachers,  and  with  the  noit 
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9M§eiarf  rwalte.    Of  what  some  call  reU^iom  ieaekin^y  meaning 
tliarBbjiiieonfoiceiDent  of  iha  pecoliaritieBof  n  seet,!  do  not  speak; 
bat  ntber  of  the  teaching  of  the  simple  veritiea  of  the  Bible,  and 
their  embodiment  and  illustration  in  its  histories  national  and  per- 
lODal,  and  the  lessons  thus  famished  for  our  own  imitation  or  warn- 
ing-  I  know  that  in  many  cases  in  after  life  these  school  lessons 
We  been  reeognised  as  having  instrumentally  supplied  the  germs  of 
vbtt  has  doFeloped  into  a  character  which  has  been  producti?e  of 
fruit  beneficial  to  man  and  glorifying  to  Gt>d. 

"I  find  one  matter  of  regret  very  common  in  the  metropolitan 
■eliools,  viz., — ^the  comparative  infirequency  of  visitation  by  the 
iDuuigers,  and  the  consequent  impression,  often  resting  on  the 
loind  of  the  teadier,  that  no  proper  amount  of  interest  is  felt  by 
them  in  the  schools.  Except  the  G-ovemment  Inspector,  or  the 
•^gent  of  this  Society,  many  teachers  hardly  ever  see  any  one  in 
^ir  schools ;  and  as  a  consequence  they  become  disheartened  and 
t^epreased,  and  one  often  hears  from  them  that  which  indicates  a 
feeling  of  dissatisfaction  in  their  work  as  being  one  in  which  they 
are  called  to  bear  much  annoyance  and  irritation  from  the  unreason- 
ableness  of  parents  and  the  thoughtlessness  of  children ;  while,  at 
^  same  time,  almost  every  manifestation  of  co-operation  and  sym* 
patby  18  withheld.  Interference  by  any  one  with  the  internal  man- 
agement and  discipline  of  the  school  would  of  course  be  quite  out  of 
place ;  but  a  call,  and  a  kind  inquiry  as  to  attendance,  conduct,  Ac., 
voold  not  cost  much  time,  and  would  do  much  good  by  the  indica- 
tion that  would  be  afforded  to  both  alike  of  an  interest  felt  and  mani- 
bted  in  the  teacher  and  scholars."

"The  above  list  very  distinctly  shows  that  there  is  no  lack  of 
opportunities  for  work  to  the  representatives  of  the  Society  in  this 
Northern  District.  But  to  form  an  adequate  idea  of  the  matter, 
it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  list,  though  full,  is  not  complete. 
It  does  not  represent  the  time  occupied  in  correspondence,  in  private 
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intemewB  with  teachers  and  others  on  school  business,  in  preparing 
journals,  quarterly  and  annual  summaries,  and  in  canyassing  and 
waiting  on  subscribers.  The  last-named  duty,  though  delicate  and 
difficult,  is  commonly  a  pleasant  and  encouraging  one. 

"  The  liberal  unsectarian  principles  of  the  Society,  combining  as 
they  so  prominently  do  the  emphatic  recognition  of  fundamental 
religious  truth,  side  by  side  with  the  enforcement  of  sound  and  ample 
secular  instruction,  naturally  commend  themselves  to  their  hearty  ap- 
probation— pleasantly  uniting  in  this  matter  men  of  widely  different 
political  and  theological  views.  It  is  my  privilege  not  nnfrequently  to 
receive  from  such,  in  addition  to  their  subscription,  the  stimulating 
words  of  sympathy  and  kindness.  It  is  pleasant  on  such  occasions 
to  have  the  consciousness  that  this  support  is  not  wasted,  and  a 
source  of  great  satisfaction  to  be  able  to  vindicate  it  by  pointing  to 
the  scrupulous  economy  with  which  the  Society  is  managed ;  and,  as 
proved  by  Gk)vemment  returns  and  other  unimpeachable  testimony, 
to  the  conspicuous  efficiency  with  which  in  all  its  departments  it 
does  its  work. 

"  In  spite  of  these  facts,  I  am  bound  to  add  that  I  have  failed  to 
increase,  as  I  expected  to  do,  the  subscription  Ust.  In  no  single  case 
however,  has  my  fidlure  arisen  from  causes  for  which  either  myself 
or  the  Society  can  be  held  responsible.  Declining  to  contribute  is 
frequently  accompanied  with  expressions  of  good-will,  and  is  usually 
excused  by  reference  to  heavy  local  claims,  and  to  commercial  de- 
pression. It  is  hoped,  if  faint  signs  may  be  regarded,  that  the 
intensity  of  this  depression  is  at  least  gradually  diminishing,  and  that 
the  Society  before  long  will  become  a  sharer  in  the  general  improie- 
ment. 

*'  If  it  were  necessary  to  illustrate  the  utility  of  the  agency  opera- 
tions of  the  Society  it  would  be  easy  to  do  so  by  pointing  to  the 
number  of  conferences  with  school  committees  held  during  the  year. 
The  subjects  of  such  conferences  include  the  selection  of  teacben, 
arrangements  as  to  their  salaries,  and  their  dismissal ;  the  organifl- 
tion  and  efficient  working  of  schools,  time-tables,  and  scales  of  fees; 
obscurities  and  difficulties  connected  with  the  Bevised  Code,  and  tlie 
action  of  the  Council  office ;  and,  especially  for  some  time  past,  bov 
to  bring  the  arrangements  and  management  of  schools  hitherto  con- 
ducted on  the  voluntary  principle  into  harmony  with  the  code 
requirements,  so  that  such  schools  may  at  length  share  with  o^^ 
in  the  many  benefits  of  the  Government  grants. 

''  As  might  be  expected  from  the  nature  of  the  employments,  miniog 
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and  mmofiusturiiig,  so  largely  prevailing  in  this  district,  the  subject 
of  teduucal  education  has  assumed  important  dimensions,  and  occu* 
pied  much  of  the  public  attention.  Its  close  connection  with  the 
eommercial  supremacj  of  the  country  is  becoming  yearly  more 
appsrent  than  before. 

"  It  can  only  be  had,  howerer,  upon  the  basis  of  a  sound  and 
comprehensiTe  system  of  primary  instruction.  Thanks  to  the  exer- 
tions of  our  Society  and  similar  institutions,  such  a  system  happens 
to  be  in  course  of  consolidation,  and  bids  fair  within  a  moderate 
peiiod  to  meet  to  the  full  all  reasonable  demands  that  may  be  made 
upon  it.  It  seems  to  me  necessary  that  such  a  system  should  embrace, 
in  addition  to  the  ordinary  elementary  branches  a  full  share  of  that 
intellectual  culture  that  used  to  be  aimed  at  under  the  old  code,  and 
the  earnest  and  accurate  teaching  of  the  elementary  principles  of 
science,  such  as  was  long  ago  recognised  and  provided  for  in  the 
'  Fourth  Book '  of  the  Society.  The  new  '  minute '  which  provides 
for  the  payment  for  results  in  special  subjects,  as  far  as  its  operation 
goes  is  doing  good,  and  tending  to  raise  the  intellectual  status  of  a 
certain  class  of  schools.  Its  operation  does  not  apply,  however,  in 
this  way  to  the  best  description  of  schools,  which  have  all  along, 
under  the  operations  of  the  new  code,  continued  to  maintain  the 
condition  they  attained  under  the  former  code.  In  the  best  schools 
the  minute  referred  to  simply  adds  a  few  pounds  annually  to  their 
funds. 

*' Schools  of  this  kind  are  the  schools  which  one  finds  always  full 
and  always  with  an  ample  staff  of  good  teachers  hard  at  work.  They 
seem  alike  unaffected  by  either  bad  trade  or  good. 

'*  Such  schools  as  these  come  under  my  observation  in  Manchester, 
Nottingham,  Leicester,  Bradford,  York,  Doncaster,  on  the  banks  of 
the  Tyne,  and  in  various  other  places.  Wherever  they  exist,  and 
have  a  population  to  work  on,  they  unequivocally  demonstrate  these 
facts: — ^That  the  working-classes  are  quite  able  to  redognise  and 
value  educational  excellence,  when  it  is  to  be  found,  and  that  the 
surest  way  to  make  a  school  healthy,  prosperous,  and  popular,  is  at 
any  cost  to  make  it  efficient. 

"  The  want  of  a  due  supply  of  qualified  teachers  has  on  former 
occasions  been  adverted  to  with  regret  in  the  annual  reports.  Using 
the  phrase  in  only  its  ordinary  import  and  application,  I  am  obliged 
to  confess  that  it  is  a  want  yet  to  be  deplored.  Teachers,  eminent 
and  conspicuous  in  their  attainments,  tact,  and  governing  power,  in 
their  ability  to  master  the  intellects,  inspire  the  hearts,  move  the 
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iHlb,  and  kindle  the  energies  and  enthofliasm  of  large  manes  of 
pupils,  must,  like  great  poets  and  great  stateftmen,  ^er  be  rale,  and 
fall  to  the  lot  of  but  few  schools  in  a  generation.  But  otf  teachen, 
well  qualified  in  a  more  moderate  sense,  I  cannot  help  thinking  the 
supply  ought  to  be  more  abundant  than  it  is.  We  need  mote  men 
than  we  get  of  untiring  industry,  adequate  skill,  and  full  deTotion  to 
their  work,  men  of  definite  and  single  purpose,  fertile  In  resource, 
not  easily  discouraged,  able  to  frown  down  etil,  yet  of  genial  temper, 
and  who  measure  their  days  not  by  the  clock  but  by  resulte."

"As  the  past  year  terminated  my  connection  with  the  British  sad 
foreign  School  Society  I  may  be  permitted  in  this,  my  last  repoit, 
to  ^ast  a  brief  retrospective  glance  over  the  period  which  haa  elapsed 
since  my  flppointment  as  your  agent,  in  1857.  Whatever  may  haw 
been  the  progress  made  in  elementary  education  up  to  that  time  it  is 
certain  that  there  still  existed  many  defects  which  the  last  decade 
has  done  much  to  remove.  In  my  district  comparatively  few  schools 
were  under  G-ovemment  inspection ;  most  of  the  teachers  were 
uncertificated  and  not  a  few  were  manifestly  incompetent  for  the 
work  they  had  undertaken.  The  schoolrooms,  also,  in  many  cases, 
were  small  and  inconvenient,  and  poorly  furnished  with  appliances 
for  teaching.  Now,  much  of  this  has  been  changed.  Many  new 
and  beautiful  schoolrooms  have  been  built,  and  old  ones  have  been 
enlarged,  repaired,  and  refitted ;  destitute  localities  hate  been  pro- 
vided for,  and,  above  all,  the  professional  ability,  charact^,  and 
status  of  the  teachers  have  been  greatly  improved. 

"  These  changes  gradually  produced  a  corresponding  change  in 
the  nature  of  your  agent's  work.  During  the  early  years  of  mr 
connection  with  the  Society,  school  iiup^c^ioM  appeared  to  be  my 
fecial  work,  and  in  the  capacity  of  examiner,  my  visits  were  glsdlf 
welcomed  by  school-committees,  who  found  them  beneficial  in  stimu- 
lating the  exertions  of  the  teachers,  pointing  out  defects  and  shoit- 
comings,  and  helping  them  to  form  a  correct  estimate  of  the  state  of 
their  schools.     But  as  the  number  of  schools  under  GoTermnent 
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inspeetkni  incrMMd,  thu  department  of  jour  agent's  work  began  to 

be  more  speeially  directed  to  echoole  not  in  connection  witii  the 

Ccnmittee  of  Conndl.    These  consisted  of  two  dasses— those  whose 

amigerswere  determinedly  opposed  to  Gkremment  interference 

vith  tbe  education  of  the  people,  and  those  who,  from  Tarioos  causes, 

<tmld  not  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Council  Office.    In* 

^esees,  howerer,  were  at  work  in  both  classes,  which,  year  by  year, 

brought  one  and  another  Under  Goyemment  inspection.    Much  of 

mj  time  was  occupied  in  conferring  with  their  managers,  removing 

misapprehensions,  supplying  correct  information,  and  smoothing  the 

vaj  for  the  change,  which  was  felt  to  be  inevitable,  while  it  was 

deplored  as  undesirable.    At  last,  all  opposition  appeared  suddenly 

to  giYe  away,  and  committee  after  committee  sought  an  interview 

with  your  agent  as  a  preliminary  step  to  placing  the  school  under 

Goremtoent  inspection. 

*'In  retiring  from  the  field  at  such  a  time,  I  have  the  satisfaction 
of  feeling  that  the  work  to  which  your  inspectors  were  appointed 
bs  been  in  some  measure  accomplished.  We  have  helped  to  prepare 
tbe  way  for  a  new  and  better  system  than  that  which  it  superseden. 
Pablic  opinion  has  already  traced  the  outline  of  that  system  :  to  fill 
up  its  details  will  tax  tbe  wisdom  and  forethought  of  our  ablest 
statesmen.  It  is  a  proud  satisfaction  to  know  that  they  must  bar- 
mouiie  With  the  principles  of  the  British  and  Foreign  School  Society.*'

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"  Although  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  depression  to  trado)  and 
the  various  industries  of  the  country,  it  is  gratifying  to  record  the 
fact  that  the  progress  of  educational  movements  in  connection  with 
the  British  and  Foreign  School  Society  in  South  Wales  and  Motb 
mouthshire  has  been  one  of  unprecedented  success  and  prosperity. 

"  Since  my  last  annual  report  seventeen  new  schools  have  been 
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opened,  affording  accommodation  for  2,500  children,  and  thirteen 
have  been  remodelled  and  placed  under  Government  inspection. 
The  numbers  attending  several  well-conducted  schools  have  increased 
to  such  an  extent  that  it  has  been  found  neoessaiy  to  extend  the 
buildings,  by  classrooms  and  otherwise  as  the  cases  respectively 
required. 

"  The  establishment  of  new  schools  in  neglected  districts  has  re- 
ceived my  anxious  care  and  attention,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to 
state  that  my  efforts  have  been  attended  with  the  most  cheering 
success.  There  are  now  twenty-one  schools  in  course  of  construc- 
tion which,  when  completed,  will  adequately  contain  4,000  children. 
Several  of  these  are  on  a  large  scale,  in  popular  centres  of  industry, 
while  others  are  in  remote  country  districts  which  were  previously 
almost  destitute  of  the  means  of  day  school  education. 

"  In  the  forty-five  public  meetings  which  I  have  addressed  it  was 
my  constant  and  zealous  aim  to  impress  upon  the  audiences  tbe 
advantages  of  education,  and  the  superior  facilities  which  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  Society  offered  for  the  promotion  of  good  day  achooli 
throughout  the  country. 

"Undoubtedly  these  subjects  are  much  better  understood  and 
appreciated  than  heretofore,  and  attract  greater  interest  among  all 
classes  of  the  community. 

''  Owing  to  the  many  demands  upon  my  time  by  way  of  attending 
conferences  of  committees,  and  otherwise  assisting  in  promoting 
educational  movements  in  new  districts^  where  public  opinion  has 
been  somewhat  unenlightened  respecting  the  Society  and  the  r^:ala- 
tions  of  the  Committee  of  Council  on  Education,  I  have  been  unable 
to  visit  all  the  existing  schools.  Still,  wherever  my  attention  was 
required  to  adjust  differences,  to  remove  prejudices,  and  erroneons 
impressions,  or  to  extricate  managers  and  teachers  from  difficulties 
which  could  be  properly  avoided,  I  have  regularly  paid  visits. 

It  might  be  encouraging  to  the  friends  and  supporters  of  the 
Society  to  observe  the  unmistakable  possession  which  its  unsectariao 
and  Scriptural  principles  have  taken  on  the  public  mind  in  themidet 
of  the  numerous  and  conflicting  schemes  whidi  aspire  to  popnUr 
&vour. 

'*  On  a  former  occasion  I  adverted  to  the  subject  of  night-sehoob. 
I  still  think  that  although  they  are  rapidly  increasing  in  numbers  and 
efficiency,  owing,  no  doubt,  in  a  great  measure  to  the  beneficial  opeia- 
tion  of  the  minute  which  enables  managers  to  have  the  pupils 
examined  at  a  time  most  convenient  for  the  school,  they  have  not  yel 
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ittaiiied  to  that  d^;ree  of  prommence  which  their  great  importance 
at  a  means  of  imparting  and  supplementing  education  demands. 

"  Whilst  the  creation  of  new  schools,  wherever  they  are  required, 
unperatiYely  demands  our  liyely  and  earnest  solicitude,  the  fact  must 
not  be  lost  sight  of,  that  it  is  of  absolute  and  paramount  importance 
tiiat  schools  ahreadj  established  should  continue  to  be  conducted 
withundeTiating  regard  to  effective  and  vigorous  discipline,  imparting 
instroction  on  the  most  approved  educational  principles,  and  culti- 
Tsting  the  highest  and  noblest  principles  of  human  nature." 

DEPOSITORY. 

That  notwithstanding  the  multiplication  of  school 
books  issuing  from  the  press  under  the  patronage  of 
several  eminent  publishers,  your  Depository  should  con- 
tinue 80  fully  to  maintain  its  position,  as  it  regards  the 
extent  of  the  sales  effected,  is  matter  for  congratulation. 
It  is  also  an  indication  of  the  value  attached  to  it  by 
school  managers  generally.  The  number  of  grants  of 
school  materials  made  by  your  Committee  during  the 
year  is  eighty-two.  Of  these  thirty-eight  have  been 
given  to  new  schools,  and  twelve  to  foreign  parts.  A 
more  than  usual  number  of  applications  have  been 
received  from  the  rural  districts,  where  the  aid  thus 
afforded  is  greatly  needed  and  highly  appreciated. 

FOREIGN  OPERATIONS. 

From  the  nature  of  the  case  and  the  limited  resources 
of  your  Committee  the  direct  action  of  the  Society  can- 
not be  commensurate  with  the  necessities  or  demands  of 
a  sphere  so  wide  as  is  represented  by  the  term  Foreign. 
There  is»  however,  hardly  a  portion  of  the  globe  in 
which  there  is  not  the  recognition  of  its  principles  and 
the  influence  of  its  countenance  and  aid.  Persons 
trained  in  its  Normal  Colleges  are  to  be  found  in  dis- 
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taut  lands,  foremost  in  promoting  Scripttital  education, 
either  as  teachers,  missionaries,  inspectors  of  schools, 
heads  of  training  institutions,  or  occupying  positions  in 
public  and  commercial  life,  where,  by  sympathy  and 
early  association  with  the  objects  and  principles  of  the 
Society,   they  render   to   others  earnest   co-operation. 
Such  persons  not  infrequently  present  themselves  at  the 
Society's  premises,  desirous  again  to  see  the  place  where 
twenty   or  thirty  years  since   they   were   trained  or 
taught,  expressing  at  the  same  time  their  strong  and 
unaltered  attachment  to  the  principles  and  their  inte- 
rest in  the  proceedings  of  the  Society.     Though  the 
number  of  teachers  sent  abroad  from  time  to  time  is 
necessarily  few,  they  are  required  for  special  and  im- 
portant service,  and  thus  become  a  power  that  is  repro- 
ductive, and  widely  influential  for  good.    Three  instances 
may  be  adduced  during  the  past  year.     At  the  recom- 
mendation of  your  Committee  Mr.  Barker  has  been 
engaged  to  go  out  to  Madagascab,  to  undertake  the 
charge  of  a  Normal  Institution  for  training  teachers  in 
that  island.     He  sailed  in  February  last.     The  Board  of 
Education  for  the  Bahamas  has  again  applied  for  a 
secretary  and  inspector  of  schools  for  that  colony.    To 
this  responsible  position  Mr.  Blair  has  been  selected  and 
appointed ;  he  left  for  Nassau  in  March.     At  Samoa,  in 
the  Pacific  Ocean,  the  necessity  of  providing  for  the 
instruction  of  the  children  of  a  rapidly  increasing  and 
important  half-caste  population  has  induced  the  friends 
of  education   there  to   seek   a  well-qualified  married 
teacher  to  carry  out  this  object.     At  the  reqttest  of  the 
directors  of  the  London  Missionary  Society  yotir  Com- 
mittee have  recommended  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Shaw  to  occmpj 
this  post,  and  they  are  expected  to  sail  in  July  for  their 
distant  but  interesting  sphere  of  laboui". 
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Various  reports  and  applications  for  aid  have  been 
meived  £rom  the 

WEST  INDIES. 
In  the  early  part  of  the  present  year  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Mylne  came  over  from  Jamaica,  deputed  by  the  Colonial 
Goyenunent  to  engage  three  or  four  teachers  of  skill  and 
experience  for  large  model  and  district  schools  in  that 
island.  Dr.  Mylne  made  application  to  your  Committee, 
but  the  requirement  being  immediate,  and  the  home 
demand  pressing,  it  was  foimd  impossible  to  meet  his 
wishes. 

In  other  West  Indian  Colonies  increased  interest  is 
taken  in  the  education  of  the  poorer  classes.  In  some 
the  pecuniary  amount  appropriated  to  this  object  by 
the  authorities  is  limited. 

Writing  from  Tortohb,  one  of  the  Virgin  Islands,  the 
Rev.  Wm.  Wilkinson  says : — 

"In  the  four  principal  islands  under  this  government  there  are 
between  300  and  400  children  in  the  nine  schools  conducted  by  the 
Wesleyana  and  the  Church  of  England.     But  with  two  or  three 
eiceptions  there  are  no  teachers  worthy  of  their  position.    The  fact 
a,  our  school  funds  are  so  small  that  we  cannot  possibly  offer  salaries 
which  would  be  an  inducement  to  trained  teachers  to  come  to  our  help, 
and  we  think  that  the  giving  up  of  any  school  would  be  a  grand  injury 
to  the  surrounding  population,  as  even  with  our  inefficient  teachers  a 
knowledge  of  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic  may  be  obtained,  not 
in  the  proficiency  we  could  desire,  but  to  an  extent  fitting  the  children 
for  their  position  in  life.     Of  course  other  things  are  not  entirely 
neglected :  we  give  especial  attention  to  the  inculcation  of  moral  and 
religious  duties,  chiefly  in  connection  with  Bible  lessons,  but  with  an 
exception  or  two  our  schools  are  chiefly  elementary.    The  govem- 
nient,  though  willing  to  advance  the  interests  of  education,  is  not 
possessed  of  funds  to  warrant  any  measures  of  liberality ;  the  educa- 
tional grant  is  only  £80  a  year,  to  be  divided  between  the  two  deno- 
minations according  to  the  number  of  children,  and  by  reason  of 
untoward  circumstances  that  is  not  available  frequently  till  some 
time  after  it  is  due. 
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"  Our  Bchoois  or©  totally  unfumishedi  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
worn-out  Bibles  and  Testaments.    If  you  can  recommend  our  case  to 
the  Committee,  and  obtain  for  us  a  grant  of  reading-booka,  maps, 
slates,  alphabet  sheets,  &c.,  such  as  we  may  require,  I  should  b©  much 
obliged.    You  would  at  the  same  time  be  the  means  of  supplying  a 
want  which  I  fear  otherwise  must  remain  uusupplied  altogether. 
And  in  lands  which,  but  for  the  influence  of  the  church  and  the 
school,  must  return  to  a  state  but  little  better  than  their  former  con- 
dition, the  importance  of  sustaining  our  operations  will,  I  doubt  not, 
be  felt  by  your  Committee  as  well  as  ourselves." 

To  this  appeal  your  Committee  had  pleasure  in 
responding. 

Communications  have  been  received  jfrom  Rev.  J-  M. 
Phillipo,  of  Spanish  Town,  Jamaica;  from  Eev.  A.  lindo, 
of  Whitefield,  Jamaica ;  from  Rev.  W.  J.  Gardner,  of 
Kingston,  and  from  others,  reporting  on  their  school  pro- 
ceedings, and  in  grateful  acknowledgment  of  grants  of 
school  materials  made  by  your  Committee. 

SOUTHEEN  AND  WESTERN  AFEICA. 

The  Rev.  E.  Schreak,  who  has  for  some  time  laboured 
at  Christianshorg,  Accra,  visited  this  country  in  1864. 
In  a  letter  received  from  him  at  the  close  of  last  year  he 
refers  to  a  grant  then  made  and  to  his  visit  to  the 
Borough  Eoad  schools.     He  says  :- 

"  On  the  whole  we  are  going  on  well.  "We  have  now  seven  stations, 
a  number  of  out-stations,  and  above  1,000  Christians.  The  nomber  of 
our  schools  increases  annually.  As  our  natives  had  no  written  laQ* 
guage  before  we  arrived  on  the  coast,  schools  are  the  most  important 
branch  of  our  work, 

'^  I  am  glad  to  say  that  by  the  liberal  and  kind  assistance  of  tBc 
British  and  Eoreign  Bible  Society  we  have  now  the  whole  Bible  io 
the  Accra  language  in  our  hands ;  and  into  another  language,  the 
Ashantee  language,  we  have  also  translated  the  New  Testament  aB<! 
the  half  of  the  Old.  This  is  a  great  thing  for  our  work  here,  and 
especially  for  our  schools. 

"  The  number  of  all  the  children  and  adults  in  our  OtoU  Cotft 
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sdioob  wfll  be  about  770,  and  we  are  very  thankful  to  the  Lord  to 
We  eome  00  far.  Since  I  arriyed  I  have  established  two  new  schools 
oaar  this  place,  one  of  them  in  the  headquarter  of  idolatry ;  and  if 
the  Lord  spares  my  life  I  intend  to  do  the  same  in  every  town  and 
Tillage  of  my  whole  district. 

"When  I  visited  your  school  in  London  I  was  very  glad  about  the 
bodily  exercise  your  children  made  on  command  of  their  teachers.  I 
Reintroduced  it  also  here  with  great  benefit ;  it  makes  the  children 
lirely,  and  the  teacher  himself.  At  present  I  am  teaching  every 
week  two  days  and  a  half,  but  I  hope  to  get  some  native  teachers 
after  about  two  or  three  months.  Here  at  Christiansborg  and  in 
Akropong,  on  the  Akwapemon  mountains,  we  have  a  number  of  young 
men  who  are  preparing  themselves  to  become  teachers.  In  the  whole 
we  have  now  about  twenty-three  native  male  teachers  engaged  in 
onr  schools  and  five  female  teachers,  besides  a  number  of  catechists." 

In  an  application  for  a  grant  of  school  materials, 
made  by  the  Rev.  Q.  N.  Thomson,  of  Bell  Town,  Came- 
toons,  he  thus  describes  his  position  and  requirements : — 

"  Our  school  in  this  town  is  new  and  small,  averaging  an  attend- 
ance of  twenty-five.  The  most  advanced  of  the  children  read  in  the 
Third  Class  Books  of  the  Sunday  School  Union. 

"  In  addition  to  the  day  school  I  have  two  youths  whom  I  am 
trjring  to  train  as  teachers.  By  and  by  we  hope  they  will  be  both 
teachers  and  evangelists  to  their  countrymen.  For  their  use  I 
should  be  glad  of  a  few  of  your  more  advanced  books ;  such  books  as 
vould  be  used  by  the  elder  scholars  in  the  British  schools.  The 
principal  need  is  for  elementary  books,  and  these  of  the  simplest 
kind.  Tour  "  Common  Things  "  and  "  Home  "  series  of  books  are 
very  useful  here.  By  explaining  the  commonest  things  they  create 
an  interest,  and  are  in  themselves  an  incentive  to  progress.  "We 
hare  living  with  us  in  the  house  sixteen  children.  By  receiving 
them  into  the  house  we  secure  their  regular  attendance  at  school 
and  also  their  greater  attention.  The  people  here  are  entirely  igno- 
rant, but  there  is  a  growing  desire  on  the  part  of  the  fathers  to  have 
tlieir  children  grow  up  able  to  read  and  write.  As  they  do  this  that 
desire  will  increase,  and  by  and  by  even  the  Cameroons  may  be  as 
thoroughly  educated  as  they  are  now  ignorant." 

SOUTH  SEAS. 

AmonfiT  the  natives  of  the  numerous  erroups  of  islands 
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in  the  Ppi^ifio  Ooean  there  appe^grs  both  a  desire  and  an 
aptitude  to  reoeive  instruction,  and  in  no  part  of  the 
mission  field  have  the  missionaries  been  more  assiduous 
and  earnest  in  furnishing,  to  the  extent  of  their  ability, 
tj^p  paeans  pf  p^^pation  to  the  people,  both  juvpnilp  and 
adult. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  an  interesting  letter 
recently  received  from  the  Rev.  W,  G,  Lawes,  of  Savage 
Island.  It  is  in  acknowledgment  of  a  box  of  school 
materials  ^p^t  out  by  yoi^:  Committee.  Mr.  Xiaw^ 
says : — 

f*  It  is  with  great  pleasure  I  write  to  inform  yon  of  the  safe  aniTal 
of  a  1)02^  pf  8cl^9ol  m^teriala  firoiq  your  Society,  ^-^^pept  my  warmest 
thanks  for  the  grea^  help  to  us  jr^  our  ejucatipn^  work.  The 
natural  history  plates  are  beautiful,  and  will  interest  the  children  in 
our  schools  not  a  little. 

''  It  is  yery  difficult  to  cqnvey  a  ppr^ct  idea  of  t}ie  positiop  in 
pyjlj^at;ion  21^1^^  pdupation  pf  a  people  li^e  this  to  any  iprl^o  bare  not 
seen  them.  You  woi^d  |>^  surprised  at  their  intelligence  01^  some 
poinds,  and  eqi;fdly  q^rprispd  at  tlipir  i^oranpq  on  ptherfu  Ibe 
natiyefi  pf  ^his  island  h^ve  not  long  emerged  ^^  )ieatb^iiisiQt  ^^^ 
vfl  its  grpss  d^rfcness  ^nd  ignoraQpe.  ^t  is  not  ^lore  than  twelve 
years  since  t^ie  first  little  book  was  printed  in  their  la^gi^ag^;  One 
cannot  r^asopably  expect  much  from  them  yet,  neither  can  wp  be 
surprised  if  they  s^«  slp^  tp  appreciate  the  benefits  of  ^dupation. 
Many  are  gop^  readers — a1^  least  2,000.  ^e  children  are  very  quick 
to  lepn,  and  we  have  ])een  surprised  i^t  many  who  can  now  read  well 
who  never  saw  a  letter  until  past  fifty  ypacs  of  ag^  We  have  been 
here  a  littlp  more  than  five  years,  and  (do.qe  ^  far  as  European  help 
is  conperpe^. 

"  I  felt  &om  the  beginning  of  my  resicleuce  amongst  them  that  tbe 
first  grpat  work  I  had  to  do  was  to  give  them  the  New  Testament  in 
their  pw^tpngue.  ^s  G-od  has  enabled  me  to  dp.  The  whole  is  trans- 
lated, and  I  hope  by  this  time  printed.  The  Sydney  Auziliaiy  of 
the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  have  kindly  undertaken  to 
print  it  for  us,  and  we  have  now  the  promise  of  another  missionaij} 
80  that  we  may  now  hope  to  overtake  our  work  in  all  its  deptrt- 
me^^,    GltiU  %\\9  chil4r^i^  h^ve  no^  beep  ^i^l^pted.    ^ctlop)f  VA^ 


for  duUm  ad  adohs  hftfe  been  regularly  bold,  and  with  gratifying 
natm.  One  adult  aefaool  and  three  or  four  children's  are  held  in 
^  riUagBi  eray  wedk.  They  are  generally  held  at  6.80  a^m.,  and 
<io  not  last  more  than  an  hour  or  an  hour  and  a  half. 

"Li  addition  to  the  ordinary  schools  I  have  a  young  men's  writing 
lod  BOkle  dasB^  whidi  meets  once  a  week.  From  this  dass  are 
sdeeted  young  men  for  native  teachers.  Many  of  them  are  quick  to 
iom  and  ^>t  to  teach.  I  hope  they  will  be  useful  as  teachers  both 
ben  and  on  other  inlands. 

''The  teachers'  dass  consists  of  young  men  who  reside  here  and 
are  tnuning  for  teachers.  I  meet  them  four  times  a  week.  The 
mbjects  are, — ^writing,  arithmetic,  Old  Testament  history,  geography, 
and  a  little  English.  The  young  men  make  good  progress.  They 
are  rather  slow  with  arithmetic  and  geography.  They  have  no  use 
for  the  former,  and  the  latter  is  all  new  to  them. 

*^  We  have  jnat  received  a  fine  pair  of  globes,  a  present  from 
Campbelton,  in  Scotland.  With  these  I  hope  to  make  somewhat 
plain  the  mysteries  of  geography." 

The  Refv.  W.  W.  Gill,  writing  from  Mangaia^  thus 
alludes  to  the  wreck  of  the  John  Williams^  the  missionary 
ship  belonging  to  the  London  Missionary  Society^  and 
pleads  for  a  renewal  of  the  grant  of  school  materials  sent 
out  in  her.  Your  Committee  have,  under  the  circum- 
stances, made  the  renewal  of  the  grant.    Mr.  Gill  says : — 

"  Unhappily  the  beautiful  new  ship  we  so  long  and  so  wearily 
waited  for  ia  a  total  wreck  at  Savage  Island  Not  a  bag  of  flour  has 
been  sayed  for  the  support  of  our  families,  not  a  slate  from  the 
British  and  Poreign  School  Society  has  reached  us.  Under  these 
circnmstancea  I  feel  sure  that  the  Committee  will  not  hesitate  to 
renew  the  grant  formerly  made. 

"  Our  schools  stOl  prosper.  Two  successive  hurricanes  haye  made 
it  impossible  for  our  young  people  to  attend  so  regularly  as  formerly, 
as  more  time  is  necessarily  given  to  the  planting  of  food.  Still  the 
numbers  remain  about  the  same  as  formerly, — in  the  three  schools 
700  scholars.  The  Bible  is  our  chief  class-book.  A  very  large  pro- 
portion of  our  population,  adult  and  juvenile,  can  read  and  write  in 
their  own  dialect.  Slates  and  copy-books  are  unfortunately  very 
Bcaroe  here,  or  n^or^  might  be  done  in  the  way  of  ciphering.  The 
young  people  are  very  desirous  to  learn.    Some  are  really  clever  at 
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figures.  Great  interest  is  taken  in  biblical  and  secular  geography. 
Will  you  kindly  send  us  your  large  map  of  the  world  P  It  would  be 
invaluable.  Our  old  one  I  found  here  over  fifteen  yean  ago  has 
been  patched  and  repatched  so  often  that  the  pieces  will  scarcely 
hold  together.  I  fear  you  will  think  me  troublesome ;  but  I  plead 
not  only  for  our  young  people  but  for  our  adult  population,  who  are 
continually  coming  to  me  to  have  pointed  out  countriee  and  cities 
they  hear  of  from  time  to  time.  Occasionally  shameful  hoaxes  are 
played  off  upon  simple  natives  by  those  who  ought  to  know  better. 
They  invariably  come  to  their  missionary  to  learn  the  truth." 

The  Rev.  M.  Dyson,  writing  from  Mua^  Togatahu^  one 
of  the  Friendly  Islands,  refers  to  a  grant  of  school  ma- 
terials, sent  out  in  the  John  Wesley^  from  the  wreck  of 
which  they  had  been  saved,  though  somewhat  damaged 
He  says : — 

"  There  are  tweniy-one  villages  in  connection  with  Mua,  and  we 
have  day  and  Sunday  schools  in  fifteen  of  them.  The  children  from 
the  other  six  villages  attend  our  schools  in  some  of  the  fifteen.  The 
slates  have  been  nearly  all  disposed  of  to  these  schools,  and  the 
children  are  also  getting  the  slate  pencils.  To  lead  the  children  to 
value  them,  I  have  required  them  to  bring  a  trifling  article  of  food 
for  the  pencils  and  slates,  and  they  have  generally  done  so,  but  I 
have  sold  none  for  money. 

"  Education  is  well  attended  to  in  the  Friendly  Islands.  Besides 
a  network  of  regular  day  schools  over  the  group  for  children  we  hare 
four  schools  for  training  native  teachers  preparatory  to  their  admis- 
sion into  our  district  institution.  We  have  a  missionary,  a  very 
worthy  joxmg  man,  whose  entire  attention  is  given  to  the  institution. 
Our  preparatory  schools  are  conducted  by  ourselves,  in  addition  to 
the  regular  mission  work  among  the  people. 

"  There  are  thirteen  young  men  at  present  in  mine.  We  have  an 
allotment  of  land  in  the  suburbs  of  the  town,  and  fourteen  hooses 
built  upon  it,  in  which  they  and  their  families  reside,  for  most  d 
them  are  married.  In  the  centre  of  the  land  we  have  just  erected  s 
school-house  or  class-room.  There  are  no  school  maps  in  this  sts- 
tion,  and  I  cannot  afford  to  buy  a  set  m3rBelf  or  I  would  do  so.  The 
young  men  have  only  begun  to  write  on  paper  since  we  got  jovr 
copy-books.  They  have  been  accustomed  before  to  write  only  on 
•lates.  They  are  giving  much  of  their  attention  to  the  work  of  A* 
ool" 
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INDIA  AND  THE  EAST. 


In  a  former  report  allusion  was  made  to  the  Christian 
Vernacular  Education  Society  for  India^  and  to  the  fact 
that  Mr.  Charles  J.  Bodgers,  trained  at  the  Borough 
Road,  had  gone  out  to  the  Punjab  to  superintend  the 
training  institution  of  that  society.  Your  Committee 
continue  to  receive  most  gratifying  reports  of  the  value 
in  which  his  services  are  held.  Among  the  applications 
received  during  the  year  was  one  from  the  Punjab 
Brandk  of  the  Vernacular  Society,  soliciting  pecuniary 
aid  towards  the  erection  of  their  proposed  Training 
CoU^e  and  a  Model  School  Under  the  special  circum- 
stances of  the  case,  your  Committee  made  a  grant  of 
^25,  which  was  supplemented  by  a  donation  from  one 
of  the  members  of  the  Committee. 

After  a  spedal  acknowledgment  of  this  donation, 
Mr.  Bodgers  says  : — 

'*  We  hope  that,  inasmach  as  we  now  have  £400  in  hand,  and 
GoTernment  has  promised  to  double  this,  that  ere  the  end  of  this 
jear  our  buildings  will  be  commenced.  The  British  and  Foreign 
School  Society  will  ever  be  a  creditor  of  the  Christian  Vernacular 
Society.  The  Punjab  has  come  nobly  forward  with  its  subscriptions. 
Hie  native  churches,  too,  give  extensively,  considering  their  age  and 
their  numbers.  It  is,  however,  to  the  great  capitalists  of  the  West 
that  Indian  Christian  operation  will  look  for  assistance  for  many 
yean  to  come.  When  native  agents  have  been  trained,  and  they  can 
occupy  our  places,  we  may  back  out.  Many  natives  are  now  under 
training  in  yarious  places.  The  Punjab  has  not  as  yet  yielded  many 
to  the  ranks  of  such,  for  we  have  but  just  received  it,  as  it  were, 
from  the  jungle. 

''However  results  are  being  obtained.  The  people,  as  a  mass,  are 
receiving  inteUectual  light  sufficient  to  cause  them  to  cast  away  their 
idols  to  the  moles  and  bats.  Still,  though  these  things  of  night  are 
beiDg  banished,  the  sun  has  not  fully  risen.  The  mission  school 
here  has  been  established  some  fifteen  years. 

"  Our  students  are  low  in  caste,  purpose,  ability,  and  everything. 


The  inspector  said,  however,  the  other  day :  'The  least  I  can  say  of 
the  instruction  given  here  is,  that  it  is  excellent.'  This  is  our  first 
report,  hence  %  can  get  no  higher.  I  am  sorry  for  myself.  The 
students,  however,  were  not  up  to  the  mark.  But  fancy  the  Borough 
Boad  students  examined  in  English,  Greek,  Syriac,  and  Armenian, 
in  addition  to  their  present  work,  and  you  will  have  an  idea  of  our 
labours. 

"  For  myself,  I  ci|n  only  say  that  I  labour  stQl  at  the  langoage. 
I  have,  however,  commenced  Persian,  for  an  acquaintance  with  it 
considerably  lightens  our  labours  in  Urdu.  I  suppose  I  ought  to 
know  Arabic,  too,  in  order  to  be  a  thoroughly  good  vemacnlar 
teacher ;  but  I  cannot  attempt  it.  I  kiiew  a  misaionaiy  onee  who 
tri^d  to  learn  Hindee,  Urdu,  Punjabee,  Persian,  and  Axabio  all  at 
once.  This  same  gentleman  was  a  man  of  most  moderfite  linguistic 
powers.  The  result  was  he  spoke  none  well.  T^e  read  all  a  v^ 
little,  and  he  was  a  puzzle  to  every  native  he  came  across;  a 
mixture  of  absurdities.  Eancy  my  meeting  you,  giving  you  a  bit  of 
native  P^rbyshirOi  a  bit  of  Addison,  a  phrase  of  Sbakspeara,  a  quota* 
tion  from  Plato,  another  from  Virgil^  a  third  from  Pavid,  p^i  a 
fourth  from  Mohammed.  Such  was  the  common  custom  of  my  ac- 
quaintance when  he  met  a  native.  He  began  in  Persian  and  Arabic, 
descended  thence  to  Punjabee,  Urdu,  and  Hindee,  and  ended  by 
going  off  muttering  in  EngUah." 

Notwithstanding  this  amusiDg  disolauner,  your  Com- 
mittee  learn  that  Mr.  Rodgers  is  not  only  zealously 
and  successfully  prosecuting  his  ordinary  duties^  tut  is 
diligently  giving  Jiin^lf  to  the  further  acquisition  of 
languages. 

Syria. — Beirut. — Interesting  intelligence  has  been 
received  of  the  continued  prosperity  of  the  educational 
institutions  established  in  I860,  after  the  massacre  of 
the  Christians  at  Damascus  and  in  the  Lebanon.  Nine 
hundred  native  pupils  of  v^ous  denominations  are 
t9.ught  the  ordinary  branches  of  education  and  female 
industry,  and  aU  learn  to  read  the  8ori|ktuxe8  in  EDgliah 
«nd  Arabio. 
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At  a  leoezit  ezaminatioo,  the  attendance  of  natives 
was  veiy  larger  and  the  intere^  ^wakened  and  expressed 
wa3  most  encouraging.  Yqut  Committee  have  had 
pleasure  in  permitting  the  purchase  of  school  materials 
at  half  the  reduced  price  for  the  use  of  these  schools. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  subjects  which  have 
necessarily  engaged  the  attention  of  your  Committee  in 
the  prosecution  of  their  duties,  others  of  a  more  special 
kind  have  not  beep  overlooked.  Among  these  may  be 
mentipned  the  question  of  rating  charities  and  schools 
by  the  parochial  authorities.  Allusion  was  made  in  a 
former  report  to  the  impolitic  character  and  prejudicial 
operation  of  this  new  impost  upon  the  patience  and 
resources  of  t;he  supporters  of  such  institutions.  A 
nmuerovjs  and  influential  deputation,  in  which  youp 
Committee  was  represented,  waited  by  appointment  on 
the  Priwe  Minister  in  March  last,  introduced  by  the 
Earl  of  ^arrowby,  and  accompanied  by  His  Royal 
Higl^ie^s  tfce  Piike  of  Cambridge,  to  urge  the  intro- 
duction of  a  bill  for  restoring  the  exemption^  until  very 
recently  enjoyed,  of  charities  and  schools  from  the  paro- 
chial and  other  rates.  Early  and  ecgiTiest  consideration 
was  promised  to  the  representations  of  the  deputation. 

Tj^p  subject  oi^' technical  instruction^^  has  also  engaged 
the  attention  pf  ypur  Committee,  especially  in  connec- 
tion ^th  the  proposals  and  encouragements  for  its 
cultivation  prppoimded  by  the  Science  and  Art  Depart- 
ment of  the  CoDMnittee  of  Council  on  Education  in  their 
Minute  of  December  last.  Undpr  tb^t  Minute  the 
students  in  training  are  eligible  to  qualify  themselves 
for  examination  in  certain  prescribed  subjects  as  a 
preparation  for  giving  such  instruction,  Without-for- 
getting pr  forpgoing  the  primary  object  of  their  ^ 
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it  appeared  desirable  that  the  young  men  should  be 
prepared  to  meet  any  reqidrements  that  might  arise  in 
the  other  direction.  A  Science  Committee  was  accord- 
ingly formed,  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the 
Department,  and  last  week  sixty-nine  students  were 
presented  for  examination.  While  fully  sympathizing 
in  the  importance  of  technical  instruction,  just  now  so 
much  advocated,  your  Committee  are  convinced  that 
the  best  guarantee  for  its  extended  and  successful  prose- 
cution is  to  be  found  in  the  extension  and  improvement 
of  elementary  education,  constituting,  as  it  must  do,  the 
only  foundation  on  which  to  raise  an  educational  super- 
structure that  shall  combine  strength  with  beauty,  use 
with  ornament,  safety  with  solidity. 

Upon  the  working  of  the  educational  clauses  in  recent 
legislative  enactments  affecting  certain  trades,  and  limit- 
ing the  hours  of  labour  for  children  and  young  persons, 
your  Committee  have  to  report  favourably.  The  last  of 
these  Acts,  entitled  the  "Workshop  Begulation  Act,** 
came  into  operation  on  the  first  day  of  the  present  year, 
so  recently  that  it  would  be  premature  to  speak  of  the 
extent  to  which  its  provisions  and  restrictions  will  pro- 
mote early  and  half-time  instruction.  In  some  cases 
employers  have  dispensed  with  juvenile  labour;  but 
this  has  arisen  from  the  almost  universal  stagnation  of 
trade  and  manufacture  incident  to  the  past  twelve 
months.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  in  busier  times, 
and  as  work  and  wages  improve,  this  Act,  in  common 
with  others  similar  in  character,  must  bring  under  in- 
struction very  many  hitherto  neglected  children. 

The  measure  introduced  into  Parliament  under  the 

title  of  **  An  Act  to  regulate  the  Distribution  of  Sums 

granted  by  Parliament  for  Elementary  Education  in 

^ngland  and  Wales ;  and  for  other  purposes,"  oonsists 
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mainly  oi  the  proposed  transfer  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Committee  of  Council  on  Education  to  a  special  depart- 
ment, to  be  placed  under  the  direction  of  a  Secretary  of 
State.  In  the  judgment  of  your  Committee  \\j&  practical 
value  in  promoting  and  extending  the  education  of  the 
country  would,  in  its  present  form,  prove  very  meagre. 

It  will  be  apparent,  from  this  cursory  survey  of  the 
field  over  which  the  aid  and  influence  of  the  Society  is 
diflFused,  that,  whether  at  home  or  abroad,  there  are  calls 
and  claims  for  help  beyond  the  pecuniary  means  awarded 
to  your  Committee  by  its  supporters.     By  the  exercise 
of  a  careful  but  wise  economy  the  balance-sheet  for  the 
year  presents  a  deficit  of  only  £38.   If  it  were  a  question 
whether  the  objects  sought  or  the  means  employed  were 
legitimate — whether  the   resxilts   attained    under    the 
Divine  blessing  were  few  in  nimiber,  doubtful  in  char- 
acter,  or   evanescent  in   endurance,    your   Committee 
might  be  less  solicitous  about  the  further  extension  of 
their  efforts.     They  believe  that  the  more  thoughtfully 
the  proceedings  of  the  Society  are  examined,  and  its 
principles  tested,  the  more  cordially  will  they  be  ap- 
proved  and  supported.     Encouraging  tokens   present 
themselves   on   every   hand.      Since    the  last    annual 
meeting  fifty  new  schools  have  been  opened ;  twenty- 
one  more   are  in  coxirse  of  erection   in    Wales  onlyy 
besides  a    large    number  re-modelled  and  improved. 
The  multiplication   of  night  schools  is  found  to  act 
favourably  both  on  parents  and  children,  prompting  the 
desire  as  well  as  supplying  the  means  of  instruction.    By 
the  regulations  of  the  Committee  of  Council  for  the  ex- 
amination of  these  schools,  managers  are  brought  into 
necessary  and  direct  contact  with  the  learners ;  mutual 
interest  is  thus  excited  and  mutual  confidence  promoted. 
Public  examinations  of  the  day  schools  are  more  frequent, 
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aiid  donations  of  books  and  money  are  sometmies  given 
by  local  committees  to  those  scholars  proved  to  be  most 
deserving.  At  a  recent  examination  of  a  large  Lancas- 
terian  school  in  Manchester,  held  under  the  presidency 
of  Robert  Gladstone,  Esq.,  and  in  which  nearly  1,000 
children  are  in  daily  attendance,  a  novel  and  suggestive 
method  of  rewards  was  adopted.  Mr.  Gladstone  handed 
to  Several  of  the  best  boys  **  bank  books,'*  which,  when 
opened,  showed  that  sums  vatying  from  £1  downwards 
had  been  placed  in  the  savings  bank  tb  the  credit  of 
the  recipients  by  the  committee  of  the  schools.  Instances 
of*  generous  and  enlightened  interest,  on  the  part  of  the 
more  wealthy,  and  of  self-sacrifice  among  the  poor,  con- 
stantly come  under  the  notice  of  your  Committee,  all 
indicative  of  a  grovTing  desire  to  promote  and  to  secure 
the  means  of  instruction  for  the  present  and  the  coming 
generation. 

Looking  beyond  the  immediate  sphere  of  the  Society's 
operations,  your  Committee  observe  with  satisfaction  the 
wide  and  deep  interest  everywhere  manifested  to  retrieve, 
as  far  as  possible,  the  effect  of  past  indifference,  and  to 
remove  the  opprobrium  that  must  ever  be  attached  to 
neglected  ignorance.  The  recent  growth  of  public  opinion 
in  this  direction,  though  apparently  rapid,  has  in  reality 
been  slow,  the  result  of  {)atient  toil,  and  is  the  develop- 
ment of  processes  like  those  in  the  material  world,  silent, 
and  by  many  imobserved.  As  the  genial  rain  serves  to 
extend  the  foliage,  and  thus  clothes  the  scenery  with  an 
appearance  as  fiill  of  present  beauty  as  of  future  promise, 
so,  tmder  Divine  Providence,  passing  and  concurrent 
events  have  no  doubt  contributed  towards  this  striking 
change  in  the  social  aspects  by  which  we  are  surrounded. 

The  position  attained  and  the  prospect  presented  are 
not  merely  for  observation^  but  for  action.   Thus  regarded 


and  improved,  the  present  will  become  one  of  those  social 
epochs,  which,  recorded  on  the  page  of  history,  wiU  bear 
the  test  of  time  and  the  approval  of  posterity.  On  the 
other  hand,  should  the  awakened  interest  now  taken  in 
the  education  of  the  people,  and  especially  of  the  poorer 
classes,  lapse  into  indifference,  or  be  perverted  to  party 
ends  or  political  interests,  an  opportunity  will  be  lost 
which  may  not  soon  return,  or,  returning,  bring  with  it 
reflections  and  reproaches  on  the  memory  of  those  who 
failed  to  discern  their  duty  and  to  appreciate  their  privi- 
lege. To  "  educate  a  party  "  has  become  a  familiar  phrase, 
and  among  some  a  byword — to  "educate  the  people" 
may  well  become  a  watchword  with  those  who  seek  the 
well-doing  and  well-being  of  their  country  and  their 
kind.  Not  that,  in  the  judgment  of  your  Conunittee, 
education  is  the  panacea  for  every  moral  malady,  or  the 
antidote  to  every  social  ill :  they  do,  however,  regard  it 
as  a  means  to  an  end  ;  that  end  being  the  mental  and 
moral  elevation  of  those  who,  without  it,  become  the 
slaves  of  vice,  the  victinas  of  superstition,  and  the  prey 
on  whom  tihe  designing  fasten  or  impose.  Based  upon 
the  truths,  and  imbued  with  the  principles  contained  in 
the  Holy  Scriptures,  it  becomes  a  power  for  good,  not 
only  to  the  intellect  but  the  heart — a  power  which  cannot 
fail  to  protnote  the  peace,  the  progress,  and  the  true 
exaltation  of  any  nation. 

With  these  convictions  and  aspirations,  your  Com- 
mittee again  commend  this  Institution  to  the  increased 
sympathy  and  extended  support  of  its  friends,  hoping 
and  believing  that  past  successes  will  be  but  as  the 
earnest  of  t  coming  shower  of  blessing — as  the  dawning 
light  that  fthall  usher  in  that  day  when  knowledge,  the 
highest  and  the  holiest^  the  knowledge  of  the  Lord,  shall 
cover  the  whole  earth.

^Banbury.  JBoys,  247.  GirU,  204.  **  The  committee  of  manage- 
ment of  the  Britisli  Schools  congratulate  their  supporters  and  friends 
upon  the  attainment  of  the  twenty-seventh  anniversary  of  the  open- 
ing of  the  institution. 

"They  have  much  satisfaction  in  recording  the  following  state- 
ments, proving  as  they  do  that  the  schools  have  lost  none  of  their 
vigour,  and  that  their  hold  upon  the  confidence  of  the  public  is  in 
^  degree  lessened. 

**  The  school  registers  give  the  following  numbers  for  the  year 
ended  May  31, 1867  :— Admitted,  boys,  181,  girls,  127 ;  total,  258;; 
left,  boys,  112,  girls,  72  ;  total,  184 :  average  attendance,  boys,  185, 
girls,  162 ;  total,  347 :  present  attendance,  boys,  215,  girls,  191 ; 
total,  406  :  number  ou  the  books,  boys,  247,  girls,  204 ;  total,  451 : 
Average  attendance  during  last  three  months,  boys,  248,  girls, 
237 ;  total,  485 :  making  a  total  of  1,689  boys,  and  1,271  girls,  ad- 
mitted since  January,  1854. 

"  Dr.  MoreU,  Her  Majesty's  Inspector,  visited  the  schools  on  the 
5th  of  June  last,  when  170  boys  were  presented  for  examination  in 
reading,  writing  and  spelling,  and  arithmetic,  of  whom  all  passed  in 
wilting  and  spelling,  167  in  reading,  and  160  in  arithmetic ;  108  girls 
^ere  presented  for  examination  in  the  same  subjects,  of  whom  all 
pasted  in  writing  and  spelling,  106  in  reading,  and  102  in  arithmetic 
—four  boys  were  presented  in  Standard  Vll.,  and  all  passed,  and  33 
boys  and  25  girls  were  examined  in  grammar  and  geography,  and  all 
passed. 

*'  It  is  worthy  of  remark  that  no  special  preparation  was  made  for 
these  examinations  in  the  higher  subjects ;  indeed  it  was  not  decided 
^til  Her  Majesty's  Inspector  had  arrived  that  they  should  be  held. 
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"  An  agreeable  and  instructiye  meeting  was  held  in  the  bop' 
Bchool  on  the  evening  of  the  llth  October  last^  the  primary  otgeet 
of  which  was  the  presentation  of  ihe  following  certificates  and 
prizes,  all  earned  by  students  of  your  schools : — 

'*  Twenty-six  certificates  and  eight  prizes  awarded  by  the  Scieiice 
and  Art  Department  to  students  of  the  Art  School,  including  one 
full  certificate  in  five  subjects,  and  two  other  in  firar  sulgeets ;  d9 
certificates  and  15  prizes  awarded  by  the  same  department  to 
students  of  the  Natural  History,  Elementary  Mathematics,  and 
Physical  Geography  Classes  in  the  Science  School,  with  8  locsl 
prizes  awarded  to  those  who  took  first  class  certificates  in  Natural 
History,  and  1  local  prize  in  Physical  G^graphy.  Sixteen  certifi- 
cates and  11  medals  awarded  to  the  elder  boys  by  your  committee 
for  regular  attendance,  good  conduct,  and  persereranoe,  and  12 
scholars'  certificates  awarded  by  Her  Majesty's  Inspector  to  the  elder 
pupils  in  the  girls'  school. 

'*  Much  additional  interest  was  imparted  to  the  ooeasioii  by  tbe 
exhibition  of  many  valuable  and  curious  objects  placed  at  the  dispool 
of  your  committee  by  several  gentlemen  to  whom  your  committee's 
thanks  are  due. 

*^  Arrangements  having  been  made  for  holding  a  local  examination 
in  connection  with  the  University  of  Cambridge,  at  Bloxham,  at  the 
close  of  last  year,  it  was  suggested  that  several  of  the  elder  papils 
of  the  boys'  school  should  be  presented  for  examination,  which  was 
accordingly  done,  with  the  gratifying  result  that  three  of  your 
scholars,  namely,  J.  H.  Cave,  E.  Gh.  Day,  and  A.  Fairfiu,  snooessfbllj 
passed  examinations  in  religious  knowledge^  English ;  viz.  :^Coin- 
position,  history ;  physical,  political,  and  commercial  geography  and 
grammar  with  analysis ;  mathematics ;  natural  history,  and  drawing; 
and  obtained  certificates,  J.  H.  Cave  obtaining  also  honourable  men- 
tion for  his  knowledge  in  zoology. 

*'  The  elementary  School  of  Art  still  meets  in  your  boys'  sdiool- 
room,  and  is  at  present  attended  by  51  male  and  25  female  studenti- 

**  Your  coDunittee  regret  to  be  compelled  to  make  an  urgent  appeal 
to  all  who  take  an  interest  in  the  continued  prosperity  of  these  sdioob 
for  pecuniary  assistance,  now  very  much  needed  to  discharge  liabili- 
ties incurred  by  your  committee  in  extensive  repairs  whidi  ba^ 
become  necessary  to  the  roofs  of  the  school  buildings." 

Batt^Ha.  Boyt,  05.  Oirh,  85.  ''The  managers  have  great 
satisfaction  in  submitting  to  tiie  friends  of  edncattoii  in  tte  piuiib, 
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the  last  reports  of  Her  Majesty's  Inspector,  J.  P.  Morell,  Es^., 

LLJ).,  together  with  an  audited  statement  of  accounts  for  the  year 
ending  S^tember  80, 1867,  from  which  it  wiU  be  ^een  that  in  the 
maoagement  of  these  schools  the  strictest  regard  is  h^d  to  economy, 
efficiency,  and  practical  utility. 

''BoTS. — ^At  the  inspector's  annual  visit  on  the  5th  of  October, 
81  boys  who  were  qualified  by  their  attendance,  were  presented  for 
examination.  Out  of  this  number  75  passed  in  reading ;  81  in 
writing ;  and  74  in  arithmetic.  Passes  in  Standards  from  I.  to  lU., 
164,  and  in  Standards  IV.  to  VI.,  66. 

'^  GiBLB. — At  the  October  examination,  out  of  64  girls  who  were 
qualified  for  presentation,  58  passed  in  reading ;  62  in  writing ;  and 
52  in  arithmetic  Passes  in  Standards  from  L  to  III.,  139,  from 
Standards  IV.  to  VI.,  33. 

"  Subjoined  is  a  summary  of  Her  Majesty's  Inspector's  report — 

"  This  school  continues  to  be  very  largely  attended  and  carefully 
managed.  There  has  been,  I  think,  a  steady  improvement  for  the 
last  three  years.  The  number  of  infants  is  now  so  large  that  a 
separate  infant  school-room  is  highly  desirable. 

"  On  this  report  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  of  Education  remarks 
*— *I  am  to  inquire  from  my  lords  whether  the  managers  are  willing 
to  carry  out  Her  Majesty's  Inspector's  suggestion,  and  constitute  a 
Beparate  school  for  the  infants  under  their  certificated  teacher  ?  ' 

"  To  this  inquiry  the  managers  are  anxious  to  return  a  reply  in  the 
affirmative ;  and  in  so  doing  they  feel  persuaded  they  shall  express 
the  hearty  concurrence  of  their  fellow-parishioners,  who  have  always 
erinced  a  cheerful  readiness  to  assist  in  providing  the  necessary 
means  of  education  for  the  increasing  population  of  the  neighbour- 
bood.  And  while  tendering  their  sincere  thanks  for  the  liberal  aid 
licoorded  to  them  during  the  past  year,  which  has  been  more  than 
usually  expensive,  in  consequence  of  the  erection  of  class-rooms,  and 
extensive  repairs,  the  nuanagers  are  assured  that  the  friends  of  a 
useful  and  plain  education,  founded  on  scriptural  principles,  will  not 
refuse  any  little  additional  help  towards  the  new  work  which  is  de* 
Tolved  upon  them  for  the  year  ensuing." 

Serwick-on-Ttoeed,  Boys  and  Oirls.  "  The  committee  have 
again  the  pleasure  of  reporting  that  the  work  of  the  school  has 
gone  on  in  the  most  satis&ctory  way  during  another  year.  It  is 
almost  unnecessary  to  say  anything  as  to  the  efficient  manner  in 
which  Mr.  Hayward  and  Miss  Looney  fulfil  their  respective  duties. 

"  To  show  that  the  instruction  of  the  pupil  teachers  is  as  success- 

s2 
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ful  as  that  of  the  school  generally,  it  should  be  mentioned  that  Mr. 
Oakley,  in  August  1866,  published  a  list  of  the  pupil  teacbers  in  his 
district  who  deserved  special  commendation.  In  all  129  were  ex- 
amined, and  38  specially  commended,  including  all  tbe  pupil  teachers 
(4)  of  the  British  School. 

"  Taking  advantage  of  the  public  offer  made  by  the  department  of 
Science  and  Art,  the  committee  bave  tbis  year  sanctioned  an  exami- 
nation in  drawing  of  the  boys  taught  by  Mr.  Hayward,  the  result  of 
which  has  been  most  successful.  As  tbis  is  a  novelty  in  tbe  work  of 
the  school,  it  may  be  proper  to  explain  bow  it  is  conducted.  Draw- 
ing exercises,  equal  in  number  to  the  boys  presented  for  examination, 
are  sent  to  tbe  committee  under  seal,  and  opened  in  the  scboolroom 
after  the  pupils  are  seated,  and  the  master  has  withdrawn.  Tlie 
time  allotted  for  the  exercises  having  expired,  the  drawings  are  again 
sealed  up,  with  a  certificate  that  the  conditions  have  been  complied 
with,  by  two  members  of  committee,  who  have  been  present  durin;r 
all  the  time,  and  then  returned  to  the  department  of  Science  aud 
Art.  This  duty  was  kindly  discharged  by  Thos.  Bogue,  Esq.,  an  J 
Dr.  Eichardson.  The  result  bas  been  that  out  of  48  boys  examined 
46  were  reported  as  efficiently  taught,  and  of  these  13  as  ahowinj: 
proficiency,  and  16  as  still  further  excelling  in  the  art,  the  latter 
being  entitled  to  prizes.  Of  the  pupil  teachers  one  reached  the  pro- 
ficient standard  and  one  the  highest.  Besides  the  prizes,  which  have 
not  yet  been  sent  by  the  department,  a  small  money  grant  is  made 
for  each  successful  pupil  or  pupil  teacher. 

"  It  is  very  pleasing  to  the  committee  to  observe  that  proficiency 
in  such  lighter  branches  of  instruction  as  singing  in  the  girls'  school, 
and  drawing  among  the  boys,  does  not  interfere  in  the  least  with  the 
high  standard  of  excellence  hitherto  maintained  in  the  more  solid 
and  essential  parts  of  education.  Nor  ought  it  to  be  forgotten  that 
the  power  of  using  the  pencil  bas  been  turned  to  useful  account  bv 
former  pupils  of  this  school  in  the  occupations  by  which  they  nov 
obtain  a  livelihood." 

Bide/ord,  Boys,  170.  Oirh,  190.  "  In  the  last  report  the  com- 
mittee noticed  with  pleasure  the  increase  and  improvement  of  this 
school,  as  shown  by  the  larger  number  in  attendance,  and  also  tbe 
larger  number  under  examination  by  Her  Majesty's  Inspector.  On 
the  present  occasion  the  committee  have  to  report  a  gratifyiog 
increase  in  all  respects  in  the  numbers  then  stated. 

'*  The  numbers  on  the  books  are — ^boys,  170 ;  girls  and  inhni^ 
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190;  total,  360:  increase,  27  above  the  preceding  year.    The  com- 
mittee believe  the  school  to  be  now  larger  than  at  any  preyious 
period    In  stating  the  numbers  in  attendance,  it  must  be  distinctly 
remembered  that  no  child  is  entered  as  present  unless  present  at  the 
time  two  hours  at  school.  The  average  attendance  for  the  past  year, 
1867,  was — ^boys,  ld4i ;  girls  and  infants,  130  ;  total,  264 :  increase, 
32  above  the  preceding  year.     The  present  ordinary  attendance  is — 
boys,  135 ;  girls  and  infants,  140 ;  total,  275.      The  numbers  who 
were  individually  examined  in  elementary  knowledge  by  Her  Majesty's 
Inspector  in  November  last,  having  attended  more  than  200  times  in 
the  past  year,  were — boys,  110;  girls  (infants  not  being  examined),  82 ; 
total  192.     On  the  preceding  occasion  the  numbers  examined  were — 
boys,  91 ;  girls,  64 ;  total,  155 ;  increase,  37.  The  committee  believe 
that  ihe  improvement  in  numbers  and  educational  efficiency  thus 
indicated  is  the  result  of  real  progression — ^a  progression,  they  trust, 
which  will  raise  this  school  to  a  position  of  greater  and  more  exten- 
sire  usefulness  and  value.     The  increase  in  numbers  has  been  simul- 
taneous in  both  schools.     The  committee,  with  pleasure,  record  their 
conviction  that  the  numerical  improvement  of  this  school  in  both 
departments  is  owing  greatly  to  the  excellent  discipline,  diligence, 
and  efficiency  of  the  master,  Mr.  E.  G-.  Smith.     The  girls'  school  the 
committee  believe  to  be  efficiently  conducted  under  the  mistress, 
HiBs  Henderson. 

"  At  the  annual  meeting,  in  May  last,  a  crowded  public  examina- 
tion, presided  over  by  the  mayor,  was  conducted  in  the  Town  Hall, 
which  the  committee  trust  showed,  as  was  intended,  the  nature  and 
the  efficiency  of  the  instruction  usually  imparted  in  this  school. 

"  At  the  close  of  the  past  year,  William  L.  Cock,  Alice  Crocker, 
and  Elizabeth  L.  Sussex  each  completed  their  terms  of  pupil  teacher- 
ship  to  the  full  satisfaction  of  the  committee.  W.  L.  Cock  has 
entered  a  normal  college,  and  the  committee  wish  him  every  success 
in  his  future  career.  John  E.  Tucker  has  left  this  school  before  the 
expiration  of  his  pupil  teachership  by  complying  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Bevised  Code.  Alice  Crocker  and  Elizabeth  L.  Sussex  have 
each  been  appointed  assistant  mistresses  in  this  school  for  the  pre- 
^nt  year.  Two  pupil  teachers  have  been  apprenticed  in  the  boys' 
BchpoL 

"  The  numbers  of  children  admitted  in  the  past  year  were — boys, 
87 ;  girls  and  infants,  110 ;  total,  197.     The  numbers  left  in  the 
same  period  were — boys,  75 ;  girls  and  infants,  95  ;  total,  170. 
**  The  school  has  been  open  440  half-days,  or  times  of  two  hours 
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dach,  during  the  piidi  yeftf .  The  total  numb^f  of  attendaiiMi^of  two 
hotiw  each  time  by  all  the  children  during  the  part  year  baa  been— 
boya,  69,64S ;  girU  and  infante,  67,2(ft ;  total,  116,84r5.  The  nam- 
ber  of  children  who  have  attended  more  than  200  times  during  the 
past  year  has  been— boys,  182 ;  giirh  and  b&nts,  188 ;  total,  270. 
The  hnmber  of  children  present  at  all  during  the  past  year  has  be^n 
—boys,  24A ;  girls  and  infimts,  299 ;  total,  548.  The  a?erBge  nam- 
ber  of  half-days  or  times  of  ttro  hours  each  atteuded  by  etudti  eUld 
present  at  all  during  the  past  ]rear  has  been — ^boya,  244 ;  girls  and 
infknts,  191 ;  average  for  the  whole  school,  215. 

'<  The  length  of  period  the  children  rehiain  at  school  is  an  objectof 
great  importance.  The  committee  giv«  the  fbllowing  table  relating 
to  last  year : — ^llie  number  of  children  who  hare  been  in  tiie  sdiool 
less  than  one  year — ^boys,  59 ;  girls  and  iufants,  54 ;  total,  113 :  1 
year  and  less  than  2  years,  boys,  53 ;  girls  and  iu&nts,  00;  total, 
113  :  2  years  and  less  than  8  years,  boys,  25;  girls  and  infknts,  22; 
total,  47 :  8  years  and  less  than  4  years,  boyH,  11 ;  girls  and  infants, 
30 ;  total,  41 :  4  years  and  less  thau  5  years,  boys,  10 ;  girls  and  in- 
fants, 13  ;  total,  23 :  5  years  aud  over,  boys,  12 ;  giris  and  infimtsi 
ll;  total,  23. 

"  The  committee  are  aware  that  this  statemeut  oorresponils  very 
much  with  those  given  in  previous  reports ;  but  it  thus  tends  to  show 
the  great  necessity  of  every  effort  being  made  to  promote  a  longer 
attendance  at  school. 

**  The  average  cost  of  the  education  of  each  child,  as  estimated  by 
the  average  attendance,  has  been  for  the  past  year  lOs.  Ifd. 

**  The  average  paymeut  by  each  child,  estimated  also  by  l)ie  aver- 
age attendance,  has  been  for  the  past  year — Boys,  5s.  8}d. ;  girls  aud 
infants,  4s.  9d. ;  average  for  the  whole  school,  5s.  Id.  "While  veir 
nearly  agreeing  with  the  corresponding  statement  in  the  last  report, 
the  committee  trust  that  this  low  average  payment  will  in  future  be 
increased. 

^*  The  ladies*  committee  have  from  time  to  time  visited  the  giris* 
school  during  the  past  year,  and  the  committee  entertdu  no  doubt 
that  they  will  continue  their  kind  services  for  the  ensuing  year. 

^  The  library  of  the  school  adverted  to  in  the  last  report  has  been 
appreciated  by  the  scholars  in  the  past  year,  but  the  committee  trust 
that  it  will  in  the  coming  year  receive  accessions  by  the  kind  oontri* 
butions  of  friends  of  the  school,  and  be  of  greater  usefblnesa 

"  Por  the  healtUul  recreation  of  the  boys,  gymnastic  appsntna 
will  be  immediately  erected  in  the  playground,  at  the  soggesttcm  and 
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irift  fiie  IdtA  aided  eontribntimi  of  a  gentleman  from  a  distance, 
who  tisitod  tiie  sefaool  during  the  past  year.  The  small  expenses  of 
this  apparatus  will  be  defrayed  by  priyate  contributions. 

*0n  referring  to  the  finances  of  this  school,  the  committee  with 
pleasure  report  a  larger  grant  from  the  Council  on  Education  than 
that  receiyed  in  the  preceding  year,  which  was  then  £110  18s.  2d. 
The  grant  now  received  is  £120  19s.  7d.,  being  for  the  boys'  school 
£61 19s.  lOd.,  and  for  the  girls*  school  £68  19s.  9d.  The  grant 
being  for  attendance  and  for  results  of  instruction,  indicates  improve- 
ment in  both  respects. 

''It  will  be  seen  by  the  balance-sheet  now  presented  that  the  de- 
fide&cy  is£l  18s.  8d,  while  on  the  commencement  of  the  past  year 
there  was  a  debt  of  £21 18s.  lOd.  The  great  reduction  of  debt  is 
almost  entirely  owing  to  the  large  amount  of  special  donations  kindly 
contributed  in  the  past  year.  While  gratified  at  the  present  finan- 
cial position  of  this  school,  and  hoping  that  future  public  grants  to 
it  may  be  of  equal  or  rather  enlarged  amount  to  that  now  receiyed, 
the  oommittee  must  remind  their  friends  that  efficiency  of  instruc- 
tioa  rery  much  depends  on  a  liberal  yet  judicious  expenditure  in 
monitorhd  agency  and  in  school  materials  and  other  matters,  and  that 
tiierefore  there  is  abundant  and  increasing  room  for  the  sustaining 
energy  of  roluntary  effort. 

^  The  instruction  of  the  masses  of  the  people  in  the  elements  of 
saeful  knowledge,  and  i&eir  training  in  habits  of  morals  and  order, 
ai«  more  than  oyer  regarded  as  essential  to  general  wel&re  and  hap- 
piness, as  a  political  necessity  and  a  moral  duty ;  and  hence  the 
importance  of  sustaining  this  school  will,  the  committee  trusty 
inerearingly  commend  itself  to  the  friends  of  liberal  education.'' 

Bfitta  {E&d  Oro99  Street).  Boy»y  420.  QirU,  180.  "^  In  pre- 
senting 1^  subscribers  with  the  59th  annual  report  of  the  Bedcross 
Sfcteet  Brttirii  School,  it  is  satisfactory  to  haye  ground  for  beliering 
that,  during  the  long  period  of  its  existence,  the  school  has  neyer 
heen  in  a  more  efficient  state  Hum  it  now  is,  and  probably  neyer  more 
spprecialed  by  tiie  parents  and  friends  of  the  schcdars.  On  diese 
gromids  your  committee  commend  the  institution  to  the  continued 
Uherality  of  the  friends  of  education  in  this  city.  During  tiie  last 
few  years,  many  ef  its  old  and  yalued  supporters  baye  been  remoyed 
by  death ;  and  on  looking  through  the  subscription  list,  seyend  names 
which  haye  long  been  fiKmiliAr  will  this  year  be  missed,  whilst  others 
Qowi^pearinit  forthe  last  time.    Among  them  is  that  of  tiie  late 
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Bichard  Ash,  Esq.,  who  for  about  half-a-centoiy  had  been  a  steady 
supporter  of  the  school,  and  who  has  bequeathed  a  I^acj  of  £100 
to  its  funds.  Of  this  sum  £40  was  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
ladies*  committee  for  the  use  of  the  girls'  school,  and  tbe  remaining 
£60  was  applied  in  carrying  out  some  extensive  repairs  which  had 
become  needful  in  the  boys'  school,  and  in  the  entire  building  and 
premises. 

*^  Boys'  School. — Under  the  efficient  superintendence  of  the  marter, 
Mr.  John  H.  Heed,  the  average  daily  attendance  has  been  steadily 
increasing,  and  is  now  fully  420,  against  386  last  year.  The  result 
of  the  examination  by  the  Gt)vemment  Inspector  was  in  some  re- 
spects better  than  on  any  former  occasion.  Of  404  boys  examined, 
401  passed  successfully  in  dictation  and  writing.  Mr.  Bowstead  re- 
ports : — *  The  attendance  at  this  school  is  more  numerous  than  at  any 
former  period,  and  at  the  same  time  its  thorough  efficiency  is  in  no 
degree  impaired,  but  has  rather  been  augmented.'  The  attention 
recently  given  to  the  subject  of  drawing,  so  practically  valuable  to 
those  likely  to  be  engaged  in  mechanical  trades,  was  noticed  in  the 
report  of  last  year.  The  progress  in  this  department  haa  not  been 
less  satisfactory  during  the  present  year,  and  in  connection  with  it 
an  artisan  night  class  has  been  formed  to  continue  the  work  begun 
in  the  day  school,  and  its  results  have  hitherto  been  very  encounging. 

"GiSLs'  School. — ^In  the  last  year's  report  your  oommittee 
noticed  the  great  improvement  which  had  been  effected  in  this  school 
under  the  management  of  Miss  Grossman,  the  new  teacher,  and  they 
have  now  the  satisfaction  of  remarking  that  this  improvement  has 
continued  to  make  very  decided  progress  during  the  present  year. 
The  girls  are  much  neater  in  appearance,  and  the  average  daily 
attendance  amounts  to  fully  180,  which  is  an  increase  of  more  than 
30  per  cent,  upon  the  average  reported  last  year.  Mr.  Bowstead 
reports : — *  This  school  also  has  gone  on  improving  as  well  aa  increia- 
ing  in  numbers,  and  is  now  in  a  very  efficient  state,  both  aa  to  order 
and  attainment.' 

"  The  statistics  of  the  school  to  the  present  date  are  as  foUows^- 
Admitted  during  the  year — Boys,  276;  girls,  280;  youths,  170; 
total,  676 :  total  on  books—Boys,  520 ;  girls,  287 ;  youths,  97 ;  total, 
904 :  average  daily  attendance — Boys,  420 ;  girls,  154 ;  youths,  72 ; 
total,  646 :  admitted  since  the  opening — Boys,  19,120 ;  girls,  10,000; 
youths,  2,303 ;  total,  31,423."

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their  Annual  report  to  the  Bubscribers,  the  committee  desire  to  call 
attention  to  the  faUiug  off  in  the  subscription  list.    They  appeal 
with  confidence  to  the  old  supporters  of  the  institution ;  but  as 
these  pass  awaj,  it  is  essential  that  their  places  be  filled  by  new 
contributors.     Owing  to  various  causes,  the  amount  obtained  has 
become  smaller  than  was  formerly  the  case,  so  that  while  in  1864  it 
stood  at  £60  7s.,  and  in  1865  at  £57  78.  6d.,  it  was  reduced  in 
1866  to  £51  3s.  6d.,  and  up  to  the  present  moment,  when  the  list  is 
about  closing  for  1867,  it  only  reaches  £46  9s.     The  committee 
are  yery  desirous  to  keep  up  the  efQciency  of  the  schools,  and  they, 
therdbre,  feel  it  their  duty  respectfully  to  press  their  claims  upon 
the  attention  of  their  fellow-citizens.  They  conceive  that  it  is  incum- 
bent on  all  in  the  present  day  to  contribute,  in  some  way  or  othe^, 
to  the  great  work  of  education.     That  they  may  have  it  in  their 
power  to  help  forward  so  desirable  an  object,  they  earnestly  solicit  a 
Jvger  amount  of  assistance.     They  would  also  gladly  welcome  the 
appearance  of  a  more  active  interest  in  the  management  of  the 
^ools,  and  any  suggestions  for  increasing  their  efficiency  will  be 
considered  with  attention  and  respect. 

"The  attendance,  as  may  be  seen,  has  been  good,  and  the  com- 
mittee consider  the  following  figures  to  show  a  satisfactory  state  of 
efficiency  : — Number  of  children  now  on  the  books — Boys,  358 ; 
girls,  215;  average  attendance  during  the  past  year — ^boys,  291;

182 ;  number  examined  who  must  have  attended  100  days  and  up-

^^l  girls,  103 :  number  who  passed  in  writing — boys,  243  ;  girls,  103 : 
Qnmber  who  passed  in  arithmetic— boys,  227  ;  girls,  100 :  number 
under  6  years  of  age  who  have  attended  100  days  and  upwards— 
•^yB,  5 ;  girls,  21. 

'*  The  present  staff  of  teachers,  besides  the  master  and  mistress, 
i«»  in  the  boys'  school,  five  pupil  teachers  and  two  assistants ;  and  in 
the  girls*  school,  one  assistant  mistress,  three  pupil  teachers,  and  one 
•Bsiatant. 

'*  Sdwin  Cullis,  a  pupil  teacher,  terminated  his  apprenticeship  at 
Christmas  last.  He  received  a  first-class  scholarship,  standing  first 
amongst  all  the  British  schools  in  the  kingdom.  He  is  now  at  the 
College  of  the  British  and  Foreign  School  Society.  Fanny  Turner 
terminated  her  apprenticeship  in  March  last.  She  has  been  engaged 
V  the  committee  as  an  assistant  mistress  for  the  remainder  of  the 
year."

L^miti,  f 8.  **  The  oobip 
mittee,  in  placing  before  the  sabacribem  their  amnud  xepori^  would 
state  as  biieflj  as  poasible  that  they  have  endeaTonied  to  make  the 
inatitation  provide  for  the  moral  and  intdlectual  ednoatioii  of  the 
working  daaaeB  of  the  neighbooriiood. 

"  The  jear  now  elapaed  has,  like  the  two  preceding  it,  been  one  of 
changes.  In  the  early  party  oar  committee  was  aony  to  find  tiiattiie 
master  of  the  boys'  school  was  so  ill  as  to  necessitate  his  leaving  fer 
a  time  in  order  to  recover  his  health.  A.  supply  was  had  to  oondoet 
the  school  during  his  absence ;  but  as  ChzistouM  approached,  his 
health  was  found  to  be  so  fluctuating  that  they  deemed  it  advisable 
to  dose  their  engagement  with  bim.  Under  theee  ciroamatancei 
your  committee  put  themselves  in  communication  with  Mr.  Wilks, 
tiie  secretary  of  the  Parent  Sodety.

**  The  average  attendance  in  the  boys*  school  has  been  M.  Ite 
nmmber  now  in  attendance  is  116. 

''Amongst  the  improvements  introduced,  your  committee  woaU 
mention  a  judicious  course  of  home  wcnrk  for  the  whole  sohcMd. 

'*  Lessons  have  been  more  frequently  given  on  subjecta  other  than 
the  "  three  B*b,"  which  will  tend  to  remove  the  monotonous  rsetuie 
to  which  the  children  had  been  subjected  since  the  adoption  of  the 
Bevised  Code,  and  thus  give  them  an  increased  love  for  edncataoa. 

^  Gnucs'  Schooin — The  average  attendance  for  the  year  has  been 
116.  The  number  at  present  is  124.  The  eommittee  eontinne  to 
have  unabated  confidence  in  Miss  Bates,  who  has  for  the  past^gU 
years  conducted  the  school  with  credit  to  herself  and  advantay  t» 
theehiUren. 

^IxTAMT  SoHOOib — ^Avctige  attendance,  f8 ;  pt^esentatteateee* 
76;  conducted  eatisfaotoriiy  by  Miss  Fawwn,  fiwmerly  pupil  loaeher 
under  Miss  Bates. 

"  Tbe  pnbes  given  at  the  puUie  exanrinatiefa  wen  piuseuteil  bf 
Bobert  Oakes,  Esq.,  J.P.  To  faim  the  eemmitlee  begtewpMsttrfr 
thanks.** 
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Smihmn.  B&ff%  mi  Oiris,  84.  '^  The  oommittee  of  the  How- 
sham  British  Sohool  have  again  the  gratification  of  aocompanjing 
their  a&nnal  financial  statement  with  what  they  oonsider,  on  the 
whde,  a  favourable  report  of  its  condition  and  prospects ;  and  they 
belisfs  that^  under  the  Dime  blessing,  it  continues  efficaciouslj, 
though  unobtrusivelj,  to  do  a  good  woric  amongst  those  for  whose 
Btfecmi  benefit  it  is  intended. 

''At  the  same  time,  they  regret  to  say  that  shortly  after  issuing 
their  last  report,  the  neighbourhood  was  visited  with  the  measles ; 
the  complaint  proved  of  more  than  ordinary  virulence ;  nearly  all  the 
Bchofaffs  were  attacked  by  it,  and  did  not  recover  from  its  enfeebling 
6ftda  for  a  considerable  time ;  a  few  cases  terminated  &tally.  The 
attendance  consequently  gradually,  and  at  length  so  rapidly,  dimin- 
iAed,  tiiat  the  committee  were  of  necessity  compelled  to  close  the 
ichool  for  a  fortnight,  and  at  the  time  when  the  Qovemment  inspec- 
tion should  have  taken  place ;  the  day  proposed  by  G.  Alderson, 
&q.,  being  the  12th  of  Pebmary.  At  the  solicitation  of  the  com- 
Buttee  he  courteously  deferred  his  visit  for  about  a  month ;  and  it 
wv  .finally  arranged  for  the  15th  of  March,  when  those  diiidren  who 
could  possibly  be  expected  to  attend  were  present,  many  of  theoi 
being  still  in  a  very  weak  state  of  health,  and  several  others  confined 
to  thenr  homes,  for  whom  a  grant  would  otherwise  have  been  obtained. 
N^otwithetanding  these  exceedingly  adverse  circumstances,  the  amouat 
reoeived  firom  Government  was  £29  5s.  lOd.,  being  £6  2s.  lOd.  less 
than  that  toi  last  year;  a  result  vrfaich  the  committee  think  quite  as 
iKtiB&etory  as  could  reasonably  be  expected,  considering  the  position 
in  which  theacholsn  were  unavoidably  plaoed.  To  the  same  visita* 
tion  of  sidcnesB  is  to  be  tiaced  a  falling  off  in  the  amount  received 
tt '  childTeH's  pence,*  of  £3  14s.  lOd. 

'*  The  girls'  needlework,  as  heretofore,  reflects  great  credit  both 
upim  Mn.  Boggis  and  themselves ;  it  is  described  in  Mr.  Alderson's 
Import  as  being 'vroeedingly  good.'  The  usual  time  per  day  (If 
^Mmrs  in  summer,  and  1^  in  winter)  remains  devoted  to  tins  very 
importanl  branch  of  female  education. 

"'There  are  now  on  the  bo(te  44 boys  and 40  girls — total,  84.  Of 
these,  55  reside  at  Howriiam,  18  at  Cadney,  8  at  Somerby,  and  9  at 
B^ttby.    Seventeen  children  ave  admitted  free." 

l^M.  Bap  and  Oirlt.  **  The  vonmiittee  in  preseAtmg  their 
*>uiual  statement  to  the  aubscribers  and  friends,  humbly  record  their 
ftaaks  to  God  that  the  work  of  instruction  has  been  carried  on 
^ihout  interruption  through  another  year. 
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**  Before  the  flchools  closed  for  the  harvest  Tacation,  the  scholars 
underwent  a  public  examination.  The  centre  of  the  large  school- 
room was  well  filled  with  the  friends  and  parents  of  the  children. 
The  committee  only  express  what  was  said  on  all  hands  at  the  close 
of  the  examination,  when  they  say,  they  were  more  than  gratified, 
they  were  astonished  at  what  they  saw  and  heard.  The  committee 
feel  that  the  teachers  are  entitled  to  their  entire  confidence  and 
warmest  sympathy.  The  specimens  of  reading,  writing,  mental 
arithmetic,  sewing,  &c.,  convince  your  committee  that  the  children 
were  being  carefully  instructed  in  those  branches  of  learning  which 
will  be  of  service  to  them  in  after  life.  Her  Majesty^a  Inspector 
who  recently  visited  the  schools  pronounced  them  to  be  in  a  satisfac* 
tory  state. 

"  The  committee  have  to  announce  that  a  change  of  mistresses  has 
taken  place.  Miss  Ghale,  who  served  them  faithfully  for  12  yeais, 
having  received  an  appointment  in  the  Boyal  Navy  and  Hilitaiy 
Schools,  Devonport ;  the  committee  deem  themselves  fortunate  in 
securing  a  valuable  and  e£B.cient  successor  in  the  person  of  Miii 
Gibson,  from  the  British  and  Foreign  School  Society's  Model  School, 
London." 

Luton,  Boys,  230.  ''The  committee  are  happy  to  report  that 
under  the  care  of  the  principal,  Mr.  Arnold,  and  his  assistant,  the 
school  continues  to  be  conducted  efficiently,  as  will  be  seea  by  the 
following  extract  from  the  Ghovemment  Inspector's  Beport : — *  The 
discipline  of  this  school  is  very  exact  and  orderly,  the  instruction 
in  the  three  elementary  branches  is  thoroughly  sound,  and  the 
vnriting  remarkably  good.'  As  a  further  proof  that  the  children 
are  well  taught,  98  per  cent,  of  them  passed  the  Gh>veniment 
examination  in  June  last. 

''  The  committee  regret  to  find  that  the  balance  due  to  the  treasoier 
is  increasing,  and,  having  lately  been  at  considerable  expense  in 
improving  the  ventilation  of  the  room,  the  debt  will  be  larger  next 
year  unless  the  friends  of  unsectarian  education  will  grant  them  a 
still  more  liberal  support.  Should  the  school  increase  much  more 
in  numbers  an  extra  class-room  will  be  needed,  which  will  cause  a 
considerable  outlay;  but  the  committee  hope  that  the  inhabitants 
of  Luton  will  not  be  behindhand  in  making  the  educational  estab- 
lishments of  their  town  worthy  of  its  rising  importance  and  eqnal 
to  the  demands  of  the  times,  which  seem  so  imperatively  to  require 
that  the  masses  shall  be  trained  to  a  knowledge  of  those  duties  which 
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will  assist  them  to  act  worthily  their  part  as  citizens  of  this  great 
coontrj,  now  that  greater  responsibilities  are  about  to  be  placed  in 
their  hands." 

MancheHer  (^Laneaaterian) ,  ^oy^,  470.  CHrls,  262.  Infants,  152. 
''The  committee  of  the  Boyal  Lancasterian  School,  in  issuing  their 
56th  annual  report,  are  glad  to  assure  the  subscribers  and  friends 
that  they  believe  the  school  has  been  conducted  during  the  past  year 
with  that  efficiency  which  has  so  long  characterized  it,  and  that  the 
instruction  received  by  the  children  is  fully  equal  to  that  given  in 
schools  of  a  similar  class.  The  number  of  boys  admitted  during  the 
past  year  has  been  693,  with  an  average  weekly  attendance  of  470. 
At  the  examination  by  her  Majesty's  Inspector  85  per  cent,  passed 
in  reading  and  writing,  and  74  per  cent,  in  arithmetic.  Drawing 
has  been  taught  for  many  years  in  the  school,  and  this  year  in  this 
branch  the  school  stands  first  in  the  city.  In  the  girls'  school  the 
nmnber  admitted  during  the  past  year  has  been  262,  and  the  average 
weekly  attendance  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1868,  has  been 
179.  Latterly  there  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  this  depart- 
ment ;  the  last  week  for  which  the  books  are  made  up  shows  an  attend- 
ance of  237.  At  the  inspection  in  August,  83  per  cent,  passed  in 
reading*  and  writing.  The  average  attendance  in  the  infant  school 
was  116,  while  that  for  the  last  week  that  is  made  up  is  152.  The 
financial  statement  shows  that  the  income  has  not  met  the  expenditure 
by  £106 ;  and  though  the  committee  are  thankful  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  £50  from  new  subscribers,  they  must  stiU  look  to  the 
public  to  make  up  this  deficiency.  The  following  facts  will  show 
the  justice  of  their  claim  for  additional  pecuniary  support.  The  cost 
of  educating  the  children  has  been  during  the  past  year  26s.  per 
head,  of  which  the  parents  of  the  children  have  contributed  41i  per 
cent.,  the  Government  31  per  cent.,  the  subscribers  and  dividends 
from  trust  property  21  per  cent.;  deficiency,  6i  per  cent.  From 
the  Government  report  for  1867  it  appears  that  the  average  cost 
per  head  per  annum  in  schools  under  G-ovemment  inspection  is 
278.  4Jd.,  and  this  is  provided  by  the  parents  of  the  children,  the 
Government,  and  private  subscriptions  in  equal  proportion.  It 
thus  appears  that  we  are  educating  at  a  cost  below  the  average ; 
that  the  parents  of  the  children  provide  8  J  per  cent,  above  the 
average ;  that  we  obtained  from  Government  within  2  per  cent,  of 
the  average ;  but  that  our  subscriptions  fall  considerably  below  it. 
Again,  the  operation  of  the  new  code  works  most  disadvantageously 
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to  tohooh  situAted  as  the  Lancasterian  acbool  ia,  in  the  audit  of  a 
poor  and  changing  population.  In  1858,  with  an  attendance  of  763 
children,  the  GbTemment  grant  was  £508 ;  while  in  1867,  with  879 
children,  we  only  receiyed  £304.  This  result  is  not  attributable  to 
defectiye  teaching,  but  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  continuoqa  and 
regular  attendance,  and  espedally  on  the  day  of  examination.*' 

Man^ld,  Mi^ei,  90.  *^  Your  committee  hare  this  year  a  ?eiy 
satisfactory  report  to  communicate  to  their  subscriben.  The 
mistress  has  been  fuUy  successfiil  in  her  efforts  to  increase  the 
number  of  scholars  without  sacrificing  the  efficiency  of  the  instruc- 
tion. With  a  larger  income  from  the  scholars'  pence,  and  from  the 
Gbvemment  grant,  your  committee  had  much  pleasure  in  gimg  an 
increased  bonus  to  the  mistress,  and  presents  to  the  monitors.  The 
attendance  at  the  school  is  now  as  large  as  the  room  can  convenientlj 
hold,  reaching  at  present  an  average  attendance  of  nearly  90 ;  though, 
as  the  increase  has  been  gradual,  the  average  for  the  year  is  not  wo 
large,  being  about  65.  This  increase  is  partially  owing  to  the  rediu^ 
tion  of  the  age  for  admitting  scholars  from  8  to  6  years.  The  change 
seemed  desirable  on  account  of  the  numerous  applications  for  tiie 
admission  of  children  between  those  ages. 

"  The  Committee  of  Council  on  Education  require  that  a  pnp3 
teacher  should  be  apprenticed  when  the  attendance  averages  90, 
and  offer  additional  grants  to  schools  which  fulfil  certain  conditions, 
if  a  pupil  teacher  be  apprenticed  when  the  attendance  reacbea  65. 
The  committee  accordingly  selected  Isabella  Peech  for  the  post,  and 
are  glad  to  report  that  she  passed  the  examination  by  her  Majesty's 
Inspector  satisfactorily.  Her  articles  of  apprenticeship  are  now 
completed. 

"  Her  Majesty's  Inspector,  C.  J.  Alderson,  Ssq.,  visited  the  school 
on  December  5tb,  and  reported  that  *  the  individual  examination  bad 
been  passed  with  very  fair  success.' 

*'  The  Evening  School  requires  the  continued  attention  of  your 
committee.  An  enlarged  attendance  has  increaaed  the  difficult  of 
maintaining  discipline,  and  the  presence  of  a  gentleman  is  felt  to 
be  required  by  the  mistress  to  support  her  authority.  The  examios- 
tion  was  conducted  by  several  members  of  the  committee,  in  April 
last,  on  .a  system  of  questions,  &c.,  arranged  by  the  Conunittee  of 
Council  on  Education.  If  the  result  was  not  bo  satisfiMtory  m  could 
be  wished,  it  only  proves  that  the  deficient  instruction  of  msny  of 
the  scholars  renders  increased  efforts  for  their  improvement  more 
desirable. 
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"Tba  leoeot  Acta  for  esteodiiig  ihe  operation  of  the  Eustorjr 
Acti,  and  also  for  iutrodQcing  similar  provisiona  into  workahopa, 
will  pfobably  oauae  an  increaaed  attendance  of  aeholara,  often  baek- 
ward  in  their  training.  If  such  attend  even  half  of  each  day,  the 
lesolt  cannot  but  be  ben^cial  to  the  education  of  the  coantij/* 

MmyaU.  Boy9  and  QirU,  110.  IitfmU,  14>9.  ''  The  oommittee 
of  the  Margate  Britiah  School^  in  again  laying  their  annual  report 
before  the  aubacribers,  have  to  congratulate  them  on  its  haying 
leacbed  the  18th  year  of  its  eziatenee,  and  to  state  that  during  the 
past  year  the  progreaa  of  the  pupils  in  their  several  branches  of 
study  has  been  of  a  satiafactory  character.  By  the  ezerdae  of  a 
finn  yet  kind  ayatem  of  diacipline  order  haa  been  maintained  in  the 
•everal  departments.  The  school  has  been  thoroughly  re-organized, 
and  although  a  slight  decrease  has  taken  place  in  the  average  attend- 
aaoe  (arising  principally  through  the  severe  weather  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year),  the  prospect  for  the  future  may  be  pronoimced 
furly  encouraging. 

"  The  mistress  of  the  Infant  School  (Miss  Curtis)  leflb  at  Christ- 
mas, after  fulfilling  a  term  of  four  years.  Her  place  is  supplied  by 
Miss  Hanks  from  the  Stockwell  Training  College,  who  comes  well 
recommended.  A  sewing  mistress  for  the  elder  girls  has  also  been 
engaged  at  a  aalary  of  £20  per  annum.  The  committee  of  ladies 
kindly  continue  to  give  their  attention  to  the  needlework  and  to 
the  general  auperriaion  of  the  Infant  School,  while  a  aelect  claaa  of 
girls  receive  Scriptural  instruction,  in  a  separate  room,  once  in  the 
week  from  Miss  Knight,  for  which  the  committee  desire  to  present 
to  her  their  best  thanks.  One  pupil  teacher  and  four  paid  monitors 
are  engaged  in  the  two  schools,  and  there  is  another  candidate 
preparing  for  the  pupil-teachership,  who  will  be  examined  and 
probably  pass  at  the  next  visit  of  her  Majesty's  Inspector,  when 
the  staff  will  be  completed. 

"  While  urging  the  continued  support  of  these  schools  and  return- 
ing thanks  for  past  help,  the  committee  would  caU  attention  to  the 
lubject  of  education  generally,  which  is  now  assuming  an  importance 
m  this  country  which  it  never  before  possessed.  Various  schemefl 
are  being  proposed  to  bring  every  child  in  the  kingdom  under 
inatroction,  some  of  which  will  ahortly  receive  the  attention  of  the 
l^lature;  and  without  entering  into  the  comparative  merita  of 
theae  achemea  it  may  be  aa&ly  aaaerted  that  it  is  the  duty  of  all 
who  have  the  wel£Eu;9of  the  young  at  heart  to  aink  minor  diffiareneea 
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of  opinion,  audi  combining  in  one  general  effort  against  theignonnoe 
and  crime  rampant  on  every  side,  to  diffuse  that  knowledge  wUeh 
can  alone  rescue  from  destruction,  whether  in  a  secolar  or  religioua 
point  of  view.

I^eath,  Boys,  154.  Oirh,  145.  Infants,  168.  "  In  presentiog 
their  report  to  the  members  of  the  society  on  its  thirteenth  anni- 
versary, the  committee  congratulate  the  subscribers  on  the  continued 
success  which  has  attended  their  efforts  to  bestow  a  well-grounded 
elementary  education  on  the  children  of  the  industrial  population  of 
Neath. 

"  Her  Majesty's  Inspector  has,  on  every  annual  examination  of 
the  scholars,  with  one  exception,  reported  in  terms  of  commendation 
of  the  children's  progress  in  learning,  and  of  the  high  moral  disciplioe 
maintained  in  the  schools.  On  his  recent  visit  the  failures  to  pass 
the  examination,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Be  vised  Code,  amounted 
only  to  six  per  cent,  on  the  number  of  children  presented  for  exami- 
nation. The  average  ^ilures  to  pass,  in  the  schools  of  England  and 
Wales,  are  reported  to  be  17  per  cent.  The  results  achieved  in  these 
schools  are  therefore  highly  satisfactory. 

"  Instruction  in  the  Holy  Scriptures,  exempt  firom  all  d(^matical 
teaching  and  sectarian  bias,  continues  to  be  sedulously  taught  in 
these  schools ;  and  the  children  have  recently  passed  a  very  satia- 
&ctory  examination,  as  to  their  religious  knowledge,  by  Mr.  P. 
Williams,  the  accredited  Inspector  of  the  British  and  Foreign  School 
Society,  whose  report  is  subsequently  given. 
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"  The  following  is  a  tabular  statement  of  the  number  of  children 
admitted  and  withdrawn  since  the  commencement,  the  number  now 
on  the  registers,  and  the  average  attendance  of  the  scholars  during 
the  last  year,  by  which  it  appears  that  since  the  institution  of  the 
Society  in  1854  upwards  of  3,500  children  have  been  admitted,  460 
of  whom  are  now  under  instruction : —

infants,  1329:  total,  3522.  Withdrawn— boys,  1025;  girls,  871; 
infants,  1166 :  total,  3062.  Now  on  the  registers — boys,  154 ;  girls, 
148 ;  iu&nts,  163 :  total,  460.

—boys,  127 ;  girls,  112  ;  infants,  108 :  total,  347. 

*'  By  the  following  statement  it  appears  that  the  unsectarian  system 
of  education  pursued  in  these  schools  continues  to  meet  the  approval 
of  all  the  religious  denominations  in  the  town. 

— Independents — 
boys,  40;  girls,  26;  infants,  53:  total,  119.  Baptists — ^boys,  34;

"  The  Bevised  Code  has  now  been  four  years  in  operation ;  and 
BO  far  as  relates  to  the  better  education  of  the  children,  your  com- 
mittee freely  acknowledge  that  experience  has  shown  that  it  is  a 
great  improvement  on  the  system  that  was  previously  pursued  in 
British  schools.  So  far,  the  Eevised  Code  has  undoubtedly  done 
much  good«  But  with  this,  it  has  also  caused  such  a  serious  diminu* 
tion  in  the  amounts  of  the  annual  Government  grants  as  materially 
to  detract  from  whatever  merits  it  may  possess.  The  direct  tendency 
of  its  misplaced  economy  is  to  reduce  the  number  of  qualified  teachers, 
and  to  impose  upon  the  managers  and  committees  great  financial 
difficulties,  as  well  as  a  direct  personal  pecuniary  responsibility, 
which,  if  continued,  will  inevitably  induce  them  to  withhold  their 
voluntary  contributions  as  well  as  their  gratuitous  and  onerous 
services.  Since  this  Code  has  come  into  operation  the  number  of 
pupil  teachers  has  been  reduced  as  much  as  possible,  and  as  is  con- 
sistent with  the  requirements  of  the  Code.  In  consequence,  there 
is  such  a  scarcity  of  certificated  masters  and  mistresses  as  to  render 
it  very  difficult,  and  in  some  instances  impossible,  to  obtain  them. 
The  demand  for  teachers  being  greater  than  the  supply,  as  a  matter 
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of  ooune  higher  Balafies  must  be  given,  and  of  neoeflsity  many 
mafitera  and  miBtresBes  of  inferior  qualifications  tnuBt  be  accepted. 
In  this  and  in  other  ways  the  direct  tendency  of  the  Code  has  been 
and  is  to  increase  the  expenditure  and  to  diminish  the  income.  In 
places  like  Neath,  where  there  are  no  resident  gentry,  and  the  popu- 
lation consists  chiefly  of  the  labouring  class,  the  voluntary  contribu- 
tions are  obtained  from  professional  men  and  tradesmen,  and  are  of 
a  limited  amount,  with  little,  if  any,  capability  of  increase. 

"Although  these  schools  have  been  conducted  in  an  efficient 
manner,  and  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  her  Majesty's  Inspector 
during  the  last  four  years,  whilst  the  *  passes  *  have  considerably 
exceeded  the  average  '  passes '  in  the  schools  of  England  and  Wales, 
the  grants  received  under  the  Eevised  Code  have  averaged  15^  per 
cent.,  or  £25  per  annum,  less  than  was  received  before  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  Code,  notwithstanding  the  number  of  scholars  has  been 
greater  during  the  latter  period,  and  the  other  circumstances  affect* 
ing  the  grants  being  about  alike  both  before  and  after  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  Bevised  Code. 

"A  reference  to  the  annexed  balance-sheet  shows  that,  notwith* 
standing  the  strictest  economy  that  is  consistent  with  the  efficiency 
of  the  schools  has  been  constantly  enforced,  there  is  a  balance  of 
£99  Is.  9d.  due  to  the  treasurer,  which,  with  £18  5s.  lOd.  liabilities, 
makes  a  debt  of  £112  7b.  7d.,  whilst  the  balance  against  the  soeietr 
on  the  introduction  of  the  Code  in  1863  was  only  £4  3s.  4d. 

*^  It  affords  your  committee  great  satisfaction  to  observe  that  the 
leading  journals  of  the  London  daily  press  have  directed  public 
attention  to  this  very  important  subject ;  and  your  committee  con- 
fidently anticipate  that  Parliament  wiU  speedily  provide  more  ample 
means  for  carrying  on  the  education  of  the  people,  and  thus  reUeve 
the  conmiittees  of  ^dritish  and  National  Schools  from  the  pecuniary 
embarrassments  and  unfair  responsibilities  to  which  they  are  now 
subject.'* 

Oundle,  Boys  and  GUrU^  190.  "  The  managers  have  much  pleasure 
in  submitting  to  the  subscribers,  parents,  and  the  public  generallj} 
the  '  twenty-fourth '  annual  report  of  the  above  scbooL 

"  During  the  year  the  school  has  been  open  for  instruction  226 
days ;  the  average  attendance  has  been,  '  over  six  years  of  age,'  100; 
'  under,'  35 :  total,  135.  Number  admitted,  82 ;  left,  58.  At  the 
present  time  over  200  names  are  on  the  books,  190  are  in  actual 
attendance,  and  during  the  past  quarter  the  average  has  rsadied  1^2* 
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"On  the  aiBt  October,  1867, 185  children  were  examined  by  W. 
Milne,  Esq.,  M»A.,  of  the  BritiBh  and  Foreign  School  Society,  with 
the  special  object  of  testing  the  scriptural  knowledge.  The  report 
was  as  follows : — '  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  I  was  much 
pleased  with  the  state  in  which  I  found  the  school.  It  is  well 
managed  in  eyeiy  respect,  and  is  accomplishing  a  great  work  for 
the  town.' 

"The  QoTemment  inspection  took  place  on  November  20th. 
C.  H.  Aldarson,  Esq.,  her  Majesty's  Inspector,  examined  134  child- 
ren according  to  the  requirements  of  the  Bevised  Code ;  27  of  this 
number  were  infants.  Of  the  remaining  107, 104  passed  in  writing 
and  spelling,  98  in  reading,  and  98  in  arithmetic.  35  of  the  first 
class  were  examined,  and  passed  in  geography. 

'*  On  December  19th  the  annual  distribution  of  prizes  took  place. 
150  volumes  of  good  useful  books  were  presented  for  regular  attend- 
ance and  general  proficiency.    210  children  attended.! 

"The  sum  of  £52  15s.  has  been  deposited  during  the  year  in  the 
Fence  Bank  by  70  depositors,  and  the  children  have  upwards  of  £90 
in  the  Oundle  Savings'  Bank. 

''The  managers  trust  that  the  present  efficient  state  of  the  school 
will  lead  to  an  increased  interest  amongst  the  subscribers,  and  that 
additional  local  support  will  be  given  to  carry  on  the  work  of  educa- 
tion ;  and  the  appeal  is  made  especially  to  those  tradesmen  whose 
children  are  being  well  educated  in  the  school  at  a  very  nominal  fee. 

''The  school  curriculum  embraces  reading,  writing,  arithmetic, 
history,  geography,  grammar,  drawing,  bill  and  receipt  making,  letter 
writing  and  addressing ;  the  girls  being  taught  plain  and  ornamental 
needlework. 

"  In  the  religious  teaching  the  Bible  is  taken  as  the  only  text  book, 
and  its  principles  are  carefully  and  zealously  inculcated. 

"  Earl  Bussell,  on  education,  in  the  House  of  Lords,  Dec.  2nd, 
1867,  said: — ^'I  am  president  of  the  British  and  Foreign  School 
Societyi  in  whose  schools  they  teach  the  Bible,  and  the  Bible  only ; 
they  teach  Christianity  pure  and  simple ;  they  teach  the  doctrines 
which  Christ  and  His  apostles  taught ;  and  it  appears  to  me  that 
these  doctrines  are  much  more  clearly  taught  in  the  Bible,  and  in  the 
words  of  Christ  Himself,  than  in  ihe  formularies  of  any  church.' " 

Pell  Street,  St,  Oeor^e's.  Boys,  74.  '*  In  presenting  their  annual 
report,  your  conunittee  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  their  gratifica- 
tion at  the  great  benefits  this  institution  has  conferred  during  a  period 
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of  16  years.  Surrounded  by  a  population  of  the  very  poorest  dass, 
it  has  been  the  means  of  fitting  for  independent  industry  upwards 
of  1,600  boys,  whose  parents  were  too  poor  to  provide  them  educa- 
tion. 

"  But  while  the  contemplation  of  the  past  gives  so  much  satisfac- 
tion, your  committee  cannot  look  at  the  present  but  with  considerable 
anxiety.  They  deeply  regret  their  continued  inability  to  return  to 
the  gratuitous  clothing  of  the  children — discontinued,  from  want  of 
funds,  in  1846.  The  school  not  having  been  endowed,  but  depending 
simply  upon  the  proceeds  of  bequests  made  at  various  times,  and  on 
general  subscriptions  and  donations,  your  committee,  like  their  pre- 
decessors, have  indeed  had  much  difficulty  in  raising  sufficient  to 
defray  ordinary  expenses.  The  absolute  necessity  in  previous  years 
of  drawing  to  a  considerable  extent  upon  the  capital  saved  from 
time  to  time  and  invested  laid  upon  them  such  a  pressure  as  to 
compel  them  to  ask  the  scholars  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  the 
school  so  far  as  they  were  able.  This  your  committee  felt  to  be 
exceedingly  objectionable,  as  being  in  discord  with  the  original 
principle  of  the  institution,  and  damaging  to  its  character  in  the 
estimation  of  those  whom  it  was  designed  to  help.  It  has  therefore 
been  resolved  to  discontinue  the  practice,  though  at  the  risk  of 
increasing  the  responsibilities. 

'*  During  the  past  year  74  boys  have  been  under  instruction,  and 
it  is  satisfactory  to  report  their  good  behaviour  no  less  than  their 
advancement  in  knowledge. 

"  The  average  daily  attendance  has  been  rather  lower  than  that 
of  the  previous  year,  but  this  is  accounted  for  by  the  inability  of 
many  of  the  parents  to  clothe  their  children  sufficiently,  from  the 
abounding  distress. 

"Your  committee  would  protest  against  the  opinion  sometimes 
expressed  that  ragged  schools  have  superseded  this  and  other  institu- 
tions similarly  based.  Without  seeking  to  detract  from  the  inesti- 
mable value  of  ragged  schools,  they  desire  it  to  be  remembered  that 
the  education  given  in  this  school  is  of  a  higher  order  than  it  is 
possible,  from  their  peculiar  organization,  to  give  in  those  schools ; 
while  it  must  be  admitted  inadvisable  in  the  interests  of  society  that 
the  children  of  the  self-dependent  though  poor  labouring  classes 
should  associate  with  such  as  compose,  for  the  most  part,  the  ragged- 
school  class,  and  for  whom  indeed  ragged  schools  were  formed." 

Reading.     Girls,  312.     Irtfants,   185.     "  The  committee  of  the 
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above  institution  present  their  report  for  the  past  year  with  unmingled 

feelings  of  gratitude  and  satisfaction  in  its  continued  prosperity. 

The  nambers    seeking  admission,   the    average    good    attendance, 

together  with  the  punctual  payment  of  the  weekly  fees,  concur  in 

showing  that  these  schools  are  deservedly  estimated  by  the  class  for 

whose  special  benefit  they  are  maintained.     The  mistress  of  the 

GirJs'  School  reports,  *  That  she  considers  there  is  a  decided  growth 

of  intelligence  in  the  children,  that  home  lessons  are  being  carefully 

attended  to,  and  that  many  of  the  girls  show  great  proficiency  in 

needlework.'     She  encourages  their  bringing  work  from  home  to  do 

in  the  school,  which  she  thinks  answers  well.     Miss  Thompson  has 

now  sustained  her  present  oflSce  seventeen  years,  and  in  the  daily 

routine  of  school  work,  amidst  much  adapted  to  discourage,  and 

many  adverse  home  influences  to  contend  with,  she  has  sown  the 

good  seed  of  instruction  with  patience,  perseverance,  zeal,  and  ability. 

Very  many  have  passed  from  under  her  influence  during  these  years 

to  occupy  their  several  stations  in  social  life,  and  it  may  with  truth 

be  said  that  many  too  are  there  exhibiting  the  good  results  of  their 

training  in  this  school. 

"The  duties  and  advantages  of  domestic  service  are  frequently 
brought  before  the  girls.  The  committee  feel  that  its  present  state 
is  by  no  means  a  satisfactory  one,  and  they  hear  the  assertion  oft 
repeated  that. this  arises  in  measure  from  the  kind  of  education  given 
in  such  schools  as  these.  They  do  not  coincide  in  this  opinion,  nor 
do  they  believe  that  instruction  in  useful  branches  of  knowledge, 
and  an  intelligent  acquaintance  with  general  subjects,  combined 
with  a  careful  moral  training,  based  on  the  principles  of  Holy  Writ, 
can  do  other  than  better  prepare  for  the  future  duties  of  life,  what- 
ever and  wherever  they  may  be.  The  Infant  School  mistress  continues 
to  give  great  satisfaction ;  the  general  aspect  of  the  school,  together 
with  the  happy  and  cleanly  appearance  of  the  children,  are  subjects 
of  pleasing  remark,  and  she  speaks  of  being  strengthened  in  her  work 
by  the  feeling  that  she  has  the  co-operation  of  the  parents. 

"The  committee  have  only  to  refer  to  the  financial  report,  by 
which  it  will  be  seen  that  a  balance  is  still  held  in  the  Savings'  Bank. 
This  balance  has  in  some  instances  prevented  the  obtaining  of  new 
subscriptions.  Your  committee  trust  it  will  not  be  allowed  to 
operate  in  future,  as  it  must  be  felt  most  desirable  to  have  a  fund 
from  which  to  draw  for  expenses  connected  with  the  maintenance 
of  the  school  premises  in  good  working  order,  which  must  be  entailed 
every  few  years,  and  which  cannot  be  met  from  the  current  income 
of  the  schools." 
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Stafford.   Muted^^X).    "  The  committee  of  tbe  above  achooli  hate 
again  great  pleasure  in  presenting  tbeir  annual  report  to  tbe  public 

"  The  continued  success  attending  their  efforts  to  provide  a  useful, 
sound,  and  unsectarian  education  for  the  children  of  tbe  operative 
classes  is  a  proof  of  their  general  appreciation,  and  is  alike  gratifying 
to  the  committee  and  the  officials  of  the  schools. 

"  The  management  is  confided  to  a  duly  certificated  master  and 
mistress,  with  a  full  complement  of  pupil  teachers ;  upwards  of  800 
children  are  now  under  instruction ;  and  both  teachers  and  scholars 
are  subject  to  Government  supervision. 

"  Wm.  Scoltock,  Esq.,  the  Government  Inspector,  has  just  paid 
his  annual  visit ;  and  his  report  is  sufficient  confirmation  of  the  belief 
which  the  committee  entertain,  that  these  schools  are  reallj  doing 
their  duty  in  the  thickly  populated  district  in  which  they  are  situated, 
and  are  among  the  most  effective  and  efficiently  conducted  schools  of 
their  class  to  be  found  in  the  Midland  Counties. 

'*The  committee  beg  to  mention  with  thanks  the  kindness  of 
M.  A.  Bass,  Esq.,  M.P.,  and  Mr.  Alderman  Pochin  (Mayor  of 
Salford),  in  again  so  handsomely  subscribing  to  the  funds;  and  also 
of  John  Morgan,  Esq.  (Mayor  of  Stafford),  whose  special  gift  of  two 
guineas  for  prizes  has  been  expended  in  ornamental  certificates  of 
merit. 

"  The  committee  take  this  opportunity  of  urging  the  claims  of 
these  Bcbools  upon  all  friends  of  education,  and  trust  that  during 
the  current  year  the  number  of  guinea  subscribers  may  be  materially 
augmented,  in  order  to  provide  for  the  increasing  expenses  of  the 
staff  of  pupil  teachers." 

Stoney- Strafford,  Boys,  110.  "  The  Committee  have  much  pleasure 
in  presenting  to  the  subscribers  the  report  of  the  above  school  for 
the  past  year.  The  average  attendance  of  the  scholars  has  been 
larger  than  during  any  previous  year,  and  their  appearance,  conduct 
and  progress  have  been  very  satisfactory. 

"  The  school  is  designed  to  impart  a  sound  elementary  education ; 
the  children  are  therefore  well  trained  in  reading,  writing,  spelling 
and  arithmetic ;  and  the  higher  classes  receive  additional  instruction 
in  grammar,  history,  geography.  Scripture  history,  and  drawing.  The 
Bible  is  read  at  the  commencement  and  close  of  school  work  each  daj. 

"  In  May  last,  J.  D.  Morell,  Esq.,  her  Majesty *8  Inspector,  made 
his  annual  visit  to  the  school,  and  examined  all  the  children  who  had 
been  present  more  than  200  times  during  the  past  year.    Of  this 
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inspection  Mr.  Morell  reports  to  the  Privy  Council,  *The  order, 
discipline,  and  inBtruction  of  the  school  are  all  very  satisfactory  and 
creditable  to  the  teacher.' 

"In  December  last  a  public  examination  of  the  school  was  held 
in  the  public  room  of  the  town,  conducted  by  Mr.  Beale,  of  Banbury, 
and  Mr.  W.  Tucker,  late  pupil  teacher  in  the  school,  and  at  present 
8  student  in  the  Training  College  of  the  British  and  Foreign  School 
Society.  The  examination,  which  was  enlivened  by  music,  recita- 
tions, and  dialogues,  proved  very  successful,  and  gave  great  pleasure 
to  all  present." 

Wakefield  {Laneasterian),  Boys,  114.  QirUy  35.  InfcmU,  127. 
^'The  average  daily  attendance  of  children  in  all  three  schools  in  the 
year  ending  with  March,  1866,  was  225,  and  the  number  of  scholars 
on  the  books  at  the  end  of  that  year  was  276.  In  the  year  ending 
March  last  the  average  daily  attendance  was  196,  thus — boys,  92 ; 
girls,  29 ;  infants,  75 :  while  the  number  on  the  books  on  dlst  March 
last  was  274 — ^boys,  114 ;  girls,  35 ;  infants,  127.  Though  the  number 
on  the  books  is  only  2  less,  the  average  of  the  attendance  is  29  less ; 
and  this  is  partly  owing  to  many  of  the  elder  scholars  having  gone, 
as  in  1865-6,  to  work  or  to  higher  schools,  and  partly  to  the  excessive 
severity  of  the  weather  for  the  last  eight  months  of  the  school 
year. 

''Mr.  Arthur  Milman,  her  Majesty's  Inspector,  examined  the 
school  on  6th  June,  1866,  and  the  results  of  the  attendance  and 
individual  examination  were  found  as  below : — 

"  Average  attendance — ^boys,  104 ;  girls,  44 ;  in&nts,  73 :  total,  221. 
Attending  to  be  examined — boys,  106 ;  girls,  36 ;  infants,  11 :  total, 
153.  Passed  in  reading — ^boys,  104 ;  girls,  82 ;  infants,  11 :  total,  147. 
Passed  in  writing — ^boys,  106 ;  girls,  33 ;  infants,  8 :  total,  146.  Passed 
in  arithmetic— boys,  94 ;  girls,  18 ;  infants,  10:  total,  122.  Infants 
under  6  allowed  on  attendance,  89.  !Failed  to  pass — ^boys,  5 ;  girls, 
8 ;  infants,  2 :  total,  15. 

"A  night  school  for  boys  was  opened  under  Mr.  Chadwick's  teach- 
ing on  16tli  October,  1866,  and  met  in  the  girls'  room  until  Christmas, 
after  which  the  scholars  were  taught  along  with  the  pupils  at  the 
Mechanics'  Institution.  The  highest  number  on  the  books  has  been 
20 ;  the  average  attendance  11.  On  Tuesday,  28rd  Ajwil,  15  were 
examined  at  the  school  in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  by  means 
of  papers  sent  from  the  Education  Department  of  the  Privy  Council. 
Pour  of  our  managers  attended,  and  the  papers  were  returned  to  the 
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Department  the  same  night  as  required.  We  do  not  yet  know  the 
result. 

"  Mr.  Chadwick,  Miss  Moslej,  and  Miss  Glojne  have  performed 
their  duties  to  our  satisfaction  throughout  the  year. 

"Theresa  Isabella  Gregson,  pupil  teacher,  left  at  Christmaa  to 
follow  some  other  employment;  and  Elizabeth  Grace,  who  was  a 
scholar  in  the  schools,  has  been  put  in  her  place  provisionally.  John 
Wright  continues  pupil  teacher  in  the  boys'  department. 

"  In  May,  1866,  Mr.  Milner  and  Mr.  Binks  gave,  in  the  Music 
Saloon,  an  exhibition  of  photographs  by  the  oxy-hydrogen  light  for 
the  benefit  of  the  school.  The  receipts  were  £15  12s.  4d.,  and  the 
profits  £10  168.  lOd.  Their  fellow-managers  feel  much  indebted  to 
them  for  their  kindness." 

Windsor.    BoySy  174.     Qirh  and  Infants^  203.     "  The  committee, 
in  presenting  their  usual  annual  report  of  these  schools  to  their 
friends  and  subscribers,  feel  great  pleasure  in  being  able  again  to 
bear  witness  to  their  general  state  of  efiiciency  and  prosperity,  and 
to  the  quiet  and  steady  course  of  usefulness  which  has  marked  their 
progress  during  the  last  year.    The  number  on  the  books  at  Christ- 
mas last  year  was  in  the  boys'  school  174,  and  in  the  girls'  and 
infants'  schools  203;  total,  377:   with  a  total  average  attendance 
during  the  year  in  the  former  of  125,  and  in  the  latter  of  120.    The 
schools  are  now  under  the  management  of  the  following  staff  of 
teachers — 2k  master  and  three  pupil  teachers  for  the  boys,  and  a 
mistress,  assistant  teacher,  one  pupil  teacher,  and  one  paid  monitor 
for  the  girls'  school.     The  committee  desire  to  speak  in  terms  of 
commendation  of  the  able  exertions  of  both  the  master  and  mistress 
during  the  last  year,  as  fully  shown  by  the  very  gratifying  report  of 
her  Majesty's  Inspector  for  1867 ;  while  the  results  of  his  inspec- 
tion, as  evinced  by  the  amount  of  capitation  grant  received  and  the 
number  of  children  passed,  are  also  highly  satis£ftctory.     The  com- 
mittee  feel  great  sorrow  in  having  to  report  the  loss  by  death  during 
last  summer  of  their  late  much-valued  assistant  teacher,  Marianne 
Martin,  who  was  for  so  many  years  as  scholar,  pupil  teacher,  and 
assistant  teacher  connected  with  the  girls'  school,  and  who  by  her 
untiring  exertions  contributed  so  greatly  to  its  prosperity  and  use- 
fulness. In  consequence  of  her  death,  and  to  fill  her  place,  the  ladies' 
committee  have  appointed  Miss  Sarah  Statham,  who  during  the  com- 
paratively short  time  since  she  has  been  elected  has  dischai^ged  her 
duties  very  efficiently  and  to  their  entire  satisfaction.    With  r^gnd 
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to  the  finances,  it  will  be  seen  by  the  balance-sheet  that  the  total 

amount  of  receipts  from  all  sources,  from  January  31,  1867,  to 

January  31, 1868,  is  £362  98.  4d.,  while  the  total  expenditure  during 

the  same  period,  including  £1  4s.  5d.,  the  balance  due  to  the  treasurer 

on  the  preTious  year's  account,  is  £375  178.  Id.,  thus  leaving  a  balance 

due  to  the  treasurer  at  the  time  when  the  accounts  were  made  up 

of  £13  88.  5d.     The  committee  have  also  to  report  that  they  have 

received  from  the  Committee  of  Council  on  Education  the  sum  of 

£109  178.,  as  the  amount  of  tlie  capitation  grant  under  the  Eevised 

Code  for  the  12  months  ending  31st  January,  1867  ;  and  that  out 

of  164  scholars  from  both  schools  presented  last  year  for  examination, 

150  passed  in  reading,  154  in  writing,  and  105  in  arithmetic.     They 

have  also  to  acknowledge  with  their  grateful  thanks  the  receipt  of 

two  liberal  donations  during  the  last  year  from  the  trustees  of  the 

late  Joseph  Charriot,  Esq.,  amounting  together  to  the  sum  of  £75. 

"  In  closing  their  report,  the  committee  must  once  more  appeal 
for  increased  support  from  all  those  who  value  the  unsectarian  and 
efficient  system  of  education  imparted  in  these  schools,  founded  as 
it  is  on  a  true  religious  basis ;  and  they  feel  sure  that  the  more  widely 
their  advantages  are  known,  the  more  highly  will  these  schools  be 
appreciated  and  supported." 
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Bahanuu  Board  of  Education.    Beportfor  1866. 

"  The  Board  of  Education,  establislied  under  the  Act  of  Assemblj, 
27  Vic,  c.  35,  beg  to  submit  their  second  annual  report  to  the  Legis- 
lature. 

"  In  their  last  report  they  had  to  regret  that  the  inspectors'  yisiti 
revealed  the  schools  to  be  far  from  efficient,  but  they  d^ewencou^ag^ 
ment  from  the  fact  that  teachers,  parents,  and  children  were  mani- 
festing a  greater  spirit  of  earnestness  on  behalf  of  education.  They 
rejoice  to  find  that  these  signs  were  not  delusive,  and  their  hopes 
are  to  a  great  extent  realized  in  the  increase  of  schools,  the  large 
accession  to  the  numbers  in  attendance,  and  the  more  regular  pay- 
ments of  school  fees,  as  well  as  the  higher  attainments  of  tbe 
scholars. 

''  At  the  close  of  last  year  30  schools  were  in  existence  under  the 
Board's  jurisdiction.  During  the  past  year  7  new  schools  have  been 
opened,  making  a  total  of  37  schools  in  operation,  or  an  increase 
since  May,  1865,  of  12  schools.  These  schools  may  be  thus  dassi- 
fied : — For  boys  only,  2 ;  girls,  2  ;  infants,  1 ;  mixed,  32 :  total,  37. 

*'  The  following  staff  of  teachers  has  been  at  work  either  for  the 
whole  or  part  of  the  year,  viz. : — Principal  teachers,  male,  31 ;  female^ 
5.     Pupil  teachers,  male,  1 ;  female,  6.    Sewing  teachers,  female,  14 
total,  67. 

'^  The  liberal  provision  made  last  year  by  the  Legislature  enabled 
the  Board  to  add  to  their  staff  of  sewing  teachers,  and  thus  materiallj 
to  increase  the  efficiency  and  usefulness  of  their  schools.  They  hope 
this  year,  out  of  the  sum  which  the  better  payment  of  school  fises 
will  place  in  their  hands,  to  be  able  to  support  sewing  teachen  in 
connection  with  all  the  schools. 
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"New  schools  have  been  opened  at  Porte  Howe  (St.  Salvador)  ; 
Gregoiy  Town  (Eleuthera) ;  Alice  Town  (N.  Bimini) ;  Bullock's 
HarboTir  and  Cistern  Cay  (Berry  Islands) ;  Waterloo  and  Freetown 
(Eleathera). 

"  Twelve  new  teachers  have,  after  examination  and  training,  been 
sent  out  daring  the  year ;  all  of  whom,  with  the  exception  of  Mr. 
Allin  (who  unfortunately  became  sick,  just  after  assuming  charge  of 
bis  school,  and  was  obliged  to  return  to  England),  are  working  suc- 
cessfully. 

^'Tbis  number  does  not  include  the  new-trained  teachers  from 
England  for  Harbour  Island  (Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cole),  who,  although 
thej  were  engaged  in  1866,  did  not  commence  their  duties  till  the 
present  year. 

"  After  much  unsuccessful  negotiation,  the  Board  at  last  succeeded 
in  procuring  a  lot  of  land,  on  which  to  erect  schoolhouses  for  the 
Western  girls*  and  infants'  schools.  These  buildings,  which,  in  design 
and  accommodation,  are  a  great  improvement  on  the  school-houses  of 
the  colony,  will  be  opened  in  April. 

**A  sum  was  granted  last  year  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the 
Board  to  aid  in  supporting  teachers  in  small  out-island  settlements, 
where  the  inhabitants  were  willing  to  contribute  to  their  support. 
The  Board  proposed  to  augment  the  contributions  of  the  inhabi- 
tants by  a  sum  not  exceeding  £25  per  annum,  and  to  aid  in  erecting 
school-houses.  The  inhabitants  of  three  places  availed  themselves  of 
this  offer,  viz. : — Berry  Islands,  were  two  schools  are  taught  alter- 
nately by  the  same  teacher,  "Waterloo  and  Freetown  (Eleuthera). 

*^  A  temporary  check  was  placed  upon  the  schools  by  the  hurricane. 
Fop  a  week  every  school  ceased  work— every  school-house  having 
suffered  more  or  less. 

"The  school-houses  at  the  following  places  were  either  totally 
destroyed,  or  so  damaged  as  to  prevent  the  schools  being  held  in 
them,  viz. : — 

"  Girls'  Western  School  (Nassau) ;  Harbour  Island ;  Bluff, 
Current,  Green  Turtle  Cay,  Hope  Town,  Cherokee  Sound,  Port 
Howe,  Moss  Town,  Clarence  Town,  Eum  Cay,  Watling's  Island, 
Bagged  Island,  Coakley  Town,  Eight-Mile  Eock,  Berry  Island.  . 

"  A  circular  was  at  once  sent  to  each  teacher,  directing  him  to  give 
^  exact  account  of  the  damage  sustained  by  school  property,  and  an 
estimate  of  the  amount  of  lumber,  &c.,  required  to  restore  the  build- 
ing ;  and  at  the  same  time  to  ascertain  whether  the  people  were 
willing  to  contribute  labour.     Each  teacher  was  also  directed  to 
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engage  the  most  suitable  bailding  in  which  to  hold  the  school.  It  is 
gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  before  November  (the  month  fol- 
lowing  the  hurricane)  most  of  the  schools  were  at  work,  and  before 
the  year  expired  only  two  schools  remained  closed— one  (Long 
Island)  for  want  of  a  teacher,  the  other  (Moss  Town)  for  want  of  a 
suitable  residence  for  the  teacher. 

**  With  a  few  exceptions  the  teachers  have  laboured  earnestly  and 
assiduously  for  the  advancement  of  the  children  entrusted  to  their 
care.  There  is  reason  to  believe  that  some  are  exerting  a  salutary 
influence,  not  only  on  the  children,  but  also  on  the  whole  communitr. 
This  has  been  gathered  from  the  testimony  of  visitors,  committees? 
parents,  and  the  inspector's  report.  To  this  fact  the  Board  attribute 
much  of  the  success  which  has  attended  their  operations  for  the  past 
two  years. 

"  In  concluding,  the  Board  trust  that  the  facts  contained  in  the 
subjoined  reports  of  the  inspector  may  convince  the  Legislature  that 
the  grants  they  have  so  liberally  m^ade  are  not  "  spent  for  nought," 
and  that  the  labours  of  the  teachers  are  not  '*  in  vain."  They  cod- 
fidently  look  forward  to  the  time  when  the  fruits  of  their  preseot 
efforts  shall  be  reaped  in  a  more  intelligent,  industrious,  sober,  and 
thriving  community. 

"The  Board  have  much  pleasure  in  testifying  to  the  ability  and 
zeal  of  the  inspector  of  schools,  whose  duty  as  such,  and  also  as  the 
Board's  secretary,  are  very  arduous,  and  are  annually  increased  by 
the  success  of  his  own  exertions."

'^  Readif^,  In  many  of  the  schools  a  very  decided  improvement 
has  been  made  in  this  subject  during  the  year,  and  although  the 
defects  noticed  in  my  last  report  have  not  disappeared,  yet  the  reading 
was  more  distinct  and  expressive,  and  the  meaning  more  clear  y  per 
ceived,  as  was  seen  by  the  readier  answers  to  my  questions  at  the 
close  of  the  lesson.  I  would  again  urge  upon  teachers  the  necessitj 
of  often  reading  the  whole  or  portions  of  the  lesson  to  the  class,  and 
of  spending  five  or  ten  minutes  at  the  close  in  questions  on  the  inter 
pretation  of  the  same. 

"  61.7  per  cent,  of  those  presented,  and  60  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
school  passed  in  this  subject  as  compared  with  55.6  and  54.7  per 
cent,  last  year. 
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**  Writing,  The  writing,  especially  small  hand  on  paper,  has  con- 
riderablj  improved  during  the  year.  In  some  schools,  however,  there 
is  still  evidence  of  want  of  attention,  to  the  position  of  the  body, 
book,  and  pen.  The  use  of  short  pieces  of  pencil  in  the  lower  classes 
produces  habits  which  it  is  difficult  to  eradicate.  This  may  in  a 
great  measure  be  obviated  by  insisting  on  the  use  of  pencil-cases  by 
the  scholars,  which  may  be  purchased  at  a  cent  each. 

"  In  this  subject  61.9  per  cent,  of  those  presented  and  40.6  per 
cent,  of  the  whole  school  passed ;  as  compared  with  58.6  and  38.7 
per  cent,  last  year. 

''Arithmetic.  This  subject  is  still  made  too  mechanical.  Very 
few  teachers  lay  a  good  foundation  by  thoroughly  teaching  numera- 
tion and  notation.  The  fewest  failures  in  this  subject  were  in  those 
schools  where  the  children  were  well  acquainted  with  numeration. 
1  make  it  a  rule  to  dictate  the  sums  to  the  classes  presented  to  me, 
and  I  often  find  boys  in  the  higher  rules  unable  to  set  down  a  number 
mrolring  the  use  of  the  cipher.  It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to 
table  in  appendix,  that  very  few  children  are  presented  in  subtraction 
and  long  division.  I  am  aware,  these  rules  are  difficult  to  make 
children  comprehend,  but  that  is  the  reason  why  they  should  bo 
thoroughly  mastered.  I  generally  find  in  giving  children  sums  in 
the  back  rules,  especially  those  above-named,  an  almost  universal 
failare. 

"  To  remedy  this  I  would  suggest : — 

"  1.  That  numeration  and  notation  be  combined  with  every  arith- 
metic lesson. 

'^  2.  That  one  arithmetic  lesson  each  week  be  devoted  to  the  back 
mles. 

"In  this  subject  54.8  per  cent,  of  those  presented,  and  36.3  per 
cent,  of  the  whole  school  passed,  as  compared  with  52.7  and  29  per 
cent,  last  year.  The  schools  deserving  notice  are: — Long  Cay; 
Current ;  Cherokee  Sound ;  Port  Howe ;  Inagua,  Bagged  Island  and 
Marsh  Harbour. 

"  Spelling  and  Dictation.  Spelling  is  a  very  difficult  subject  and  is 
rarely  well  taught.  The  antiquated  way  of  committing  to  memory 
long  columns  of  difficult  words  and  meanings  is  productive  of  little 
or  no  benefit.  The  best  way  of  teaching  this  subject  is  to  combine 
it  with  reading  and  dictation.  At  the  close  of  each  reading  lesson, 
every  word  should  be  spelt,  as  errors  are  more  frequently  made  in 
little  words  than  in  the  longer  ones.  Dictation,  if  properly  conducted, 
might  be  made  a  good  means  of  teaching  spelling ;  especially  if  prcr 
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ceded  by  tnuuBcribing  the  leesoDi  and  followed  by  a  eaieful  oorreetian 
of  errors. 

^*  Needleu)ork.  There  are  now  17  schools  in  which  needlework  is 
taught  to  the  girls.  547,  or  42  per  cent,  of  the  whole,  are  taught 
this  useful  art.  On  the  whole  this  subject  seems  to  be  well-taagkt, 
although  there  is  not  sufficient  evidence  of  a  graduated  course  of 
lessons.  '*  Cutting  out "  is  not  taught  in  any  schooL  This  might 
be  inexpensively  taught,  by  allowing  the  first  efforts  to  be  made  oa 
paper.  I  require  in  each  school  to  see  not  only  specimens,  but  also 
each  child  engaged  in  working  on  a  separate  specimen. 

'*  Grammar  and  Oeography,  In  a  few  schools  the  rudiments  of 
these  subjects  are  well  taught.  In  most,  however,  it  consists  in 
merely  committing  to  memory  (sometimes  with  no  idea  of  the  mean- 
ing) a  number  of  definitions  and  rules  from  the  book.  The  simplest 
questions  requiring  a  little  thought,  are  often  enough  to  stagger  i 
whole  class,  who  before  were  answering  with  the  utmost  (mechanical) 
readiness.  Very  little  is  known  of  the  geography  or  history  of  the 
Bahamas,  and  in  no  school  have  I  seen  a  map  of  the  colony.  Ifl 
teaching  geography  the  map  appears  to  be  very  little  used. 

^*  J^riculture.  In  connection  with  some  schools  are  gardeBi 
worked  by  the  boys ;  those  of  the  Boys'  Central  School,  Marsh  Hai- 
hour,  and  I^icoll's  Town  are  the  most  flourishing. 

"  Cflassification  and  Organization.  Many  schools  have  undergone 
quite  a  reformation  in  this  respect.  In  nearly  every  school  I  found 
a  time-table  and  evidence  that  the  work  was  carried  on  systenuti- 
cally.  Classes  were  formed  with  some  regard  to  equality  of  attain- 
ments, &c.  Still  many  grave  defects  exist,  which  can  only  be 
remedied  by  proper  training  or  some  acquaintance  with  the  system 
of  education.  In  order  to  make  up  in  some  measmre  for  want  of 
training,  I  have  given  each  teacher  three  books  on  school  manage* 
ment,  viz. :  "  Dunn's  Principles  of  Teaching,"  "  Oill's  School  Manage- 
ment/' and  "Hand-book  to  Model  Schools."  I  have  reason  to 
believe  that  in  some  instances  these  are  read,  and  their  suggestiooi 
turned  to  practical  account. 

''  The  following  schools  stand  highest  under  this  head: — 

''  Long  Cay,  Glenelg,  Current,  Cherokee  Sound,  Boys'  Centzil 
Marsh  Harbour,  Niooll*s  Town,  Bluff  and  Port  Howe  (S.  SaL), 
Bum  Cay,  Watling's  Island,  Inagua,  Bagged  Island. 

'^  Order  and  Di$eijpline.  Good  discipline  and  order  are  essential 
to  an  efficient  school.  I  am  glad  to  notice,  especially  on  the  Oat- 
isUmds,  a  great  improvement  in  these  vf^ttera.     In  many,  if  not 
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most  of  the  schools,  the  rule, "  a  place  for  ererything,  and  everything 
ID  its  place,*'  not  only  adorns  the  walls,  but  is  enforced  in  the  working 
of  the  school.  I  could  mention  one  or  two  disgraceful  exceptions, 
but  I  am  happy  to  say  they  are  exceptions.  Hats,  instead  of  lying 
about  the  floor,  are  either  slung  over  the  shoulder,  or  hung  on  pegs 
or  nails,  around  the  schoolroom ;  and  books,  slates,  &c.,  are  neatly 
arranged  in  presses  provided  for  the  purposes. 

"In  not  a  few  schools  while  my  examination  was  proceeding 
(often  lasting  four  or  five  hours),  scarcely  an  unnecessary  whisper 
was  heard.  The  order  of  the  teacher  was  heard.  The  orders  of  the 
teacher  were  obeyed  promptly  and  cheerfully,  and  the  exercises  gone 
through  with  spirit;  making  my  visit  very  pleasant  to  myself;  a 
contrast  almost  to  the  intolerable  pain  inflicted  upon  me,  in  examining 
those  schools  where  confusion  is  the  *  order  of  the  day.' 

"  Committees,  The  local  school  committees  have  in  many  places 
proved  of  great  service  to  the  teachers,  especially  in  cases  of  emer- 
gency (such  as  the  hurricane,  for  instance),  when  the  teacher  would 
feel  reluctant  to  take  steps  on  his  own  responsibility.  Consisting  of 
the  most  influential  inhabitants,  they  have  often  stimulated  the 
others  to  exertions.  A  conscientious  teacher,  rather  than  regard  a 
committee  with  auspicious  feelings,  will  welcome  their  assistance  and 
advice.  Only  in  one  case  have  the  teachers  and  committee  come  into 
collision. 

"  l^eet,  A  large  increase  in  the  amount  of  fees  has  taken  place 
this  year.  This  would  have  been  considerably  higher  but  for  the 
distress  caused  by  the  hurricane.  Compared,  however,  with  the 
large  sum  granted  by  the  Legislature,  the  amount  contributed  by  the 
people  is  remarkably  small.  I  am  of  opinion  that  at  least  one-third 
of  the  whole  cost  of  maintaining  a  school  should  be  borne  by  the 
parents.  I  am  satisfied  that  were  this  the  case,  the  result  would  be 
a  more  regular  attendance — and  a  greater  interest  in  education."

'Female  JEducation  in  Syria, 

^  We  have  much  pleasure  in  publishing  the  following  translation, 
from  tl»  Arabic,  of  the  examinations  of  the  Orphanage  and  British 
Syrian  Scriptural  and  Industrial  Schools  founded  at  Beirut  and  in 
Lebanon  by  Mrs.  Bowen  Thompson,  which  took  place  on  the  25th, 
26th,  and  27th  June.    They  furnish  a  satisflEbctory  evidence^  not  only 
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of  the  progress  made  by  these  valtiable  schools,  but  also  of  the  great 
change  which  has  taken  place  in  the  feelings  of  the  natives  on  the 
subject  of  female  education.  To  educate  a  woman  has  hitherto  been 
considered  almost  as  hopeless  an  attempt  as  to  '  educate  a  cat/  aod 
has  been  so  universallj  discouraged  that,  while  parents  were  ready 
to  expend  large  sums  on  the  education  of  their  sons,  they  refdaed 
even  offers  of  the  gratuitous  education  of  their  daughters.  Several 
young  women,  whose  aspirations  after  better  things  were  called  forth, 
were  tauntingly  asked  if  they  intended  to  become  clerks  in  stores  or 
dragomen  at  the  Consulates.  Now  a  new  era  has  not  only  dawned, 
but  is  actually  established  in  Syria. 

"  Mrs.  Bowen  Thompson  commenced  her  voluntary  and  truly  de- 
voted Christian  labours  at  Beirut,  in  1860,  after  the  cruel  massacre 
of  the  Christians  by  the  Druses  and  Mohammedans  at  Damascus 
and  in  the  Lebanon.  Erom  a  small  beginning,  the  undertaking  has, 
under  the  blessing  of  G-od,  grown  up  to  large  and  important  dimen- 
sions, extending  from  Beirut  into  several  districts  of  Syria,  where 
branch  schools  have  been  established,  conducted  by  native  teachers. 
It  now  numbers  fourteen  schools,  containing  above  900  native  pupib 
of  various  religious  denominations,  viz.,  Christians,  Jews,  and  Mo- 
hammedans, Druses,  Greeks,  and  Maronites,  who  all  daily  leam  to 
read  the  Scriptures  in  English  and  Arabic.  They  are  also  taught 
the  ordinary  branches  of  education  and  female  industry,  being 
specially  educated  to  become  schoolmistresses,  governesses,  Bible- 
women,  &c.,  as  a  means  of  multiplying  native  scriptural  schools 
throughout  the  country. 

''  We  invite  special  attention  to  the  testimony  afforded  by  such 
speeches  as  those  of  the  G-reek  Priest,  the  Maronite,  and  the  native 
Protestant,  which  will  be  read  with  great  interest. 

"The  examination  was  conducted  in  the  spacious  hall  of  the 
newly  completed  English  School,  by  the  Bev.  William  Bobertson, 
minister  of  the  Scotch  at  Beirut,  &c.  The  pupils  gave  great  satis- 
faction by  their  reading  in  Arabic,  French,  and  English,  especially 
the  latter,  in  which  they  answered  questions  with  the  emphasis  of 
English  children.  In  the  Arabic  Scriptures — Old  and  New  Testa- 
ment— they  passed  an  admirable  examination,  being  questioned  and 
cross-questioned,  in  their  translation  of  John  i.  from  Arabic  into 
English  ;  also  a  brief  description  of  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland 
was  excellent.  Their  English  grammar  took  everybody  by  surprise ; 
but  their  crowning  piece  was  their  history  of  Palestine,  illustrated 
hy  maps  drawn  from  memory  on  the  black  board.     Difficult  snms  in 
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fractions  and  interest  were  proposed  by  the  Director  of  the  Bank, 
and  worked  out  with  much  readiness  bj  the  girls.  Their  needle- 
work, too,  was  much  commended;  and  the  singing,  especially  of 
Handel*s  Te  Deum^  sung  in  parts,  and  taken  up  in  fall  chorus  by 
the  whole  school,  not  only  excited  great  interest,  but  many  Arab 
gentlemen  afterwards  entreated  that  it  might  be  sung  in  the  public 
serrice. 

**  The  attendance  of  the  natiyes  was  very  large,  among  whom  was 
his  Excellency  Hamil  Pasha  (Pasha  of  Beirut),  who  expressed  him- 
self delighted  with  what  he  saw  and  heard.  The  following  speech 
was  made  at  the  dose  of  the  examination  by  Ershee  Mendrietie 
Gabriel  Gebara,  the  first  Greek  preacher  in  Beirut,  and  translated 
into  English  by  an  Arabic  friend. 

" '  As  a  native  of  Syria,'  writes  the  translator, '  and  one  who  has 
long  taken  a  deep  interest  in  the  welfare  of  my  countrywomen,  I 
was  delighted  with  the  progress  of  the  pupils  of  the  British  Syrian 
Female  College;  and  I  listened  with  surprise  to  the  sentiments 
expressed  by  a  man  who  is  held  as  the  most  influential  and  intellec- 
tual among  the  G-reek  clergy,  in  fact,  the  first  and  only  preacher. 
Sach  a  speech  was  never  expected  to  be  heard  from  him  or  any  one 
else  in  a  Protestant  school,  and  many  Greeks  were  astonished  to 
bear  him  urge  the  people  to  send  their  children  to  this  school, 
instead  of  opposing  them,  which  made  me  think  that  a  new  era  was 
commencing  with  this  generation,  and  that  the  veil  is  beginning  to 
be  taken  away  by  the  very  hands  that  put  them  oyer  the  people. 
This  evidently  shows  that,  by  God's  blessing,  a  new  domestic  happi- 
ness is  about  to  visit  us,  by  bringing  the  light  of  Christian  civiliza- 
tion into  our  families  by  educated  wives  and  children.'  The  speaker 
began  by  saying : — 

'"  If  we  observe  we  shall  see  that  the  females  are  the  most  vaefol  and  influen- 
tial members  of  our  society,  although  they  are  delicate  and  feeble  in  body  com- 
pared with  men  ;  they  have  the  most  tender,  affectionate,  and  courageous 
character.  They  have  in  their  hearts  the  source  of  happiness  or  misfortune  to 
our  race.  Tea  !  the  women,  if  left  uneducated,  are  the  worst  and  most  hurtful 
means  of  unhappiness  and  ruin  to  us.  They  nurse  the  infants  either  with  the 
milk  of  civilization  and  education,  or  of  ignorance  and  superstition,  with  all  its 
sad  results.  It  is  proved  f^om  many  evidences  that  they  were,  and  that  they 
ate,  the  fundamental  means  of  the  enb'ghtenment  of  the  country.  Whatever 
foundations  we  may  lay,  whatever  means  we  may  seek,  none  of  them  will  have 
any  value  unless  brought  through  that  door.  I  can  give  many  instances  of  the  im- 
portance of  looking  back  to  the  first  generations,  orto  £urope  in  its  present  state. 
But,  allow  me  to  dwell  now  upon  the  Bible  only.  He  then  spoke  of  some  of  the 
women  of  the  Bible—Sarah,  Rebecca,  Hannah,   Buth,  Dpborah,   Esther,  the 
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Uxrft,  Phttbe,  the  wife  of  Pikt«^  ind  oUien.  Not  h«  apoke  of  the  illnslhou 
woman  who  reigns  ovitf  150  iiiilUon%  YiotoriAi  Qaeen  of  Bngluid ;  of  her  rabjecti, 
end  their  happiness  nnder  her  rule.  One  of  them  had  come  to  this  country  ind 
opened  so  many  schools ;  and  she  has  begun  many  a  great  work  of  charity, 
kbotiring  with  never-tiring  zeal.  He  added,  that  our  country  is  indebted  to 
her  kindness,  end  that  the  schools  in  Beirut  alone  which  are  condticted  by 
her,  show  how  much  Ohrietlan  instruction  ought  to  he  vttlued  end  her  €um^ 
followed." 

''The  speaker  then  turned  to  the  young  girk,  ujing^ — 

**  'My  young  friends,  you  must  leem  hem  your  lady  the  leaeou  of  Christisn 
charity  which  caused  her  to  leare  her  country  and  come  here  to  labour  tad 
spend  her  life  and  health  for  the  welfare  of  others.  How  muoh  more  ought 
you  to  work  for  your  own  native  land,  and  how  thankful  ought  you  to  be  to  the 
Divine  mercy  that  sent  her  to  you  and  placed  you  under  her !  We  are  all 
obliged  to  her  and  to  England.' 

"  Then  turning  to  the  large  audience,  he  continued : — 

«  <  "We  tlsed  to  treat  women  with  contempt,  thinklDg  that  they  were 
not  worthy  to  be  our  equale  in  domestic  life  and  duties;  but  now  we  seethtt 
women  are  on  a  level  with  us,  if  not  capable  of  higher  attainments.  We  also 
•ee  that  they  are  the  beet  helpe  for  education '  and  usefolness.  What  a  life 
doee  a  man  lead  if  he  is  educated  and  enlightened  and  his  wife  an  ignotsat 
woman  I  What  will  his  children  be  f  Women  want,  above  all«  good  training; 
they  must  have  their  minds  cultivated  from  their  very  infancy,  that  they  oaj 
be  enabled  to  assist  their  husbands,  teach  their  children,  and  find  comfort  in 
their  own  minds  ;  so  that,  instead  of  jewels  and  costly  clothes,  they  may  seek 
to  be  clothed  with  humility  and  wisdom.  He  concluded  by  saying  that, 
although  our  comtry  has  not  reached  the  degree  at  which  it  aima,  tlie  hope  of 
seeing  so  goodly  a  number  in  the  school,  and  the  great  progrsae  manifeetid  by 
the  children  to-day,  confirms  my  opinion  that  the  day  is  not  far  when  msay 
of  my  fellow-countrymen  will  place  their  daughters  in  these-  schools.  I  see 
that  the  bad  of  the  tree  of  knowledge  will  grow  and  spread  over  the  laud. 
The  crescent  moon  will  wax  to  the  full  tinder  the  sovereign  rule  of  his 
Highness  the  Sultan  Abdul  Aaaz,  and  his  enlightened  ftmctioiiaiiei^  etich  as  his 
Emelleaoy  fiashed  and  Hamil  Paaha.' 

'*  He  then  inroked  a  blessing  on  these  schoola,  again  adrising  their 
people  to  place  their  children  in  this  school.'* 


From  the  Twenty-fifth  Report  of  the  Mibzapobe  Missiok. 

"  At  the  commencement  of  the  past  year,  ordera  were  received 
from  the  directors  of  the  home  society,  rendering  it  imperatiTe  that 
the  two  schools,  the  High  School  supported  exclusively  by  the 
London  Missionary  Society  and  Home  Friends,  and  the  city  school 
supported  by  the  station  and  a  grant-in-aid  &om  Ooyemment,  should 
be  amalgamated.     It  was  supposed  that  the  measure  might  oocaaioD 
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a  diminution  in  tlie  niunber  of  boys  attending  the  one  school,  but  to 
counterbalance  this  was  the  consideration  that  by  entertaining  only 
one  establishment  of  teachers  an  equal  amount  at  work  might  bo 
done  at  a  much  lees  expense.  To  the  amalgamated  school  the  society 
offiBfed  a  grant  of  126  rupees  per  mensem. 

**  On  submitting  the  Society's  correspondence  to  our  local  commit* 
tee  the  amalgamation  was  sanctioned,  and  authority  was  given  to 
make  application  to  Government  for  an  additional  grant  of  the 
same  amount  as  that  given  by  the  Society — making  the  whole  grant 
from  Gt>venunent  275  rupees  per  mensem.  This  application  was 
snccesafiil,  and  the  increased  grant  has  been  regularly  drawn  from 
the  beginning  of  the  financial  year. 

"  It  was  to  be  regretted  that  this  scheme  of  amalgamation  had  to 
he  carried  out  at  a  time  when  the  new  school  building  in  which  we 
are  now  assembled  had  not  risen  very  much  above  its  foundations, 
while  the  Native  House  in  GtMMin  Tola,  in  which  the  City  School 
was  being  held,  was  clearly  too  small  to  hold  the  two  schools.  An- 
other disadvantage  connected  with  that  house  was  its  distance 
from  the  homes  of  the  boys,  but  chiefly  those  of  the  younger  children 
of  the  Christian  families  who  were  dependent  on  the  education 
given  in  the  high  school,  and  yet  it  was  impossible  to  obtain  an- 
other bouse  equally  large  and  better  in  situation.  Still  on  completing 
tile  work  of  amalgamation  it  was  found  that  the  attendance  was 
better  than  had  been  anticipated,  and  so  it  continued  till  the  hot 
Beason,  when  a  gradual  diminution  owing  to  the  causes  already 
specified  took  place. 

"A  staff  of  twelve  teachers  for  the  English  and  Yemaoolar  De- 
partments wes  selected  fiN>m  both  schools,  and  with  these  operations 
were  commenced  in  the  new  institution  on  the  Ist  February,  1867. 
IFour  of  the  branch  schools  were,  however,  still  carried  on  separately, 
as  want  of  house-room  rendered  their  immediate  transfer  impossible. 

"  The  numbers  at  present  on  the  roll  are  as  follows :— English 
Department^  126 ;  Urdu  Department,  66 ;  Hindi  Department,  100 ; 
four  bnmeh  schools,  114;  total,  402.  The  average  attendance  is 
820,  or  79-6  per  cent. 

^In  the  two  separate  schools  and  branch  schools  the  attendance 
was,  as  shown  in  our  last  report,  501.  Probably  now  that  we  have 
entered  our  new  building  we  shall  regain  something  of  what  we  have 
lost  in  the  unfavoonble  drcumstances  in  which  we  hare  been  placed. 

The  SLead  Maater^  Mr.  D'Orne,  thus  reports  on  the  internal  opera. 
ti<nw  of  the  school : — 

o  2 
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" '  The  harmonioiu  working  of  the  teaohen,  and  their  hearty  oo*opentiai  in 
carrying  out  all  the  plans  for  the  internal  management  of  the  institation  hatt^ 
nnder  God,  contributed  towards  its  efficiency  and  usefalnnsa  as  an  agency  for  the 
mental  as  well  as  moral  training  of  the  youth  of  this  dty.  That  it  is  not  ye^ 
howeyer,  what  it  ought  to  be,  is  a  fact  we  would  place  prominently  before  u%  end 
while  feeliog  grateful  for  that  which  haa  been  accomplished  in  the  pas^  we  would 
find  encouragement  to  strive  hopefully  for  the  future. 

'* '  In  selecting  a  staff  of  teachers  at  the  commencement  of  the  last  seisioD,  it 
was  a  matter  of  regret  that  a  sufficient  number  of  competent  Christian  teachen 
could  not  be  obtained  for  the  school.  This  was  felt  to  be  a  desideratum,  especially 
with  reference  to  the  moral  training  of  the  boys.  The  head  master  had  his  hands 
full  in  having  to  teach  the  two  highest  classes^  consisting  of  lada  prosecuting  dif- 
ferent  grades  of  study,  and  who  consequently  needed  to  be  instructed  for  the 
most  part  separately.  Under  these  circumstances,  a  great  portion  of  the  religkooi 
instruction  in  the  lower  classes  was  necessarily  entrusted  to  heathen  teacheni 
but  under  the  strictest  supervision,  not  less  than  one  hour  daily  being  set  apsit 
by  the  head  master  for  this  work.  Besides,  each  clsss  was  subjected  monthly  te 
a  viva  voce  examination,  and  the  boy  who  acquitted  himself  best  received  a 
scholarship  varying  from  one  to  three  rupees. 

'*  *  In  these  examinations  (which  were  conducted  chiefly  on  Saturdays^  whsa 
the  first  two  classes  were  examined  by  means  of  written  questiona),  the  greattft 
prominence  was  given  to  Scripture  knowledge,  and  it  must,  in  juatioe  to  thi 
teachers,  be  stated  that  the  proficiency  of  the  boys  in  this  subject  was  notseeond 
to  that  displayed  in  any  other  taught  by  them — a  fact  which  some  visitoia  wen 
agreeably  surprised  to  notice.  The  kind  assistance  rendered  by  the  Bev.  Mr. 
Shrewsbury  in  teaching  and  supervising  the  religious  instruction  of  the  variou 
classes  was  very  beneficial,  and  his  being  obliged  to  leave  India  ocoaaioiia  us  sll 
much  regret.  A  friendly  aid  has  also  been  received  through  him  from  the  To^ 
tenham  Court  Road  Chapel  Sunday  School,  consisting  of  writing  materials,  some 
school  apparatus  and  books,  all  of  which  are  highly  appreciated  by  the  boys,  snd 
are  being  profitably  used  by  them,  and  for  which  our  warmeet  thanks  are  dueu 

"  *Some  of  the  teachen  of  the  English  department,  together  with  the  stodeati 
of  the  entrance  dass,  have  met  the  head  master  at  his  house  for  one  hour  daily, 
except  on  SaturdayS|  when  they  have  yoluntarily  attended  a  Theologinl 
class  conducted  by  Mr.  Shrewsbury.  The  Bible  class  for  the  Teachers  of 
the  Hindi  Department  and  Branch  Schools  haa  also  been  carried  aa  before  by 
the  Rev.  C.  Ddfid. 

"  '  The  Inspector  of  Public  Instruction  paid  his  annual  visit  to  the  school  in  the 
month  of  Muoh,  and  placed  on  record  his  approbation  of  the  progress  off  the 
entrance  and  preparatory  daasee  which  he  examined,  and  hia  satialaotioii  with 
the  general  appearance  of  the  school. 

"  '  During  the  month  of  October  the  highest  class  was  subjected  to  a  writta 
examination,  for  the  purpose  of  deciding  as  to  the  fitness  of  the  stndents  for 
presenting  themselves  at  the  matriculation  examination  of  1867.  Some  gentle- 
men of  experience  in  educational  matter  kindly  consented  to  set  the  papers  in 
the  various  subjects ;  and  out  of  five  candidates  three  were  seleoted  firmn  whose 
answers  it  appeared  that  there  was  a  reasonable  j»obability  of  thsar  ftnn^'*g 
the  university  test  successfully.     We  would  take  this  opportunity  of 
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iqg  oorwiriiMst  tlumkB  to  these  gentlemen  above  allnded  to,  who  notwithstanding 
tha  multiplicity  of  their  own  dnties,  afforded  snch  essential  service  to  ns. 

"*0o  the  24th  of  December  the  Director  of  Pablic  Instmction  visited  the 
iaititatioii,  and  after  a  most  searching  examination  expressed  his  satis&otion 
witbthe  proficiency  of  the  boys,  as  well  as  with  the  genend  condition  and 
worldiig  of  the  sdiool. 

'"With  reference  to  the  results  of  the  religions  instruction  imparted,  it  may 
be  obsenred,  that  any  fruit  can  scarcely  yet  be  expected,  as  the  work  has  hitherto 
been  ehiefly  of  a  preparatory  nature.  There  have,  in  the  first  place,  been  obstacles 
of  a  serious  nature  to  overcome.  The  two  schools  formerly  connected  with  the 
misrion  had  oome  to  be  regarded  by  some  of  the  teachers  and  pupils  as  two 
•epuate  institutions,  and  consequently  as  subject  to  different  laws.  The  Bible 
wu  tcknowledged  as  anne  qua  non  in  the  "  High  School,"  but  in  the  "  City 
School  *'  its  study  was  looked  upon  as  optional.  When  therefore  the  two  schools 
were  amalgamated,  a  strong  feeling  of  opposition  was  manifested  to  its  introduc- 
tion ts  a  class  book,  which  all  who  were  able  to  read  were  required  to  have  and 
to  learn.  Some  left  the  school,  while  others  threatened  to  do  so,  and  a  spirit  of 
general  disaffection  began  to  manifest  itself.  Even  the  introduction  of  M'Cul- 
loch*8  Series  of  reading  books  was  objected  to  as  they  contain  selections  of  a 
religious  tendency.  Happily  this  was  not  of  long  continuance.  A  change  of 
fueling  was  gradually  effected,  and  those  very  books  once  so  objectionable  are  now 
cheerfully  bought  and  used  with  interest — ^we  trust  also  with  profit.' "

**  We  the  CommisBioners  of  the  Board  of  Education  have  the 
honour  to  submit  to  your  Excellency  this  our  Fifth  Beport,  com- 
prising a  statement  of  our  proceedings  during  the  year  1866; 
together  with  such  information  as  we  are  enabled  to  furnish  up  to 
the  present  date. 

*'  It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a  considerable  diminution  in  the 
numbers  of  children  on  the  rolls,  and  in  an  average  attendance,  for 
the  month  of  December,  1866,  as  compared  with  the  same  month  in 
1865,  the  numbers  being  respectively  64,926  and  49,218  for  1865, 
and  62,575  and  46,331  for  1866,  or  a  decrease  of  2,351  children  on 
the  rolls,  and  2,887  in  average  attendance.  This  was  caused  by  the 
FLcknesB  which  so  generally  prevailed  throughout  the  colony,  espe- 
cially in  Melbourne  and  its  vicinity,  at  the  end  of  the  past  and  the 
beginning  of  the  present  year.  This  will  be  more  clearly  seen  by 
referring  to  the  returns  for  the  month  of  November,  1866,  when 
there  were  5,859  children  on  the  rolls,  and  2,930  in  average  attend- 
ance, more  than  in  the  month  of  December. 

"  During  the  present  year,  however,  the  attendance  has  fullj 
recovered,  there  being  an  increase  over  the  number  shown  at  the 
end  of  1865  of  62  schools,  4,772  children  on  the  rolls,  and  2,697  in 
average  attendance.  The  number  of  schools  in  operation,  therefore, 
at  the  end  of  March,  1867,  was  738,  with  69,698  children  on  therolb, 
and  51,915  in  average  attendance. 

«  The  per  centage  of  children  in  the  schools  to  the  total  population 
is  higher  than  it  has  ever  been  before,  being  10.82  per  cent,  of  the 
number  on  the  rolls,  and  8.06  per  cent,  in  average  attendance. 
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"  But  we  shall  show  in  oxxt  subseqaent  ramarks,  relative  to  the 
report  of  the  Eojal  Oommiision,  these  figures,  although  they  repre- 
sent the  average  number  of  children  receiving  instruction  at  any 
one  time,  do  not  by  any  means  indicate  the  extent  to  which  the 
children  of  the  colony  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  of  common 
schools. 

'^The  accompanying  table  will  show  the  whole  number  of  children 
presented  and  passed  under  standards,  both  in  England  and  Victoria, 
since  the  initiation  of  the  result  system : —

"  The  increase  iu  1866  in  the  proportion  of  Government  aid  is,  in 
great  measure,  caused  by  the  greater  demand  made  upon  the  fundus 
of  the  Board  for  the  payment  of  fees  for  destitute  children,  which 
not  only  adds  to  the  Qovemment  expenditure,  but,  by  drawing 
children  from  the  ranks  of  the  paying  to  those  of  non-paying,  dimi- 
nishes the  local  payments. 

"  We  would  request  attention  to  the  following  extracts  from  the 
reports  of  some  of  the  inspectors  relative  to  the  working  of  the  rules, 
to  the  progress  of  the  system,  and  to  education  generally. 

"The  Inspector- General,  while  expressing  his  opinion  that  the 
present  system  is  greatly  susceptible  of  improvement,  speaks  thus  of 
the  advantage  of  the  result  system : — 

"  '  A  modified  form  of  what  is  called  the  result  system  has  now  been  in  opera- 
tion for  nearly  three  years.  Sufficient  time  has  been  given  to  jndge  of  its  effects. 
These  effects  have  been,  increased  activity  on  the  part  of  the  teachers,  and— I 
have  reason  to  believe,  although  there  is  no  data  to  show  the  facts — an  increase 
in  the  amount  of  instruction  given,  and  to  a  certain  extent  an  increase  in  the 
regularity  of  attendance.' 

"  Mr.  Geary  thus  adverts  to  the  present  efficiency  of  the  schools, 
and  to  the  assistance  he  has  received  from  the  teachers : — 

"  *  The  schools  are  at  present,  on  the  whole,  in  a  higher  state  of  efficiency  than 
I  have  ever  known  them.  They  are  conducted,  as  a  rule,  by  a  competent  class  of 
head  teachers,  who  discharge  their  duties  with  zeal  and  fidelity.  As  I  now  leave 
the  district  to  take  charge  of  the  Northern,  I  take  this  opportunity  of  testiffing 
to  their  diligence  and  success.  I  thank  them  for  the  assistance  and  sympathy  I 
have  experienced  from  them  in  my  labours.  If,  on  some  occasions,  I  have  been 
compelled  to  report  in  more  severe  terms  than  perhaps  they  considered  the  subject 
merited,  I  am  sure  they  will  not  attribute  it  to  personal  or  unworthy  motiTes. 
Inspectors  are  not  infelKble ;  they  act  to  the  best  of  their  judgment,  and  they  have 
frequently  a  difficult  course  to  steer.   Bival  committees,  rivid  mailew,  owiffictiaig 
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dasomiiutioiial  interests,  misunderstandings  between  correspondents  and  teachers, 
and  tlie  petulance  of  those  teachers  who  consider  themselves  aggrieved  at  not 
haying  passed  at  examination — all  these  constitnte  a  series  of  difficolties  that 
require  to  be  tenderly  dealt  with  and  carefnlly  adjusted ;  and  how  to  do  so  with- 
oQt  offending  anybody  is  one  of  the  problems  which  an  inspector  has  constantly 
Wore  him  for  solution.' 

'^  Mr.  Brown  epeaks  in  the  following  terms  of  the  improvement 
effected  in  his  district  daring  the  last  three  years,  and  of  the  dis- 
continuance of  instruction  in  special  subjects  as  not  being  a  matter 
of  regret: — 

" '  As  I  am  about  to  relinquish  my  charge  of  the  Northern  district,  with  which 
I  have  been  connected  for  more  than  three  years,  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to 
reriev  the  improvement  which  has  been,  effected  in  it  during  that  period,  both 
in  regard  to  providing  the  means  of  education,  and  the  extent  which  these  means 
We  been  taken  advantage  of.  On  both  accounts  the  retrospect  is  a  satisfactory 
one.    Not  only  has  the  number  of  schools  increased,  but  also,  even  in  a  greater 

degree,  the  att^idance  at  the  old  schools It  may  be  fairly  presumed 

tbt  there  are  at  the  present  time  nearly  40  per  cent'  more  children  under  instruc- 
tion in  the  Korthem  district  than  there  were  three  years  ago. 

"*The  cultivation  of  special  branches  of  study,  such  as  Euclid,  Algebra,  and 
Latin,  which  used  frequently  to  occupy  no  inconspicuous  position  in  the  cuxri- 
enlnm  of  the  higher  class  of  Common  Schools,  has,  to  a  great  extent,  been  discon- 
tinned,  the  present  system  offering  no  inducements  to  a  teacher  to  extend  his 
efforts  in  this  direction.  The  change  is,  in  my  opinion,  anything  but  matter  for 
Tegret.  These  studies  were  generally  carried  on  during  the  usual  school  hours  for 
the  benefit  of  a  few  at  the  expense  of  the  many ;  and  the  results  obtained  were 
by  no  means  commensurate  with  the  amount  of  time  and  labour  bestowed  on 
their  production.  I  have  repeatedly  found  boys  who  were  said  to.  have  read 
three  or  four  books  of  Euclid,  and  to  be  solving  quadratic  equations,  unable  to 
ttate  Hit  simplest  definitions  of  geometry,  or  to  perform  the  easiest  algebraical 
operations.  Such  a  worthless  smattering  as  this  is  well  replaced  by  the  more 
thorough  knowledge  of  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  to  the  inculcation  of 
which  a  powerful  stimulus  is  offered  by  the  present  regulations.' 

"  Mr.  Gilchrist  gives  the  following  instance  of  gross  ignorance  in 
those  portions  of  the  district  which  the  Common  Schools  Act  is  not 
able  to  reach : — 

" '  Some  shocking  accounts  are  given  of  the  state  of  ignorance  and  semi-barbarism 
in  which  children  are  growing  up  in  the  same  places  unprovided  with  schools.  A 
teacher  pointed  out  to  me  a  little  girl  who,  he  told  me,  was  the*  daughter  of  a 
shepherd.  Before  going  to  school  the  only  human  being  the  girl  had  seen  for 
months  was  her  father,  and  her  only  playmate,  while  her  father  was  away  from 
the  hut,  was  a  dog.  This  girl  had  acquired  the  habits  of  her  playmate,  and 
would,  when  vexed*  use  her  teeth  as  freely.  She  had  been  known,  when  a  visitor 
entered  her  father's  hut,  to  conceal  herself  under  the  table,  and  thence,  on  hands 
and  feet,  issue  forth  and  bite  the  legs  of  the  visitor.  The  truth  of  this  story  was 
affirmed  also  by  the  clergyman  of  the  district.' 
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"  Mr.  Main  adyerta  to  tha  steady  improTement  shown  dnrisg  the 

jear:< — 

'The  most  noticeable  foct  I  hare  to  recoTtl  is  the  steady  impzoremeiit  tbown 
during  the  year  in  almost  all  matters  connected  with  education,  and  more  psrti- 
cnlarly  in  the  point  of  instruction ;  and  though  the  distzict  is  stOl  fu  below 
what  I  should  like  to  see  it,  I  belieye  it  may  be  considerBd  a  matter  of  satisbctira 
that  fluoh  progress  has  actually  been  made  as  I  shall  haye  to  point  out.' 

*' Teachers,  Pxtpil  Teachebs,  TRAnmro. 

"  During  the  year  1866,  1,107  reports  of  the  examinationi  for 
certificates  of  a  division  of  competency,  of  teachers,  assistants,  and 
candidates  for  employment  were  received.  Of  these,  302  were  twice 
examined,  making  the  total  number  examined  805. 

"  Of  this  number  80  were  classified  in  the  first  division  of  com- 
petency, 108  in  the  second  division,  22  passed  in  the  literary  subjects 
for  second  division,  and  6  in  the  literary  subjects  for  first  division, 
requiring  only  to  pass  in  the  "  art  of  teaching  '*  in  order  to  be 
severally  classed ;  and  639,  of  the  whole  number  examined,  failed  to 
obtain  any  classification.  Of  those  who  failed,  88  teachers  employed 
in  common  schools  were  rejected  as  unqualified  for  employment 
Of  the  candidates  for  employment  examined,  9  were  classed  in  the 
second  division  of  competency,  and  16  will  be  entitled  to  be  classi- 
fied in  the  same  division  on  their  passing  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  the  art  of  teaching ;  and  182  failed.  The  total  number  of  can- 
didates examined  was  207 ;  and  of  teachers,  598. 

'<  AppLiCJiTioys  FOB  Aid,  New  Schools. 

"  Since  the  passing  of  the  Common  Schools  Act,  we  have  received 
758  applications  for  aid,  by  way  of  salary,  grants  for  the  erection 
and  repair,  &c.,  of  school  buildings,  and  for  sites.  Many  of  these  are 
of  so  indefinite  a  nature,  that  it  is  impossible  to  classify  them  under 
any  distinct  head ;  but  so  far  as  a  classification  can  be  made,  the 
application  stands  thus : — 

"  For  salaries,  320  applications  have  been  received,  of  which  175 
have  been  granted,  involving  an  estimated  annual  outlay  of  £26fi50. 
In  sixty  cases  aid  has  been  declined  for  various  reasons ;  such  as  the 
inability  of  the  promoters  to  comply  with  the  conditions  of  the  lOtfc 
section  of  the  Common  Schools  Act ;  or  upon  the  District  Inspector's 
report  that  the  establishment  of  schools  in  certain  localities  is  Q^- 
desirable.  Twenty-two  applications  have  been  abandoned  or  with- 
drawn, and  the  remainder  have  been  dealt  with  as  far  as  practicable 
on  the  information  afforded,  and  will,  when  matured,  be  finally 
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considered  by  us,  should  Farlmmeat  plm^  6i;ifficieAt  funds  at  our 
dispottl. 

"  Three  hundred  imd  thirty-two  applications  have  been  made  for 
grants  towards  the  erection  of  new  school  buildings,  and  for  repairs 
to  existing  schools,  amounting  together  to  £20,961  9s.  lOd.  Of 
these,  282  haye  been  favourably  considered,  and  grants  in  aid  thereof 
made  to  the  extent  of  £15,685  Is.  6d.  Of  the  remainder,  11  have 
been  declined,  22  have  been  withdrawn  or  abandoned  by  the  appli- 
cants, and  60  cases  are  either  under  consideration,  or  are  pending 
the  receipt  by  the  Board  of  the  necessary  funds.  In  seven  cases  the 
;;rant0  have  lapsed,  the  grantees  having  failed  to  comply  with  the 
conditions  stipulated.  In  two  cases,  however,  the  grants  have  been 
i<iQce  renewed. 

"  The  sum  of  £11,077  8s.  6d.  has  been  locally  contributed  towards 
the  erection  and  repairs,  <&c.,  of  school  buildings,  and  the  purchase 

f  sites,  <&c. ;  and  the  total  payments  made  by  the  Board,  up  to  the 
3l8t  December,  1866,  for  the  same  purposes  (inclusive  of  local  sub- 
scriptions paid  to  the  Board's  credit)  amount  to  £19,897  Os,  8d."

"Pbbsskt  Extekt  of  Blbmektabt  Education  is  Victobia. 

'^  On  this  subject  the  Commission  state  (page  7)  that  the  facts 
which  they  adduce  as  to  the  number  of  children  under  instruction  in 
Victoria, '  unsatisfactory  as  they  are  when  viewed  by  themselves, 
appear  still  more  so  when  they  are  used  as  the  basis  of  a  comparison 
I'etween  the  state  of  public  instruction  in  Yictoria  and  in  other 
oQDtries,'  They  go  on  further  to  state,  that  in  England  one  out 
of  every  eight  persons  in  the  populatioA  is  said  to  have  been,  so  far 
back  as  the  year  1858,  under -instruction,  and  that  the  proportion  '  is 
i^aid  to  have  increased  in  1861  to  one  out  of  every  six  or  seven  of 
tlie  population.' 

"  According  to  Appendix  D  of  the  report  of  the  Commission,  being 
a  return  furnished  by  Mr.  Archer,  it  appears  that  in  1865  the  aver- 
age population  of  Victoria  was  616,375

"  Bat  there  is  another  point  to  which  attention  should  be  drawn, 
and  that  is,  that  the  number  of  children  returned  by  ns  on  the  rolls 
represents  the  mean  number  who  have  attended  during  each  sepa- 
rate month,  no  child  being  returned  as  on  the  rolls  for  a  ptrtdcolAr 
month  tmless  he  has  attended  the  school  during  some  portion  of  that 
month. 

''To  arrive  at  the  full  amount  of  benefit  conferred  by  a  Bchool 
during  the  year,  we  must  ascertain  the  total  number  of  diatinct 
children  who  have  attended  the  school  at  any  time  during  a  year. 
From  calculations  which  we  have  caused  to  be  made,  we  find  that  the 
total  number  of  children  on  the  roUs  is  71*66  per  cent,  greater  thio 
the  average  number  on  the  rolls.  This  would  increase  the  number 
of  children  in  1865  from  64,926  to  111,450 ;  and  the  number  at  the 
present  time,  from  69,698  to  119,642. 

"  That  this  number  is  not  excessive,  is  proved  by  the  finct  that  the 
Commissioners  of  National  Education  in  Ireland,  in  their  report  for 
the  year  1865,  state,  that  while  the  average  number  of  childreD  on 
the  rolls  was  598,408,  the  total  niunber  of  distinct  children  at  any 
time  on  the  rolls  for  the  year  was  922,084,  or  54  per  cent,  greater. 

''  The  difference  in  the  per  centage  is  caused  by  the  fact  that  the 
returns  are  made  quarterly  in  Ireland  instead  of  monthly  as  in  this 
colony,  so  that  the  number  of  children  returned  by  them  as  the 
average  on  the  rolls  must  necessarily  be  greater  than  with  us. 

"  The  total  population  of  the  colony  at  the  end  of  March.  1867, 
was  643,876,  so  that  nearly  one  in  five  of  the  total  population  attend 
common  schools.  The  number  of  children  in  the  colony  betweei 
three  and  sixteen  years  of  age  is  stated  to  be  about  180,000,  and  if 
three-fourths  of  those  children  receive  instruction  during  the  year, 
we  think  that  a  not  unsatisfactory  result  is  shown ;  but  because  onlj 
three-fourths  attend  schools  during  one  year,  it  must  not  be  assumed 
that  the  remainder  go  without  any  education.  The  children  attend- 
ing school  vary  from  year  to  year,  those  who  attend  one  year  les^^ 
the  next,  and  others  take  their  place.  On  this  subject  we  subjoin 
the  following  extract  from  the  report  of  the  conference  of  inspecton, 
lately  held : — 
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III 


1.  Th«  conferenoe  is  of  opinioik  that  the  namber  of  children  at  any  particalar 
period  in  the  achools  of  the  colonj  of  Yictoria  does  not  represent  the  extent  to 
which  the  children  of  this  colony  receire  instruction ;  that  the  nnmber  of  those 
wlto  profit  bj  the  educational  grant  is  much  greater  than  that  entered  on  the 
loUstt  any  period;  and  that  the  statistics  given  in  reply  to  question  2012  are 
quite  inoQiUDstent  with  the  inference  as  to  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  education  in 
Victoiia  recorded  on  pages  7  and  8/ 

^  It  is  true  that  some  children,  the  number  of  whom  we  have  no 
sufficient  means  of  determining,  attend  more  than  one  school  during 
the  year;  but  even  allowing  that  number  to  be  as  great  as  the 
number  of  children  returned  as  attending  private  schools,  11,378,  we 
shali  still  arrive  at  the  result  that  one  in  5*382  of  the  total  popula- 
tion, or  two  out  of  three  of  children  between  3  and  16  years  of  age, 
attend  public  and  private  schools  during  some  portion  of  the  year, 
and  when  it  is  added  that  the  per  centage  of  children  between  5  and 
15  years  of  age,  which  are  the  practical  school  ages,  was  at  the  last 
census  22*17  per  cent,  in  England  against  17*09  per  cent,  in  Victoria, 
showiug  that  a  greater  relative  namber  of  children  ought  to  be  re- 
ceiving education  in  England  than  in  this  colony,  we  think  it  will 
be  admitted  that  we  have  satisfactorily  shown  that  the  fears  enter- 
tained by  the  Commission, '  that  the  next  generation  will  not  be  so 
well  instructed  as  the  corresponding  generation  of  Englishmen,  while 
it  will  be  greatly  inferior  in  this  respect  to  its  parent  generation  in 
Victoria,'  are  grotindless. 

"  Again,  of  those  not  accounted  for,  a  large  proportion  would  be 
found  to  belong  to  the  number  of  those  between  the  ages  of  8  and  5, 
and  13  and  15,  between  which  ages  little  regularity  of  attendance  at 
school  can  be  expected  from  the  classes  generally  attending  common 
ichools ;  and  who  are  estimated  to  amount  to  about  58,243,  or  one- 
third  of  the  whole  number  of  children.

"  The  Commission  recommend  (pp.  8,  44)  that  a  separate  grant 
should  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  instruction  in  rural  dis- 
tricts, which  they  state  to  be  '  the  most  crying  want,  at  this  moment, 
of  the  interior '  (p.  9).  We  would  mention  the  fact,  that  we  have 
on  two  occasions  directed  the  attention  of  the  Government  in  our 
reports  for  the  years  1865  and  186G,  and  also  in  a  special  communi- 
cation in  the  former  year,  to  this  subject ;  but  we  were  informed  that 
the  unsettled  state  of  the  education  question  prevented  any  action 
^iog  taken.

"  With  reference  to  the  recommendation  of  the  CommiBsion  in 

fftvour  of  compulsory  edaoation  (pp.  10 — 15),  it  may  be  a  matter  for 

oon$ideration  whether,  as  the  aboye-mentioned  facts  appear  to  show 

that  there  is  no  apathy  on  the  part  of  the  public  in  regard  to  primary 

education,  it  is  necessary  to  pass  a  penal  measure  on  the  subject. 

Such  a  measure  could  have  little  or  no  influence  oyer  the  spsrsely 

populated  and  remote  districts ;  and  the  existing  laws  relatiTe  to 

destitute,  deserted,  neglected,  aild  criminal  children  appear  to  give 

magistrates  full  power  to  enforce  the  education  of  this  cLass  of 

children.

"Without  entering  into  the  statements  or  arguments  of  the 
Commission  (pp.  15 — 25)  on  this  subject,  we  would  only  state  that 
the  evidence  given  to  the  Commission,  that  there  was  a  general  mis- 
apprehension on  our  part,  to  the  effect  that  the  Act  precluded  tk 
giving  of  religious  instruction  outside  the  four  secular  hours,  is  quite 
erroneous.  Except  that  we  have,  for  reasons  which  we  think  tOI 
be  apparent  to  any  person  who  bears  in  mind  that  we  are  adminis- 
tering a  system  comprising  antagonistic  elements,  prevented  our 
inspectors  from  inquiring  into  or  interfering  with  the  subject,  we 
have  never,  directly  or  indirectly,  placed  any  obstacle  in  ther  waj  of 
local  committees  making  their  own  arrangements  for  the  purpose.

''  The  Commission  observe  (page  31)  that  in  their  opinion '  tinging 
ought  to  be  encouraged  and  should  form  a  part  of  the  ordiniiT 
elementary  instruction  in  all  public  schools ; '  that  '  it  should  be 
taught  at  the  training  school,  and  a  special  certificate  given  to  the 
teacher  for  competency  in  the  art ; '  and  they  further  suggest  thtt 
an  addition  should  be  made  to  the  sAlary  of  every  teacher  in  a  public 
school  holding  the  certificate,  if  the  singing  be  properly  taught, 
without  any  charge. 

"  We  would  remark  that  our  present  regulations  provide  for  the 
carrying  out  of  all  these  suggestions,  except  that  a  fee  of  one  pennj 
per  week  is  charged  for  the  children  who  receive  the  instruction. 

''Hie  same  remarks  apply  to  drawing,  a  subject  which  is  not 
adverted  to  in  the  report  of  the  Commission. 

''  IhspbotiOh. 
"  Believing  the  inspection  of  our  schools  to  be  a  subject  of  the

highest  importance,  we  consider  it  right  to  direct  attention  to  the 
erroneoQB  impressions  likely  to  be  left  by  tbat  part  of  the  recom- 
meodations  of  the  Commission  (page  33)  which  treats  of  the  appoint- 
ment, supervision,  and  present  efficiency  of  the  officers  acting  under 
us  in  that  department. 

*^The  Commission  state,  as  an  unsatisfactory  feature,  that  the 
inspectors  are  not  required  to  pass  any  special  examination.  In 
making  these  appointments,  we  have  always  considered  that  eridence 
of  haying  received  a  liberal  education,  as  indicated  by  bearing  the 
stamp  of  a  recently  conferred  degree  in  a  recognized  university,  or 
the  possession  of  known  and  special  ability  without  such  degree,  was 
a  far  better  guarantee  for  a  man's  probable  fitness  for  the  office  of 
inspector,  both  as  to  his  attainments,  habits  of  thought,  and  adapta- 
bility of  mind,  than  having  passed,  however  creditably,  any  technical 
eiammation  which  could  be  applied.  Men  possessing  the  qualifica- 
tions indicated,  though  perhaps  they  may  be,  at  the  time  of  their 
lint  appointment,  unacquainted  with  many  of  the  details  of  teaching, 
will  very  rapidly  acquire  familiarity  with  all  these  under  efficient 
instruction ;  whereas  if  we  were  to  substitute  a  competitive  examina- 
tion for  our  present  practice  of  selecting  the  candidate  who  appears 
best  fitted  for  the  office  from  amongst  any  who  bring  evidence  of 
superior  education,  we  should  in  fact  be  binding  ourselves  to  appoint 
inspectors  on  the  credit  of  certain  specific  qualifications  alone,  to  the 
exclusion  of  others  of  at  least  equal  importance.  That  we  have  had 
regard  to  highest  standards  of  education  in  the  appointment  of  our 
inspectors,  the  following  facts  will  show.  Of  the  twelve  gentlemen 
who  have  been  appointed  since  the  existence  of  this  Board —

Of  the  others,  two  passed  a  course  of  three  years  at  Dublin  and 
Edinburgh  Universities  respectively,  and  one  held  Ist  Class  Honours 
under  the  late  Denominational  School  Board.  Two-thirds  of  them 
hold  recognized  University  Degrees,  yet  the  Hev.  D.  McDonald  says 
in  his  evidence  that  educationally  they  all  hold  about  the  same 
status  as  the  teachers.*'

FOB    THE    OOTEBirMEKT    OP    THE    IKSTITUTIOW. 


I.  This  Institution  shall  be  designated  '*  The  Institution  for 
Promoting  the  Education  of  the  Labouring  and  Manufacturing 
Classes  of  Society  of  every  Eeligious  Persuasion  ;'*  and  for  the 
purpose  of  making  manifest  the  extent  of  its  objects,  the  title  of  the 
Society  shall  be  "  The  Bbitish  akb  roBEiow  School  Society." 

II.  This  Institution  shall  consist  of  a  Patron,  Vice-Patrons,  Presi- 
dent, Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  Secretaries,  Life  and  Annual  Mem- 
bers; together  with  such  officers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for 
conducting  the  affairs  of  the  Institution. 

III.  The  Institution  shall  maintain  a  school  on  an  extensive  scale 
to  educate  children.  It  shall  support  and  train  up  young  persons  of 
both  sexes  for  supplying  properly  instructed  Teachers  to  the  inhabit- 
ants of  such  places  in  the  British  dominions,  at  home  and  abroad, 
sa  shall  be  desirous  of  establishing  schools  on  the  British  system. 
It  shall  instruct  all  persons,  whether  natives  or  foreigners,  who  may 
be  sent  firom  time  to  time,  for  the  purpose  of  being  qualified  as 
teachers  in  this  or  any  other  country. 

%*  The  school  shall  be  open  to  the  public,  for  the  purpose  of  exhi- 
biting the  system  of  teaching  and  training,  every  day,  fi*om  nine  to 
twelve  o'clock,  and  from  three  to  five,  Saturdays  excepted. 

IV.  All  schools  which  shall  be  supplied  with  Teachers  at  the 
expense  of  this  Institution  shall  be  open  to  the  children  of  parents 
of  aU  religious  denominationB.  Beading,  Writing,  Arithmetic,  and 
Needlework  shall  be  taught ;  the  lessons  for  reading  shall  consist  of 
sxtracts  from  the  Holy  Scriptures ;  no  catechism  or  peculiar  religious 
tenets  shall  be  taught  in  the  schools,  but  every  child  shall  be  enjoined 
to  attend  regularly  the  place  of  worship  to  which  its  parents  belong. 

%*  The  grand  object  of  the  Institution  being  to  promote  Educa- 
tion in  general,  any  application  for  the  training  of  a  teacher,  at  the 
expense  of  the  person  thus  applying,  will  be  attended  to,  although 
such  intended  school  is  not  to  be  conducted  on  the  extend*^  •^-i^ 
<^ples  of  this  Institution.

v.  Eyerj  person  subscribing  annually  one  guinea  and  upwards 
shall  be  deemed  a  member  of  this  Institution  during  the  continuant 
of  such  subscription. 

YI.  Every  person  subscribing  ten  guineas  and  upwards  shall  be  a 
member  for  life ;  and  upon  anj  legacy  being  paid  to  the  Treasurer^ 
the  Executors  who  have  administered  shall  be  members  for  life, 
calculating  at  the  rate  of  fifly  pounds  for  each  Executor ;  and  in  case 
the  legacy  shall  not  amount  to  a  sufficient  sum  to  extend  the  priyitege 
to  all,  preference  shall  be  given  to  the  first  named  in  the  will. 

VII.  A  General  Meeting  of  the  subscribers  shall  be  held  every 
year,  in  the  month  of  May,*  or  as  near  thereto  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient  by  the  Committee,  when  an  account  of  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  for  the  preceding  year,  and  the  proceedings  of  the 
Institution,  and  all  other  institutions  at  home  and  abroad,  estabUshed 
on  the  British  system,  shall  be  stated,  and  a  Beport  for  publication 
agreed  upon. 

The  attendance  of  ladies,  and  the  Members  of  the  Committees  of 
Country  and  Local  Schools  on  the  British  system,  is  particularlj 
solicited. 

%*  Notice  shall  be  given  by  public  advertisement  in  at  least  four 
morning  and  evening  papers. 

YIII.  At  the  General  Meeting,  the  President,  Yice-Preaidentay 
Treasurer,  and  Secretaries  shall  be  elected.  A  Committee  of  forty- 
eight  Subscribers  shall  be  chosen,  and  denominated  the  C^eoeed 
Committee  for  conducting  the  afiairs  of  the  Institution,  with  power 
to  fill  up  vacancies  during  the  year.  .  Thirty-six  shall  be  re-eligible 
from  the  Committee  of  the  preceding  year.  Two  or  more  Subecriben 
shall  be  nominated  as  Auditors  of  the  accounts  of  the  Institution. 
All  officers  receiving  emolument,  or  who  are  not  specified  in  this 
rule,  shall  be  in  the  appointment  and  under  the  control  of  the  Com- 
mittee. And  the  Committee  shall  be  empowered  to  fill  up  vacandei 
which  occur  by  death  or  resignation  during  the  year. 

*«*  No  member  of  the  Committee  shall,  at  any  time,  or  under  anj 
circumstances,  receive  any  pecuniaiy  advantage  from  the  Society,  nor 
shall  the  Society  ever  mt^e  any  dividend,  gift,  division,  or  bonus,  in 
money  or  otherwise,  unto  or  between  any  of  its  members. 

IX.  The  Committee  shall  meet  once,  or  oftener,  in  every  montfa,

and  shall  elect,  at  the  first  meeting  in  every  year,  either  from  among 
themselYeSy  or  from  the  general  body  of  Sabscribers,  seven  as  a 
Committee  of  Finance,  and  twelve  as  Inspectors.  Of  these  Com- 
mittees, two  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

X.  A  Committee  of  twenty-four  Ladies  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
General  Committee,  to  superintend  the  concerns  of  the  Female 
Department  of  the  School  and  Training  Establishment;  they  will  be 
expected  to  make  a  written  Beport  of  their  proceedings  to  the 
(General  Committee  once  every  month. 

XI.  The  Vice-Patrons,  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  and 
Secretaries  shall  be  considered  as  members  of  the  Oenend  Com- 
mittee, and  the  Treasurer  and  Secretaries  members  of  all  Com- 
mittees. 

XII.  A  Special  General  Meeting,  at  which  no  less  than  thirty 
shall  constitute  a  quorum,  shall  be  called  at  any  time,  at  the  requisi- 
tion of  the  Committee,  or  any  twenty-four  Subscribers,  on  addressing 
a  letter  to  the  Secretaries,  specifying  the  object  of  the  Meeting,  at 
which  no  other  business  shall  be  brought  forward.

None  of  the  Bules  of  the  Institution  shall  be  repealed  or 
altered,  nor  any  new  ones  established,  but  at  the  General  Meetings 
or  at  a  Special  Gknend  Meeting,  called  for  that  purpose,  nor  shall 
any  new  rule,  or  abrogation  or  alteration  of  any  existing  rule,  be 
valid,  until  confirmed  by  a  subsequent  G^eral  Meeting.

EEPOET. 


The  Sixty-fourth  Report  of  the  British  and  Foreign 
School  Society  is  happily  little  more  than  a  brief  record 
of  quiet  progress  and  hard  work.  No  new  principles 
have  been  adopted ;  the  old  ones  cannot  be  made  simpler 
or  more  expansive.  Education — the  drawing  out  of 
faculties  which  God  has  given,  by  teaching  truths  which 
God  has  revealed — education  by  teachers  who  have 
been  trained  to  impart  as  well  as  to  acquire  knowledge 
— education  for  all ;  these  have  been  the  watchwords 
of  the  Society  from  the  beginning.  Its  sole  object  is  to 
have  the  children  of  the  labouring  classes  taught  in  the 
best  possible  way,  and  by  such  methods  only  as  shall 
appear  likely  to  effect  that  end.  Its  ultimate  aim  is  to 
render  them  intelligent,  wise,  and  good.  Its  operations 
now,  as  in  previous  years,  are  in  accordance  with  the 
advice  given  to  Joseph  Lancaster  by  its  first  President, 
the  late  Duke  of  Bedford,  ''Above  all,  steer  clear  of 
parties  or  faction,  political  or  religious;  let  the  great 
and  benevolent  work  you  have  begun  flow  in  an  uncor- 
riipted  channel  to  its  destined  end,  unmoved  in  its 
course  by  the  streams  of  bitterness,  or  strife,  or  envy,  bene- 
ficial to  your  country,  and  grateful  to  the  Almighty." 
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Before  entering  on  any  details,  your  Committee 
would  refer  with  regret  to  the  death  of  one  of  its  oldest 
members,  Mr.  Thomas  Norton,  concerning  whom  the 
following  resolution  was  passed  : — 

"  That  this  Committee,  having  received  the  intelligence  that  their 
old  and  valued  friend  and  coadjutor,  Mr.  Thomas  Norton,  died  at 
Peckham  Rye  Common  on  the  23rd  of  July,  desire  to  record  their 
high  regard  for  the  departed,  and  their  deep  sense  of  the  loss  which 
the  Society  hns  sustained  by  his  death. 

"  Mr.  Norton  became  a  member  of  the  Committee  in  the  year 
1824!,  and  daring  the  long  period  of  forty-four  years  his  attendance 
at  its  meetings  was  marked  by  great  regularity,  while  his  attach- 
1)1  en t  to  tlie  Society  never  waned. 

*'  His  amiable  disposition  endeared  him  to  all  his  fellow-workers 
in  the  cause  of  scriptural  education,  and  his  liberal  support,  never 
withheld  when  any  special  occasion  arose,  was  always  oftered  without 
solicitation,  Mr.  Norton  was  at  once  a  cheerful  giver,  a  judicious 
adviser,  and  a  sincere  friend. 

*'The  Committee  greatly  regret  his  loss,  and  trust  that  bii 
bright  example  may  stimulate  others  to  follow  in  the  same  path  ut 
Christian  usefulness.** 

Your  Committee  have  to  report  other  changes  which 
may  with  propriety  be  mentioned  here.  The  office  of 
treasurer  having  become  vacant  in  February  last  by  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  Henry  Edmund  Gumey,  who  had 
discharged  its  duties  for  a  period  of  thirteen  years  with 
marked  advantage  to  the  Institution,  Mr.  Joseph 
Gurney  Barclay  has  kindly  consented  to  occupy  the 
position.  A  new  secretary  has  been  appointed  in  the 
place  of  Mr.  Wilks,  who,  after  twelve  years  of  active  and 
faithful  service,  retired  in  June,  1868,  and  is  now 
devoting  a  portion  of  his  time  to  the  inspection  of 
schools. 

The  various  agencies  employed  by  your  Committee 
during  this  year,  as  before,  have  had  a  threefold  aim, 
viz.,  training  teachers,  maintaining  the  model  school^ 
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and  helping,  as  far  as  practicable,  other  schools  estab- 
lished and  conducted  on  the  British  system,  at  home 
and  abroad. 

TKAINING   OF  TEACHERS. 

The  number  of  students  under  instruction  for  the 
whole  or  a  part  of  the  year  has  been  269.  Two  were 
obliged  to  relinquish  their  studies  early  in  the  year ; 
one  owing  to  ill-health,  and  another  in  consequence  of 
bereavement  and  family  trouble.  76  others  left  at 
Christmas,  and  are  all  engaged  in  the  work  of  teaching. 
98  were  admitted  in  January,  48  young  men  and  50 
young  women.  The  college  at  Stockwell  is  quite  full ; 
that  at  the  Borough  Road  nearly  so. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  male  students  calls  for 
special  notice.  For  several  years  your  Committee  have 
had  to  lament,  in  common  with  the  authorities  of  all 
training  colleges,  the  discrepancy  between  the  accommo- 
dation provided  and  the  number  of  teachers  actually  in 
training.  This  discrepancy  is  vanishing.  There  are  at 
present  only  11  vacancies,  where  last  year  there  were 
31,  and  the  year  before  37. 

The  colleges  were  inspected  as  usual  in  November. 
The  report  is  not  yet  published,  but  your  Committee 
expect  it  to  be  quite  as  favourable  as  in  former  years. 
The  latest  published  report  is  that  of  Matthew  Arnold, 
Esq.,  who  bears  testimony  to  the  ability  and  attain- 
ments of  the  tutors  in  the  following  terms  : — 

'*  Mr.  Curtis,  besides  presiding  at  a  criticism  lesson  which  I  heard, 
himself  gave  a  lesson  in  my  presence  to  the  first-year  students  in 
grammar,  his  immediate  subject  being  the  pronoun^  and  his  lesson 
being  illustrated  in  a  very  interesting  and  instructive  manner  by 
^'ontinual  reference  to  the  language  of  old  English  works  and  of  the 
Bible.     Mr.  Smith  T  heard  lecture  to  the  first-year  students  in  the 


second  book  of  Euclid.  My  colleague,  Mr.  Bowstead,  Las  borne  to 
the  merits  of  Mr.  Smith's  mathematical  teachiog  a  testimony  which 
is  on  this  point  as  valuable  as  my  testimony  would  be  insignificant. 
Mr.  Alderson  and  I  listened  with  great  pleasure  to  a  lecture  by  Mr. 
Barkby  to  the  second-year  students  on  physical  geography,  the 
special  subject  taken  being  the  trade  winds. ^^ 

In  reporting  on  the  College  for  Females  at  Stockwell 
he  observes, — 

"  Miss  Steele  is  somewhat  wanting,  perhaps,  in  fluency  of  exposi* 
tion,  but  her  clearness  of  head  and  grasp  of  her  subject  make 
her  a  powerful  teacher.  Miss  !Fish  was  herself  brought  up  in  an 
excellent  school,  and  her  teaching  shows  the  fruits  of  it.  She  gives 
instruction  in  grammar  and  language,  and  also  in  drawing.  In  this 
latter  branch  the  students  whom  she  has  instructed  have  been 
remarkably  successful.  Miss  Stoker  gives  instruction  in  history 
and  geography ;  and  I  heard  a  good  lecture  from  her,  one  of  a  series 
of  four,  to  the  first-year  students,  on  winds.  From  Miss  Q^j  I 
heard  a  useful  and  ingenious  lesson ;  also  one  of  a  course  to  the 
first-year  students  on  the  inflection  of  the  voice  in  reading." 

Mr.  Saunders,  who  had  filled  the  office  of  resident  super- 
intendent at  the  Borough  Koad  for  nearly  twenty  years, 
retired  in  June  last  in  full  enjoyment  of  the  confidence 
and  esteem  of  the  Committee.  Some  of  his  duties — 
among  them  the  teaching  of  Scripture — have  been 
taken  by  the  new  secretary ;  some  assigned  to  the  other 
teachers. 

At  Stockwell,  Miss  Pitt  s  place,  as  teacher  of  music, 
has  been  taken  by  Miss  Mackay. 

The  thoroughness  of  the  secular  instruction  given  in 
both  Colleges  is  not  only  vouched  for  by  her  Majesty's 
Inspectors,  but  fully  proved  by  the  result  of  the  exa- 
minations of  the  Committee  of  Council. 

169  students  were  presented  at  Christmas,  not  one 
of  whom  failed.  Tiuo  only  were  placed  in  the  fourth 
division,  31  in  the  third  ;  while  78  obtained  a  place  in 
the  second  list,  and  58  made  good  their  claim  to  be 
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regarded  as  first-class  students.  It  may  be  interest- 
ing to  notice  that,  in  addition  to  Reading^  Spdliixg^ 
Writing,  School  Management,  and  Teaching,  in  which 
your  colleges  always  stand  high,  the  most  successful 
subjects  were  English  Composition  at  the  Borough  Road, 
and  at  Stockwell,  Domestic  Economy  and  Needlework, 

For  Drawing,  84  prizes  and  26  certificates  were 
awarded  to  the  students,  27  prizes  and  18  certificates 
being  distributed  at  the  Borough  Boad,  and  57  prizes 
and  8  certificates  at  Stockwell.  The  Science  and  Art 
Department  has  also  granted  28  prizes  for  proficiency 
in  elementary  mathematics. 

The  religious  training  and  scriptural  instruction  of  the 
students,  which  these  examinations  are  not  intended  to 
test,  and  with  which  the  Government  Inspectors  do  not 
interfere,  have  not  been  neglected.  Your  Committee  are 
fully  aware  that  "  as  is  the  man,  so  is  his  strength,"  and 
it  is  an  object  of  constant  solicitude  to  develop  Christian 
character  in  those  who  pass  through  the  Institutions. 

The  importance  of  this  will  be  recognised  by  all.  No 
gauge  can  correctly  measure,  and  no  statistics  convey, 
the  power  for  good  which  these  teachers  may  ultimately 
exercise.  Those  who  left  at  Christmas  are,  this  very 
day,  engaged  in  the  instruction  of  at  least  5,000  children, 
who,  if  they  live,  will  become  the  men  and  women  of 
the  next  generation — the  fathers  and  mothers  of  gene- 
rations yet  to  come. 

MODEL  AND  PRACTISING  SCHOOLS. 

The  schools  under  the  direct  superintendence  of  your 
Committee,  Jive  in  number,  present  nearly  the  same 
features  from  year  to  year.  The  number  of  children 
who  have  received  instruction  in  the  BoEOUOH  Road 


Boys'  School  up  to  the  present  time  is  69,034,  530 
having  been  admitted  between  March,  1868,  and 
March,  1869.  The  number  of  names  on  the  books  is 
522  ;  the  average  daily  attendance  is  485.  Mr.  Langton 
pursues  his  work,  amid  the  discouragements  consequent 
upon  the  shifting  nature  of  the  surrounding  population, 
with  the  aid  of  two  assistant  masters,  seven  pupil- 
teachers,  and  a  stipendiary  monitor.  The  students  of 
the  college  also  spend  some  time  in  teaching  the  classes 
under  supervision,  as  a  means  at  once  of  testing  and 
increasing  their  power.  Some  of  the  results  of  that 
teaching  you  have  been  invited  to  witness  this  morning, 
H  .M.  Inspector  says  of  his  examination  in  November 
last : — "  The  boys  have,  generally  speaking,  passed  veiy 
creditably  in  the  written  examinations,  and  remarkably 
well  in  the  extra  subjects.  The  third  standard  is  weak 
in  arithmetic,  and  some  of  the  pupil-teachers  are  not 
well  up.  With  these  exceptions,  the  school  is  excellent." 
It  should  be  mentioned  that  one  of  the  pupil-teachei*s 
secured  a  first-class  Queen's  scholarship,  and  is  now  at 
college.  Instruction  in  drawing  is  still  given  by  Mr. 
Swinstead,  and  278  pupils  were  presented  for  examina- 
tion last  week.  A  class  has  been  formed  in  connection 
with  the  Science  and  Art  Department  for  the  study  of 
Animal  Physiology. 

Borough  Road  Girls'  School. — Miss  Pitt,  whose 
efficient  services  the  Ladies'  Committee  were  very  sorry 
to  lose  in  March  last,  has  been  succeeded  by  Miss 
McKay,  a  teacher  of  some  experience,  with  both  the 
power  and  the  will  to  work  effectively  in  this  school. 
Two  pupil-teachers  have  successfully  completed  their 
apprenticeship,  one  of  whom  is  now  at  Stockwell, 
leaving  five  pupil- teachers  and  three  monitors.  The 
number  of  children  in  attendance  last  week  was  26G. 


Stockweil  GiiiLs'  School. — Number  on  the  books, 
270 ;  attendance,  245. 

The  public  examination  was  held  on  June  17, 
1868,  when  Mr.  John  Corderoy  (in  the  unavoidable 
absence  of  B.  Samuelson,  Esq.,  M.P.)  occupied  the  chair 
in  the  morning,  and  Mr.  Wilks  in  the  evening.  The 
children  acquitted  themselves  remarkably  well,  and 
received  special  prizes  for  specimens  of  needlework 
exhibited. 

The  Government  inspection  took  place  on  November 
lOth,  when  165  children  were  presented.  Dr.  Morell  re- 
ports that  "this  school  fully  maintains  its  reputation  for 
vigour,  good  order,  and  efficiency.  Nearly  all  the 
scholars  presented  have  passed  successfully,  and  about 
80  have  also  been  examined  in  geography  with  very 
satisfactor)'^  results."  So  much  help  is  rendered  to  Miss 
Potter  by  the  students  of  the  college,  that  it  is  not 
found  necessary  to  keep  up  the  pupil-teacher  staff  to 
the  point  necessary  to  insure  the  grant  for  the  extra 

subject. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  admission  continues  to 
be  gre«atly  in  excess  of  the  accommodation  provided  in 
the  schoolroom,  showing  the  value  set  upon  the  school 
by  the  parents  of  the  children. 

Stockwell  Infant  School. — Number  on  the  regis- 
ter, 178  ;  attendance,  160. 

The  female  students  continue  to  practise  in  this 
school,  and  under  Miss  Ryder's  superintendence  become 
acquainted  with  the  Kinder  Garten  system  of  instruc- 
tion. The  report  of  the  Government  Inspector  is  brief, 
but  satisfactory : — "This department  continues  to  present 
the  same  features  as  before,  of  a  thoroughly  well  organ- 
ized and  well-taught  infant  school.' 
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Corby  School. — This,  though  not  oDe  of  the  model 
schools,  was  placed  by  its  founder  under  the  direct 
control  of  your  Committee.  It  maintains  its  ground 
in  an  agricultural  district  in  Northamptonshire.  Though 
ineligible  for  a  grant  in  aid,  on  account  of  the  endow- 
ment, it  is  regularly  visited  by  one  of  H.M.  Inspectors 
of  schools.  The  number  of  names  on  the  register  is 
107  ;  the  average  attendance,  77. 

In  these  schools,  managed  and  supported  by  your 
Committee,  there  are  7  teachers,  and  19  pupil  teachers, 
working  earnestly  for  the  education  of  1,300  children. 

GENERAL  OPERATIONS. 

This  branch  of  the  Society's  work,  embracing  as  it 
does  the  encouragement  of  education  generally,  both  at 
home  and  abroad,  takes  your  Committee  into  a  field 
where  there  is  ample  room  for  vigorous  and  well- 
directed  effort. 

LOCAL  SCHOOLS. 

The  relation  of  the  Parent  Society  to  the  British  schools 
throughout  the  country  has  continued  to  engage  the 
thoughtful  attention  of  your  Committee.  They  wish  to 
avoid  undue  interference  on  the  one  hand,  and  neglect 
on  the  other.  Their  sympathies,  and,  as  far  as  practicable, 
their  help,  have  been  freely  given. 

The  Educational  Record  has  been  made  the  medium 
of  communication  with  the  teachers  as  well  as  the  sub- 
scribers. Correspondence  on  any  point  respecting  the 
progress  of  education  has  been  invited.  Forty-four 
teachers  engaged  in  schools  under  Government  inspec- 
tion, though  without  having  had  a  college  training,  have 
been  allowed  to  sit  with  your  students  at  the  Examination 
for  Certificates;  37  succeeded  in  obtaining  them.    Grants 
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of  books  and  school  materials  have  been  made  to  the 
managers  of  75  schools ;  50  in  England  and  25  in 
Wales.  The  Depository  has  offered  facilities  for  the 
purchase  of  school  requisites,  at  greatly  reduced  prices. 
Teachers  have  been  sent  to  take  temporary  charge  of 
43  schools,  which  would  otherwise  have  been  greatly 
injured,  if  not  altogether  closed.  Permanent  Teachers 
have  been  provided  for  more  than  130  schools.  Agents 
have  been  employed  to  give  needed  assistance  in  the  seve- 
ral districts,  conducting  public  examinations,  attending 
meetings,  and  aiding  by  their  couneel  the  establishment 
of  new  schools. 

These  items,  though  capable  of  brief  enumeration, 
make  up  an  amount  of  help  which  has,  as  a  rule, 
secured  for  the  Society  the  ready  co-operation  of  the 
local  committees  and  teachers  in  promoting  general 
education.  The  demands  of  the  age  are  large  and 
pressing,  and  your  Committee  venture  to  think  that 
more  might  be  done  in  the  way  of  stimulating  effort 
and  improving  existing  appliances,  if  the  cords  which 
bind  the  Society  and  its  branches  together  were 
strengthened. 

Several  of  these  items  call  for  further  reference.    The 

Appointment  of  Teachers 

is  a  work  of  increasing  difficulty  and  importance.  Your 
Committee  have  received  1 93  applications  for  Principal 
or  Assistant  Teachers  during  the  past  year  ;  91  male 
and  102  female.  In  134  cases  they  have  been  able  to 
comply  with  the  request. 

Establishment  of  New  Schools. — The  number  of 
new  schools,  as  reported  by  your  Agents,  in  the  North 
of  England  and  in  South  Wales  is  37,  without  reckon- 
ing  buildings  in    course   of  erection    or  schools   that 
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have  been  remodelled.  There  has  not  been  so  much 
educational  activity  in  the  other  districts,  though 
new  schools  at  Hatcham,  Croydon,  Newmarket,  and 
many  other  places — notably  at  Earls  Barton  and  St. 
Leonards,  where  model  buildings  have  been  erected — 
show  that  the  work  of  extension  is  going  forward. 

It  should  be  stated  that  an  attempt  has  been  made 
to  render 

The  Depository  more  useful.  The  catalogue  hns 
been  revised,  the  prices  have  been  reduced  as  far  as 
possible.  Many  articles  which  have  recently  come  into 
use,  or  are  worthy  of  introduction,  have  been  added  to 
the  stock.  The  Revised  Lesson  Books  have  been  again 
revised ;  the  more  difficult  lessons  in  the  earlier  books 
have  been  withdrawn ;  lighter  and  more  stimulating 
reading  has,  in  some  instances,  been  introduced  ;  while 
the  principle  on  which  they  were  originally  prepared, 
viz.,  that  every  lesson  should  convey  some  useful  infor- 
mation or  enforce  some  moral  truth,  has  been  fully 
preserved.     The  cost  has  been  considerably  lowered. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  the  demand  for  school 
books  and  materials  has  increased  during  the  year. 
Your  Committee  have  thought  it  best  to  give  up  the 
Depot  at  Manchester,  and  to  reciill  the  stock.  The 
Bristol  Depot  is  in  active  and  useful  operation. 

Grants  have  been  made  in  cases  where  great  need 
has  been  shown,  chiefly  to  new  schools.  A  few  ex- 
tracts from  the  letters  of  application  and  thanks  will 
prove  the  value  of  this  branch  of  the  work  of  your 
Committee. 

i. "  We  have  just  erected  on  Higham  Hill  Common,  in  the  midst  d 
a  poor  and  very  neglected  population,  a  Bchoolroom  capable  of 
holding  nearly  two  hundred  and  fifty  children.    The  children  of  all 
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parents  are  admissible  without  distinction  of  sect  or  party,  and  the 
Bible  is  the  basis  of  religious  instruction.  The  building  is  com- 
pleted on  freehold  land,  and  is  paid  for ;  but  as  our  means  are  now 
exhausted,  we  shall  feel  much  obliged  if  the  Committee  can  make 
us  a  grant  of  school  materials.*' 

ii.  "  I  have  for  some  time  laboured  to  establish  a  day  school  in  a 
rural  district  in  this  neighbourhood,  and  I  have  at  last  partly 
succeeded  in  my  endeavours.  If  you  could  induce  the  Committee 
to  favour  the  young  and  poor  school  with  a  few  book?,  ball  frame, 
Ac,  to  enable  us  to  have  a  fair  start,  you  would  confer  a  lasting 
obligation  upon  us." 

iii.  "  We  have  built  a  new  schoolroom  at  Cwmtwrch  entirely  at  our 
own  expense;  we  had  no  assistance  whatever  in  the  shape  of  a 
building  grant.  The  schoolroom  was  opened  last  Monday  week, 
and  will  accommodate  150  children,  according  to  the  regulations  of 
the  Committee  of  Council.  The  present  average  attendance  is 
seventy.  We  are  working  people,  that  isj  we  belong  to  that  class 
which  supports  itself  by  daily  labour.  At  present  our  greatest 
difficulty  is  the  want  of  books,  and  the  Committee  in  consequence 
have  requested  mo  to  appeal  to  your  worthy  society  for  a  grant. 
We  have  gone  to  great  expense,  and  the  Committee  would  be  very 
thankful  should  your  Society  grant  them  a  little  assistance." 

iv.  "  There  is  no  school  at  all  in  this  village,  either  Sabbath  or  secu- 
lar. Young  men  and  women  are  growing  up  in  the  deepest  ignorance, 
unable  to  write  or  even  read  ;  none  seeming  to  care  for  them  except 
a  widow  lady,  who  has  been  teaching  the  young  men  on  several 
evenings  in  the  week,  and  with  great  success^.  She  has  now  engaged 
a  room  ;  has  had  it  made  available  for  the  purposes  of  teaching  by 
obtaining  some  comparatively  inexpensive  furniture;  has  secured 
assistance  by  engaging  the  services  of  a  trained  teacher  from  Ipswich 
for  three  nights  in  each  week,  viz.,  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday, 
from  seven  till  nine  o'clock.  Without  aid  from  any  one  in  the 
place,  she  has  paid  for  everything  that  has  been  done,  and  now,  in 
addition,  pays  the  teacher,  who  commenced  his  duties  on  Monday 
evening  last. 

"  There  seems  every  probability  of  some  forty  or  fifty,  at  least, 
attending  regularly,  whose  ages  will  vary  from  twelve  or  thirteen  up 
to  t^venty  or  twenty-two ;  and  I  think  there  can  be  no  question  of 
good  being  the  result,  particularly  when  such  a  work  is  engaged  in, 
as  beems  to  be  the  case  with  this  lady,  from  a  sense  of  dutv,  and  in 
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placed,  and  by  which  thej  are  environed,  will  hardlj  permit  of 
further  progress.  They  have  attained  the  position  aimed  at  by 
their  managers ;  and  they  hare  not  the  means,  nor  have  their  friends 
and  supporters  the  wish  to  proceed  farther.  Having  made  good 
their  ground,  however,  they  are  quite  determined  to  maintain  it  in 
the  full  efficiency  of  well-directed  effort,  cheered  on  by  the  Divine 
blessing,  as  indicated  in  the  bestowment  of  good  measures  of 


succes?.'*

"  The  past  year,  like  too  many  of  its  immediate  predecessors,"  Mr. 
Salter  writes,  has  been  one  of  considerable  commercial  difficulty  and 
depression,  seriously  affecting  all  the  great  staple  industries  of  this 
Northern  District.  Among  the  consequences,  school  committees  hare 
been  more  or  less  hampered  in  their  work,  and  school  attendance  hsa 
been  to  some  extent  temporarily  reduced,  and  rendered  irregular. 
In  the  presence  of  diminished  resources,  local  claims  sometimes 
successfully  assert  themselves  against  the  claims  of  the  Parent 
Institution,  even  though  the  local  activity  in  which  they  originate 
may  be  directly  or  indirectly  traceable  to  the  successful  operations 
of  the  Society  itself.  "Nor,  till  the  adoption  of  broader  views  and 
the  advent  of  better  times,  is  this  anomalous  source  of  difficulty  to 
the  Society  likely  to  disappear.  In  reference  to  this,  I  have  occa- 
sionally heard  it  alleged,  and  there  appears  to  be  ground  for  the 
statement,  that  the  Society  would  profit  by  greater  gelf-a^erHon. 
How  this  is  to  be  done  it  is  not  for  me  to  determine.  It  is  plain, 
however,  that  amidst  a  multitude  of  organizations,  each  urging  its 
claims  persistently  and  on  the  spot,  such  a  Society  as  ours  is  ei- 
ceedingly  liable  to  have  its  principles,  objects,  utility,  and  even 
existence,  at  least  partially  ignored.  It  may  thus  cease  to  be  pro- 
minent, not  because  it  has  declined  in  any  essential  respect,  but 
because  men  with  narrower  aims  and  local  concentration  of  purpose 
press  eagerly  to  the  front. 
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**I  am  glad  to  soy  tbal,  broadly  surveyed,  the  aspect  of  that  part 
of  the  educational  field  which  comes  under  my  own  observation  is, 
upon  the  whole,  decidedly  satisfactory.  Nearly  all  the  schools  I 
visit  have  now  fully  settled  down  to  their  work  as  regulated  by  the 
'Code,'  most  of  them  getting  good  results  and  good  grants.  In 
addition  to  this,  I  notice  that  the  tone  and  spirit  of  the  schools,  as 
compared  with  what  they  were  not  long  ago,  exhibit  gratifying  marks 
of  improvement.  Mechanical  drudgery,  of  which  there  must  always 
fall  a  good  sbare  to  the  lot  of  every  elementary  teacher,  is  greatly 
relieved  by  the  fuller  employment  of  appropriate  intellectual  methods 
and  by  the  increasing  introduction,  or  rather,  I  should  say,  r^-intro- 
duction,  of  what  are  commonly  spoken  of  as  the  *  higher  subjects.' 
G-rammar,  geography,  drawing,  practical  geometry,  and  to  a  slight 
extent  even  collective  lessons,  are  again  making  themselves  felt  in 
the  daily  routine  of  the  teacher*s  work,  to  the  great  satisfaction  of 
all  true  educationists,  and  to  the  manifest  advantage  of  those  per- 
sonally concerned.  There  is  now  no  room  for  fearing,  as  formerly, 
that  any  '  ambitious '  schoolmaster  will  carry  these  subjects  so  far 
as  to  damage  or  neglect  those  which  are  essential  and  fundamental. 

"It  would  be  a  source  of  pleasure  could  I  report  that  the  average 
age  to  which  children  stay  at  school  appears  to  be  rising.  The  con- 
trary  is,  I  fear,  really  the  case.  It  is  becoming  more  than  ever 
necessary  to  meet  the  difficulty,  on  the  one  hand,  by  effecting  every 
possible  improvement  in  infant  schools ;  and  by  encouraging  to  the 
utmost,  on  the  other  hand,  the  establishment  and  efficiency  of  evening 
schools.  The  only  wise  policy  in  relation  to  the  latter  is  a  fostering 
and  liberal  policy, — ^a  fact  evidently  recognised  and  acted  on  by  the 
Committee  of  Council  for  some  time  past.  As  to  what  may  be  done 
in  infant  schools  by  improved  methods  of  teaching  the  art  of  read- 
ing, it  is  only  necessary  to  adduce  the  example  of  Wakefield,  where, 
when  the  little  ones  are  drafted  off  at  the  usual  age  into  the  other 
departments,  they  are  found  ready  to  take  their  places  in  the  Third 
Standard,  reading  with  ease  the  appropriate  books. 

*'  Could  the  same  thing  be  done  throughout  the  country  it  would 
be  a  great  public  gain,  not  only  because  of  the  superlative  value  of 
the  art  of  reading  in  itself,  but  also  because  it  would  set  free  a  great 
deal  of  time  now  unnecessarily  occupied  in  imperfect  processes, 
and  permit  of  its  being  devoted  to  higher  acquisitions,  in  subjects 
which  store  the  memory  and  discipline  and  develop  the  mind. 

"  The  subject  of  *  science  teaching '  may  here  be  appropriately 
referred  to.     That  the  elementary  principles  of  the  leading  sciences 
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iiiny  be  effectually  taught  to  tlic  upper  sections  in  most  of  our 
primary  bcLooIr  I  have  no  hesitation  in  asserting,  speaking,  as  I  am 
able  to  do,  both  from  observation  and  practical  knowledge.  That 
such  teaching  \yould  be  attended  by  very  valuable  intellectual 
results,  and  such  information  be  of  great  and  constant  use  to  its 
possessors,  are  facts  too  obvious  to  need  enforcement,  except  to 
people  to  whom  the  matter  has  never  been  one  of  reflection.  That 
the  subject  has  also  a  close  and  important  relation  to  the  continu- 
ance of  our  national  pre-eminence  in  industrial  processes  and  com- 
merce,— is  probably  absolutely  necessary  to  that  pre-eminence,  many 
able  and  eminent  men  earnestly  maintain.  The  efforts,  therefore,  of 
the  *  Science  and  Art  Department '  to  stimulate  and  reward  science 
teaching  have  great  practical  value ;  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  know 
that  some  of  our  elementary  teachers  have  been  very  useful,  and 
have  achieved  considerable  success  in  this  work.  I  cannot  but  hope 
that  an  increasing  number  of  them  will  find  it  consistent  with  their 
interest  and  their  ordinary  duties  to  lend  a  helping  hand. 

''The  topics  of  science  classes  and  evening  schools  naturally 
lead  to  a  few  remarks  on  public  examinations.  These  are  generally 
held  in  the  evening,  are  commonly  attended  by  eager  listeners  of  the 
working  classes,  and,  as  a  rule,  are  so  conducted  as  to  produce  very 
useful  educational  results.  One  of  the  results  of  a  good  examination, 
owing  to  the  display  of  superior  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the 
scholars  which  then  takes  place,  with  all  its  telling  accessories,  is  to 
induce  parents  to  make  an  effort  to  send  their  children  to  school 
with  increased  punctuality  and  constancy.  Again,  the  lucid  and 
earnest  addresses  frequently  delivered  on  such  occasions,  tend  to 
popularize  the  whole  question  of  national  education,  to  place  it 
forcibly  before  the  audience  as  of  vast  social  value,  and  effectually  to 
aid  in  forming  and  guiding  public  opinion  as  to  the  only  bases  on 
which  any  national  scheme  can  be  safely  and  justly  erected.  I  need 
not  add  that  finer  opportunities  for  expounding  the  principles  of  the 
British  and  Foreign  School  Society  than  are  afforded  by  good  public 
examinations  cannot  be  had,  illustrating  as  they  do  on  an  imposing 
scale  bow  applicable  and  how  efficient  those  principles  are. 

"The  supply  of  teachers,  of  all  descriptions,  continues  to  be 
inadequate  to  the  demand.  Of  principal  teachers  there  is  none  to 
spare ;  of  assistants,  the  supply  seems  absolutely  exhausted ;  and 
though,  upon  the  whole,  pupil  teachers  are  a  shade  easier  to  obtain 
than  they  were,  I  know  of  schools  at  this  moment,  in  populous  dis- 
tricts, embarrassed  for  want  of  them.     I  am  frequently  beeet  with 
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applications  for  help  in  these  matters,  and  hare  to  confess  oftener 
than  I  like  that  I  have  no  knowledge  of  suitable  parties. 

"In  referring  last  year  to  the  utility  of  the  Society's  agency 
operations,  I  singled  out  the  number  of  conferences  which  had  taken 
place  with  Committees  and  other  promoters  of  schools.  Last  year 
was  a  period  of  exceptional  activity  in  this  respect,  as  many  schools 
long  conducted  on  the  *  voluntary '  principle,  determined  at  length 
to  test  for  themselves  the  benefits  of  public  aid.  It  will  be  seen, 
however,  that  much  of  the  same  sort  of  work  has  been  done  this  year. 

"There  is  also  another  department  in  which  the  work  of  the 
agency  is  warmly  appreciated,  which  does  not  appear  in  the  tabu- 
lated statement,  but  which  I  will  here  mention,  as  decidedly  worthy 
of  recognition.  I  refer  to  the  sympathy  and  encouragement,  which, 
as  the  representative  of  the  Society,  the  agent  often  brings  to 
the  isolated  and  laborious  British  teacher.  Other  schools  have 
usually  the  advantage  of  some  clergyman  or  other  leading  person, 
with  leisure  and  inclination  to  call  upon,  consult  with,  advise  and 
cheer  their  respective  teachers;  the  British  schoolmaster  has  too 
often  to  complain  that  he  is  left  alone,  his  committee  being  too  busy 
with  commercial  activities  to  attend  to  his  feelings  or  regard  his 
labours.  In  such  cases,  were  it  not  for  the  visits  of  the  Society's 
agent,  words  of  counsel,  sympathy,  and  appreciation,  would  hardly 
ever  reach  the  teacher's  ears,  while  disgust  and  discouragement 
would  be  left  to  do  their  work,  sapping  too  surely  the  energies, 
and  frustrating  the  cherished  purposes  and  objects  of  a  life.  It  is 
evident  that  an  influence  of  great  worth  and  power  is  thus  continu- 
ally exerted  by  the  Society  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  and  that  a 
feeling  of  union,  attachment,  and  respect  is  maintained  and  fostered 
between  itself  and  that  great  body  of  energetic  and  able  educators 
which  it  has  been  the  instrument  in  a  great  measure  of  training  and 
sending  out. 

"  The  national  movement  in  regard  to  the  complete  education  of 
the  people  is  becoming  year  by  year  more  and  more  decided  and 
conspicuous,  and  demands,  in  closing,  a  word  or  two. 

"  As  to  the  characteristics  of  this  movement,  it  cannot  be  denied 
that  it  has  largely  a  denominational  basis.  At  the  same  time  it  is 
clearly  taking  the  direction  much  more  of  the  best  secular  results, 
combined  with  the  distinct  recognition  of  religious  principle,  than 
the  direction  of  party  aims  and  sectarian  results.  In  fact  it  is 
quietly  imitating  or  adopting  the  leading  principles  of  the  Society, 
doubtless  because  it  can  find  no  others  so  eminently  safe  and  so 
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truly  popular.    More  than  this,  the  movement  is  tending  to  the 
adoption  of '  compulsory  *  attendance  at  school,  as  an  accessory  to 
all  juvenile  labour ;   and  apparently  preparing  to  accept,  if  other 
means  should  appear  to  come  short  of  their  object,  that  absolute 
compulsion  found  on  the  Continent  of  Europe,  and  in  the  United 
States  of  America.     Free  schools;  supported  by  local  rates,  and 
managed  by  local  authorities",  is  the  cry  of  many  earnest  men ; 
a  large  number  of  others  believe  that  rates  in  aid,  to  meet  the  case 
of  the  very  poor,  and  compulsion  with  penalties  to  meet  the  case  of 
the  criminally  neglectful,  ^^ ill  effect  all  that  is  needed,  and  invoho 
a  minimum  of  disturbance  to  existing  arrangements.     It  is  cheering 
to  reflect  that  whatever  differences  of  opinion  may  obtain  on  this 
great  question,  and  whatever  plans  may  ultimately  be  adopted,  one 
thing  is  certain — the  early  establishment  in  this  country  of  a  system 
of  national  education  that  shall  be  sound,  liberal,  and  adequate."

"  The  period  indicated  above  has  been  in  terruptedby  a  severe  illness," 
writes  Mr.  Wilks,  "but  I  have  been  able  to  pursue  to  a  considerable  ex- 
tent my  mission  among  schools  in  the  counties  of  Gloucestershire, 
Somersetshire,  Devonshire,  and  Cornwall,  and  including  the  city  and 
suburbs  of  Bristol.  This  was  my  first  visit  to  a  large  number  of  the 
schools,  and  it  may  be  well  to  give  my  general  impression  of  their  state, 
and  of  the  estimation  in  which  the  committees  and  supporters  of  the 
schools  generally  hold  the  inspection  of  the  Society*8  representa- 
tive. The  schools  may  be  divided  into  three  classes,  those  in  very 
large  towns,  such  as  Plymouth,  Devonport,  Bristol,  Ac.,  which,  from 
their  numbers  and  prestige,  are  always  flourishing  and  are  invariably 
under  Government  inspection  ;  those  in  towns,  having  a  population 
of  from  4,000  to  5,000,  also  under  GK)vemment  inspection,  and 
affording  valuable  and  valued  means  of  instruction  to  a  most  import- 
ant class  of  the  population  ;  institutions,  in  fact,  that  appear  essen- 
tial to  the  well-being  of  the  community  among  whom  they  are 
located.  Some  of  these  are  really  in  village  districts,  and  I  had  no 
idea  how  important  a  position  they  occupy  and  how  great  the  gooJ 
they  effect.     Besides  the  foregoing  there  are  schools  in  smaller 
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places  nofc  well  sapported,  and  lacking  efficient  teacUng.  Among 
the  promotera  of  these,  however,  there  is  a  decided  moYement  in 
advance,  and  I  am  continually  called  upon  to  give  advice  and  assist- 
ance towards  the  accomplishment  of  this  desirable  object.  It  would 
be  invidious  to  particularise  the  leading  schools  belonging  to  each  of 
these  classes,  or  ample  and  interesting  illustiucions  might  be  adduced. 

''  The  value  attached  by  the  committees  to  the  Society's  inspection 
is  UDquestionable.  In  most  cases  I  have  followed  up  the  school  in- 
spection by  a  conference  with  one,  two,  or  more  of  the  managers 
most  interested,  in  this  way  correcting  mistakes,  offering  suggestions, 
pointing  out  possible  dangers  or  difficulties,  adjusting  financial 
arrangements,  and  suggesting  educational  improvements.  A  fresh 
impetus  is  thus  often  given,  and  flagging  interest  stirred  and  quick- 
ened. It  must,  however,  be  considered  that  there  are  small 
village  schools  with  from  thirty  to  fifty  children  in  attendance,  which 
constitute  a  difficulty  not  easily  met,  and  arising  chiefly  from  the 
necessarily  low  fee  paid  by  the  children  and  the  paucity  of  subscrip- 
tions towards  their  support.  With  several  such  schools  I  am  at 
present  endeavouring  to  deal,  the  managers  being  anxious  to  obtain 
Government  aid.  The  minutes  of  Council  on  Education  have  not, 
as  jet,  met  these  cases,  nor  will  they,  in  my  opinion,  do  so  until  the 
principle  of  a  sliding  scale  of  pecuniary  aid  is  adopted.  With  regard 
to  the  teachers,  especially  those  sent  out  by  the  Society  within  the 
last  few  years,  it  is  possible  that  my  personal  knowledge  of  roost  of 
them  may  increase  the  interest  felt  in  them  and  their  work,  but  I 
have  no  hesitation  in  bearing  testimony,  almost  without  an  excep- 
tion, to  the  painstaking  and  interest  with  which  they  give  themselves 
to  the  work,  and  the  corresponding  success  which  attends  their 
efforts.  In  character  and  general  qualifications  there  is  a  marked 
improvement,  and  on  the  part  of  the  committees  a  growing  satisfac- 
tion with  the  result  of  their  labours. 

**  With  regard  to  the  opening  of  new  schools  the  period  of  my 
residence  in  the  district  has  been  too  short  to  admit  of  more  than 
preliminary  steps  towards  the  accomplishment  of  this  eud,  but  cases 
have  arisen,  and  are  in  hand,  in  which  what  are  termed  .Ritualistic 
practices  have  prompted  to  inquiry  and  action  among  those  who  do 
not  sympathize  with  such  practice?."

''  In  presenting  my  Annual  Beport  upon  the  state  and  prospects  of 
education  on  the  comprehensive  principle  of  the  British  and  Foreign 
School  Society  in  South  Wales  and  Monmouthshire,*'  Mr.  Williams 
says, ''  I  have  much  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  activity  displayed, 
and  the  progress  made  during  the  year,  have  been  both  satisfactorj 
and  encouraging. 

''  My  occupation,  as  in  former  years,  has  chiefly  consisted  of 
inspecting  schools,  conducting  public  examinations,  holding  con- 
ferences with  school  committees,  addressing  public  meetings,  ap- 
pointing teachers,  improving  existing  schools  and  establishing  new 
ones. 

*'  In  reviewing  the  results  of  the  efforts  put  forth,  it  appears  that 
six  schools  have  removed  into  new  and  handsome  buildings ;  that 
eight  others  have  been  remodelled  and  placed  under  the  inspection 
of  '  the  Committee  of  Council,*  and  that  seventeen  new  ones,  with 
accommodation  for  8,250  children,  have  been  opened;  of  these 
several  are  on  a  large  scale.  The  schools  at  Merthyr  Ty<^^^  ^^ 
Morristown,  which  were  erected  at  a  cost  of  £4,500  each,  are  an 
ornament  to  these  towns,  and  provide  each  for  the  education  of  1,000 
scholars.  There  are,  besides,  thirteen  in  course  of  erection,  and 
twelve  more  in  immediate  contemplation.  The  school  movement 
continues  to  advance  steadily ;  but  its  progress  has  been  somewhat 
retarded  by  the  inadequacy  of  the  supply  of  trained  masters.  This 
want  has  been  partially  met  by  the  employment  of  female  teachen 
in  mixed  schools,  and  the  expedient  has  been  found  to  answer 
remarkably  well. 

**  In  1853  the  number  of  British  schools  under  Government 
inspection,  in  the  whole  of  South  Wales  and  Monmouthshire,  was 
only  17.  In  1863  their  number  was  128,  and  now  it  is  not  less 
than  287.    There  are  also  43  uninspected,  making  a  total  of  260. 

''  In  addition  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  schools  and  scholars, 
there  are  several  noticeable  and  pleasing  features,  such  as  improve- 
ment in  the  style  of  school  buildings,  a  slight  increase  in  the  nnm- 
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ber  of  pnpil  teachers,  a  gradual  enlightenment  of  the  public  opinion 
on  a  variety  of  matters  connected  with  schools,  abetter  appreciation 
of  the  blessings  of  knowledge,  and  a  greater  and  more  general  desire 
for  education. 

"The  Society's  prospects  in  the  Principality  are  steadily  im- 
proving; its  influence  and  usefulness  are  on  the  increase,  and  its 
schools,  which  number,  at  least,  40,000  pupils,  are  in  greater 
demand  than  at  any  former  period. 

"The  eminent  success  which  has  attended  its  efforts,  and  the 
incalculable  amount  of  good  efiected  in  past  years,  as  well  as  the 
high  esteem  in  which  it  is  held  by  all  ranks,  augur  favourably  for  its 
future  prosperity,  and  will,  it  is  hoped,  prove  powerful  incitements 
to  increased  liberality  and  renewed  efforts,  to  provide  for  the  neg- 
lected thousands  which  grow  up  around  us. 

"  The  prevalence  of  ignorance,  and  the  evils  arising  therefrom,  cry 
aloud  upon  all  who  seek  the  improvement  of  the  labouring  classes, 
and  the  removal  of  principles  which  threaten  to  undermine  the  pil- 
lars of  society,  to  come  forth  to  aid  us  in  our  humble,  yet  steadfast 
endeavour  to  open  springs  of  knowledge  to  every  child  in  this  land 
of  *  hills  and  valleys.'  AVhilst  we  have  fair  fields,  exhibiting  evident 
traces  of  industry  and  liberality,  there  is  yet,  forsooth,  many  a  moral 
wilderness  awaiting  the  cultivating  hand  of  the  benevolent  good. 
*  Teach  ye  them  that  know  not.'  " 

THE  FOEEIGN  OPERATIONS 

are  necessarily  confined  to  correspondence,  grants  of 
books  and  materials  to  a  limited  extent,  and  the  recom- 
mendation of  teachers. 

In  many  of  the  colonies  schools  are  established 
on  the  principles  and  conducted  on  the  system  of 
the  British  and  Foreign  School  Society.  Missionaries 
to  the  heathen  —  many  of  whom  have  prepared 
themselves  for  educational  work  by  visiting  the  model 
schools — require,  and  ask  for,  the  Society's  aid.  It 
occasionally  comes  witliin  the  province  of  your  Commit- 
tee to  assist  by  sympathy,  counsel,  and  the  supply  of 
needed  materials,  Protestant  schools  on  the  Continent  of 
Europe.     The  letters  received  from  time  to  time  supply 
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your  Committee  with  most  interesting  and  cheering  in- 
formation. They  show  how  widely  the  principles  of  the 
Society  are  known  and  honoured,  and  how  many 
labourers  are  engaged  in  the  same  work,  though  con- 
nected with  other  organizations. 

Your  Committee  have  been  able  to  make  grants  on 
account  of  more  than  thirty  Colonial  and  other  schools, 
chiefly  in  the  West  Indies,  but  also  in  districts  as 
remote  from  each  other  as  Labrador,  Honduras^  and 
Bombay.  They  have  also  gladly  embraced  the  oppor- 
tunity of  assisting  the  schools  in  Greece.  A  member 
of  the  Society  of  Friends,  when  on  a  visit  to  the 
East  lately,  spent  some  time  at  Athens,  where  he 
found  upwards  of  1,500  children  in  three  import- 
ant schools,  to  which  a  grant  of  Testaments,  Scrip- 
ture Lessons,  and  Psalters,  all  in  modern  Greek,  will 
prove  an  acceptable  gift.  Teachers  have  been  provided 
for  schools  at  Antwerp,  Croix,  and  Constantinople. 
Negotiations  are  in  progress  respecting  two  teachers 
required  in  the  Bahamas.  Your  Committee  have  been 
able,  moreover,  to  supply  Miss  Carpenter  with  a  mis- 
tress for  her  Normal  School  in  Bombav.

show  that  while  progress  is  being  made,  the  work  is 
by  no  means  done.  " In  Jamaica^^  writes  a  clergyman, 
located  in  St.  Andrew's  parish, "  the  Government  system 
is  now  in  active  operation ;  and  if  it  has  not  hitherto 
done  us  further  good,  it  has  undoubtedly  given  a  stimu- 
lus to  education,  and  we  hope  that  it  may  reward  the 
deserving  and  produce  better  fruit  than  heretofore.^' 
The  Eev.  W.  Gardner,  referring  to  the  same  subject 
says: — 


28 

"  Education  is  pow  likelj  to  receive  a  proper  degree  of  attention. 
A  ajstem  whicli  corresponds  to  some  extent  with  the  Hevised  Code 
has  been  introduced.  Pormerly  Government  granted  sums  of  monej 
to  almost  any  one  who  asked,  with  very  little  regard  to  the  merits 
of  the  school ;  there  is  now  a  proper  system  of  examination,  with 
clearly  defined  tests.  Schools  are  divided  into  first,  second,  or  third 
class,  according  to  the  marks  they  obtain.  The  allowance  is  £20, 
£15,  or  £10  for  the  school,  according  to  the  class,  in  addition  to  a 
capitation  fee,  on  average  attendance,  of  63.,  5s.,  or  4s. 

**  The  Shortwood  School  was  examined  for  the  first  time  on  behalf 
of  Government  a  few  days  ago.  I  am  sorry  to  say  it  only  passed  as 
a  third-class  school ;  but  we  aim  at  improvement.  I  do  not,  how- 
ever, think  that  any  rural  school  will  be  able  to  pass  higher  than 
seeond  class,  at  least  for  some  years  to  come. 

**  I  have  never  yet  accepted  aid  from  Government,  but  I  believe 
that  nearly  all  of  us  who  have  hitherto  stood  by  the  voluntary  system 
will  fall  in  with  the  new  plan ;  it  presents  no  difficulty  on  religious 
grounds  whatever ;  and  the  simple  truth  is  that  the  people  here  will 
never  be  educated  unless  Government  takes  the  matter  vigorously  in 
hand.  The  state  of  the  rising  population  in  many  .parts  of  the  colony 
is  such  as  to  call  for  the  earnest  effort  of  all  thoughtful  men.  Here, 
as  everywhere  else,  popular  ignorance  is  the  parent  of  innumerable 
evils. 

"  Since  I  last  wrote  to  you  I  have  safely  received  the  box  of  school 
materials  your  Committee  so  kindly  granted  me.  Though  long  on 
tbe  way  it  arrived  in  excellent  order,  and  will  be  of  essential  8er\'ice. 
The  school  had  suffered  not  a  little  in  consequence  of  the  want  of 
such  appliances.  I  had  not  seen  your  Eevised  Lesson  Books ;  they 
strike  me  as  being  well  adapted  for  our  schools  here." 

Voluntary  effort  continues  to  provide  for  schools  in 
the  interior.  Writing  from  Chapelton  the  Rev.  A. 
Joyce  informs  us  that — 

''The  school  at  this  place  has  been  in  operation  many  years; 
but  after  the  late  pastor,  the  liev.  John  Dalgleish,  left,  the  station 
was  without  a  resident  minister  for  some  time,  and  consequently 
it  declined  considerably.  Last  January,  however,  it  was  rearranged, 
and  we  now  have  over  80  children  on  the  books,  and  an  average 
attendance  of  60.  Thia  is  an  exceedingly  good  average,  as  m&ny 
of  the  children  live  from  three  to  seven  miles  away  in  the  rooun- 
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tains,  and  are,  in  rainy  weather,  compelled  to  stay  at  home  on 
account  of  the  rivers,  which  often  come  down  with  great  velocity, 
and  are  impassable  for  days.  The  children  pay  great  attention  to 
their  lessons,  and  many  of  them  can  read  well,  paying  proper  regard 
to  punctuation  and  emphasis.  Above  forty  are  writing  in  copy-books, 
and  the  same  number  are  doing  arithmetic,  from  the  simple  rules  to 
the  Eule  of  Three  and  Practice.  Due  attention  is  paid  to  geography, 
especially  that  connected  with  their  own  country,  England  and 
Europe.  Dictation  is  given  to  the  first  three  classes  nearly  every 
day,  and  these  exercises  are  found  to  be  very  useful  in  teaching  them 
to  spell  correctly.  Three  afternoons  in  the  week  Mrs.  Joyce  super- 
intends the  sewing  school,  consisting  of  thirty -five  girls,  when  sewing, 
marking,  wool  work,  «fec.,  are  taught.  In  Chapelton  there  is  also  a 
large  free  school,  connected  with  the  Church  of  England ;  but  the 
district  is  very  populous,  and  but  a  small  percentage  of  the  children 
attend  school. 

"  The  teachers'  salaries  at  this  and  two  other  schools  amount  to 
£100  per  year,  and  the  expense  of  books,  slates,  &c.,  is  considerable. 
What  the  schools  most  require  are  slates  (especially),  pencils,  pens 
and  holders,  copy-books,  easy  reading  cards,  and  also  easy  reading 
books ;  but  if  the  Committee  can  make  a  grant  of  a  few  higher  clasa 
books,  and  a  few  good  elementary  geographies  and  grammars,  they 
will  be  thankfully  received." 

The  Rev.  George  Lockett,  whose  mission  station  is  at 
Georgetown,  St.  Viiicenty  thus  writes  : — 

"  I  was  very  glad  to  receive  your  kind  letter.  We  have  four  day 
and  Sunday  schools,  with  about  500  children  in  attendance.  The 
Government  grant  for  education  is  only  £40,  and  this  sum,  with  the 
allowance  from  the  Missionary  Committee,  is  not  sufficient  to  pay 
teachers  salaries,  rent,  &c.,  although  our  teacher  only  gets  £13 
a  year;  so  that  we  have  no  means  left  to  enable  ua  to  keep  the 
echools  furnished  with  what  is  necessary  to  faciliUte  the  progress  of

LABEADOE. 

The  Rev.  A.  T.  Eisner,  a  Moravian  Missionary,  made 
an  appeal,  to  which  your  Committee  gladly  responded, 
on  behalf  of  the  half-caste  English  children  of  his  district. 
He  writes : — 

•*  I  regret  I  cannot  give  the  numbera  of  scholars  at  our  four  other 
statdons,  but  I  think  it  to  be  about  250,  or  near  to  that  number. 
But  there  is  on  the  whole  coast,  within  the  reach  of  our  congrega- 
tions, scarcely  a  child  of  fourteen  years  who  cannot  read  and  write 
and  reckon  a  little.  But  our  chief  aim  is  to  make  them  well  ac- 
quainted with  the  Word  of  Qod,  of  which  by  far  the  greater  part  is 
translated  and  printed  in  their  own  language. 

**  Whilst  all  the  Esquimaux  children  on  the  coast  enjoy  the  advan- 
tage of  a  Christian  school,  the  children  of  the  English  settlers  on  the 
coast  grow  up  in  lamentable  negligence,  as  even  some  of  their  parents 
can  neither  read  nor  write,  and  others  who  can  do  not  care  to  teach 
their  children.  Since  the  foundation  of  this  station,  three  years 
ago,  the  Lord  has  visited  these  settlers  ;  they  are  anxious  for  eternal 
interests,  and  desirous  to  see  their  children  kuow  and  walk  in  the 
way  to  eternal  happiness.  Parents  and  children  rejoice  to  have  now 
here  the  opportunity  to  learn  to  read  the  Word  of  God  in  their  own 
language,  and  to  be  taught  a  little  of  other  useful  knowledge.  Eor 
this  reason  our  school  is  important,  though  the  number  of  scholars 
is  only  20,  children  of  the  Esquimaux  and  English  settlers." 

BAHAMAS. 

It  was  mentioned  in  the  last  Annual  Report  that  Mr. 
Blair  had  been  selected  and  sent  out  by  your  Committee 
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in  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion of  the  Bahamas.  Mr.  Blair  is  actively  engaged  in 
the  prosecution  of  his  work,  as  the  following  report  will 
show : — 

"  Saturday,  Dee.  19, 1863. 

"  The  public  examination  of  the  schools  under  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation in  this  inland  commenced,  on  Thursday  last,  with  the  Girls* 
Western  and  Infants*  Schools.  His  Honour  Chief  Justice  Doyle,  the 
Hon.  Dr.  Duncombe,  M.D.,  the  Hon.  Dr.  Kirkwood,  M.D.  (mem- 
bers of  the  Board);  the  Eev.  E.  Dunlop,  M.A.,  the  Eev.  J. H. 
Pisher,  &c.,  besides  a  number  of  ladies,  were  present.  The  exami- 
nation was  conducted  by  W.  Blair,  Esq.,  Secretary  to  the  Board,  and 
Inspector  of  Schools. 

"  The  girls*  school  was  opened  with  singing,  prayer,  and  Scripture 
reading.  The  children  were  examined  in  their  scriptural  lesson  by 
the  Bevs.  Messrs.  Dunlop  and  Fisher,  and  answered  very  satisfac- 
torily, not  only  the  questions  put  to  them  on  the  chapter  read,  but 
many  promiscuous  ones.  In  the  simple  and  compound  rules  of 
arithmetic  they  acquitted  themselves  creditably,  and  evinced  much 
aptness  in  the  mental  portion  of  it.  In  geography  we  were  exceed- 
ingly gratified  to  find  that  a  more  intimate  knowledge  of  the 
Bahamas  had  been  imparted  than  heretofore.  The  other  subjects  of 
examination  comprised  English  history,  from  the  Norman  kings  \o 
Henry  YIII. ;  English  grammar,  with  definitions,  elementary  parsing, 
and  dictation.  The  specimens  of  writing  were  excellent,  and  we  did 
not  observe  a  blot  or  a  smear  on  any  of  the  copy-books.  The  needle- 
work appeared  to  give  satisfaction  to  the  ladies  present. 

"  At  the  close  of  the  examination  His  Honour  Judge  Doyle  briefly 
addressed  the  children,  and  expressed  the  great  satisfaction  he  feU 
at  the  state  of  the  school  and  Mrs.  Taylor's  admirable  management 
of  it.  He  then,  in  the  name  of  the  Board,  presented  prize-books  to 
some  of  the  girls. 

"  There  were  161  girls  present.  They  all  looked  exceedingly  neat, 
and  the  schoolroom  was  tastefully  decorated. 

"  The  visitors  then  proceeded  to  the  infants*  school,  where  tbey 
found  a  large  cluster  of  little  ones  eager  to  prove  that  they  were 
well  up  in  the  routine  of  all  that  is  necessary  for  infants  to  learn,  in 
which  they  had  been  thoroughly  drilled  by  the  painstaking  3Ii8« 
Eve.  After  showing  how  they  performed  their  ablutions,  ^.y  pre- 
paratory to  '  coming  to  school  in  the  morning/  they  sang  the  mnlti- 
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plication  table,  went  through  their  exercises  on  the  abacus,  and  did 
everything  in  the  marching  and  singing  line  admirably.  There  were 
afterwards  several  recitations  well  and  boldly  delivered,  which  were 
listened  to  by  the  visitors  with  much  delight. 

'*  The  schoolroom  was  decorated  with  the  same  taste  as  the  girls' 
school.      The  children  were  remarkably  clean  and  healthy  at  both. 

*'  The  examination  of  the  Boys'  Central  School  was  conducted  by 
W.  Blair,  Esq.,  Inspector  of  Schools. 

"  The  junior,  or  4th  section  boys,  were  examined  in  monosyllables 
from  the  lesson  board,  reading,  ciphering,  and  mental  arithmetic ; 
while  the  boys  of  the  3rd  section  entered  on  the  same  subjects  in  a 
more  advanced  stage.  The  1st  and  2nd  sections,  after  reading, 
underwent  a  Scriptural  examination  by  the  Eev.  C.  C.  Wakefield 
and  the  Eev.  J.  Davey.  The  2nd  section  read  from  No.  3  Standard, 
worked  sums  in  subtraction,  multiplication,  and  reduction,  and  were 
questioned  in  grammar  and  geography.  The  1st  section  read  from 
No.  4  class  lesson  book,  worked  sums  in  the  rule  of  three  and  prac- 
tice, and  were  exercised  in  grammar,  with  parsing,  and  geography. 
There  were  several  dialogues  and  recitations  at  the  close  of  the  exami- 
nation,  and  at  intervals  the  following  pieces  were  sung :  '  O  come, 
come  away ! '  *  While  I'm  at  School ; '  *  Bule,  Britannia ! '  and 
'  God  save  the  Queen ! ' 

*^  Frizes  were  presented  by  Chief  Justice  Doyle,  in  the  name  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  to  several  boys,  for  good  conduct^  regular 
attendance,  and  proficiency. 

'*  The  Oirls'  Model  School  was  examined  on  Tuesday,  and  the 
state  of  it  reflected  much  credit  on  the  teacher.  Miss  Boss.  The 
subjects  of  examination  comprised  reading,  geography,  grammar, 
history,  and  arithmetic.  In  the  last-named  branch  the  senior  girls 
had  advanced  as  far  as  reduction  and  practice.  Their  amount  of 
Scriptural  knowledge  was  tested  by  the  Eev.  W.  K.  Duncombe, 
rector  of  St.  Matthew's  parish,  and  found  to  be  very  satisfactory. 
There  is  an  infant  school  in  connection  with  the  Girls'  Model  School, 
and  the  ready  answers  of  the  little  ones  to  their  object  lessons  on 
the  pen,  «&c.,  were  listened  to  with  pleasure  by  the  visitors.  Several 
good  specimens  of  writing  and  needlework  were  handed  round  to  the 
visitors*  for  inspection.  There  was  singing  at  intervals,  and  several 
recitations  brought  the  examination  to  a  close." 

HONDUBAS. 

The  Eev.  Alexander  Henderson,  of  Belize,  writes : — 
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''  Hitherto,  that  is  to  say  for  at  least  twenty-five  years,  it  has 
been  the  practice  to  have  a  Board  of  Education  to  whom  was  granted 
(say)  £1,200  a  year  by  the  Legislative  Assembly,  to  be  distributed 
amongst  the  sects,  Baptists,  Methodists,  Presbyterians,  Episcopa- 
lians, and  Eoman  Catholics,  in  this  manner: — for  the  Episcopalian  was 
provided,  at  the  public  expense,  schoolhouses,  and  salaries  for  two 
masters,  and  two  or  more  mistresses,  with  dwelling-houses  ;  whereas 
for  the  other  sects  school-house  rent  was  paid,  and  a  certain  sum  per 
pupil,  provided  they  could  show  forty  children  belonging  exclusively 
to  their  own  sect;  any  from  others  not  to  be  paid  for.  If  forty 
could  not  be  mustered,  the  school  had  no  aid  whatever.  The  other 
sects  might  take  in  and  charge  for  strangers,  the  Episcopalian  took 
in  all  free,  furnishing  materials  and  handsome  gifts  at  the  annual 
examinations. 

'*  The  Baptist,  that  is  my  school,  protested  against  this  system, 
by  refusing  to  participate  in  the  Government  aid,  conducting  our 
schools  on  the  plan  of  the  British  and  Foreign  system  and  infant 
school,  and  making  a  weekly  charge  for  every  scholar.  After 
twenty-five  years'  struggle  we  succumbed  about  eight  years  ago.  Bv 
a  new  law,  which  will  come  into  operation  in  September  next,  a 
grant  of  £1,000  is  to  be  distributed  among  schools  where  the  ques- 
tion of  sect  is  ignored,  the  only  requisite  being  an  annual  examina- 
tion, to  make  sure  that  a  common  education  is  being  given.  Ko 
more  salaries  nor  school  edifices,  but  Government  aid  to  be  given  to 
schools  in  existence  so  long  as  the  children  are  competently  taught. 
The  Colonial  grant  of  £1,000  is  to  be  intrusted  to  the  Governor  and 
Council,  who  will  make  certain  rules  for  its  distribution. 

*'  I  am  very  desirous  to  reopen  our  schools,  seeing  no  impediment 
to  the  Baptists  sharing  in  the  Government  aid,  and  so  use  our  influ- 
ence for  the  promotion  of  education  in  the  colonies. 

'*  We  have  Sunday  schools ;  one,  under  my  personal  superintend- 
ence, numbers  upwards  of  100  children. 

"  We  are  feeling  the  efibcts  of  advanced  principles  at  home,  and 
hope  education  will  now  rouch  the  masses  who  have  so  long  lain 
the  prey  of  ignorance  and  oppression.** 

HUDSON'S  B.VT. 

At  the  request  of  the  Ladies'  Committee  for  amelio- 
rating the  condition  of  women  in  heathen  countries,  a 
small  grant  of  books  and  slates  has  been  made  to  the 
Rev.  E.  G.  Young,  of  Red  River.     Mrs.  Young  writes  : 
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"  There  amidst  nature's  Bolitudes,  with  no  other  sounds  than  the 
wild  waves  dashing  against  the  granite  rocks,  our  songs  of  praise, 
and  prayers  of  thanksgiving,  ascended  to  our  Heavenly  Father 
in  both  the  English  and  Cree  languages.  All  the  Indians  of  this 
mission,  when  travelling,  *  remember  the  Sabbath  day  to  keep  it  holy.' 
They  rest  upon  it  as  travellers  should.  The  Hudson's  Bay  Com- 
pany, all  honour  to  them,  do  not  insist  upon  their  continuing  their 
journeys  upon  that  day,  as  the  other  Indians  do.  When  the  Sabbaths 
arrived,  my  husband  preached  to  them  through  an  interpreter ;  and, 
selecting  the  hymns  which  had  been  translated  into  their  language, 
we  sang,  some  in  English  and  some  in  Cree,  the  same  songs  to  Him 
who  understands  all  languages.  Precious  were  these  services,  and 
undying  will  they  be  in  our  memories.  Scores  of  the  Indians  are 
living  in  little  houses,  which  are  a  great  improvement  on  the  wig- 
wams of  their  forefathers.  This  year  is  a  very  trying  one  to  all ; 
the  grasshoppers  have  eaten  up  all  the  grain  that  has  been  sown. 
The  Red  Hiver  country,  from  which  supplies  have  formerly  been 
drawn,  looks  at  present  like  a  desert.  Those  who  are  hearty  and 
strong  can,  by  constant  effort,  earn  a  livelihood.  The  sick  and 
afflicted  ones  must  suffer.  They  look  to  us  for  help  in  this  their 
time  of  trouble.  The  Sabbath  and  day  schools  are  prospering, 
although  there  is  great  need  of  books  and  writing  materials.  The 
friends  of  missions  have  reason  to  rejoice  over  the  success  and  fruits 
of  faithful  labours  performed  here,  amid  the  rocks  and  ice  of  this 
northern  field  of  toil." 

INDIA. 

Miss  Carpenter,  whose  name  is  so  well  known  in  con- 
nection with  home  efforts,  made  an  appeal  in  June, 
1868,  on  behalf  of  female  education  in  India,  in  which 
she  says : — 

'*  The  great  obstacle  to  the  improvement  and  extension  of  female 
education  in  India  is  the  want  of  trained  female  teachers.  Of  these, 
none  probably  are  to  be  found  in  any  native  schools  except  such  as 
are  conducted  by  missionaries,  and  even  in  these  there  are  very  few. 

"  In  many  parts  of  India  enlightened  native  gentlemen  strongly 
feel  the  importance  of  educating  those  who  will  exercise  so  great  an 
influence  as  wives  and  mothers  in  their  homes ;  and  in  Bombay 
Presidency,  for  more  than  fifteen  years  great  efibrts  have  been  made 
by  them  to  establish  girls*  schools,  and  to  impart  in  them  as  good 
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an  education  as  is  possible  with  male  teacbers.  Tbey  now  perceive 
the  necessity  of  obtaining  female  instruction  for  the  schools,  if  further 
progress  is  to  be  made.  A  native  judge  of  Ahmedabad  thus  writes 
to  me,  in  a  letter  dated  March  3rd,  1868 : — 

" '  The  most  crying  want  at  present  is  that  of  teachers.  A  great 
deal  of  money  bas  been  spent  by  liberal  individuals  on  female  edu- 
cation,  but  it  does  not  take  a  root  yet.  Government  have  done 
nothing  for  it,  but  the  missionaries  and  enlightened  native  gentlemen 
have  made  great  exertions,  and  appropriated  large  sums  of  money, 
but  it  has  been  all  in  vain.  The  reason  is  quite  clear.  The  people 
naturally  do  not  trust  their  daughters  to  male  teachers.  Scholars 
therefore  generally  leave  the  school  before  tliey  have  learned  anything 
worth  the  name.  Parents  have  a  great  objection  to  send  their 
daughters  to  school  beyond  a  certain  age,  because  they  will  be  in 
the  hands  of  men.  There  are  no  female  teachers  in  the  country. 
The  schools  in  this  city  have  been  in  existence  for  the  last  fifteen 
years,  but  have  not  produced  any  visible  advantage,  nor  one  girl  who 
is  able  to  teach.  The  girls  leave  as  soon  as  they  are  of  the  marriage- 
able  age  (at  latest  between  ten  and  eleven),  and  thus  forget  what 
they  have  learned.  This  want  of  confidence  must  be  removed.  This 
is  the  great  cause  of  failure.  You  have  hit  on  a  right  plan.  The  caose 
of  failure  was  not  hitherto  understood,  and  the  consequence  is  that 
the  schools,  though  they  have  existed  for  years,  have  produced  no 
scholars  of  any  note.  You  have  fully  understood  the  cause,  and 
you  have  thought  upon  a  right  remedy.  If  Ood  will  bless  joar 
endeavours,  the  fruits  of  them  may  soon  be  perceived.  There  is  a 
vast  material  in  India.  There  are  thousands  of  widows  under  the 
vow  that  they  shall  never  remarry.  It  is  only  necessary  to  utilize 
these  unfortunate  widows,  and  what  is  now  felt  as  a  curse  will  be  a 
blessing.' 

'*  After  mentioning  that  the  municipality  had  given  a  handsome 
allowance  for  a  female  teacher,  and  another  for  a  stipendiary  scholar- 
ship, as  well  as  a  sum  for  a  school  library,  but  that  they  are  at  a  loss 
how  to  spend  the  money,  as  Hhere  is  not  a  single  native  woman 
who  can  be  employed,'  he  adds,  '  until  there  is  a  Normal  School^ 
with  the  professed  object  of  sending  out  competent  teachers^  no  plan  of 
female  education  will  he  successful.  We  are  all  on  this  side  of  India 
looking  very  anxiously  for  the  success  of  your  appeal,  and  also  for 
your  return.  No  one  knows  the  secret  of  female  education  more 
than  yourself,  and  prejudices  will,  we  hope,  vanish  before  the  weight 
of  your  experience  in  the  matter.' 
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'*  The  whole  position  of  the  suhject,  thus  ably  sketched  by  an 
enlightened  native  gentleman,  is  stated  in  my  recent  work,  as  well 
as  the  various  memorials  to  the  Grovemment  from  native  gentlemen 
in  each  Presidency,  praying  for  the  establishment  of  Female  Normal 
Training  Schools ; — ^a  scheme  of  such  a  school  was  laid  by  me  before 
the  Indian  Government,  and  afterwards  in  more  detail  before  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  India.  In  answer  to  the  memorials  from 
Bombay  and  Ahmedabad,  a  grant  of  15,520  rupees  per  annum  for 
fi?e  years  was  sanctioned  by  the  Government  of  India,  and  approved 
by  the  Secretary  of  State,  on  the  understanding  that  an  equal  amount 
be  provided  by  the  native  community.  The  recent  commercial  crisis 
in  Bombay  renders  this,  however,  impossible,  in  addition  to  the  large 
sum  which  they  are  annually  spending  for  female  education  without 
Government  aid.  A  Female  Normal  Training  School  will  not,  there- 
fore, be  at  present  commenced  under  the  auspices  of  the  Govern- 
ment. 

"Under  these  circumstances,  being  aware  that  the  enlightened 
natives  are  extremely  anxious  to  introduce  a  higher  kind  of  education 
among  the  female  part  of  the  community,  and  that  this  can  be  done 
only  through  the  agency  of  Englishwomen,  which  the  Hindus  and 
Parsoes  will  gladly  welcome,  if  assured  of  no  interference  with  their 
religion  or  social  customs,  I  purpose  to  go  out  early  in  next  October, 
to  commence  a  normal  school  on  the  same  principles  and  system 
which  I  laid  before  the  Government,  but  with  voluntary  agency,  and 
on  such  scale  only  as  my  resources  will  permit.  The  maintenance 
of  the  institution  for  the  first  year,  with  the  salary  and  passage  out 
of  the  certified  training  mistress,  will  be  a  necessary  and  large  outlay, 
which  my  narrow  income  will  not  enable  me  to  provide,  in  addition 
to  my  own  personal  expenses.  I  am  therefore  obliged  to  ask  for  the 
help  of  such  persons  as  feel  the  importance  of  the  object,  and  will 
contribute  towards  it." 

In  a  letter  received  from  Bombay,  the  mistress  whom 
your  Committee  found  for  the  Training  College  which 
Miss  Carpenter  ultimately  established,  writes  despond- 
ingly ;  but  the  subjoined  testimony  of  an  older  labourer 
among  the  Hindoos  awakens  the  hope  that  further  expe- 
rience will  modify  Miss  Richmond's  view.  Miss  Rich- 
mond writes : — 

"  There  are  almost  insurmountable  difficulties  in  the  way — such  as 
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religious  differences,  early  marriages,  and  an  intense  dislike  to  the 
native  women  learning  English.  We  visit  the  most  advanced  schools, 
and  organize  them,  and  teach  in  them  alternate  days.  The  masters 
generally  speak  English,  so  that  they  translate  my  lessons  to  the 
children.  We  take  lessons  in  the  vernacular  (G-uzerathi),  so  hope 
soon  to  he  ahle  to  do  without  assistance.  We  are  not  allowed  to 
teach  English,  or  give  any  kind  of  religious  instruction." 

The  Rev.  J.  B.  Coles,  of  Bellary,  thus  describes  the 
changes  which  he  has  witnessed  in  reference  to  education 
in  the  part  of  India  in  which  he  labours  : — 

"  As  your  Society  is  interested  in  the  work  of  education  generally, 
I  have  for  some  time  past  wished  to  write  to  you  on  the  suhject  of 
education  in  this  remote  part  of  the  world.  At  present,  however,  I 
will  only  touch  upon  our  principal  school,  called  the  '  Wardlaw  Insti- 
tution.* This  school  was  set  on  foot  more  than  twenty  years  ago; 
it  was  called  hy  the  ahove-roentioned  name,  because  the  building  was 
erected,  and  other  charges  in  the  first  instance  met,  by  members  of 
the  congregation  of  the  late  Eev.  Dr.  Wardlaw,  of  Glasgow.  The 
school  was  erected  on  the  plan  of  the  British  and  Foreign  School 
Society,  and  the  system  of  instruction  was  largely  based  on  that  of 
the  same  Society. 

"At  the  time  referred  to  there  was  no  other  school  in  or  near 
Bellary  which  could  at  all  compete  with  this.  Yet  for  some  time 
the  attendance  was  usually  not  more  than  from  seventy  to  eighty 
boys.  Even  this  was  obtained  with  difficulty,  the  Brahmins  being 
greatly  opposed  to  the  school  on  account  of  the  teaching  of  the  Bible 
and  the  Christian  element  that  generally  pervaded  it. 

"  The  present  state  of  things  contrasts  very  widely  with  that  which 
prevailed  at  the  time  mentioned.  There  is  now  in  Bellary  a  Govern- 
ment school  of  the  highest  class,  styled  *  Provincial  School,*  with  a 
college  department  most  ably  presided  over,  and  containing,  I  believe, 
somewhere  about  800  boys  and  young  men.  In  this  school,  as  in 
other  Government  institutions,  there  is  no  Christian  instruction, 
and  the  school  enjoys*  all  the  prestige  of  Government  support.  But, 
notwithstanding  the  existence  of  this  school,  we  have  in  our  own 
160  boys  and  young  men ;  the  Bible  is  taught  daily  in  every  class, 
and  a  Christian  element  is  found  diffusing  itself  everywhere.  We 
also  charge  fees,  though  only  half  the  amount  of  those  paid  in  the 
Government  school,  except  in  the  highest  class,  in  which  our  fee  is 
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the  same  as  theirs.  English  is  taught  to  every  boy ;  ia  adilitioa  to 
which,  every  one  learns  one  of  the  vernacular  languages  of  the 
country,  the  greater  number  learning  Telugu.  We  teach  up  to  the 
point  required  for  matriculation  in  the  Madras  University.  Last 
year,  out  of  seven  candidates  who  presented  themselves  for  this 
examination,  three  passed.  We  are  hoping  by  degrees  to  increase 
the  efficiency  of  the  school,  and  to  reach  a  higher  standard  of  attain- 
ment. 

*'The  scholars  are  from  all  classes  of  society,  including  many 
Brahmins ;  but  the  school  is  open  to  all.  The  average  age  of  our 
scholars,  as  lately  ascertained,  is  thirteen  years.  I  have  not  at  hand 
just  now  the  last  quarterly  returns ;  but  according  to  those  made  up 
at  the  end  of  last  year,  when  the  number  of  scholars  was  164,  the 
different  classes  of  boys,  with  reference  to  national  or  religious  dis- 
tinctions, stood  thus : —

"  The  proportion  of  these  several  classes  will  be  still  nearly  the 
same.  Among  the  native  teachers  employed  we  have  four  Christians, 
two  Hindus,  and  one  Mahomedan.  All  direct  Christian  instruction 
is  given  by  Christians.  But  besides  the  Scripture  lessons,  some  of 
the  80-called  secular  lessons  afford  good  opportunities  of  bringing 
forward  Christian  truth  in  one  or  other  of  its  many  aspects.  Cowper's 
'  Task '  and  '  Bobinson  Crusoe '  often  furnish  a  basis  for  profitable 
remark,  and  a  starting-point  for  valuable  discussion.  The  school  is, 
doubtless,  exerting  an  influence  for  good,  contributing  its  share  of 
effort  towards  the  enlightenment  of  the  people  of  this  district,  and 
their  preparation  for  that  time  when  the  gospel  shall  be  widely 
diffused  among  them.  We  see  something  of  this  happy  influence, 
and  believe  there  is  much  more  than  we  are  as  yet  permitted  to  see. 

"I  will  not  repeat  the  trite  remarks,  with  which  every  one  is 
familiar,  about  the  rapid  strides  being  made  in  this  country  in  the 
present  day.  The  country  is  plainly  in  a  transition  state ;  and  we 
need  not  be  surprised,  though  we  may  be  grieved,  when  we  find  that 
the  casting  aside  of  the  trammels  of  obsolete  superstition  is  often  ac- 
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companied  with  a  desire  to  get  rid  of  all  that  is  supematnial  in 
religion,  or  at  least  with  a  reluctance  to  embrace  what  is  distinctivelv 
Christian.  But  we  cannot  avoid  hoping  that  there  is  a  bright  future 
for  the  peopio  of  this  country,  not  only  as  to  material  and  social 
advantages,  but  as  to  truth,  piety,  and  goodness." 

Your  Committee  are  glad  to  be  able  to  close  the  ex- 
tracts from  foreign  correspondence  with  so  hopeful  a 
view  of  the  educational  future  of  India. 

In  concluding  this  brief  summary  of  the  Society's 
operations  during  the  past  year  your  Committee  would 
thank  God,  and  take  courage.  The  statement  of  income 
and  expenditure,  which  the  Treasurer  is  about  to  make, 
will  show  that  the  financial  position  of  the  Society  ia 
not  unsatisfactory.  Still  your  Committee  must  bear  in 
mind  that  the  claims  upon  them  are  increasing.  Twenty 
additional  students  add  considerably  to  the  household 
expenses  at  the  Borough  Road  College.  They  have 
also  painfully  to  remember  that  some  of  their  wannest 
friends  and  largest  subscribers  either  have  passed  or 
are  passing  away  ;  that  the  old  familiar  names  are  dis- 
appearing and  leaving  unwelcome  blanks  on  the  sub- 
scription list.  The  Society  has  an  important  work  yet 
to  do.  It  has  a  work  to  do  for  the  schools  already  in 
existence.  It  has  to  send  forth  a  succession  of  thoroughly 
qualified  teachers,  more  needed  and  more  loudly  asked 
for  year  by  year.  It  has  to  encourage  the  teachers 
and  committees  who  are  labouring  amid  many  dis- 
couragements for  the  education  of  the  children  in  their 
respective  neighbourhoods.  It  has  to  give  help  to 
needy  schools,  providing  the  appliances  upon  which 
much  of  the  efficiency  of  the  teaching  depends.  Much 
has  yet  to  be  accomplished  before  every  British  school 
becomes  a  model  for  imitation,  and  every  British  teacher 
a  workman  who  needs  not  to  be  ashamed. 
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The  accomplishment  of  this,  although  an  important 
part  of  the  Society's  work,  is  not  the  whole.  The  popu- 
lation is  increasing.  The  demand  for  popular  education 
is  becoming  more  urgent.  It  is  confessed  on  all  sides, 
that  whoever  may  be  to  blame,  whether  the  responsibi- 
lity rests  upon  the  teachers,  the  parents,  the  Government, 
or  the  public,  there  is  a  stratum  of  our  population  at 
present  unreached  by  the  educational  agencies  at  work. 
Statistics  gathered  at  Manchester  and  Birmingham  and 
other  places,  in  reference  to  large  towns  as  well  as  to 
agricultural  districts,  warrant  the  conviction  uttered 
in  the  House  of  Lords  by  your  noble  President,  "  that 
while  great  good  has  been  done  hy  the  increased  spread 
of  education,  and  more  especially  hy  improving  the  quality 
of  education  during  the  last  thirty  years,  it  cannot  be 
said  that  the  plan  pursued  has  been  upon  the  whole  suc- 
cessful as  regards  the  general  education  of  the  country.'' 
"What  I  look  forward  to,"  his  Lordship  said,  in  conclusion, 
"  is  a  comprehensive  system  sufficient  to  reach  all  classes 
of  society."  Whatever  the  system  may  be,  provided  it 
bring  sound  instruction  within  reach  of  all  classes,  your 
Committ  ee  are  prepared  to  welcome  it ;  believing  that 
it  will  only  carry  on  the  work  in  which  they  are  already 
engaged.  Meanwhile  they  desire  to  be  so  sustained  by 
the  liberality  of  their  friends,  and  so  strengthened  by 
their  sympathy,  that  none  may  outstrip  them  in  adopting 
that  which  is  right  and  teaching  that  which  is  true.

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EXTRACTS 

FROM  LOCAL  BEPOBTS  AND  COBBBSPONDENCE, 


Arnold,  near  NottingTiam,  Mixed,  130.  "  In  Arnold  there  is  a 
population  of  nearly  5,000  persons.  It  is  estimated  that  there 
are  1,000  children  connected  with  the  various  Sunday  schools, 
and  probably  200  not  connected.  Not  more  than  about  450  attend 
other  day  schools,  including  infant  and  dames*  or  nursery  schools. 
British  schools  have  been  erected,  containing  three  rooms,  capable 
of  accommodating  195  children,  and  having  a  spacious  playground. 
They  have  lately  been  opened,  and  put  under  Government  inspection. 
It  is  proposed  to  put  up  swings,  trapeze,  parallel  bars,  and  other 
gymnastic  apparatus,  and  to  cover  the  interior  of  the  walls  of  the 
rooms  with  maps,  charts,  engravings,  busts,  &c.,  so  that  they  may 
present  a  pleasing  appearance,  and  that  physical  exercises  may 
receive  due  attention.'* 

Audenshaw.  Boys,  220.  "  On  Wednesday,  June  17th,  1868,  the 
annual  examination  of  the  school  was  conducted  by  E.  H.  Brodie, 
Esq.,  M.A.,  and  W.  Northrop,  Esq.,  Her  Majesty's  Inspectors  of 
Schools.  Prom  the  returns  it  appears  there  are  220  children 
attending  these  schools,  in  addition  to  which  there  were  70  pupils 
attending  the  evening  classes  during  the  last  season.  Out  of  this 
number  168  were  presented  for  examination.  Although  the  work  of 
the  schools  has  by  no  means  been  confined  to  the  subjects  required 
for  examination,  we  are  happy  to  state  that  every  scholar  passed  in 
the  subjects  required  by  the  code.  The  higher  standards  also  were 
equally  successful  in  the  extra  subjects,  such  as  grammar,  geography, 
Ac.  During  the  past  week  the  following  official  report  has  been 
received  by  the  managers  from  the  Committee  of  Council : — *  Auden- 
shaw  British  School.    This  school    is  in  excellent  order,  and  so 
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admirably  taught,  that  all  presented  for  examination  passed  with 
great  ease.  Higher  subjects,  such  as  grammar  and  geography,  are 
carefully  inculcated ;  and  the  system  of  home  lessons  is  excellent.

Berkhampstead,  Mixed^  150.  "  These  schools,  which  were  estab- 
lished in  1834,  and  which  have  been  the  means  whereby  a  large 
number  of  the  young  of  Berkhampstead  and  its  neighbourhood  have 
received  a  decent  education,  are  attended  at  the  present  time  by 
some  240  children." 

Bideford.  Boys,  150.  OirU  and  InfanU,  188.  "  The  committee 
present  their  report  with  the  conviction  that  this  school,  in  steadily 
and  diligently  from  day  to  day  pursuing  the  work  of  primary  in- 
struction, is,  by  its  discipline  as  well  as  by  its  teaching,  silently  and 
unostentatiously,  but  surely,  accomplishing  a  social  good,  and  thus 
conferring  a  social  benefit  which  cannot  be  measured  by  any  statis- 
tical records.  The  committee,  however,  present  as  far  as  they  are 
able,  besides  any  general  records,  statements  respecting  it  in  the 
several  aspects  of  attendance,  teaching,  and  finance.  The  average 
attendance  for  the  past  year  was — boys,  123  ;  girls  and  infants,  14i ; 
total,  267.  The  numbers  admitted  in  the  past  year  were — boys,  53 ; 
girls  and  infants,  116 ;  total,  169.  The  numbers  left  in  the  same 
period  were^boys,  73  ;  girls  and  infants,  70 ;  total,  143.  The  num- 
ber of  half-days  or  times  of  two  hours  each  the  school  has  been  open 
has  been  for  the  past  year — boys,  447 ;  girls  and  infants,  437.  The 
total  number  of  attendances  of  two  hours  each  time  was  during  the 
past  year — boys,  54,955  ;  girls  and  infants,  62,812 ;  total,  117,767. 
The  numbers  present  at  all  during  the  past  year  were — ^boys,  216; 
girls  and  infants,  282 ;  total,  498.  The  average  number  of  half-days 
attended  by  each  child  present  at  all  during  the  past  year  was — 
boys,  254;  girls  and  infants,  222;  average  for  the  whole  school, 
236. 

"  The  following  table  relating  to  the  past  year,  corresponding  as  it 
does  in  proportion  with  similar  statements  of  preceding  years,  shows 
the  time  which  the  children  stay  in  the  school — a  matter  of  great 
importance: — The  number  on  the  books  who  have  been  in  the 
school  less  than  one  year — boys,  53 ;  girls  and  infants,  45  ;  total,  98 : 
1  year  and  less  than  2  years,  boys,  26 ;  girls  and  infSuits,  39 ;  total, 
65  :  2  years  and  less  than  3  years,  boys,  33 ;  girls  and  infants,  39 ; 
total,  72 :  3  years  and  less  than  4  years,  boys,  23 ;  girls  and  infants. 
30 ;  total,  53 :  4  years  and  less  than  5  years,  boys,  6 ;  girls  and 
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infants,  19 ;  total,  25 :  5  years  and  over,  bojs,  9  ;  girls  and  infants, 
16 ;  total,  26. 

"  Irregularity  of  attendance  and  short  stay  at  school,  as  indicated 
in  some  of  the  preceding  statements,  are  evils,  the  committee  are 
aware,  common  to  schools  of  the  class  under  their  care  ;  but  feeling 
the  great  importance  of  early,  regular,  and  lengthened  attendance  at 
school,  they  must  strongly  urge  on  parents  to  do  all  they  possibly 
can  to  promote  it. 

*'  The  committee  now  present  as  far  as  they  are  able  a  view  of  the 
education  afforded.  They  are  aware  that  the  figures  recorded  give  a 
very  imperfect  yiew  of  the  teaching  continued  from  day  to  day,  and 
extending  beyond  the  requirements  of  the  revised  code.  But  in 
giving  any  statement  respecting  instruction,  they  are  necessarily 
confined  to  the  results  of  the  examination  by  Her  Majesty's  Inspec- 
tor in  November  last,  as  shown  in  the  following  table  : — Presented 
for  examination,  boys,  97 ;  girls  (infants  not  examined),  84 ;  total, 
181.  Passed  in  reading,  boys,  75  ;  girls,  64 ;  total,  139 :  passed  in 
writing,  boys,  84 ;  girls,  59 ;  total,  143  :  passed  in  arithmetic,  bojs, 
77;  girls,  43;  total,  120.  Total  passes,  boys,  236;  girls,  166; 
total,  402. 

"  The  average  cost  of  the  education  of  each  child  for  the  past  year, 
as  estimated  by  the  average  attendance,  was  19s. 

"  The  average  payment  by  each  child  for  the  past  year,  estimated 
also  by  the  average  attendance,  was — boys,  5s.  9|d. ;  girls  and  infants, 
4s.  9Jd. ;  average  for  the  whole  school,  5s.  8d. 

"  With  the  view  of  encouraging  regular  attendance,  diligence,  and 
good  conduct,  and  attendance  at  the  examination  by  Her  Majesty's 
Inspector,  the  committee  have,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  master,  Mr. 
Smith,  consented  to  award  prizes  to  be  given  to  the  scholars  in  each 
school  present  at  the  examination  who  shall  have  obtained,  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  the  greatest  number  of  marks  for  excellence  in  the 
important  objects  named.  The  committee  earnestly  hope  that  by 
this  means  a  healthy  stimulus  will  be  constantly  afforded. 

"  The  library  belonging  to  this  school  the  committee  believe  may 
be  the  means  of  much  benefit.  It  has  not,  however,  received  acces- 
siona  during  the  past  year,  and  hence  its  value  has  not  been  felt. 
The  committee  earnestly  solicit  aid,  either  in  money  or  suitable 
books,  for  this  important  object. 

"  The  committee  regret  that,  owing  to  several  causes,  the  ladies* 
committee  has  practically  ceased  to  exist.  They  strongly  feel  the 
importance  of  such  a  committee,  and  they  earnestly  hope  that  ladies 
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feeling  an  interest  in  the  welfare  of  this  school  will  kindlj  aasodtte 
themselves  in  a  new  committee,  and  render  that  assistance  which 
thej  are  so  well  capable  of  affording. 

"  In  November  last  Miss  Henderson  ceased  to  be  mistresa  of  this 
school,  having  taken  the  charge  of  the  girls'  department  of  the  new 
British  Schools  at  St.  Leonard's.  The  committee  have  recorded 
their  sense  of  her  diligence,  conscientiousness,  and  the  genend 
efficiency  of  her  conduct  of  this  school  for  the  past  six  years,  and 
their  good  wishes  for  her  welfare.  In  their  election  of  Miss  Locke, 
as  the  succeeding  mistress  of  this  school,  the  committee  believe  thai 
they  have  promoted  the  efficiency  of  the  important  department 
under  her  care. 

"  The  committee  have  pleasure  in  stating  that  Mr.  W.  L.  Code, 
formerly  pupil  teacher,  has,  by  a  successful  examination,  been 
placed  in  the  first  division,  at  the  end  of  the  first  year's  residence,  at 
the  Wesleyan  Normal  College ;  and  also  that  Miss  Alice  Crocker, 
lately  assistant  mistress,  has  obtained  a  first-class  Queen's  Scholarship 
on  entering  the  Normal  College  of  the  British  and  I'oreign  School 
Society. 

'*  There  are  now  in  this  school  two  pupil  teachers  intheboyi* 
school,  and  an  assistant  mistress  and  two  pupil  teachers  in  the  girls' 
school. 

"  At  the  suggestion  of  Her  Majesty's  Inspector,  the  conunittee 
have  rearranged  the  desks  in  the  boys'  school,  to  improve  the  orga- 
nization. The  alteration  recently  made  has  as  yet  succeeded  well 
Should  the  improvement  continue,  the  committee  may,  seeing  its 
educational  necessity,  be  induced  to  incur  the  additional  expense  of 
making  a  similar  alteration  in  the  girls'  school. 

"  The  committee  now  refer  to  the  finances  of  the  schooL  The 
grant  from  the  Committee  of  Council  on  Education  was  about  the 
same  as  in  the  preceding  year,  being  for  the  boys'  school,  £55  9s.  4d. ; 
for  the  girls'  and  infants'  school,  £64  Os.  2d. ;  total,  £119  98.  6d 
The  balance  of  present  deficiency  is  £2  13s.  8d.,  being  mainly  due  to 
the  alteration  of  desks  already  referred  to.  Although  the  preseit 
balance  is  small,  the  committee  urge,  not  only  its  immediate  re- 
moval, but  the  continuance  and  extension  of  voluntary  subscriptions, 
knowing  as  they  do,  on  the  one  hand,  that  the  necessary  expenses  of 
the  school  are  always  of  uncertain  amount,  and  also,  on  the  other, 
that  judicious  expenditure  tends  materially  to  advance  its  educar 
tional  interests. 

**  The  committee  are  more  than  ever  convinced  that  the  schools  of 
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the  people,  Bupporfced  partly  by  aid  from  the  State  and  partly  with 
payments  from  the  scholars,  by  yoluntary  effort  and  control,  will 
absorb  more  and  more  of  public  interest,  and  will  be  considered  in 
their  true  position  as  institutions  on  which  essentially  depends  our 
national  welfare,  and  the  happiness  and  well-being  of  large  masses  of 
our  fellow*countrymen." 

Berwiek'Upon-Thioeed.  Boyt  and  Qirh,  "  During  the  past  year 
there  has  occurred  nothing  calling  for  special  notice  in  the  history 
of  the  school.  The  numbers  in  attendance  have  rather  increased, 
and  the  work  of  instruction  has  been  carried  on  in  the  usual  satis- 
factory way.  In  March,  the  annual  inspection  was  made  by  Mr. 
Oakeley,  Her  Majesty's  Inspector  of  Schools  for  this  district,  and 
the  following  is  the  official  abstract  of  his  report : — '  BoTS. — This 
school  continues  to  be  well  managed,  and  the  results  of  the  examina- 
tion are  yery  good.'  '  Gibls. — ^This  excellent  girls'  school  has  main- 
tained its  high  character  at  this  year's  examination.' 

'*In  May,  the  drawing  examination,  in  the  boys'  school,  was  con- 
ducted in  the  method  explained  in  last  annual  report,  and  with  yery 
successful  results.  Of  the  69  boys  presented  for  examination,  only 
2  failed ;  of  the  remainder,  18  simply  passed,  28  were  declared  pro- 
ficient, and  21  obtained  prizes.  Both  pupil  teachers  passed.  These 
numbers  reflect  great  credit  on  the  teacher,  and  the  whole  results  of 
the  Ooyemment  examinations,  conducted  as  they  are  by  highly  quali- 
fied persons,  who  are  free  from  any  personal  bias  or  local  prejudice, 
must  be  extremely  gratifying  to  the  supporters  of  the  school. 

"  The  subscribers  cannot  fail  to  notice  the  changes  which,  year  by 
year,  take  place  in  the  list  of  their  names,  and  the  consequent  dimi- 
nution in  the  sum  total  of  the  subscriptions.  The  committee  desire 
to  impress  upon  all  who  wish  to  see  the  school  maintained  in  its  pre- 
sent efficient  state,  the  absolute  necessity  of  reinforcing  the  subscrip- 
tion list,  as  the  necessary  expenditure  is  eyen  now  in  excess  of  the 
ordinary  income. 

"  One  of  the  male  pupil  teachers,  John  Henderson,  who  in  Decem- 
ber completed  his  apprenticeship,  is  now  pursuing  his  studies  in  the 
training  college,  where,  on  his  entrance  examination,  he  was  placed 
in  the  first  class." 

Bristol  {Bed  Oro$9  Street).  BaySy  552.  QirU,  876.  "  Your 
committee  haye  again  the  satisfaction  of  being  able  to  present  to  the 
lubscribers  the  foUowbg  reports  from  the  Qoyemment  Inspector  at 
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his  recent  yisit,  which  indicates  a  continued  state  of  efficient  and 
prosperous  working. 

"Boys'  School. — Mr.  Bowstead  reports: — ^^This  school  fully 
maintains  its  high  position  as  one  of  the  very  best  elementaiy  schools 
I  hare  ever  examined.'  The  following  figures  will  also  furnish  a 
confirmation  of  the  favourable  opinion  expressed  in  Mr.  Bowstead's 
report : — Of  478  bojs  examined  by  him,  473  passed  in  reading,  478 
in  writing  and  dictation,  and  474  in  arithmetic.  The  drawing  exami- 
nation was  also  equally  successful.  About  450  boys  were  examined 
in  free-hand,  geometrical,  and  model  drawing,  and  of  these  97  passed 
excellent,  receiving  prizes  and  certificates ;  179  passed  good,  receiv- 
ing certificates ;  and  147  passed  fair.  Total  passed,  422,  against  232 
in  the  preceding  year. 

"  Girls'  School. — The  returns  of  the  girls'  school  again  exhibit 
an  increased  average  attendance,  and  the  school  continues  to  be  in  a 
state  of  efficiency  highly  satisfactory  to  the  committee.  The  report 
of  Mr.  Bowstead  on  this  school  is  as  follows : — ^  This  school  has 
passed  an  excellent  examination,  and  is  in  a  very  efficient  state  in 
every  respect.'  During  the  past  year  increased  attention  has  been 
paid  to  needlework,  in  which  there  has  been  a  manifest  improvement, 
and  this  has  been  effected  without  any  loss  in  other  branches  of 
education. 

'*  The  statistics  of  the  school  to  the  present  date  are  as  foUows : — 
Admitted  during  the  year — Boys,  251 ;  girls,  217 ;  youths,  151 ; 
total,  619.  Total  on  books — Boys,  552;  girls,  376;  youths,  1L3; 
total,  1,041 :  average  attendance — ^Boys,  454 ;  girls,  225 ;  youths, 
76  ;  total,  755 :  admitted  since  the  opening — Boys,  19,586 ;  girls, 
10,427  ;  youths,  2,619  ;  total,  32,632." 

Bolton.  Boys  and  Qtrls,  386.  '^The  committee  of  the  abore 
school,  in  presenting  their  annual  statement  to  the  subscribers,  are 
again  able  to  give  a  favourable  report  of  its  condition  and  efficiency. 

'*  The  average  attendance  for  the  year  has  been  350.  One  of  the 
difficulties  which  the  teachers  have  to  contend  with  is  the  early  age 
at  which  children  are  sent  to  the  school,  and  the  short  period  they 
are  allowed  to  remain  in  it,  thus  precluding  their  attaining  any  high 
standard.  This  forms  a  subject  of  remark  in  the  Inspector's  report 
of  his  annual  visit  and  examination,  which  is  as  follows : — *  This 
school  is  in  good  order,  and  with  restored  organization  shows  also 
the  result  of  very  satisfactory  teaching.  The  teaching  has  been 
very  efficient  during  the  past  year.    My  Lords  hope  next  year  to 
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find  a  larger  number  of  children  in  the  higher  standards.'  A  con- 
siderable  proportion  of  the  children  are  half-timers  at  the  cotton 
mills,  which  in  some  measure  accounts  for  the  frequent  changes. 
The  school-rooms  have  undergone  a  thorough  painting  and  white- 
washing since  the  last  report,  and  now  present  a  cheerful  and  cleanly 
appearance ;  and  as  these  points  naturally  have  an  influence  upon 
the  training  and  habits  of  the  children,  the  committee  feel  satisfied 
in  haying  gone  to  the  outlay  necessary  to  insure  it,  although  the 
funds  at  their  disposal  are  limited.  The  committee  again  call  the 
attention  of  the  public  to  this  institution — the  only  one  in  the  town 
of  an  unsectarian  character — as  worthy  of  their  support  and  encou- 
ragement, and  in  the  belief  that,  if  more  liberally  supplied  with  the 
necessary  funds,  its  usefulness  could  be  further  extended." 

Brentford.  Boys^  231.  QirUy  234  "In  presenting  this  the 
34th  annual  report  of  these  schools,  your  committee  would  ask  the 
special  attention  of  the  subscribers  and  friends  to  its  leading  features, 
containing,  as  they  do,  matter  for  much  mutual  congratulation  in 
the  progress  and  continued  success  of  the  institution. 

"  The  best  criterion  of  the  general  work  carried  on  throughout 
the  year  now  past  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  Her  Majesty's 
Inspector,  of  which  the  following  is  an  abstract : — 

" '  Boys. — ^The  discipline  is  good,  and  there  is  great  improvement 
in  the  examination  this  year ;  the  rate  of  failure,  which  was  11^  per 
cent,  last  year,  being  this  year  only  4  J  per  cent. — a  quite  remarkably 
low  rate  at  present.  The  proportion  of  scholars  presented  in  paper 
work,  is,  however,  under  the  average.' 

'' '  OiRLS. — ^Here,  too,  the  examination  has  been  very  much  better 
passed  than  it  was  last  year — ^the  rate  of  failure  being  only  11  per 
cent,  now,  to  nearly  19 J  per  cent.  then.  The  order  is  good,  and  the 
needlework  excellently  cared  for.  The  schools  are  doing  very 
well.' 

"  The  average  attendance  for  the  year  has  been — Boys,  205 ;  girls, 
209 ;  total,  414 ;  while  the  present  attendance  may  be  cited  as  the 
highest  ever  known  in  the  schools,  viz. — Boys,  231 ;  girls,  234 ; 
totals  465. 

*'  The  fact  that  this  large  number  of  children  is  brought  every  day 
under  the  civilizing,  enlightening,  and  Christianizing  influences  of 
your  excellent  schools,  seems  calculated  to  awaken  the  liveliest 
interest  in,  and  sympathy  with,  its  continued  progress  and  good 
conduct 
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**  The  long  illness  of  the  assistant  master,  Mr.  Trewin,  has  rendered 
his  withdrawal  necesBarj. 

"  This  is  a  cause  of  regret  to  your  committee,  as  his  services  were 
very  efficient  and  valuable  to  those  under  his  care.  Occurring  too 
at  a  time  when  he  hoped  to  sit  for  his  examination,  the  event  may 
somewhat  retard  his  progress  in  life.  Some  difficulty  has  arisen  in 
supplying  his  place,  in  consequence  of  the  great  scarcity  of  teachers ; 
but,  by  the  kind  assistance  of  Mr.  A.  Bourne,  the  Secretary  of  the 
British  and  Foreign  School  Society,  your  committee  have  obtained 
the  services  of  Mr.  Tomlinson,  from  Wylan,  near  Newcastle. 

'^In  the  girls'  school,  the  continued  illness  of  one  of  the  senior 
pupil  teachers,  Eliza  Billing,  has  rendered  further  assistance  neces- 
sary, which  has  also  been  supplied  from  the  Central  Society,  Hiss 
Williams,  a  student  at  the  Stockwell  Training  College,  having  been 
sent  as  a  temporary  supply. 

^*  The  pupil-teacher  staff  is  now  stronger  and  more  complete  than 
it  has  been  hitherto ;  and  though  still  mostly  young,  these  assistants, 
being  continually  under  the  careful  training  of  the  master  and  mifr- 
tress,  render  the  most  valuable  aid  in  the  management  and  teaching, 
while  their  own  conduct  and  progress  is  a  subject  of  great  satis&c- 
tion  to  the  teachers  and  your  committee. 

"  During  the  year,  Sarah  Chandler,  who  had  completed  her  appren* 
ticeship,  sat  for  her  examination,  and  (notwithstanding  the  very 
serious  illness  she  had  just  before  passed  through)  she  snooeeded  in 
obtaining  a  first-class  Queen's  scholarship,  and  is  now  ptursning  her 
studies  in  the  Stockwell  Training  College.  As  a  proof  of  the  affec> 
tion  and  esteem  in  which  she  waa  held  by  the  scholars  and  fdlow- 
teachers,  they  presented  her  on  her  retirement  with  a  besatifttl  gold 
watch. 

''  At  the  request  of  the  master,  your  committee  has  made  a  grant 
of  £5  for  the  establishment  of  a  Lending  Library  of  interesting  and 
instructive  books,  which  are  now  in  circulation.  The  future  expenses 
of  this  department  will  be  defrayed  by  a  small  subscription  from  the 
children  using  it.  The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  minute  of  the 
committee  making  the  grant.  JBesolved — '  That  a  grant  of  £5  be 
made  from  the  school  funds  for  the  establishment  of  a  lending 
library,  but  that  no  book  be  placed  therein  until  it  has  received  the 
sanction  of  the  committee.' 

**  The  Clothing  Club  is  continued,  aided,  as  hitherto,  by  the  addi- 
tional bounty  of  the  Baroness  Lionel  de  Bothschild  and  other  friends. 
The  elder  girls  are  taught  the  use  of  the  sewing  machine ;  this 
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mending,  cutting-out,  and  marking  class,  and  all  the  needlework 
brought  from  home,  being  under  the  superintendence  of  the  mistress, 
Mrs.  Tate.  The  whole  of  the  needlework  department  received 
special  commendation  in  Mr.  Arnold's  report,  and  is  a  subject  of 
marked  satisfaction  to  the  ladies'  committee  and  the  visitors  to  the 
schools. 

**  With  reference  to  finance,  your  committee  have  the  pleasure  to 
report,  that,  notwithstanding  the  increasing  efficiency  with  which 
the  schools  are  conducted,  and  the  consequent  increased  expenditure, 
the  funds  are  at  present  in  a  flourishing  condition,  the  treasurer 
haying  a  balance  in  hand  of  £80  2s.  lid.  The  subscribers  will, 
however,  bear  in  mind  that  the  current  year's  income  will  have  to 
meet  some  exceptional  expenses :  and  your  committee  need  only  ask 
that  the  usual  benevolence  may  not  be  relaxed,  in  order  to  enable 
them  to  meet  these  outlays. 

"  In  the  midsummer  holidays  the  school  premises  underwent  a 
complete  repair,  and  the  whole  were  cleaned,  painted,  and  papered. 
This  work  was  undertaken  and  efficiently  carried  out  by  Mr.  Foord, 
at  a  cost  of  £45. 

"  Before  closing  their  report,  your  committee  are  anxious  again  to 
make  a  statement  with  reference  to  the  religious  and  moral  instruc- 
tion given  in  the  schools,  in  order  to  satisfy  the  minds  of  any  sub- 
scribers or  friends  who  may  be  misinformed  respecting  this  important 
branch  of  the  school  duty.  It  is  a  fundamental  rule  of  this  institu- 
tion, that  direct  religious  instruction,  of  which  the  Bible  is  the  basis, 
shall  form  a  part  of  each  day's  duty. 

"  From  this  rule  your  committee,  with  a  clear  and  conscientious 
apprehension  of  its  paramount  importance,  have  never  swerved :  so 
that,  while  carefully  respecting  the  consciences  of  the  numerous 
sects  of  Christians  from  which  the  children  in  the  schools  are  drawn, 
the  teachers  endeavour  daily  to  instil  those  eternal  principles  of  love 
and  duty  to  Gh>d  and  man,  which  lie  at  the  foundation  of  all  moral 
goodness,  and  which  found  their  truest  exponent  in  the  person  and 
work  of  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 

**  In  conclusion,  your  committee  have  only  to  repeat  an  expression 
of  their  thanks  to  all  subscribers  and  friends  for  their  generous  sup- 
port to  this  institution,  and  to  ask  in  addition  of  those  who  have 
leisure,  that  they  would  occasionally  visit  the  schools,  and  see  for 
themselves  the  actual  daily  work  of  education  which  is  being  carried 
on ;  that  so,  not  only  by  their  subscriptions,  but  by  their  presence 
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and  personal  sytnpathj,  the  teadiers  maj  be  encouraged  in  their 
painstaking  and  laborious  efforts  for  the  good  of  the  children  under 
their  charge." 

Chesterfield,  Boys^  200.  ''  The  lapse  of  another  year  calls  upon 
the  committee  of  the  British  school  to  present  to  the  subscribers  a 
report  of  the  state  and  operations  of  the  institution. 

''The  attendance  of  scholars  continues  to  be  very  satisfsctory. 
The  present  daily  average  attendance  is  140,  and  the  average  weekly 
attendance  is  150.  The  number  cancelled  has  been  about  140.  The 
number  enrolled  160 ;  so  that  there  is  an  increase  compared  with 
1867.  The  total  number  now  on  the  roll  is  200.  Since  the  opening 
of  the  school  about  4,000  scholars  have  been  taught  within  its 
walls. 

"  The  above  figures  have  a  significance  and  meaning.  It  is  true 
that  moral  results  cannot  be  tabulated,  nor  can  mental  progress  be 
set  forth  in  arithmetical  figures ;  but  when  a  commodious  school 
building,  well  furnished  with  books  and  maps  and  other  school  Appa- 
ratus, has  its  class  rooms  fully  occupied  year  after  year ;  when  the 
teaching  in  it  satisfies  successive  visiting  committees,  and  secures  the 
thankful  confidence  of  renewed  ranks  of  parents ; — this  result  of  the 
test  of  time  and  experience  has  a  breadth  and  force  of  meaning  that 
warrants  the  committee  in  believing  that  the  school  has  become  an 
important  and  most  useful  institution  of  the  town,  and  justifies  them 
in  earnestly  commending  it  to  the  support  of  the  friends  of  popular 
education. 

''  The  school,  besides  being  visited  by  the  committee,  is  occasionally 
visited  by  the  representatives  of  the  British  and  ^Foreign  School 
Society,  and  the  following  is  a  copy  of  the  entry  in  the  "Viaitori* 
Book,  under  date  of  January  25th,  1868 : — 'Edmund  Salter,  Inspec- 
tor of  the  British  and  Poreign  School  Society. — Much  gratified  with 
the  very  satisfactory  condition  of  this  school.' 

'*  The  leading  object  kept  in  view  is  to  give  the  elements  of  a  plain 
and  solid  education,  which  shall  lay  a  good  foundation  for  future 
usefulness  and  improvement. 

"  The  Scriptures  are  read  daily,  but  the  school  is  strictly  unde- 
nominational, and  all  sectarian  and  party  aims  are  scmpulously 
avoided. 

"  A  large  proportion  of  the  scholars  are  very  young.  Experience 
proves  that  the  labouring  cksses  will,  to  a  great  extent,  withb<rid 
their  children  from  school  the  moment  they  arrive  at  an  age  that 
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rendera  their  services  in  the  least  available  in  contributing  to  the 
support  of  the  family.  It  is  therefore  important  to  begin  with  this 
class  of  children  as  soon  as  tbeir  faculties  are  sufficiently  developed, 
and  to  improve  with  industry  the  short  period  of  time  that  they 
continue  within  reach.  This  result  is  carefully  sought  after  in  the 
arrangements  of  the  school.  But  after  all  it  is  much  to  be  regretted 
that  the  majority  of  scholars  do  not  remain  under  instruction  some 
two  or  three  years  longer  than  is  usually  the  case.  To  take  boys 
from  school  at  so  early  an  age  as  is  common  is  an  irreparable  injury 
to  them.  The  committee  hope  that  this  important  truth  is  gradually, 
though  very  slowly,  becoming  more  evident  to  parents. 

"  At  midsummer  last  seven  of  the  elder  boys  whose  attendance 
and  conduct  had  been  satisfactory,  and  who  had  rendered  some  ser- 
vice as  monitors,  received  gifts,  in  different  sums  to  the  amount 
altogether  of  £4,  from  the  interest  accruing  from  the  late  Misses 
Crofts*  legacy.  The  committee  recommend  that  this  practice  be 
continued  in  future  years. 

**  The  school  is  divided  into  ten  classes.  Twelve  boys  compose  the 
10th  or  highest  class,  and  learn  mensuration,  elements  of  drawing, 
bookkeeping,  history,  geography,  &c. 

'*  Thirty  boys  form  the  9th  class,  and  learn  practice,  proportion, 
Ac.,  history,  geography,  &c.,  and  read  the  3rd  Irish  book. 

"  Twenty  boys  are  in  the  8th  class,  and  are  taught  the  compound 
rules  in  arithmetic,  natural  history,  &c.,  and  read  the  drd  Irish  book. 

"  Twenty  boys  form  the  7th  class,  and  are  taught  the  first  rules 
in  arithmetic.  Scripture,  geography,  <&c.,  and  read  the  New  Testa- 
ment. 

'*  The  above  all  receive  gallery  lessons  from  the  head  master,  and 
all  the  classes  below  are  similarly  taught  by  the  second  master. 
They  are  also  instructed  under  monitors  in  reading,  writing,  and 
arithmetic ;  the  first  and  second  books  of  the  British  School  Society 
and  the  Irish  series  being  used. 

*'  Social  meetings  of  the  committee  and  monitors  continue  to  be 
held  periodically,  and  are  found  to  be  productive  of  pleasure  and 
advantage,  stimulating  the  youthful  assistants  in  their  work,  and 
making  it  more  improving  [to  themselves  as  well  as  to  those  under 
them. 

**  The  annual  examinations  continue  to  excite  much  interest  among 
the  parents,  who  attend  them  in  large  numbers.  These  meetings 
lead  the  parents  more  highly  to  appreciate  the  school,  and  thus  pro- 
mote an  interest  in  education  generally  among  the  people." 
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Ouleh&th.  Boyi  and  QirU.  "  This  school  for  boys  and  girls  was 
opened  on  Monday,  January  11th,  1869,  under  the  superintendenee 
of  Mr.  Lakin,  a  certificated  teacher,  from  the  Normal  College, 
Borough  Boad,  London. 

'^The  school  is  conducted  purely  on  uusectarian  prineipleo,  the 
object  being  to  furmsh  a  cheap  and  efficient  education. 

*<  Both  the  infant  and  juvenile  schools  are  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Lakin.  Teacher  of  the  infant  school,  Mrs.  Taylor.  The  girls 
are  taught  sewing  and  knitting  as  part  of  their  ordinary  comae  of 
instruction.  Hours  of  attendance.— in  the  morning  from  nine  till 
twelve,  in  the  afternoon  from  two  till  half-past  four,  in  winter;  and 
from  two  till  five  in  summer." 

Doncaster.  Bays^  198.  OirU^  204.  *'  The  number  of  scholars 
on  the  books  is  upwards  of  4:00 ;  and  the  original  object  of  the  school 
is  still  kept  in  view, — '  To  furnish,  at  a  cheap  rate,  the  children  of 
the  poor  of  all  religious  denominations  with  the  elements  of  a  nsefol 
English  education  and  to  instruct  them  in  the  principles  of  the 
Christian  religion  as  declared  in  the  Holy  Scriptures,  but  without 
inculcating  any  religious  tenets  of  a  peculiar  or  sectarian  nature.* 
It  is  very  gratifying  to  your  committee  that,  amidst  so  much  gene- 
ral commercial  depression,  the  friends  of  the  institution  hare  so 
promptly  continued  their  valuable  aid,  thus  placing  the  treaanrer  in 
a  satisfactory  position. 

"  It  is  a  pleasure  to  your  committee  to  refer  to  the  report  of  Her 
Majesty's  Inspector  on  his  visits  to  these  schools.  In  reference  to 
the  boys*  schools.  Her  Majesty's  Inspector  says, '  Mr.  Hughes  is  an 
experienced  and  admirable  teacher,  and  his  school  is  distinguished 
not  only  by  the  accuracy  and  extent  of  the  knowledge  in  the  upper 
classes,  but  also  by  a  serious  spirit  of  application  which  extends  even 
to  the  lowest  department.  The  organization,  is  very  judicious,  and 
I  was  particularly  struck  with  the  expressiveness  of  the  reading ;  the 
drawing  is  rather  of  a  useful  than  showy  kind,  but  is  well  finished. 
The  highest  class  studied  history  with  special  minuteness  and  sue « 
cess.*  In  reference  to  the  girls*  school.  Her  Majesty's  Inspector 
says, '  Nothing  can  be  more  satisfactory  than  the  general  aspect  of 
this  large  school,  its  order,  the  beauty  and  cleanliness  of  the  writing, 
and  the  needlework,  or  the  evident  pleasure  which  the  children  feel 
in  learning.  Miss  Mauldon  has  brought  her  two  classes  to  a  point 
seldom  reached  in  girls'  schools  as  far  as  grammar  and  geography 
are  concerned ;  and  has  cultivated  their  intelligence  by  diligent  qnes* 
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tioning  on  the  meanings  of  their  reading  lessons.'  After  the  highly 
eulogistic  manner  in  which  Her  Majesty's  Inspector,  in  the  com- 
mencement of  his  report,  refers  to  Mr.  Hughes,  it  will  be  readily 
conceived  with  what  reluctance  and  regret  your  committee  were  com- 
pelled to  suffer  the  loss  of  his  services  at  the  end  of  last  year.  For 
twelve  years  in  which  Mr.  Hughes  had  charge  of  the  boys'  school,  his 
highly  cultivated  teaching  powers'  were  brought  to  bear  upon  the 
school,  and  these,  together  with  his  untiring  industry  and  persever- 
ance, have  raised  the  school  to  that  high  state  of  efficiency  which  it 
has  now  reached ;  it  is  well  known  to  all  present  that  Mr.  Hughes 
has  entered  upon  a  private  scholastic  establishment,  and  while  your 
committee  heartily  thank  him  for  his  valued  services  during  the  past 
twelve  years,  they  as  heartily  wish  him  fullest  success  on  the  new 
undertaking  in  which  he  has  embarked.  In  the  prospect  of  losing 
the  services  of  Mr.  Hughes,  your  committee  very  naturally  felt 
great  responsibility  resting  upon  them  as  to  the  providing  a  suitable 
successor.  They  are,  however,  very  happy  to  inform  the  friends  of 
the  institution,  and  especially  the  parents  of  the  children,  that 
through  the  valuable  assistance  of  E.  D.  J.  Wilks,  Esq.,  the  gene- 
ral secretary  to  the  British  and  Foreign  School  Society,  they  have 
succeeded  in  securing  the  services  of  two  very  efficient  teachers,  viz., 
Mr.  Lewis  as  head  master,  and  Mr.  Inchbold  as  assistant  master. 
They  have  good  reason  for  hoping  that  notwithstanding  the  loss  the 
institution  has  sustained,  the  gentlemen  who  enter  into  Mr,  Hughes' 
labours  will  be  enabled  through  their  skill  and  zeal  to  uphold  the 
high  character  which  the  boys'  school  has  so  long  enjoyed.  Your 
committee  refer  with  great  pleasure  and  satisfaction  to  the  services 
of  Miss  Mauldon  in  the  girls'  school  during  the  past  year,  as  also  to 
the  pupil-teachers  in  both  schools,  and  to  those  ladies  who  have 
kindly  visited  the  girls'  school." 

JEnfield,  Boys,  95.  Qirlsy  80.  '*  The  committee  would  have 
unalloyed  pleasure  in  once  more  presenting  their  annual  report,  but 
that  they  have  to  announce  an  increasing  deficiency  in  the  funds. 
This  has  not  arisen  from  any  diminution  of  interest  in  the  schools, 
or  any  decrease  in  the  number  of  scholars,  but  from  the  fact  that 
many  who  have  been  for  a  long  period  generous  contributors  to  the 
funds  have  been  removed. 

''  Eew  of  the  original  promoters  of  the  school  now  remain,  and 
every  year  makes  the  number  less.  The  committee  would,  on  this 
account,  take  occasion  very  earnestly  to  commend  the  interests  of

the  inBtitutioB  to  the  present  inhabitants  of  Enfield,  and  especially 
to  those  friends  of  education  who  have  lately  come  to  reside  in  the 
neighbourhood. 

"  These  schools,  which  were  founded  in  1837,  at  a  cost  of  £1,100, 
have  been  attended  by  upwards  of  2,000  children,  while  the  princi- 
ples upon  which  they  have  been  conducted  have  demonstrated  the 
possibility  of  providing  a  sound  secular  and  scriptural,  though  un- 
sectarian  education,  without  the  necessity  of  appealing  for  OoTem- 
ment  aid.  The  committee  consists  of  ladies  and  gentlemen  of 
different  ecclesiastical  persuasions,  but  they  in  no  way  interfere  with 
the  religious  conyictions  of  either  parents  or  children.  Their  great 
desire  is  to  prepare  the  children  for  the  duties  of  life,  by  inculcating 
such  views  of  truth,  goodness,  and  piety,  as,  if  practised,  will  bring 
'  glory  to  God,  peace  on  earth,  and  good  will  to  men.' 

"  During  the  year  37  boys  have  left  the  school,  and  89  have  been 
admitted ;  making  a  total  of  1,227  since  the  opening.  The  number 
on  the  books  is  95,  and  the  average  attendance  75. 

23  girls  have  left  the  school,  and  25  been  admitted ;  making  a 
total  of  891.  The  number  on  the  books  is  80,  and  the  aTerage 
attendance  60. 

"  The  boys  have  deposited  in  the  savings  bank  £6  128.  8d.,  leaving 
a  balance,  at  Christmas  last,  of  £16  28.  6d." 

Falmouth.  Boys,  127.  OirU,  66.  Infants,  103.  *'  It  has  never, 
we  believe,  since  the  establishment  of  this  valuable  institution,  been 
the  privilege  of  the  committee  to  present  a  more  encouraging  report 
to  their  subscribers  and  friends  than  at  the  present  time,  both  as  re- 
gards the  efficient  working  of  the  schools,  and  their  fiwitTn*i'gl 
position. 

"During  the  past  year  the  premises  have  been  put  in  a  state 
of  complete  repair.  They  had  long  required  attention,  but  want  of 
funds  induced  the  committee  to  content  themselves  with  doing  no 
more  than,  from  time  to  time,  was  absolutely  required.  The  storm 
of  the  17th  of  March  last,  however,  caused  so  much  destruction  to  the 
roof  and  other  parts  of  the  building,  that  it  was  thought  deeir«ible 
not  only  to  effect  the  repairs  immediately  necessary,  but  to  obtain 
from  a  builder  an  estimate  of  the  amount  required  to  put  the  roof 
and  the  premises  generally  in  a  really  satisfactory  condition.  The 
estimate  amounted  to  £68,  and  the  committee  are  glad  to  be  able  to 
report  that  this  sum  having  been  raised  by  a  special  subscription, 
without  trenching  on  the  annual  income,  the  work  was  proceeded 
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witb,  and  acoomplished  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner.  They  have 
no  doubt  that  in  consequence  of  this  outlay  the  yearly  expenses 
under  the  item  of  *  repairs '  will  be  much  less  than  has  been  the  case 
for  some  years  past.  The  committee  have  also  thought  it  advisable 
to  render  tenantable  some  rooms  hitherto  unoccupied,  and  have 
effected  this  by  an  outlay  of  £29  7s.  6d.  With  the  exception  of 
£5  13s.  the  school  funds  have  not  been  used  for  this  purpose,  but 
the  money  has  been  lent  by  several  friends  of  the  school,  who  will 
be  repaid  from  the  rent.  The  rooms  have  been  already  let,  and 
when  this  sum  is  paid  off,  the  rent  will  materially  help  the  funds. 

"  There  has  been  introduced  this  year  a  periodical  examination  of 
the  children  in  the  different  schools,  by  a  committee  of  ladies  and 
gentlemen,  which  has  been  very  encouraging  to  the  teachers,  and  is 
likely  to  prove  beneficial  to  the  scholars.  One  or  other  school  is 
very  frequently  visited  by  some  member  of  the  committee ;  and  the 
visits  of  subscribers  are  solicited. 

"  Biblical  knowledge  is  daily  imparted,  but  perfectly  free  from  any 
sectarian  bias. 

"  The  committee  sincerely  hope  that  an  institution  of  such  immense 
importance  to  the  town  may  not  any  longer  be  upheld  by  compara- 
tively few,  but  that  it  may  receive  that  general  sympathy  and  sup^ 
port  it  so  richly  merits." 

Oilderfome.  CHrh  and  Infants^  130.  "  Last  August  we  opened  a 
British  school,  the  furnishing  of  which  has  cost  £30.  The  number 
of  scholars  has  increased  weekly,  and  we  have  now  130.  Her 
Majesty's  Inspector  reports,  *  This  new  school  has  made  a  most 
satisfactory  beginning.  I  do  not  doubt  that  it  will  become  an  ex- 
cellent school.' " 

Oravesend.  Boys,  16S,  Oirls,  110,  Infants,  100,  "In  present- 
ing their  annual  report  of  the  condition  and  working  of  this  institu- 
tion, the  committee  beg  to  express  the  pleasure  it  affords  them  to  be 
able  to  place  before  the  subscribers  and  friends  an  account  which 
must  be  regarded  as  highly  satisfactory. 

"  In  the  boys'  school  the  hopes  of  your  committee  have  been  fully 
realized  as  regards  the  success  of  Mr.  Yary.  His  ability  and  devo- 
tion to  the  work  of  education  commands  increased  appreciation 
at  the  hands  of  parents.  This  is  manifested  by  the  gradual  rise  in 
the  number  of  scholars,  there  being  at  present  168  on  the  books,  and 
166  in  regular  attendance. 
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''  Although  80  short  a  time  has  elapsed  since  he  became  master  of 
the  school,  your  committee  are  pleased  to  observe  the  evident  affec- 
tion which  exists  between  Mr.  Vary  and  his  pupils,  the  latter 
having  giving  expression  to  their  regard  for  their  teacher  by  present- 
ing him  with  a  testimonial 

''During  the  last  year  Anoel  Culling,  who  had  completed  his 
apprenticeship,  sat  for  his  examination  and  succeeded  in  obtaining  a 
first-class  Queen's  Scholarship.  He  is  now  pursuing  his  studies  at 
the  Borough  Boad  Training  College.  His  successor,  Alexander 
Newman,  is  reported  by  the  master  as  very  intelligent  and  apt  in  his 
work. 

"  GirU*  school, — Miss  Bates,  the  mistress  of  the  girls'  Bchool, 
having  married  in  the  earlier  half  of  the  year,  tendered  her  resigna- 
tion, which  your  committee  felt  compelled,  though  with  considerable 
regret,  to  accept.  On  her  retirement,  Elizabeth  Dwain,  one  of 
her  pupil-teachers,  also  resigned,  in  order  that  she  might  take 
charge  of  the  school  at  the  barracks,  where  she  is  now  pursuing  her 
labours. 

"Mr.  Wilks,  the  secretary  to  the  British  and  Foreign  School 
Society,  Borough  Boad,  was  applied  to,  and  on  his  recommendation 
Miss  Garrod  (who  possessed  testimonials  of  a  very  high  character 
from  the  managers  of  the  school  she  conducted  in  Suffolk)  was 
appointed  at  midsummer  last.  The  committee  have  every  reason  to 
be  satisfied  with  their  choice,  as  the  school  is  in  a  very  flourishing 
condition ;  average  attendance,  110. 

''The  infant  school  continues  under  the  management  of  Miss 
PawBon,  and  the  appreciation  in  which  she  is  held  by  the  parents  is 
evidenced  by  the  increasing  numbers,  there  being  nearly  100  in 
regular  attendance. 

"  The  schools  were  examined  in  April  by  Her  Majesty^s  Inspector, 
Dr.  Morell,  with  the  most  satisfactory  results. 
"  The  following  is  an  abstract  of  his  report : — 
"  Boys, — *  Mr.  Vary  is  a  teacher  of  excellent  abUity,  and  has 
shown  himself  very  efficient  in  his  school,  both  as  regards  discipline 
and  instruction.  His  school  is  in  excellent  order ;  the  writing  and 
dictation  are  remarkably  good  throughout,  and  in  all  the  other  sub- 
jects there  is  evidence  of  great  care  and  efficiency  on  the  part  of  the 
teacher ;  drawing  and  mapping  excellent.' 

**Oirls. — 'Mrs.  rietcher  (late  Miss  Bates)  has  conducted  the 
girls'  school  with  her  accustomed  care  and  efficiency  during  tho  last 
year.' " 
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Malifax.  Bays^  831.  OirU,  335.  "Education,  and  specially 
the  education  of  the  masses — that  which  has  enlisted  the  sympathies 
and  active  support  of  the  managers  and  friends  of  the  British  schools 
for  the  last  fifty  years — ^has  recently  become  one  of  the  most  pro- 
minent questions  of  the  day. 

''  Not  a  few  of  our  public  men  have  displayed  a  degree  of  new-bom 
zeal  in  the  advocacy  of  this  subject,  and  notably  so  in  regard  to  that 
to  which  they  appear  to  attach  special  importance,  namely, '  techni- 
cal education.'  Those  who  have  been  the  steady  advocates  of 
popular  education  for  the  last  thirty  or  fifty  years  are  desirous 
that  the  advantages  of  education  in  its  widest  sense  should  be  enjoyed 
by  every  member  of  the  community.  But  with  the  many,  whose  lot 
is  from  childhood  to  labour  at  least  half  a  day  for  their  daily  bread, 
the  time  available  for  school  learning  is  necessarily  too  limited  for 
that  range  of  instruction  which  would  embrace  what  is  so  fluently 
spoken  of  as  '  technical  education.'  By  a  reference  to  the  statistics 
of  the  British  school  for  the  past  year  (and  probably  many  other 
schools  could  furnish  similar  facts),  the  average  attendance  of  the 
whole  of  the  boys  is  only  just  about  a  year.  The  number  in  attend- 
ance a  year  ago  was  334;  the  number  in  attendance  this  year  is 
331 ;  the  number  admitted  during  the  year  is  350 ;  left  the  school 
daring  the  same  period  347. 

"  Though  some  of  these  may  prolong  the  period  of  their  instruction 
at  other  schools,  it  is  too  generally  the  fact  that  the  great  bulk 
of  them,  becoming  what  is  called  *  full-timers,'  enter  the  mill  or 
workshop  and  cease  their  attendance  at  school.  Hence  it  is  of  the 
first  importance  to  impart  to  them  during  their  short  term  of  school 
attendance  the  rudiments  of  a  sound  useful  education,  such  as  the 
teachers  of  the  British  school  have  uniformly  endeavoured  to  give. 
That  which  is  termed  '  technical '  will  probably  ever  have  but  a  very 
limited  application  in  relation  to  the  majority  of  the  population. 

"  Your  committee  would  therefore  submit  that  the  education  im- 
parted in  the  British  and  similar  schools  is  that  which  is  really  the 
most  urgent,  and  the  most  practically  useful  so  far  as  it  goes :  that 
it  is  capable  of  improvement  and  extension,  if  the  period  of  school 
instruction  were  prolonged  a  year  or  so,  they  freely  admit.  Whilst 
much  pains  are  devoted  to  instilling  the  rudiments  of  mental  in- 
struction, the  very  ignorant  condition  in  which  most  of  the  children 
enter  the  school  causes  their  progress  to  be  somewhat  slow ;  yet  the 
change  wrought  upon  the  many,  and  the  attainments  of  the  brighter 
and  more  industriousi  in  the  course  of  a  year,  are  encouraging  and 
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eatisfactory.  Such  is  the  testimony  the  committee  are  happy  to 
give  respecting  the  schools  under  their  care.  They  believe  the 
masters  and  assistant  teachers  have  endeavoured  to  work  upon  the 
material  put  under  their  hands,  and  to  mould  it  tO  the  useful,  if  not 
to  the  technical  and  ornamental. 

"  The  committee  desire  to  call  attention  to  one  branch  of  educa- 
tion which,  from  its  very  great  importance,  has  not  hitherto,  as  they 
believe,  received  the  care  which  it  imperatively  demands.  They 
refer  to  the  educating  and  rightly  training  the  moral  faculties  of  the 
children — the  cultivating  of  the  tender  conscience — ^the  enforcing 
the  obligations  of  strict  truthfulness,  honesty,  kindness,  and  courtesy 
— ^in  short,  the  doing  unto  others  as  they  would  wish  others  to  do  to 
them. 

"  It  may  be  replied  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  parent  or  the  Sabbath 
school  teacher  to  instil  these  moral  principles.  It  would  indeed  be 
matter  for  rejoicing  if  the  demeanour  of  our  rising  population  gave 
full  evidence  of  this  being  the  case.  That  there  is  serious  need  of 
much  more  attention  to  these  points  cannot  be  gainsayed. 

"  The  committee  submit  the  following  extract  from  Her  Majesty's 
Inspector's  last  report,  dated  7th  of  November,  1867 : — *  There  is  a 
manifest  improvement  in  the  attainments  of  the  scholars  since  last 
year.  The  reading  and  the  writing  have  received  sedulous  attention, 
and  the  arithmetic,  especially  of  the  third  standard,  is  very  creditable. 
Some  attention  is  still  needed  to  the  spelling,  and  the  lower  classes 
will  be  the  better  for  more  of  rapid  vocal  exercise  in  counting.  The 
order  is  very  good,  and  the  boys  generally  seem  to  take  a  serious  and 
intelligent  interest  in  their  work.' 

"  The  girls'  school  has  continued  to  receive  the  watchful  care  and 
attention  of  the  ladies'  committee.  On  the  retirement  of  Miss 
Smith  they  engaged  Miss  Whitehead,  a  certificated  teacher,  aa 
principal  mistress,  and  under  her  management  the  school  has  evi- 
dently improved  both  in  discipline  and  instruction.  The  ladies 
decided  to  place  their  school  under  official  examination  with  a  view 
to  the  educational  and  pecuniary  benefits.  Application  has  been 
made  by  their  request  to  the  Committee  of  Coimcil  for  its  sanction, 
and  that  Her  Majestj^'s  Inspector  might  examine  the  sehool  on  the 
occasion  of  his  visit  to  the  boys'  school  in  September  next." 

Hbwsham,  Boys,  45.  Girls,  35.  ''In  issuing  their  twenty- 
fourth  annual  report,  the  committee  have  the  pleasure  of  stating  to 
the  subscribers  and  friends  of  this  valuable  institution  that»  witii 
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the  exception  of  a  few  da  js  when  the  children  were  necessarily  dis- 
missed on  account  of  the  alteration  and  repairs  in  the  schoolroom, 
nothing  special  has  occurred,  during  the  past  year,  to  interfere  with, 
or  interrupt  the  customary  routine  of  instruction  which  continues  to 
be  efficiently  conducted  by  Mr.  Boggis,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  follow- 
ing extract  from  the  last  report  of  Her  Majesty's  Inspector,  viz  : — 
'  The  discipline  of  this  school  is  orderly,  the  only  fault  being  that  the 
children  do  not  speak  out  so  clearly  and  audibly  as  I  could  wish.  In 
the  instruction  there  is  much  to  be  commended.' 

'*  The  needlework  fully  maintains  its  previous  high  character,  and 
amply  repays  the  time  and  attention  so  well  bestowed  upon  it 
by  Mrs.  Boggis  and  the  girls. 

''  The  annual  Oovernment  Inspection  of  the  children  by  C.  Alder- 
son,  Esq.,  took  place  in  the  schoolroom  in  February  last,  the  result 
of  which  was  not  so  satisfactory  as  the  committee  could  have  desired, 
mainly  owing  to  the  irregular  attendance  of  the  scholars,  especially 
the  elder  ones,  and  to  this  most  important  point  the  committee  beg 
once  more  to  draw  the  serious  attention  of  parents  and  friends,  the 
school  having  sustained  a  pecuniary  loss  of  £8  in  the  special  subject 
of  geography,  from  this  cause — the  amount  received  from  Govern- 
ment was  £26  14s.  2d.,  being  £2  lis.  8d.  less  than  last  year ;  this 
deficit  is  partly  owing  to  fewer  children  being  eligible  for  presenta- 
tion. It  is  found  at  the  examinations  as  a  natural  consequence  that 
those  children  acquit  themselves  the  most  creditably,  and  make  the 
best  progress  who  attend  the  school  with  the  greatest  regularity ; 
when  these  are  presented  for  examination  they  pass  very  satisfac- 
torily, whilst  those  who  have  been  withdrawn  for  field  labour,  &c., 
find  much  more  difficulty  in  meeting  the  requirements  of  Her 
Majesty's  Inspector. 

'^  Many  children  from  the  demand  for  their  services  out  of  doors, 
bave  their  continued  attendance  seriously  interrupted  even  before 
the  age  of  ten  years :  hence  the  importance  of  parents  sending  them 
to  school  as  early  in  life  as  possible ;  otherwise  they  fail  to  acquire 
sufficient  education  to  be  of  real  service  to  them  in  after  life. 
There  are  cases  of  children  attending  the  school  who  were  destitute 
of  a  knowledge  of  the  alphabet  when  first  admitted  at  the  age 
of  eight  years. 

'^  The  rule  made  in  IBGIi  limiting  the  minimum  attendance  to  one 
hundred  days  has  exercised  a  salutary  influence,  although  it  excludes 
many  of  those  children  who  would  otherwise  be  present  for  a  few 
weeks  in  the  winter  months,  when  their  labour  is  not  so  much 
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needed :  such  desultory  attendance  ia  However  seldom  followed  by 
any  permanent  benefit  to  the  scholarB. 

**  The  ventilation  of  the  schoolroom  having  long  been  insoffident 
for  the  requirements  of  the  number  of  children,  the  committee, 
acting  on  the  strong  recommendation  of  Mr.  Alderson,  contained  in 
his  report,  have  had  the  ceiling  removed,  thereby  increasing  the 
space  of  the  room  very  considerably ;  the  great  advantage  derived 
has  been*  abundantly  manifested  during  the  past  hot  summer — ^the 
alteration  has  necessarily  incurred  heavy  expense  under  the  head  of 
repairs,  the  total  payments  for  which  have  been  £21  4s.  lid.,  or  an 
increase  of  £12  14s.  lid.  over  the  previous  year :  however,  in  con- 
sequence of  there  being  a  large  stock  .of  coals  at  the  beginning 
of  the  present  year,  the  payments  for  fuel,  &c.,  have  amounted 
to  £7  6s.  lid.,  and  for  books  to  £2  4s.  7Jd.  less  than  last  year. 
There  was  a  balance  in  favour  of  the  school  from  last  year's  aoeoont 
of  £6  3s.  O^d.,  the  treasurer  still  has  in  hand  the  sum  of  £2  Os.  2d. 

**  The  painting  of  the  whole  of  the  premises  outside,  as  stated  in  the 
last  report  to  be  required,  was  done  at  the  time  of  the  harvest  holi- 
days, the  expense  thereof  will  be  charged  in  next  year's  account,  the 
income  for  which  they  have  reason  to  hope  will  prove  sufficient 
to  defray  this  cost,  in  addition  to  the  other  usual  expenses. 

'*  The  number  of  children  now  in  attendance  is — ^boys,  45 ;  girls, 
35 ;  total,  80.  Of  these,  56  reside  at  Howsham,  19  at  Cadney,  and 
5  at  Somerby.    Twenty  attend  as  free  scholars." 

Louth.  Boys,  171.  Girls,  193.  ''  The  committee  of  the  Louth 
British  schools  venture  once  more  to  lay  before  the  subscribers  and 
the  public  the  condition  and  claims  of  this  institution.  Hie  past 
year  has  been  marked  by  no  untoward  event  of  any  kind.  Steady 
progress  has  attended  the  indefatigable  exertions  of  the  master  and 
mistress.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  numbers  that  the  increase 
of  girls  has  been  considerable,  which  seems  to  be  mainly  attributable 
to  the  kindness  and  perseverance  of  Miss  Tiley,  who  was  appointed 
mistress  in  April  last.  Her  Majesty's  Inspector,  in  his  report,  says 
of  both  schools,  '  the  discipline  and  instruction  are  satisfactory.' 
The  committee  therefore  submit  that  the  aspect  of  affairs  in  connec- 
tion with  these  schools  is  very  encouraging,  and  they  are  emboldened 
to  appeal  to  the  public  to  assist  them  with  funds,  to  enable  them  to 
meet  their  growing  demands.  They  feel  strongly,  and  would 
earnestly  impress  upon  the  minds  of  their  friends,  in  view  of  the 
extended  power  shortly  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  working 
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classes,  that  this  is  no  time  for  relaxing  their  efforts  in  this  work. 
The  committee  would  return  thanks  for  the  generous  support  hitherto 
afforded  them. 

Mangfield,  Boys  and  Girls,  87.  '^  Your  committee  have  pleasure 
in  reporting  that  the  daj  school  continues  in  a  satisfiictory  condition. 
The  average  attendance  for  the  year  has  been  87,  a  number  bj  which 
the  room  is  nearlj  filled ;  and  to  meet  which  fresh  arrangements  of 
the  school  furniture  have  been  made. 

"The  school  was  examined  by  Her  Majesty's  Inspector,  C.  J. 
Alderson,  Esq.,  in  December  last,  who  reports  that  *  80  per  cent, 
of  the  scholars  examined  have  succeeded  in  passing ;  but,  that  the 
instruction  is  of  a  very  elementary  kind,  is  shown  by  the  fact  that 
all,  except  8,  were  presented  in  the  two  lowest  standards,  t. «., 
standards  suitable  for  an  infant  school.  The  discipline  is  efficient. 
I  hope  that  an  effort  will  be  made  in  the  next  year  to  present  a 
much  larger  proportion  of  the  school  in  the  four  higher  standards.' 

*^  It  may  be  remarked,  with  reference  to  this  report,  that  a  large 
proportion  of  the  children  are  not  of  an  age  to  qualify  them  for  a 
higher  examination.  It  la  to  be  hoped  that  those  now  in  the  school 
will  remain  long  enough  to  benefit  by  a  more  advanced  instruction. 

"  The  pupil  teacher  apprenticed  last  year  has  given  notice  that 
she  wishes  to  withdraw  from  her  post.  The  committee  are  anxious 
to  meet  with  some  well-trained  girl,  of  at  least  14  years  of  age,  to 
take  this  situation,  which  offers  considerable  immediate  advantages, 
and  leads  on  to  a  respectable  and  independent  livelihood. 

"  The  behaviour  of  the  young  men  in  the  evening  school  last 
winter  was  so  riotous  that  the  committee  did  not  feel  justified  in 
asking  Miss  Eeamside  to  continue  to  instruct  them.  The  school 
was  accordingly  reopened  this  winter  for  young  women  only,  and 
the  committee  regret  that  a  larger  number  do  not  avail  themselves 
of  the  advantages  thus  offered. 

^'  The  committee  trust  that  the  financial  condition  of  the  school  is 
now  such  as  to  prevent  the  necessity,  which  has  hitherto  been  felt, 
of  borrowing  money  from  the  treasxurer  to  meet  the  payments  due 
for  the  last  quarter  of  the  year." 

Margate,  Boys,  62.  CHrls,  64.  ''The  committee  have  much 
pleasure  in  again  presenting  their  annual  report  to  the  subscribers 
of  the  Margate  British  Schools,  and  in  stating  that  the  operations  of 
the  past  year  have  been  of  a  very  satisfiictory  character.    A  con- 
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siderable  increase  has  taken  place  in  the  average  attendance  both  in 
the  upper  and  lower  schools,  the  children's  weekly  payments  amount- 
ing to  £123  8s.,  being  an  increase  over  those  of  last  year  of  £21  48^ 
and  approaching  within  £1  lis.  lid.  of  the  highest  amonnt  received 
from  this  source,  viz.,  on  the  first  year  of  the  establishment  of  th«e 
schools,  when  other  schools  of  a  similar  character  to  the  British,  since 
formed,  were  not  in  existence.  The  committee  invite  attention 
to  the  summary  of  attendance,  &c.,  appended  to  this  report,  which 
will  give  the  best  view  of  the  present  state  and  prospects  of  the 
schools. 

*'  With  the  exception  of  the  engagement  of  a  new  pupil  teacher 
(Margaret  Bobinson),  no  change  has  taken  place  in  the  teaching 
department  since  the  issue  of  the  last  report.  The  master  and  mis- 
tress continue  to  perform  their  duties  in  an  efficient  manner,  as 
evinced  by  the  improved  order  in  their  respective  schools,  and  tiie 
progress  of  the  children  in  their  various  departments  of  learning, 
while  incre'ased  attention  has  been  given  to  the  girls'  needlework 
under  the  sewing  mistress,  superintended  by  the  committee  of  ladies. 

**  The  public  examination,  which  took  place  in  April  last,  (held  for 
that  occasion  in  the  Upper  School  room,)  was  well  attended,  and  it 
is  believed  gave  general  satisfaction,  from  the  interest  excited  in  the 
children  going  through  their  various  exercises.  A  sum  of  £3  16s.  6d. 
was  appropriated  for  rewards,  and  a  further  sum  of  £2  for  an  enter- 
tainment at  Christmas,  consisting  of  dissolving  views  with  the  magic 
lantern,  kindly  lent  by  Mr.  Ansell. 

"  The  treasurer  closes  with  a  small  balance  in  hand  of  128.  5d. 
During  the  past  year  a  considerable  sum  has  been  expended  in 
repairs.  The  roof  has  been  put  into  good  condition,  and  the  inside 
of  walls  and  woodwork  of  lower  room  thoroughly  painted  and 
coloured.  A  gallery  for  the  accommodation  of  50  of  the  elder 
scholars  has  also  been  erected  at  a  cost  of  £9.  Other  repairs  will 
be  necessary  in  the  coming  year,  more  particularly  the  inside  painting 
of  the  upper  room.  The  committee  will  therefore  require  all  the  aid 
their  friends  can  afford  them  to  prevent  the  funds  falling  into  an«ar. 

'*  in  concluision,  these  schools  are  again  commended  to  all  who 
have  the  welfare  of  the  community  at  heart.  Education  is  the 
question  of  the  day ;  to  perfect  its  character  and  extend  its  bless- 
ings universally  must  be  the  sincere  desire  of  every  Chriatian  and 
patriot." 

<'  Extract  from  the  report  of  Her  Majesty's  Inspector  of  Schools  >- 

«  Uppsb  School. — <  The  school  is  in  good  order,  and  the  aoholan 
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haye  passed  a  very  creditable  examination  in  tbe  required  sabjectsy 
and  also  in  English  history.' 

"  LowsB  School,  Infants. — *  The  school  is  satisfactorily  con- 
ducted, and  has  rather  improved  both  in  numbers  and  efficiency 
under  the  present  mistress.*

*'  Cost  per*child  for  the  year  on  the  average  attendance,  £1  Is.  6d., 
exclusive  of  use  of  premises  and  Government  Grant ;  entire  average 
cost  per  child,  £1  16s.  9d." 

JVew  Marshe,  "  At  the  entrance  to  the  village  of  New  Marske 
stands  a  spacious  schoolroom,  which  owes  its  origin  to  the 
forethought  and  munificence  of  the  Messrs.  Pease.  Nearly  twelve 
months  ago  the  Earl  of  Zetland  granted  a  site,  measuring  about 
half  an  acre,  and  promised  a  donation  of  £200  towards  the  building 
of  the  school ;  and  about  seven  or  eight  months  ago  the  foundation 
stone  was  laid  by  Joseph  Whitwell  Pease,  Esq.,  M.P.  The  structure, 
though  plain,  is  very  neat,  and  has  been  built  on  a  combination  of 
plans — the  original  plan  not  being  approved  by  the  Committee  of 
Council  on  Education.  A  large  portion  of  the  ground  being  reserved 
for  a  play-ground  and  out-houses,  the  building  does  not  cover  the 
entire  area  of  the  site,  and  is  capable  of  accommodating  only  some 
250  children.  Its  height,  measured  at  the  gable,  is  about  20  feet. 
The  building  is  divided  into  two  compartments,  the  smaller  one  being 
used  for  an  Infant  School.  In  the  larger  room  there  is  a  platform 
some  4  feet  from  the  floor ;  and  this  room  will  be  used  for  a  variety 
of  purposes — at  one  time  by  the  Church  of  England,  at  another  by 
the  Methodists,  for  religious  worship  ;  and,  indeed,  for  all  approved 
public  objects.    The  style  of  architecture  is  a  mixed  Elizabethan 
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and  Tudor.  The  interior  finiBh  is  particularly  agreeable  to  tbe  eje, 
consisting,  in  the  place  of  wood  skirting,  of  stone  plinths  and 
encaustic  tiles.  This  school  is  based  upon  the  British  and  Foreign 
system.  It  has  been  carried  on  for  about  three  years  by  the  present 
schoolmaster,  Mr.  Adam  Oliver,  in  a  temporary  building  formed  out 
of  two  dwelling  houses,  and  situated  in  Zetland  Street." 

Oxford.  OirlSf  151.  "  In  submitting  to  you  the  report  for  the 
year  ending  Michaelmas,  1868,  your  committee  beg  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  very  satisfactory  state  of  the  school.  The  entries 
during  the  year  have  been  more  numerous  than  usual ;  while  the 
present  number  of  names  upon  the  books  is  much  higher  than  that 
of  any  previous  year  of  which  your  Secretary  has  record. 

"  The  statistics  of  the  school  for  the  past  twelve  months  are  as 
follow : — Children  on  the  books  at  Michaelmas,  1867,  146 ;  entered 
during  the  year,  88  ;  left,  83 ;  remaining  number  on  books,  Michael- 
mas, 1868, 151.  The  highest  daily  attendance  has  been  130 ;  the 
highest  weekly,  144.  The  average  daily,  109 ;  the  average  weekly, 
128.  Average  weekly  payments  by  children,  14s.  S^d.  The  school 
has  been  opened  46  weeks  during  the  year,  and  has  received  67 
official  visits.

"  The  committee  also  presented  Bibles  to  Sarah  Busby,  Mary  Jane 
Bobbins,  Emma  Brookland,  and  Margaret  Bawlins,  who  were  leav- 
ing the  school." 
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Salthwm.  Boys  and  Girls,  "  The  foundation  etone  of  new  British 
Schools  at  Saltbum  was  laid  on  Monday  last  by  the  Bight  Hon.  the 
Earl  of  Zetland,  K.T.,  under  circnmstaiices  the  most  auspicious,  and 
in  the  midst  of  associations  of  a  most  pleasing  character.  The  new 
building  is  to  comprise  three  separate  schoolrooms,  with  class- 
rooms, and  master  and  mistress's  dwelling  houses ;  the  number  of 
children  to  be  accommodated  being  600.  At  present  but  a  portion 
of  the  design  will  be  carried  out, — a  schoolroom  for  boys  and  a 
school  room  for  girls.  The  necessity  for  such  a  building  has  long 
been  felt  in  Saltbum.  Hitherto  the  only  school  has  been  a  diminu- 
tive ancient-looking  workshop,  situate  at  the  back  of  Amber  Street, 
capable  of  acommodating  not  more  than  200  juveniles." 

Scarborough,  Boys,  830.  Qirls,  250.  Infants,  165.  **  The  com- 
mittee would  commence  their  annual  notice  of  the  state  of  the 
schools  by  an  abstract  of  Mr.  Seals*  report  of  the  boys'  school. 

'^  The  number  in  attendance  is  larger  than  in  any  previous  year, 
and  appears  to  be  almost,  if  not  entirely,  as  great  as  the  comfortable 
accommodation  on  the  premises  will  allow. 

*'  The  number  on  the  list  is  330 ;  the  highest  attendance  at  one 
time,  296 ;  the  average  attendance  since  January,  250.  Of  these 
there  have  been  50  boys  who  could  not  read  on  entering  the  school, 
to  whom  the  master's  attention  has  been  much  directed ;  this,  whilst 
exhibiting  a  great  lack  of  early  training  and  culture,  interferes  very 
much  with  the  efficiency  of  the  school  in  reference  to  the  more 
advanced  scholars,  while  it  is  to  be  feared  very  much  larger  numbers 
are  growing  up  without  any  instruction  at  all. 

"  The  master  reports  52  as  having  left  the  school  during  the  year. 
Of  these  22  have  been  employed  as  apprentices ;  18  gone  to  other 
schools ;  10  left  the  town ;  1  expelled  for  gross  misconduct ;  1  died. 

"  During  the  year,  Mr.  Salter,  Inspector  of  the  British  and  Foreign 
School  Society,  visited  the  school,  and  it  is  due  to  Mr.  Seals  and  the 
other  teachers,  and  to  the  character  of  the  school,  to  append  the 
report  which  he  forwarded,  unsolicited,  after  leaving. 

"  *  Bbitibh  SoHOOii, — Boys.  Scarborough,  August  80th,  1867. 
I  spent  a  considerable  portion  of  the  morning  in  this  numerously 
attended  and  well-managed  school.  The  order  is  good,  and  main- 
tained without  any  undue  harshness ;  the  instruction  is  characterized 
by  practical  utility,  soundness,  thoroughness,  and  breadth.  Mr. 
Seals,  the  teacher,  is  evidently  devoted  to  his  work,  and  is  regarded 
by  his  scholars  not  as  their  task-master,  but  their  friend.    The  con-

^  In  consequence  of  that  inevitable,  but,  to  the  parties  oonoemed, 
happy  necessity,  which  so  fi^queotly  occurs  in  public  schools,  the 
msTTiaLxr?  of  Miss  Joimson,  the  ladies*  committee  hare  been  again 
compelled  to  seek  a  successor,  and  they  hare  ererj  hope  that  Miss 
Smiih,  who  now  occupies  the  post  of  principal  teacher,  will  prore 
satisfartory  and  e€5c:ent ;  she  has,  howerer,  only  been  a  lew  months 
in  the  sohooL  and  has  therefore  not  presented  so  detailed  a  report 
as  on  fonner  occasions.  The  number  on  the  register  is  250 ;  the 
highest  number  present  since  Christmas,  176 ;  the  average  attend- 
ance, 140.  Both  «-ith  respect  to  the  Boys*  and  Girls'  Schools,  as 
well  as  the  Infant,  the  average  would  be  considerably  more  were  the 
practice  of  other  schools  adopted — of  baring  no  school  on  Saturday 
monung,  the  number  present  on  that  day  being  always  Tery  low. 

"  >£is8  Green,  the  principal  teacher  of  the  Infant  School,  reports 
that  the  number  of  names  on  the  books  is  165 ;  the  highest  attend- 
ance in  the  quarter,  159 ;  the  average  attendance,  122.  She  speaks 
with  satisfaction  of  the  early  and  regular  attendance  of  some  of  the 
children,  and  of  the  great  pleasure  which  most  of  them  take  in  the 
school,  and  of  their  cheerful  obedience  and  attention.  Miaa  Ghreen 
adds,  that  it  is  a  pleasure  to  see  the  eagerness  with  which  they  listen 
to  religious  instruction,  and  that  she  frequently  hears  that  the 
lessons  are  carried  home  to  their  parents. 

''  The  usual  course  of  instruction  continues  to  be  pursued  in  the 
schools,  the  teaching  being  of  a  useful  and  practical  character,  sueh 
as  will  best  fit  the  children  for  the  Tarious  stations  they  may  be 
called  upon  to  fill ;  whilst  the  religious  instruction,  as  heretofiare^  is 
that  which  has  ever  characterized  schools  on  the  British  system,  as 
established  by  Joseph  Lancaster — ^the  reading  of  daily  lessons  from 
the  Old  and  New  Testament,  and  the  inculcation  of  those  great 
moral  principles  and  truths,  apart  from  sectarianism,  in  which  the 
Tery  large  majority  of  Christians  entirely  agree.  And  the  com- 
mittee would  express  the  opinion,  that  if  this  system  could  be 
adopted  in  most  of  the  schools  in  the  land  for  the  instruction  of  the 
poor,  the  striyings  and  controTersies  that  have  too  often  manifested 
so  much  warmth,  both  in  and  out  of  Parltsment,  would  have  been 
avoided,  and  the  progress  of  popular  education  been  more  rapid  than 
it  has  been. 

« The  committee  cannot  but  heartily  congratulate  the  fiiends  of

this  great  cauaOy  on  the  largely  increased  sympathy  that  has  heen 
manifested  daring  tbe  last  twelve  months,  on  the  part  of  every  class 
of  the  community  in  favour  of  more  earnest  and  successful  efforts 
for  the  better  education  of  the  poor.  Would  that  this  zeal  may  not 
be  consumed  in  mere  words  !  but  that  a  wise  and  united  action  may 
bbd  together  all  benevolent  and  intelligent  minds  in  a  determination 
to  overcome  the  ignorance  that  surrounds  us ;  and  that  by  the  wis- 
dom of  Parliament,  and  by  earnest  voluntary  effort,  means  may  be 
devised  by  which  the  blessing  of  education  may  reach  every  child  in 
the  land,  however  degraded  his  social  lot,  and  however  deeply  he 
may  be  suffering  from  the  example  and  neglect  of  vicious  and  intem- 
perate parents. 

St.  LeonartTs,  Boys^  Oirls,  Infants.  "  These  schools  have  been 
formed  to  supply  a  want  which  has  long  been  felt  in  this  rapidly 
increasing  town,  and  the  committee  have  spared  no  expense  or  trouble 
to  provide  a  large  and  suitable  building,  and  to  furnish  it  with  every 
requisite. 

**  The  committee  congratulate  themselves  on  having  secured  the 
services  of  very  efficient  teachers,  and  sincerely  trust  that  they  will 
meet  with  hearty  co-operation  on  the  part  of  parents,  and  kind  sym- 
pathy from  all  friends  of  education. 

"The  Scriptures  will  be  daily  read,  and  every  endeavour  made  to 
thoroughly  ground  the  pupils  in  the  fundamental  truths  of  the 
Bible — strictly  unsectarian. 

'*  Boys*  school :  reading,  writing,  spelling,  and  arithmetic  will  be 
taught  throughout  the  school. 

'^  The  boys  paying  4d.  per  week  will  receive,  in  addition,  lessons  in 
grammar,  geography,  mapping,  drawing,  and  vocal  music. 

'*  The  boys  paying  6d.  per  week  will  receive,  in  addition  to  the 
above-named  subjects,  lessons  in  history,  bookkeeping,  mensuration, 
and  algebra.  The  instruction  in  this  department  will  be  suitable  to 
the  sons  of  tradesmen,  and  equivalent  to  what  is  usually  obtained  in 
a  middle  class  commercial  school. 

"  The  master  will  be  glad  to  receive  the  names  of  youths  and 
adults  who  would  like  to  attend  evening  classes.  A  class  will  be 
formed  for  elementary  instruction,  and  another  for  more  advanced 
tuition.  These  classes  will  meet  during  the  winter  months  on  sepa* 
rate  evenings. 

'^  Girls*  school:  plain  needlework,  reading,  writing,  spelling, 
and  arithmetic  will  be  taught  throughout  the    schod;    and,  in 
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the  senior  deparhnenty    geograpbj,  grammar,  hiatoiy,  and  tociI 
music. 

**  Infants'  scliool :  in  tbis  school  the  instruction  will  be  adapted  to 
the  age  and  capabilities  of  the  children. 

"  The  school  hours  will  be  from  9  to  12  a.m^  and  2  to  4.15  p.m. 
Punctuality  and  regular  attendance  wiU  be  insisted  on." 

Sydenham,  Boys  and  Girls,  460.  '*  In  presenting  the  serenteenth 
annual  report  of  the  Sydenham  British  schools,  it  is  the  pleasing  task 
of  your  committee  to  announce  a  like  successful  result  for  the  past 
year  to  that  which  it  has  been  their  privilege  on  all  similar  occasions 
to  record. 

''  The  numbers  on  the  school  roll  are  fully  equal  to  those  of  the 
previous  year,  beiug  460  at  the  present  time,  against  430  in  1867; 
and  the  amount  derived  from  school  fees  is  almost  identical,  being 
£284  2s.  Id.,  against  £283  9s.  lOd.  in  the  year  preceding. 

"  Your  committee  consider  this  maintenance  of  position  satisfactory, 
because,  although  the  increase  of  the  population  is  considerable, 
there  are  of  course  limits  to  the  accommodation  the  schools  afford, 
and  also  to  the  power  of  the  present  staff  of  able  and  zealous 
teachers ;  these  limits  they  consider  they  have  already  nearly,  if  not 
altogether  attained,  and  therefore  they  can  contemplate  with  satis- 
faction the  progress  made  of  late  years  by  other  schools  in  Syden- 
ham, whose  previous  advancement  had  been  less  rapid  than  their 
own.  At  the  same  time  no  exertion  will  be  spared  on  their  part, 
nor,  they  feel  assured,  on  that  of  the  teachers,  to  maintain,  and  if 
possible  increase  the  high  reputation  these  schools  have  acquired,  and 
the  popularity  with  which  they  are  regarded  by  all  classes  of  the 
community. 

*^  WhiUt  the  aim  of  your  committee  continues  to  be,  as  hitherto, 
to  provide  a  practical,  useful,  and  scriptural  education  for  all,  yet 
they  cordially  sanction  the  policy  of  givmg  a  few  of  the  elder  boys 
and  girls  instruction  in  some  of  the  higher  branches  of  knowledge. 
It  is  due,  however,  to  the  subscribers,  whose  assistance  has  so 
largely  contributed  to  raise  the  Sydenham  British  schools  to  their 
present  high  position,  to  state  that  they  have  been  careful  to  invest 
this  more  extended  education  with  two  safeguards,  so  as  effectually 
to  prevent  it  from  proving  in  any  way  detrimental  to  the  interests  of 
the  general  body  of  the  scholars.  The  first  is,  that  only  a  carefully 
limited  portion  of  the  teachers*  time  shall  be  devoted  to  these  higher 
classes,  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  amount  of  instruction  neces- 
sary for  the  younger  pupils ;  and  the  second  consists  in  the  exaction 
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of  such  a  scale  of  fees  from  thoee  attending  sucli  dasseB,  as  renders 
them  not  only  aelf-supporting,  but  actuallj  adyantageouB  to  the 
general  funds.*' 

Taunton.  Boys  and  Oirls.  "  The  thirty-second  annual  report, 
now  presented,  contains  little  of  novelty  to  excite  the  attention  of 
the  subscribers.  It  is,  however,  a  matter  for  congratulation  that, 
although  several  other  schools  especially  devoted  to  the  education  of 
the  children  of  the  industrial  classes  have  been  opened  within  a  few 
years,  the  popularity  of  this  school  has  not  dimioished;  its  usefulness 
has  not  been  impaired,  nor  the  necessity  for  sustaining  it  efficiently 
in  anywise  superseded. 

'*  The  educational  system  adopted  in  this  school  has  elicited  public 
approbation.  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  is  the  Patron  of  the  Parent 
Society,  and  many  of  the  most  eminent  men  in  the  kingdom  are 
among  its  supporters. 

"  It  is  recorded  of  Her  Majesty  that,  on  visiting  a  school  conducted 
on  the  broad  principles  of  religious  freedom  in  Ireland,  she  found 
that  the  children  of  parents  professing  various  creeds  were  admitted, 
and  that  the  only  religious  teaching  enforced  was  gospel  truth,  love, 
and  charity;  'this/  said  Her  Majesty,  Ms  truly  Christian,  and  ought 
to  be  the  case  everywhere.*  Tour  committee  heartily  concur  in 
this  opinion,  and  will  continue  to  welcome  children  of  all  denomina- 
tions to  receive  unsectarian  education. 

"  The  day  has,  happily,  passed  away  when  the  education  of  the 
children  of  the  industrial  claoses  was  a  problem.  It  is  now  ascer- 
tained, beyond  doubt,  that,  just  in  proportion  as  the  inhabitants  of 
any  country  are  educated  and  enlightened,  just  in  that  proportion 
does  crime  diminish ;  and  that  the  most  effectual  way  to  reduce 
police  expenditure  is  to  educate  the  people.  Your  committee, 
therefore,  on  the  grounds  of  patriotism  and  Christian  duty,  earnestly 
solicit  continued  support. 

"  The  annual  examination  by  the  Government  inspector  has  just 
concluded.  The  report  has  not  been  received,  but  your  committee 
have  every  reason  to  hope  that,  when  received,  it  will  compare 
favourably  with  former  years. 

''  The  attendance  has  been  above  the  average  during  the  past  year. 
The  boys'  school  has  much  improved  under  Mr.  Strongman's  care, 
and  Miss  Probert  continues  to  conduct  the  girls'  school  as  here- 
tofore." 
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Two-  Waters.  Boys^  GirU^  and  Infanif.  **  It  has  been  eBtablislied 
on  tbe  comprebensiye  principles  of  tbe  BritiBb  and  Foreign  Scbool 
Society,  wbicb  is  under  tbe  special  patronage  of  Her  Majesty  the 
Queen,  and  is  supported  by  persons  of  all  parties,  and  Christians  of 
all  denominations. 

"  The  object  of  the  scbool  is  to  provide  a  good,  sound,  and  useful 
education,  for  boys  and  girb,  on  such  terms  as  will  enable  tbe  child- 
ren of  all  classes  to  share  this  important  advantage. 

''  The  school  is  under  the  management  of  a  committee  of  twenty, 
annually  elected  by  the  subscribers,  who  are  members  of  yarious 
denominations.  It  wiU,  therefore,  be  wholly  unsectarian  in  cha- 
racter. 

''Mr.  Gteorge  Blackmore,  formerly  military  schoolmaster,  baa 
accepted  the  invitation  of  the  committee  to  be  the  schoolmaster. 

"  The  school  will  be  daily  opened  with  the  reading  of  the  scriptuves 
and  prayer.  No  catechism,  or  peculiar  religious  tenets,  will  be 
taught  Every  child  will  be  expected  to  go  to  a  Sunday  school  at 
the  place  of  worship  to  which  the  parents  belong. 

"  The  school  will  consist  of  three  divisions.  In  the  third,  or 
infant  division,  the  subjects  of  education  will  be  reading,  writing, 
arithmetic,  and  needlework  for  the  girls.  In  the  second  division 
there  wiU  be  taught,  in  addition,  grammar,  geography,  history,  and 
some  of  the  elements  of  natural  science.  In  the  first  division,  in 
addition  to  the  above,  English  literature,  algebra,  geometry,  and 
mensuration  will  be  taught. 

"The  payments  required  will  be — ^third  division,  2d.;  second 
division,  8d. ;  first  division,  6d.  per  week.  If  more  than  two  in  a 
family  regularly  attend,  the  third,  «. «.,  the  youngest  child  will  be 
admitted  at  half-price.  If  more  than  three  in  a  finmily,  the  rest  will 
be  admitted  free.  The  money  must  always  be  brought  on  Monday 
morning. 

"  Children  will  be  admitted  to  the  school  at  the  age  of  two  years 
and  a  half  and  upwards.  They  will  pass  from  the  third  division  into 
the  second  when  six  years  old,  unless,  in  special  cases,  tbe  parents, 
the  schoolmaster,  and  the  inspectors  appointed  by  the  committee 
should  all  be  of  opinion  that  earlier  promotion  or  further  delay 
would  be  desirable." 

Wakefield.  Boys,  136.  Girls,  55.  Infants,  167.  *'  Eleven  of 
the  day  scholars  were  excluded  from  the  grants  becanae  of  their 
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parents  being  of  ability  to  pay  higber  feep.    The  parents  on  [being 
applied  to  repaid  part  of  tbe  sum  tberebj  lost  to  tbe  scbool. 

*'  The  inspector  reported  as  follows : — '  Boys:  This  school  has  been 
exceedingly  well  taught ;  and  the  children  pass  the  individual  exami- 
nation, not  only  in  great  n  ambers,  but  with  ease  and  credit.  The 
reading  is  fluent  and  unusually  expressive,  and  all  the  written  exer- 
cises are  finished  with  much  exactness.  I  should  like  to  find  a  larger 
number  able  to  explain  the  meaning  of  the  words  in  the  reading 
lessons,  another  year.' 

"  Oirh. — *  The  few  children  presented  here  have  passed  very  well, 
and  they  do  their  work  in  a  pleasing  and  orderly  manner.  I  cannot 
doubt  that  the  numbers  will  improve  under  Miss  Mosley's  manage- 
ment, and  that  she  will  be  able  to  present  a  larger  number  in  the 
higher  standards  in  future  years.  It  is  important  that  efibrts  should 
be  made  to  cultivate  the  intelligence  of  the  elder  children,  as  well 
as  obtain  neat  and  careful  exercises  from  them. 

^'  Infants, — '  This  school  is  managed  with  kindness  and  judgment 
and  the  little  ones  have  not  only  shown  a  complete  mastery  over 
the  elementary  work  of  the  first  standard,  but  also  an  interest  in 
their  work,  which  testifies  strongly  to  the  value  of  Miss  Grloyne's 
personal  influence  over  them." 

Windsor  and  Eton,  BoySy  167.  GirU^  197.  "  The  committee, 
in  presenting  to  their  friends  and  subscribers  their  usual  annual 
report  of  these  schools,  would  desire  to  express  their  deep  gratifica- 
tion at  the  steady  progress  which  has  attended  their  course  during 
the  past  year,  and  at  the  general  state  of  usefulness  and  efficiency 
which  they  have,  during  that  period,  so  fully  maintained. 

"  The  schools  are  now  under  the  management  of  the  following 
staff  of  teachers ;  a  master  and  two  pupil  teachers  for  the  boys,  and 
a  mistress,  assistant  teacher,  one  pupil  teacher,  and  one  paid  monitor 
for  the  girls  and  infant  school. 

"  The  committee  feel  that  it  is  but  an  act  of  simple  justice  for 
them  to  express  their  continued  and  increasing  satisfaction  with  the 
painstaking  and  able  exertions  of  Mr.  Piatt,  Miss  O'Dell,  and  Miss 
Statham,  to  whose  care  and  attention  the  schools  owe  so  much  of 
their  prosperity,  seconded  as  their  exertions  have  been  by  those  of 
the  pupil  teachers  in  both  schools.'* 

Wrexhm.  Bays,  250.  G^rZ»,  163.  "The  British  schools  still 
continue  in  a  flourishing  and  efficient  condition    The  children  who 
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attend  belong  to  almost  eyery  religiouB  denomination.  This  in  itself 
is  an  evidence  of  the  exoellenoe  of  the  education  which  they  afford. 

"Many  scholars,  both  boys  and  girls,  come  from  the  interior  of 
Wales  to  lodge  and  board  in  town  in  order  to  attend  them.  In  con- 
sequence of  the  overcrowded  state  of  the  school,  the  committee  of 
management  have  bailt  a  large  and  commodious  new  schoolroom,  at 
an  expense  of  £210.    It  was  finished  and  opened  in  July,  1867. 

**  Of  the  250  scholars  on  the  registers  of  the  boys'  school  for  the 
quarter,  IIT  are  taught  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  geography, 
English  grammar,  and  diccafcion;  74  are  taught  reading,  w^riting, 
arithmetic,  and  dictation ;  29  are  taught  reading,  writing  capital  and 
single  letters,  and  the  notation  of  arithmetic.  The  number  of  scho- 
lars belonging  to  each  religious  denomination  is  as  follows : — Church 
of  England,  66 ;  Calvinistic  Methodists,  56 ;  Wesleyan  Methodists^ 
61 ;  Independents,  65 ;  Other  denominations,  12. 

"  Of  the  163  scholars  on  the  registers  of  the  girls'  school,  69  are 
taught  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  Eoglish  grammar,  geography, 
and  dictation;  38  are  taught  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  and 
dictation ;  56  are  taught  reading,  forming  capital  and  single  letters, 
and  arithmetical  notation ;  148  are  taught  sewing,  knitting,  and  cut- 
ting out.  The  number  of  scholars  belonging  to  each  religious  de- 
nomination is  as  follows : — Church  of  Eogland,  23 ;  Calvinistic 
Methodists,  4^;  Wesleyans,  43  ;  Independents,  88 ;  Other  denomi- 
nations, 19."

WEST  INDIES. 

Aktigtta. — "  During  tbe  year  the  United  Brethren  have  had  20 
day-schools  in  operation  in  various  parts  of  the  island.  Of  these  15 
are  located  at  the  various  mission  stations,  and  5  in  villages  at  some 
distance  from  tbe  stations. 

"  The  number  of  children  attending  the  schools  during  the  year 
amounted  to  1,402,  which,  we  regret  to  say,  is  236  less  than  the  pre- 
vious year.  This  decrea.se  is  accounted  for  by  tbe  distress  occasioned 
by  the  long  drought  of  1868,  which  caused  a  very  short  crop  and 
scarcity  of  provisions  in  1867.  Many  of  the  labouring  class  had  not 
the  means  of  obtaining  a  sufficiency  of  either  food  or  clothing  during 
a  considerable  portion  of  the  year. 

"  Twenty-five  teachers  have  been  employed,  nearly  all  of  whom 
have  been  trained  in  our  institutions. 

"  III  consequence  of  the  decreased  attendance  in  the  schools,  only 
£146  9^.  lOd.  has  been  received  for  school-fees,  which  is  about  £13 
less  than  in  the  previous  year. 

"  In  many  of  the  schools  the  examinations  shewed  that  satisfactory 
improvement  had  been  made  by  those  pupils  who  had  attended  with 
any  degree  of  regularity.  But  in  some  of  the  localities,  where  the 
children  are  employed  in  picking  cotton,  the  attendance  was  very 
irregular,  and  the  improvement,  if  any,  very  small. 

'*  We  are  glad  to  report  that  the  new  year  (1868^  has  commenced 
with  a  great  improvement  in  the  attendance  at  all  the  schools.  This, 
no  doubt,  arises  from  the  fruitful  season  with  which  we  have  been 
blessed." 
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Babbadoxs,  SHABoar — ^"The  sehoolB  hmre  had  difficnltieB  to  contend 
with,  and  in  conaequenoe  the  namben  are  leaa  than  last  year.  This 
portion  of  onr  woric  ia  confeaaedly  of  great  importance,  and  must 
not  be  lost  sight  of  in  an  estimate  of  onr  labours  in  the  island. 
The  schools  require  unoeaaing  superrision  and  encouragement,  and  a 
large  portion  of  the  miasionaiy's  time  and  care  is  therefore  deyoted 
to  them.  Nor  is  this,  we  think,  time  lost,  for  the  firuits  are  seen  in 
after  years  in  many  respects.  Believing  that  we  are  acting  entirely 
in  accordance  with  the  genius  of  the  Church,  from  its  earliest 
history,  we  continue  to  care  for  the  lambs  of  the  fold,  and  to  bring 
them  to  the  great  and  loring  Shepherd  of  souls." 

CLirroir  Hnx. — "  The  day  school,  we  are  glad  to  say,  is  in  a 
prosperous  state.  Since  our  teacher's  £unily  have  come  to  reside 
here,  he  can  better  devote  his  time  and  enei^es  to  his  duties. 
Hence  the  school  has  gradually  improved,  and  the  public  examination 
by  the  Inspector  of  Schools  has  been  satisfactory.  We  feel  much 
gratified  in  witnessing  the[interest  which  the  legislature  of  Barbadoes 
has  taken  in  the  promotion  of  sound  education  among  the  people, 
by  a  very  able  and  judicious  supervision  of  the  schools  and  liberal 
aid  towards  their  support." 

MouiTT  Tabos. — "  Our  day-schools  were  much  better  attended 
in  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  than  towards  the  dose.  The  in£uit 
school  however  remained  pretty  much  the  same,  while  the  Sunday 
school  has  increased  considerably." 

Jamaica,  Fairfield  Training  School, — "  At  the  re-opening  of  the 
school  in  January,  1867,  a  native  brother,  T.  Bussel,  entered  upon 
his  duties  chiefly  as  teacher  of  the  junior  class.  Having  formerly 
been  teacher  in  the  day  school,  he  knows  from  experience  which  are 
the  most  useful  and  necessary  acquirements  for  our  teachers,  and 
can,  therefore,  the  more  readily  direct  his  attention  to  such  essential 
points,  in  preparing  the  pupils  for  their  work.  His  talents  for  music, 
cultivated  and  regulated  while  he  was  himself  a  student  in  this 
institution,  are  most  valuable  for  the  instruction  of  the  present 
scholars. 

**  In  June,  a  few  weeks  before  the  Midsummer  holidays,  we  held 
an  examination  of  both  classes,  the  results  of  which  shewed  what 
good  use  the  pupils  had  made  of  their  time  and  talents.  It  was 
encouraging  for  both  teachers  and  pupils  that  the  members  of  the 
board  of  examiners,  appointed  by  the  Conference,  expressed  their 
satisfaction  at  what  had  been  done. 
«  Among  visitors  who  have  come  to  see  the  school,  was  a  gentle- 
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man  from  London,  who,  as  we  were  informed,  had  formerly  taken 
some  part  in  the  instruction  of  the  Prince  of  Wales.  He  evinced  a 
yerj  kind  interest  in  our  establishment,  and,  after  his  return  to 
England,  sent  us  a  very  valuable  assortment  of  drawing  materials." 

New  Cabm£L. — "  There  appears  to  be  a  greater  interest  among 
the  parents  regarding  schools  than  was  the  case  formerly. 

'*  The  supply  of  some  of  our  schools  with  new  teachers  from  the 
Eairfield  Training  School  enabled  us  to  observe  the  beneficial  effects 
of  the  arrangement  by  which  the  pupils  in  that  institution  are 
instructed  and  exercised  in  school-management  before  leaving  Fair- 
field." 

St.  Kitt's,  Bassetibbb. — *'  The  day  schools  have  been  carried  on 
without  interruption.  The  juvenile  school,  under  Br.  J.  F.  Francis, 
still  occupies  a  leading  position  at  the  examination  by  the  school 
inspector. 

"  In  June,  we  opened  a  new  infant  school  in  a  poor,  thickly  popu- 
lated part  of  the  town.  It  is  called  *  Bristol  school,'  having  been  set 
on  foot  by  the  kind  aid  of  members  of  our  congregation  in  that  city. 
The  attendance  has  been  such  that  we  have  had  to  enlarge  the 
school-house." 


LABBADOR. 

ZoAB. — "  We  held  the  examination  of  the  school  on  the  1st  of 
April.  There  were  twenty  children  present,  some  of  whom  had, 
however,  attended  irregularly,  in  consequence  of  the  absence  of 
their  parents.  The  native  teacher,  Thomas,  who  throughout  the 
winter  had  taught  the  little  class  with  energy  and  faithfulness, 
examined  his  scholars  in  spelling  and  reading,  and  a  little  mental 
arithmetic,  catechized  them  on  the  history  of  our  Saviour's  birth,  and 
let  them  repeat  the  ten  commandments  and  some  hymns.  The 
elder  class  had  also  made  good  progress  in  reading,  writing  from 
copies  and  dictation,  and  Scripture  history.  Arithmetic  they  find 
difficult.  In  geography  we  could  do  but  little,  having  only  one  old 
map,  which  has  so  often  been  patched  that  much  that  is  on  it  is  no 
longer  distinguishable.  But  perhaps  the  most  interesting  to  teacher 
and  scholars  was  the  singing.  Besides  hymn-tunes,  the  elder  scho- 
lars bad  learned  several  pieces,  and  Thomas  had  even  taught  the 
little  ones  some  songs,  which  they  performed  very  fairly.  Some 
children  of  settlers,  who  speak  both  English  and  Eskimo,  read  and 
repeated  several  portions  of  Scripture  and  hymns  in  the  former  Ian- 
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goage.    At  the  close  we  difltribated  preaents  wliich  had  been  pro- 
vided by  kind  friends  of  the  mission." 


AFBICA. 

Old  Oaljlbab. — *'  Hkpabio  says  that  the  highest  attendance  of 
the  day  school  was  70,  the  loweat  30,  and  the  largest  number  of 
names  on  the  roll  at  one  time  was  80.  The  ayerage  attendance  was 
about  50,  and  the  names  on  the  roll  during  the  twelve  months  were 
considerably  above  100.  Some  of  the  senior  lads  come  to  me  for 
lessons  in  the  afternoon.  I  have  several  times  given  prizes  for  learn- 
ing, and  on  those  occasions  the  children  who  enter  the  lists  are  keen 
competitors.  Nearly  all  the  children  buy  books  w^ith  their  school 
tickets.  Miss  Johnston  and  my  sister  take  part,  along  with  Ukpabio, 
in  the  day  school,  and  they  also  visit  in  the  town  as  often  as  they  can. 
Miss  Johnston  has  seven  children  in  her  boarding  school,  who  also 
attend  the  day  school." 

Bazita,  Old  Towir. — "  In  a  district  like  that  around  Old  Town, 
where  they  do  not  trade  with  the  ships,  it  is  difficult  to  make  parents 
and  children  understand  the  value  of  education,  and  for  this  reason 
these  schools  are  very  fluctuating.  The  attendance  at  Akim  is  from 
12  to  40,  and  at  Old  Town  from  6  to  18.*' 

South  Africa,  Baziya. — "  The  day  school  is  well  attended,  and 
some  of  the  children  can  read  both  Kaffir  and  English.  They  seem 
to  like  to  come  to  school. 

"  Some  weeks  ago  we  held  an  examination.  On  that  occasion  the 
children  answered  very  well,  particularly  in  Bible  history.  In  arith- 
metic  they  did  more  than  we  expected.  Geography  had  been  only 
recently  begun,  and  there  were  no  maps ;  some  old  ones  have,  how- 
ever,  been  since  procured  from  Shiloh.  In  writing,  the  children 
were  rather  backward.  Till  quite  lately  they  had  no  place  to  write 
on,  but  had  to  hold  the  slate  with  one  hand  and  write  with  the  other, 
as  there  were  no  benches  in  the  old  church,  but  all  sat  on  the 
ground."

These  include  46  girls. 

All  these  schools,  at  which  religious  instruction  is  carefully  im- 
parted, are  thriving ;  and  the  circle  of  our  educational  efforts  is 
being  year  by  year  extended.  The  central  school  in  Nya  Nuggur 
still  holdii  its  ground  ;  and  the  Bambee  school  has  improved  under 
a  new  teacher,  and  has  a  fair  attendance  of  children  from  that 
neglected  class.  Even  the  most  recently  established  of  our  village 
schools  are  showiog  very  satisfactory  progress.  Our  Beawr  teachers 
still  maintain  their  position,  and  this  year,  as  before,  have  carried  off 
all  the  honours  and  prizes  given  for  proficiency  in  the  grade  exami- 
nation." 

NassESABAi). — *^  As  the  result  of  the  excellent  accommodation 
which  the  new  building  affords  to  the  centre  school,  which  has  73 
on  the  roll,  and  an  average  attendance  of  66,  good  order  and  system 
are  now  attained,  aod  a  greater  degree  of  proficiency  and  a  higher 
standard  are  being  steadily  approached.  Much  attention  is  given  to 
the  religious  training  of  the  boys;  but  as  nearly  all  the  elder  scho- 
lars have  left,  the  number  familiar  with  Bible  truth  is  unusually 
small.  The  evening  school  connected  with  this  institution  has  a 
roll  of  34,  with  an  attendance  of  24.  The  second  school  in  the  city 
continues  to  be  valued  by  the  classes  for  whom  it  is  intended.  It 
has  60  names,  with  an  attendance  of  42,  20  of  whom  are  evening 
Bcholaro.  The  total  number  of  scholars  in  Nusserabad  is  167,  with 
a  daily  attendance  of  132. 

'*  Village  schools. — There  are  11  vlUage  schools,  at  a  distance  from 
Nusserabad  of  from  2  to  18  miles,  and  with  325  on  the  roll,  and  an 
average  attendance  of  290.  Of  these,  between  30  and  40  are  young 
men  who  labour  in  the  fields  during  the  day,  and  come  for  instruc* 
tion  in  the  evening.  In  most  of  these  schools  the  progress  made 
within  the  year  has  been  very  satisfactory.  Total  on  the  roll  in 
Nusserabad  and  villages,  492 ;  in  daily  attendance,  422.** 

Ajmeb,  thfi  City  Schools — "  The  Anglo-vernacular  school  is,  as  to 
numbers,  much  the  same  as  last  year.  Several  who  had  recently 
joined,  and  some  of  the  younger  lads  who  had  advanced  to  the  read- 
ing of  the  gospel,  left  rather  than  be  indoctrinated  in  the  Christian 
religion.  The  more  advanced  English  scholars  have  made  satisfactory 
progress,  ten  or  eleven  of  whom  are  reading  the  New  Testament  in

English ;  and  of  the  class  of  thirty  (now,  in  Pebruaij,  foriy)  who 
read  in  the  vernacular,  several  are  very  fully  acquainted  with  the 
Oospels  and  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles.  The  OirW  Sehooh — The 
attendance  has  slightly  diminished  ;  but  it  is  a  matter  of  great  satis- 
faction that  four  of  the  most  advanced  girls  have  continued  to  attend, 
after  it  might  have  been  expected  that  Hindu  notions  of  propriety 
would  have  caused  them  to  leave.  Besides  the  objection  to  the 
education  of  females  which  so  many  have,  the  fear  of  their  children 
becoming  Christians  prevents  parents  from  sending  their  daughters. 
The  most  interesting  feature  connected  with  this  school,  in  a  Chris- 
tian point  of  view,  is,  that  most  of  the  girls  come  out  to  public 
worship  on  the  Lord's  day  and  sing  very  sweetly,  and  with^evident 
delight,  the  various  hymns  which  they  have  been  taught  in  the 
school. 

*'  TTie  Pohhur  Oirls^  School,  notwithstanding  the  want  of  a  proper 
teacher  and  other  drawbacks,  has  been  attended  with  a  gratifying 
measure  of  success.  There  are  four  girls  who  read  fluently,  and  are 
about  to  commence  the  New  Testament.  One  cannot  look  upon  the 
sprightly  and  promising  scholars  without  regretting  that  they  have 
not  a  Christian  female  teacher.  The  Taragurh  boys'  school  has  also 
eight  or  twelve  girls  in  attendance,  some  of  whom  have  advanced  to 
the  third  book ;  but  the  great  difficulty  is  to  get  the  parents  to  allow 
their  girls  to  remain  at  school  till  they  have  acquired  something 
deserving  the  name  of  education,  and  have  learned  more  of  the 
loving  name  of  Jesus  and  his  blessed  words." 

TonauBH. — "  The  number  of  village  schools  has  been  increased 
from  7  to  12,  with  376,  including  20  girls,  on  the  roll,  and  a  daily 
attendance  of  291.  Two  of  these  have,  however,  been  for  a  few 
months  closed  for  want  of  teachers.  Comparing  these  numbers  with 
those  of  last  year,  there  is  an  increase  of  146  on  the  roll,  and  111  on 
daily  attendance.  In  some  of  the  schools  the  attendance  is  larger  in 
the  evening.  Among  such  a  people  as  the  Mairs,  where  the  whole 
family  is  usually  employed  in  the  fields  from  sunrise  to  sunset,  it  will 
be  evident  that  evening  schools  are  of  the  first  importance ;  and 
these  we  have  been  endeavouring  to  foster.  In  this  way  only  can 
education  be  brought  within  the  reach  of  the  majority  of  the 
people."

Extract  from  the  Sixth  Beport  of  the  Victoria  Board  of  Education, 

1867-68. 

**  Mat  it  please  totte  Exoelleitct, — 

"  We,  the  Commissioners  of  the  Board  of  Education,  beg  leave  to 
submit  to  your  Excellency  this  our  sixth  report,  comprising  a  state- 
ment of  our  proceedings  during  the  year  1867,  together  with  com- 
plete statistical  information  up  to  the  dlst  March,  1868,  with 
information  on  other  matters  up  to  the  present  date. 

**  Statistics  of  Atteedabce. 

'^  It  was  pointed  out  in  our  last  report  that  there  was  a  con- 
siderable diminution  in  the  numbers  of  children  on  the  rolls  and  in 
average  attendance  for  the  month  of  December,  1866,  as  compared 
with  the  same  month  in  1865 ;  the  decrease  consisting  of  2,351 
children  on  the  rolls,  and  2,887  in  average  attendance,  caused  by  the 
sickness  which  was  so  generally  prevalent  in  the  colony  at  the  end 
of  1866.  The  demonstrations  consequent  on  the  arrival  of  H.E.H. 
the  Duke  of  Edinburgh  also  caused  a  considerable  decrease  in  the 
attendance  for  December,  1867,  which  fell  below  that  for  the  previous 
month  by  8,955  children  on  the  rolls,  and  4,831  in  average  attendance. 

"  But,  comparing  the  year  1867  with  1866,  we  find  an  increase  of 
47  schools,  5,760  chUdren  on  the  rolls,  and  4,127  in  average  attend- 
ance. 

'^  The  latest  returns  which  we  are  now  able  to  submit  are  those 
for  March,  1868,  which  give  77,388  children  on  the  rolls,  and 
68,333  in  average  attendance,  being  an  increase  over  the  year  1867 
of  5,619  on  the  rolls,  and  4,802  in  average  attendance. 

"  The  number  of  new  schools  to  which  aid  was  granted  in  1867 
was  47,  of  which  89  were  vested,  or  were  conducted  temporarily  as 
non-vested  schools  with  the  intention  of  being  vested,  7  were  in 
connection  with  denominations,  and  one  was  a  school  in  connection 
with  the  asylum  for  the  blind. 

*'We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  show  an  increase  in  schools  and 
scholars  which  is  more  satisfactory  than  we  have  been  able  to  exhibit 
since  the  Common  Schools  Act  came  into  operation.  The  percent- 
age of  increase  in  average  attendance,  comparing  December,  1867, 
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with  December,  1866,  is  13*55,  and  compariDg  Marcb,  1868,  with 
March,  1867,  is  12 '3G,  while  the  population  of  the  colony  has  only 
increased  in  the  former  case  by  2 '47  per  cent.,  and  in  the  latter  by 
3*21  per  cent.  The  number  on  the  rolls  of  each  school  has  increased 
from  94  to  100,  and  that  in  average  attendance  from  70  to  76.  The 
percentage  of  the  total  population  on  the  rolls  of  schools  has  increased 
from  10'82'to  11'64,  and  in  average  attendance  from  8*06  to  8*8;  so 
that,  at  the  date  of  the  latest  returns,  one  out  of  8*59  persons  in  the 
population  was  on  the  rolls  of  common  schools,  and  one  ont  of 
11*36  was  in  average  daily  attendance. 

'*  The  number  of  school  establishments  in  operation  on  SIst 
March,  1868,  was  772,  comprising  819  separate  departments,  viz.— 
80  boys,  32  girls,  27  infants,  and  730  mixed. 

'*  We  now  propose  to  consider  the  question  of  statistics  of  attend* 
ances  under  the  following  heads : — (1.)  The  proportion  of  children 
attending  schools  to  the  total  population.  (2.)  The  proportion  of 
children  of  school  age  attending  schools.  (3.)  The  regularity  of 
attendance  at  schools  as  compared  with  other  countries.  (4.)  Se- 
marks  concerning  the  same. 

'^  (1.)  Proportion  of  children  attending  schools  to  ike  total  populaiiam. 

**  It  appears  that  out  of  a  population  of  664,570, 119,149  children 
are  attending  schools,  being  17*93  per  cent.,  or  one  ont  of  5*58. 

''  The  above  calculation  has  been  made  estimating  the  number  on 
the  rolls  to  the  3l8t  March,  1868 ;  but  taking  the  returns  actually 
furnished  for  the  year  1867,  the  percentage  of  children  attending 
schools  is  found  to  be  16*28,  or  one  out  of  6*14  in  the  whole  popula- 
tion. It  should  be  observed,  however,  that  the  return  of  children 
attending  other  than  common  schools  is  not  brought  down  later 
than  the  31st  March,  1867. 

"  (2.)  Proportion  of  children  at  school  age  attending  schools. 

**  According  to  a  return  kindly  furnished  by  the  Begiatrar-Oene- 
ral  it  appears  that  the  percentage  of  population  at  all  ages  between 
5  and  15  years  of  age,  is  estimated  at  24*56,  giving  the  number  on 
the  3l8t  March  at  163,218. 

"  It  would  appear  that  100,085  children  between  these  ages  were 
attending  schools,  or  61*32  per  cent.,  being  one  out  of  1*63,  or  nearly 
two  ont  of  three  of  the  whole  number. 

*^  Taking  the  returns  actoally  receired  to  the  close  of  1867,  the 
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percentage  of  tbe  population  within  the  school  age  more  or  less 
attending  schools  was  5568,  being  one  out  of  1*80,  or  five  out 
of  nine. 

**  (3.)  BeguJarity  of  attendance  at  schools  as  cowjpared  with  other 

countries, 

"  With  reference  to  actual  attendance  on  the  part  of  the  children, 
we  would  remark  that  common  schools  are  open  on  an  average  for 
280  days,  or  46  weeks,  in  the  year.  The  actual  attendance  given  by 
each  child  on  the  rolls  equals  132  school  days,  or  26}  weeks,  showing 
that  each  child  attends  57*39  per  cent,  of  the  time  the  school  is 
open. 

''  This  statement  of  attendance,  although  not  so  satisfactory  as  we 
could  wish,  compares  favourably  with  the  state  of  matters  both  in 
England,  Ireland,  and  America.  The  Bev.  James  Fraser,  in  his  re- 
port to  the  Boyal  Commission  on  Education  in  England,  shows  that 
in  the  United  States  the  average  number  of  days'  attendance  for  each 
child  in  the  year  does  not  exceed  106  days. 

'*  In  Canada,  out  of  360,000  children  enrolled,  considerably  more 
than  half  attended  school  less  than  100  days,  and  less  than  17  per 
cent,  attended  school  176  days ;  and,  from  the  statements  and  re- 
turns given  in  pages  6  and  48  of  the  report  on  schools  in  Upper 
Canada  for  1865,  it  would  appear  that  the  average  number  of  days' 
attendance  to  each  child  in  the  year  does  not  exceed  96  days. 

"In  England,  according  to  statistics  furnished  by  the  English 
Commissioners  of  1858-61,  taken  from  the  five  pairs  of '  specimen 
districts,'  containing  one-eighth  of  the  population  of  the  kingdom, 
and  supposed  to  represent  the  average  or  typical  state  of  education 
in  agricultural,  manufacturing,  mining,  maritime,  and  metropolitan 
localties,  the  average  number  of  days'  attendance  does  not  exceed 
129  days. 

"  From  the  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  National  Education  in 
Ireland  for  1866,  we  find  that  the  proportion  of  the  total  aggregate 
xmmber  of  children  who  attended  national  schools  during  that  year 
is  to  the  average  attendance  as  910,819  to  316,225.  In  this  colony 
the  proportions  are  as  119,819  to  58,383.  It  thus  appears  that  in 
Ireland  the  average  attendance  is  only  34*72  per  cent,  of  the  total 
number,  while  in  this  colony  it  is  48*68  per  cent. 

"  (4.)  Bemarhs  concerning  statistics  of  attendance, 
"  From  the  above  figures  we  arrive  at  the  conclusion  that  17-98

per  cent.,  or  one  in  5*58  of  the  total  population,  and  61*32,  or 
nearly  two  out  of  three  of  children  between  five  and  fifteen  years  of 
age  are  attending  schools  with  an  amount  of  regularity  which  is  not 
equalled  either  in  England  or  America ;  and  allowing  for  the  facts 
that  the  children  attending  school  vary  from  year  to  year,  those 
attending  one  year  leaving  the  next,  and  others  taking  their  places ; 
that  many  children  under  fifteen  have  left  school,  and  are  engaged  in 
various  employments ;  and  that  many  others  are  taught  by  tutors, 
governesses,  and  parents,  we  believe  we  are  justified  in  arriving  at  the 
conclusion  that  the  number  of  children  unprovided  with  education  is 
less  than  is  generally  estimated,  and  that  the  great  liberality  of 
Parliament  in  providing  for  public  education  has  not  been  unpro- 
ductive of  substantial  fruit. 

"Statistics  op  Examikatiok. 

"  We  propose  that,  from  the  commencement  of  1869,  the  standards 
of  examination  upon  which  the  grants  for  results  are  paid,  and  the 
programme  of  the  course  of  instruction  shall  be  amalgamated ;  by 
which  means  one  examination  will  answer  for  both  purposes,  and  the 
organization  of  schools  will  be  improved. 

"  In  order  to  initiate  this  system  with  a  certain  amount  of  ex* 
perience,  we  have  instructed  the  Inspectors  to  examine  on  the  above 
principle  during  the  remainder  of  the  present  year,'  but  no  change  in 
the  manner  of  payment  will  be  made  till  1869.  The  result  of  these 
examinations  will  guide  us  in  arranging  the  details  for  ultimate 
adoption. 

"  In  England,  teachers  can  withhold  from  examination  such  child- 
ren as  they  do  not  think  capable  of  passing  the  standard  for  which 
they  are  due,  and  can  present  them  at  a  subsequent  examination  for 
the  same  standard,  forfeiting  only  their  results  for  the  year  in  which 
they  are  not  examined.  Here,  chUdren  once  placed  in  standards 
must  advance  a  standard  each  year,  whether  presented  or  not,  so 
that  a  child  examined  in  1866  for  standard  3,  must  in  1868  be 
examined  in  standard  5,  even  if  he  were  away  from  examination  in 
1867. 

''  The  effect  of  this  is  to  reduce  the  number  of  passes  obtained  in 
this  colony  as  compared  with  those  in  England,  and  to  make  it  more 
difficult  for  a  teacher  to  keep  his  scholars  up  to  their  standards. 

<<  This  has  caused  a  certain  amount  of  complaint,  and  the  rule  is  to 
some  extent  too  stringent.  On  the  other  hand,  the  English  rule 
does  not  apply  sufficient  stimulus  to  keeping  the  children  up  to 
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their  classes,  as  a  teacher  can  always  make  a  fair  show  by  excluding 
dull  and  neglected  children  from  examination.  Under  the  proposed 
plan,  a  teacher  may  present  children  more  than  once  for  the  same 
standard  without  a  few  individual  cases  at  all  injuring  the  results  in 
his  school ;  but  if  he  allows  his  children  generally  to  fall  behind,  he 
will  raise  the  average  age  in  his  classes,  and  so  cause  a  loss  in  results 
— nor  can  he  obtain  any  real  or  apparent  advantage  by  withholding 
children  from  examination ;  and  since  the  programme  and  standards 
ore  the  same,  there  is  every  inducement  to  place  children  in  the 
classes  for  which  they  are  fit. 

**  The  plan  appears  to  be  a  fair  medium  between  the  stringency  of 
the  rule  requiring  every  child  to  advance  a  standard  each  year,  and 
the  laxity  of  permitting  children  to  be  presented  only  when  it  suits 
the  teacher  to  have  them  examined. 

''  The  Inspector- General  reports  that '  the  result  of  inspection  has 
become  more  uniform  in  the  different  districts  than  it  was  in  1866,* 
and  that  '  the  difference  per  100  passes  between  the  highest  and 
lowest  number  given  was  for  18G7,  1611  against  24*27  for  1866.* 

'*  The  following  tables  give  the  numbers  and  per-oentages  of  child- 
ren presented  and  passed,  both  in  England  and  Victoria,  since  the 
commencement  of  the  result  system : —

''  The  average  number  of  destitute  scholars  during  the  year  1866, 
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according  to  the  completed  returnB  shown  in  the  Appendix,  was 
12,876,  as  compared  with  10,015  in  the  year  1865,  showing  an 
increase  of  2,860.

"  These  figures  show  that  the  local  contributions  are  32*47  per 
cent.,  while  the  Government  payments  are  67*53  per  cent.  During 
the  year  1865  the  proportions  were  34*34  and  65*66  per  cent.,  show- 
ing an  increase  in  the  Government  aid  in  1866,  as  compared  with 
1865,  of  1*87,  and  a  consequent  decrease  in  the  local  contributions  to 
the  same  extent.  This  increase  in  the  Government  aid  was  caused 
in  great  measure  by  the  increased  amount  paid  for  destitute  scholars, 
amounting  to  £2,782  9s.  4d. 

"EeYISION   07    GSNEBAL  BBGFLA.TIONB    FBAMED   UNDER   THE 

Common  Schools  Act. 

"  We  stated  in  our  last  report  that  it  vras  '  imperatively  necessary 
either  that  fresh  legislation  should  take  place  on  this  subject  with- 
out delay,  or  that  by  some  assurance  of  a  permanency  of  the  present 
arrangements  we  should  be  enabled  to  carry  out  those  alterations 
which  we  have  long  had  in  contemplation,  by  which  expenditure 
would  be  decreased  and  efficiency  improved.' 

"  Since  the  commencement  of  the  present  year  we  have  framed  six 
additional  general  regulations,  embracing  important  amendments  on 
those  hitherto  in  force. 

"  I.  Annual  Examination  of  Schools  under  Standaedb. — ^The  Boud  of 
Education  hereby  give  notice  that,  from  and  after  the  1st  January,  1863,  Common 
Schools  will  only  be  examined  once  a  year  under  standards,  instead  of  twice^  ss 
hitherto. 

"II.  Teaching  Staffs  of  Common  Schools.— In  addition  to  the  Bead 
teacher,  a  pupil  teacher  will  be  allowed  for  every  25  scholars  in  average  attendanea 
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over  the  first  25,  or  an  assiatant  teacher  for  every  50  scholars  over  the  first  25, 
lirovided  that  there  shall  be  one  assistant  teacher  for  every  100  scholars  in  average 
attendance ;  hut  in  schools  employing  one  or  more  pupil  teachers,  should  the 
attendance  increase  to  such  an  extent  as  to  entitle  the  local  committee  to  substi- 
tate  an  assistant  for  a  pupil  teacher,  the  full  number  of  pupil  teachers  already 
employed  may  he  retained  until  a  vacancy  in  the  pupil  teachers'  staff  shall  occur. 
"  A  workmistress  will  be  allowed  in  mixed  schools,  where  the  head  teacher  is 
not  a  female,  when  the  average  attendance  exceeds  30  ;  and  when  the  pupil 
teacher  is  not  a  female,  or  is  not  competent  to  give  instruction  in  needlework, 
and  when  the  average  attendance  is  from  75  to  100,  the  local  committee  may, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Education,  employ  a  second  pupil  teacher 
instead  of  an  assistant,  and  retain  the  services  of  the  workmistress ;  the  salary 
of  the  workmistress  to  be  £20  a  year  when  the  average  attendance  is  below  86, 
and  £30  a  year  when  above  that  number.  Not  less  than  one  hour's  instruction 
to  be  given  in  each  school  day. 

"  In  schools  where  the  average  attendance  is  below  25,  the  salary  of  the  head 
teacher  shall  not  exceed  that  allotted  to  the  2nd  division  of  competency. 

"  Applications  for  increased  staffs  will  be  received  at  any  time,  and  staffs  will 
be  increased  from  the  commencement  of  the  month  succeeding  that  in  which  the 
application  is  received,  such  increase  being  based  upon  the  average  attendance 
for  the  three  months  preceding  the  date  of  application,  but  no  increase  vfill  be  re- 
cognised unless  the  sanction  of  the  Board  shall  have  been  previously  obtained, 

**  IV.  Fees  foe  Destitute  and  Deserted  Children  and  Orphans.— In  the 
case  of  destitute  children  and  of  orphans  and  deserted  children,  who  have  no 
means  of  paying  the  prescribed  school  fees,  payments  will  be  made  by  the  Board 
according  to  the  following  scale  : — For  a  single  scholar  above  eight  years  of  age, 
4|d.  per  week ;  for  a  single  scholar  under  eight  years  of  age,  Sd.  per  week  ;  when 
more  than  one  attend  from  the  same  family,  per  scholar,  Sd.  per  week.  Bat  in 
every  such  case  a  certificate  must  be  furnished  to  the  local  committee,  signed  by 
a  justice  of  the  peace  or  registered  clergyman,  and  a  copy  thereof  forwarded  to 
the  Board  ;  and  the  Board  will  require  to  be  satisfied  that  such  case  really  exists. 
Every  such  certificate  must  be  renewed  half-yearly. 

*'  Y.  In  all  schools  having  an  average  attendance  of  100  or  more  than  100,  in 
which  there  is  an  infant  class  reaching  the  average  attendance  of  ttDenty-Jhe,  % 
separate  room,  properly  furnished,  shall  be  set  apart  for  the  instruction  of  the 
infants ;  and  the  time-table  shall  be  so  arranged  as  to  have  said  infants  con- 
stantly under  the  charge  either  of  a  teacher  or  a  pupil  teacher. 

*'  YI.  The  local  committee  of  each  such  school  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
annually  a  sum  not  exceeding  £200  in  aid  of  the  salary  of  the  superintendent  of 
male  teachers  in  training,  and  not  exceeding  £160  in  aid  of  the  salary  of  the 
superintendent  of  female  teachers  in  training  ;  and  also  for  each  male  teacher  is 
training  who  shall  have  successfully  passed  the  examinations  and  stood  the  tests 
hereafter  mentioned,  payment  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  £4d  per  annum,  and  for 
each  female  not  exceeding  £40  per  annum  ;  and  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  pay- 
ments, the  committee  shall  be  entitled  to  claim  a  bonus  of  £10  for  each  teacher 
in  training  who  shall  have  received  a  teacher's  certificate,  and  a  second  bonus  of 
£10  for  each  such  teacher  in  training  as  shall  at  a  subsequent  examination  have 
obtained  a  first-class  certificate  of  the  second  year. 
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"  I58PSCTIOV. 

*'  We  have  likewiBe  recommended  tbe  appointment  of  an  additional 
Inspector  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  rapid  increase  in  the 
number  of  schools  and  scholars. 

"  And  we  have  recommended  that  travelling  expenses  be  paid  to 
the  Inspectors,  according  to  a  specified  scale,  which  has  been  so 
fixed  as  practicallj  to  increase  the  salaries  of  these  officers,  a  course 
recommended  bj  the  late  Bojal  Commission. 

"  If  these  seyeral  arrangements  are  carried  out,  we  haye  eyeiy  ex- 
pectation that  the  inspection  will,  for  the  future,  be  thoroughlj 
efficient  in  its  nature,  and  be  punctually  carried  out. 

''In  the  case  of  a  considerable  number  of  schools,  we  haye 
obseryed  with  regret  that,  though  attention  has  been  repeatedly 
called  to  graye  defects  in  the  furniture  and  apparatus,  to  the  want 
of  proper  and  separate  out-offices,  and  to  the  extremely  careleBs 
manner  in  which  the  school  records  and  accounts  haye  been  kept,  no 
amendment  has  been  effected ;  and,  considering  these  mattera  essen- 
tial to  the  proper  conduct  of  all  common  schools,  we  haye,  in  cases 
of  repeated  disregard  of  our  adyice,  adopted  the  stringent  measure 
of  Buspendiug  aid  (after  due  notice)  until  the  defects  had  been 
remedied.  We  trust  that  the  local  committees  wiU,  by  a  more  csre- 
fill  and  personal  superyision,  preyent  the  necessity  for  a  continuance 
of  these  measures. 

''Experience  has  taught  us  that  it  would,  in  this  country,  be 
highly  inexpedient  to  make  the  entire  payments  to  schools  on  the 
basis  of  a  capitation  grant,  or  to  confine  our  superyision  to  merely 
examining  under  standards,  irrespectiye  of  the  other  not  lesa  im- 
portant aspects  of  school  work.  We  belieye  that  the  interests  of 
education  would  materially  suffer  under  such  a  system — ^that  local 
superyision  would,  in  the  absence  of  proper  adrice  and  control,  proye 
inadequate  to  secure  suitable  buildings,  and  to  maintain  the  premises 
and  apparatus  in  such  a  state  as  to  promote  the  health  and  comfort 
of  the  pupils — that  modem  improyements  in  the  science  of  education 
would  receive  little  attention,  and  the  schools  would  rapidly  dete- 
riorate in  organization,  discipline,  and  method. 

"  Generally  the  Inspectors  report  favourably  of  the  discipline 
maintained  in  the  schools,  and  of  the  becoming  demeanour  of  the 
children.  They  commend  also  the  instruction  conyeyed  in  reading, 
but  complain  that  good  penmanship  is  not  sufficiently  aimed  at,  and 
that  the  needlework  of  the  girls  is  not  so  well  attended  to  as  it 
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might  be.     These  latter  subjects  will  consequently  receive  special 
attention  during  the  present  year. 

''  Teachebs. 

*'  The  examinations  of  teachers  for  certificates  of  competency 
show  a  marked  improvement  upon  those  of  former  years.  Teachers 
now  pay  far  more  attention  than  formerly  to  preparing  themselves 
for  the  examinations,  and  classes  have  been  formed  in  many  places 
to  assist  them  in  this  endeavour.  This,  however,  is  an  advantage 
denied  to  teachers  in  outlying  localities,  who  have  to  depend  on 
their  own  unaided  exertions ;  but  in  all  cases  of  failure,  where  a  fair 
amount  of  ability  is  displayed  in  the  management  and  instruction  of 
their  schools,  we  have  exercised  considerable  leniency  in  extending 
the  temporary  permission  to  act,  and  permitting  a  further  trial  at 
the  next  examination. 

"  Our  practice  for  some  years  has  been  to  require  a  teacher  who 
fails  in  any  subject  to  be  re-examined  in  the  whole  programme ;  but 
we  have  lately  resolved  that  teachers  who  fail  in  composition,  pen- 
manship, or  one  or  more  of  the  subjects  included  under  the  art  of 
teaching,  may  be  allowed  another  trial  in  such  subject  or  subjects 
only  at  the  next  examination ;  but  that,  if  they  again  fail,  they  must 
be  re-examined  in  all  the  subjects  before  they  can  obtain  a  classi- 
fication. Our  object  in  adopting  this  practice  has  been  to  meet  the 
cases  of  those  teachers  who,  having  studied  sufficiently  to  enable 
them  to  pass  in  the  literary  subjects  of  examination,  have,  in  conse- 
quence of  such  study,  been  precluded  from  paying  sufficient  atten- 
tion to  those  immediately  connected  with  teaching. 

"  The  number  of  female  teachers,  in  comparison  with  males, 
appears  to  be  slightly  increasing,  and  several  of  the  smaller  mixed 
schools  are  under  the  charge  of  females.  If  education  is  to  be  intro- 
duced extensively  into  the  sparsely  populated  districts,  and  at  a 
reasonable  cost,  the  agency  of  women  must  be  still  further  employed. 
In  the  United  States  of  America  the  large  majority  of  teachers  are 
females.  It  is  a  subject  well  worthy  of  consideration,  how  fiir 
female  teachers  may  be  substituted  for  males  with  advantage  to  the 
schools,  and  to  the  solution  of  the  difficult  social  problem  how 
to  find  employment  for  educated  females.*'
